Manners and Customs. 


If ext to the complexion ot the people, which 
varies from fair to black, the tourist's atten- 
tion in Indin is drawn by their dress and per- 
sonal decoration In its simplest lorn a Hindu's 
dress consists of a piece of doth round the 
loins. Many an ascetic, who regards dress 
as a luxury, wears nothing more, and he would 
dispense with even so much if the police al- 
lowed him to The Mahomedan always covers 
his legs, generally with trousers, sometimes 
with a piece of cloth tied round the waist and 
teaching to the ankles Bill men and women, 
who at one time wore a few leaves before and 
behind and were totally innocent of clothing, 
do not appear to-day within the precincts of 
civilisation and will not meet the tourist’s 
eye. Children, either absolutely nude or with 
a piece of metal hanging from the waist In 
front, may be seen In the streets in the most 
advanced cities, and in the homes of the rich 
The child Krishna, with all the jewels on bis 
person, is nnde in his pictures and images. 

Dress — The next stage In the evolution 
of the Hindu dress brings the loincloth nearly 
down to the feet On the Malabar coast, as 
In Bnnna, the ends are left loose In front In 
the greater part of India, they are tacked up 
behind — a fashion which Is supposed to befit 
the wamor, or one end Is gathered up vn folds 
before and the other tucked up behind. The 
simplest dress for the trunk is a scarf thrown 
over the left shoulder, or round both the shoul- 
ders like a Homan toga Under this garment 
is often worn a coat or a shirt. When an 
Indian appears in his full indigenous dress, he 
wears a long robe, reaching at least down to 
the calves * the sleeves may be wide, or long 
and sometimes puckered from the wrist to the 
elbow. Before Europeans introduced buttons, 
a coat was fastened by ribbons, and the fashion 
Is not obsolete. The Mahomedan prefers to 
buttoxr his coat to the left, the Hindu to the 
right. A shawl is tied round the waist over 
the long coat, and serves as a belt, in which 
one may carry money or a weapon. If allowed 
The greatest variety la shown In the head- 
dress. More than seventy shapes of caps, 
hats, and turbans, may be Been m the city of 
Bombay. In the Punjab and the United 
Provinces, in Bengal, in Burma and In Madras 
other varieties prevail Cones and cylinders, 
domes and truncated pyramids, high and low, 
with Bides at different angles: folded brims, 
projecting brims long strips of cloth wound 
round tile head or the cap in ail possible ways, 
Ingenuity culminating perhaps in the "parrot’s 
beak " of the Maratha turban — all these fashions 
have been evolved by different communities 
and in different places, so that a trained eye 
can tell from the head-covering whether the 
wearer is a Hlndo, Mahomedan or paml, and 
whether be balls from Poona or Dharwar, 
dhmedabad or Bbavnagar. 

Fashion Variations,— Fashions often vary 
with climate and occupation. The Bombay 
fisherman may wear a short coat and a cap, 
and may carry a watch m Ids pocket; yet, as 


he must work for long hours in water, he would 
not cover ids legs, but suspend only a coloured 
kerchief from his waist in front. The Patban 
ot the cold north-west affects loose basgy 
trousers, a tall head-dres9 befitting his stature 
and covers his ears with its folds as it to keep 
off cold. The poorer people in Bengal ana 
Madras do not cover their heads, except when 
they work in the sun or must appear respect- 
able Many well-to-do Indians wear European 
dress at the present day, or a compromise 
between the Indian and European costumes; 
notably the Indian Christians and Parsis. Most 
Parus however have retamed their own head- 
dress, and many have not borrowed the Euro- 
pean collar ana cuffs The majority of the 
people do not use shoes : those who can afford 
them wear sandats slippers and shoes, and a few 
cover their feet with stockings and boots after 
the Enropean fashion in public. 

Women's Costumes — The usual dress of a 
woman consists of a long piece of cloth tied 
ronnd the waist, with folds in front, and one 
end brought over the shoulder or the head 
The folds an sometimes drawn in and tucked 
up behind In the greater part of India women 
wear a bodice : on the Malabar coast many do 
not, but merely throw a piece of doth over the 
breast In some communities petticoats, or 
drawers, or both are worn. Many Mnssalinan 
ladies wear gowns and scarfs over them. The 
vast majority of Mahomedan women are gosha 
and their dress and persons are hidden by a 
veil when they appear in public * a few converts 
from Hinduism have not borrowed tiie custom 
In Northern India Hindu women have generally 
adopted the Mussulman practice of seclusion 
In the Dekhan and in Southern India they 
have not. 

As a rule the hair is daily oiled, combed, 
patted in the middle of the bead, plaited and 
rolled into a chignon, by most women. Among 
high caste Hindu widows sometimes Bhave 
their heads In Imitation til certain ascetics, or 
monks and nuns Hindu men do not, as a 
rule, completely shave their heads, Mahomedans 
m most cases do. The former generally remove 
the hair from a part of the head in front, over 
the temples, and near the neck, and grow it in 
the centre, the quantity grown depending 
upon the fancy of the individual nowadays 
many keep the hair cropped in the Enropean 
fashion, which is also followed by Partis and 
Indian Christians Most Mnssalmans grow 
beards, most Hindus do not, except in Bengal 
and elsewhere, where the Mahomedan influence 
was paramount in the past Parsis and Chris- 
tians follow their individual inclinations. Hindu 
ascetics, known as Sadbns or Bairagis as dis- 
tinguished from Banyasis, do not dip their 
ham and generally coil the uncombed hair of 
the bead into a crest, m imitation of the god 
Shiva. 

Hlndn women wear more ornaments than 
others of the corresponding grade in souety, 
Ornaments bedeck toe head, the ears, the nose, 
the neck, the arms, wrists, fingers toe waist 
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until motherhood la attained, and by some 
even later— and the toes. Children wear 
anklets., Each commnnlty affects Its peculiar 
ornaments, though Imitation la not uncommon. 
Serpents with several heads, and flowers, like 
the lotus, the rose, and the ohampaka, are among 
the most popular object of representation la 
gold or silver. 


Caste Marks. — Caste marks constitute a 
mode of personal decoration peculiar to Hindus, 
especially of the higher castes. The simplest 
mark Is a round spot on the forehead. It 
represents prosperity or joy, and is omitted In 
mourning and on fast-days. It may bo red, 
or yellowish as when It Is made with ground 
sandalwood paste. The worshippers of Vishnu 
draw a vertical line across the spot, and as 
LakBhmi is the goddess of prosperity, it Is Bold 
to represent her. A more elaborate mark on 
the forehead has the shape of U or V, generally 
with the central line, sometimes without it, 
and represents Vishnu’s foot. The worship- 
pers of Shiva adopt horizontal lines, made with 
sandalwood paste or ashes. Some ValBhnavaB 
stamp their temples, near the cornors of the 
eyes, with figures of Vishnu’s conch and dlso. 
Other parts of the body ore also similarly 
marked. The material used Is a kind of yel- 
lowish day. To smear tee arms and the chest 
with sandalwood paste Is a favourite kind of 
toilet, especially in the hot season. Beads of 
Tulsi or sacred Basil, and berries of Bndmksha 
tlaoearmu ganUrus. strung together are worn 
round their necks by Valsnnavas and Shalvas, 
respectively. The LSngayats, a Shalva sock 
suspend from their necks a metallic casket 
containing the Unga or phallus of their god. 
Bairagls, ascetics, besides wearing Budraksha 
rosaries round their necks and matted hair, 
smear their bodies with ashes. Religious 
mendicants suspend from their necks figures 
of the gods in whose name they beg. Strings 
of cowries may also be seen round their necks. 
Muslim dervishes sometimes carry peacock's 
feathers. 


Hindu women mark their foreheads with a 
red spot or horizontal line High caste widows 
are forbidden to exhibit this sign of happiness, 
as also to deck themselves with flowers or 
ornaments. Flowers are worn in the chignon. 
Hindu women smear their faces, arms, and feet 
sometimes with a paste of turmeric, so that 
they may shine like gold. The ohoice of the 
same colour for different purposes cannot 
always be explained in the some way. The 
red liquid with which the evil eye is averted 
may be a substitute for the blood of the animal 
slaughtered for the purpose in former times. 
In many other oases this colour has no suoh 
associations. The Muslim dervish affects gieen, 
the Sikh Akali is fond of blue, the Sanyas! 
adopts orange for his robe, and no reason can 
be assigned with any degree of certainty. 


Shiva.— India Is a land of temples, mos- 
ques and shrines, and the Hindu finds at every 
turn some supernatural power to be appeased. 
Shiva has the largest number of worshippers. 
He has three eyes, one in his forehead, a moon’s 
crescent in his matted hair, and at the top of 
the coll a woman’s face representing the river 
Ganges. His abode 1 b the Mount Kallas in the 
Himalayas, from which the river takes its 


source. Bound bis neck and about his cars 
and limbs arc serpents, and ho nlBO wean a 
necklace of skulls In his hands arc several 
weapons, cspcclnlly a trident, a bow, and a 
thunderbolt, and also a drum which ho sounds 
while dancing for bo Ib very fond of this exer* 
oIbo. He sits on a tiger's skin, and bis vehicle 
is n white bull. His wife Parvatl and his son 
Ganesha sit on his thighs. An esoteric mean- 
ing is attached to every part of his physical 
personality. The three eyes denote an Insight 
into tho post, present and future : the moon, 
the serpents, and tho Bkulls denote months, 
years and cycles, for Shiva is n personification 
of time, tho great destroyer. He is also wor- 

» ed as a Llngn or phallus which represents 
ve energy. 

Gnnpnti — Ganrah or Ganpatl, tho con- 
troller of all powers of evil subject to Shiva, is 
worshipped by all Beets throughout India. 
Every undertaking is began with a prayer to 
him. He has the head of an elephant, a large 
abdomen, serpents abont his waist and wrists, 
several weapons In his hands, and a piece of his 
tusk In one band. He Is said to have broken 
It off when be wanted to attack tbc moon for 
ridiculing him. Tho different parts of bis body 
ore also esoterically explained. His vehicle Is 
a rat. 

Parvnti — Parvatl, tbe female energy of 
Shiva, Is worshipped under various names and 
forms. She Ib at the head of oil female super- 
natural powers, many of whom are her own 
manifestations. Some are benign and beau- 
tiful, others terrible and ugly Kali, the tute- 
lary deity of Kallghat or Calcutta, Ib one of her 
fierce manifestations. In this form sbe Ib 
black: a tongue smeared with blood projects 
from her gaping mouth : besides ber weapons, 
she carries corpses In ber bands, and round ber 
neck are sknlls, Bombay also takes its name 
from a goddess, Hambaaovl. Gourl, to whom 
offerings are made In Indian homes at an annual 
festival. Is benign On tbe other hand tbe 
epldemia diseases like the plague and small- 
pox are caused by certain goddesses or 
" mothers.” 

Vishnu, tbe second member of tbe *Hlndu 
trinity, Is the most popular deity next to Shiva. 
He Is worshipped through his several incarna- 
tions os well os his original personality. His 
home Is the ocean of milk, where he reclines 
on the colls of a huge, many-headed serpent. 
At his feet sits LakBhml, shampooing his legs. 
From his navel issues a lotus, on which Is seated 
Brahma, the third member of the trinity In 
his hands are the conch, whloh he blows on the 
battlefield, and tbe disc, with which the heads 
of bis enemies are severed. Bound his neck are 
garlands of leaves and flowers, and on his 
breast are shining jewels. As Shiva represents 
destruction, Vishnu represents protection, and 
his son Is the god of love. To cany on the 
work of protection, he Incarnates himself from 
time to time, and more temples are dedicated 
nowadays to his most popular Incarnations, 
Kama and Krishna, than to his original per- 
sonality. Rama is a human figure, with a 
bow In one of his hands He Is always ac- 
companied by his wife Slta, often by his brother 
Lakshrotv, and at his feet, or standing before 
him with joined hands, Is Hanuman, the monkey 
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chieftain, who assisted him in his expedition 
kgalnst Havana, the ahductor of his wife. 
Krishna is also a human figure, generally re* 
presented as playing on a flute, with which he 
ritarmed the damsels of Us city, esoterically 
ekpiained to mean his devotees. 

i Brahma la seldom worshipped: only a 
oonpie of temples dedicated to him have yet 
been discovered in ail India. 

Minor Deities— The minor gods and god* 
desses and the deified heroes and heroines who 
fill the Hindu pantheon, and to whom Bhrlnes 
arc erected and worship is offered, constitute a 
legion. Many of them enjoy a local reputa- 
tion, are unknown to sacred literature, ana are 
worshipped chiefly by the lower classes. Some 
of them, though not mentioned in ancient lite- 
rature, ore celebrated In the works of modern 
saints. 

The Jnlns In their temples, adore the 
Bacred personages who founded and developed 
their sect, and venerate some of the deities 
common to Hinduism. But their view of 
Divinity is different from the Hindu concep- 
tion, and In the opinion of Hindu theologians 
they are atheists. So also the Buddhists of 
Burma pay almost the same veneration to 
Prince Siddhartba os if he was a god, and 
indeed elevate him above the Hindu gods, bnt 
from the Hindu standpoint they are also 
atheists. 

Images — Besides invisible powers and dei- 
fied persons, the Hindus venerate certain 
animals, trees and inanimate objects. This 
veneration must have originated in gratitude, 
fear, wonder, and belief in spirits as the cause 
of all good or harm. Some of the animals arc 
vehicles of certain gods and goddesses — the 
eagle of VlBbnu: the swan of Brahma* the 
peacock of Saraswati : Hanuman, the monkey 
of Rama ; one serpent upholds the earth, an- 
other makes Vishnu's bed: elephants support 
the ends of the universe, besides one each 
animal being Indra’s vehicle : the goddess 
Dnrga or Hail rides on a tiger : one of Vishnu's 
incarnations was partly man and partly lion 
The cow is a useful animal : to the Brahman 
vegetarian her milk Is Indispensable, and be 


treats her as bis mother. So did the Itishi of 
old, who often subsisted on milk and fruits and 
roots. To the agriculturist cattle arc indis- 
pensable. The snake excites fear Stones, on 
which the image of a serpent is carved, may be 
seen under many trees by the roadside. The 
principal trees and plants worshipped are the 
Sacred Fig or Pipal, the Banyan, the Sacred 
Basil, the Bilva or Wood Apple, the Asoka, aod 
the Acacia. They are in one way or another 
associated with some deity The son, the 
moon, and certain planets are among the hea- 
venly bodies venerated The ocean and certain 
great rivers are held sacred. Certain moun- 
tains, perhaps because they are the abodes of 
gods and BJshls, are holy. Pebbles from the 
Oandakt and the Narmada, which have enrious 
lines upon them, are worshipped in many house- 
holds and temples. 

Worship —Without going into a tempIe,oue 
can get a fair idea of image worship by Bering 
how a serpent-stone is treated under a tree. 
It is washed, smeared with sandal, decorated 
with flowers : food in a vessel la placed before 
it, lamps are waved, and the worshipper goes 
round it, and bows down his head, or pros- 
trates himself before the image. In a temple 
larger beilB are used than the small ones that 
are brought to such a place * Jewels are placed 
on the Idol: and the offerings are on a larger 
scale Idols are earned in public procession in 
palanquins or cars The lower classes sacri- 
fice animals before their gods and goddesses. 

Domestic Life. — Of the drily domestic life 
of the people a tourist cannot see much. He 
may see a marriage or funeral procession. In 
the former he may notice how a bridegroom or 
bride is decorated the latter may shock him 
for a Hindu dead body is generally carried on 
a few pieces of bamboo lashed together : a thin 
rioth 1 b thrown over it and the body is tied to 
the frame The Mahomedan bier is more 
decent, and resembles the Christian coffin. 
Some Hindus, however, carry the dead to the 
burial ground In a palanquin with great pomp. 
The higher castes cremate the dead: others 
bury them. Burial Is also the custom of the 
Muslims, and the Parsis expose the dead in 
Towers of Silence. 


Indian 


The personal name of most Hindus denotes 
a material object, colour, or quality, an animal, 
a relationship, or a deity. The uneducated 
man, who cannot correctly pronounce long 
S anskri t words, is content to call his child, 
father, brother, uncle, or mother, or sister, 
as the case may he. This practice survives 
among the higher classes as well Appa Saheb, 
Anna Rao, Babaji, Bapu Lai, Bhai Shankar, 
Tatacharya, Jljlbhal, are names of thiB de- 
scription, with honorific titles added. It is 
possible that in early society the belief in the 
re-birth of departed kinsmen lent popularity to 
this practice. Nothing could be more natural 
than to call a man whiter black, or red : gold 
or silver : gem, diamond, suby, pearl, or merely 
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a stone: small or tail, weak or strong . a lion, 
a snake, a parrot, or a dog: and to name a 
woman after a flower or a creeper. Thus, to 
take a few names from the epics, Pandn means 
white, and so does Arjnna : Krishna black: 
Bhima terrible. Naknla a mongoose. Shunaka 
a dog ’ Shuka a parrot : Shringa a horn Among 
the names prevalent at the present day Hira 
is a diamond : Ratna or Baton a Jewel : Bonn 
or Ohinna gold * Veil! or Belli, in the Dra vidian 
languages, means white metal or silver. Men 
are often called after the davs of the week on 
which they were born, and hence they hear 
the names of the seven heavenly bodies con- 
cerned. When they begin to assume the 
names of the Hindu deities, they practically 
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Indian Art. 


In India then has never been so marked a 
Reparation between what are now known as 
the Fine Arts, and thoso spoiled to industry 
as was tho case in Europe during the nineteenth 
centnrv. As, however. Industrial art forms 
the subject of a special article in this hook, 
the term Indian Art trill here be confined to 
Architecture, Sculpture and Fainting 
Historical —Tho degree ot proficiency at* 
tained in art by Indians prior to B 0 250, can 
only be conjectured by their advancement 
In literature; and by the indirect evidences 
of Indebtedness shown by the works of the 
historic penod, to thoso which preceded them , 
or direct records of artistic work of an earlier 
date than B.O. 250 do not exist. The chief 
historic schools of architecture are as follows.—

Buddhist Architecture is mainly exemplified 
by the rock-cut temples and monasteries toand 
in Western India and In the Topes or sacred 
mounds Tho Interior decorations, and exter- 
nal facades of the former, and the rails and 
gates surrounding the latter point unmistak- 
ably to their being derived from wooden struc- 
tures of an earlier period. The characteristic 
features of these temples are horse-shoe open- 
ings in the facades to admit light, and collo- 
nades of pillars with richly ornamented caps in 
the interior halls. Jalnn Architecture is found 
in Its most highly developed form in the Dilwara 
temples at Mount Abu. The gronnd plan 
consists of a Shrine for the god or saint ; a 
porch, and an arcaded courtyard with niches 
tor images. The characteristic of the Btyle 
is grace and lightness, with decorative carving 
covering the whole interior, executed with 
great elaboration and detail. Constructional 
methods suggest that original types in wood 
have been copied in marble. 

Brahmmlcal, Chaluky&n and Dravidian 
styles differ little in essential plan, all having a 
shrine for the god, preceded by jiUlared por- 
ches Tho outer forms vary. The northern 
Biabminlcal temples have a curved pyramidal 
roof to the shrines, which in the southern or 
Dravidian style are crowned by a horizontal 
Bystem of storied towers, and each story, de- 
creasing in size, is ornamental with a central 
cell and figures in high relief. The Ohalukyan 
style is affected by its northern and southern 
nelahbonrs, taking features from each without 
losing its own speeial characteristics of wniCh 
the star-shaped plan of the shrine, with the five- 
fold hands of external ornament, is the prin- 
cipal feature. Dothan Architecture was 
Introduced into India by the Mahomedan inva- 


sion of the thirteenth century At old Delhi are 
fine examples in the Kutub Mosque and Minor 
The characteristics of the style are seventy 
of outline, which is sometimes combined with 
elaborate decoration due, it Is stated, to the 
employment of Hlndn craftsmen The mosque- 
and tombs at Ahmedab&d already show Hindu 
influence ; but purer examples are to be found 
at Jaunpora and Manda Indo-Saracenic 
Architecture reached the climax of its develop- 
ment daring the reigns of the Moghul Emperors 
Akbar, Jenangir and Shab Jahan It eclipsed 
in richness of material and refinement of taste 
the building efforts of previous periods, its 
crowning example being the Taj Mahal at Agra 
The buildings erected during the Adil Shalii 
dynasty at jBijapar at a slightly later date, 
exhibit n certain Turkish influence, especially 
(n the great tomb of Mahmoud Though ices 
refined and lacking the attraction of precious 
materials in their decoration, these splendid 
edifices are held in higher esteem by some 
critics than those of the Moghals, on arcount 
of their simplicity, grandeur and fine proportions 
The era of great civil architecture in India was 
revived by the Mahomedan powers Splendid 

? a laces and fortresses were built at Madras, 
ielhl, Agra F&ttehpore-Sikn and Bijapur, and 
the example thus set was copied by the Hindu 
princes at Jaipur, Udaipur and elsewhere m 
India The application of great architectural 
treatment, unequalled in extent elsewhere, ts 
to be seen In the Ghauts or steps enclosing lakes 
and on the banks of rivers The most notable 
constructional contribution of the tfahomedans 
to Indian architecture was the Introduction 
of the true arch and dome. 

Sculpture*— The use of sculpture and paint- 
ing in isolated works of art was practically 
non-existent in India until modern times One 
or two reliefs and certain gigaatio figures may 
be quoted as exceptions, but taken generally 
it may he stated that these arts were employed 
as the decorative adjuncts of architecture 
No civil statuary, such as is now understood 
by the term, was executed ; for no contempo- 
rary portrait figures, or bUBts in marble, or 
bronze, have come down to ns from the rains 
of ancient India, as they have from those of 
Egypt, Greece and Borne. Sculpture has been 
urea exclusively as the handmaid of religion 
and to this fact may he attributed the stereo 
typed formB to which it became hound. The 
lavish nse of sculpture on Indian temples often 
exceeds good tarts, and mats the symmetry 
and dignity of their mass and outline , but for 
exuberance of imagination, industrious elabo- 
ration and vivid expression of movement, 
Indian sculpture is peruana without its equal 
elsewhere In the world. The most impressive 
specimens are the earliest, fonnd in the BuddhiBt 
and Brahminical cave temples of Eilora, Ajanto 
and Elephants The great Tnmurtbl in 
the last named of these temples ranks for 
mystery and sxpresslve grandeur with the 
greatest masterpieces of art. The outstanding 
characteristics of Hindu sculpture are the 
power displayed in suggesting movement; 
the fine sense of decorative arrangements of 
line and mass ; and an overpowering ingenuity 
In intricate design Mahomedan sculpture 
in India, though not exclusively confined 
to geometric forms as is that of the

more severe Arabian school, is very 
restrained as compared with that of the 
Hindus. Floral motifs are often nscd in the 
ornaments to tombs and palaces, but rarely in 
those of mosqnes Their geometric ornament 
shows great Ingenuity and Invention ; and 
wonderful decorative use is made of Persian, 
Arabic and Urdu lettering in panels, and their 
- borders The representation of human or 
animal figures is rarely to be met with Sculp- 
tured and modelled relief is, as a rule, kept 
very low ; and is mainly confined to the decora- 
tion of mouldings, architraves, lintels, or the 
bands of ornament which relieve large exterior 
wall spaces Buildings of purely Mahometan 
design and workmanship show greater restraint 
than those upon which Hindu workmen have 
been employed and are more satisfactory ; but 
at Abmedabad the two celebrated windows are 
striking examples of a happy combination of the 
two styles and Tattebpore Sikri is a magnificent 
example of the mixed style of Akbnr. 

Painting. — Much of the carved stonework 
npon ancient Indian buildings was as in ancient 
Greece and then decorated with colour, but 
the only paintings, in the modern accepta- 
tion of the term, now existing, which were 
executed prior to the Moghul period, are those 
upon the walls of the cave temples at Ajonta, 
Baeh, and in Ceylon These remarkable works 
were produced at intervals during the first 600 
years of the Christian era. They exhibit all the 
finer characteristic of the best Indian sculpture, 
bat with an added freedom of expression dne 
to the more tractable vehicle employed. The 
Ajanta Cates remained hidden in the Deccan 
jungles for nearly twelve hnndred years, until 
accidentally discovered In 1816 They are 
painted in a species of tempora ; and when first 
brought to light were well preserved but they 
have greatly deteriorated owing to tbe well 
meant, but misguided action of copyists, and tbe 
neglect of the authorities Tbe Xisam’s Govern- 
ment have in recent years done a great deal to- 
wards the preservatlcn and study of these mural 
paintings The second period of Indian painting 
owed its origin to the introduction of Persian 
artists by the Moghul Emperor Akbar.andtbe 
establishment of the indigenous Moghul school 
was dne to the encouragement and fostering 
care of bis successors, Jehaugir and Shah Jahan, 
Unlike tbe works of the Ajanta painters, which 
were designed npon a large scale, the pictures 
of tbe Moghul school were miniatures They 
were executed In a species of opaque water- 
colour npon paper or vellum, resembling to 
some extent tbe IDaminated missals produced 
by tbe monte in Europe during tbe middle ages 
Some of tbe finest of the earlier specimens in 
India are of a religion* character; this phase of 
development being closely allied to tbe art 
of tbe caligraphlst As Its range extended, a 
remarkable school of portrait painters arose 
notable lor restrained but extremely seen rate 
drawing, keen Insight Into character, harmonious 
colour, fine decorative feeling, and extraordinary 
delicacy and finish in tbe painting of detail 
The artists of a Hindu off-shoot of this move- 
ment, known as the Bajpnt school, were less 
fcDy endowed with tbe technical and purely 
aesthetic qualities than were the Moghul pain- 
tera ; but they brought to their work poetry and 
sentiment which are not to be found in that of 


the Mahnmedans The pictures of both branches 
of the Moghul school, aithongh highly decorative 
in character, were not intended for exhibi- 
tion npon the walls of rooms, according to 
, Western practice, and, when not used as Illus- 
trations or decorations to manuscript books, 
acre pre-erved Jn portfolios Ills very signi- 
ficant that up to the best period of Moghul 
i painting, tho reign of Jchanpir, European Ideas 
in art, pleturcs, and prints acre extensively 
; patronised by the Emperor. This broad eclec- 
ticism of the 3foghub 1* In marked contrast to 
, the opinions of Mr Haxcll and his school of 
critics who have severely criticised the facilities 
of advanced training in Indian art schools 
which Bombs; in particular lias adopted with 
marked success. 

Modern Painting —As the reign of Shah 
Jahan exhibits tbe high tide of artistic develop- 
ment in India, so tbe reign of hb successor 
Aurangzeb marks the period of Its rapid decline. 
Tbe causes of this are attributable to the ab- 
sence of encouragement by thb Emperor , to 
hb long periods of absence from the court at 
Delbl or Agra, entailed by the continuous wars 
he waged In his efforts to bring tbe whole of the 
Peninsula under hb role ; and partly to the 
fact of the school of Moghul minting becoming 
stereotyped in Its practice. Foreign designers, 
painters and craftsmen who bad been 

attracted to India by tbe great works 
carried ont by Akbar, Jehanglr and Shah 
Jahan left tbe country, and tbclr places were 
taken by no successors The Indigenous artists 
left to themselves In the Isolated courts of small 
Indian princes, or collected in schoob In remote 
districts, employed themselves mainly npon 
repeating tbe works of a previous age. Instead 
of seeking new motifs for artistic treatment 
At the time when the Britbh East Tndm 
Company ceased to be only a guild of 
merchants and became a great administrative 
power in 1757, very little vitality survived In 
tbe ancient ait of tbe country. During the 
century of its administrative history between 
tbe battle of Plassey and the Indian Mutiny 
the ** Company ” was too fully occupied In 
fighting fonts existence, extending its borders 
and setting the internal economy of its ever 
increasing territories, to be able to give mnch 
attention to conserving any remnant of artistic 
practice which had survived. Without any 
deliberate intention of introducing western art 
into the country. Greek and Its derivative style 
of architecture were adopted for pnbllc and 
private buildings in Calcutta, Bombay and 
Madras because these were found to be more 
suitable for their purpose than buildings of 
Indigenous pattern. Tbe practical result was 
tbe same ; for the Indian craftsmen employed 
npon tbeir erection were confronted with styles 
affording no scope for the application of their 
traditional ornament and concerning which 
they bad no knowledge or sympathy. As there 
were no sculptors In India capable of modelling 
or carving civil sculpture, the monuments to 
distinguish public servants were all imported 
from England ; and tbe portraits, or other paint- 
ings which decorated the Interior walb of tbe 
buildings, were furnished by European painters 
who visited India or by artists in England. 
Although a considerable amount of research 
work of a voluntary nature was done by Archse- 
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ologists, no official interest was taken in artistic 
education until tbe Government of India was 
transferred to the British Grown fh 1850. In 
England itself, the first fifty years of the nine* 
tenth century was a period of gross commer- 
cialism and artistic degradation , but with the 
advent of the International Exhibition of 1851 
the eyes of the nation were opened to the value 
of art as applied to industry. 

The Schools of Art then instituted 
throughout England were Imitated in a timid 
and tentative manner in India, and were attach- 
ed to the educational system, which had been 
previously modelled upon a definitely European 
basis. Tbe work of the Schools of Art in 
regard to industrial art is referred to else- 
where , and as several of them have confined 
their activities almost exclusively to this 
branch of the subject it is sufficient to 
mention only the work of the Schools at Cal. 
cutta and Bombay in the present article. The 
Calcutta school, except for occasional experi- 
ments In tiie application of the graphic arts to 
lithography, engraving and stained glass, has 
become a school of painting and drawing. That 
at Bombay covers a wider field ; for in addition 
to classes for modelling, painting and design it 
possesses a special school of architecture , and a 
range of technical workshops, in whioh instruc- 
tion is given in tbe applied arts It is 
In the principles underlying the instruction in 
minting that the schools at Calcutta and Bom- 
bay have taken almost diametrically opposite 
roads to reach the end they both have in view, 
namely, the revival of the art of pointing in 
India by means of an indigenous school of Indian 
painters Mr. Havell, who several years 
ago was the Principal of the Calcutta School, 
(he left India in 1907) banished from 
within its walls every vestige of European 
art, and claimed that the traditional art 
of India, in its old forms, is not dead but 
merely sleeping or smothered by tbe blanket 
of European culture laid upon it for the last 
150 years, and needed but to be released from 
this incubus to regain its pristine vigour. Veil 
equipped with literary ability; backed by in- 
tense enthusiasm for the views he held, he 
Imposed upon his students an exclusive and 
severe study of the Moghul and Bajput schools 
of painting. He was fortunate in finding 
a willing and equally enthusiastic friend 
in Mr. Abinandranath Tagore, an artist of 
imagination and fancy, combined with a serious 
devotion to his art. He with other Bengal 
painters, inspired by Mr. Haven’s precepts 
founded, about thirty years ago, what has since 
become known as the Calcutta School of paint- 
ing In their early work the painters of this 
school closely adhered to the conventions of 
Monhul and Bajput artists, whom they took 
as their models . and these early examples made 
a great impression upon an European critics 
who saw them. They were welcomed as the 
first sign of a genuine revival of Indian painting, 
based upon traditional lines, and it was con- 
fidently hoped that the movement would meet 
with the support it merited tern Indians of ail 
classes Interesting as many individual works 
of the school undoubtedly are the anticipations 
which greeted its inception have scarcely been 
fulfilled by tbe Calcutta school The painters 
themselves have never reached the high tech- 


nical standard of the artists who produced tbe 
best workB of the Moghul or Bajput schools, 
and, as time has passed, their outlook appean 
to have shifted, and, while stemming the flood 
of western influence, they appear to have drift 
ed into a backwater of Japanese conventions 
The Indian public has failed to give the school 
the support it was hoped they would afford and 
the movement has bad to depend for encourage- 
ment mainly upon Europeans in England and 
India 

Bombay School of Art. — The attitude to- 
wards tbe development of art in modem India 
taken by Its successive Principals Messrs lock- 
wood Kipling, Griffiths, Greenwood, and Cecil

, Art has taken is that with European literature 
dominating the system under which the edu* 
; cated classes m India are trained and with 
European ideas, and science permeating the 
professional commercial, Industrial, and political 
, life of the country, It is not possible for modem 
artists m India to work on purely archaic 
' models, and that to copy these would be as 
unprofitable as it wonid be for the artists of 
Europe to harness themselVeB to the conven- 
tions of the Greek and Roman sculptors or to 
those of the medieval painters ; that with Euro- 
pean pictures, often of inferior quality illustrat- 
ing every educational text book, and sold in the 
shops of every large city, it is essential for tbe 
proper education of art students that they shonld 
nave before them the masterpieces of European 
art ; and that, with the wide adoption of huro 
pean styles of architecture In India, it is neces- 
sary for a school of art to possess the best 
examples of ornament applicable to the great 
biBtonc styles, for the purpose of study and refe- 
rence There are certain basic principles eom- 
mon to the technique of all great art, such as 
fine and accurate drawing in its widest sense, 
composition and design, and tbe science or 
colour harmony 

Among the developments during Mr. Bums, 
administration were the founding of the Archi- 
tecture' School, the extension of drawing classes 
in the Government Schools, and the appointment 
of an Inspector of Drawing to inspect and report 
on the drawing dosses in the schools A 
Pottery Department was also started and 
was abolished in 1920.

Mr Solomon entirely reorganised the courses 
of study The Life Glasses which were organised 
at the end of 1919 have been pronounced by 
competent judges as well np to the level of tbe 
Life Classes of the European Schools of Art 
Bat proficiency m technique forms only one side 
of the present system of training , for even in 
Europe, too much of the study from Life is quite 
capable of negativing its own object.

Till* 
class has executed the decorations for many 
public and prlvato buildings, and painted the 
ceiling and panels of a specially constructed 
Indian Boom which was oxhibltcd at Wembley 
in 1024, and found a purchaser In England 
A great deal of controversy, which has 
been characterised by its academic rather 
than its practical noto, lias centred round these 
now movements in art training in India , but 
the Bombay School of Art has retained the 
patronage and support of tho public and the 
increase in the number of its students (who 
now number about 000 in all scetionB of the 
School) has been continuous slnco it took its 
present line It is significant that the wide- 
spread revival of public interest in Art in West 
cm India lias synchronised with these activities 
Tho School of Art has of late years enjoyed the 
patronage of successive Governors of Bombas 
and, largely due to the efforts of Sir Leslie Wik 
bon.thc Government of India inaugurated a 
competition of Indian Artists in 1027 for the 
decoration of wall spaces in the new 
buildings at Now Delhi The result of the 
Competition wiib notified in October 1U28, 
when five artists of Bombay, and the 
Bombay and Lahore Schools of Art were com- 
missioned to paint Mural Decorations in the 
new Secretariat buildings The Bombay School 
undertook tho decoration of Committee Boom 
“A” (in tho North Block) and tho paintings, 
which were executed in oils on cnnvns, were 
finished, and successfully placed in position on 
the dome and walls by tho mlddli of Scpcombcr 
1920 These decorations were orlginnl compo- 
sitions of life size figures, BMnboltslng the main 
periods of Indian Art, and the different bran rhes 
of the Pino and Applied ArtB In April 1029, 
the Government of Bombay converted the 
Bombay School into a Department independent 
of tho Director of Public Instruction, the 
Principal (Mr W. E Gladstone Solomon) being 
made Director. In October 1930 tho latter 
organised an exhibition of tho work of all 
Departments of this School of Art in India 
House, London Tho Exhibition was very well 
patronised by the public and extremely well 
received by the art critics and the Press Her 
Majesty the Queen Empress graciously pntro 
nlsed the exhibition and solectcd several of the 
paintings displayed 

While the Bombay School wns engaged upon 
the work of mural decoration at New Delhi In 
1028*1920, which is referred to above, a public 
competition for tho selection of four Indian 
artists to proceed to England was announced by 
the Government of India The successful 
candidates were to study for a year at the Boyal 
College of Art, South Kensington , after which 
they were to bo employed on the mural decor- 
ation of the inteuor of India Houso, Aldwych 
The Bombay School was unable to compete, 
owing to its prcocoupation with tho Now Delhi 
decorations , and four artists from Bengal were 
selected by a Committee appointed by the 
Government of India, which, though it included 
two representatives from Bombay (who wore 
not artists) has been oriticisrd on the ground 
that several of the Bengal representatives were 
professional artists, that the Bombay School’s 


inability to tnko part wns not brought to the 
notice of the Commit lie, and that therefore the 
result of lh<f competition could not bo repre- 
sentative of all the Indian I’rovlnrec The four 
elected artists finished the deeni.itlvc work 
which they lmd been engaged to rxcrutont India 
House mid returned to Judin in 1032. But in 
1033 two of them were rc-cngsgid to decorate

which was more local In diameter, had occurred 
nenr the ond of 10.12, when the Boiiibnv Iteor- 
gnnisntion Committee which lind been appointed 
by the Bombnv Government for purposes of 
retrenchment, ndvorated tiic c losing down of the 
Bombav School of Art, the abolition of Its 
buildings and the utilisation of the compound of 
the school for a hospital The Architectural 
School was to lie moved elsewhere. The«c 
dinconlnn recommendations created n great 
deal of publle dissatisfaction, which expressed 
Itself in public agitation, processions and a 
crowded meeting of protest After full exami- 
nation of this vexed question, the Govcniorof 
Bombay ,Sir Frederick by kes, w ho had taken keen 
interest during his administration, In the welfare 
of tho School, pc rsonnlly announced in n speech 
delivered at the School of Art on November 24, 
1033, thnt the Institution was to be maintained 
upon Its present lusjs *>ince the satisfactorv 
settlement of tiic question an important rvrnt 
deserves to lie recorded The India bocletv of 
London oignnised an Exhibition of Modem 
Indmn Ait in london, which was opened bv 
II H the Duchess of Voik at the Acw Burlington 
Gnllcncs on December 10, 1031 The most 

instructive feitmc of this Exhibition was that 
the rcprrscntal ion of Tndin was secured by means 
of Bcgional Committees which collected pictures 
and siulptures from tlieh own districts Tlnit 
tlio respective sections of the Exhibition devoted 
to Bombav and Bengal were compared, and tho 
work from \\ estern India received a most 
favourable welcome from most of the prominent 
art critics and journals In England The 
Kcgionnl Committee of Boinbny under the 
patronngo of laird Bra bourne, the Governor, 
and the Chairmanship of Sir Phiro/o Sctlinn.and 
with Mr Kanaiynlal Vnkil ns its Hon Secretary, 
had selected a varied and fnirJv representative 
collection of paintings, sculptiuc, and architec- 
ture! dinwings At tho requestof this Committee, 
the Government of Bombay deputed Mr Gina- 
stouo Solomon to siipcivise, niinugc, and cata- 
logue the Bombay exhibits In London Thowholo 
enterprise was a successful demonstration of t lie 
aims and ulenls of tlio Bomlmv School of Paint, 
lug, and since this Exhibition the long-standing 
controversy as to tho Bombay methods of ars 
training has complctolv collapsed though It 
hardly to be expected thnt it will not occasionaiiv 
leassert itself in sporadic outbursts hereafter 
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The Architecture of India has > proceeded on 
lines of Its own, and Its monuments are unique 
among those of the nations of the world. An 
ancient civilization, a natural bent on the part 
of the people towards religious fervour of the 
contemplative rather than of the fanatical 
sort, combined with the richness of the country 
In the sterner building materials — these aTe 
a few of the factors that contributed to making 
It what It was, while a stirring history gave it 
both variety and glamour. Indian architec- 
ture is a subject which at the best has been 
studied only imperfectly, and a really com- 
prehensive treatise on it nas yet to be written 
The subject is a vast and varied one, and it 
may be such a treatise never will be written In 
the form of one work at any rate. The splnt of 
Indian art Is foreign to the European and few 
can entirely understand It, while artcrltlcism and 
analysis is a branch ol study that the Indian 
has not as yet developed to its full extent 
Hitherto the best authority on the subject 
has been Fergusson, whose compendlonB work 
Ib that which will find most ready acceptance 
~ by the general reader. But Fergus son attempt- 
ed the nearly Impossible task of covering the 
ground In one volume of moderate dimensions, 
and it Is sometimes held that he was a man 
of too purely European a culture, albeit wide 
and eclectic, to admit of sufficient depth ol 
Insight in this particular direction Fergus- 
son’s classification by races and religious is, 
however, the one that has been generally ac- 
cepted hitherto He asserts that there la no 
stone architecture In India of an earlier date 
than two and a half centuries before the Christ- 
ian era, and that "India owes the introduc- 
tion of the use of stone for architectural pur- 
poses, as she does that of Buddhism as a state 
religion, to the great Asoka, who reigned B.C. 
272 to 288 ” 

Buddhist Work. 

Ferguson's first architectural period Is 
then the Buddhist, of which the great tope 
at Sanchl with its famous Northern gateway 
is perhaps the most noted example. Then 
we have the Gandharan topes and monas- 
teries. Perhaps the examples of BuddhiBt 
architecture of greatest interest and moat ready 
access to the general student are to be found 
in the Chaitva halls or rock-cut caveB of Earli. 
AJanta, Nasik, Ellora, and Kanheri A point 
with relation to the Gandhara work may be 
alluded to m passing. This Is the strong 
European tendency, variously recognized as 
Roman, Byzantine but most frequently as 
Greek, to be observed in the details. The 
foliage seen In the capitals of columns bears 
strong resemblance to the Greek acanthus, 
while the sculptures have a dlBtmct trace of 
Greek influence, particularly in the treatment 
of drapery, but also of hair and facial expression 
From this It has been a fairly common assump- 
tion amongst some authorities that Indian art 
owed much of its best to European influence, an 
assumption that is strenuously combated by 
others as will be pointed out later. 

The architecture of the Fains comes next In 
order. Of this neb and beautiful style the 
most noted examples are perhaps the Dllwara 
temples near Mount Abu, and the unique 
" Tower of Victory ” at Cbittore. 


Other Hindu Styles. 

The Dravidian style Is the generic title 
usually applied to the characteristic work of 
the Madras Presidency and the South of India. 
It Is seen in many rock-out temp'es os at Ellora, 
where the remarkable “ Kylas " is an instance 
of a temple cut out of the solid rock, complete, 
not only with respect to its interior (as in the 
case of mere caveB) but also as to its extenor 
It is, as it were, a life-size model of a complete 
building or group of buildings, several hundred 
feet in length, not built, but sculptured in solid 
stone, an undertaking of vast end, to our 
modem ideas, unprofitable industry The 
Pagoda of Tanjore, the temples at Snrangam, 
Chidambaram, Vellore, Vijayanagar, &o , and 
the palaces at Madura and Tanjore are among 
the best known examples of the style 

The writer finds some difficulty in following 
Fergusson's two next divisions of classification, 
the “ Chalukvan " of South-central India, 
and the "Northern 01 Indo-Aryan style" 
The differences and the similarities are appa- 
rently so intermixed and confusing that he ib 
fain to fall back on the broad generic title of 
" Hindu " — however unBCientiflo he may there- 
by stand confessed. Amongst a vast number 
of Hindu temples the following may be men- 
tioned as particularly worthy of study : — Those 
at MukteBwara ana Bhuvaneswar in Onssa, 
at Khajuraho, Bmdrabun, Udaipur, Benares, 
Gwalior, Ac The palace of the Hindu Baja 
Man Bmgh at Gwalior a among the most beauti- 
ful architectural examples in India So also 
are the palaces of Amber, Datiya, Urcba, Dig 
and Udaipur. 

Indo-Saracenic 

Among all the periodB and styles in India 
Che characteristics of none are more easily 
recognizable than those of what is generally 
oalled the '* Indo-Saracenic " which deve- 
loped after the Mahomedan conquest. Under 
the new influences now brought to bear on It 
the architecture of India took on a fresh lease 
of activity and underwent remarkable modifi- 
cations. The dome, not entirely an unknown 
feature hitherto, became a special object of 
development, while the arch, at no time a 
favourite constructional form of the Hindu 
builders, was now forced on their attention by 
the predilections of the ruling class The 
minaret also became a distinctive feature 
The requirements of the new religion, — the 
mosque with its wide spaces to meet the needs 
of organized congregational acts of worship — 
gave opportunities for broad and spacious 
treatments that had hitherto been to some 
extent denied. The Moslem hatred of idolatry 
set a tabu on the use of sculptured represent- 
ations of animate objects In the adornment 
of the buildings, and led to the development 
of other decorative forms. Great ingenuity 
came to be displayed in the use of pattern ana 
of geometrical and foliated ornament This 
Moslem trait farther turned the attention of 
the builders to a greater extent than before 
to proportion, scale and mass as means of giving

gradual extinction by reason of the spread of 
Western ideals and fashions The matter 
assumed some years ago the form of a mild 
controversy centring round the question of the 
then much discussed project of the Government 
of India’s new capital at Delhi It was urged 
that this project should be utilised to give the 
required impetus to Indian art rather than 
that It should be made a means of fostering 
European art which needed no such encourage- 
ment at India’s expense. The advocates of 
this view appear for the most part to have been 
adherents of the "indigenous Indian " school 
of archeologists already mentioned, and to 
have based their ideas on their own reading of 
the past They still muster a considerable 
following not only amongst the artistio public 
of England and India, but even within the 
Go vemment services Their opponents , holdin g 
what appears to be the more official view botb 
as to archeology and art, have pointed to the 
" death " of all the arts of the past in other 
countries as an indication of a natural law, and 
deprecate ae waste of energy all efforts to resist 
this law, or to institute what they have termed 
"another futile revival" I The British in India, 
they contend, Bhonld do as did the ancient 
Homans in every country on which they planted 
their conquering foot As those were wont to 
replace indigenous art with that of Borne, so 
should we set our seal of conquest permanently 
on India by the erection of examples of the best 
of British art. This Is the view which, as we have 
Indicated, appears to have obtained for the 
moment the more influential bearing, and the 
task of designing and directing the constrnetiop 


of the principal buildings in the new Capital 
was accordingly entrusted jointly to two 
famouB British architects, neither of whom 
can be unduly Influenced by either past 
or recent architectural practice so far as 
India is concerned The building ot Hew 
Delhi Is perhaps too recent an event for 
the passing of a definite verdict. The work 
of Sir Edwin Lutyens and Sir Herbert Baker 
abides the judgment of posterity. If that 
work has bad its severe critics, it has also 
received the commendation of many The 
cream domeB set on tall bases, rise from 
the centre of the Secretariat buildings, and 
surmounted by cupolas have reminded some of 
Bramarte’a work In Borne, or the Pantheon, or 
Wren’s dome of St Paul’s. Below there are the 
semi-circular entrances resembling Moghul door- 
ways , the rows of comparatively small windows, 
some filled with pierced sandstone screens 
somewhat distract the eye, and seem to mar the 
effect of sturdraesB prevailing throughout. The 
Secretariats were meant no doubt to usher the 
visitor to Hew Delhi to the “ piece de resistance” 
of the architectural composition, the Viceroy’s 
House Standing where it does this building is 
intended to dominate and necessarily arrests 
the gaze of the v fsitor, while Its massive end bays, 
with stepped entablature capped by B&nceied 
fountains are Bald to give the architectural eye a 
feeling of safety against spreading This feeling 
of security continues as the spectator’s gaze 
travels down the unusual design of the metalled 
dome to thB solid projecting bays that contain 
the statues of King Georae V and Queen Mary, 
which complete the composition Some think 
that the colour scheme avoids the “ glaring 
disunity" In Moghul buildings a hen the white 
luminous marble was used with similar red 
sandstone , for here, the two sandstones, red and 
cream are blended and co-ordinated With 
regard to the interior decorations of Hew Delhi, 
strenuous efforts were made by those who 
believed In the enterprise as a point of focus 
for the revival of Indian art to obtain for the 
Indian art schools and artistB commissions to 
carry out the Mural paintings required in the 
new building* After a great deal of public 
agitation on this subject in Bombay some com- 
missions of this kind were given by the 
Government of India, based on the results of a 
public competition. Bnt in spite of the indubi- 
table success of many of the paintings, and the 
proof furnished thereby of the Indian artist’s 
rapacities for this kind of work, nothing further 
has been accomplished m the matter since the 
I end of 1928 

The controversy of East and West, however 
vital to the interests of the country’s archi- 
tecture, is too purely technical for Its merits 
to be estimated by the general reader or dis- 
cussed here. Its chief claim on onr attention 
lies in the fact that it affords an added interest 
to the tourist, who maj see the fruits of botb 
schools of thought in the modem brhd- 
mgs of British India as well as examples of the 
*• master builder* " work In nearly every native 
town and bazaar The town of La«hkar in 
Gwalior State may be cited as peculiarly nch 
in instances of picturesque modem Indian 
street architecture, while at Jaipur, Udaipur, 
Benares, etc , this class of worxmay be studied 
in many different forms both cml and religious 
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The ancient industrial arts of India formed 
two distinct groups The first Included those 
allied to, and dependent upon, architecture ; the 
second comprise those applied to articles devoted 
to religions ritual ; military weapons and 
trappings, domestic accessories and to personal 
adornment. 

The articles of the first group were intended 
for some fixed and definite position, and tho 
style of their design and the character of their 
workmanship were dictated by that ol the 
building with which they were incorporated 
Those of the second group were movable, and 
the range of their design was less constricted 
and their workmanship was more varied 
Examples of work in both groups are so numer- 
ous, and the arts comprise snch a diversity of 
application, that only a cursory survey can be 
attempted within the limits of n short review, 
Although the design and treatment differ far 
the two groups, the materials used were often 
the same These materials cover a very wide 
range but space only permits of reference to 
work applied to the four materials upon which 
the Indian craftsman’s skill has been most 
extensively displayed. These are stone, wood, 
•etal and textiles 

Before dealing separately with each of these 
materials a few words upon the principal Indian 
styles are necessary. The two distinctive styles 
are Hindu and Mahomedan The former may 
be termed indigenous, dating as It does from 
remote antiquity, the latter was a variation of 
the great Arabian style, which was brought 
into India In the fourteenth century, and has 
since developed features essentially Indian In 
character The ait of both Hindus and Haho- 
medans Is based upon religion and the require- 
ments of religious ntual The obvious expres- 
sion of tins is shown in the different motifs 
nsed for their ornament. In Hindu art all na- 
tural forms are accepted and employed for -deco- 
rative purposes ; but In that of the Mahome- 
dans, nearly all natural forms are rejected and 
forbidden The basis ol Mahomedan decora- 
tion I3 therefore mainly geometrical In each 
of them, racial characteristics are strikingly 
exhibited. The keynote of Hindu work fe 
exuberance. Imagination and poetry ; that of 
Mahomedan, reticence. Intellect and good taste 
The Hindus are lavish, and often undlscnmmat- 
mg In their employment of ornament, the 
Mahomedans use more restraint In fact the 
two styles may be compared, without straining 
the analogy, to the Gothic and classic styles in 
Europe. In both styles the fecundity of ideas 
and invention In design are marvellous, and 
the craftsmanship often readies a very high 
standard Hindu art had been subjected 
throughout the ages to many foreign influences, 
but tbe artistic instincts of tiie people have 
proved so conservative that, whether these 
alien ideas came from the east or the west, they 
have often been absorbed, and are now stamped 
with a definite Indian character Recognition 
of this fact shoald relieve the anxiety 
of those entire who fear that tbe penetration 
of Western art and culture into India at the 
present time will eventually rob Indian art of 
its national character. 


Stone Work,— Carved stone work is the 
principal form of decoration employed in 
Hindu temples. In variety and bcopc it range , 
from the massive figures in the Buddhist ano 
Bmhmlntcal Cave Temples, and the detached 
scnlptnre of the tempfes of Southern India, 
to tiie delicately incised reliefs nnrl elaborately 
fretted ornament of the Jain tcmplre at Mount 
Abn. A curious fact in relation to Hindu work 
is that priority of date appears to have no rela- 
tion to artistic development. It Is not possible 
to trace, as in the case of Greek, Roman and 
Medfacval craftwork, tho regular progressive 
steps from art in Its primitive state to Its cul- 

In India *Bcem to spring C ?n to existence fully 
developed, the earlier examples often exhibiting 
finer craftsmanship than those of a later date 
There can bo little donbt that stone carving in 
India was simply the application of the wood 
carvers' art to another material The treat- 
ment of stone by the Hindu craftsmen, even in 
tbe constructive principles of their buildings, 
bears a closer resemblance to tbe practice of the 
wood-worker than to that of the stone mason 
The earlier wooden examples from which tho 
stone buildings and their decorations were 
derived have long since disappeared, bnt their 
Influence Is apparent The keynote of Hindu 
design Is rhythmic rather than symmetrical; 
that of tbeir craftsmanship, vigour rather than 
refinement In the carving of the bnman 
figure and of animals great power of expressing 
action Is shown, and this spontaneous feeling 
la preserved despite the greatest elaboration 
ana detail The Industry displayed is amazing, 
no amount of labour appears to have daunted 
tbe Hindu craftsmen m carrying ont their 
huge and Intricate schemes of decoration. 

The stone carving on Mahomedan buildings 
except where Hindu carvers have been allowed 
a free hand, is much more restrained than that 
on Hindu temples The fact that geometrical 
forms were almost exclusively used, dictated 
lower relief and greater refinement in the carv- 
ing , while the innate good taste of tbe designers 
prompted them to concentrate the ornament 
upon certain prominent features, where its 
effect was heightened by the simplicity of tbe 
rest of tbe bunding The invention displayed 
in working ont geometrical patterns for 
work screens, inlay, and other ornamental 
details appears to be Inexhaustible; while won- 
derful decorative use has been made of Arabic 
and Persian lettering In panels and their fram- 
ing. To obtain a rich effect the Hindus relied 
upon the play of light and shade npon broken 
surfaces, the Mahomedans to attain the same 
end nsed precious materials; veneering the sur- 
faces of their buildings with polished marble 
which they decorated with patterns of mosaic 
composed of jade, agate, onyx and other costly 
stones Although the art of inlaying and work- 
ing m bard stones was of Italian origin, it proved 
to be one eminently suited to the genius of tbe 
Indian craftsman; and many wonderful exam- 
ples of their skill In tbe form of book rests, tab- 
les, thrones, footstools, vases and sword handles 
are extant to show the height of proficiency 
they attained. The treatment of precious 
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stones by Indian jewellers may beta be referred 
to. Sir George BIrdwood states that “ the In* 
dlan jeweller thinks of producing the sumptu- 
one, imposing effect of dazzling variety of nob 
and brilliant colours and nothing of the purity 
of his gems.’* This is true in a general sense 
and "full many a gem of purest ray serene” 
was utterly ruined by crude cutting and plero- 
ing But although as early as toe sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries diamonds and pre- 
cious stones from toe Indian mmes were taken 
to Europe to be cut, many of toe finest jewels 
found their way back to the treasure houses of 
Indian princes. Sir G. Watt has divided Indian 
stone work into three great Btages or typeB, me 
(1) from the excavation of Gave Temples and 
the construction of Buddhist topes, (2) the 
building of Hindu Chalakyan and Jain Temples , 
(3) toe Patban and Moghul Mosques, tombs 
and palaces It is interesting to note that toe 
Schools of Art in India have ghen attention to 
this industry. For instance the Bombay School 
of Art has to its credit a number of publio 
buildings adorned by means of its student 
stone-cutters 

Wood Work — With a fine range of tim- 
bers suitable for the purpose, wood has played a 
great part in the construction and decoration 
of Indian buildings Unfortunately, much of 
the ancient wood work has been destroyed by 
the action of the climate and toe teeming insec- 
tivorous life of India ; and that which escaped 
these enemies was wiped out by fire and the 
sword It is therefore only possible to con- 
jecture the height of artistio development these 
buddings and their decorations displayed by 
the copies in stone which have been preserved 
Few if any examples of a date earlier than toe 
sixteenth century are to be found Many of 
these, and specimens of a later date to be seen 
in towns and titles throughout toe country, 
are masterpieces of design and craftsmanship 
The carved timber fronts and inner courtyards 
of houses in Ahmedabad, Nosik, and other 
parts of Western India are notable for their 
picturesqueness and beauty toe structural 
beams, toe overhanging balconies, with their 
screens and supporting brackets, being carved 
in a manner which unites richness of effect With 
good taste and propriety Of furniture, as toe 
term is now understood, few examples were 
in use in India before Europeans Introduced 
their own fashions These were confined to 
■mail tables and Btools, book rests, clothes 
chests and screens, toe designs of which con- 
formed somewhat closely to toe architec- 
tural style of the period Many of these were 
decorated with inlays of coloured woods, ivory 
and metal , while In some cases toe wooden 
basis was entirely plated with copper, brass 
or silver In Southern India, where close grained 
sandalwood is grown, jewel cases and boxes are 
enriched with carving executed with the atten- 
tion to detail and the finish generally associated 
with the carving of ivory Coloured lao was 
freely used to decorate many articles of fur- 
niture, especially those turned on toe lathe , 
and noh colour effeots were obtained m this, 
perhaps toe most distinctive and typically 
Indian development of decoration as applied 
to wood work Teak, shlsbam, deodhar, sandal- 
wood , ebony, walnut, jun. nun and Madras red 
wood are among the chief woods used in India 
for ornamental work.

Metal Work — With the exception of weav- 
ing, toe metal working industry employed 
ana still employs the greatest number of artis- 
tic craftsmen in India Oopper and brass have 
always been toe two metals most widely used 
for domestic purposes by Mahomedans and 
Bmdus. The shapes of many of these humble 
vessels are among the most beautiful to bo found 
In the country. They exhibit that sense of 
variety and touch of personality which are only 
given by the work of toe human hand ; and the 
shapes are those which grow naturally from the 
working of toe material with toe simplest 
implements In the technical treatment o' 
brass and oopper Indian craftsmen have Bhown 
a teste and skill unsurpassed by those of other 
nations, except In toe department of fine cast- 
ing In this, and in the working of gold and 
silver, a higher standard of technical and con- 
structive exactness has been reached by the 
metal workers of Europe and Japan It may 
be taken as an axiom that the more beautiful 
the shape of an article is, and this especially 
applies to metal work, toe less need 
exists for toe decoration of its surface It Is 
equally true that toe highest test of craftsman- 
ship is toe production of a perfect artitie with 
out any decoration. The reason being that toe 
slightest technical fault is apjiarent on a plain 
surface, but can be hidden or disguised of 
one which Is covered with ornament. The 
goldsmiths and silversmiths of India were 
extremely skilful and industrious, but judged 
by this test their works often exhibit a lack of 
care and exactness In the structural portion 
and a completely satisfactory example of per- 
fectly plain work from toe bands of the gold and 
silversmiths of India is rarely to be met with 
Much of the excessive and often inappropriate 
ornamentation of toe articles that they produc- 
ed owed its application as much to toe necessity 
of hiding defective construction as it did to 
any purely decorative purpose For many 
generations, ornaments of gold and silver were 
regarded in the light of portable wealth, a 

P ractice which naturally made for massiveness 
hese solid ornaments are most effective and 
pioturesque : and, despite an enormous output 
of elaborate and delicate work from their 
hands, the most valuable contribution of toe 
Indian metal workers to toe sum tofa of man’s 
artistio use of toe precious metals will probably 
be found to lie in a certain barbario note which 
distinguishes these pieces — a note not present 
in toe craft work of other countries In the 
design of Hindu gold and silver ornaments, 
religious symbols have been extensively used 
The ornaments which bedeck toe early sculp- 
tured figures, and those depicted in the paintings 
at the Gave Temples of Ajanta are precisely 
the same in design and use as similar articles 
made at toe present time, tons affording a 
striking evidence of toe inherent conservatism 
of the Hindu people and its effect upon an in- 
dustrial art that makes a closer personal appeal 
than any other. 

Textiles. — The textile industry Is toe widest 
in extent in India and is that in which her 
craftsmen have shown their highest achieve- 
ments Other countries, east and west of 
India have produced work equal at least 
m stone, wood, and metal ; but none has ever 
matched that of her weavers In cotton and 
wool, or excelled them in toe weaving of token 
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fabrics. Some of the products of tho looms 
of Bengal are marvels of technical skill and 
perfect taste, while the plum bloom quality 
of the old Cashmere shawls is an artistic achieve- 
ment which places them In a class by themselves. 
Weaving being essentially a process of repeti- 
tion, was the first to which machinery was 
applied, and modern science has brought power 
loom weaving to such a state of perfection that 
filaments of a substance finer even than those 
of Dacca, which astonished our ancestors, are 
now produced in tbe mills of Lancashire. But 
for beauty of surface and variety of texture 
no machine-made fabrics have ever equalled 
the finest baudwork of tho weavers of India 
Many of the most beautiful varieties of Indian 
textile work have disappeared, killed bv tho com- 
petition of the power loom. In other branches 
of art as applied to textiles India does not hold 
so pre-eminent n position as in that of weaving 
The printed silks and calicoes of the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries deservedly hold a 
high plaoe in the estimation of Western nations, 
whose craftsmen learnt many valunblo lessons 
from the technical skill, and artistic taste they 
display Nothing approaching the tapestries 
made In Europe In the middle ages has been 
produced in India. The nearest approach 
to these is In carpets and rugs This art was 
introduced from Persia, but Indian craftsmen 
have never succeeded in equalling the finest 
work of their instructors either in colour or 
design. 

Modern Conditions. — In the foregoing 
ketch of the ancient industrial art of India, as 
applied to the four principal materials employed 
only a general indication of its more striking 
characteristics has been possible A volume 
would be required to give a detailed description 
of say one of them, and would leave many other 
minor arts to be considered. All these branches 
of art came Into existence, were develop- 
ed and flourished In India when social and eco- 
nomic conditions were vastly different from 
those of the present day. Like similar artistic 
crafts carried on in Europe up to tbe end of the 
eighteenth century, they were executed by 
bond labour The processes involved had not 
been discovered by scientific inquiry, such as 
is now understood by the phiaBe , but were tbe 
outcome of generations of slowly built up expe- 
rience. We now come to tbe affect upon them 
of the changed conditions which have revolo 
tionlsed Industrial art In Europe dnring the 
last century. 

The invention of the steam engine, and the 
application of mechanical powor and scientific 
research to industry in Europe, mark tbe divid- 
ing line between ancient ana modem Industrial 
art. Not only on Its technical aide is this 
so, but the effect of these changes has been to 
alter the character of the work Itself and the 
spirit which animated the craftsmen In place 
of the ancient ideal of variety in design and 
treatment, whloh meant a limited output, 
tbe modem one of uniformity and unlimited 
output has been substituted The capitalist 
has displaced the master craftsman , tbe orga- 
nised factory, tbe small workshop ; specialisa- 
tion and division of labour have taken tbe place 
of general proficiency among the artisans , tbe 
function of the designer has been separated 
from that of the craftsman , local markets have 


boon extended to Borve tho whole world; and 
tho skilled handicraftsman has, In n great 
measure, become n mnohlno-mlndrr It took 
about ono hundred j">ars of gradual clmngo 
for tho oraftsmen of Europo fullv to adjust 
themselves to theso altered conditions; and 
during tho greater portion of that period India 
protected bv the difficulties of transport, con- 
tinued Its Immemorial prartlco. Fifty years 
ago this protective barrier was removed bvtbo 
opening of tho Suer Canal, nnd tho craftsmen 
of India have slnco been struggling to 
avoid the same fato which overtook those of 
Europo half a century before. With less time 
to adapt themselves to tho changed conditions 
the Indian craftsmen have hnd to meet the 
competition of European rl\ais already fully 
equipped with now nnd unknown tools. 
Even boforc this period of intense competition, 
observers Interested In Indian craftwork bad 
noticed ovldcnces of Its deterioration The 
falling off, both in design nnd workmanship 
was attributed to the conservative practice 
of tho craftsmen ; to tbe gradual loss of foreign 
markets, and to tho long period of Internal dis- 
order which had deprived them of both the 
patronage of the rulers of nn earlier age and the 
stimulating contact with foreign craftsmen 
who had previously been attracted to the 
splendid courts at Delhi and Agra Dnring the 
same period, nn oicn greater degradation in 
design bad overtaken the craftwork of Europe. 
This was duo to entirely different causes namely, 
to tho Introduction of machinery. Attention 
hnd been so concentrated upon Bpcody produc- 
tion, mechanical nccuracv nnd commercial 
organisation that bennby of design had been 
almost entirely neglected This was so forcibly 
demonstrated at the International Exhibition 
of 1851 that efforts were at onco mado to bring 
art and Industry together onco more Schools 
of Art and Museums were founded throughout 
England and the same svstem was copied In a 
tentative nnd timid fashion in India Tbe 
function of fhcBe institutions was accurately 
estimated in England, where the nrtlstie In- 
dustries were already highly organised and 
were commercially successful, and whose pro- 
ducts were to be found In every market of 
the world Their business was to assist tbese 
Industries by training a body of efficient de- 
signers capable of furnishing tbe faotories with 
suitable designs, new or old, and in anv style, 
to Batisfy the requirements of customers In any 
country. It was never supposed for an instant 
that a School of Art could lead an Industiy. 
fa India tholr function was as completely mis- 
understood as were the causes of the depres- 
sion in Indian craftwork. The schools were 
not only expected to lead the Industries which 
were living, but to revive those which were 
moribund, and resurreot those which were 
dead In tbe reporc of tbe Indian Industrial 
Commission the need for some 8tate-alded 
system of Industrial and commercial or- 
ganisation of the industrial arts with an ex- 
panded scheme of technical and artistic Instruc- 
tion for the craftsmen has been recognised. If, 
assistance and encouragement are given by the 
Imperial ana Vocal Governments to the Indian 
craftsmen industrial art In India wOl quickly 
emerge from the cloud of depression, which has 
hang over it for a century past mto the 
sunlight of prosperity. 
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The ancient monuments of India are as varied 
as tbey are numerous. Until a few years ago, 
the earliest known were the brick and stone 
erections of theMaurya period, a group of mounds 
at Lannya Nandangarh, Illustrative of the Vedic 
funeral customs and assignable roughly to the 
7th or 8th century B C , and some rough stone 
walls at the ancient city of Bajagriha of about 
the same penod. The absence of structures of i 
an earlier penod was then supposed to be due 
to the fact that all previous architecture had 
been of wood and had completely penBhed The 
recent excavations, however, at Mohenjo-daro, 
m Sind and at Harappa in the Punjab, have 
completely revolutionised ideas on this subject 
and proved that as far back as the 3rd or 4th 
millennium B 0. and probably much earlier still, 
India was in possession of a highly developed 
civilization with large and populous dtieB, 
well built houses, temples and public buildings 
of bndk and many other amenities enjoyed at 
that penod by the peoples of Mesopotamia and 
Egypt Both at Mohenjo-daro and Harappa 
there are the remains of some 5 or 6 cities super- 
imposed one upon the rnlns of another 

The structures that have so far been exposed 
at Moheqjo-daro belong to the three latest titles 
on the site Those of the third or earliest are 
the best in style , those of the first the poorest 
Most of the structures ore dwelling houses or 
shops, hut there an others which appear to 
have been temples and one— of particularly 
massive proportions — is a large bath, surrounded 
by fenestrated gallenes and halls All were 
built of well burnt brick and most of them were 
of two or mon storeys with staircases giving 
access to the upper rooms. In and around the 
ruins have been found many minor antiquities 
Including gold and silver jewellery, engraved 
seals of stone and ivory and paste copper im- 
plements and vessels, terracotta figurines and 
toys, shell ornaments and potteries both painted 
and plain. 

These discoveries establish the existence In 
Sind and the Punjab during the 4th and 8rd 
millennia B O of a highly developed city life , 
and the presence, in many of the houseB, of wellB i 
and bathrooms as well as an elaborate drainage 
system betoken a social condition of the citizens 
at least equal to that found in Sumer and supe- 
rior to that prevailing in contemporary Baby 
Ionia and Egypt. The inhabitants of these 
cities hved largely no doubt by agriculture and 
It Is a point at interest that the specimens of 
wheat found at Mohenjo-daro resemble the 
common variety grown in the Punjab to-day 
Besides bread, their food appears to have 
included beef, mutton, and pork, the flesh of 
tortoises, turtles and ghanal, fresh fish from the 
Indus and dried fish from the sea coast. Among 
their domesticated animate were the humped 
Indian bull, the buffalo, a short homed bull, 
the sheep, pig, dog and elephant. Besides 
gold ana silver they used copper, tin, 
bronze and lead; they were familiar with the 
arts of spinning and weaving and with the culti- 
vation of cotton and bad attained a high degree 
of proficiency In the jeweller's and potter’s artB 


That they possessed a well developed system 
of writing is evidenced by the discovery of over 
a thousand tablets engraved with well-executed 
animal devices and pictographic legends in an 
unknown Bcript. The method of disposal of 
the dead at Moheajo-daro is uncertain but at 
Harappa two types of burial have been met 
with, namely, complete burials along with 
funerary pottery, and "pot burials" Only 
27 of the latter have been examined and these 
were found to contain skulls and human bones 
and are seemingly fractional burials 

This InduB Valley culture has now been traced 
as far as Bupar in the Ambala District, relatively 
close to the watershed of the Sutlej 
and Jumna and it is therefore highly Improbable 
that this civilization was confined to the 
Indns Valley and there can hardly he any 
reasonable doubt that future researches will 
trace It into the valley of the Ganges Of the 
long period of more than 2.000 years that 
separates the pre-historlc monuments 
referred to above from the historic penod 
of India, little or nothing is yet known but 
there is every hope that this gap In our know- 
ledge may be filled In by farther excavations 
From the time of the Mauryas, t e , 3rd century 
B 0 , the history of architecture and the forma- 
tive arts of India is dear and can be traced with 
relative precision The financial stringency 
caused by the world economic depression caused 
almost the suspension of excavation in these 
areas 

Monumental Pillars — The monuments 
which have come down to us from the Maurya 
period, include, betides the caves to be referred 
to below, the wooden palisade (4th century B 0 ) 
which surrounded the ancient city of Patali- 
putra (modem Patna), and of which a large 
section has been exposed, the rock and pillar 
edicts of A&oka (Circa 250 B C ), the remains 
of a large pillared hall constructed by the same 
emperor at Pataliputra, a number of brick 
stupas and a monolithic rail which originally 
surmounted an Asoka stupa at Saraath near 
Benares. Altogether thirteen pillars at Asoka 
are known besides the Elephant capital 
of a 14th at Sankisa and a fragment of a 15th 
at Benares . Ten of them hear his inscriptions 
Of these the Launya -Nandangarh column in 
the Champaran District, Tirhut, is practically 
uninjured The capital of each colnmn, like 
the shaft, was monolithic, and comprised three 
members, viz , a Penepolitan bell, abacas, 
and crowning soulpture in the round. By far 
the best capital of Asoka’s time was that ex- 
humed at Saraath near Benares The four 
lions standing back to back on the abacas are 
carved with extraordinary precision and ac- 
curacy, and originally supported a wheel sym- 
bolizing the law of piety preached by the 
Bnddha Several pieces of this wheel were found 
and are now preserved in the Archaeological 
Museum at Saraath Of the post-Asokan period 
one pillar (B.O 150) stands to the north-east of 
Besnagar In the Gwalior State, another in front 
of tiie cave of Kerb (A D 70), and a third at 
Eran in Central Provinces belonging to the 5th 
Century A D. All these are of Btone, bat there 
is one of iron also It is near the Qatb Minar

Topes. — Stupas, known ns dtigabai In Ceylon 
and commonly called Topes In Kortb India, 
were constructed cither for tho safe custody 
of relics hidden in a chamber often ne&T tho 
base or to mark the scone of notable ei ents in 
Buddhist or Jams legends Though wo know 
that the ancient Joinas built stupas, no specimen 
of Jaina stupas 1b now extant A notable 
structure of this kind which existed until recent 
times, whb tho Jaina stupa which Bbood on the 
Kanknli Tila site at Muttra and yielded a large 
number of Jaina sculptures now deposited in 
the Provincial Museum at Lucknow. Of those 
belonging to the Buddhists, tho great Tope of 
Sandhi in Bhopal is the most intact and entire 
of its class It consists of a low circular drum 
supporting a hemispherical dome of Jess diameter 
Bound the drum is nn open passage for clroum- 
ambulation , and the whole is enclosed oy a mas- 
sive stone railing with lofty gates facing the 
cardinal points. The gates are essentially 
wooden m character, and are carved. Inside ana 
oat, with elaborate sculptures The original 
stupa, which was of brick and not more than 
half Ihe present dimensions, was apparently 
erected by Asoka at toe same time as his llon- 
atowned pillar near toe Bonto gate, hut as

Burgess 
But there is good reason to «upposo from 
Sir John Marshall^ recent researches aril 
from cplgraplde consideration* that they are 
considerably more modern The Buddhist caves 
arc of two types — the ehaityus or chapel can* 
und viharas ot monasteries for the residence of 
monks The drat are with vaulted roofs and 
liono-shoo shaped windows over the entrance 
and hnv c Interiors consisting of a nave and side 
nlslos mth a small stupa at the innor circular end. 
They aro thus remarkably similar to Christian 
basilicas Tlio second class consist ot a halt 
surrounded by a number ot cells, intlic later 
nharat there was a sanctum in the centre of the 
back wail containing a largo Image of JDnddbn 
Hardly a chatiya is found without one or mote 
vxharas adjoining it. Of tho Hindu cave tem- 
ples that at Etephanta near Bombay Is perhaps 
the most frequented It Is dedicated to Siva 
and is not earlier than the 7tb century A.D 
But by far tho most renowned cavc-tcmple of 
tho Hindus is that known ns Eoiiasa at Eilora. 
Tt Is on the model of o complete structural 
temple but earvad out of solid rock. It also Is 
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dedicated to Sira and was excavated bv the 
Rashtrakuta king, Krishna 1, (A D 768), 
who may still be seen in the paintings m the 
ceilings of the npper porch of the mam sbnne 
Of the Jalnu oaves the earliest are at Khanda- 
n and Odayagin ; those of the medieval type, 
India Sahha at Ellora ;and those of the latest 
period, at Ankai In Kasik The ceilings of many 
of these oaves were onco adorned with fresco 
paintings. Perhaps, the best preserved among 
these are those at Ajanta, which were exe- 
cuted at various periods between 360-650 A.D 
and have elicited high praise as works of art 
Copies were first made by Major Gill, bnt most 
of them perished by fire at the Crystal Palace 
in 1860 The lost ones were again copied/ by 
John Griffiths of the Arts School, Bombay, half 
of whose work was similarly destroyed by a fire 
at South Kensington. They were last copied 
by Lady Hcrringham during 1600-11 Her 
pictures, which are in foil scale, are at present 
exhibited at the Indian Section of the Victoria 
and Albert Museum, South Kensington, and 
have been reproduced in a volume brought out 
by the India Society Another group of caves 
where equally interesting though less well pre- 
served palntingB exist is found at Bngh in 
Gwalior State. These caves form the subject 
of a monograph issued by the India Society. 

Gandhara Monuments — On the north-weBt 
frontier of India, anciently known as Gandhara, 
are found a class of remains, ruined monastenee 
and buned stupas, among which we notice for 
the first time representations of Buddha and the 
Buddhist pantheon. The free use of Corinthian 
capitals, Inezes of nude Erotes beanug a long 
garland, winged Atlantes without number, and 
a host of individual motifs clearly establish the 
influence of Hellenistic art. The mound at 
Peshawar, locally known as Sbah-ii-ki-Dhen, 
which was explored In 1900, brought to 
light several interesting sculptures of tbiB 
school togotbit with a reliquary casket, the 
most remarkable bronze object of the Gandhara 

S erlod. The inscription on the casket left no 
onht as to the mound being tbe itupa raised 
over a portion of the body relics of Buddha by the 
Indo Scythian long Kanlstaka. They were 
presented by Lord Minto’s Government to the 
Buddhists of Burma and are now enBbrined at 
Mandalay. To about the same age belong the 
ttupaa at Manikyala in the Punjab opened by 
Banjit Singh’s French Generals, Ventura ana 
Court, In 1830 Some of them contained come 
of Kamslika There was brought to light at 
Ta\ila during the winter of 1932-33 what proved 
to be the largest monastery so tar unearthed m 
north-west India In it there was an inscription 
dated in the year 134 of an unspecified era and 
roughly corresponding with the year 76 A D 
The rccoid is regarded sb important because of 
the assistance it gives m dating Gandhara 
sculptures in various parts 

Structural Temples — Of this class the 
earliest examples ore the Varaba temple at 
Deogarh, District Jhansi, another temple at 
Sanchl, the bride temples at Bhitargaon in the 
district of Cawnpore and the temples atTigowa, 
Naehaa, Eran and Bhumaraall of which belong to 
the Gnpta period and a later one at Tigowa m 
the Central Provinces In South India we have 
two more examples vtt Lad Khan and Dnrga 
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temples at Aihole m Bijapur, the latter of which 
cannot he later than the eighth century A D 
The only common characteristic is fiat roofs 
without spires of any kind. In other respects 
they are entirely different and already here we 
mark the beginning of the two Btyies, Indo- 
Aryan and Dravldlan, whose differences become 
more and more pronounced from the 7th cen- 
tury onwards In the Indo-Aryan style, the 
most prominent ones tend to the perpendicular, 
and m the Dravidian to the horizontal The 
salient feature of the former again la the cur- 
vilinear steeple, and of the latter, the pyramidal 
tower. The most notable examples of tbe first 
kind are to be fonnd among the temples of Bhu- 
baneswar in Onssa, Khajnraho in Bundelkband, 
Osin in Jodhpur, and Dilwara on Mount Abu 
One of the best known groups in the Dravidian 
style is that of the Mamauapuram Baths, or 
'Seven Pagodas,’ on tne seashore to the south 
of Madras They are each hewn out of a block 
of granite, and are rather models of temples 
than ratha They are the earliest examples of 
typical Dravidian architecture, and belong to 
the 7tb centnry To the same age baa to be 
assigned the temple of Kaiiasanatb at Conjee- 
veram, and to the following centnry some of the 
templeB at Aihole and Pattadkal of the Bijapur 
District, Bombay Presidency, and. the mono- 
hthio temple of Kailasa at Ellora, referred to 
above Ox tbe later Dravidian style the great 
temple at Tonjore and the Sri ran gam temple 
near Trichinopoly are the best examples 

Intermediate between these two mam styles 
comes the architecture of the Deccan, called 
Chalukyan by Fergusson In this style the 
plan becomes polygonal and star-shaped Instead 
of quadrangular ; and the high-storeyed spire 
Is converted into a low pyramid in which 
the horizontal treatment of the Dravidian is 
combined with the perpendicular of the Indo- 
Aryan Some fine examples of this type exist 
at Dambal, Battibali, Tilhwalli and Hangal in 
Dharwar, Bombay Presidency, and at Ittagi 
and Warangal in Nizam’s Dominions Bnt 
it is In Mysore among the temples at Hallebid 
Belnr, and Somnathpur that the style is found 
m its full perfection. 

Inscriptions. — We now come to inscrip- 
tions, of which numbers have been brought to 
light in India They have been engraved on 
varieties of materials, bnt principally on stone 
and copper The earliest of these are found 
incised in two distinct kinds of alphabet, known 
as Brabmi and Kharoshthi, the latter being con- 
fined to the north-west of India The Brabmi 
was read from left tonght, and from ithaiebeen 
evolved all tbe modem vernacular scnpte of 
India. The Kharoshthi was written from ngbt 
to left, and was a modified form of the ancient 
Aramaic alphabet Introduced into tbe Punjab 
during the penod of the Persian domination 
in tbe 6th centnry B.O It was prevalent up to 
the 4th centnry A D , and waB supplanted by 
tbe Brabmi The earhest dateable inscriptions 
are the celebrated edicts of Asoka to which a 
reference has been made above. One group of 
these bas been engraved on rocks, and an- 
other on pillars They have been fonnd from 
Sbahbazgarhi 40 miles north-east of Peshawar 
to Nigliva in tbe Nepal Tarai, from Gimar in 
Kathiawar to Dhanli in Onssa, from Kaisi in the 
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Lover Himalayas to Siddnpur in Mysore, show 
lag by the way the vast extent ot territory held 
by him. The reference in his Bock Edicts to 
the five contemporary Greek Pnnces, Antio- 
chns 11. ot Syna, Ptolemy Philadelphia and 
so forth la exceedingly interesting, and fixes 
B C. 269 as the date of his coronation His 
Bumaundei pillar Inscription, again, discover* 
ed m Nepal Tarai, now settles, beyond all doubt, 
the birth-place of Baddba which was for long 
disputed. Another noteworthy record Is the 
inscription of the Besnagar pillar. The pillar j 
had been known for a ions time but Sir John 
Marshall was the first to notice the inscription 
on it. It records the erection of this column, 
which was a Garnda pillar, in honour of the 
god Vasndeva by one Heliodoros, son of Dion 
who is described as an envoy of Emg Antial 
kldas of Taxila. Heliodoros is herein called 
a Bhagamla, which Bhows that though a Greek 
he had become a Hindu and presumably a 
Vmshnava Another inscription worth noticing 
and especially in this connection is that or 
Cave No 10 at Nasik. The donor of this cave, 
Ushavadata, who calls himself a Sake and was 
thus an Indo-Sovtbion, is therein spoken of as 
having granted three hundred thousand kinr 
and sixteen villages to gods and Brahmans 
and as having annually fed one hundred thou 
snnd Brahmans Hera Is anoth»r instance of a 
foreigner haring embraced Hinduism Thus for 
the political, social, economical and religious 
nitory of India at tfap different penodB the 

-captions are invaluable records, and are the 
only light bat for which we are ‘forlorn and 
blind ' 

Saracenic Architecture —This begins In 
India with tbe 13tb centnry after tbe per- 
manent occupation of the Muhammadans 
Their first mosques w*re constructed of tbe 
materials of Hindu and Jama temples, and some- 
times with comparatively slight alterations The 
mosoue called Arhtn-dtn-la-jhompra at Ajmer 
and that near the Qntb Miner are Instances of 
Shis kind. The Muhammadan architecture 
ot India vaned at different periods and under 
the various dynasties, imperial and local. Tbe 
early Pothan architecture of Delhi wae massive 
and at the same time was characterised by 
elaborate nchnes*of ornamentation. The Qutb 
Minor and tombs of Altamsb and Ala-nd-din 
Klnijl are typical examples Of tbe Bharqi 
stylo we have three mosques in Jaunpur with 
set era! tombs At Mandu In the Dbar State, a 
third form of Saracenic architecture Bprang up, 
and we have here the Jami Masjld, Hoshang*s 
tomb, Jaliaz Mahal and Hmdola Mahal as 
the most notable instances ot tbe secular and 
ecclesiastical at} les of the Malwa Pathans The 
Muhammadans of Bengal again developed their 
own style, and Pandua, Malda, and Gaur teem 
with the rains of the buildings of this type, the 
important of which are the Adina Masjld ol 
Sikandar Sbak, the EUakhi mosque, Eadam 
Kasai Ma«jid, and so forth. The Bahmani 
dynasty or Gulbarga and Bidar were also great 
builders, and adorned their capitals with impor- 
tant buildings The most staking of these Is 
the great mosque of Gulbarga, which differs 
from all mosques m India m having tbe whole 
central area covered over so that what m others 
would be an open court is here roofed by sixty- 
three small domes “ Of the various forms 


which the Saracenio architecture assumed," 
says Fergusson, "that of Ahmedabad may 
probably be considered to be the most elegant, 
ft is notable for its carved stone work ; and tbe 
work of the perforated stone windows in Sidl 
Sayyid’s mosque, tbe carved niches of the 
mmais of many other mosques, the sculptured 
Mihrabt and domed and panelled roofs is so 
exquisite that it will aval anything of tbe sort 
executed elsewhere at any period. No other 
style 1b bo essentially Hindu. In complete con- 
trast with this was tbe form of architecture 
employed by tbe Adil 8hshi dynasty of B]Ja- 

a There is hero relatively little trace of 
u forms or details. The principal buildings 
now left at Bljapur are the Jaml Masjld, 
Gagan Mahal, Mibtar Mahal, Ibrahim Bauza 
and mosque and the Gol Gumbaz. Like their 
predecessors, the Pathans of Delhi, the MoghulB 
were a great building race. Their style first 
oegan to evolve itself during the reign of Akbar 
in a combination of Hindu and Muhammadan 
features Noteworthy among the emperor’s 
buildings are the tomb of Humayun, and tbe 
palaces at Fntehpur Sikri and Agra. Of 
jehangir’a time his mosque at Lahore and tbe 
tomb ol Itimad-ud-daula are the most typical 
structures. “The force and ongmahty ol the 
style gave way under Shah J&han to a delicate 
elegance and refinement ot detail. *’ And It 
was during his reign that the most splendid of 
the Moghnl tombs, tbB Taj Mahal at Agra, the 
tomb of his wife Mnmtoz Mahal, was con- 
structed. Tbe Moti Masjld in Agra Fort to 
another surpassingly pure and elegant monu- 
ment of his time. 

Arehseologlcal Department —As the arch- 
eological monuments of India mnst attract 
the attention of all Intelligent visitors, they 
would naturally feel desirous to know something 
of tbe Archaeological Department. The work 
of this Department is primarily two-fold, con- 
servation, and research and exploration. None 
but spasmodic efforts appear to have been made 
by Govern meat In these directions till 1870 when 
thev established tbe Archaeological Snrvey of 
India and entrusted it to General (afterwards 
for) Alexander Cunningham, who was also tbe 
first Director- General of Archeology. The 
next advance was tbe initiation of the local Sur- 
veys in Bombay and Madras three years after, 
The work of these Surveys, however, was res- 
tricted to antiquarian research and desonp- 
tion of monuments, and the task of conserving 
old buildings was left to the fleful efforts of the 
local Governments, often without expert guid- 
ance or control. It was onlv in 1878 that the 
Government of India under Lord Lytton awoke 
to this deplorable condition, and sanctioned 
a sum of S£ lakhs to the repair of monuments in 
United Provinces, and soon after appointed a 
conservator, Major Cole, who did useful work for 
three years Then a reaction set in, and hi* 
post and that of the Director-General were 
abolished. The first systematic step towards re- 
cognising official responsibility in conservation 
matters was taken by Lord Ourzon's Government, 
who established seven of the eight Archaeological 
Circles that now obtain, placed them ou a perma- 
nent footing and united them together under 
tbe control of a Director-General, provision befog 
also made for subsidising local Governments out 
of Impenal lands, when necessary. The Ancient 
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1 Monuments Preservation Act was passed tor 
the protection of histone monuments and relics 
especially in private possession and also tor State 
control over the excavation of ancient sites and 
traffic in antiquities. Under tlie direction of Sir 
John Marshall, Kt , 0 IX . late Director-General 
of Archeology, a comprehensive and systematic 
campaign of repair and excavation has been 
prosecuted, and the re«nlt of It u manifest in 
- the present altered conditions of many old and 
historic bondings and in the scientific excava- 
, tion of bnri°d sites Bach, as Taxila, Patall- 
putra, Sanchi in the Bhopal State, Sarnath near 
Benares, Sialanda in Bihar, Pharapur In Bengal 
and Hagarnmikonda m Madras and In the Indus 
' Valley at Harappa in the Punjab and Hohenjo- 
daro m Sind. Of all these works those of most 
general interest are the Mohenjo-daro excavations, 
for hero the Archaeological Department have 
unearthed remains of prehistoric cities dating 
‘ back to 3000 BC and farther. The Archaeologi- 
cal Survey has devoted considerable attention to 
the organization and development of museums as 
centres of research and education It maintains 


the archaeological section of the Indian Mnseum 
at Calcutta, small museums at the Taj, and at 
the Ports at Agra, Delhi and Lahore, the Central 
Asian Antiquities Museum at New Delhi and 
has erected local museums at the excavated 
sites of Taxila, Sarnath, Nalanda, Mohanjo-daro 
and Harappa with the object of keeping the 
small movable antiquities recovered at these 
Bites in close association with the structural 
remains to which they belong, so that they 
may be studied amid their natural surroundings 
and not lose focus and meaning by being 
transported to some distant place. 

The epigraphlcal material dealt with by the 
Archreologlcal Survey has enabled the history 
and chronology of the various dynasties of India 
to be established on a firmer basis and in greater 
detail The "Epigraphia Indica” Is now In the 
21st volume, a revised edition of the Asoka 
inscriptions has been recently published while the 
companion volume of post Asokan Brahmi 
inscriptions is under preparation A volume 
of non-Asokan Eharoshthi inscriptions was 
published two years ago 
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Pot many years Indian time was in a state of 
Chaotic confusion. What was called Madras or 
Hallway time was kept on all the railways and 
eaoh great centre of population kept its own local 
time, which was not based on any common 
BcientiOc principle and was divorced from the 
standards of all other countries It was with 
a view to remedying this confusion that the 
Government of India took the matter np In 
1004, and addressed to the Local Governments, 
and through them to all local bodies, a long 
letter which reviewed the situation and made 
suggestions for the future The essential points 
in til is letter are indicated below 
"In India we have already a standard time, 
which is very generally, though by no means 
universally, recognised It is the Madras local 
time, which is kept on all railway and telegraph 
lines throughout India and which ib Sh. 2lm. 
10s. In advance of Greenwich Similarly, 
Rangoon local time Is used upon the railways 
and telegraphs of Burma, and is 6h. 24m 47s. 
ahead of Greenwich. But neither of these 
1 standards bears a simple and easily remembered 
. relation to Greenwich time. 

"The Government of India have several times 
. been addressed by Scientific Societies, both in 
India end in England, and urged to fall Into line 
with the rest of the civilised world. And now 
the Royal Society has once more returned to the 
attack. The Committee of that Society which 
adviseB the Government of India upon matters 
connected with its observatories, writes — ' The 
. Committee think that a change from Madras time 
to that corresponding to a longitude exactly 6$

“How if India were connected with Europe 
by a continuous senes of civilised nations with 
their continuonsrailwaysystemsall of which had 
adopted the European hour-zone system, it wonld 
be lmperativenpon India to conform ana to adopt 
tbe second suggestion But as she is not, and 
as she 1 b as much isolated by uncivilised States 
as Cape Colony is by the ocean, it Is open to 
her to follow the example of that and some 
other similarly situated colonies and to adopt 
the first suggestion. 

"It is believed that tins will be the better 
solution. There are ohvlons objections to 
drawing an arbitrary lme right across the 
richest and most populous portions of India, and 
so as to bisect all the main lines of communi- 
cation, and keeping times differing by an honr 
on opposite sides of that hne. India has be- 
come accustomed to a uniform standard in the 
Madras time of the railways; and the substitu- 
tion for It.of a doable standard would appear 
to be a retrograde step ; while It would, m all 
probability, be strongly opposed by the railway 
authorities. Moreover, It Is very desirable 
that whatever system Is adopted should be 
followed by all Europeans and Indians alike, and 
It is certain that tbe double standard wonld 
puzzle the latter greatly ; while by emphasising 
the fact that railway differed from local time. 
It might postpone or even altogether prevent 
the acceptance of the former Instead of tbe 
latter by people generally over a large part of 
India. Tbe one greatadvantage which toe second 
possesses over the first alternative is, mat under 
the former, the difference between local and 
standard time can never exceed half an hour: 
whereas under the latter it will even exceed as 
hour m the extreme cases of Karachi and Quetta. 
But this inconvenience is believed to be smaller 
than that of keeping two different times on the 
Indian system of radwaya and telegraphs,

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Coinage, Weights and Measures. 


Aa (be currency of India is based npon (be 
rupee, statements with regard to money are 
generally expressed in rupees, nor has it been 
found possible in ail cases to add a conversion 
into sterling. Down to about 1873 the gold 
value of tbe rupee (containing 165 grains of 
pure silver) was approximately equal to 2s., 
or one-tenth of a £, and for (hat period It is 
easy to convert rupees mto sterling by striking 
off tbe final cipher (Bs 1,000=£100), But 
after 1878. owing to tbe depredation of silver 
as compared with gold throughout the world, 
there came a serious and progressive fall in tbe 
exchange, until at one time the gold valne of 
the rupee dropped as low as Is In order to 
provide a remedy for the heavy loss' caused 
to the Government of India in respect of Its 
gold -payments to be made In England, and 
also to relieve foreign trade and finance from 
the Inconvenience dne to constant and un- 
foreseen fluctuations In exchange, it was re- 
solved in 1893 to dose the mints to the free 
coinage of silver, and thns force np the value 
of the rupee by restricting the circulation. 
The intention was to raise the exchange value 
of the rupee to Is. 4d . and then introduce a 
gold standard at tbe rate of Bs. 15 =£1 From 
1899 onwards the valne of the rupee was 
maintained, with insignificant fluctuations, 
at the propoeed rate of Is. 4d until 
February 1920 when the recommendation of 
tbe Committee appointed in the previous year 
that the rupee should be linked with gold and 
not with sterling at 2s. Instead of Is. 4d. was 
adopted This was followed by great fluctua- 
tions (See article on Currency System), 

Notation. — Another matter In connection 
with the . expression of money statements 
In terms of rupees .requires to be explained 
The method of numerical notation in India 
differs from that ,which prevails throughout 
Europe. Barge numbers are not punctuated 
m hundreds of thousands and millions, but in 
lakhs and crores. A lakh is one hundred 
thousand (written out as 1,00,000), and a crore 
!b one hundred lakhs or ten millions (written 
out as '1,00,00,000) Consequently, according 
to the exchange value of the rupee, a lakh of 
rupees (Bs. 1.00,000) may he read as the equi- 
valent of £10,000 before 1873, and as the equi- 
valent of (about) £0.687 after 1899, while a 
orore of rupees (Bs. 1,00,00,000) may similarly 
be read as the equivalent of £1,000,000 before 
1873, and as the equivalent of (about) £666,667 
after 1899. With the rupee at Is 6d a lakh 
is equivalent to £7,500 and a crore is equiva- 
lent to £750,000. 

Coinage — Finally, it sbonld.be mentioned 
that the rnpee is divided into 16 annas, a frac- 
tion commonly used for many purposes by 
both Indians and Europeans Tbe anna was 
'formerly reckoned os l|d, it may now be 
considered os exactly corresponding to Id, 
The anna is again sub-divided Into 12 pies 


The scale used generally throughout Northern 
India, and less commonly In Madras and 
Bombay, may be thns expressed one mauud= 
40 seers, one seer=16 chittaks or 8D tolas . 
The actual weight of a seer vanes greatly from 
district to district, and even from village to 
village, but In the standard system the tola is 
180 grains Troy (the exact weight of the rupee) 
and the seer thns weighs 2 067 lb , and the 
maund 82*28 lb. The standard Is used In 
official reports. 

Befall — For calculating retail prices, the 
universal custom m India is to express them In 
terms of seeis to the rupee. Thns, when prices 
change what varies Is not the amount cf money 
-o be paid for the same quantity, but the quanti- 
ty to be obtained for the some amount of money 
In other words, prices m India are quantity 
prices, not money prices When the figure of 
quantity goes np, this of course means that the 
price has gone down, wbioh is at first Bight 
perplexing to an English reader. It may, 
however, be mentioned that quantity prices 
are not altogether unknown in England, espe- 
cially at small shops where pennyworths of 
many groceries can be bought Eggs, likewise, 
are commonly sold at a varying number for the 
shilling. If it be desired to convert quantity 
pnees from Indian Into English denominations 
without having recourse to money pnees (which 
would often he misleading), the following scale 
may be adopted — based npon the assumption 
that a seer is exactly 2 lb., and that the value 
of the rupee remains constant at Is 4d , 1 seer 
per rnpee=(abont) 3 lb for 2s , 2 seers per 
rupee=(about} 6 lb for 2s , and so on. 

The name of the unit for aqnare measure- 
ment in India generally is the bujha, which 
vanes greatlydn different parts of the country. 
But areas have been expressed m this work 
either in sqnare miles or in acres. 

Proposed Reforms — Indian weights and 
measures ha\e never been settled npon an 
organised basis suitable for commerce and 
trade characteristic of the modem age. They 
vary from town to town and village to village 
in a way that could only work -satisfactorily 
so long as the dealings of towns and villages 
were self-contained and before roads and rail- 
ways opened np trade between one and the 
other. It is pointed out that In England a 
hogshead of wine contains 63 gallons and a 
hogshead of beer only 54 gallons ; that a bushel 
of com weighs 46 lbs in Sunderland and 240 lbs. 
m Cornwall; that the English stone weight 
represents 14 lbs. in popnlar estimation, bnt 1 
only 5 lbs , if we are weighing glass, and eight 
for meat, bnt 6 lbs. for cheese. Similar 
instances are multiplied In India by at least 
as many times as India is bigger than Eng- 
land. If we take, for instance, the mannd 
denomination of weight common all over 
India, *we shall find that in a given city there 
are nearly as many mannds as there are articles 


to weigh. If we* consider the mannd as be- 
. Weights — The various systems of weights; tween district and district the state of affairs 
used in India combine uniformity of scale i » worse. Thus m the United Provinces’ alone. 
W’th immense variations in tbe weight of nnfts (he mannd of sugar weighs 4 Si seers in 
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dawn pore, 40 in Muttra, 72} in Gorakhpur, 40 in 
Alps, 60 in Moradabad, 43} in Sahar anpur, 
SO in Bareilly, 48 in Fyzabad, 48} in Snob* 
jehanpnr, 61 in Gnsbnneucae. The mannd 
varies throughout all India irom she Bengal 
or railway mannd of 82-2/7 lbs. to tbe Factory 
mannd of 74 lbs, 10 oz. 11 drs , tho Bombay 
mannd of 28 lbs., which apparently answors' 
to tbe Forest Department mound in use at tbe 
Fuel Depot, and the Madras mannd, whieh 
some authorities estimate at 26 lbs. and others 
at 24 lbs. and so on. 

Committees of Inquiry.— -These are merely 
typical instances which are multiplied lndcfi 
nicely. There are variations of every detail 
of weights and measures in every part of India 
Tbe losses to trade arising from the confusion 
and the trouble which tbiB state of things 
causes are heavy. Municipal and commercial 
bodies are continually returning to the problem 
with a view to devising a practical scheme 
of reform. The Supreme and Provincial Gov- 
ernments have made various attempts during 
40 vears past to solve the problem of universal 
units of weights and measures and commerce 
and trade have agitated about tbo question 
for tbe past century. Tbe Indian railways 
and Government departments adopted a 
standard tola (180 grains}, seer (80 tolas) and 
maund (40 seers) and it was hoped that this 
wquld act as a successful ** load '* which 
would gradually bo followed by trade through- 
out the empire, bat tbe expectation has not 
been realised. 

The Government of India considered the 
wnole question in consultation with the pro- 
wincial Governments in 1800-1804 and various 
special steps have at different rimes been 
taken in different parts of India. The Gov 
eminent of Bombay appointed a committee 
In 1011 to make proposals for reform for tbe 
Bombay Presidency. Their final report has 
not been pnblisbed, but they presented in 
1012 an ad tntenm report which has been 
Issued for public discussion. -In brief, it points 
out the practical impossibility of proceeding 
by compulsory measures affecting tbo wbole 
of India The Committee stated that over the 
greater part of the Bombay Presidency a 
standard of weights and measures would be 
heartily welcome by the people They thought 
that legislation compulsorily applied a vet 
large areas subject to many diverse condi- 
tions of trade and social life would not result 
in banging abont tbe desired reform so success- 
fully as a “lead ” supplied by local legislation 
based on practical experience. Tbe want 
of coherence, tavotr fatre, or tbo meanB of co- 
operation among tbe people at large pointed 
to this conclusion. The Committee pointed 
ont that a good example of the results that 
will follow a good lead is apparent in the Bast 
Kbandesh District of the Presidency, wbere 
tbe District Officer, Mr Simcox, gradually, 
during the course of three years, Induced the 
people to adopt throughout the district uni- 
form weights and measures,' the amt of weight 
in this case being a tola of 180 grams. Bat 
the committee abstained from recommending 
that the same weights and measnres should 
be adopted over the whole Presidency, pre- 
ferring that a new system started in any area 
should be as nearly as possible similar to tbe 
best system already prevailing t]iero. 


Committee or 1013.— -Tbo whole problem 
was again brought undor special consideration 
by the Government of India in October, 1018, 
when tbe following committee was appointed 
to inquire into the entire subject anew .-—

This 'Committee reported, In August 1016, 
in fnvour of a uniform system of weights to be 
adopted In India based on tho 180 grain tola 
Tlie report says: — Of ail such systems there 
is no doubt that the mo,t widespread and best 
known is that known as the Bengal or Indian 
Railway weights. Tlu. introduction of title 
system involves a more or less considerable 
change of system in parts of the United Pro- 
vinces (Gorakhpur, Bareilly and neighbouring 
areas), practically tho whole of Madras, parte 
of tiio Punjab (rural portibns of Amritsar and 
neighbouring districts), of Bombay (Soutb 
Bombay, Bombay city and Gujarat), and the 
North-West Frontier Province. Burma lias 
at presen t a separate system of its own whieh the 
committee think it should be permitted to 
retain The systems recommended are —

The tola is the toln of 180 grains, equal to 
tho rupee weight The visa has recently been 
fixed at 8 60 lbs or 140 tolas. 

Government Action.— The Government of 
India at first approved rim principles of tbe 
Report and loft the Provincial Governments 
to take action, but they passed more detailed 
orders In January, 1022. In these they again; 
for the present and subject to the restrictions 
imposed by the Government, of Indin Act and 
the devolution rules, loft it entirely to local 
Governments to tako such action as thoy think 
advisable to standardise dry and liquid measures 
of capacity within their provinces Similarly, 
they announced their decision not to adopt all- 
India standards of length or area. 

As regards weights they decided In 
favour, of tho standard) mentioned under 
the 'beading "Weights’', near the commence- 
ment of this article, tills having been recom- 
mended by a majority of the Weights and 
Measures Committee and having received 
the unanimous support of the Local Govern- 
ments. At the same time they provisionally 
undertook to assist provincial legislation 1 
or standardisation and stated that "if subse- 
quently, opinion develops strongly in favour of 
the Imperial standardisation of weights, tbe 
Government of India will be prepared to under- 
take such legislation, but at present they con* 
aider that any sqph stop would be premature,

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The Peoples of India 


• It Is essential to bear in mind, when dealing 
with the people of India, that it Is a continent 
rather than a country. Nowhere is the complex 
character of Indians more clearly exemplified 
, than In the physical type of its inhabitants 
No one would confnse the mam types, such as 
Gurkhas, Pathans, Sikhs, Rajputs, Bormans, 
, Nagas, Tamils, etc , nor does it take long to carry 
the differentiation much farther The typical 
inhabitants of India — the Dravidians — differ al- 
together from those of Northern Asia, and more 
nearly resemble the tribes of Malaya, Sumatra 
and Madagascar. Whatever may be their 
origin, it Is certain that 'they have settled in the 
country for countless ages and that their present 
physical characteristics have been evolved 
looally. They have been displaced In the North- 
West oy successive hordes of invaders, including 
Aryans, Scythians, Pathans and Moghals, and in 
the North-Bast by Mongoloid tribes allied to 
those of Burma, which is India only in a modem 
political sense Between these foreign elements 
and the pure Dravidians is borderland where 
the contiguous races have intermingled. 

The people of the Indian Empire are divided 
by Sir Henry Rbley (Caste, Tribe and Sace, 
Indian Census .Report, 1901 ; the Gazetteer of 
India, Ethnology ana Caste, Volume I, Chapter 
6) Into seven main physical types. There would 
be eight if the Andamanese were included, but 
this tiny group of Negritos may he disregarded. 

The Turko-Iranlan, represented by the 
Baioch, Brahm and Afghans of Baluchistan and 
the North-West Frontier Province. Probably 
formed by a fusion of Turkiand Persian elements, 
Inwhlchtheformerpredominate Stature above 
mean ; complexion fair , eyes mostly dark but 
occasionally grey ; hair on face plentiful ; head 
broad, nose moderately narrow, prominent, 
and very long. The feature in these people 
that strikes one most prominently is the porten- 
tous length of their noses, and it is probably 
tins peculiarity that has given rise to the tradi- 
tion of the Jewish origin of the Afghans. 

The Indo-Aryan occupying the Punjab, Baj- 
putana, And Kashmir, and having as its charac- 
teristic members the Bnjputs, Khattris, and 
Jats. This type,'which is readily distinguish- 
able Horn the Turko-Iranlan, approaches most 
closely to that ascribed to the traditional Aryan 
colonists of India The statnre is mostly tall , 

, complexion fair ; eyes dark ; hair on face plenti- 
ful. head long; nose narrow, and prominent 
but not specially long. 

The Scytho-Dra vidian, comprising the Mar- 
atba Brahmans, the Kunbis, and the Coorgs 
of Western India. Probably formed by a mix- 
ture of Scythian and Dravldlan elements. This 
type is clearly distinguished from the Turko- 
Iranlan by a lower stature, a greater length of 
head, a higher nasal Index, a shorter nose, and a 
leu er orbito- nasal index. All of these characters, 
except perhaps the last, may be dne to a varying 
'degree of intermixture with the Dravidians. In 
the higher groups the amount of crossing seems 
to have been slight ; in- the lower Dravldlan 
elements are more pronounced. 

The Aryo-Dravldian or Hindustani, 
found In the United Provinces, in parts of 3taj- 
putana and In Bibar and represented in Its up- 
per strata by the Hindustani Brahman and in its 


lower by the Choxnar. Probably the result of the 
Intermixture, In varying proportions, ot the Indo- 
Aryan and Dravidian types. The head-form is 
long with a tendency to medium .the complexion 
varies from lightish brown to black ; the nose 
ranges from medium to broad, being always 
broader than among the Indo- Aryans, the 
stature is lower than in the latter group and 
usually below the average according to the scale. 
The higher representatives of this type approach 
the Indo- Aryans , while the lower -members are 
m many respects not very far removed from 
the Dravidians The type is essentially a 
mixed one, yet Its characteristics are readily 
definable, and no one would take even an 
upper class Hindustani for a pure Indo-Aryan 
or a Chamar for a genuine Dravidian The 
distinctive feature of the type, the character 
whloh gives the real clue to its origin and stamps 
the Aryo Dravidian as racially different from 
the Indo-Aryan Is to be found m the proportions 
of the nose 

The Mongolo-Dravidlan, or Bengali type 
of Lower Bengal and Orissa, comprising the 
Bengal Brahmins and Kayasthas, the Maho- 
medans of Eastern Bengal, and other groups 
peculiar to this part of India Probably a blend 
of Dravidian and Mongoloid elements, with a 
strain of Indo-Aryan blood in the higher groups. 
The head ta broad , complexion dark ; hair on 
face usually plentiful; Btature medium, nose 
medium, with a tendency to broad This is one 
of the most distinctive types m India, and its 
members may be recognised at a glance through- 
out the wide area where their remarkable apti- 
tude for clerical pursuits has procured them 
employment Within its own habitat the type 
extends to the Himalayas on the north and to 
Assam on the east, and probably includes the 
bulk of the population of Orissa ! the western 
limit coincides approximately jrith the hilly 
country of Chota Nagpur and Westetn Bengal. 

The Mongoloid type of the Himalayas, 
Nepal, Assam, and Burma, represented by -the 
Kanets of Lahnland Kulu; the Lepchas of 
Darjeeling and Siklnm the Limbus, Mnrxrua and 
Gnrungs of Nepal; the Bodo of Assam ; and the 
Burmese. The head b broad ; complexion dark, 
with a yellow tinge ; hair on face scanty ; stature 
short or below average ; nose fine to broad, face 
characteristically flat, eyelids often oblique. 

The Dravidian type extending from Ceylon 
to the valley of the Ganges, and pervading 
Madras, Hyderabad, the Central Provinces, most 
of Central India and Chora Nagpnr Its most 
characteristic rejxresentatives are the Paniyans 
of Malabar and the Santals of Chota Nagpnr. 
Probably the original type of the population 
of India, now modified to a varying extent by 
the admixture of Aryan, Scythian, and Mongo- 
loid elements. In typical specimens the stature 
! b short or below mean , the complexion very

Special causes contribute to tho high mortality 
of infants In India. 

Owing to the custom of early marriage, co- 
' habitation and child-birth commonly take place 
before the woman is physically mature and this, 
combined with the primitive and insanitary 
methods of midwifery, seriously affects the 
health and vitality of the mother and through 
her of the child If tho child survives the pre- 
natal and natal chances of congenital debility 
and the risks of child-birth, it is exposed to the 
dangers of death in the early months of life 
from diarrhoea or dysentery According to the 
Executive Health Officer of Bombay city, by 
far the greater number of infantile deaths arc 
due to infantile debility and malformation. 
Including premature birth, respiratory diseases 
coming next, then convulsions, then diairhcca 
and enteritis ' 

Sex Ratio — The figures of the population 
of India by sexes, as recorded by tho latest 
census, show a furthor continuation of the stead v 
fall in the proportion of females to males that' 



has been going on since tho beginning of tins 
century This shortage of females is charnc- 
tcustio of the population of India as compared 
to that of most European countries The 
female infant is definitely better equipped by 
nature for survival than the male, but in India 
the advantage she has at birth is probably 
neutralised m infancy by comparative neglect 
and in adolescence by the strain of bearing 
children too early and too often A good deal 
of recent work on sex ratios has tended to the

There has of late been increasing unemploy- 
ment, especially among the educated classes. 
An nttc mpt to include these m the last census 
has not mr t with success, but ft is significant 
that graduates of Sladras University join the 
police department on Its 10 per mensem and 
are held fortunate in getting even that. 
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The History of India in Outline. 


Wo history of India ean be proportionate 
and the briefest summary must suffer from the 
t same defect. Even a wholesale acceptance as 
‘ history of mythology, tradition, and folklore 
will not make good, though It makes pic* 
' tuxesque, the many gaps that exist In the early 
I history of India ana, though the labours of 
, modern geographers and aieheeologists have been 
' amazingly fruitful. It cannot be expected that 
~ these gaps will over be filled to any appreciable 
extent Approximate accuracy In chronology 
and an outline of dynastic facts ore all that 
the student can look for np to the time of 
Alexander, though the briefest excursion Into 
the by-ways of history will reveal to him many 
alluring and mysterious fields for speculation 
There arc, lor example, to this day castes that 
believe they sprang originally from the loins of 
a being who landed “ from an impossible boat 
on the shores of a highly Improbable sea and 
the great epic poems contain plentiful state- 
menu; equally difficult of reconciliation with 
modern notions of history as a science. But 
from the Jatoka stories and the Parana s, 
much valuable information Is to be obtained, 
and, for the benefit of those nnable to go to 
these and other original sources, it has been 
distilled by a number of writers. 

The orthodox Hindu begins the political 
history of India more than 3,000 years before 
Christ, with the war waged on the hanks of the 
Jumna between the sons of Kuru and the 
sons of Pandu. Recent excavations by the 
Archaeological Department in the Indus Valley 
at Harappa in the Punjab, but more particularly 
at Mohenip Daro in Sind, carry us back even 
farther. They have uncovered sites of cities 
bearing the marls and containing the relics of a 
high civilisation stated by the Department to be 
Sumerian The excavations are proceeding 
under special direction and have excited the 
greatest interest m scientific circles throughout 
the world, but the general critic omits several of 
those remote centimes and takes 600 B 0 , or 
thereabouts as his starting point. At that time 
much of the country was covered with forest, but 
the Aryan races, who had entered India from the 
north, had established jn parts a form of civiliza- 
tion far superior to that of the aboriginal savages 
and to this day there survive cities, like Benares, 
founded by those invaders. In like manner 
the Dra vidian Invaders from on unknown land, 
who overran the Deccan and the Southern 
■ part of the Peninsula, crushed the aborigines, 
and at a much later period, were themselves 
subdued by the Aryans Of these two civiliz- 
ing forces, the Aryan is the better known, and 
of the Aryan kingdoms the first of which there 
iB authentic record Is that of Magadha, or Bihar, 
on the Ganges. It was in, or near, this power- 
ful kingdom that Jainism and Buddhism had 
their origin, and the fifth Sing of Magadha, 
Blmbuaia by name, was the friend and patron 
of Gautama Buddha The King mentioned 
was a contemporary of Darlas, autocrat of 
Persia (SSI to 486 B.C) who annexed the 
Indus valley and formed from his conquest 
,an Indian satrapy which paid as tribute the 
equivalent of abotit one nfllUon sterling. De- 
tailed history, however, does not become pos- 
sible until the Invasion of Alexander in 326 B C 


■ Alexander the Great 
That great soldier had crossed the Hlndn Kush 
m the previous year and had captured Aornoe, 
on the Upper Indus In the spring of 826 he 
crossed the nver at Ohlnd, received the sub- 
mission of the King of Taxila, and marched 
against Pome who ruled the fertile country 
between the* rivers Hydaspes CJhelum) and 
Akeslnes (Ohenab). The Macedonian carried 
all before him, defeating Porna at the battle of 
the Hydaspes, and crossing the Gbenab and 
Ravi. But at the Haver Hyphasls (Bias) his 
weary troops mutinied, ana Alexander was 
forced to turn back ana retire to the Jhelum 
where a fleet to sail down the rivers to th9 sea 
was nearly ready. The wonderful story of 
Alexander’s march through Mekian and Pemla 
to Babylon, and of the voyage of Nearebns 
up the Persian Gnlf is the climax to the narrative 
of the Invasion but is not part of the history 
of India. Alexander had stayed nineteen 
months In India and left behind him officerc 
to carry on the Government at the kingdoms 
he had conquered . but his death at Babylon, 
m 323, destroyed the fruits of what has to be 
regarded' as nothing but a brilliant raid, and 
within two years bis successors were obliged 
to leave the Indian provinces, heavily scarred 
by war bat not hellenized. 

The leader of the revolt against Alexanders 
generals was a young Hlndn, Ghandragnpta, 
who was an illegitimate member of the Royal 
Family of Magadhn He dethroned the ruler 
of that kingdom, and became so powerful 
that be is said to have been able to place 
600,000 troops in the field against Selencns, 
to whom Babylon bad passed on the death of 
Alexander. This was too formidable an oppo- 
sition to be faced, and a treaty of peace was 
concluded between the Syrian and Indian 
monarchs which left the latter the first para- 
mount Sovereign of India (321 B.C ) with bis 
capital at Patahputia, the modern Patna and 
Eankipore of Cbandragnpta’s court and ad- 
ministration a very foil account is preserved 
ih the fragments that remain of the history 
compiled by Megasthenes, the ambassador 
sent to India by Seleuous His memorable 
reign ended in 297 B O. when he was suc- 
ceeded by bis son Bindusara, who In his barn 
was ’'succeeded by Asoka 1269 — 231 B.C ) who 
recorded the events of his reign in numerous 
inscriptions. This king, In an nnnsoally 
bloody war, added to his dominions the king- 
dom of Kalin ga (the Northern Circa ra) and then 
becoming a convert to Buddhism, resolved 
for the future to abstain from conquest by 
force of arms The consequences of the con- 
version of Asoka were amazing. He was not 
Intolerant of oth°r religions, and did not en- 
deavour to force his creed on his “ children ", 
Bat be Initiated measures for the propagation 
of his doctrine with the resnlt that "Buddhism” 
which bad hitherto been a merely local sect m 
the valley of the Ganges, was transformed Into 
one of the greatest religions of the world— the 
greatest, probably. It measured by the number

edicts reveal him as a great king as ueil as a 
great missionary, and it is to bo hoped that the 
excavations now being carried on m the ruins 
of his palace may throw yet more light on his 
character and times. On his death the Slauryo 
kingdom fell to pieces. Even during ms 
reign there had been signs of new forces at work 
on the borderland of India; wbue the inde- 
pendent kingdoms of Bactrla and Farthla had 
been formed, and subsequent to it there were 
frequent Greek raids into India The Greeks 
In Bactria, however, could not withstand the 
os erwhtlming force of tho westward migration 
of tho Yuch-ebl horde, which, in the first cen- 
tury A.D , also ousted the Indo-Parthian kings 
from Afghanistan and North-Western Indin. 

The flr't of these Yuch-clii kings to annex a 
part of India was itndphlscs II (A.D 85 — 125), 
who had been defeated in A war with China, 
but crossed the Indus and consolidated Ins 
power eastward as far as Benares, His son 
Kanl-hkn (whose date is mueh disputed) left 
a name which to Buddhists stands second only 
to that of Aeoka. He gre.atlj extended the 
boundaries of his empire in the North, and 
made pi-liawnr ins capita). Under him the 
power of flic Kuslinn clan of the Yuch-chi 
reaebtd its zenith and did not begin to decay 
until the end of the second centurv, concurrently 
with the ri«c in middle India of the Andhra dy- 
nasty which constructed the Amaravati stupa,

The Guptn Dynasty.

Minister, whose treacherous conduct towards 
an embassy from China was quickly avengod, 
and the kingdom so laboriously established 
lapsed into a state of internecine strife which 
lasted for a century and a half.

The Andhras and Rajputs. 

In the meantlmo in Southern India the 
Andhras had attained to great prosperity and 
carried on a considerable trade wltb Greece, > 
Egypt and Home, as well as with the East. 
Their domination ended 'In the fifth century 
A D and a number of new dynasties, of which 
tho Pallavas were the most important, began 
to appear The Pallavas mado way m tarn 
for the Chalukyas, who for two centuries re- 
mained the most important Deccan dynasty, 
one branch uniting with the Cholas But 
the fortunes of the Southern dynasties are so 
involved, and In many cases so little known; 
that to rcoount them briefly is impossible. 
Few names of note stand out from the record 
except those of Vikramaditya (lltb century) 
and n few of the later Hindu rulers who made 
a stand against tho growing power of Islam; 
of tho rise of which an account is given below. 
In fact the history of modunval India is Bingu- 
larly devoid of unity. Northern India wbb In ' 
a state of chaos from about 050 to 050 A.D. 
not unlike that which prevailed in Europe of 
that time, and materials for the history of 
theso centuries are very scanty. In the absence 
of any powerful rulers the jungle began to 
gain back whnt had been wrested from It: 
ancient capitate fell into ruins from which in 
somo cases they have not oven yet been dis- 
turbed, and tbo aborigines and various foreign 
tribes began to assert thomselvcs so success* 
fully that tho Aryan element was ohiefly con- 
fined to the Doab and the Eastern Punjab 
It Is not therefore so much for tho political as 
for the religious and social history of this anar- 
chical period that one must look. 'And the 
greatest event — if a slow process may be call- 
ed an event— of the middle ages was the tran- 
sition from tribe to casto, the final disappear- 
ance of tho old four-fold division of Brahmans:

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Yith the end ol the period of anarchy, the 
political history of India centres round the 
liajpnts. One clan founded the kingdom of 
Gujarat, another held Malwa, -another (the 
diauhans) founded a kingdom of which Ajmer 
was the capital, and so on. Kanauj fell into 
the hands of the llatbors (clrc 1040 A D.) and 
' the dynasty then fonnded by that branch of 
the Gaharwars of Benares became one of (he 
most famons in India later in the same 
century the Chauhans were muted, and by 
llu3 one of them could boast that be had con- 
' quered all the country from the Vindbyas to the 
Himalayas, including Delhi already a fortress 
a hundred years old The sen of this con- 
queror was Prithwi Raj, the champion of the 
Hindus against the Mahomedans With his 
death in battle (1192) ends the golden age of 
" thn new civilization that had been evolved out 
'Of chaos; and of the greatness of that -age 
there is a splendid memorial in the temples 
and forts of the Rajput states and in the two 
great philosophical systems of Sonharacharya 
(ninth century) and Ramanuja (twelfth cen- 
tury) The triumph of Hinduism had been 
acnieved, it must be added, at the expense of 
Buddhism, which survived only in Magadha at 
the time of the Mahomedan conquest and 
spoedily disappeared there before the new faith. 

Mahomedan India. 

The wave of. Mahomedan invaders that 
eventually swept over the country first touched 
India, in Sind less tnan a hundred yean after 
the death of tne Prophet m 632 Rat the 
first real contact was in the tenth- century 
When a Turkish slave of a Persian ruler found-. 
mi a kingdom at Gbazat, between Kabul and 
Kandahar. A descendant of his. Mahmud 
(967-1039) made repeated raids Into the heart 
of India, capturing places bo tar apart as 
Multan, Kananj, Gwalior, and Somnatb In 
Kathiawar, but permanently occupying only 
a part of the Punjab. Enduring Mahomedan 
'rule was not established until the end of the 
twelfth century, by which time, from the little 
territory of Ghor, there had ancon one Mahomed 
Ghori capable of carving out a kingdom stretch- 
ing from Peshawar to the Bay of Bengal. 
Pntbwi Raj, the Chauhan ruler of Delhi and 
Ajmer, nude a brave stand against, and once 
defeated, one of the armies of this ruler, but 
was himself defeated in the following year. 
M&bomed Ghori was murdered at Lahore 
(1306) and his vast kingdom, which had been 
governed by satraps, was. split up into what 
were practically independent sovereignties. 
Of these satraps, Qntb-ud-din, the slave ruler 
of Delhi and Lahore, was the most famous, 
and is remembered by the great mosque he 
built near the modem Delhi. Between his 
rale and that ot the Mughals, which began in 
1526, only a few of the many Kings who gov- 
erned and fought and built beautiful build- 
ings, stand out with distinction. One of these 
was Aia-ud-din (1296*1316), whose many ex- 
peditions to the south much weakened the 
Hindu Kings, and who proved himself to be a 
capable administrator. Another was Piroz 
Shah, of the house of Tnghlaq, whose adminis- 
tration was in many respects admirable, bnt 
which ended, on his abdication, in confusion. 


In the reign of his successor, Mahmud (1398- 
1418X the kingdom of Delhi went to pieces and 
India was for seven months at the mercy of the 
Turkish conqueror Xoimur. It was the end of 
the fifteenth centnry before the kingdom, under 
Sikandar JLodi, began to recover. His son, 
Ibrahim, still further extended the klnvJom 
that had been recreated, bnt was defeated by 
Babar, King of Kabul, at Pampat, near Delhi, 
In 1526, and there was then established in 
India the Mughal dj nasty. 

The Mahomedan dynasties that bad ruled 
in capital other than Delhi up to this date 
were of comparative unimportance, though 
some great men appeared among them In 
Gujarat, for example, Ahmad Shah, the founder 
of Ahmcdabad, showed himself a good ruler 
and builder as well aB a good soldier, though 
his grandson, Mahmud SJbah Begara, was a 
greater ruler-acquiring fame at sea as well 
as on land In the South various kings of the 
Bshmani dynasty made names for themselves 
especially m the long wars they waged on the 
new Hindu kingdom that had arisen which had 
its capital at Vijayanagar. Of importance 
also was Add Khan, a lurk, who founded (1490) 
the Bijapur dynasty of Adil Shabis It was 
one of hiB successors who crushed the Vijaya- 
nagar dynasty, and built the great mosque for 
which Bijapur Is famous. 

The Mnghal Empire.

As one draws near to modem times It be- 
comes Impossible to present anything like a 
coherent and consecutive account ot the growth 
of India as a whole Detached threads in the 
story have to be picked up one by one and fol- 
lowed to their ending, and although the sixteenth 
centnry bbw the first European settlements in 
India, it will be convenient here to continue 
the narrative of Mahomedan India almost to 
the end of the Mughal Empire How Babar 
gained Delhi has already been told. His son. 
Hum. run, greatly extended bis kingdom, but 
was eventually defeated (1540) and driven 
into exile by Shear Ebon, an Afghan of great 
capabilities, whose short reign ended In 1545, 
The Sur dynasty thus founded by Sber Khan 
lasted another ten years when Humnyun having 
snatched Kabul from one of bis brothers, was 
strong enough to win back part of his old king- 
dom When Humajan died (1556) his eldest 
son, Akbar, was only 13 years old and was con- 
fronted by many rivals Nor was Akbar wall 
served, but his career ol conquest was almost 
uninterrupted and by 1594 the whole of India 
North of the Nerbudda had bowed to bis 
authority and he subsequently entered the 
Deccan and captured Ahmcdnagar. This 
great ruler, who was as remarkable for hu 
religious tolerance as for bis military prowess, 
died in 1605, leaving behind him a record that 
has been surpassed by few. His son, Jehangir, 
who married the Persian lady Nor Johan, 
ruled until 1627, bequeathing to an admiring 

g osterity some notable buildings— the tomb of 
is father at SQcandra, part of the palace of 
Agra, and the palace and fortress of Lahore. 
His son, Shabjahan, was for many years occu- 
pied with wars in the Deccan, but fonnd time 
to make his court of incredible m agnificence 
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and to build the most famous and beautiful of j wars between 1795 and 1811 England took all 


all tomb°, the Taj Mahal, as well as the fort, 
palace and Jams Ma°jid at Delhi Die 
quarrel; of his sons led to the deposition of 
Miinjihan by one of them, Aurangz^b, in 1658.

European Settlements.

The first English attempts to reach India 
date from 1496 when Cabot tried to find the 
North-lVest passage, and these attempts were 
repeated all through the sixteenth century. 
The first Englishman to land In India is said 
to have been one Thomas Stephens (1579) who 
was followed by a number of merchant adven- 
turers, bat trade between tbe two countries 
really dates from 1600 when Elizabeth incor- 
porated the East India Company which had 
been formed m London.

For this success Lord Moira was made Marquis 
of Bastings. In the*same year he made prepa* 
, rations for the last Maratba war (1817-18) 
. which was made necessary by the lawless con* 
duct of the Fmdans, gangs of Pathan or Bohilla 
origin, whose chief patrons were the rulers of 
Native States The large number of 120,000 that 
he collected for this purpose destroyed the Pin* 
dans, annexed the dominions of the rebellious 
Pesbwa of Poona, protected the Kajpnt States: 

> made Sindhia enter npon a new treaty, ana 
compelled Holhar to give np part of his tetri* 
tory. Thus Lord Hastings established the 
British power more firmly than ever, and when 
he resigned, m 1828, all the Native States out* 
side the Punjab had become parts of the poll* 
tical system and British interests were per* 
manently secured from the Persian Gulf to 
Singapore. Lord Amherst followed Lord 
Hastings, and bis five years' rule (1823-28) 
are memorable for the first Burmese war and 
the capture of Bhai&tpnr. The former opera- 
tion was undertaken owing to the insolent de- 
mands and raids of the Burmese, and resulted 
in the Burmese ceding Assam, Aracan, and the 
coast of Martaban and their claims to the lower 
provinces. The capture of Bfaaratpnr by 
Lord Cpmbermere (1826) wiped/ out the 
repulse which General Lake had received 
there twenty yeais earlier. A disputed success- 
ion on tbiB occasion led to the British Inter- 
vention. 

Social Reform. 

A former Governor of Madras, Lord TV llliam 
Bontlnck, was the next Governor-General 
His epitaph by Macaulay, says. "He abo- 
lished cruel rites; he effaced humiliating 
distinctions ; he gave liberty to the expression 
of public opinion; his constant study was 
to elevate ’the Intellectual and moral 
character of the nations committed to his 
charge " , 

Some of his financial reforms, forced on him 
from England, and his widening of the gates 
by which educated Indians could enter the 
service of the Company, Were most unpopular 
at the timfi, but were eclipsed by the acts he 
took for the abolition of Sati, or widow-burn- 
ing; and the suppression — with the help of 
Captain Sleeman — of the professional here- 
ditary assassins known as Thao* In 1882 he 
annexed Cachar, and, two years Inter, Coorg 
The incompetence of tile ruler of Mysore forced 
hlai to take that State also under British ad- 
ministration — where it remained 'until 1881 
His rule was marked in other na'ys by the des- 
patch of tiic first steamship that made the pas- 
sage from Bombay to Suez, and by his settle- 
ment of the long educational controversy m 
favour of the advocates of instruction In English 
and the vernaculars Lord William Bentmck 
left India (1835) with his programme of reforms 
unfinished The new Charter Act of 1833 had 
brought to a close the commercial business of 
the Company and emphasized their position as 
rulers ofan Indian Empire in trust for the 
Crown By It the whole administration, as well 


as the legislation of the country, was placed 
in the hands of the Governor-General in 
Council, and authority was given to create a 
Presidency of Agra Before his retirement Ben- 
tinck assumed the statutory title of Governor- 
General of India (1834), thus marking the pro- 
gress of consolidation since Warren Hastings, m 
1774 became the first Governor-General of Fort 
William Sir Charles Metcalfe, being senior 
member of Council, succeeded Lord William 
Bentmck, and during his short tenure of 
office carried into execution his predecessor's 
measures for giving entire liberty to 
the press. 

Afghan Wars. 

With the appointment of Lord Auckland as 
Governor-General (1836-42) there began a new 
era of war and conquest Before leaving 
London he announced that he looked with ex- 
ultation to the prospect of “ promoting educa- 
tion and knowledge, and of extending the bless- 
ings of good Government and happiness to 
millions in India but his administration was 
almost exclusively comprised in a fatal expedi- 
tion to Afghanistan, which dragged in its train 
the annexation of Smd, the Sikh wars, and the 
Inclusion of Baluchistan in the protectorate 
of India The first Afghan war was under- 
taken partly to counter tbe Butsian advance 
In Central Asia and partly to dace on the 
throne at Kabul the dethroned ruler Shah 
Shuja in place of Dost Mahomed. The latter 
object was easily attained 0.889) tuid for* two 
years Afghanistan remained In the military 
occupation of the British. In 1841 Sir 
Alexander Bumes was assassinated In Kabul 
and Sir William Macnagbten suffered the same 
fato m an interview with the son of Dost Ma- 
homed The British Commander In Kabul, 
Geu. Elphinstone, was old and feeble, and 
after two months delay he led his army ol 
4,500 and 12,000 camp followers back towards 
India in the depth of winter Between Kabul 
and Jallalabad the whole force perished, either 
at the hands of the Afghans or from cold, and 
Dr Brydon was the only survivor who reached 
the latter city. Lord Ellenborongb succeeded 
Lord Auckland and was persuaded to send an 
army of retribution to relieve Jallalabad. 
One force under Gen Pollock relieved Jallala- 
bed and marched on Kabul, while Gen Nott, 
advancing from Kandahar, captured Ghazni 
and joined Pollock at Kabul 0842) The 
bazaar at Kabal was blown up, the pri- 
soners rescued, and the army returned to India 
leaving Dost Mahomed to take undisputed 
possession of his throne The drama ended 
with a bombastic proclamation irons Lord 
EUenborongh and the parade through tbe 
Punjab of the (spurious) gates of Somnath 
taken from ' the tomb of Mahmud of 
Ghazni. ' 

Sikh Wars. 

Lord Ellen borough’s other wars — the con- 
quest of Sind by Sir Charles Napier and the 
suppression of an outbreak in Gwalior — were 
followed by his recall, and the appointment 
of Sir Henry (1st Lord) Hardinge to be Gover- 
nor-General A soldier Governor-General was 
not unacceptable for It was felt that a tria

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grace to'Bntish aims led to several attacks oni 
frontier outposts which were brilliantly de- 
feated. Manipur was occupied by British 
troops and the government of the State was 
reorganised under a Political Agent. Lord 
Lansdowne’B term of office was distinguished 
by several other events such as the passing of 
the Parliamentary Act (Lord Cross’s Act, 
18B2). which increased the size of the Xcglsla- 
tive Councils as well as the number of non- 
offlciak in them, legislation aimed at social 
and domestic reform among the Hmdns * and 
the closing of the Indian Mints to the free coin- 
ago of silver (1898). 

. ' Frontier Campaigns. 

Lord Elgin, who succeeded Lord Lansdowne 
in 1891, was confronted at the outset with a 
deficit of Bs 2 i crores, due to the fall m ex- 
change (In 1895 the rupee fell as low as 
If. Id.) To meet this tho old .file per cent im 
port duties were reimposed on a number of 
commodities, but not on cotton goods: and 
witbm the year the duty was extended to 
piece-goods, but not to yarn The re-organisa- 
tion of the Army, which involved the abolition 
of the old system of Presidency Armies, had 
hardly been earned out when a number of risings 
occurred along tbe North-West Frontier, in 
2895 the British Agent m Chitral — which had 
come under British influence two years pre- 
viously when Sir H- M Durand had demarca- 
ted the southern and eastern bonndanes of 
Afghanistan — was besieged and had to be res- 
cued by an expeditionary force. Two years 
after the Wazirs, Swatis, and Mohmands at- 
tacked the Bntish positions m Malakand, and 
the Afndis closed tbe Khyber Pass. Peace 
was only established after a prolonged cam- 
paign (the Tirah campaign). m which 40,000 
troops were employed, and over 1,000 offleors 
and men 'had been lost. This was in Itself a 
heavy burden on the finances of India, which 
was increased by tbe senoua and widespread 
famine of 1890-97 and by the appearance In 
India of bnbonic plague Tbe methods taken 
to prevent the spread of that disease led, m 
Bombay, to noting, and elsewhere to the 
appearance In the vernacular presB of 
seditious articles which made It necessary 
to make more stringent the law dealing with 
'such writings. 

Lord Cnrzon’s Viceroyalty. 

With femme and plague Lord Curzon also, 
who succeeded Lord Elgin in 1899, had to deal 
In 1901 the cycle of bad harvests came to an 
end ; but plague increased, and in 1904 deaths 
from it were returned at over one million. Of 
the many problems to which Lord Curzon 
directed his attention, oniv a few can be men- 
tioned here : some indeed claim that his great- 
est work in India was not to be found in any 
one department but was in fact the general 
gearing up of the administration which he 
achieved by bis unceasing energy and personal 
example' of strenuous work Be had at once 
to turn his attention to the North-West Fron- 
tier. The Brtish garrisons beyond our boun- 
dary were gradually withdrawn and replaced 
- by tribal levies, and British forces were con- 
tentrated in Bntish territory, behind them as 
p support An attempt was made to check 


the arms traffic and work on strategic railways 
ras poshed forward. The fact that m seven 
years he only spent a quarter of a million upon 
repressive'measares and only found it necessary 
to institute one blockade (against the Mahsud 
Wazirls) is tho justification of this policy of 
compromise between the Lawrence and For- 
ward schools of thought In 1901 the trans- 
Indus districts of the Punjab were separated 
from that Province, and together with the po- 
litical charges of the Malakand, the Khyber, 
Kurram, Tochi, and Wana were formed into 
the new Korth-West Frontier Province, under 
a Chief Commissioner directly responsible to 
the Government of India That year also 
witnessed the death of Abdur Bahman, the 
Amir of Afghanistan, and the establishment 
of an understanding with his successor Habib- 
ullah. In 1904 the attitude of the Dalai Lama 
of Tibet being pro-Bussian and anti-Bntish, 

It became necessary to send an expedition to 
Lhasa under Colonel (Sir Francis) Younghus- 
band. The Dalai lama abdicated and a treaty 
was concluded with his successor 

In his first year of office Lord Curzon passed 
tbe Act which, m accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Fowler Commission, prac- 
tically fixed the value of the rupee at la. 4 d , 
and in 1900 a Gold Beserve fund was created. 
The educational reforms that marked thiB 1 
Viceroyalty are dealt with elsewhere : chief 
among them was the Act of 1904 reorganising 
the governing bodies of Indian Universities 
Under the head of agrarian reform must be 
mentioned the Punjab Land Alienation Act, 
designed to free tbe cultivators of the soil from 
the clutches of money-lender;, and the insti- 
tution of Agricultural banks Tbe efficiency 
of the Army was increased (Lord Kitchener 
was Commander-in-Chief) by the re-armament 
of the Indian Army, the strengthening of tbe 
artillery, and the reorganisation of tbe trans- 
port service. In bis relations with the Feuda- 
tory Chiefs, Lord Curzon emphasized their 
position as partners m administration, and he 
founded tbe Imperial Cadet Corps to give a 
military education to the sons of ruling and 
aristocratic families In 1902 the British 
Government obtained from tbe Nizam a per- 
petual lease of the Assigned Districts of Berar 
in return for an annual payment of 25 lakhs 
The accession of King Edward VII was pro- 
claimed in a splendid Durbar on January 1, 
1903 In 1904 Lord Curzon returned to 
England for a few months but was re-appoint- 
ed to a second term ot office, Jjord Ampthill, 
Governor of Madias, having acted as Viceroy 
during his absence The chief act of thiB second 
term was the partition ot Bengal and the crea- 
tion of a new Province of Eastern Bengal and 
Assam — a reform, 'designed to remove the 
systematic neglect of tbe trans-Gangetic areas 
of Bengal, which evoked bitter and prolonged 
criticism In 1005 Lord Curzon resigned, 
being unable to accept the proposals of Lord 
Kitchener tor the re-adjustment of relations 
between tbe Army headquarters and the Mili- 
tary Department of tne Government, and 
being unable to obtain tbe support of the Home 
Government Lord Curzon was succeeded by 
Lord Minto, tho grandson of a former Gover- 
nor-General. It was a stormy heritage to which 
Lord Minto succeeded, for the unrest which 
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ad long boon noticed dovclopud In one 
Ircotlon into open sedition.

■veeutlve councils of Madras and Bombay 
were enlarged by the addition of an Indian 
nember 

As regards foreign policy, Lord Mlnto's 
iHccroyatay was distinguished by tho contln- 
lion (1907) botwcon Great Britain and Russia 
>f an agreement on questions likely to disturb 
;he friendly relations of tho two countries In 
Vsia generally, and In Persia, Afghanistan am! 
Pibct In particular. Two expeditions had to

Sir Charles (Lord)Hardlngo was appointed to 
mccccd Lord Mlnto In 1910. ills first year in 
India was marked by tlio visit to India of the 
ting Emperor and tho Queen, who arrived at 
Bombay on Doccmbor 2, 1911. Prom there 
.boy proceeded to Delhi where, in tho most 
nagnlflcent durbar ever hold in India, tlio corO- 
mtlon was proclaimed and various boons, In* 
finding an annual grant of 60 lalchs for popular 
iducatlon, wero announced. At the same ccrc- 
nony His Majesty announced the transfor of the 
lapital of India from Calcutta to Delhi ; the 
ennion of the two Bongals under a Governor* 
n Oounon , the formation of a now Lieutenant* 
lovornombip for Bchar, Ohoto Ifogpur and 
Orissa and tho restoration of Assam to tho 
ihargo of a Chief Commissioner.

Post-war India lias n strange nml baffling 
history. In 1910 Englishmen troubled little 
about nffairs In tlie East* I lioy were engrossed by 
tho sottlomcnt of peace and tlio refusal of tho 
United States oltlior to rat If j the Treaty of 
Versailles or to Join the League of Hattons. 
In 1D3D, how over, tho eyes not only of the 
British Empire l>ut of tho entire world were set 
upon India, wlion Mr. Gnndhi and his foiiouers 
for tho Bccond timo attempted to nnko tlio 
non-co-operation iiioveimnl effective 

Ideas rule the world. India had participated

Monlagu-Chelmsford Reforms did not satisfy 
extremist opinion. They were the result of nn 
agreed policy at homo, and an agreed policy 
meant concessions to rencUonnrj opinion. 

Tho Monlngn-Chelmsfonl Reforms worked, 
and In name Provinces tho y worked well. Be- 
cause they worked well. It was never possible 
to withhold reforms. Because experience re- 
vealed tlicir shortcomings, It was inijwntivo 
that greater reforms should be mndo Lord 
Morloy and Lord Mlnto expressly denied tlint 
tliolr relormB allowed Parliamentary institutions 
Yet tho logical conclusion of these reforms was 
tlio Montagu-Cliclmsford Beport, which definitely

Tot to ono living through thoso fovered scars 
the Issues were not always clear Mhliomcdau 
ana Hindu aspirations did not always coincide ' 
Tho ovil mischances that persuaded Turkey to 
associate with tho Central Powers in tho 
European War sorely tried Mahomcdnn loyalty. 
The luillafntlsb movement assumed great propor- 
tions , and tho consequence was war: for King 
Amanullnli, who had just ascended tho throne ol 
Afghanistan, bolloved that India was In open 
revolt. Ho decided, therefore, to invade the 
country. The Afghan Wnr was unfortnnatoly 
a prolonged campaign, and increased tho sense 
of post-war exhaustion In tins country. A few 
yoars later King Amanullnh visited India on nn 
errand of peace His oountry had entered the 
comity of nations, and lie would tour Europe asan 
enlightened monarch. In 1928 ho returned to 
his country, which, however, lie was destined 
soon to leave. Tlio pace of his reforms had been 
too rapid for bis country Ho abdicated In 
favour of his brother jnayatullqh, yrtre abdicated 
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himself a few hoars later. It was not until 
General Nadir Khan was elected King in the 
summer of 1920 that peace came to the unhappy 
land ; but the keenness with which India follow ed 
the progress of the revolution showed liow 
closely were the fortunes of tlio two countries 
associated. 

The appointment of Lord Beading to be 
Tlceroy In 1921 was a landmark m Indian 
history. Throughout his tenure of office there 
was opposition and disorder The Duke of 
Connaught came to open the new council , and 
the Swarajists did their utmost to boycott the 
visit. The Prince of Wales came a year later 
on a non-political visit, but his arrival m 
Bombay was the signal for severe rioting. 

Ur. Gandhi’s weapons of attack were boycott 
, and the wearing of Khaddar. Khaddar, as 
an Indian cloth, weakened the importation of 
foreign cloth The boycott was directed not 
only against British goods, but against the entire 
machinery of Government In 1928 Lord 
Reading’s certification doubled the Salt-Tax, 
thus showing that the Legislative Assembly had 
no real control over finance. The responsibili- 
ties of the Assembly were few Since the 
Government could override its decisions, its 
decisions became Irresponsible In the Pro- 
vinces, however, there was less irresponsibility, 
and consequently the members of the Legislative 
Councils were often the allies of Government 
But It toOk time for Indian opinion to realise 
that the Legislative Councils, however imperfect, 
were the instruments of order and good govern- 
ment. Some years later, the boycott broke 
down Ur. 0. It Das, one of Ur Gandhi's chief 
lieutenants, decided to associate with theLegisla- 
ture — ostensibly to destroy the reforms, hut 
actually because he and many others had grown 
tired of a policy of mere negation The downfall 
of non-co-operation was further signalled by 
the election of a great Swarajist, Ur V. J Patel, 
to be President of the Legislative Assembly— an 
office which he held until the summer of 1930 

When 'Lord Irwin succeeded Lord Beading 
In 1926, the prospects of peace improved It 
was ordained by Statute that a Commission 
should examine the Indian Reforms within ten 
-years of the inception of the Government of 
India Act. In 1927 both the British Government 
and the Government of India agreed that the 
Commission Should be appointed os early as 
possible. Accordingly, In the autumn, it was 
announced that Sir John Simon and other mem- 
bers of Parliament should bo members of a 
new Statutory Commission Their appoint- 
ment was the occasion of a new outburst 
Neither Mr Gandhi’s followers nor the moderates 
.would support the Commission. It was to be 
boycotted from the start. The chief complaint 
was that ail the members of the Commission 
were Europeans The Congress party, and even 
the moderates, demanded in its place a Round 
Table Conference and the promise, if not the 
immediate offer, of Dominion Status The 
boycott, however, was not very effective One 
by one-the Provincial Councils decided to co- 
. operate with the Simon Oommisilon . the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, almost alone among the Legisla- 
tures, stood consistently for boycott. Yet it is 
significant that before the Simon Commission 
had published its report, the Viceroy not only 
atyi)QUqcec| tijat Gje ^oal of Goveppmont pa India 


was Dominion Statas, hut invited representatives 
of India to a Round Table Conference in London 
he stood where the moderates and half the 
Congress had stood two years before. Mean- 
whilo, Congress became Btill more extremist 
In January 1929, Mr. Gandhi announced that 
if India was not given Dominion Statns within 
a year, he would lead the campaign for Indepen- 
dence. He kept his word, and the Lahore 
Congress of December 1929, under the guidance 
of Pandit Tawharlal Nehru rather than Ur 
Gandhi, voted in favour of Independence. 

The new struggle began in earnest m March, 
1980 Ur Gandhi first decided to break the Salt 
Laws He made an imposing march from 
Ahmedabad to the coast, where he ceremoniously 
manufactured salt that could not be taxed 
Non-co-operation was in fall swing. For a 
short time Bombay was virtually a Congress 
City There were numerous arrests 

The Statutory Commission meanwhile pub- 
lished its report, but it met with violent 
criticism m India A new scheme to consult 
Indian opinion on constitutional reforms was 
evolved in the shape of a Round Table. Con- 
ference to which representatives of British India, 
the Indian States and the British parties were 
invited The Princes, at first, assumed the 
lead Thoy stood for a Federal Government 
in which the States and Bntitii India should 
he partners. At once the extremists, who had 
intended to ignore the Conference, showed the 
keenest concern The Conference, despite all 
evil prognostications, represented the voice of 
India 

La February 1931 the Round Table Conference 
delegates returned to India on the understand- 
ing that there was to be a second Round Table 
Conference in London, bnt that meanwhile 
certain problems, such as that of separate com- 
munal electorates, were to be worked out among 
themselves in India. The first thing they did 
on their return was to attempt to persuade 
Congress to call off the Civil Disobedience 
Movement and participate in the Conference 
Congress, however, were in bitter mood , many 
local oommlttees even did their best to prevent 
the decennial census in February from being an 
accurate index to the state of the population 
There were a number of feverish conferences 
between Lord Irwin, Ur Gandlu, and Sir Tej 
Bahadur Sapru Ur Gandhi and other pro- 
minent Congress leaders were released from 
prison specially to confer with Government 
officials and the conferences were conducted in 
a friendly and informal fashion The upshot 
was the signing of the Irwm.Gandhi Foot at 
Delhi in March which provided on the one hand 
for Congress to call off the civil disobedience 
movement, the no-tax campaign, the boycott of 
British goods, and other cognate activities, and 
on the other hand for Government to extend an 
amnesty to political prisoners, to permit the 
mannfaoture of salt on the ooast, and make a 
number of similar concessions 

When m April Lord Willingdon armed in 
India to take up his duties as Viceroy and 
Governor-General, Lord Irwin left the country 
amid mauv tributes to his statesmanship. Lord 
WiHmgdon’s first few months were spent in 
preparing the way for the second Bound Table 
Conference, the opening of which w?s fivci] fqy

agreement which w ns later ratified by the Indian

The Government 
of India represents tbe flow evolution from con- 
ditions established to me„t trading requirements 
On September 24, 1599, a few 5 rare before tne 
deaths of Oaten Elizabeth and Akbar, the mer- 
chants of London formed an association for 
the purpose of establishing direct trade with 
the East and were granted a charter of incorpo- 
ration. The Government of this Company in 
England was vested in a Governor with a Gene- 
ral Court of Proprietors and a Court of Direc- 
tors Tlit factori s and affairs of the Company 
on the E^st and T7e=t Coasts of India, and In 
Ben 7 . 1 l, were administered at each of the 
principal ssttlcm'nt* of Madras (Fort St 
Gco-g'), Bombay and Calcutta (Fort William), 
by a President o- Governor and a Council eon- 
Fi e tln 7 of the senior servants of the Company. 
The three “ Presidoncles *’ were independent 
at each other and subordinate only to tbe 
Directors in England. 

Territorial Responsibility Assumed. 

The collapse of government in India conse- 
ntient on the d'eay of Moahcl power and the 
Inf-Ire's of tne French on fbo East Coast forced 
the ofSct.rs of the Company to assume tern- 
to-sal respon-lbilitv in spite of their own ac- 
s,r>s and the in'if'nt orders of the Directors 
Step by step the Company became first the 
doniinar t, th n n the paramount power in India.

and it became a political and administrative 
body bolding its territories in trust for the 
Crown. The same Act vested tbe direction 
of the entire civil and military administration 
and sale power of legislation in the Governor- 
General-in-Conncil, and defined more clearly 
the nature and extent of the control to be ex- 
tended over the subordinate governments. 
After the Mntiny, there was passed, in 1858, an 
Act transferring the Government of India from 
the Company to the Crown. This Act made 
no important change in the administration in 
India, but the Governor-General, as represent- 
ing the Crown, became known as tbe Viceroy. 
The Governor-General is tbe sole representa- 
tive of the Crown m India ; he is assisted by a 
Council, composed of high officials, each of 
whom 1 b responsible for a special department 
of tbe administration 

Functions of Government. 

The functions of tbe Government in India 
are perhaps the most extensive of any great 
administration in the world. It claims a share 
in the produce of the land and in the Punjab 
and Bombay it has restricted the alienation 
of land from agriculturists to non-agricultur- 
ists It undertakes tbe management of landed 
estates where the proprietor is disqualified. 
In times of famine it undertakes relief work 
and other remedial measures on a great scale. 
It manages a vast forest property and is the 
principal manufacturer of salt and oplnm 
It owns the bulk of the railways of the country, 
and directly manages a considerable portion 
of them; it has constructed and maintains 
most of the important irrigation works; it 
owns and manages the po3t and telegraph 
systems. It has the monopoly of the Note 
Issue, and it alone can set the mints in motion. 
It lends money to municipalities, rural boards, 
and agncaltnrists and occasionally to owners 
of historic estates It controls the sale of 
liqnor and intoxicating drugs and has direct 
responsibilities in respect to police, education, 
medical and sanitary operations and ordinary 
public works of the most Intimate characte- 
Ihe Government has also close relations with 
the Indian States which collectively cover 
more than one-third of the whole area of India 
and comprise more than one-fifth of Its popn- 
lat'on. Tbe d'stnbntlon of these great func- 
tions between the Government of India and tbe 
provincial administrations has fluctuated and 
was definitely regulated by tbe Reform Act of 
1919. 


THE REFORMS OF 1919. 
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modification of ■ tbe system of administration 
of Indian affairs in the United Kingdom, and 
leaned their Beport while the Government of 
India Bill was nnder examination by a Joint 
Select Committee of both Honses of Parlia- 
ment. The Joint Select Committee in their { 
fare, issued an exhaustive Ileport on the Bill, 
winch was passed in a form practically identi- 
cal with that recommended by the Joint Com- 
mittee, and received the Boyal Assent on the 
23rd December 1910. 

The Divisions — British India for admi- 
nistrative purposes Is divided into 15 pro- 
vinces, each with its separate Bocal Govern- 
ment or administration. In ten of the 
provinces — the three Presidencies of Madras, 
Bombay and Bengal, the United Provinces 
of Agra and Ondh, the Punjab, Bihar and 
Orissa the Central Provinces, Burma, Assam 
and tho North "West Frontier Province— the 
Local Government consists of a Governor, an 
Executive Connell of not more than four 
members, and two or more Ministers Burma, 
which was excluded from the original scheme, 
was brought Into line with It m 1922 An 
Act of Parliament was passed, constituting 
i Burma a Governor’s Province* with a 
Governor, an Executive Council and Ministers 
and a Legislative Council elected on A 
very democratic franchise, which gave the 
vote to women The remaining provinces were 
then, inclusive of the N W Frontier Province, 
directly administered by Chief Commissioners, 
who are technically mere agents of tho Central 
Government of India. No change was made 
by the Act of 1919 in the system of adminis- 
tration in these six minor provinces but the 
Frontier Province was, after the Burma 
picccdent, made a Major Province in 1932 

Dyarchy — In ten nine provinces the exe- 
cutive Government is a dual organism which 
owes Its 'Unity to the Governor. One half 
of the organism consist* of the Governor and 
,his execnt.va Council, all of whom are appointed 
by the King. This body Is responsible for the 
administration of those subjects which are 
“ reserved ” The other half of the executive 
organism is the Governor acting with the ad- 
vice of Ministers who are appointed by him, 
hold office during his pleasure, and must be 
elected members of the Provincial Legislative 
Connoil. To the Governor acting with Mi- 
nisters is entrusted the administration of 
» transferred ” subjects. 

. The Object— The framers of the Act 
of 1919 had a twofold object m view. Their 
primary object war to devise a plan which 
would render possible the introduction by 
successive stages of a system of responsible 
• government in British India in modification 
of the previous system under which the Govern- 
ments in India both central and provincial, 
received their mandates from the British 
Parliament acting through the Secretary of 
State 'or India, the Cabinet Minister responsi- 
ble to Parliament for tbe administration of 
Indian affairs. 

The Provinces— Starting from tho pre- 
mise that It was in the provinces that the first 
substantial stops must be taken towards the 
development of a system of responsible govern- 
ment the framers of the Aot of 1919 provided

for a statutory demarcation of the functions 
to be exercised by the Government of India 
and the Provincial Governments respectively, 
m their administrative capacity. No attempt 
was made in this connection to limit the 
field open to the Indian Legislature, which 
sti ll re tains a concurrent (though not an 
overriding) power of legislation fon the 
affairs of the., provinces m general and 
of individual provinces ; but the rules under 
the Act provide specifically for the 
exercise of this right in certain specified 
provincial matters, and the theory upon* 
which the Aot proceeds assumes that 
a convention will be established and 
rigorously observed which will confine 
Intervention by the Indian Legislature 
in provincial affairs to matters so 
specified. 

Finance-— The “revenues of India”— 
or, rather, their sanrres — are definitely divided 
between the Central and Provincial Govern- 
ments ; the Provincial Governments have 
now almost complete control over the 
administration of their ** allocated " 
revenues, they have power to sup- 
plement them by raising loans on the 
seconty of these revenues, and then 
right, subject in certain cases to the 
Governor-General’s sanation, to initiate new 
taxation measures Is formally recognised. 

It was found impossible to devise any 
saheme of allocation of revenues between 
the Central and Provincial Governments 
which did not leave the former with a 
deficit. This deficit is to be mat in part 
by an annual contribution from seven of 
the eight Governors’ provinces, the province 
of Bihar and Orissa, owing to tbe compara- 
tive exiguousness and inelasticity of its own 
revenues, having been exemptedfrom this contri- 
bution. The aggregate sum thus due from the 
provmced to the Government of India at tho 
outset was £s 983 lakhs, of which Madras 
contributed Es. 848 lakhs, the United 
Provinces Es 240 lakhs, the Punjab Bs 
175 lakhs, and the other four provinces 
sums ranging from Bs 15 lakhs to Bs, 
04 lakhs.

Responsibility— The first steps towards 
responsibility were to transform the Provincial 
Legislative Council into a body of sufficient size 
and with a sufficiently large elected majority

| electorate. Tbe first franchise rules gave 
the vote to about 5,000,000 of tbe adult male

Voters’ Qualifications — The qnahfica- 
tioas for electo-s (and con'-equeatly for candi- 
dates) vary in de*a.l irora province to province,, 
chiefly on recount of vri-.t ons la the laws and 
rcgi.lat.ons which form the basis of assessment 
af income or property values. Generally speah- 
imr. both in rural and urban areas the franchise 
.3 based ou a property qualification r 5 measured 
by the payment of a prescribed minimum c: land 
revenue or of its equivalent, or of income tax, 
or cf municipal taxes, hut in all provinces retired, 
pensioned or discharged officers and men of the 
regular army are entitled to the vote, irrespect- 
ive of the amount of their income or 
property. - ZlJtTJL* Cf 
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POWERS OF PROVINCIAL LEGISLATIVE COUNCILS. 


In origin the legislative authority m British 
India was a meeting of the Governor* 
General (or, m the case of the Presidencies 
of Madras and Bombay, of the Governor) with 
his Executive Council, "for the purpose of 
legislation ” When met for this purpose there 
were ndded to the Executive Council certain 
"additional members/* at first very few in 
number, and those few all nominated by the 
* Governor-General or the Governor, as the case 
might be. A Council so constituted had origin- 
ally no powers or duties beyond those immedi- 
ately arising out of the discussion of the parti- 
cular legislative measure which at the timo was 
encaging its attention, and its functions were 
confined strictly to the discussion and enactment 
of legislative measures In course of time the 
number of " additional " members, and the 
'proportion of these who were non-official In* 
‘ dians, were steadily increased, the principle of 
election was gradually substituted for nomina- 
tion as the means of selecting non-official mem- 
bers, and the functions of the Councils were 
extended so as to include the right of interpella- 
tion, of the discussion of matters of general 
public interest, and of criticising and discussing 
the budeet proposals of the Executive Govern- 
.meot This extension of the powers of the 
Conncils was in the mam the result of the * Mor- 
ley-Minto Act *' of 1900. The Indian Councils 
Act of 1892 had given power to disenss the 
bndget but not to divide the Council upon it 
Lord fiforley'e Act went farther and provided 
that notwithstanding the terms of the Indian 
Connells Act of 1801 which had restricted the 

S iwers of all Councils to the discussion of legis- 
tlvo measures, the Local Government might 
make rules authorising the discussion of the 
annual financial statement, of any matter of 
general public interest, and the asking of ques- 
tions under such conditions and restrictions as 
might be imposed by the rules, and these rules 
recognised the right of the Councils to vote on 
motions thus submitted for their discussion 
The other results of the Act of 1909 were 
definitely to recognise the principle of election 
as the means of selecting non-official members 
of all Councils (although the method adopted 
was m ainl y that of indirect election), a consider- 
able increase in the number of both non-official 
and official members, and the setting up ® every 
province of a non-offlcial (though not, sav e m one 
‘ province, an elected) majority. A furtherimport- 
ant, though indirect, result of the Morlej-Minto 
Act was the appointment of an Indian member 
1 to the Executive Council of the Governor- 
General and to such Provincial Executive 
C ouncils as were then in existence and subse- 
‘ qusntly created. 

Old System — -But although the Legislative 
"Coalciis (which, originally created In two pro- 
viatfes only in addition to the Governor-General s 
Lei slntive Counoil, existed m 1919 fjL 
ore incest had steadily acquired a more and 
mo erenresentatlve character and a large share

enacting, legislation. It is true that the non- 
official element in the Provincial Councils as 
constituted by Lord Morioy's Act of 1909 had 
acquired a considerable measure of control over 
legislation, in view of the fact that in most pro- 
vinces that Act and the rules framed under it 
placed the non-official members in a slight 
majority over their, official colleagues, but for 
various reasons this control even In the sphere 
of legislation, can hardly be described as definite 
popular control, and over matters outside the 
legislative sphere the Councils had no control- 
ling voice at all. 

_ The Changes — ihe most important changes 
made by the Act of 191 9 in toe powers of the 
Provincial Conncils were — 

ft) the power to vote (and consequently to 
withhold) supplies; 

(it) a greatly enhanced freedom of initiation 
m the matter of legislation ; and 

(nv) power to frame their own rules of proce- 
dure m matters of detail, subject to the Gover- 
nor's concurrence 

A further right which the Councils will acquire 
after four years from the time of their commence- 
ment is the right to elect their own President. 
At the outset the President is nominated by the 
Governor, but from tbe start every Council has 
an elected Deputy President. Xiie Governor 
(who formerly was exoffico President of his 
Legislative Council) no longer has any direct 
connection with its proceedings. The flnrf-- 
named of these newly acquired powers is of 
sufficient importance to require a detailed ex- 
planation of its scope, which can best be given 
m the terms of the Act itself (section 72 d). 

72d — (1) The provisions contained in this 
section shall have effect with respect to business 
and procedure in governors’ legislative councils. 

(2) Tbe estimated annual expenditure and 
revenue of tbe province shall be laid in tbe form 
of a statement before the council in each year 
and tbe iroposals of the local government for 
the appropriation of provincial revenues and 
other monejs 13 any year shall be submitted to 
tbe vote of the council m the form of demands 
for grants Tbe council may assent, or refuse 
its assent, to a demand, or may reduce the 
amount therein referred to-either by a reduction 
of the whole grant or by the omission or reduc- 
tion of any of the items of expenditure of which 
the grant is composed : — 

Provided that — 

(a) tbe local government Shall have power, in 
relation to any snch demand, to act as if it had 
been assented to, notwithstanding the with- 
holding of such asssni or the redaction of the 
amount therein referred to, if the demand relates 
to a reserved subject, add the governor certifies 
that the expenditure provided for by the de- 
mand 15 essential to the discharge of his res- 
ponsibility for tbe subject ; and 

it) tbe governor shall have power in cases of 
emergency to authorise such expenditure as 
may be in his opinion necessary for the safety 
or tranquillity of the province, or for the carrying 
on of any department ; and 
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(c) no proposal for tho appropriation of any 
such revenues or other moneys for any purposo 
Shall he made except on tho rcoommondatlon of 
the governor communicated to tho council. 

(3) Nothing m tho foregoing sub-Bcction shall 
require proposals to bo submitted to tho council 
relating to the following heads of expenditure 
(f) Contributions payablo by tho local govern- 
ment to the Gavemor-Gonoral In Council , and 
(it) Interest and sinking fund charges on 
loanB land 

(ni) Expenditure of which tho amount Is 
presoribod by or under any law , and 
(to) Salaries and pensions of persons appoint- 
ed by or with the approval of Ills Majesty or 
by the Secretarv at Stato in Council and 
(o) Salaries of Judges of the high court of the 
province and of tho advocate-gonoral 

If any question arises whether any proposed 
appropriation of moneys does or doos not relate 
to the above heads of expenditure, tho decision 
of the governor shall be final. 

Executive and Legislature —In tho light 
of these facts it Is now possible to ovplnln more 
exactly tho relationship between tho provincial 
executive and the provincial legislature Tho 
dual character of the former hns already been 
mentioned, and the corresponding bifurcation 
of provincial subjects into "reserved " and 
“ transferred *' categories. The rules under tho 
act presenbo a list of 20 subjects which arc trans- 
ferred to the administration of tho Governor 
acting with Ministers, tho more Important of 
whioh are Local Self-Government, Medical Ad- 
ministration, Public Health, Education (with 
certain reservations). Public Works, Agricul- 
ture, Excise, and Development of TndustncB 
The " reserved ” subjects comprise all tiioso In 
the list of " provincial ” (as distinct from " cen- 
tral •*) subjects which are not transferred. 

Machinery.— No ohange was made by the 
Act of 1B19 m the machinery and mothods 
of administration by the Governor in Council , 
decisions are taken at the Council Board, as 
before, by a majority vote, and the Governor 
is entitled, as before, to overrule suoh a vote In 
certain specified circumstances If he disagrees 
with it For such decisions the Governor m 
Council remains, as before, responsible to the 
Secretary of State andParliament, and on quos- 
, tions of legislation and supply ho has the power 
of enforcing them despite opposition by a major- 
ity of the Legislative Council But, the whole 
spint of the Act and the existence of a large 
non-official elected majority In every Provincial 
Legislative Council Is an important factor in 
determining the pohoy to be pursued by the 
official half of the Government in its adminis- 
tration of reserved subjects. A further and not 
less important factor is the existence in the 
• Government, side by side with the Executive 
Council, of two or more Ministers appointed from 
the elected members of the legislature, who, 
though they are not charged by law with, and 
in fact are legally absolved from, any.responsJ- 
bihty-for decisions on matters outside the trans- 
ferred sphere, will necessarily be able, and in fact 
are expected, to make their opinions felt by 
their colleagues In the Executive Connell. But 
these factors, while they will doubtless lead to 


constant ondoavonr on tho part of the official 
half of the Government to accommodate Its 
policy to tho wishes of Its ministerial colleagues 
and of the majority of the legislature, and to 
avoid situations which Involve re*ort to the 
enforcement of its decisions In tho fare of popular 
opposition, are not intended to obscure the res- 
ponsibility to Parliament In the last report of 
the Gov ernor In Connell for the administration 
ol rcsorved subjects and tho right of Ills 
Majesty's Government, and of the Secretary of 
Stato ns n member thorcof, to lay down and 
rcqulro the observance of any principles which 
they rcgnrd ns having the support of Parliament 
anil In the last resort of tho British electorate. 

Transfer of Control. — With regard to torn* 
f erred subjects tho position Is very different 
Here there hns been an actual transfer of control 
from the British elector and the British Parlia- 
ment to the elector and Die 1 cgHlatlvo Council 
In tho Indian province. 1 he prov Incial subjects 
of administration arc grouped Into portfolios, 
nnd just ns each member of the Executive 
Council 1ms charge of a portfolio consisting of 
a specified list of "reserved" subjects or " de- 
partments,” so each Minister Is directly res- 
ponsible for the administration of t!io j o parti- 
cular transferred “departments " which are 
Included in lil« portfolio But hi* rcsponslh'llty 
lies, not, as In the case of a member of the Eu- 
cutlvo Connell, to the Government of India, 
tho Secretary ol Slate and Parliament, bi.t 
to tho Provincial Legislative Council of which 
ho is nn elected member and from which he Is 
solcctcd by the Governor ns commanding or 
likely to command the support of the majority 
of that body Ho holds office during tho Gov cr- 
nor’s pleasure, but his retention of office is 
contingent on his ability to retain tlic confidence 
not only of the Governor, but also of the Legis- 
lative Council, upon whose cole he is directly* 
dependent for his salary Further, the control 
of tho Legislative Council over transferred 
subjects, both ns rcgnrds supplies nnd legisla- 
tion, I« almost entirely freo from the restrictions 
just noticed which necessarily qualify Its con- 
trol ovor the " reserved " subjects. It Is thus 
witliln the power of tho Provincial Council to 
insist on the pursuit of a policy of Its own 
choice in tho administration of transferred 
subjeots by withdrawing its confidence from a 
Minister who departs from that policy nnd 
bestowing It only on a successor who will follow 
Its mandate nnd this power Is dependent on 
tho provincial elector in virtue of his freedom 
to control the composition of tho Legislative 
Council bv tbc use whirih ho makes ol his vote 
No doubt this statement requires some quali- 
fication before It can be accepted as litorally 
accurate, for, technically, tho authority charged 
with the administration of transferred sub- 
jeots is "the Governor acting with Minuters 
appointed under this Act,” not the Ministers 
acting on their own initiative, and, further the 
Governor, who is not, of courso, subject to 
removal from offioe by tho Legislative Council, 
is charged persona'ly with responsibility for 
the peace and tranquillity of bis province, 
and would be entitled, and Indeed bound, to 
recommend the removal of a department from 
the transferred liBt if he found the legislature 
bent on pursuing a polloy In its administration 
which, , In his judgment, was Incompatible 
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with the maintenance of peace and tranquillity; 
yet the powers of control vested in the Legis- 
lative Council over tho transferred sphere are 
undoubtedly great, and it was the opinion at 
all events of tho Joint Select Committee that 
legislature and Muuste.re should be allowed 
to Bxercise them with the greatest possible 
freedom. “If after hearing all the arguments,* 1 
observed the Committee, "Ministers should 
“ decide not to adopt his advice, then in the 
“ opinion of the Committee the Governor should 
11 ordinarily allow Ministers to have their way. 
11 fixing the responsibility upon them, even 11 
" it may subsequently be necessary for him to 
" vote anv particular piece of legislation It 
“ Is not possible but that in India, as in alt other 
“ countries, mistakes will be made by Ministers 
“acting with the approval of a majority of the 
“Legislative Council, but there is no way of 
“learning except through experience and 
“the realisation of responsibility.** 

Provision of Funds — The terms of the 
Act leave the apportionment, of the provincial 
revenues between the two halves of the execu- 
tive for the financing of reserved and transferred 
subjects respectively to be settled by rules, 
merely providing that rules may be made *‘ for 
"the allocation of revenues or moneys for the 
“purpose of such 'administration * it, the 
“administration of transferred subjects by the 
“ Governor acting with Ministers ’ . Probably 
the best description available of the method 
adopted by the rules for the eettlement of tips 
matter is the recommendation of the Joint 
Select Committee whose proposals have been 
followed with one modification only to enable 
the Governor to revoice at any time, at the 
desire of his Council and Ministers an ** order 
of allocation*’ or to modllv it in accordance 
witn their joint wiBhes. The passage u as 
follows — 

/‘The Committee have given much attention 
to the difficult question of the principle on 
.which the provincial revenues and balances 
should be distributed between the two sides 
of the provincial governments They are 
confident that the problem can readily be solved 
by tiie Bimple process of common sense and 
reasonable give-and-take, bnt they are aware 
that this question might, in certain circum- 
stances, become the cause of muoh fric- 
tion in the provincial government, and they , 

THE CENTRAL 

The structural changes made by the Act of 
1919 in the system of government outside 
the “ Governors* provinces ’* are of compara- 
tively minor scope, though the spirit of the 
Act requires, as has already been shown, 
considerable modification of the relationship 
hitherto subsisting between the Provincial 
Governm ent s on" the one hand and the Govern- 
ment of India and the Secretary of State in 
Council on the other. The only concrete changes 
made in the constitution of the Central Govern- 
ment are the removal of the statutory bar to 
the appointment of more than six members 
of the Governor-General’s Executive Council 
(which, however, bas had the far-reaching 
consequenoe that three of the eight members of 
the Council are now Indians), and the reoonsti- 
tntion in a much more enlarged representative 
$)d independent forvp of the central legisla-i 


are of opinion that the rales governing the al- 
location of these revenues and balances should 
be framed so as to make the existence of such 
friction Impossible They advise that, if the 
Governor, in tho course of preparing either 
his first or any subsequent budget, find 
that there is likely to be a serious or pro- 
tracted difference of opinion between the Ex- 
ecutive Council and his Ministers on this sub- 
ject he should be empowered at onee to make 
an allocation of revenue and balances between 
the reserved and transferred subjects winch 
should continue for at least the whole life of 
the existing Legislative Conned. The Com- 
mittee do not endorse the suggestion that cer- 
tain sources of revenue should be allocated to 
reserved and certain sources to transferred 
snbjeots. bnt they recommend that the Gov- 
ernor should allocate a definite proportion 
of the revenue, say, by way of illustration, 
two-thirds to reserved and one-third to trans- 
ferred subjects, and similarly a proportion, 
though not necessarily the same fraction of 
the balances If the Governor desires assist- 
ance in making the allocation, he Should be 
allowed at his discretion to refer the question 
to be decided to such authority aB the Gover- 
nor-General shall appoint. Further, thb 
Committee are of opinion that It shonld be 
laid down from the first that, until an agreement 
which both Bides of the Government wifi equally 
support has been reached, or until an allocation 
has been made by the Governor, the total 
provisions of the different expenditure heads 
in the budget of the province for the preceding 
flnanoia] year shall hold good. 

“ The Committee, desire that the relation of 
the tyro sides of the Government m this matter 
as in all others, shonld be of such mutual sym- 
pathy that each will be able to assist and in- 
fluence for the common good the work of tbe 
other, bnt not to exercise control over it Tbe 
budget should not be capable of being used as 
a means for enabling Ministers or a majority 
of the Legislative Council to direct the polny 
of reserved subjects; but nn tbe other hand 
the Executive Council should be helpful to 
Ministers m their desire to develop the de- 
partments entrnsted to their care On the 
Governor personally will devolve the task 
of holding the balance between tbe legitimate

voting supplies for the Central Government 
But as no direct attempt has yet been made to 
Introduce responsible government at the centre, 
the step In that direction having been avowedly 
confined to the provinces and as consequently 
tiie Executive Government of India remains 
Cgally responsible as a whole for the properfulfil* 
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General in his relationship with the Indian

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The Bombay Presidency 


Tho Bombay Presidency stretches along the 
west coast of India, from Sind In tho North 
to Kanara in tho South It ha« an nrcn of 
123,623 square miles and a population of 
23,040,506 Geographically included In the 
Presidency but under the Government of India 
Is the first clasB Native State of Bnrodn, ulth 
an area of 8,104 square miles and a populat ion 
of 2,443,007. There no no Stiles in pollfl- 
cal relations with the l!o\ eminent of Bom- 
bay, ns they arc all no a under the (>01 em- 
inent of India 

The Presidency embraces a wide diversity 
o i soil, ollmato and people. In the Presidency 
Proper are tho rich plains of Gujnral, watered 
by the Norbudda and tho Tnptl, whoso fertility 
is bo marked that it lias long been Known ns the 
Garden of India South of Bombay City the 
province is divided into two sections by the 
Western Ghats, a rango of hills running parallel 
to the ooast Abovo Ghats nrc tho Deccan 
Districts, south of these oomo tho Knrnntle 
districts On the sea sido of the Ghats is the 
Konkan, a riee- growing tract, intercepted by* 
creeks which make communication difficult. 
Then m tho far north is Sind, totally different 
from the Presidency Proper, a land of wide and 
monotonous desert except where irrigation from 
the Indus has brought abounding fertility. It 
is proposed to constitute Smd into i separate 
province with the coming rcfoims. 


The People. 

The population vanes as markedly as soil and 
climate. In 81nd Mahomcdans predominate. 
Guiarat has remained true to Hinduism although 
long under the dominion of powerful Mahomc- 
don kings. Here there is an amplitude of ensto 
divisions, and a people, who although softened 
by prospenty, are amongst the keenest trading 
races in the world The Deccan peasant has 
been seasoned by adversity ; the saying goes 
that the Deccan expects a famino one year m 
every three, and gets it , tho population is much 
more homogeneous than in Gujarat, and thirty 
per cent are Mahrattas. Tho Karaatlo Is tho 
land of the Lingayets, a Hindu reforming sect 
of the twelfth century, and m the Konkan there 
is a large proportion of ChnstianB Four main 
languages are spoken, Smdl, Gujarati, Marathi 
and Kanarcse, with Urdu a rough lingua franca 
where English has not penetrated. The mam 
casteB and tribes number five hundred 


Industries. 

The principal Industry is agriculture, which 
supports Bixty-four per cent of the popu- 
lation. In Sind the soils ore wholly alluvia], 
and under tho influence of irrigation pro- 
duce yearly increasing crops of wheat and 
cotton. In Gujarat they are of two classes, the 
black cotton soil, which yields the famous 
Broach cottons, the finest in India, and alluvial, 
which under careful cultivation in Ahmedabad 
and Nairn makes Bplendid garden land. The 
dominant soil characteristic of tho Dcccon is 


blnch soil, which produces cotton, wheat, gran 
and millet, and in certain trad* rich cropi of 
siigarcnup. The KonKnn is a rlre Inna, grow 
under the abundant rains of (lie mibmontani 
regions, end in the south the Dhnrwar cottoi 
vies with Broncli as the best in India. Then 
arc no great perennial rivers suitable for ini* 
gatlon, and the ban ad Is largely dependent 
upon the seasonal rainfall, supplemented bj 
will Irrigation A chain of Irrigation works, 
consisting of canals fed from great rumolrs lr 
tho region of unfailing rainfall in the Ghats, ii 
grndnnlh bilng completed, and this will uitl 
match make the Deeean immune to serioat 
drought More than any other part of India 
tho Presidency lias been scourged by famlnt 
and plague. The evils have not been unmlxcd, 
for trlbulntion has mule the people more frit* 
reliant, and tlierhc In the \ nines of nil produce, 
hvnehronhing with a < ertnin dt v elohnirnt ot 
industry, lin# induced a considerable rise in the 
standard of living The land Is held on vrbat 
Is known ns the rvotwnrl tenure, that Is to say, 
each cultlv it or holds his land direct from Gov era* 
ment under a moderate assessment, and ns lone 
ns he pays till" assessment he cannot bcdls* 
possessed. 

Manufactures. 

Whilst agriculture is the principal Industry, 
others have no Inconsiderable place. Th' 
mineral wealth of tho Presidency is small 
and Is confined to building Etonc, salt ex- 
tracted from tlic sea, nnd a little manga- 
nese But tho handicrafts nrc widely disirl* 
buted. Tlic hnndloom weavers produce bright* 
coloured saris, and to a diminishing extent the 
cxquNtc ktneobs of Ahmedabad and Surat 
Bombay silvcrwure has a placo of Its own, ns 
well as the brass work ot Poona nnd Nash*. 
But (lie tendency is to submerge the indigence* 
handicrafts beneath industry organised on 
modern hues Bombay Is the great centre la 
India of the textile trade. Hits is chiefly found 
in tho heudquarter city, Bombay

. industries by the provision of electric power 
.generated fifty miles away on the Ghats, and 
the year 1919 witnessed a phenomenal flota- 
tion of new Industrial companies of almost every 
description. 

> The situation of 'Bombay on the western 
sea-board in touch at once with the principal i 
markets of India and the markets of the West 
has given ■ Bombay an Immense sea-borne 
trade. Tbe older ports, Surat, Broach, Cambay 
and Mandvle, were famous in the ancient 
days, and their bold and hardy manners 
earned Indian commerce to the Persian Golf 
and the coasts of Africa. Bat the opening 
of the Suez Canal and the Increasing size 
of ocean steamers have tended to concen- 
trate it in modem ports with deep water anchor- 
ages, and the sea-borne trade of the Presidency 
Is now concentrated at Bombay and Karachi, 
although attempts are being made to develop 
Mbimugao In Portuguese territory into an outlet 
for the trade of the Southern Manratta Country, 
and Port Okhaas a port of considerable impor- 
tance for Kathiawar and Gujarat 

Administration. 

The Presidency Is administered by a Gover- 
nor and an Executive Connell of two members, 
with the assistance of two ministers The 
exact change made in the functions of tbe 
Provincial Governments is indicated m the 
section on the Provincial Governments (q v) 
where a description is given of the division 
of the administration into two branches, the 
Reserved Subjects, administered by tbe Gover- 
nor and his Council and the Transferred Sub- 
jects. administered by the Governor and bis 
Ministers, the whole Government commonlj 
meeting and acting as one. In another part 
of that section the division between Resen ed 
and Transferred subjects is sbown Tins new 
form of administration under the Reform Act 
of 1919 came into operation in January 1921 
All papers relating to public service bnsinese reach 
Government through the Secretariat, divided 
Into seven main departments, each under a Secre- 
tary (a) Finance . (61 Revenue . (e) Home and 
Ecclesiastical (<f) Political and reforms, (e) Gene- 
ral and Educational ; (/Illegal; (g) Public Works 
The senior of the Civilian Secretaries is entitled 
the Chief Secretary. The Government Is in 
Bombay from November to tbe end of May ; 
and in Poona from June to November, 
but tbe Secretariat Is always In Bombay. Un- 
der tbe Govemor-m-Council tbe Presidency is 
administered by four Commissioners Tbe 
Commissioner m Smd has considerable inde- 
pendent powers In tbe Presidency Proper 
there are Commissioners for the Northern 
Division, with headquarters at Ahmedabad, 
the Central Division at Poona ; and the Sou- 
thern Division at Belganm, Each district Is 
under a Collector, usually a Covenanted Cm- 
llan, who has under him one or more Civilians 
as Assistant Collectors, and one or more Deputy 
Collectors. A collectorate contains on an 


purpose; the taiatl or kulkaml, clerk and 
accountant ; tbe messenger and the watchman. 
Over each Taluka or group of villages is the 
mamlatdar, who Is also a subordinate magis- 
trate. Tbe charge of tbe Assistant or Deputy 
Collector contains three or four talukas Tbe 
Collector and Magistrate is over the whole 
District The Commissioners exercise general 
control over the Districts m their Divisions. 

Justice. 

The administration of justice Is entrusted 
to the High Court sitting in Bombay, and 
comprising a Chief Justice, who is a bar- 
rister, and nine puisne judges, either Civilians, 
Barristers, or Indian lawyers In Smd tbe 
Court of the Judicial Commissioner (The Judi- 
cial Commissioner and three Additional 
Judicial Commissioners) Is the highest court 
of cinl and criminal appeal. The growing 
importance of Karachi and Smd has, however, 
necessitated tbe raising of the status of tbe 
Judicial Commissioner’s Court and the passing 
of tbe Smd Courts Act in August 1926, which 
contemplates the creation of a Chief Court 
for Sind with a Chief Jndge and three or more 
Puisne Judges The Act, however, has not yet 
been put mto effect owing to financial difficulties. 
Of the lower cavil courts the court of the first 
Instance is that of the Subordinate Judge 
recruited from the ranks of the local lawyers 
The Court of first appeal is that of tbe District 
or Assistant Judge, or of a first class subordinate 
judge with special powers District and 
Assistant Judges are Indian Civihans.or members 
of the Provincial Service or the Bar In cases 
exceeding Bs 5,000 in value an appeal from the 
decision of tbe Subordinate or Assistant Judge 
and from the decision of the District Judge In 
all original suits lies to the High Court Dis- 
trict and Assistant Judges exercise criminal 
jurisdiction throughout the Presidency but 
original criminal work is chiefly disposed of by 
tbe Executive District Officers and Resident 
and City Magistrates Capital sentences are 
subject to confirmation by the High Court 
Ju some of the principal cities Special 
Magistrates exercise snmmary Jurisdiction 
(Bombay has six Presidency Magistrates, as 
well as Honorary Magistrates exercising the 
functions of English Justices of the Peace) and 
a Court of Small Causes, corresponding to 
the English Countv Courts 

Local Government. 

Local control over certain branches of tbe 
administration is secured by tbe constitution of 
local boards and municipalities, the former 
exercising authority over a District or a Taluka, 
and the latter over a city or town. These 
bodies are composed of members either 
nominated by Go\ eminent or elected by tbe 
people, who are empowered to expend the funds 
at their disposal on education, sanitation, the 
construction of roads and tanks, and general 
improvements. Their funds are derived from

The Bombay Municipal Boroughs Act o fT925 
works further advance in the matter of local Self- 
Government in the Presidency. The Act provides 
more adequate basis for Municipal Adminis- 
tration m the larger cities of the Bombay 
Presidency The larger municipal] ties are now 
styled as Municipal Boroughs which are now 30 
In number. The executives of these Borough 
Municipalities are invested with larger powers 
than hitherto exercised. Another important 
change introduced by the Act was the extension 
of municipal franchise to occupiers of duellings 
or buildings with annual rental values of Bs 12 
or with capital value of not less than Bs 200 

Public Works. 

The Pablic 'Works Department is under the 
control of two Chief Engineers who act as 
Secretaries to the Government , one for Bonds, 
Buildings, Railways, etc .and the other for Irriga- 
tion Under them are Superintending Engineers 
in charge of Circles and Executive Engineers 
In charge of divisions, the Consulting Architect 
and the Electrical Engineer The chief Irriga- 
tion works are In Sind and consist of a chain 
of canals fed by the annual inundations from 
the Indus The Lloyds Barrage and canals 
project wlueh was inaugurated in 1923 is 
the greatest Irrigation Scheme in the world 
and Is designed to onsnre the vast areas of 
fertile land in Sind a regular and constant 
supply of water It will enable about 6 million 
acres of crops to be irrigated annually, i e , about 
as much area irrigated in Egj pt The scheme is 
not only vital to the future of Sind but of 
Indirect benefit to the" whole of India The 
whole scheme ib estimated to cost over 
15 million sterling or 20 crores of rupees 
The Barrage was formally opened by the 
Viceroy and Governor General of India on 
13th January 1932 In the Presidency proper 
there is a cham of protective irrigation 
works, onemating in reservoirs in the Ghat 
regions The principal works are the Nirn 
Canals fed by Lake Whiting impounded by 
thp Llovd Dam at Bhatgar, the Pravara Canals 
fed by Lake Arthur Hill, impounded by Wilson 
Dam at Bhandardara, the Mntha Canals fed 
by Lake Fifo at Ehadakvaslai the Godavari 
Canals fed by Lake Beale at Kandur Madhmesh- 
war and the Gokak Canal. The Mutha Canals 
and the Gokak Canal were completed in 1896-97, 
the Kira Left Bank Canal in 1905-06, the 
Godavari Canals in 1915-16 and the Pravara 
Canals In 1926-27 The Kira Bight Bank Canal 
which has been under construction smee 1912 
is nearmg completion The Wilson Dam at 
Bhandardara the second highest yet constructed 
by Engineers the world over was opened by His 
Excellency tbe Governor on 10th December 1928 
The Lloyd Dam at Bhatgar which is 6,383 feet 
In length, 190 feet m height and 124 feet in 
width was opened by H. E Sir Leslie Wilson 
on 27th October 1928 It cost Bs 172 inMin 
It is remarkable as being the largest Dam in 
volume hitherto constructed and wwifatina 214 
million cubic feet of masonry. The Assnnn Dam 
In Egypt is popularly supposed to he the largest 
Dam in existence but that contains 19 million 


cubic feet It cost also nearly 50 percent mort 
than tlie Llovd Dam. An idea of the magnitntc 
of the Lloyd. Dam can be gathered from tht 
fact that if a wall 6 feet nigh and 15 inchei 
thick wore constructed from the masonry in 
tho Dam it would stretch a distance of_j»20 
miles, say from Bombay to Kagpur. These 
projects will Irrigate certain tracts most liable 
to famine i 

Police. 

The Police Force is divided into 3 categories) 
viz , District Police, Railway Police and tbe 
Bombay City Police The District and Bailwn) 
Police m tho Presidency jiroper are for the 
purpose of control under the Inspector-General 
of Police who is assisted by three DcputV 
Inspect ors-General, of whom two are In charge 
of Ranges and the third 1 b in charge of tbe Crimi- 
nal Investigation Department and the Finger 
Pnnt Bureau District and Railway Police In 
Sind ore under tho Deputy TnBpector-General ot 
Police for Sind, Bnbjeot to the control of the 
CammiBBioner-m-Smd The executive manage 
ment of the Police In each district and on 
Railways m *the Presidency proper, as well as 
in Sind 1 b vested In a Superintendent of Polite 
under the general direction ot the Magistrate ol 
the District concerned except m tho case of the 
Railway Police For the purposes ol effective 
supervision over tbe investigation and prevention 
of crime, some of the larger districts are divided 
into one or more sub-divisions each nnder a 
Sub-Dmsional Officer who Is either an Assistant 
Superintendent of Police, or an Inspector ol 
Police, a Deputy Snjienntendent of Police. 
Sub-Inspectors are the officers in charge of 
Police Stations and are primarily responsible 
under the law, for the investigation of offences 
roported at their Police Stations Officers 
appointed directly to the posts of Assistant 
Sujwnntendents of Police, Deputy Supenn 
tendents of Police, Inspectors and Sub-Inspectors 
undergo a course of training at the Central Police 
Training School at Kasik before being posted to 
Districts for executive duty. The Bombay 
City Police la a separate force under the 
Commissioner of Police who Is directly respon- 
sible to Government. 

Education. . 

Education is imparted partly through direct 
Government agency, and partly through tho 
medium of grants-m-aid Government maintain 
Arts Colleges at Bombay, Andheri, Poona, 
Ahmedabad andDbarwar; the Grant Medical 
College, the Poona College of Engineering, the 
Agricultural College, Veterinary College, School | 
of Art, Law College and a College of Commerce | 
Most of the secondary schools are in . 
private hands The primary sobools are mam- j 
tamed by Local Authorities, with a grant-m-ald. 1 
The Bombay Municipality is responsible for 1 
primary eduoation in Bombay City* (j. t> > | 
Education). 

The Quinquennial Report on Public Instruc- , 
tion In the Bombay Presidency for the years i 
1927-1982 reveals much information regarding 1 
the progress of eduoation in recent years The , 
passmg m 1928, of the Primary Education ! 
Act was perhaps the most important event • 
in the history of Primary Education mthe 
Bombay Presidency during the last 80 or 40 | 
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years 'whereby the control of Primary Education 
wag transferred from the Department to the 
Local Authorities Most of the Boards have 
prepared schemes for the expansion of education, 
some of them on a compulsory basis, and many 
boards have levied additional taxation but the 
finances of Got eminent have not permitted 
them to perform to the full the part contem- 
plated by the Act The fact, hoe ev er, must 
not be' lost sight of that during the quinquen- 
nium the assignments of Government to Primary 
Education fell from Es 1,21,59,846 to 
Bs 1,18,17,308 the decrease was mainly due to 
retrenchment in Government grants during 
1031-82. - 

“ Reports on Public instruction in this presi- 
dency during the last five or six years however 
point to the fact that there has been considerable 
decline in the efficiency of Primary Education 
since the transfer of control” says the Director 
of Public Instruction "It will be seen from 
these reports tliatthefactor 11 Inch has militated 
more than any other against efficiency has been 
aommunalism ** The composition of the various 
District Local Boards has had its effect on the 
working "Of the Primary Education Act The 
majority of School Boards which came into 
existence developed communal tendencies and 
this attitude influenced the selection of the 
supervising and teaching staff and then tranlcrs 
and promotions ” 

The quinquennium has been noticeable for 
the greater recognition given to the Educational 
needs of the backward classes especially in 
Primary Education and a very liberal system 
for these classes has been introduced by Govern- 
ment since 1921 

Lack of funds has cramped the activities' 
of Government in the field of Primary and 
Secondary Education Economy has been 
the dominating note of the Educational policy 
throughout the quinquennium ,In view of the 
present financial stnngency^which ^precludes 

Secondary Education there would appear to 
be some grounds for raising the fees m Gov em- 
inent Schools, but Government have decided 
not to take any action in this direction at 
present In the epse of Primary Education 
Government were compelled to apply a cut of 
5 per cent to the grants pavable to local authori- 
ties 'in 1931-32 Since then it has become 
necessary to increase the cut to 20 per cent 
So far from it being possible to proud e the 
funds required for the expansion of Secondary 
and Higher Education, it has been necessary 
to exercise retrenchment, and that too in direc- 
tions in which it could not be applied without 
educational loss As one instance only, the 
Director of Public Instruction mentions the 
discontinuance of the scheme of Medical Inspec- 
tion after it had been, in existence for a j ear 
Among the chief purposes for winch additional 
funds are required, perhaps the most important 
Is that for additional provision for Technical 
and Industrial Education, unhiding the exptn- 
slon of the College of Engineering and the 
establishment of a Technological institution 
of an advanced nature The total expenditure 
on Education increased from Es J, 61,49,440 
In 1920-27 to Es 8,90,27,898 In 1931-32 or an 
increase of 4 7 per cent against 29.6 per cent 
during the last quinquennium. 


The total number of institutions increased 
during the quinquennium from 16,211 to 17,159. 
Eecogmsed institutions increased by 1,145 to 
15,929 while unrecognised institutions decreased 
by 197 to 1,230 Of the recognised institutions 
18 aie Arts and 11 Professional Colleges and 086 
Secondary Schools, 14,094 Primary Schools and ' 
349 Special Schools 

The total number of recognised and un- 
recognised educational institutions during the 
jear 1932-33, was 16,871 and the number of 
pupils 1,332,087 

Out of a total of 26,848 towns and villages 
10,763 possessed schools, the average area 
sen ed by each town or village with a school 
being 11 5 square miles The percentage of 
pupils m recognised institutions to the total 
populat,on of the Presidencv was 5 95, in 1932-33 
Of the total number of 1,332,087 pupils under 
instruction, 1,033,521 were boys and 298,566 
woregirls 

Hindu pupils m recognised institutions num- 
bered 908,230, Muhammadans 234,146, Indian 
Christians 39,070, Parsis 17,003, Europeans 
and Anglo-Indians 5,489 The rest comprised 
35,354 

The total expenditure on education In 1932-33 
w r as Es 381} lakhs, of which 44 4 per cent 
was met from Government funds, 18 9 per cent 
from Board funds, 22 2 per cent from fees, and 
14 7 per cent from other sources Primary 
schools absorbed over Es 205 lakhs, exclusive 
of expenditure on inspection, construction, and 
repairs 

The Educational Department is administered 
by a Director, with an Inspector in each Divi- 
sion and a Deputy or Assistant Inspector in 
1 each district. 

Higher education in the Presidency 1 b con- 
trolled by the Bombav University which was 
established in 1857. The constitution of the 
University has recently undergone, however, 
considerable changes in virtue of a new enact- 
ment known as the Bombay University Act of 
1928. This Act altered the whole constitution 
of the University so as to make it adequately 
representative with a view to bringing into, 
closer association with the public the industrial 
commercial -and civic life of the people of the 
Presidency to enable It to provide greater facili- 
ties for higher education In all branches of 
learning including Technology and to undertake 
on a larger scale than heretofore postgraduate 
teaching and research, while continuing to 
exercise due control over the teaching given 
by colleges affiliated to it from time to time 
The new University Department of Cheiuital 
Technology was formallv inaugurated bv Hii 
ExccUenev the Governor of Bomlm on 13th 
Kov ember 1933 3 he authorities of the Unlv er- 

sitv , as now constituted, are chlcflv the Chan- 
cellor, Vice-Ch mcellor, the Syndicate, the 
Academic Council and the Senate The ‘-eintc 
consisting of fellows is the supreme governing 
liodv of the Lnn eivity .

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Twenty-nine spinning and weaving mills were 
ab work during the year and they employed 
41,088 operatives The number of jute mills at 
work was three At the close of the year 1983 
the number of the other factories m the Presi- 
dency was 1.471 These consisted of oil mills, 
rope works, tie works, etc Tanning is one of 
the principal industries of the Presidency and 
there is considerable export trade in skins and 
hides The manufacturing activities which are 
under the direction of the Department of Indus- 
tries are mainly eonfined’-to the production of 
soap There are a number of indigenous match 
factories run on cottage lines It is expected 
that the levy of the excise duty on matches will 
drive oS the market products of inferior quality 1 
and it is probable that only the very efficient 
units oi the cottage industry will be able to 
continue the manufacture of matches once the 
full force of the excise duty is felt upon the { 
industry. It is slowly becoming recognised . 
that the Madras' Presidency is one of the' 
most suitable parts of India for sugarcane 
cultivation and that the several deep-rooted 
varieties of cane which have been evolved at 
Coimbatore and require -very little water are 
especially suited for the conditions which obtain 
in several areas of the Presidency where they 
grow better than m the north The depart- 1 
ments of Industries and Agriculture assist' 
the development of the sugar industry by 
demonstration of the methods of manufacture 
of white sugar by centrifugals by getting trained 
sugar technologists, by the award of scholar- 
ships and by investigating schemes for starting 
sugar factories 

The question of finding foreign markets for 
the products of Madras cottage industries was 
under the consideration of the Government for 
sometime and they have passed orders during i 
the year sanctioning an annual subsidy of 
Bs 8,000 to the Victoria Technical Institute, 
Madras, for three years to enable them to appoint 
an agent in London for the sale of products of 
Madras cottage industries in European markets 

Education. 

The Presidency’s record in the sphere ol 
education has been one of continuous progress 
There are at present about 51,000 public insti- 
tutions, ranging from village primary schools 
to arts and professional colleges, their total 
strength being about 2,885,000 Special efforts 
are being made to provide education for buys 
b elonging to the Depressed Classes The 
Council passed a resolution in the year 1929 at 
the instance of a nominated member that poor 
girls reading in any educational institution in 
the province — Government, local fund, Munici- 
pal or aided— should be exempted from School 
fees in any Standard np to m Form The total 
expenditure of the province on Education Ism 
the neighbourhood of Rs". 539 lakhs. The 
prineipafeducational institutions in the province 
are the Madras, Andhra and Annamalal Uni- 
versities, the Presidency College, the Christian 
College, the Loyola CoUege, the Pacbaiyappa « 
College, the Law College, and jUie Queen 


Rajahmundry ; the Agricultural College, 
Coimbatore ; the Medical Colleges at Madras and 
Vizagapatam and the Engineering College at 
Miadras (Guindy). 

Cochin Barbonr Scheme 

The Importance of this project lies In the fact 
that a good harbour at Cochin would lead to the 
development of a valuable hinterland and 
provide a ready outlet for agricultural and other 
produce from an area which is at present not 
adequately served by a convenient or well- 
equipped harbour The scheme involves 
cutting a passage through the bar which 
hitherto blocked the entrance from the sea to 
an extensive backwater and by dredging and 
reclamation, forming a sheltered harbour 
accessible and giving full protection and faci- 
lities at ail seasons of the year. An agreement 
has been reached between the Government of 
Madias and the Darbars of Travnncore and 
Cochin States indicating how the work is to be 
earned ont and outlining the financial arrange- 
ments necessary. A trial cut was made in 1923 
and the effects of the monsoon thereon were 
observed The results recorded were examined 
by a Committee of Harbour Engineers in England 
who reported favourably on the prospects of 
the Bcheme. 

The first cut through the bar 400 feet wide bj 
824 feet deep was completed on 80th March 
1928 The channel through the outer bar is 
now 8 miles long by 450 feet wide and its average 
depth after the maintenance dredging in January 
4, 1934, was 40 2 ft at low water in the section 
west of the crest of the bar and 37 4 ft at 
low water m the Section East of the Crest 
The dredging of the mooring area has been 
completed Since March 1980 the Harbour has 
been in constant and regular use by all ships 
Details of the berthing accommodation inside 
the harbour at the end of 1033-34 were —

Coasting Trade of Bengal — The trade of 
Calcutta with other Indian ports, British and 
non-British, declined in value from Bs 80 72 
crores m 1982-88 to Bs 22 69 crores in 1933-34 
The respective import and export trade figures 
are Bs 14 08 crores and Bs 8 83 crores m 

1933- 34 as against Bs 18 78 crores and Bs

Administration. 

The present form of administration m Bengal, 
dates from January 1921 In 1912 the Govern- 
ment of the Province undent ent an important 
change, when, in accordance with the Proclama- 
tion of His Majesty the King-Emperor at Delhi, 
the Province was raised from the status of a 
Lieutenant-Governor to that of a Govornor-in- 
Oouncil, thus bringing it into line with the 
Presidencies of Madras and Bombay. In 1921, 
under the Beform Scheme, the Local Goa eminent 
was reconstituted, certain of the departments 
being placed under the control of Ministers 
appointed from among elected members of the 
Legislative Council ’ There are normally fonr 
members of the Executive Council who are in 
charge of .the " reserved subjects”, and three 
Ministers, who are in charge of the " transferred 
subjects.” 


Bengal is administered by five Commissioners, 
the divisions being those of the Presidency, 
Bnrdwan, Bajahahi, Dacca and Chittagong 
The unit of administration is the District Magis- 
trate and Collector As Collector he supervises 
the ingathering of the revenue and is the head 
of all the Departments connected with it, while 
as District Magistrate he is responsible for the 
administration of criminal justice m the district 
The immediate superior of the District Magis- 
trate is the Divisional Commissioner Comm is 
sioners are the channels of communication 


between the local officers 8Hd the Government 
In certain revenue matters they aro, in their 
turn, subject to the Board of Bevenue in Cal- 
cutta; in other matters they are under the 
direct control of Government 

Justice. 

The administration of justice is entrusted to 
the High Court of Calcutta which consists of 
the Chief Justice who is a Barrister andl5 Puisne 
Judges including one additional judge who are 
Barristers, Civilians or Vakils Below the 
High Court are the District and Additional 
Judges, the Small Causes Court and Subordinate 
Judges and Munsifs Of these officers, the 
Distnot and Additional Judges and a certain 
number of Subordinate Judges are also endowed 
with the powers of a Criminal Court while the 
remainder have jurisdiction in Civil matters 
only Criminal Justice is administered by 
the High Court, the Courts of Session and tho 
Courts of the various classes of Magistrates 
On its appellate side, the High Court disposes 
of appeals from the order of a Court of Session, 
and it also confirms, modifies or annuls sentences 
of death tossed by Sessions Courts Calcutta 
has six Stipendiary Presidency Magistrates, 
including one temporary Additional Magistrate 
in charee of the Trafflo Court One of the Presi- 
dency Magistrates Is in charge of the Children’s 
Court, is helped by Hony. Women Magis- 
trates It has also two Municipal Magistrates 
and it possesses a Court of Small Causes with 
Jndges who dispose of cases of the class that 
are usually heard in County Courts in England 

In addition a number of Union Benches and 
Courts have been established in selected rural 
areas for the disposal by honorary agency of 
petty criminal cases and civil disputes 

Local Self-Government. 

By Bengal Act m of 1884, and its subsequent 
amendments, which hitherto regulated municipal 
bodiesm themterlor , the powers ofCommfssioner 
of municipalities were increased and tho elective 
franchise was extended Bengal Act III of 
1884 was repealed by Act XV of 1 932 by which 
material changes havo been introduced, e g , 
the franchise of the electors have been furthei 
widened, women havo been enfranchised, the 
proportion of elected commissioners has been 
increased and the term of office of tho Com- 
missioner has been extended from three to four 
years Municipal expenditure now comprises 
a large number of objects, including veterinary 
institutions, employment of health officer., 
vaccinators and sanitary inspectors, tho training 
and employment of female medical practitioners, 
the provision of model dwelling houses for the 
worklngclasses, the holding of industrial, samta- 
rv and health exhibitions and tho improvement 
of breed of cattle The Commissioners al-o 
have large powers in regard to the water supplv 
and the regulation of buildings. 

The Municipal Government of Calcutta is 
governed bj Act in of 1923 This Act, which 
replaces Act in of 1899, makes the Corporation 
paramount in matters relating to municipal 
administration The Act provides for the 
appointment of a Mayor, who replaces the 
chairman of the old Act, a Deputy Maj or, and 
Executiv e Officer, and Deputy Executiv e officer-.

Madrasas at Calcutta, Dacca, Chittagong, Hughli 
and 'RAj ahahi which are managed by Government. 
There are also certain Government institutions 
for technical and industrial education All 
institutions for technical and industrial education 
(except B E College, the Ahsanullah School of 
Engineering, Dacca, the Government Commercial 
Institute and the Government School of Art, 
Calcutta) are now under the control of the 
Director of Industries A large proportion of 
educational work of every grade is under the 
control of various missionary bodies, which are 
assisted by Government grants-in-nid. 

The municipalities are required to expend a 
certain proportion of their ordinary income on 
education They are mainly responsible for 
primary education within their jurisdiction, but 
schools in these areas are eligible also for grants 
from Government These bodies maintain a lugh 
school at Bfirdwan, a high sohool at Santipur, 
a high school at Eusbtia and a high school at 
Chittagong

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The United 


The United Provinces of Agra and Oudh lie 
In practically the centre of Upper India. They 
are bounded on the north by Tibet, on the 
north-east by Nepal, on the east and ssntli- 
east by Bihar, on the sooth by t wo of the Cbota 
Nagpur States of the Central India Agency and 
the Sangor district of tbe Central Provinces, 
and on the west by the States of Gwalior, Dhol- 
pnr, Bharatpnr, Sirmoor, and Jubbal, and by the 
Punjab. Their total area amounts to 106,248 
square miles, to which may be added the area 
of the three Indian States of Bampur, Tehn- 
Garhwal and Benares with an area of 6,048 
square miles, giving a total of 112,101 square 
miles. The total population is 40,614,833 

Tbe Provinces, originally termed the North- 
Western Provinces and so amalgamated in 1877, 
receiving their present designation In 1002, in- 
clude four distinct tracts of country portions 
of tbe Himalayas, including the Eumaon 
division which consists of three hill districts, 
two of which are entirely in the hills and one 
is half in the submontane belt, the sub-Hima- 
layan tract; the great Gangetlc plain, and 
portions of the hill systems of Central India 
Including Bundelkhand. The Gangetic plain 
Is protected by an extensive Canal system, 
which thongh somewhat liable to run snort of 
water in extremely dry years, Is of great benefit 
in all ordinary years and yeara of limited 
drought The first two of these tracts are infer- 
tile and support a very sparse population and 
the Central Indian plateau is almost equal- 
ly Infertile, though better populated. The soil 
of the Gangetic plain, however, possesses an 
extreme fertility and here the density of popu- 
lation vanes from 542 persons per square mile 
fat the west to 655 in the centre and 763 In tbe 
east, which gives the Provinces as a whole a 
greater population pressure on the soil than 
any other Province in India save Delhi and 
Bengal In the south there are low rocky hills, 
broken spurs of the Vindhyau mountains, 
covered with stnnted trees and jungle, and In 
the north the lower slopes of the Himalayas, 
clothed with dense forest, affording excellent 
big and small game shooting, and rising beyond 
In a tangled mass of ridges, ever higher and 
higher, until is reached the line of the eternal 
snows, but the greater part of the provinces 
consists of level plain, teeming with highly- 
cultivated fields and watered by three rivers — 
the Ganges, Jumna, and Gogra. 

Tbe People 

The population is mainly Hindn, 84 4 per cent 
ranking as such whilst Mahomedans number 15 
percent, tbe total of all other religions 
being 0 C per cent composed of Christians 
(Europeans and Indians), Jains, Sikhs, Parsis, 
Bud dhis ts and Jew6 Included among the 
Hindus are the Ana Sam&psts, followers of 
the Axya Samaj sect, which obtains widely 
in the Punjab and has extended its influence 
to the United Provinces. Tbe three main

physical types are Dravldlan, Aryan and i 
Mongoloid, the latter being confined to the! 
Himalayan and sub-Hlmalayan districts and 
the former to South Mlrzapur and Bundelkhand, 
whilst tbe hlgh-oaste Aryans frcqncnt the 
Western districts of the Provinces. Most of 
the people, however, show a mixed Arya* 
Dravldlan origin. Two languages are spoken 
by the niajonfcv of people In the plains, 
Ordn. and Hindi. Urdu being more common 
m the urban areas and because of its dose 
relationship with Persian and Arabic on the' 
one hand and Hindi on the other, forming the 
hwnia franca of the Province. 

Industries

The chief industry Is agriculture, which 
is the principal source of livelihood of 71 1 per 
cent of the population and a subsidiary source 
of Income to a further 8 2 per cent The 
soils of the Provinces fall into three groups 
the valley soils of the Himalayas, the main 
alluvium and the Central Indian alluvium . the 
chief characteristic soil or the Central Indian 
alluvium Is the black soil, with a lighter variant, 
though here also there are light loams and gras cl 
The Himalayan soils are of local ongin and vary 
with the nature of the rock from which they hav e 
been formed, whilst the main alluvium soils 
are sand, day and loam, the loam being naturally 
the most productive The soil generally yields 
excellent crop of nee, millet, maize, linseed, 
cotton, wheat, sugarcane, pulses, and barley, 
nee being grown mostly in low-lying, heavy 
days The greater part of the Provinces 
is highly cultivated, the rainfall varies from 60 
to 60 inches in theHills, to 40 inches in the Bena- 
res and Gorakhpur Divisions, whilst the Agra 
Division receives only about 25 to 30 inches 
annually Drought senausly affected Bundel- 
khand and the Agra Divisions In the past, 
improved drainage, and imgation faculties 
have effected considerable improvements In 
the latter area, however, shortage of water in 
the canals and the general lowering of the water 
table still continue to react against full agricul- 
tural returns Steps are being taken to mcrea«e 
the amount of water passing down the canals 
Commodity prices showed a definite decline 
throughout the year 1034 Though m some 
cases the prices m January of 1934 ruled higher 
than tho=c of 1033, by December all commodity 
prices were at a lower level than at the corres- 
ponding date of the previous year. In general 
tbe harvested crop 011934 was poorer than that 
of 1033 It cannot be said that those soldy 
dependent on agricultural produce are in any 
way better off than m the previous year Band 
is hold mostly on the ryotwari tenure m Bundcl- 
khand and Humaon, on zemindari tenure in 
Agra and taluqdan tenure m Oudb Tbe prin- 
cipal landowners in Oudh are the Taluquara, 
rome of whom own very large estates The area 
held in taluqdan tenure amounts to 54 per cent 
of the total area in Oudh, 
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Manufactures 

The provinces are not rich m minerals Iron 
and copper are found m the Himalayan dis- 
tricts, and there were mines of importance there 
formerly, bnt owing to high cost of production 
and inaccessibility, most of them have been 
closed Gold is found in minute quantities by 
washing the sands in some of the rivers in 
the hills Limestone is found m the Himalayas 
. and in the Etawah district, and stone Is 
largely quarried m the Mirzapur district 
Cotton is ginned and spun throughout the 

• Western districts .of the provinces as a home 
■ industry , and weaving bv means of handlooms, 

, Is corned on in most districts Cawnpore is 
; the chief centre for cotton spinning and weaving 
; mills According to the census of 1031, 45,128 
’ "persons were employed on cotton ginning, 

cleaning and pressing and 408,083 on spinning 
and weaving Silk weaving used to be confined 
to Benares (where the famous ' Kimkhab * 
brocade is made) but considerable work is non 
i done at Shah;-hanpur and Man and some at 
{ Agra as well Embroidery work is done at 

• Lucknow, where the noted * Chilean * work of 
cotton on muslins is produced, and in Benares, 
where gold and silver work on silk, velvet, 
crepe and sarsenet obtains Benares uses local 
gold thread for embroidery work and * Kamkhab' 
weaving The glass industry ib important at 
Firozabad, Babjoi, Balawali and Kami (Allaha- 
bad) Moradabod is noted for its lacquered 
brass-work, Benares for brassware-engravmg 
and repousse. Farrukhabad for its calico 
prints and Agra for its carpets and marble and 
alabaster articles , glazed pottery is made at 
Chunar and Khurja and day figures of men 
and fruits at Lucknow.

Cawnpore is the chief industrial centre It 
has tanneries, soap factories, oil mills, cotton, 
woollen and other mills The Woollen null is 
the largest in India Lucknow possesses an 
important paper-mill There are cotton ginning 
ana pressing factories at Aligarli, Meerut and 
Bareilly ana cotton nulls at Agra, Hathras, 
Lucknow, Benares and Moraaabad Many 
sugar mills have been recently started, mainly 
in the Gorakhpur and Bolulkhand divisions 
Excellent furniture is made at Bareilly mostlv 
on cottage lines 

The largest trade centres are Cawnpore, 
Allahabad, Mirzapur, Benares, Lucknow .Meerut, 
Aligarh, Hathras, Muttra, Agra, Farrukhabad, 
Moradabad, Chandausi, Bareilly, Saharanpur, 
Muzaffarnagar, Ghaziabad, Khurja, Gorakhpur, 
Gbazipur, Pihbhit and Sliahjalianpur 

Administration. 

The Province was until the close of 1920 
administered by a Lieutenant-Governor, chosen 
from the ranks of the Indian Civil Service 
Under tho Reform scheme the Province was 


raised to the status of a Governor-m-CounciI* 
the Governor being assisted by two members 
of the Executive Council in charge n( the 
Reserved Subjects and two Ministers from Jan. 
12, 1826, m charge of the Transferred Subjects 
The medium for the transaction of public busi- 
ness is tbe Secretariat, the Staff of which con- 
sists of 7 Secretaries (including Chief Secretary) 
and 6 Deputy Secretaries including the Director 
of Public Instruction and the Deputy Legal 
Remembrancer who are ex-Officto Deputv Secre- 
taries m the Education and Judicial Depart- 
ments respectively The Chief Secretarv is 
in charge of Appointment, General Adminis- 
tration, Executive, Political, Kewspaper and 
Police Departments, tho Finance Secretary deals 
mainly with the Finance Department, the 
Revenue Secretary is in charge of the Revenue 
Scarcity, Ecclesiastical and Forest Departments 
and also the Buildings and Roads branch of the 
Public Works Department, the Education 
Secretary looks to the Education, Industries, 
Agriculture and Excise Departments; tlip 
L S G Secretary to the local Self-Government, 
Municipal, Medical and Publio Health Depart- 
ments and the Judicial Secretary is m charge 
of the Judicial and Legislative Departments 
The seventh Secretary belongs to tho Public 
Works Department (Irrigation Branch) and is 
also Chief Engineer for the Irrigation Branch 
of the P W D Government spends tbe cold 
weather, October to April, In Lucknow and 
Allahabad, mostly in Lucknow, though the 
Secretariat remains throughout the year at 
Lucknow The Governor and the Secretaries 
spend the hot weather in Kami Tal, but during 
the monsoon tho Governor tours tho plains, 
as he docs also in the cold weather. The 
Board of Revenue is the highest court of 
appeal m revenue and rent cases, being the chief 
rc\ enue authority in tho province There are 
forty-eight British districts, thirty-six Jn Agra 
and twelve in Oudb, average area 2,200 square 
miles and average population a million. 
Each district is in charge of a District 
Officer, termed a Collector and Magistrate m 
Agra and a Deputy Commissioner m Oudb and 
Kumaon. Tbe distncts are grouped together 
m divisions Each division Is under n Commis- 
sioner, except tho Kuninnn division, the charge 
of w hich is field by tbe Deputy Coinrm-'-ioncr, 
Kami Tal,m addition to his duties Ihcrc are 
ten divisions, having an average area of nearly 
10,600 square miles and an average population of 
nearly 5 millions. The districts are sub-divided 
Into tahvlt, with an average area of 600 square 
miles and anaverago population of 236,000 Each 
Inhnt is In charge of a Tahnldar, who is res. 
ponsible lor the collection of revenue, and also 
exercises judicial powers Tahnlt are divided 
Into parganat which are unitB of Importance 
in the settlement of land revenue. Sub- 
ordinate to the TahtUdart are tiaib tahnldon 
and Lanungot. Ordinarily there are three 
kanunno* and one natb tahnldar to a taint 
The Eanungot supervise the work of th* 
patwans, or village accourtants, check their 
papers and form a link direct between tbe vil- 
lagers and Government.

Education. 

Education is maintained in part by the State 
and partly by means of grnnts-in-nid There 
are five universities, the four residential univei- 
sities of Allahabad, Lucknow, Aligarh (Muslim) 
and Benares (Hindu) and the affiliating Umver- 
•* sity of Agra The last named was established 
in 1927 and consists, besides six affiliated 
colleges situated outside the United Pro- 
vinces, of .the eight colleges, formerly 
associated with Allahabad University on Its 
external side, viz, the Agra and St. John’s 
Colleges at Agra, the Christ Church, D.A. V. and 
Sanatan Dharma Colleges at Cawnpore, the Meerut 
College, Meerut, the Bareilly College, Bare.Uy 
and St Andrew’s College, Gorakhpur There 
are Intermediate Colleges which prepare 
boys for the high school and intermediate 
examinations conducted by the Board of High 
School and 'Intermediate Education, which 
controls high school and intermediate edu- 
cation The Isabella Thoborn College at 
Lucknow and the Crosthwaite Girls’ College 
at Allahabad impart umversitv education to 
Indian girls and the Theosopbicol Kationai Girls’ 
School and Womens College at Benares, the 
Muslim Girls’ Intermediate College at Aligarh 
Mahila Yidjalava Intermediate College at Luck- 
now teach up to the intermediate stage Jn 
addition to these there are A V High 
Schools English Middle and vcmnduir Lower 
Middle schools and primary schools throughout 
the province for the education of Indian Girls;

. ' Physical Features 

The greater port of the Punjab consists of 
, one vast alluvial plain, stretching from the 

• Jumna in the east to tho Suleman Range in 
’ the west. The north-east is occupied by a 

lection of the Himalayas and the Salt Range 
forms its north-western angle A few small 
spurs of the Aravalli mountain system traverse 
, the extreme south-east and terminate in the 
Ridge at Delhi The Punjab may be divided 
s Into five natural divisions The Himalayan 
- tract includes an area of 22,000 square miles, 
tntn a scanty population living scattered in 
tiny mountain hamlets The Salt Range 
tract Includes the districts of Attock, Rawal- 
pindi and Jhelum and part of Shahpur district 
Its physical configuration is broken and con- 
fused and the mountainous traots of Mnrree 
and Kabuta approximate closely in character- 
istics to the Himalayan tract Except in tho 
hills, the rainfall leaves little margin (or protec- 

• tion against distress m unfavourable seasons 
and Irrigation is almost unknown Skirting 
the base of the bills and including the low range 

' of the Siwaliks, runs the narrow sub-montane 
traat This tract, secure in an ample rainfall, 
and traversed by streams from the bins, com- 
prises some of the moBt fertile and thicLlv popu- 
lated portions of the province Its popula- 
tion of over four millions is almost 
agricultural and pastoral but It includes one 
largo town in Sialkot. Of the plains of the 
Punjab, the eastern portion covers an urea of 
soma 36,000 square miles with a population 
of J0| millions. East of Lahore, the rainfall 
Is everywhere so Tar sufficient that cultivation 
is possible without irrigation In fairly favour- 
, able seasons, but over the greater part of the 
! area the margin is so slight that, except where 
irrigation is employed, any material reduction

in the rainfall involves distress, if not actual 
famine. Within the eastern plains lie the large 
cities of Lahore and Amritsar, and tho popula- 
tion in comparison with the western Punjab 
Is largely urban. The western plains cover 
an area of 59.000 square miles, with a popu- 
lation of a little over six millions. The rain- 
fall in this area, heaviest In tbe north and 
east and decreasing towards the west and south 
Is everywhere so scanty that cultivation is onlv 
possible with the aid of artificial irrigation or 
upon the low-lying river-banks left moist by 
tne retreating floods In thi« very circum- 
stance, these tracts find their security against 
(amine, for there cultivation 1 b almo3t inde- 
pendent of rain, a failure of wbicb means 
nothing worse tban a scarcity of grass. So 
little ram is sufficient, and absolute drought 
occurs so seldom that the crops may be said 
never to fail from this cause The western 
plamB embrace tbe great colony areas on 
tbe Chenab and Jhelum Canals which now 
challenge the title of tbe eastern plains as 
the most fertile, wealthy and populous por- 
tions of the province. Multan and Lyallpur 
are the largest towns m the western area. 
Owing to its geographical position. Its scanty 
rainfall and cloudless skies, and perhaps to its 
wide expanse of unfilled plains, tho climate 
of tho Panjab presents greater extremes of 
both beat and cold tban any other portion of 
India Tbe summer, from April to Septem- 
ber, is scorcbmgly hot, and in the winter, 
sharp frosts are common. But the bright 
sun and Invigorating air make the climate 
of the Punjab In the cold weather almost ideal. 

States. 

The Indian States ol tho Punjab were formerly 
in the Political charge of the Punjab Oos em- 
inent. In 1921, boweaer, the thirteen mo«t 
important States, Including Patiala, Bahawalpur, 
Jlnd and Nabha, were formed Into n separate 
"Punjab States Agency" under the control 
of the Agent to the Governor-General, Punjab 
States Tbe only States remaining in the chars* 
of tbe Punjab Goa eminent are tbe Simla 
Hill States, for which tho Deputy Commissioner 
of Simla is Political Officer, and three small 
States in tbe Ambala Division, Kalsia, Fataudl 
and Dujana, which arc supervised bj the 
Commissioner of Ambala. 

The People. 

Of tbe population roughly one-half Is Malio- 
tnedan threc-elgbtbs Hiudn and one-eientb 
Sikh. Socially the landed classes Etand Iilgh, 
and of these the Jats, numbering nearly flae 
millions, are tbe most important. Roughly 
speaking, one-half the Jats arc Slahomed-n, 
one-third Sikb and one-sixth Hindu. In dis- 
tribution they are nbiqmtous and are equally 
dh ided brtwten the five division* of the proa inec. 
Next m importance come the Rajputs, who 
number over a million and a half Tbe ma- 
jority of them ore STabomedaus by religion. 
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nbont a fourth are Hindus and n a'rx few 
Sikhs. They arc widely distributed oser the 
pros lnce Both Jut? and Rajput® of thn Pun* 
Jab provide mans of tiic best recruits for the 
Indian Army. In fact nil flip agricultural 
classes of the Punjab, except in ttie «.onth- 
western districts, mndo a magnificent response 
to the appeal for recruits in the great war and 
the province's contribution of upwards of 

400.000 men to the mnn power of the Empire 
speaks for itself. ThcGujnrsare an Important 
agricultural and pastoral tribe, ehlcflx found 
In the eastern half of the province and in the 
extreme north-west In organist! Ion tlir> 
closely rescmblo the Jnts and arc often absorbed 
into that tribe. There are man} minor ngrl- 
cultural tribes, priestly and religious caste* 
(Brahmans, Savnds and Kurcshls), rao«t of 
whom are landhoidcis, the trading cartes ot 
the Hindus (Khntris, Arons and Banins), the 
trading castes of tlio Mnhomcdnns (Kltojv, 
Para elms and Khnkhns}. nnd the numerous 
artisan and menial castes. There arc also 
vagrant and criminal tribes, and foreign ele- 
ments In tlio population .arc represented by the 
Baluchis of Dcra Gnazi Elian and neighbouring 
districts in the west, who number about 
b n lf a million and maintain their tribal 
system, and the Patlians of tho Attock nnd 
Mionwali districts Pnthans arc nl°o found 
scattered nil os er the pros lnce engaged in horse- 
dealing, labour and trade A small Tibetan 
element is found In the Himalnvnn districts 

Languages 

The main language of tbc province Is Pun- 
jabi, which is spoken by more tbnn half the 
population Western Puniabi mas be classed 
as a separate language, sometimes called 
Labndl, and is spoken in tho north and west. 
The next most important languages aro West- 
ern Hindi, which Includes Hindustani nnd 
Urdu (the polished language of the tow ns) 
Western Pahari, which is spoken in the hill 
tracts ; and Rajasthani, the language of 
Rajputana Baluchi, Pushto, Sindlii and 
Tlbeto-Burman languages are used by small 
sections of tbe population. , 

Agriculture. 

Agriculture is the staplo Industry of the 
province affording the main meanB of sub- 
sistence to 00 5 per cent, ol the population It 
is essentially a country of peasant proprietors 
About one-sixth of tbe total area In British 
districts ib Government property, the remain- 
ing five-sixths belonging to private owners, 
and a large part of the Government land Is 
so situated that it oannot be brought under 
cultivation without extensive irrigation 
Thus the Lower Chenab Canal Irrigates 

1.989.000 acres of what was formerly waste 
land, tbe Lower iThelum Canal, 4,18,000 
acres, and tbe Lower Bari Doab Canal, 
adds 1,005,000 acres to this total On 
account of the opening of the Sutlej Talley 
canals an area of about 1,244,000 acres more 
has been brought under cultivation Large 
areas in the bills and elsewhere which 
are unsalted to cultivation are preserved as 
forest lands, tbe total extent of which Is about 

6.000 square miles. Of the crops grown, wheat 
is> the most important and the development 


of Irrigation has led to a prr.it expansion of 
the wheat area.

Administration. 

Prior to the amendment of the (•osernment 
of India Act In 1910 the head ot the adminL-tra 
tion was a Lieut cnnnt-Gos ernor, drawn from 
tho ranks of the Indian Cull Sersicc Under 
the nmended Act the pros race was raised 
to the status of a Gos ernor-hlp, xsltb an 
Executis o Council nnd Ministers, the Governor- 
in-Council being In clinrge of the Reversed 
Subjects nnd tbc Gos ernor ssitii his Ministers of 
the Transferred Subjects Tbe general ssstem 
of pros luci.al administration under Hits silicme 
is sketched in the section ‘‘Proxlncml Goxern- 
ments” (jf) where is also giscu a list of tlic 
Rcscrscd nnd Transferred Subjects Associated 
with tlio Gos ernor nnd tiic Council and Ministers 
is an enlarged Lcgblntixc Council, with wide 
powers, whose scope nnd authority arc glscn In 
tho section* ‘Legislntisc Councils” (q r ), the 
sj stem being common to all the major prox’inccs. 
Tho business of Goxormncnt Is carried on 
through tbe usual Secretariat which consists 
of four Secretaries, designated (1) Chief, 
(2) Home, (8) Finance, nnd (4) Transferred 
Departments, one Deputy Secretary, two Under- 
secretaries, and one Assistant Secretary. In the 
Public Works Department, fchcro ore five Secre-

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■Hoads Branch, one in the Hydro-Electric Branch 
and three in the Irrigation Branch, while 
the Legal Remembrancer la also the Secretary 
to Government in the Legislative Department 
The head of the Police Department is Joint 
Secretary and of Education Department an 
Under Secretary to Government. The Govern- , 
ment winter in Lahore and the summer ( from the 
middle of May to the middle of October) m 
Simla. Under the Governor, the province Is 
administered by five Commissioners (for Am- 
bala, Jnllnnder, Lahore, Rawalpindi and 
Multan) who exercise general control over the 
Deputy Commissioners — 29 In number — each ol 
'whom le In charge of a district. 

The principal heads of Department m 
the province are the two Financial Com- 
missioners (who are the highest Court of 
.Revenue jurisdiction, and beads of the 
departments of Land and Separate Revenue 
and of Agriculture and the Court of Wards), 
the five Chief Engineers, the Inspector-General 
of Police, the Director of Public Instruction, 
the Inspector-General of Paeons, the Inspector- 
General of Civil Hospitals, the Director or Public 
Health, the Chief Conservator of Forests, the 
Directors of Agriculture and Industries, the 
Inspector-General of Registration, the Registrar 
of Co-operative Credit Societies and Joint Stock 
Companies and the Legal Remembrancer. 

Justice. 

The administration of justice Is entrusted 
to a High Conrt, which is the final appellate 
authority to civil and criminal cases, and baa 
powers of original criminal jurisdiction in cases 
where European British subjeats are charged 
with serious offences and original chil juris- 
diction In speoial cases The Conrt sits at 
Lahore and is composed of a Chief Justice and 
right Puisne Judges (cither civilians or bar- 
ristera), and seven temporary Additional Judges, 
including the Inspecting Judge sanctioned each 
• year for six months Subordinate 
to the High Court are the District and 
Sessions Judges (25 in number) each of whom 
exercise civil and criminal jurisdiction in a civil 
,and session division comprising one or more 
districts. In districts in which tlic frontier 
Crimes Regulation is m force the Deputy 
Commissioner on the finding of a Council of 
Elders (JIrga) may pass sentence up to seven 
years' imprisonment. 

Local Self-Government. 

Local Self-Government is secured m certain 
branches of the administration by the constitu- 
tion of District Boards, each exercising authority 
over a district, of Municipal, Small Town, 
and notified Area Committees each exercising 
authority over an urban area, and of Pancha- 
yats, each exercising anthonty oxer a revenue 
estate or a compact group of revenue estates 
The funds of District Boards are denied from 
a cess on the land revenue of the district supple- 
mented by Government grants, profession 
taxes and miscellaneous fees, ana those of 
Municipal, Small Town, and notified Area 
Committees from octroi or terminal tax and 
other forms of taxation from Government grants 
and from rents and miscellaneous fees The 
Fanchayat system is an attempt to revive the 


traditional village community organisation, tho 
elected committee or Pancbayht possessing 
certain powers In respect of taxation, local 
option, ell’ll and criminal justice, the abate- 
ment of nuisances and other matters Most of 
the members cf practically all local bodies are 
now elected and elections are as a rule keenly 
contested. 

Police. 

The Police force Is divided into District Police, 
Railway Police and Criminal Investigation 
Department The combined force is under 
the control of the Inspector-General, who fa a 
member of the gazetted force and has under 
him three Depntv Tnspectors-Gpneral In charge 
of ranges comprising several districts and a 
fourth Deputy Inspector-General in charge or 
the Criminal investigation Department and of 
the Finger Pnnt Bureau at Phillaur. There is 
a Police Training School at Phillaur controlled 
by a Principal of the rank of Superintendent of 
Police The Railway Police are under an 
Assistant Inspector-General. The District 
Police arc controlled bv Superintendents, each 
of whom is in charge of a district and has under 
him one or more Assistant Superintendents 
or Deputy Superintendents. 

- Education. 

The strides which have been made in the past 
decade especially m the concluding years 
of the period, have brought the Punjab Into 
line with the older and more forward provinces. 
The advance has not been confined to any one 
form of education but is spread over all grades 
and varieties. In addition to institutions main- 
tained In all parts of the province by prliate 
enterprise, Goi eminent itself maintains fifteen 
arts colleges (mclndug one for Europeans and 
two for women), three normal schools for 
males, fouiteen training classes, and combined 
institutions for females, one hundred and 
twenty secondary schools for boys and 
girls and fifty centres for locational tminimr 
Apart from these institutions for general 
education, Goi eminent maintains siv higher 
grade professional institution*, m., tlic King 
Edward Medical College and Veterinary College 
at Lahore, tho Agricultural College at Lyallpur, 
the Engineering College at Hoghulpura, the 
Central Training College Lahore and the 
Chelmsford Training College at Ghoragali, and 
two schools, viz , the Medical School at Amritsar 
and tho Engineering School at Rasul. In 
addition there are thlrtj-two technical and 
industrial schools (thirty for males and two 
for females) scattered over the province. 

Tho Department of Education is In charge 
of the Minister for Education who is assisted in 
the work of administration by the Director 
of Public Instruction. 

Medical. 

The Medical Department Is controlled by the 
Inspector-Gcnenl of Cull Hospitals, who Is 
an officer of the Indian Medical Strike boldine 
the rank of Colonel He Is assisted by an officer 
designated the Assistant Inspector-General of 
Civil Hospitals, who Is at present an officer ol 
the Indnn Medical Department of the rank of a 
Civil Surgeon. 
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Public Healths 


The Department of Public Health is controlled 
bv the Director of Public Health who has, work- 
ing under lnm, thiec Assistant Directors of 
Public Health, 34 District Medical Officers of 
Health, and twenty-eight District Sanitary i 
Inspectors In addition there is a temporarv 
staff of 10 Sub-Assistant Health Officers and 
15 Sanitary Inspectors for assistance in com- 
bating epidemic diseases The ancillary services 
comprise 


(l) A Vaccine Institute which is in chargo 
of the Assistant Direotor of Public Health, 
Punjab (Technical) Vaccination, assisted by .i 
Superintendent and which prepares sufficient 
vaccine lymph to meet the needs not only 
of the Punjab, but of the Army m Northern 
India and of several provinces and Indian States 
in and beyond the confines of India 


(2) An epidemiological bureau, which is m 
hfflrge of the Epidemiologist to Government

Administration. 

The Province on first constitution was ad- 
ministered by a laeutenant-Govemor-m-ConnciI, 
thus being unique In India as the only Lieu- 
tenant Governorship with a Council Under 
the Reform Act of 1910 it was raised to the 
status of a Governorship, with an Executive 
Council and Ministers The principles of the 
provincial administration are fully explained 
In the section. The Provincial Governorships, 
where the division of the administration into 
Reserved Subjects, in charge of the Governor 
and his Executive Council, and Transferred 
Subjects, m charge of the Governor and Mini- 
sters chosen from the Legislative Council, Is 
set out in detail In all these respects Bihar 
and Orissa is on the same plane as the other 
Provinces in India. 

Public Works. 

The Public Works ^Department In the Pro- 
vince of Bihar and Orissa consists of two 
separate branches, viz. — (1) the Buildings 
and Roads which includes Railways and (2) lui- 
gation. which includes tlio Public Health En- 
gineering Branch Each has a Chief Engineer, 
who is also Secretary to tbd Local Government 
with an Engineer Officer as Under-Secretary in 
the Buildings and Roads branch and a non-pro- 
fessional Assistant Secretary and a Deputy 
Chief Engineer in the Irrigation branch under 
him The Electrical work of the Province 
is carried out by an Electric Inspector and 
Electrical Engineer and a stall of subordinates 

Justice 

The administration of justice is con- 
trolled by tho High Court of Judicature 
at Patna. In the administration of civil justice 
below the High Court are the District Judges as 
Courts of Appeal, the Subordinate Judges and the 
Munaifis Tne jurisdiction oi a District Judge or 
Subor dinat e Judge extends to all original suits 
cognizable by the Civil Courts. It docs not, 
however, Include the powers of a Small Cause 
Court, unless these be specially conferred. The 
ordinary jurisdiction of a Munsif extends to all 
suits in which the amount or value of the subject 
matter in dispute docs not exceed Rs 1,000 
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though the limit may be extended to Rs 4.000 
On the criminal side the Sessions Judge hears 
appeals from Magistrates exercising first class

Land Tenures. 

Estates m the Province of Bihar and Orissa 
are of three kinds, namely, those permanently 
settled from 179*1 which are to be found in the 
Patna, Tirfaut and Bhagalpur divisions, those 
temporarily settled as in Chota Nagpur and 
parts of Orissa, and estates held direct by Gov- 
ernment as projector or managed by the Court 
of Wards Tho passing of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act (Vm of 1885) safeguarded the rights of the 
cultivators under the Permanent Settlement Act 
Farther, the Settlement Department under the 
supervision of the Director of Land Records 
malms periodical Burvey and settlement opera- 
tions in the various districts both permanently 
and temporarily settled In the former, the 
rights of tho undertenants are recorded and at- 
tested, while m the Utter there 1 b the re-settle- 
ment of rents In the re-settlement proceedings, 
rents are fixed not only for the landlords but also 
for all the tenants A settlement can be ordered 
by Government on application made by land- 
lords or tenants 

The tenures of Orissa are somewhat different. 
Under the zamindars, that is, the proprietors 
who took settlement from Government and pav 
revenue to Government direct, is a class of sub- 
ordinate proprietors or proprietary tenure 
holders, who were originally village headmen 
dealing more or less direct with the rovenuo 
authorities. They have a variety of names, 
such as mukadam, -padhan, maurun, tarlarakar 
purselhu lhanddar and thiltrn zamindar. 
These sub-propnetora or proprietary tenure 
holders pay their revenue through the zamin- 
dars of the estates within which their lan<l3 
he In Chota Nagpur and the Santal Par- 
ganas, the rights of village headmen have been 
recognised The headman collects the rents 
and is responsible for them minus a deduction 
! as remuneration for his trouble

The Central Provinces and Berar. 


- The Central Provinces and Berar compose a 
groat triangle of country midway between Bom- 
bay and Bengal Their area is 133, 0G9 sq 
miles, of which 82,149 are British territory 
proper, 17,808 (me. Berar) held on perpetual 
lease from H E H the Nizam and the remainder 
held by Feudatory Chiefs The population (1031) 
is 15,507,728 in C P British Districts and Berar. 
Various parts of the Central Provinces passed 
under British control at different times in the wars 
and tnmult in the first half of the 19th century 
and the several parts were amalgamated after the 
Mutiny, m 1861, into the Chief Commissionor- 
ship of the Central Provinces Berar was, In 
1853, assigned to the Bast India Companv as 
part of a financial arrangement with EEH the 
Nizam for the maintenance of the Hyderabad 
Contingent, and was leased In perpetuity to 
the Central Provinces m 1903, as the result of a 
fresh agreement with HEE the Nizam 

The Country. 

The Central Provinces may roughly be divi- 
ded into three tracts of upland, with two inter- 
vening ones of plain country In the north- 
west, the VIndhyan plateau is broken country, 
covered with poor and stunted forest Below 
its precipitous southern slopes stretches the 
nch wheat growing country of the Kerbudda 
valley Then comes the high Satpura plateau, 
characterised by forest-covered hills and deep 
water-cut ravines Its hills decline into the 
Nagpur plain, whose broad stretches of* deep ” 
black cotton soil make it one of the more 
important cotton tracts of India and the weal- 
thiest part of the C P proper The Eastern 
half of the plain hes in the valley of the Waingnn- 
ga and is mainly a nee growing country Its 
numerous lmgntion tanks have given it the 
name of the “lake country*’ of Nagpur Fur 
ther east is the far-reaching nee country of 
>* Chattisgarh, in the Mahanadi oosm The soutn- 
east of the C F. is again mountainous, contain- 
ing 24,000 square miles of forest and precipi- 
tous ravines, and mostly inhabited bv jungle 
tnbes. The Feudatory States of Bastar and 
Kankar Iiem this region Berar lies to the 
south-west of the C P and its chief characteris- 
tic is its nch black cotton-soil plains 

The People

. Industries. 

When Sir Bichard Temple became first Chief 
Commissioner of the C P the province was land- 
locked The only road was that leading in from 
Jubbnlpore to Nagpur. The Bntish adminis- 
tration has made roads in all directions, the two 
trank railways between Bombay and Calcutta 
run across the province and in the last few years 
a great imps us has been given to the construc- 
tion of subsidiary lines These developments 
have caused a steady growth of traae ana have 
aroused vigorous progress m every department 
of life. The prime industry is, of course, 
agriculture, which is assisted by one of the most 
admirable agricultural departments in India 
and is now receiving additional strength by a 
phenomenal growth of the co-operative credit 
movement The land tenure is chiefly on the 
malgozan, or landlord system, ranging 
with numerous variations, from the great Jfctu- 
datory chief ships, which are on this basis, 
to holdmgB of small dimensions A system' 
of land legislation has gradually been built 
np to protect the individual cultivator. 
Berar u settled on the Bombay raiyatwari 
system 18,073 square miles of the C P is 
Government Reserved forest, In Berar 
the forest area is abont 3,339 square miles, 
the total forest area being one-sixth of tlio 
whole Province The rugged natnre of the grea- 
ter part of tlic country makes forest conserva- 
tion difficult and costly.

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the province. Nagpur is the chief centre of a 
busy cotton spinning and weaving industry. 
The Empress Mills, owned by Farsi manu- 
facturers, were opened there in 1877 and the 
general prosperity of the cotton trade lias led 
to the addition ofunanv mills here and in other 
parts of the provinco The total amount of spun 
yarn exported from the Province during the 
year ending 31st March 1033 was 1,34,067 
maunds, valued at Rs. 40,40,010. 

The largest numbers engaged in any of th e 
modern industrial concerns are emploj ed in 
manganese mining which in 1932 employed 
2,071 persons and raised 77,186 tons Then 
follow coal mining with an output of 1,040,238 
tons and 8,932 poraons employed, the Jubbul- 
"pore tn irble quarries and allied works, the lime- 
stone quames and the mines for pottery clay, 
soapstone, etc 

The total number of factories of all land 8 
legally so described was 058 in 1933. the latest 
period for which returns are available and the 
number of people employed m them 61,781 
The same economio influences which are ope- 
rative in every progressive country during its 
transition stage are at woTk in the G. P and 
Bemr, gradually sapping the strength of the old 
village industries, as communications improve, 
and concentrating Industries in the towns. While 
the village industries are fading away, a large 
dc\ elopment of trade has taken place. The last 
pre-war reports showed an increase In volume 
k by one-third in eight years. 

l Administration. 

_f The administration of the Central Provinces 
•nd Bcrar is conducted by a Governar-in- 
Gouncil, who is appointed by the Crown He 
•s assisted by seven Secretaries and four under* 
secretaries Under the reform scheme the admi- 
nistration is conducted by a Governor with 
an Executive Council of two members, one 
of whom is a nun-offloial and two Ministers, 
the latter being In charge of the transferred 
subjects 

The local legislature consists of 78 members 
distributed as follows* — 38 elected from the 
C P.; 17 elected from Berar , 2 members of the 
Executive Council, 8 nominated non-officiala ; 
8 nominated officials The Governor (who is 
not a member of the Council) has the right of 
nominating two additional members with 
special knowledge on any subject regarding 
which legislation is before the Council The C P 
are divided for administrative purposes into 
three divisions and Bcrar constitutes a 
division Each of these iB controlled hy a Com- 
missioner The di\ idona,aro sub-divided into 
districts, each of which is controlled by a Deputy 
Commissioner, immediately subordinate to the 
Commissioner The principal heads * of Pro- 
vincial departments are the Commissioner of 
betUemocls and Director of Land Becords, the 
Chief Conservator of Forests, tho Inspector- 
General of Crul Hospitals, the Director of 
Public Health, the Inspector General of Police, 
the Inspector-General of Prisons, tho Director 
of Pnblic Instruction, the Excise Commissioner 
and Superintendent of Stamps and Inspector 
General of Registration, and .Registrar-General 
of Births, Deaths and Marriage, the 
Director of Agriculture, the Registrar of 
Co-operative Societies, the Director of Indus- 


tries, tho Legal Iletnembrancor, the Director 
of Veterinary Services and a Chief 
Engineer, Public "Works Department, Buildings 
and Roads and Irrigation Branches. The ' 
Deputy Commissioners of districts are the 
chief revenue authonties and District Magis- 
trates and they exerciso the usual powers and 
functions of a district officer The distrlrt 
foTosts arc managed by a forest officer, oicr 
whom tho Deputy Commissioner has certain 
powers of supervision, particularly m matters 
affecting the welfare of the people Each 
rlistiict has «i Oml Surgeon, (except Maudli, 
Drug ami Balagh.lt where there are Assistant 
Surgeon*') who is generally also Superintendent 
of tlic Distuct 1ml except at Central Jails at 
Nagporc and Jubbulpore and District .fails 
nt Raipur, Narsuighpur, Amraotl and ALol.t 
where there are whole time Superintendents 
and whoso work is nteo in various respects 
supci vised by the Deputy Commissioner ‘The 
Deputy Commissioner is also Marriage Registrar 
and manages the estate*; of lus district which are 
under the Court of Wards In Iub revenue 
and criminal work the Deputy Commissioner 
is assisted by (a) one or more Assistant 
Commissioners, or members of tho Indian Civil 
Service , (b) one or more Extra Assistant 
Commissioners, or members of the Provincial 
! Civil Service, including a few Anglo- 
Indians and (c) by Tahsiidars and Nalb 
Tahsildars, or members of the Subordinate 
service. The district is divided for adnumstratn e 
purposes into tahsils, the average ansa of which is 
1,500 square miles in each village a lambardnr 
or representative of the proprietary body is 
executive headman. 

Justice 

The Court of the Judicial Commissioner 1* 
the highest court of appeal m civil oases, and- 
also the highest court of criminal appeal and 
revision for the Cehtral Provinces and Berar 
including proceedings against European British 
snbjeots and persons jointly charged with Eu- ' 
ropean British subjects. . 

The Court sitB at Nagpur and consists of a 
Judicial Commissioner and 4 Additional Judi- 
cial Commissioners of whom one at least must 
be an advocate' of the Court or a Barrister or 
pleader of not less than 10 years’ 'standing. 

Subordinate to the Judicial Commissioner’s 
Court are the District and Sessions Judges 
(9 in number) each of whom exercises civil and 
criminal jurisdiction m a Qml and Sessions 
district comprising one or more Revenue dis- 
tricts The cm! staff below the District 
and Sessions .Tndge consists of Subordinate 
Judges of the first and second 'class. < 

Local Self-Government. 

Municipal administration was firstintroduced 
under the Punjab Municipal Acts and the Muni- 
cipality of Nagpflr dates from 1854 Several 
revising Acts extend its scopo and the O P 
Municipalities Act passed towards the end 
of the year 1023 has considerably increased 
the power of the Municipal Committees 
The C P Municipalities Act ,has also 
been extended to Berar Viewed gen- 
erally, municipal self-government is considered 
to have taken root successfully The larger 
towns have municipalities, there being 76 such 
bodies m the Province. 
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Under the Centra! Province* Local Self-Gov- 
ernment Act passed in 1920 ns amended in 1931 
there is a local Board for each tahsil and a 
district council for each district excepting 
Hoshangabad, Chbmdw nra and Saugor districts 
each of which has two district councils The local 
board consists of elected representatives of circle 
and nominated members other than Government 
officials not exceeding m numbers one-fonrth of 
the board, and the constitution of the district 
council is a certain proportion of elected 
representatives of local boards, of members 
selected by those representatives and of mem- 
bers, other than Government servants, nomi- 
nated by Government. 

The district councils in the Central Provinces 
have power of taxation within certain 
limits and local boards derive their fundB in 
allotments from the District Councils, The 
new Central Provinces Local Self-Gov eminent 
Act has also been applied to Berar. The Office 
Bearers of all the district councils and with fow 
exceptions of local boards also are non-officiak 

Rural education, sanitation, medical relief and 
rural communications are among the primary 
objects to which these bodies direct their atten- 
tion, while expenditure on famine relief is also a 
legitimate charge upon the District Conneilfunds 

The Central Provinces Village Panchayat Act 
was passed m the year 1920 So far 801, Pan- 
chayats have been established As the result 
of a recommendation of a Committee appointed 
in 1925 to look into the question of Panchayats, 
a Village Panchnyat Officer was appointed 
to guide the developments of the Panchayat 
svstem This post was kept vacant on account 
of financial stringency for more then two jenrs 
It has now been filed m with effect from the 
24th May 1933. 

Public Works 

The Public Works Department, which com- 
prises^ Buddings ^and Roads^and^ Irrigation 

who is also Secretary to the Government There 
are two Superintending Engineers who between 
them supervise the work of both branches 
The Province is well served by a net-work of 
roads, but m a number of cases they are not fully 
bridged and are therefore impassable to traffic 
at times during the rams During the last 
10 years Government has been pursuing a policy 
of transfer of certain State roads of local import- 
ance' and buildings situated thereon to the 
District Councils for maintenance and up to 
date 1,10b miles of metalled and 795 xnile3 of 
unmetalled roads have been transferred 

State irrigation was introduced early m the 
present century mainly as a result of the re- 
commendations of the Irrigation Commission 
(1901-03) The Irrigation Branch of the depart- 
ment was separated from the Roads and Buildings 
•RwumJi in 1920 During the Inst thirtj-four 
years a sum of Rs 7 S crores has boon expended 
on the construction of irrigation w orks, of which 
the more important are the Wxinganga, Tandula, 
Mahana di. Shar nng and Mauinn canals 

Three works, nr , the Mahanadi andWainganga 
Canals and the Asola Mcndha tank were sanc- 
tioned originally os productive works and the 
remainder were all sanctioned as unproductive 
works. The three works sanctioned as pro- 
ductive have all failed to justifv their classifica- 
tion in that category and have now been trans- 


ferred to tho nnprodnetlvc list The conditions 
m the provmco are such that irrigation works 
cannot be expected to be productive and their 
construction is justified only on account ot their 
value as a protection jgaiust famine Tlic 
normal area of annual irrigation is at present 
about 352,000 acres, mnmiy nco and the income 
from these works is somewhat more thin tin 
expenditure incurred on their maintenance and 
management 

, Police 

The police force was constituted on its present 
basis on the formation of tho Provmco, tho 
whole of which including tho Cantonments and 
the Municipalities, is under one force Tho 
strength is equal to cnc man per nine square 
miles of area Tho superior officers comprise an 
Inspector-General, whose jurisdiction extonds 
over Berar, three Deputy Inspeetors-General, for 
assistance m the administrative control and 
supervision of the Police force. Including the 
Criminal Investigation Department, and the 
usual cadre of District Superintendents of 
Police, Assistant and Deputy Superintendents 
and subordinate officers On rnilwavs special 
Railway Police are employed under the 
control of two Superintendents of Rallwav 
Police with headquarters at Raipnr and 
Hoshangabad. A Special Armed Force of 870 
men is distributed over tho headquarters of 
eight districts, for use in dealing with armed 
dlsturbere of tho peace in whatever quarter 
they may aonear There Ib a small force of 
Mounted Police. The Central Provinces Ins 
□o rural police as the term is understood in 
other parts of India. The village watchman is 
the subordinate of the village headman and not 
a police official and It is considered verj desk- 
■ able to maintain his position m this respect.

The Education Department of the Ccntn 
I Provinces and Berar is administered bv a Direc- 
tor of Public Instruction, a Registrar, Education 
1 Department and Secretary, High School Edu- 
| cation Board, four Inspectors and two Inspec- 
tresses who m their turn are assisted bv nine 
I Assistant Inspectors and four Assistant Jnxpi t- 
tresses Schools are divided into (n) schools for

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The districts under the Deputy Commis- 
sioners are divided into from two to five sub- 
eollectoratos in charge of tahsildars, who are 
invested with criminal and olvil and revenue 
powers, and are assisted by naib-tahsildars, 
who exercise only criminal and revenue powers. 
Some sub-divisions are m charge of Assistant 
or Extra Assistant Commissioners. The vil- 
lage community characteristic of some parts 
of India is not indigenous among the Pathans 
Its place as a social unit is to some extent taken 
by the tribe, which is held together by the tics 
of kinship and ancient ancestry, real or imagi- 
nary.

of the administration, and their Courts are the 
highest criminal and appellate tribunals In this 
Province The improvements needed to bring 
the judicial administration nn-to-date, in accord 
with the growth of tne business of administra- 
tion, are dealt with in the Inquiry Committee’s 
report to which reference was made above 

A Governor’s Province —In January M 32 
it was announced that the Province would be 
constituted as a Governor's Province, and the 
application to the Province of tho provisions of 
-the Government of India Act was gazetted,

systems at Tawahi and Crater haxe been 
completed 

Climate — The "average temperature of the 
station is 87 degrees In the shade, the mean 
ranee being from 75 In January to 98 in June, 
w ith variations up to 102. The lulls between the 
monsoons in May and September are very 
oppressive But Aden is usually free from 
infectious diseases and epidemics, and the 
absence of vegetation, the dryness of the 
soil and the purity of the drinking water consti- 
tute efficient safeguards against many maladies 
common to tropical countries. The annual 
rainfall varies from J inch to 8J inches, with an 
irregular av erage of 3 inches. 

Aden Protectorate— The principal Chiefs 
of the Aden hinterland are In protection treaty 
relations with the British Government, and 
their territories and dependencies comprise 
tho Aden Protectorate. In April 1905 an 
Anglo-Turklsh Boundary Commission Bfgncd 
a convention specifying a demarcated frontier 
between tbe Aden Protectorate and the (then) 
Turkish Yemen, stretching from Shaikh Murad 
opposite Penm, to the rlv cr Buna, some 29 mile*, 
north-east of Dbala\ and thence north-east 
to the Great Desert (Bub’ nl Khali) with 
certain modifications this frontier has been 
accepted by the Treaty of Son ,! i signed on llth 
lebruary 1934 as the boundarx between the 
Aden Protectorate and tbe territories of the 
King of the Yemen, who became ruler of 
the former Turkish poEsc^nns In S V\ 
Arabia after the conclusion of tbe Great War 
The Aden Protectorate stretches eastwards to 
include the Hndhramaut and the territories of 
tho Sultan of Qishn, bordering upon Oman, 
and compnses in all about 24,000 square miles

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State with bis Council, and he has fuller power 
than In the past to prescribe the manner in 
which business is to be transacted Though 
in practice the Council meets weekly (save 
in vacation periods) this has ceased to be a 
statutory requirement, the law now providing

The number of members of the Council was

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I Tho area enclosed within the boundaries of 
Undia is 1,773,108 square miles, with a popula- 
tion of 352,837,778 of, people — nearly one-fifth 
bf the human race. But of this total a very 
large part is not under British Administration 
The area covered m the Indian States is 675,207 
square miles with a population of 81,310,845 
The Indian States embrace the widest 
variety of country and jurisdiction They 
vary m size from petty states like Lawn, m 
Bajputana, with an area of 19 square miles, 
and the Simla Hill States, whieh are httle more 
than small holdings, to States like Hyderabad, 
as large as Italy; with a population of over 
fourteen millions. They incinde the inhospi- 
table regions of, Western Kojputana, Baroda, 
part of the Garden of India, Mysore, rich m 
agricultural wealth, and Kashmir, one of the 
most favoured spots on the face oi the 
globe. 

Relations with the Paramount Power. 

So diverse are the condition* 1 under which 
the Indian States were established and came 
Into political relation with the Gm eminent of 
India, that it is impossible even to summarise 
them. But broadly it may be said that as 
the British boundaries expanded, the states 
came under the influence of the Government 
and the rulers were confirmed in their posses- 
sions To this general policy however there 
was, for a hnef period, an important departure 
During the regime of Lord Dalhousie 
the Government introduced what was called 
annexation through lapse That is to say, 
when there was no direct heir, the Government 
considered whether public interests would be 
secured bv granting the right of adoption 
Through the application of this polic}, tho 
abates of Satara and of Nagpur fell in to tho 
Bast India Company, and the kingdom of Oudh 
was annexed because of the gross misgovern 
incut of its rulers Then came tho Mutiny 
It was followed by the transference of the 
dominions of the Bast India Companj to the 
Crown, and an irrevocable declaration of policj 
toward tlic Indian States In the historic 
Proclamation of Queen Victoria it was set out 
that “ We desire no extension of our present 
territorial possessions ; and while no will 
permit no aggression on our dominions or our 
rights to he attempted with impunit; we shall 
allow no encroachments on those of others 
We Bhall respect ihe rights, dignity and honour 
of the Native Pnnccs ns our own; and wc 
desire that thev , an well as our own subjects, 
should enjoy that prosperity «nd that social 
advancement which can nnl} be secured bv 
internal pence and good government" Since 
the issue of that proclamation there has been 
no encroachment on the area nndcr Indian 
rule bv the Government of Indin On the 
contrarv, the movement has been In the op- 
posite direction In ISSl the State of Mysore, 
which had been o long under British admi- 
nistration that the traditions of Native rule 
■were almost forgotten, was restored to the 
old Hindu ruling house. In 1911 the Maharajah 


of Benares, tho great taluqdar of Oudh, was 
granted ruling powers over bis extensn c po*

> Rights of Indian States. 

, The rights and obligations of tbe Indian 
i States ore thus described by the Imperial 
Gazetteer. Tbe Chiefs have, without excep- 
tion, gamed protection against dangers from 
without and a guarantee that tho protector 
will respect their rights as rulers The Para- 
mount Power acts for them in relation to foreign 
Powers and other Indian StatcB The in- 
habitants of the Indian States are the subjects 
of their rnlcra, and except in case of personal 
jurisdiction over British subjects, these rulers 
and their subjects are free from the control 
of the laws of British Indin Criminals es- 
caping to an Indian State must be handed over 
■* to it by its authorities, thev cannot be arrc«ted 
' by cbo police of British India without tnc per- 
mission of the ruler oi the State The Indian 
Pnnccs have therefore a suzerain power which 
acts for them in all external affairs, and at 
the same time scrupulouslj respect*- tlicir in 
tcraal authority. Tnc suzerain also intervene* 
when the internal peace of their territories 
is seriously threatened Tinallj tlicj parti- 
cipate m all tho benefit* which the protcctinr 
power obtains by its diplomatic action, or bv 
Its administration of it* own dominions, and 
thus secure a share in the commerce, tlic rail- 
ways, tho ports, and the markets of Briti'h 
India Except in rare case* applied to mari- 
time states, tlicv have freedom of trade with 
British India although thev lcvj their own 
customs, nnd their subjects n re admitted to 
1 most of the public offices of the British

Political Officers.

In , 
these ways there has been a steady rise in the ■ 
character of the administration of the Indian * 
States, approximating more closely to the 
British ideal Most of the Indian States have 
also come forward to bear their chars in the 
burden of' Imperial defence Following on 
the spontaneous offer of 'military assistance 
when war with Russia appeared to be inevi- 
table over the Pcnjdeh incident in 1885, the 
states have raised a portion of their forces 
up to the standard of the troops m the Indian 
Army. These were until recently termed Imperial 
Service Troops, but are now designated 
Indian State Forces they belong to the fjtates; 
they are officered by Indians , but they are 
inspected by a regular cadre of British officers 
under the general direction of an Inspector- 
General Their numbers are approximately 
22,000 men , their armament is the same as that 
of the Indian Army and they have done good* 
service often under their own Chief!), on 
the Frontier and in China, in Somaliland 
and In the Great War. Secure m Che 
knowledge that the Paramount Power will

contagious diseases. There are 03 Veterinary Dis- 
pensaries and Hospitals in the State under tho 
control of the Civil Veterinary Department, 

Industries and Commerce — A Department 
of Industries and Commerce was organised in 
1913 with a view to the development of Indus- 
tries and Commerce in the State Its main 
functions are stimulating private enterprise by 
the offer of technical advice and other assistance 
for starting new Industnes, undertaking experi- 
mental work for pioneering Industries and deve- 
loping existing Industries and serving as a general 
bureau of Information in Industrial and commer- 
cial matters Tbe department lias under its 
control the following demonstration factories— 
the Government Soap Factory, Government 
Porcelain Factory’ and tlio Central ' Industrial 
Workshop The Department lias a w ell-equipped 
staff to undertake the drilling of boreholes for 
meeting the requirements of drinking water 
m the rural areas Mysore is tlio largest pro- 
ducer of silk m India, and the care and develop- 
ment of this industry Is entrusted to a Depart- 
ment of Sericulture In charge of a Superintendent 
subject to the general control of the Director of 
Industries and Commerce Arrangements havo 
been made for the Bupplv of disease-free seed and 
a central and five taluk popular schools have 
been doing good w ork With a v low’ to demons- 
trate and Impart instructions m tho utilisation 
of the high grade silk produced In tlio State, 
Government liax’o recontly established a silk 
Weaving Factory and Dyeing and Finishing 
Works at Mysore The Sandalwood Oil 
Factory started on an experimental basis is 
now working on a commercial scale A factory 
is working at Mvsore A large plant at a 
cost of more than 170 lakhs of rupees 
has been constructed at Bhadravatbl for pur- 
poses of manulacturlng charcoal, pig-iron, dis- 
tilling wood-alcohol, and developing subsidiary 
Industries A new pipe foundry was opened 
there for the manufacture of pipes winch 
arc in great demand in several towns in Indis 
A steel plant is also proposed to be Installed 
shortly The works arc on the borders of an 
extensiv e forest area and practically* at tho foot 
of the hills containing rich deposits of Iron, 
manganese and bauxite, and arc not far from 
the Gersoppa Water Falls estimated to be capable 
of producing 100,000 horse-power of electric 
energy. A Trade Commissioner in London has 
been appointed to look after the interest of 
tbe trade and industry of the State.

The Indian States oi the North-West 
Frontier Provinces are Amb, Dir, Swat 
and Chitral The area of the latter throe 
is 3,000,1,800 and 4,000 square miles and popula- 
tion 250,000, 216,000 and 00,000 respectively 

Amb — Is only a village on the western 
bank of the Indus in Independent Tanawola 

Chitral — Buns from Lowarai top to the Booth 
of the Hindn-Kush range m the north, and has an 
area of abont 4,000 square miles The ruling 
dynasty has maintained itself for more than 
three hundred years, during the greater part of 
which the State has constantly been at war with 
Its neighbours It was visited in 1885 by the 
Lockhart Mission, and in 1889, on the establish- 
ment of a political agency m Gilgit, the ruler 
of Chitral received an annual subsidy from the 
British Government That subsidy was increased 
two years later on condition that the ruler, 
Amen-ul-Mulk, accepted the advice of the Bri- 
tish Government in all matters connected with 
foreign policy and frontier defence His sudden 
death in 1802 was followed by a dispute as to the 
succession The eldest son Nizam-nl-Mnlk was 
recognised by Government, but he was mur- 
dered in 1895. A war was declared by Umrn- 
khan of Jandul and Dir against the infidels and 
the .Agent at Gilgit, who had been sent to 
Chitral to report on the situation, was besieged 
with his escort and aforcehad to be despatched 
(April 1895) to their relief 


The valleys of which the State consist 
are extremely fertile and continuously culti- 
vated The internal administration of the 
country is conducted by His Highness Sir 
Shujaul-inulk, soil, the Mehtnr of Chitral 
and the foreign policy is regulated by the 
Political Agent at MalaLand.

apex at Cape Comorin The early history of 
Travancore is m great part traditional , bus 
there is little doubt that H H the Maharaja 
is the representative of the Chera dynasty, 
one of the three great Hindu dynasties winch 
exercised sovereignty at one time in Southern 
India The petty chiefs, who had subsequently 
set up as independent rulers within the State, 
were all subdued, and the whole country, in- 
cluded within its present boundaries, was con- 
solidated and brought under one rule, by Maha- 
raja MarthandaVarma (1729-58) The English 
first settled at Anjengo, a few miles to the north 
of Trivandrum, and built a factory there in 
1684 In the ware m which the Bast India 
Company were engaged in Madura and Tinne- 
velly, in the middle of the 18th century, the 
Travancore State gave assistance to the British 
authorities Travancore was reckoned as one 
of the staunchest allies of the British Power and 
was accordingly included m the Treaty made m 
1784 between the Bast India Company and the 
Sdftan of Mysore To protect the State from 
possible inroads by Tippu, an arrangement was 
come to in 1788 with the Bast India Comnnny, 
and in 1705 a formal treaty was concluded, by 
which the Company agreed to protect Travan- 
core from all foreign enemies. In 1805 the 
annnal subsidy to be paid by Travancore was 
fixed at 8 lakhs of rupees. 
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H H tho Maharaja (b 7th November 1912) 
ascended themasnnd on'the 1st September 1024 
During the minority the Stale was i ulcd l>y Her 
Highness Maharanl Setu’Lakslimi Bai, o I , aunt 
of the Maharaja, as Regent on his behalf His 
Highness waB invested with ruling powers ou 
the 6th November 1031 The work of legisla- 
tion was entrusted to a Legislative Council 
established as early as 1888 The Legislature 
was last re-constituted In January 1033 when a 
bicameral body was instituted Tlio new 
Chambers, me , the Sn Mulam Assembly and 
the Sn Chitra State Council have a predominant 
electejl non-official majority Both Clumbers 
possess tho light to vote on the annual Budget 
to move resolutions and ask questions Both 
Chambers have also the right to initiate legisla- 
' tion. The elections to tho Assembly are based

STATES OF WESTERN INDIA 


Owing to the large number qf St ites concern- 
ed and the interlacing of their territories with 
neighbouring British districts, the transfer of 
States under the Bombay Government to direct 
political relations with the Government of India 
twhich was advocated in the Montagu- 
Chelmsford Beport on the Constitutional Re- 
orms) had been delayed. The first stage of that 
process, however, was earned ont In Ortober, 
1924, wben a new Residency was created in 
direct relation with the Government of India 
comprising fhe whole of the compact area 
making up the Kathiawar Gutch and 
Folanpnr Agencies under the Government of 
Bombay. 

The remaining States in the Bombay 
President which continued to remain in poli- 
tical relations with the Government of Bombay 
were transferred to the direct control of the 
Government of India with effect irom the 1st 
April 1933 The transfer necessitated re- 
grouping not onlj of the remaining Bombay 
States but also of some of the States comprised 
m the Western India States Agency Ail the 
States and Estates hitherto included in the 
Mahi Kantha Agency except the Danta State 
are now m the Western India States Agency 
These and the States and Estates comprised 
in the Banas Kantha Agencv except the Palan- 
pur State under the Western India States 
Agency now xorm a combined Agencv which is 
designated "feabar Kantha Agency” The 
D°nta State has been transferred to the Raj- 
putana Agencv , so also the Palnnpur State 
which was in the Western India States Agency 
has been transferred to the Bajputana Agencv

Cutch — Before the creation in October 1924,

Bliavnagar — This State lies at the head and 
west side of the Golf of Cambay The Gohcl 
Rajputs, to which tribe the Ruler of Bhavnagor 
belongs, are said to have settled m the countrj 
about the year 1260, under Sajakji from whose 
three sons— Ranoji, Sarangji and Sbahji — are 
descended rcspeutij dy the rulers ofBhavnagar, 
Lathi and Palitana An intimate connexion 
was formed between the Bombay Government 
and Bhavnagor m the eighteenth century when 
the ruler of that State took pains to destroy the 
pirates which Infested the ncighbonrmg seas 
The State was split up when Gujarat and Kn- 
thiawar were divided between the Peshwa and 
the Gaekwar , but the various claims over 
Bhavnagor were consolidated in the hands oi 
the British Government in 1807 The State 
pajs an annual tribute of Rs 1,28,060 to the 
British Government, Rs 3,581-8-0 as Peshkashi 
to Baroda, and Rs 22,858 as Zortallu to Juna- 
gadh His Highness Maharaja Krishna Kumar- 
sinbji succeeded to the gadi on tho death of his 
father, Maharaja Sir Bliavsinhji, kosi on 17th 
July 1919, and was invested Adtli full powers

The famous Asoka inscription of the 
Buddhist time caned out on a big bolster of 
black granite stone is housed at the foot of the 
Girnar Hill, which is sacred to the Jains, the 
Shivaites, the Yaishnantes and other Hindus 
To the south-east of the Girnar Hill lies the ex- 
tensive forest of the Gir comprising 494 square 
miles, 823 acres and lOgunthas Itsupphes tim- 
ber and other natural products to the residents 
of the State and the neighbouring districts and 
is unique as tne sole stronghold of the Indian 
lion. The area of the State is 3,837 square 
miles and the average revenue amounts to 
about Rs 84,00,000 The total population 
according to the census of 1931 is 545,152 
Until 1472 when it was conquered by 
Sultan Mahomed Begra of Ahmedabad 
Junagadh was a Rajput State ruled by 
Chiefs of the Chuda Sama tribe During the 
reign of the Emperor Akbar it became a de- 
pendency of Delhi under the immediate autho- 
rity of the Moghal Yiceroy of Gujarat. ‘About 


1735 when tho representatives of tho Moghals 
had lost his authority in Gujarat, Shcrkhnn 
B.ibi, the ancestor of the present Babi Ruler, 
expelled the Moghal Governor, and established 
‘his own rule The ruler of Junagadh first 
entered into engagements with the British Gov- 
ernment in 1807.

UNDER THE GOVERNMENT OF ASSAM. 


Manjputv-The only State of importance, 
nnder the Government of Assam, is Manipur 
whioh has an area of 8,620 square miles and 
a population of 4,46,606 (1031 Census), of which 
about 58 percent are Hindus and 35 per cent 
animistic hill tribes Manipur consists of a 
great tract of mountainous country, and a valley 
about 50 miles long and 20 miles wide, which 
Is shut in on every side. The State adopted 
Hinduism lu the early eighteenth century, in 
the reign of Pamhelbnor Ghanb Kawaz, who 
subsequently made several invasions into 
Burma. On the Burmese retaliating, Manipur 
negotiated a treaty of alliance with the British 
in 1762. The Burmese again invaded Manipur 
during the first Burmese war, and on the con- 
clusion of peace in 1826 Mampnr was declared 
independent. The chief event in its subsequent 
history was the intervention of the British in 
1861 to establish the claim of Hula Chandra 
Singh as Maharaja, followed by the treacherous 
murder of the Chief Commissioner, Mr. Quinton, 
and the officers with him, and the withdrawal of 
the escort which accompanied him Prom 1.821 
to 1007 the State was administered by the 
Political Agent, during the minority of H H 
Chura Chand Singh The Baja was invested 
with ruling powersm 1B07 and formally installed 
on the gadi lu 1908 for his services during i 
the War the hereditary title of Maharaja was 


conferred on him. He is entitled to a salute 
of 11 guns. 

The administration of the State Is now con* 
ducted by H. H. the Maharala, assisted by a 
Durbar, which consists of a President, who fa 
usually a member of the Indian Civil Seri ice, 
his services being lent to the State bj the 
Assam Government tbreo ordinary and three 
additional members, who ate all Manipuns The 
staple crop of the country is rice Forest* of 
various kinds cover the great part of the 
mountain ranges. 

Khasi States.— 'These petty chicfshjps, 
25 m number, with a total area of about 
3,600 square miles and a population of 
1,80,000, are included under the Government 
of Assam. Most of tlio States have treaties 
or engagement nith the British Government. 
The two largest arc Khynm and My litem and 
the smallest is Konrinral, uluch has a popula- 
tion of only 213 Most of them are ruled bj 
a Chief or Stem The Sicmship usual)} 
remains in one famll} The succession w i* 
originally controlled by a small electoral bodv 
constituted from the beads of certain clans hut 
m recent years there has been a tendency tc 
broaden the elective basis The constitution ol 
a Khasi State has always been of a verv demo- 
cratic character, a Slcm cvcrcismg hut little 
control over his people.

Benares — The kingdom of Benares under 
Its Hindu Rulers existed from time 'immemorial 
and finds mention in Hindu and Buddhist litera- 
ture In the 12th century it was conquered 
by Sliflhab-ud-dm Ghon and formed a separate 
province of the Moh&mmadan Empire In the 
18th century when the powers of Moghal 
Emperors declined after the death of Aurangzeb, 
Raya Mansa Ram an enterprising zamindar of 
Gangapur (Benares district; founded the State 
of Benares and obtained a Sanad from the 
Emperor Mohammad Shah of Delhi in the name 
of h)B son Raja Balwant Singh in 1788 Raja 
Mansa Ram died in 1740 and his son Balwant 
Smgli became the virtual ruler During the 
next 30 years attempts were unsuccessfully 
mado by Safdar Jang and after him by Shuja-ud- 
daula of Oudh to destroy^ the independence 
of tho Raja and the Port of Ramn&gar was 
built on the bank of the Ganges oppomte the 
Benares City Raja Balwant Singh died in 
1770 and was succeeded by his son Chet Singh 
He was expelled by Warren Hastings Balwant 
Singh’s daughter’s son Mahip Narain Singh was 
placed on the gadt Tho latter proved an 
Imbecile and there was maladministration 
which led to an agreement m 1794 by which

Family Domains of the Maharaja of Benares 
On the 1st of April, 1011, the major portion of 
these Domains booamo a State consisting of the 
perganns of Bhadolu and Chakia (or Kora 
Mnngraur) The town of Ramnagar and its 
neighbouring villages were ceded by tho British 
Government to the Maharaja m 1918 and bocamo 
part of the State. The Maharaja’s powers are 
those of a Ruling Chief , subjoct to certain condi- 
tions, of which the most important are the 
maintenance of all rights acquired under laws 
in force prior to the transfer, the reservation to 
Government of tho control of tho postal and 
telegraph systems, of plraiory criminal jurisdic- 
tion within the State over servants of the British 
Government and European BrllMi subjects, and 
of a right of control m certain matters connected 
with Excise

Bahawalpur.— A Native State in direct poli- 
tical relationship with the Government of India 
through the Agent to the Governor-Gene- 
ral, Punjab States Agency Bahawalpur is situa- 
ted between the Punjab and Bajpntana, latitude 
27° 41' to 30° 22' 15", long 70° 47' to 74“ 1* 
and bounded on the North-East by the District 
of Ferozepur , on the East and South by the 
Bajpntana States of Bikaner and Jalsahnere , on 
the South-West by Sind, on the North-West bv 
the Indus and Sutlej rivers. Area, 15,000 
square milea. 

1 This State is about 300 miles in length and 
• about 50 miles wide. Is divided lengthwise into 
’three great strips. Of these, the first is a part 
•of the Great Indian Desert, the central track 
which Is as barren as uplands of the Western 
I Punjab, has however been partly rendered cap- 
able of cultivation by the network of Sutlej 
Valley Canals constructed recently, and the 
tlnrd a fertile alluvial tract in the river Talley 
•is called the Sind The State is a partner m the 
great Sutlej Valley Project w hich is now nearing 
completion The scheme embodies four colossal 

wews and. a network of canals that arc gra- 
dually but surelv converting tho arid and bleak 
desert of Cholistan into a valley of smiling fields 
and rich gardens It has been estimated that 
Iho perennial and non-perennial areas to he 
brought under cultivation by the Project would 
cover 14*64 and 25 82 lakh acres of laud respec- 
tively. The ruling family is descended from 
the Abbasside Khalifas of Baghdad The tribe 
originally came from Sind, and assumed inde- 
pendence during the dismemberment of the 
Durrani Empire In tlic Treaty of Lahore in ISO**.

Under the Moghuls it became tributary to the 
empire, but its internal administration was 
not interfered with, and it escaped almost 
unscathed from Sikh aggression. The State 
first came under British influence in 1846 
The part. we=t of the Ban, was at first banded 
over to Ka«hmir, but subsequently the boun- 
daries of the State were fixed, as they now 
i tend, and it was declared independent of 
Kashmir. The present chief is H. H. Baja 
Bara Singh, who was born in 1890, and 
succeeded in 1910 The principal crops are 
rice, maize and millets. There are some 
\aluable forests which were partly leased 
to Government in 1S64 for a term of 99 years, 
but the management of them has now been 
retroceded to the Chamba Durbar The 
mountain ranees are rich in minerals which 
i-i. little worked The principal road to Chamba 
town is from Fathankot, the terminus of 
the Amritsar Fathankot branch of the North- 
Western Hallway. Chamba town, on the right 
lnnl of the Bavi, contains a number of rater- 
c-tinc: temples, of which that of Lalshmi 
\*a~»van, dating possibly from the tenth cen- 
tury, is tlie most famous.

in 1899. The State rendered exemplary 
services in the Great European War. It sup- 
plied 8,673 men to the Indian Army and 
Imperial Service Troops and doubled the strength 
of its Imperial Service Infantry. The total 
contribution amounted to nearly 35 lakhs, in 
gifts of cash, materials, animals and loan.

The situation 
of this town on the main railway line and the 
consequent facilities of export and import make 
jts-importance still greater and this Is the chief 
commercial town in the State. The main line 
ot the North-Western Railway passes through 
part of the State and the Grand Trunk Bond 
Kins parallel to it A branch railway from 
Jullundur Citv to Ferozepur passes through 
too capital. The Imperial Service and local 
troops of the State have been rc-organized and 
are now designated as Kapurtbala State 
lorccs.

UNDER THE GOVERNMENT OF BURMA. 


The States under this Government comprise 
the Sbsn States which am included In British 
India though they do not form part of Burma 
proper and ora not comprised in the regularly i 
administered area of the Province and tho 
garenni States which are not port of British 
India and are not subject to any of the laws m 
force in the Shan States or other parts of Burma. 

The Shan States comprise tho two Isolated

JAMMU AND KASHMIR STATE. 


The territory known generally as the Jammu 
and Kashmir State lies 'between 32° and 37 s 
N. and 73 s and 80° K. It ib an almost entirely 
mountainous region with a strip of level land 
along the Punjab Border, and its mountains, 
valleys and lakes comprise some of the grandest 
scenery in the world. The 8tatc may be divided 
physically into three areas * the upper, com- 
prising the area drained by the Blver Indus and 
its tributaries ; the middle, drained by. the 
Jheltun and Kishenganga Bivers , and the lower 
area, consisting of the level stjnp along the 
southern border, and its adjacent ranges of hills 
The dividing lines between the three areas are 
the snow-bound inner and outer Himalayan 
ranges known as the Zojiia and the Panchnl 
The area of the State ib 84,258 square miles 
beginning m the south where the great plain of 
the Punjab ends, it extends northwards to the 
high Karakoram mountains ‘'Where three 
Umpires Meet.” 

Briefly described, tho State comprises the 
\ alleys at the three great rivers of Northern 
India, tor , the upper reaches of the Chenab and 
tlio Jhelum, and the middle reaches of the Indus 
The total population is 3.220,518 souls. 

History — Various historians and pbets have 
left more or less trustworthy records oi the 
history of the Valley of Kashmir and the adjacent 
regions In 1586 it was annexed to the Moghul 
Empire by Akbar Srinagar, tho Capital, 
originally Known as Pravarapura, had by then 
been long cstabbshed though many of the fine 
buildings said to ha\e been erected by early 
Hindu rulers had been destroyed by the Mu- 
hammadans who first penetrated into the Valiev 
m tho fourteenth century In the reign of 
Sikandnr, who was a contemponrj of Tuner- 
lane, a large number of Hindus w is concerted 
to Islam JUiangir did much to beautift the 
Volley hut after Auruunreb there was a period 
of disorder and dccaa and by the middle of the 
eighteenth century the Fuba or Governor of 
Kashmir hid become practically independent 
of Delhi Thereafter the country evpern'netd 
the oppression of Afghan rule until it w res- 
cued in 1810 by an anna sent by Maharaja 
Hamit Small The SlUi rule w ns less opprcssiv c 
than that of the Afghans. The early bistort oi

The most notable reform effected m the State 
during the reign oi the lato Maharaja was the 
Laud Reacnuc Settlement originally carried out 
under Lawrence and revised from time to time 
Administration — For some years after the 
accession to the gadi of the late M iharaja, the 
administration ot the State was conducted by 
a Council otcr which the Maharaja presided 
In 1905 this Council was abolished and the 
administration of the State was thenceforward 
carried ou by His Highness the Maharaja with 
the help of a Chief Minister and a number of 
Ministers in charge of different portfolios 
Tills system continued until the 21th January 
1922 when an Evecatn e Council was inaugurat- 
ed. Very recently, certain modifications Imc 
been introduced In the Constitution as a result 
of which the contact of His Ifighnc«a with the 
administration of tho State lias become mare 
direct and Intimate

Public Works — In 1904 a flood spill channel 
above Srinagar was constructed to mbumiso 
the constant danger of floods in the River 
Jhelum and It was hoped that the danger would 
be still further reduced by the carrying out of a 
scheme for lowering a part of tho bed of tho 
River Jhelum by dredging, which has been taken 
In hand. It 1 b interesting to know that dredging 
operations were once before earned out In tho 
reign of Avantivarmnn (AD. 855-883) by his 
engineer Suyya near Sopore, with the same 
object Good progress has been >made with 
irrigation but tho most important scheme of 
recent years has been the installation of a largo 
Electric Power Station or. tho Jhelum River at 
Mahora which was completed in 1907. 

Education — Of the total population of 
3,259,527 excluding tho frontier ilaqas where 
literacy is not recorded, there are 72,228 persons 
who are able to read and write, of whom 4,007 
only are females. In other words, 26 ont of 
overy 1,000 persons aged five or more can road 
and write. Among males 46 In every 1,000 are 
literate The number ot educational institu- 
tions Including two Arts Colleges and two tech- 
nical institutes is 784 and Is being steadily 
Increased. In municipal areas education for 
boyB has been made compulsory from 1929. 
Much progress has also been made in female 
education and two new girls’ schools have been 
established during tho year. 

Reforms — The most Important reforms 
Connected with the present Maharaja's reign 
havo been the establishment of an Independent 
High Court of Judicature modelled on British 
High Courts and the annual summoning of 
representatives from the provinces as a beginning 
of popular institutions in the State Important 
legislative measures passed by Hu Highness’ 
Government in recent years Include the raising 
of the ago of consent to 14 for girls and 18 for 
boys and the ’Agriculturists’ Relief Regulation 
meant to cope with tho problem ot rural 
indebtedness. 

OF PRINCES. 

The Chamber was formally Inaugurated by 
H R H the Duke of Connaught on 8th Februa- 
ry 1921 It meets regularly once a year and 
tho agenda of subjects for discussion Is framed 
and proposed by tho Cbancollor of tbo Chamber 
who at present u His Highness the Maharajah 
of Patiala The Chamber selects by voto Its 
own officers, who are tho Chancellor, a pro- 
Chancellor to act for him In his absence out of 
India and a Standing Committee of the Chamber. 
This Committee considers before the annual 
mootings tho subjects to be discussed at 
them 

Until 1929, the proceedings of the Chamber 
were considered as confidential and there was 
no admittance of tho general public to Its meet- 
ings At tho annual session in February 
1920, the Pnnccs passed a resolution by which 
all meetings were ordinarily mado open to the 
public. Tho Chamber contains very restricted 
accommodation and admission has to bo 
regulated according fo the number of scats 
available.

Portugal and Trance both hold small terrl- 
tori-il possessions m the Indian Peninsula. 

The Portuguese possessions m India, all of 
which are situated within the limits of Bombay 
Presidency, consist of the Province of Goa on 
the Arabian Sea Coast , the temtorj of Daman 
with tho small territory called Pragana-Nagar- 


Avely on the Gujarat Coast, at the entrance 
to the Gulf of Cambay; and the little island 
of Din, with two places called Gogla and Simbor, 
on the southern extremity of the Kathiawar 
Peninsula All these three territories constitute 
what is called the State of India.

census ten years previously. In the Velhas 
Conquistas the majority of the population is 
Christian In the Novas Conquistas UinduB 
are more numerous than Christians The Mos- 
lems m the territory are numbered in a few 
thousands Tho Christians still very largely 
adhere to caste distinctions, claiming to ho 
Brahmans, Chaidos and low casteB, which 
do not intermarry The Hindus who form about 
one-half of the total population are largely 
Maratha and do not differ from those 61 
the adjacent Konkan districts of Bombay. 
All classes of tho poople, with the exception of 
Europeans, use tho Konkani dialect of Marathi 
with some admixture of Portuguese words The 
official lan gunge is Portuguese, which is common- 
ly spoken in the capital and the principal towns 
as well as by all educated pcoplo Nearly all tho 
Christians profess the Homan Catholic religion 
and ato spiritually subject to an archbishop 
who has tlie titles of Pnmato of the East and 
Patriarch of tho East Indies and exercises ec- 
clesiastical jurisdiction also over a portion 
of Bntirii India, and the provinces of Macau 
(China) and Timor (Oceania), with missions 
In foreign countries and Mocambique (Portu- 
guese East Africa). The Christians of Daman 
.md Dlu an subject under a new Tieaty signed 
In 1928 between Portugal and the Holy Sec to 
tho Archbishop of Goa There are numerous 
churches m Goa, mostly limit by tbo Jesuits 
and Franciscans prior to the extinction of the 
religious orders m Portuguese territory. Tho 
churches nrein charge of secular priests. Hindus 
and Mahomedans now enjoy perfect freedom 
In religious matters ami have their own places 
of worship In the early days of Portuguese 
rule the worship of Hindu gods in public and 
the observance of Hinda usages were strictly 
forbidden and rigorously suppressed. 

The Country. 

A little over one-tliird of tlie entire territory 
of Goa Is stated to be under cultivation Tlie 
fertility of the soil varies considerably according 
to quality, situation and water-supply. The 
Yclhas Conquistas are os a rulo better and more 
Intensively cultivated than the Novas Conquis- 
tas jn both these divisions a holding of fifteen 
or sixteen acres would be considered a good 
sized farm but the majority of holdings arc of 
much smaller extent varying from half an acre 
to live or six acres The staple produce of tlie 
countrv Is rice, of which there are two good 
!■ irv i ->rs but the quantity produced Is bare]} 
* 1111111 ' nt to imct tlie needs of the population for 
tv o-tlilrds of the } ear Next to rice, tlie culture 
of cocoanut palms is deemed most important, 
from the varict} of uses to which the products 
arc applied. Hilly places and inferior 
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soils are set apart lor the cultivation of cereals 
and several kinds of fruits and vegetables an 
cultivated to an important extent The cond ition 
of the agricultural classes in the Velhas Con- 
qmstas has improved during recent years, 
owing to the general rise In the prices of all 
classes of agricultural produce and partly to 
the current of emigration to British territory. 
There is a great shortage of agricultural labour 
In the Velhas Conquistas In the summer months 
baudB of artisans and field labourers from the 
adjoining British territory make their way into 
Bardez where the demand for labour is always 
Keen Stately forests are found in the Bov as 
Conquistas They cover an area of 116 square 
miles and are under conservation and yield some 
profit to the administration Iron is found in 
parts of the territory , hat has not been seriously 
worked Manganese also exists and some mines 
are being worked at present, the ore being 
exported to the Continent 

Commerce. 

In the days of its glory, Goa was the chief 
entrepot of commerce between Bast and West 
'and was specially famous for its trade in hoTses 
with the Persian Gulf It lost its commercial 
Importance with the downfall of the Portuguese 
Empire and its trade is now insignificant 

The present trade of Go a is not very large. 
Its imports amount to about Bs 160 lakhs 
and exports to about Bs. 40 lakhs The dis- 
crepancy is met from the money sent to Goa 
by the many emigrants who are to bo found 
all over the world Few manufacturing indus- 
tries of any moment exist and most manufac- 
tured articles m use are imported Exports 
chiefly consist of cocoanuts, betel nuts, mangoes 
and other fruits and raw produce. 

A line, of railway connects Mormugno with 
the Madras and Southern Mahratta Bailway 
Its length from Mormugao to Castle Bock aboa e 
the Ghats where it joins the British system, is 
SI miles, of which 49 are in Portuguese territory. 
The railway is under the management of the 
Madras and Southern Mahratta Bailway admi- 
nistration, and the bulk of the trade of Mormu- 
gao port is what it brings down from and takes 
to the interior The telegraphs in Portuguese 
territories are worked as a separate system from 
the British. The latter, however, had an office 
at Bova-Goa maintained jointly by the two 
Governments bat since 1025 the Bova-Goa 
office has been banded over to the Pdrtugucse 
Government which now maintains and works 
all the telegraphs in its territories 

Taxes and Tariffs. 

The country was m a state of chronic financial 
equilibrium for near] v sixty years with occasional 
exceptions The lost war enhanced the deficits 
to alarming proportions and tacse were met bv 
fresh taxes and new loans Most of the new 
taxes were the result of the initiate e of the 
Governor-General Jaime de Morals, who is po- 
pularly known as the 'Governor of Taxes " 
Only in 1027 the country experienced the joys 
of a balanced budget and the public servants 
whose salaries had always remained m arrears 
are now being paid regularly. There is an esti- 
mated surplus of about a lakh and a half which 
has been car-marked for promoting the jpdqs- 
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: trial progress of the country. If municipal 
and national taxes be added togetler, *»,- 
country presents a very high incidence m tv 1 
won, even higher than that of British in ii 1 1 !<e 
average coming to about Bs 8-8 per tibiti 
There is no income-tax, except for gov-mm-nt 
servants, but there Is a special ten per ceut tav 
on all Incomes derived In the shape of intcres* 
on loans This tax Is a pou erful contributory 
cause to the flight of capital from Portuguese 
India. The chief sources of revenue are the 
land tax, Excise and the customs There is a 
special tax on emigrants which yields to the 
State about Bs 60,000 The country being 
economically backward, the taxes give icr> 
little Indication of its productive capacity or of its 
annual wealth The national wealth is a matter 
of pure conjecture for lack of statistics 

The tariff schedule Is based on the three-fold 
principle, fiscal, protective and preferential 
There is a limited free list on which books and 
paper figure prominently The fiscal tariff 
ranges from 10 to 30 per cent according to the 
nature of the commodities, but tbc duties In 
several coses are specific, not ad valorem. Tills 
causes considerable hardship to trade, and 
specially to the poorer classes of consumer* 
The preferential tariff applies to goods coming 
from Lisbon and tbe Portuguese Colonic*. 
Very recently the principle of protection 1ns 
been extended to tbe export of canned fruits 
which are entitled to a bounty of 20 per cent, on 
their basic price. 

The Capital- 

Bova-Goa, the present capital of Portuguese 
India, comprehends Panjim and Blbsndnr, 
Old Goa is some six miles distant from the new 
city Panjim occupies a narrow strip ot 
land leading up to the Cabo, the cape divid- 
ing the Aguoda bay from that of Mormu- 
gao, and mainly slopes down to tho edge of 
the Agnadn It was selected as the residence 
of the Portuguese Viceroy in 1730, and in 184 i 
it was raised to its present rank as the capital 
of Portuguese India The appearance of tho 
city, with its row of public buildings and ele- 
gant private residences, as seen from the water 
is very picturesque and this Impression is not 
belied by a closer inspection of its neat and 
spacious roads, bordered by decent, tidy hous*'* 
Tho most imposing public structures are the 
barracks, an immense quadrangular building 
the eastern wing of which accommodates the 
Primary School, the Public Library and the Go- 
vernmont Press Other noticeable buildings are 
the Cathedral and various churches the vice- 
regal palace and the High Court Th» 
square In the lower part of the town Is adorn* 1 
with a Mfe-slzed statue of Albuquerque stand- 
ing under a canopy. 

History. 

Goa was captured for the Portuguese fc- 
Alfonso de Albuquerque in 2510 Albuqu'r- 
quo promptlv fortified tbo place and e=ta*>l‘-l. <1 
Portuguese rule on a firm basis Iron *bl* 
time Goa rapidlv rose In importance ’nd b.- 
came the metropolis of Portuguese po'er la 
the East There was constant flghMnz wi k h 
the armies of the Bijapnr kingdom b* t t* * 
Portuguese held their own and ?at-*d '1 r fa— 
rounding territon now knora a- •' " V " - 
Conoufs’as, 
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Tha subsequent history of the town is one 
of ostentation and decay* Goa reached its 
Bummit of prosperity at the end of the six- 
teenth century The accounts of trnv ellors 
Show that the .Goa of tho°e days presented a 
scene of military, ecclesiastical and commer- 
cial magnificence which has had no parallel 
in the British capitals of Indio Portugal, 
however, with its three millions of population, 
was too small to defend itself against Spam 
and maintain at the same time its immcnce Em- 
pire m the four Continents Albuquerque tned 
to consolidate Portuguese rule m India by hiB 
policy of attracting the conquered Indians and 
granting them civil and religious liberties His 
contemporaries however, could not understand 
his far-seeing statesmanship and after his death 
they undid all Ins work basing their dominion 
on conquest by the sword and military force 
and they laboured to consolidate it by a prosely- 
tising organisation which throws all the mission- 
ary efforts of every other European power in 
India into the shade Old Goa, as the nuns of 
the old capital are called to-day, had a hundred 
churches many of them of magnificent propor- 
tions, and the Inquisition which was a power in 
the land The sixty years’ subjection to Spam 
m the 17th century completed the nun of the 
Portuguese Empire in the East and though the 
Marquis of Pombal m the 18th century tned 
to stave off its decadence, his subordinates m 
far-off India either could not understand or 
would not carry out his orders and even his 
strong hand was unable to stop the decline It 
was m the 19th century that the colonials began 
to enjoy full Portuguese citizenship and sent 
their representatives to the Parliament in 
Lisbon 

Modern Times. 

There was frequently recurring fighting and 
in 1741 the llarathas invaded the neighbourhood 
or Goa and threatened the city itself An army 
of 12,000 men armed from Portugal at the cri- 
tical moment The invaders were beaten 
off, and the Novas Conquistas were added to 
the Porcugucse possessions In 1844 the 
shelter given by Goa to fugitives from justice 
in British temtorv threatened to bring about 
a rupture with the British Government at 
Bombay In 1852 the Banes of Satan, in the No- 
las Conquistas, revolted In 1871 the native 
army in Goa mutinied and the King’s own 
brother come from Lisbon to deal with the 
trouble and having done so disbanded the 
native army, which has never been reconsti- 
tuted But another outbreak among the 
troops took place m 1895 and the Banes joining 
them the trouble was again not quieted 
until the amval of another special expedition 
from Lisbon. The Banes again broke out In 
1901 and again in 1912, troops being again 
imported to deal with the laBt outbreak, which 
w as onlv repo’ted concluded m the summer of 
1913 There has been no outbreak after that 
date. 

The people on the whole appear to be quite 
satisfied with the Portuguese connection There 
is no agitation for further reforms ns m British 
India and not a sicn of disaffection against Por- 
tuguese rule This is chiefly due to the fact 
that under the present regime the nativ cs of Goa 
enjoy complete equality with the natives of Por- 


tugal, many of the sons of Goa occupying high 
and responsible positions in Portugal. Thus 
Eh mo do Bntto who was Minister of Publla 
Works towards the end of the last century was 
a until e of Goa as was the father of Dr. Betten- 
court Bodrigues, Minister for Foreign Affairs 
in Gencnl Carmonas dictatorial Government 
Natives of Goa are also Dr. Almeida Arcs, the 
President of the Supreme Court In Lisbon. Dr 
Cacteno Gonsahcs, Judge of the same Court 
and Mr. Alberto Xav ter, Secretary-General of tlio 
Ministry’ of Finance 

Administration. 

The LiBbon Government by Decree Ho 3260, 
dated 27th July 1917, enacted new rules re- 
garding the administration of Portuguese India 
under an Organic Charter (Carta Orgamca) in 
force Bince 1st Julj 1919 This Charter, 
regarding civil and financial administration 
of the colony, was modified bv mles Xos 1005 
and 1022, dated 7th and 20th August 1020, 
and decrees No9 7008 and 7030 dated fifh 
and 16th October A now Organic Charter 
modifying in certain parts the earlier one was 
granted by Decree No 12409 of 4th October 
1026 and is now m force 

The territory of Portuguese India Is ruled 
by one Governor-General, residing In the 
Capital of the State, at Panjim alias Nova-Goa, 
ana is divided into three districts . Goa, Daman 
and Dlu The last two are each under a Lieute- 
nant-Governor The district of Goa is under the 
direct superintendence of the Gov ernor-General 

Subordinate to the Governor-General the 
following Secretariats aro working: Home 
and Political, Finance, Customs, Education, 
Military, Naval, Agriculture, Health and Public 
Works There are also three special and autono- 
mous Departments, which do not constitute 
exclusive Secretariats, one of them being the 
Department of Posts and Telegraphs, the 
second that of Survey and the third that of 
the Fiscal of the W. I. P. Bailway 

As the principal organ of administration next 
to the Governor-General and in collaboration 
with him works a Governor's Council ( Conselho 
do Oovemo) with Legislative and advisory 
powers The Council is constituted, in ndditlon 
to the Governor-General, cis-off icio President, of 
four officials (Attorney-General, the Director 
of Finances, the Director of Civil Administration 
and the Director of Public Works), five elected 
membeis (three representing Velhas Conquistas,' 
one the Novas Conquistas and one the Districts 
of Daman and Diu) and five members nominated 
bv the Governor-General to represent the 
minorities, agricultural, commercial and other 
interests and the press. 

In each province of Goi, Daman and Diu, 
there is a District Council to supervise the Muni 
cipahfcies and other local institutions The 
District Council of Goa is composed of the Direc- 
tor of Civil Administration, President, the Gov- 
ernment Prosecutor of the Nova-Goa Civil 
Court, the Deputy Chief Health Officer ; tho 
Engineer ne\t to the Director of Public Works ; 
the Deputy Director of Finances; the Chairman 
of the Municipal Corporation of the Islands , one 
member elected by the Commercial and Indus- 
trial Associations of the district; one member 
elected by the 60 highest tax payers of Goa ; one 
member elected by the Associations of Land* 
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owners and Fanners of the District, and one 
member advocates elected by the Legislative 
Connell among the legally qualified. 

At Daman and Dm the corresponding body 
Is composed of the local Governor, President, 
the Government Prosecutor, the Chief of the 
Public Works Department, the Health Officer, 
the Financial Director of the district, the Chair- 
man of the Municipal Corporation, two members 
elected by 40 highest tax payers of the District 
and one member elected by the Merchants, 
Industrialists and Fanners of the district 

Under the provisions of the above quoted

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FRENCH POSSESSIONS. 


The French possessions in India comprise five 
Settlements; with certain dependent lodges, or 
plots They aggregate 203 square miles, and 
lad a total population on the 26th Feb 1031 
if '286,410. The first /French expedition into 
Indian waters, with a view to open up commer- 
ilal relations, was attempted m 1603. It was 
undertaken by private merchants at Rouen, bat 
It failed, os also did several similar attempts 
irhieh followed. In 1642 Cardinal Richelieu 
Founded the first Campagnie d’Onent, but its 
afforts met with no success Colbert reconsti- 
tuted the Company on a larger basis in 1664, 
granting exemption from taxes and a monopoly 
of the Indian trade for fifty years After having 
twice attempted, without success, to establish 
itself in Madagascar, Colbert's Company again 
book up the idea of direct trade with India 
tnd its President, Caron, founded in 1608 the 
Comptoir, or agency, -at Surat t But on find- 
ing that city unstated for a head establishment

Administration. 

The military command and adminlstralion-in- 
tief of the French possessions m India arc vested 
a Governor, whose residence is at Pondl- 
terry. The office is at present held by Monsieur 
rorge Bourret(Francois-Adrien). He is assisted 


by a Chief Justice and by several " Chefs dc 
Service " m the different administrative depart- 
ments In 1879 local councils and a council- 
general were established, the members being 
chosen by a sort of universal suffrage within thr 
breach territories. Seventeen Municipalities, or 
Communal Boards, were erected In 1907, namely, 
Pondioherry, Anancoupam, Modeliarpeth, 
Oulgaret, Vlflcnour, Tiroubouvanc, Bahonr and 
Nettapacam, for the establishment of Pondi- 
cherry , Karikal, Neravy, Hcdouncadou, Tira- 
nalar, Grande Aldde, Cotehcry. for the e-tablisli- 
ment of Karikal, and also Chandernagore, Malid 
and Yanaon. On mmuoipal boards natiaes are 
entitled to a proportion of the scats. Civil 
and criminal courts, courts of first instance 
and a court of appeal compose the Judicial 
machinery. The army and establishments 
connected with the Governor and bis staff 
at Pondioherry, and those ol administrators 
at Chandernagore, Yanaon, Mahe and Karikal, 

[ together with other headquarters charges 
necessarily engross a large proportion of 
the revenue All the state and dignity of 
an independent Government, with four dc- 

S entient ones, have to be maintained. This 
i effected by rigid economy, and the 
prestige of the French Government is worthily 
maintained m the EaBt. Pondioherry is also 
the scene of considerable religious pomp and 
missionary activity. It forms the seat of an 
Archbishop, with a body of priests for all 
French India; and of the Missions Etrangcrcs, 
the successors of the Mission du Carnatic founded 
by the Jesuits in 1776 Bnt the chief field of 
this m.ssionlies outside the French Settlements, 
a large proportion of its Christians aro British 
subjects and many of tho churches arc in British 
territory. The British rupee is the ordinary 
tender within French territories. A line of rail- 
way running via Villenour, from Pondicherry to 
Villupuram on the South Indian Railway, main- 
tains communication wulh Madras and the rest 
of British India, and Karikal is linked to the 
same railway by the branch from Peralam. A 
Chamber of Commcrco consisting of fifteen 
membera, nine of them Europeans or persons 
of European descent, was reorganised by a decree 
of 7th March, 1914 The capital, Pondichem, 
is a very handsome town, and presents, especially 
from the sea a striking appearance of French 
civilisation.

By those who take a long view of politics in 
the wide sense of the term, it will be seen that 
the Indian frontier problem, which has loomed 
so large in the discussion oi Indian questions, 
has always borne a two-fold character — the local 
issue and the international issue for almost 
a century the international issue was the greater 
of the two, and the most serious question which 
the Indian Government, both directly and os the 
executors of British Imperial policy, had to face^ 
But the tendency of later times waTfor 
the international aspect to jgcede-ftinl for the 
local asper W Bo grbif “inunportance, until 
It wright bj said, with as much truth as charac- 
terises all i generalisations, that the local issue 
dominated jf ft did not absorb the situation 

The Loqal Problem.— The local problem, 
In its bfoadcvst outlines, may be briefly indicated 
before proceeding to discuss it In detail From

In 1010. But speaking broadly, Sandeman 
brought peace to Baluchistan, and to the larg e 
frontier area which is embraced In that generic 
term. So far as this section of the frontier is 
concerned it may be said that no frontier pro- 
blem exiBts, save the need for an economical 
and constructive policy. 

Towards Afghanistan —Far otherwise has 
itxunijl i lately been with the section of the fron- 
tier w hum -stretches from Balnchistan to the con- 
fines of Kashmir. That has, for three quarters 
of a century,) been the scene of almost ceaseless 
military operations, which have constituted a 
devastating drain on the Indian exchequer. For 
years one soughs for a definite policy guiding the 
actions of the Government of India One expla- 
nation of their Inconsistencies was found in the 
existence of two schools of thought. Once the 
frontier with Afghanistan had been delimited, the 
soldiers naturally pressed for the armed occupa- 
tion of the whole country nght np to the con- 
fines of Afghanistan, or at any rate, for mllitara 
posts, linked with good communications, which 
would dominate the country Bat those who 
looked at policy not only from the military 
standpoint, were fearful of two considerations 
They felt that occupation up to the Afghan fron- 
tier would only shift the frontier problem farther 
North Instead of the differing tribes, we 
should, they argued, haae to meet the Afghan on 
our border line If Afghanistan were a strong, 
homogeneous State, that would bo a matter of 
little account But even under the Iron rule 
of Abdurrahamon Khan, the Amir’s writ ran but 
lightly in the southern confines of his kingdom 
Under hts successor, Hablbullah Khan, whose 
policy was generally wise and snccessful. It ran 
still less firmly . The Amir was unable to control 
the organisation of the tnbal gatherings which 
Involaed us In the Zakka Khel and Hohmand

his success wns the cause ot his assassination. 
The irreconcilable elements in the Kingdom saw 
that the daj of reckoning had come and strove 
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co avert the settlement of their account by the 
murder. When he was done to death, hi a 
brother, tfasrullah Khan, w as proclaimed Amir by 
the assassins But the Conscience of Afghanistan 
revolted against the idea of Nasruilah, the arch 
fanatic of the ruling House of Kabul, ascending 
the throne o\er the blood-stained corpse of his 
brother. A military movement In Kahi'l itself 
brushed him aside and installed the son of 
Habibullnh, Anianullsh Khan, on tbe throne 
But Amanullah Khan soon found it was a thorny 
bed on which he lav, and encouraged by the 
disorders in India which followed the passing 
of stringent measures to deal with anarchical 
crime, set his troops in motion on April 25, 1019, 
and preaching a jehad promised his soldiery the 
traditional loot of Hindustan The Indian Army 
was at once set In motion, and as has always 
been the case tbe regular Afghan Army was 
easily beaten Dacca was seized, Jelalabad 
ind Kabul were frequently bombed from the 
air, and there was nothing to prevent our oc- 
cupation of Kabnl,save the knowledge gleaned 
from the bitter heritage of tbe wars of 1838 
and 1878, that it is one thing to overset a gov ern- 
irent In Afghanistan, bnt it is quite another 
to set np a stable government In Its stead The 
Government of India wisely held their hand, 
and the Afghans having sued for peace, a treaty 
was signed on tbe 8th August 1019 

But an untoward effect of this wanton war 
was to set the Trontier from the Gomal to the 
ICnvber ablaze. With one or tw o exceptions 
t'<e Tribal Militia left without the support of 
the regular troops who In the emergency 
ought to have been hastened to their 
succour, could not stnnd the strain of 
an appeal from their fellow tribesmen, and either 
melted aw ay or joined the rising. This has often 
been described as the failure of the Curzon 
policy, ifhich was based on the tribal militia 
But there is another aspect to this issue, which 
was set out in a senes of brilliant articles which 
Mr Arthur Moore, its special correspondent, 
contributed to The Times He pointed out that 
the militia was meant to be a military police 
force. The lapse of time, and forgetfulness 
of Its real purpose, had converted the militia 
' Into an imitation of the regular army The 
Militia was meant to be a police When the

m Bnfcish foreign policy less attractive to the 
itudeut of Imperial affairs Russia was con- 
fronted in Centra] Asia with precisely the sarao 
conditions ns those which faced England in 
India when the course of events converted the 
old Cast India Company from a trading corpor- 
ation into a governing body. The decavlng 
khanates of Central Asia were Impossible neigh- 
bours. Confronted with an inferior civilisation, 
and with neighbours who would not let her 
alone, Russia had to advance. True, tbe adven- 
turous spirits m her armies, and /Rome of the 
great administrators in the T«nn«f ctpi* ll 
were not adverse to paying off on the Indim 
Borderland the score against Great Britian ror 
the Crimean War, and for what the Itu-clan* 
thought was depriving them of tbe fruits of their 
costlv vlotory over Turkey in 1877-78 The 
result was a long and nnsctisfactorv guerilla 
enterprise between the hardiest spirits on botb 
sides, accompanied by periodic panics in the 
British Press each time the Russians moved 
forward, which induced the coming, alter tho 
Russian occupation of Merv, of the generic 
term “Mervonsness." This external force 
involved the Government of India In the humi- 
liations of tbe Afghan War of 1838, with the 
tragic; destruction of the retiring Indian force 
between Kabul and Jelsiabad, slightly relieved 
by the heroic defence of Jelalabad and tho 
firmness of General Pollock in refusing to with- 
draw the punitive army until he had set his 
mark on K&bal by the raring of the famous 
Bala Hissar fortress It lav olved us m the second 
Afghan War of 1878, which left tbe baffling 
problem of no stable government In Afghanis- 
tan There was a gleam of light when Abdur- 
rahaman Khan, whom we set npat Kabul to 
relieve us of our perplexities, proved himself 
a strong and capable ruler, if one ruthless la bis 
methods. But in the early eighties the two 
States were on the verge of war over a squabble 
for the possession of Penjdeh, and then men 
began to think a little more clearlv. There 
began a senes of boundary delimitations and 
agreements which cianfied the situation, w ithont 
bow ever finally settling it.

When the sound and oarefnlly executed 
expedition to Basra and Its strategic hinterland 
The ! was developed into the insane enterprise to 
it is t capture Baghdad by coup de mam, with scry 
Inadequate forces, and still more inadequate 
transport, we found ourselves involvedm military 
operations of the most extensive and unprofitable 
character.

Alter the Russian ,debacle we found ourselves 
involved m a new front, which stretched from 
the Euphrates to the wildest part of Central 
Asia, producing military exploits of an almost 
epic character, but exercising little influence 
on the war They were brought to an end by 

g ressnre not on extensive wings, but at the 
eart of Turkish Power In Palestine, where Lord 
Allenby scattered the Turks liko chaff Bui 
the aftermath of the war left us in an indefinite 
position in Mesopotamia, with indefinite fron- 
tiers This enabled the Turks, if they were 
so disposed, to be troublesome through guerilla 
warfare m the Mosul Zone, and bv Btlrrlng up 
the Hurds, who ore 'the Ishmaelltes of Asia 
Minor. The conclusion of the Treaty of 
Lausanne in 1923 brought temporary relief, but 
it did not settle the main issue, the frontier 
between Turkey and Irak Under the Treaty 
it was provided that if the two parties could 
not agree to a boundary line delimitation should 
be left to The League of Nations Negotia- 
tions were promptly opened at Constantinople, 
but it was Immediately found that there could 
be no mrtaal agreement; the Turks demanded 
the whole of tho Mosul vilayet, and the British 
delegates declared that Mosul and its hinterland 
were necessary to the existence of Irak The 
Issue therefore went to the League of Nations 
That body despatched a neutral commission to 
study the position on the spot , this commission 
reported that the best settlement would bo for 
the Mosul vilayet to be Incorporated in Irak, if 
the British Government were prepared to 
},prolong its mandate over that State for a period 
of twenty-five years When tho report of this 
commission came before the League in 1925

I.— THE PERSIAN GULF. 


From what has gone before it u ill be seen 
hat the keynote of this discussion ot Indian 
rentier policy is that the external menace has 
argely disappeared No part of the frontier Is 
nore pow erfullv Influenced by this consideration 
ban the Persian Gulf Our first appearance 
a the Gnlf was in connection with the long 
itruggle for supremacy with the Portuguese, 
he Trench and the Dutch, who had established 
rading stations there. With the capture and 
Instruction of the great entrepot which the 
Portuguese had established at Ormnz, the super- 
icssion of the land bv the sea route, and the 
ipprarance of anarchy in the Interior the 
mporfcance of the Gulf declined. The Indian 
Sovernment remained there pnmanlj to preserve 
;he peace. This work is quletlv and efficiently 
jerformed. Piracy was stamped out, the 
rruclal Chiefs, who occupy the Pirate Coast, 
it ere gradually brought into close relations 
1 ith tne Government, the vessels of the Boval 
S'aay kept watch and ward, and our consuls 
■egulated the external affairs of the Arab rnlers 
in the Arab coast, fn return for these sen Ices 
great Britain claimed no selfish advantages. 
Lhe waters of tho Gnlf w ere kept free to the 
navigation of the ships of all nations, and 
[hough Great Britain could have made ana 
emtorlal acquisitions she pleased she retained 
possession of only the tiny station of Bassidu 
Left to herself Great Britain desired no other 
Dollcy, but for a quarter of a ccntuty the GuU 
» as involved in European affaire France 
sought to acquire a coaling station at Jlssa, 
sear Ma*kat, and obstructed the efforts of 
die Bnta=h Government to stamp out the slave 
trade and to check tho immense traffic in arms 
fthlch was equipping the tribes on our land 
Frontier with weapons of precision and quantities 
sf ammunition. All causes of difference were 
uroduallv removed bv agreements following 
[he Amdo-Trench Entente Russia sent one 
other finest cruisers to “show tho flag” in 
the Gulf, and established consular posts where 
here were no interests of preserve. She was 
srcdited with the Intention of occupying a 
Barm water port, and In particular with casting 
pwtou« eves on the mo«t dreadful spot in the 
gulf. Bunder Abbas. This menace declined 


’ after the signing of the Anglo-BussianAgrecment 
and disappeared with the collapse of Busslan 
power following the Revolution Then Turkey, 
either acting for herself, or as the acanl courier 
of Germany, under whoso domination she had 
passed, began to stir. She threatened the 
Sheikh of Bahrein by the armed occupation 
of the peninsula of AI-Katr, and moved troops 
to enforce her snzemlntv over Koweit, the 
best port in the Persian Gulf and a possible 
term inns of the Baghdad Railwav. Further 
to consolidate her Interests, or to stake out a 
claim, Germans' sent the heavily subsidized 
ships of tho Hambnrg-Amcrfca line to the Gulf, 
where they comported themselves as the In- 
struments of Imperial policy rather than as 
inoffensive merchantmen. She also strove, 
through the agency of the firm of Wonkliaus, to 
acquire a temtonal footing on the Island of 
Shaigah These events stirred the British 
Government to an nnusunl activity In the 
waters of the Gnlf. 

Counter Measures. 

The first effective steps to connter these 
influences were taken during the vigorous vice- 
royalty of Lord Curzon, who visited the Gulf 
during his early travels and Incorporated a 
masterlv survey of its features in hls monumen- 
tal work on Persia He appointed the ablest

negative measures following these declarations 
were followed by a constructive policy when the 
oil fields In the Sakhtian country, with a great 
refinery, were developed by the Anglo-Pcrsian 
Oil Company, in which the British Government 
has a large financial stake Bnt with the dis- 
appearance of these external forces on Gulf 
policy, as set ont In the introduction to this 
section, the politics of the Persian Golf receded 
m importance, until they are now. more than 
they were before these external Influences deve- 
loped, a local question, mainlv a question of 
policy. They are therefore set ont more briefly 
and those who desire a complete narrath e are 
referred to the Indian Tear Book for 1923, 
pp 178*183 An interesting new feature 
in 1931 was the decision of the Persian 
Government to instal a Havy of their own in the 
Gulf The fleet consisting of two sloops and four 
launches, all suitably armed, was built In Italy 
and duly arrived at its destination in 1932 It 
Is at the outset officered by Italians The Im- 
mediate reason for the new fleet is that an 
increase in the Persian Customs tariff for revenue 
purposes led to extensive smuggling. The fleet 
is required to check it 

Maskat. 

Maskat, which Is reached in about forty- 
eight hours from Karachi, is outside the Persian 
Gulf proper It lies three hundred miles south 
or Cape Musandim, which Is the real entrance 
tu the Gulf, but its natural strength and his- 
torical prestige combine to make it Insepar- 
able from the politics of the Gulf, with which it 
has always been intimately associated. 

Formerly Maskat was part of a domain which 
embraced Zanzibar, and the Islands of Klshm 
and Larak, with Bunder Abbas on tbe Persian 
shore Zanzibar was separated from it by 
agreement, and the Persians succeeded In 
establishing their authority over the possessions 
on the eastern shore. 

Tho relations between Britain and Maskat 
have been intimate for a century and more. 
It was under British auspices that the separa- 
tion between Zanzibar and Maskat wns effected, 
the Sheikh accepted a British subsidy in return 
for the suppression of the slave trade 
and in 1892 scaled his dependence upon us by 
concluding a treaty pledging himself not to 
cede any put of his territory without our 
consent. 

Tbe Pirate Coast. 

Turning Cape Musandlm and entering the 
Gulf Proper, we pass the Pirate Coast, controlled 
bv the sivTruchl Chiefs The ill-name of this 
tcmtoivhas now cea'^d to have anv meaning, 
butm tbe e-irlv da vs it had a verv ml relation 
to the actual conditions The pirates w ere tire 
boldest of their kind, and they did not hesitate 
to attack on occasion and not always without 
success, the Compaq's ships of war. large 
expeditions were fitted out to break their power, 


with such success that since 1820 no cons.dcrablc 
punitive measures have been necessary The 
FrucutI Chiefs are bound to Great Bntain b» 
a senes of engagements, beginning with ISO'S 
and ending with the perpetual treaty of 1833 bv 
which they bound themselves to avoid ail 
hostilities at sea, and the subsequent treatv 
of 1873 by which they undertook to prohibit 
altogether the traffic in slaves l'ne relations 
of the Frucial Chiefs are controlled by the 
Bntish Besldent at Busbire, who visits the 
Pirate Coast every vear on a tour of inspection 

The commercial importance of the Pirate 
Coast is increasing through the rise of Debai. 
Formerly Lingah was the entrepot for this 
trade, bat the exactions of the Belgian Cus- 
toms officials in the employ of Persia drove 
this traffic from Lingah to Debai. The Trnclal 
Chiefs are — -Debai, Aon Tfaabee, Shargab, 
Ajtnan, Um-al Gawain and Has-el-Kheyma. 

Bahrein. 

Horth of the Pirate Coast lies the little Arcnl- 
pelago which forms the chlefship of the Sheikh 
of Bahrein. Of this group of Islands only those 
of Bahrein and Maharak are of any size, but 
their importance is out of all proportion to 
their extent This is the great centre of the 
Gulf pearl fishery, which, m a good year, may 
be worth half a million pounds sterling. The 
anchorage Is wretched, and at certain states of 
the tide ships have to lie fonr miles from the 
shore, which is not even approachable by boats, 
and pareengera, malls ana cargo have to bo 
banded on the donkeys for which Bahrein Is 
famous But this notwithstanding tbe trade 
of tbe port Is Tamed at over a million and a 
quarter sterling, and the customs revenue, 
wbicta amounts to some eighty thousand pounds, 
makes tbe Sbeikb tbe richest ruler in tbe Gulf. 

In tbe neighborhood of Bahrein Is the va«t 
burying ground which bas hitherto baffled 
archseologists. The generally accepted theory 
is that It Is a relic of tbe Phoenicians, who 
are known to bave traded In these waters. 

Tbe Bntish Government recently announced 
that they proposed transferring the principal 
Bntish >'aval station in the Gulf from Hcnjim, 
on the Persian side of the water, to Bahrein 

Koweit. 

In the north-west comer of tbe Gulf lies the 
port which has made more stir than any place 
of similar size In the world. The Importance 
of Cowelt lies solely In the fact that it Is a 
possible Golf terminus of tbe Baghdad 
Ballway. This is no new discovery , for when 
the Euphrates Valley Railway was under dis- 
cussion, General Chesney selected It under the 
alternative name of the Grane— eo called from 
the resemblance of tbe formation of tbe Bay to 
a pair of horns— as tbe sea terminus of tbe line 
Nowhere else wonld Koweit be called a good 
or a promising port Tbe Bay is 20 nolle* deep 
and Smiles broad but so shallow that heavy ex- 
pense would have to be Incurred to render It 
.ultable for modem ocean-going steame**. It 
is sheltered from all bnt the we-tcrlr wind*, 
nd the clean tbrninc town is peop!<»d by *ons 
50,000 inhabitants, ehleflv dependent on the 
«» 5 , for the manners of Koweit are co.tJ f>r 
their boldness and bardll oad.

, On the opposite side of the entrance to (bo 
Shatt-el-Arab lie the territories of Sheikh 
Khazzal of Muhammorah. The town, favour- 
ably situated near the mouth of the 
Korun River, has grown in importance 
since the opening of the Kanin River route to 
trade through the enterprise of Mown Lynch 
Brothers.

Basra. 

In a sense Basra and Turkish Amblstan'cari 
hardly be said to come within the scope of the 
frontiers of India, yet they are so lndissolublv 
associated with the politics of the Gulf tlml 
they must be considered in relation there) o 
Basra 1 b the present sea terminus of till 
Baghdad Railway It stands on the Shatt-cl- 
Anib, sixty miles from Its mouth, favourabh 
situated to receive the whole watcr-bomt 
trade of the TigrlB and Euphrates Rivers. 
The local traffic is valuable, for the rlohnos" 
of the date groves on either side of the 8hat- 
tel-Arab is indescnbable, there is a considerable 
entrepot traffic, whilst Basra Is the port of 
entry for Baghdad and for the trade with Persia, 
which follows the caravan route via Kerman - 
shah and Ramadan 

The political destinies of Basra ore at 
present wrapped up with the destinies of the 
new Arab State which we have set up In Meso- 
potamia under King Feisal. When the war 
was over we fonnd ourselves committed to 
immense, undefined and burdensome responsi- 
bilities In that land. The sound concepts which 
dictated the original expedition were dislocated 
in the foolish advance to Baghdad, them the 
great military enterprises necessitated by the 
fall of Kut-al-Amarft carried our frontier north 
to Mosul and the mountains of Kurdistan, east 
to the Persian boundary, and west to the confines 
of TranB-Jordama. Amongst ardent Imperial- 
ists, there* was undoubtedly the hope that this 
Immense area would be in one way or another an 
integral part of the British Empire. The cold 
fit followed when the cost was measured, and 
the Arabs rose in a revolt which showed that any 
such domination could only be maintained by 
force of arms and that the cost wduld bb prodi- 
gious. In these circumstances King Feisal 
was Imported from the Hedjaz and Installed 
on the throne under the aegis of Great Britain. 
Still we were committed to the support of the 
new kingdom, and that most dangerous condition 
arose— responsibility without any real power 
unless King Feisal was to be a mere puppet, 
immense expenditure and indefinite military 
commitments In these circumstances there 
was an insistent demand for withdrawal from 
the land. British policy moved slowly towards 


thnt end, hut n definite step was taken In 1023 
The Secretary of Stale for the Colonies announ- 
ced this policy in a statement which is repro 
duced textual!} . lor the purpose of reference. 
Addressing the ilouso of Loras on May 3rd he 
■aid — 

Your Lordships will remember that the 
Cabinet have been dlscupsing this matter for 
mine time and decisions have now been taken. 
Sir Percy Cox has accordingly been authorised 
by His Majesty's Government to make an 
announcement at Baghdad, the tcrmJ of which 
I propose to road out to Your Lordships. Tills 
jinnounicmcnt was drawn up In consultation 
with King Iclwil and hiB Government, and 
has their cordial assent. It Is being published 
at Bnghdad to-day. 

Tito announcement Is as follows * — 

“It will bo remembered that In the autumn 
of last year, after n lengthy exchange of views, 
It was decided between the Governments of 
Ills Britannic Majesty and Ills Majesty King 
Feisal thnt a Treaty of Alllnnco should be 
catered Into between Ills Britannic Mn]e*ty 
and Ills Majesty tho King of Iraq This Treaty, 
which was signed on tno 10th October, 1022, 
and tho term of which was to bo twenty years 
(subject to periodical revision at the desire 
of either party) provided for the establishment 
of nn Independent Constitutional Government 
In Iraq enjoying n certain measure of advice 
and assistance from Great Britain of tlio nature 
and extent Indicated In tho text of tlio Treaty 
Itself nnd of subsidiary Agreements which Were 
to bo made thereunder. 

“ Slnco then the Iraq Government lias mndo 
great strides along tho path of independence, 
nnd stnblo existence and has been able success- 
fully to nBsumo administrative responsibility 
and both parties being equally anxious that 
the commitments and responsibilities of Ills 
Mnjcstv's Government in respect of Iraq should 
bo terminated as soon as possible, it is consider- 
ed that the period of the Treaty in its present 
form can convcnlcntiv be shortened In order 
to obviate the inconvcnienrc of Introducing 
amendments into the body of a Treaty already 
signed, it has been decided to bring about the 
necessary modifications by means of a protocol 
which, like tho Treaty ltsolf, will be subject 
to ratification by the Co&Btituent Assembly. 

“ Accordingly a protocol has now been signed 
by the parties In the following terms : — 

It is understood between tho High Contract- 
ing Parties that, notwithstanding tho provisions 
of Article 18, tho present Trusty is all terminate 
upon Iraq becoming membor of the League 
of Rations and in any case not later than four 
years from the ratification of peace with Turkey 
Nothing in this protocol shall prevent a fresh 
agreement from being concluded with a view 
to regulate the subsequent relations between 
the High Contracting Parties , and negotiations 
for that object shall be entered Into between 
them before the oxplration of the abovo period 

It will be noticed that under this protocol 
the Treaty in its present form was to'terminate 
on tiie entry of Iraq into tho League of Nations 
or in four years, whichever might be earlier. ,

Ill — PERSIA. 


From causes which only need to be very 
briefly set out, the Persian question as affecting 
Indian frontier policy has receded until it is of 
no account Reference Is made in the intro- 
duction to this section to the fact that the 
conclusion of the Anglo-Russian Agreement left 
us a hitter legacy in Persia That Agreement 
divided Persia into two zones of influence, and 
the Persians bitterly resented this apparent 
division of their kingdom between the two 
Powers, though no such end was in view 
German agents, working cleverly on this feeling, 
established an influence whiohwas notsuspect- 
ed, and when the war broke out they were able 
to raise the tribes in opposition to Great Britain, 
in the South, and after the fall of Kut-al-Amara 
when a Turkish Division penetrated Western 
Persia, they exercised a strong influence in 
Teheran. With the defeat of Turkey and the 
Central Powers this Influence disappeared, but 
at that time there was no authority in Persia 
besides that of the British Government, which 
had strong forces in the North-West and con- 
trolled the southern provinces through a force 
organised under British officers and oalled The 
South Persian Rifles. It was one of the first 
tasks of the British Government to regularise 
this position, and for this purpose an agreement 
was reached with the then Persian Government, 
the main features of which were •— 

To respeot Persian Integrity ; | 

To supply experts for Persian administra- 
tion. 

To supply officers and equipment for a 
Persian force for the maintenance of 
order. 

To provide a loan for these purposes ; 

To co-operate with the Persian Government 
in railway construction and other forms 
of transport 

Both Governments agreed to the appointment 
of a Joint committee to examine and revise the 
Customs tariff. 

The second agreement defined the terms and 
conditions on which the loan was to be made to 
Persia The loan was for £2,000,000 at 7 per cent 
redeemable In 20 years It was secured on the 
revenues and Customs' receipts assigned for 
the repayment of the 1911 loan and should 
these be insufficient the Persian Government 
was to make good the necessary sums from 
other sources 

The Present Position. — We have given 
the main points in the Anglo-Perslan agree- 
ment, because few 'documents have been 
more misunderstood Those who desire to study 
it in greater detail will find it set out in the 
Indian Year Book for 1921, page 138 et teg. 
It has been explained that most Persians 
const-ucd itinto a guarantee of protection against 
oil external enemies When the British troeps 
in the north-west retired before the Bobhevllra, 
the Persians had no use for the Agreement and 
it soon became a dead instrument. It was finally 
rejected and the advisers who were to have assist- 
ed Persia under it withdrew 

A remark frequently heard amongst soldiers 
and politicians In India after the War was that 


Great Britain must take an active hand in Persia 
because she could not be a passive witness to 
chaos in that country The view always taken ' 
in the Indian Year Book was that the internal 
affairs of Persia were her own concern , if she 
preferred chaos to order that was her own look- 
out, but left alone she would hammer out some 
fern of Government. That position has been 
justified. The Sirdar Sipah, or commander-Jn- 
chief, a rough but energetic soldier, gradually, 
took charge of Persian affairs and established 
a thinly-veiled military dictatorship which made 
the Government feared and respected through- 
out the country for the first time since the assas- 
sination of Shah Nasr-ed-dm. A body of capable 
Americans under Dr. Millspaugh restored order 
to tiie chaotic finances. Thesi two forces 
operating in unison gave Persia- the best gov- 
ernment she had known for a generation , But • 
the Sirdar Sipah chafed under the Irregularities 
of his position, with a Shah spending his time 
m Europe and wasting the resources, of the 
country. He moved to 'have his position re- 
gularised by the deposition of the absentee » 
Shah and his own ascent 'of the throne. At 
first he was defeated by the opposition of the 
Hoflahe, but in 1925 prevailed, and the Shah 
was formally deposed and the Sirdar Sipah 
chosen monarch in his place The change was 
made without disturbance, and Persia entered 
on a period of- peace and consolidation which 
has removed it from the disturbing forces in 
the post-war world. Since then considerable 
progress has been made with the reform 
of the administration, and many projects ere 
afoot for the Improvement of communications, 
which is the greatest need of the land, such as 
an air service to Teheran and railway construc- 
tion. The least reassuring episode was 
the departure of the American' financial 
mission, which had done admirable work in 
the restoration of the finances. When their 
contract expired Dr MUspaugh and his collea- 
gues were offered a renewal of it on terms which 
they did not regard as satisfactory, especially 
In regard to the powers they were to exercise. 
They therefore withdrew from the country, 
and have been replaced tar other foreign 
advisers The general situation was eravely 
disturbed in 1932 by the sudden termination by 
the Persian Government of the Anglo-Persian 
Oil Go’s concession, a matter affecting one of 
the biggest industrial undertakings in the 
world and millions sterling of capital. The 
intervention of the British fcfovemment led to 
the reference of the trouble to the League of 
Nations and this paved the way for negotiations 
between the Company and the Persian Govern- 
ment While these were being settled ’some 
progress was also made with general .negotia- 
tions between the British slid Persian Govern- 
ments for an agreement covering all outstanding 
points of difficulty between them

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IV.— THE PRESENT FRONTIER PROBLEM 


There yet remains a small part of British 
India where the King's writ does not run 
Under what is called the Durand Agreement 
with the Amir of Afghanistan, the boundary 
between India and Afghanistan was settled, 
and it was delimited in 1808 except for a small 
section which was delimited after the Afghan 
War in 1919. But the Government of India 
have never occupied up to the border. Between 
the administered territory and the Durand line 
there lies a belt of territory of varying width 
extending from the Gomal Pass in the south, 
to K as hmir In the north; this Is genetically 
known as the Tribal Territory. Its future 
is the keynote of the interminable discussions 
of frontier policy for nearly half a cpntury 

This is a country of deep valleys and secluded 
glens, which nature has fenced in with almost 
inaccessible mountains It is peopled with 
wild tnbes of mysterious origin. In whom 
Afghan, Tartar, Turkoman, Persian Indian, 
Arab and Jewish intermingle. They had 
lived their own lives for centuries, with little 
intercourse even amongst themselves, and as 
Sir Valentine Chuol truly said “the only bond 
that ever could unite them In common action 
was tbe bond of Islam ** It is Impossible to 
understand the Frontier problem unless two 
facts are steadily borne in mind The strong- 
est sentiment amongst these strange people 
is the desire to be left alone. They value their 
independence much more than their lives 
The other factor is that tbe country does not 
suffice even In good years to maintain the popu- 
lation. They must find the means of sub- 
sistence outside, either in trade, by service In 
the Indian Army or in the KhRsaadars, 
or else In the outlet which hill-men all the world 
over have utilised from time Immemorial, the 
raiding of the wealthier and, more peaceful 
population of the Plains. 

Frontier Policy. 

The policy of the Government of India to- 
ward tbe Independent Territory has ebbed 
and flowed m a remarkable degree It has : 
fluctuated between the Forward School, which 
would occupy the frontier up to the confines 
of Afghanistan, and the school of Easterly 
Inactivity, which would leave the tribesmen 
entirely to their own resources, punishing 
them only when they raided British territory 
B ehin d both the policies lay the menace of a 1 
Russian Invasion, and tint coloured our Iron- [ 
tier policy until the Anglo-Russian Agreement 
This induced what was called Hit and Retire’ 
tactics. In the half century which ended in 
1897 there were nearly a score of punitive ex- 
peditions, each one of which left behind a 
legacy of distrust, and which brought no per- 
manent improvement in its tram -i.be fruit 
of tho suspicion thus engendered wns seen in 
1897. Then the whole Frontier, from the 
Malakand to the Gomal, was ablaze Ihe ex- 
tent of this rising and the magnitude of the 
mili tary measures which were taken to meet 
it compelled a consideration of the whole posi- 
tion. The broad outlines ot the new policy 
were laid down in *1 despatch from tlic Secre- 


tary of State for India, which prescribed for 
the Government the “limitation of your infer- 
ferente with the tnoes, bo as to avoid the ex- 
tension of administrative control over tribal 
territory.'* It fell to Lord Curzon to give 
effect to this policy The me Id foundations 
of his action were to exercise over the tribes 
the political Influence requisite to secure our 
imperial Interests, to pay them subsidies for 
the performance of specific duties, but to re- 
Bpect their tribal In dependence and leave them, 
as far as possible, free to govern themselves 
according to their own traditions and to follow 
their own inherited habits of life without let 
or hindrance. 

New Province. 

As a first step Lord Cnrzon took the 
control of the tnoes under the direct 
supervision of the Government of India. Up 
to tins point they had been In charge of tho 
Government of the Punjab, a province whose 
head is busied with many other concerns 
Lord Cnrzon created in 1901 the North-West 
Frontier Province, and placed it m charge 
of a Chief Commissioner, with an Intimate 
frontier experience, directly subordinate to 
the Government of India This was a revival 
of a scheme prepared by Lord Lytton in 1877, 
and often considered afterwards, but which 
had slipped for lack of driving power. Next, 
Lord Curzon withdrew the regular troops so 
far as possible from the advanced posts, and 
placed these fortallces In charge of tribal levies, 
officered by a handful of British officers. Tho 
most snccesofnl of these was the Khjber Rifles, 
which steadfastly kept the peace of that historic 
Pass until 1919 At tbe same time the regular 
troops were cantoned In places whence thev 
could quickly move to any danger point, and 
these oases were connected with the Indian 
railway system In pursuance of this policy 
frontier railways were run out to Dargnf, and 
a narrow-gauge line, since converted to tho 
broad-gauge, was constructed from Kuslial- 
girh to Kohat, at tbe entrance of tbe Cohat 
Pass, and to Thai In the midst of the 
Curram Valley These railways were completed 
by lines to Tonk and Bannu By this 
means the striking power of tbe regular 
forces was greatly Increased Nor was the 
policy of economic development neglected. 
The railways gave a powerful stimulus to trade 
and the Lower Swat Canal converted frac 
tlous tribesmen into successfnl agriculturists. 
This policy of economic development Is re- 
ceiving a great development through tbe com- 
pletion of the Upper Swat Canal (5 r Irri- 
gation) Now It is completed there arc other 
works awaiting attention For many years this 
pohey was completely Justified by results. 

A New Policy. 

It saved us from serious complications for 
nevrh twenty years, although tbe position 
could never he said to be entirely satis- 
factory, particularly In Woziristan, p-op^nl 
by the most recklc's raider* on the who’ 
border-line, with a bo’t hole into Afghanistan 
when preyed from the Bnti'h side. It endured 
through the Great War and did not wvrk 
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down until the Amir ol Afghanistan sought 
refuge from hie Internal troubles In a Jehad 
against India. In this insane enterprise the 
Afghans placed less reliance In their regular 
troops, which have never offered more than 0 
contemptible resistance to the British forces 
than In the armed tribesmen In this they were 
Justified, for the Indian Military authorities 
failed to give timely support to the advanced 
militia posts, some of these posts were 
ordered to withdraw, the Militia collapsed 
and the m03t serious fighting was with 
the tribesmen. The tribal levies collapsed with 
almost universal swiftness. The Southern 
Wazlristan Militia broke and there was serious 
trouble throughout the Zhob district The 
Afrldis, our roost serious enemies in 1897, and 
the most powerful of the tribes on the North- 
West Frontier, remained fairly quiet throughout 
the actual hostilities with Afghanistan, bnt 
later it was necessary to take measnres against 
a leading malcontent and destroy bis fort at 
Chora Bnt the Mahsuds and the Wariris 
broke into open hostilities. Their conntry 
lies within the belt bounded by the Durand 
Line and the Afghan frontier on the west, and 
by the districts of Bannn and Dehra Ismail 
Khan on the east. Amongst them the 
Afghan emissaries were particularly active and 
as they conld put In the field some 80,090 
warriors, 75 per cent armed with modern 
weapons of predsion,they constituted formidable 
adversaries. They refused to make peace 
even when the Afghans craved in. They refected 
our terms and active measnres were taken against 
them. The fighting was the most severe in the 
history of the Frontier. The Mahsuds fought with 
great tenacity. Their shooting was amazingly 
good ; their tactics were admirable, for amongst 
tneir ranks were many men trained either in 
the Millria or in the Indian Army; and more 
than once they came within measurable distance 
of considerable success. They were as3lBted 
by tbs fact that the best trained troops in the 
Indian Army were still overseas and younger 
soldiers were opposed to them. Bnt their 
very tenacity and bravery were their own un- 
doing; their losses were the heaviest in the long 
history of the Borderland and when the Mahsuds 
made their complete submission in September 
1921 they were more severely chastened than at 
any time durum their career 
A New Chapter.— As the result of the 
Afghan War of 1019, Indian frontier policy 
was again thrown Into the melting pot 
There was much vague discussion of the position 
in the course of the months which followed the 
Afghan War and the troubles in Wazinstan 
which succeeded it, but this discussion did not 
really come to a head nntii Febrnary-March 1922. 
The Budget then presented to the country 
revealed a serious financial position. It showed 
that despite serious increases in taxation, 
the country had suffered a senes of deficits, 
which bad been financed *out of borrowings. 
Further heavy taxation was proposed in this 
Budget, but even then the equilibnum which 
the financial authonties regarded as of para- 
mount importance was not attained When 
the accounts were examined. It was seen that 
the heaviest charges on the exchequer were 
those nnder Military Expenses, and that there 
- ras an indefinitely large, and seemingly unend- 


ing expenditure on Wazlristan. This forced 
the Military, and allied with It the Frontier, 
expenditure to the front. In actual prac- 
tice tbe di<’cu«si''n was really focussed on 
Wazlristan. In essentials it was tbe aged con- 
troversy — '‘hall we deal with this part of tbe 
Frontier on what Is known as the Bandeman 
system, namely, by occupying commanding 
posts within the country itself, dominating the 
tribesmen but interfering little in their own 
affairs; or shall we revert to what was known, 
as the close border system, as modified by 
Lord Curzon, of withdrawing our regular troops 
to strategic positions ontoide the tribal area, 
leaving the tribesmen, organised Into militia, to 
keep the passes open, and punishing the tribes- 
men by expeditions when their raiding propen- 
sities becomo unbearable. 

The Cnrzos Policy- — The Canon policy, 
adopted In 1899, to dear up tbe aftermath or 
the serious and nnsatismctory Frontier rising 
in 1897, was a compromise between tbe "occupa- 
tion*’ and tbe "close border” policies. It was 
based on the withdrawal of the regular troops so 
far as possible to cantonments in rear whilst tbe 
frontier posts, such as -those in tbe Toehi at 
Wana and in the Khy ber and Kuxram were held 
by militia, recruited from amongst the tribes- 
men themselves The cantonments for regular 
troops were linked so far as possible with the 
Indian railway system, so as to permit of rapid 
reinforcement But it most be remembered 
that like all Frontier students. Lord Curzon did 
not regard this as the final policy. He wrote 
in the Memorandum formulating hie Ideas: 
"It Is of course Inevitable tbat in the passage 
of time the whole Wazin conntry up to tbe 
Durand line will come more and more under our 
control No policy in the world can'reslst or 
greatly retard tbat consummation. My desire 
Is to bring it about by gradual degrees and 
above all without tbe constant aid and presence 
of British troops ” The Curzonpolicy, though 
it was not pursued with the steadfastness Be 
would have followed If he bad remained in cont- 
rol, gave us moderate — or rather It should be 
said bearable — frontier conditions until the 
Afghan War, It then broke down, because 
tbe tribal militia, on which It was ba* d. could 
not, when left without the support of 
regular troops in the day of need, with- 
stand the wave of fanaticism and other 
conditions set np by the Afghan invasion of 
1919. The Khy ber militia faded away; tbe 
Wazirl militia either mutinied, as at Wana, or 
deserted. The pillar of tbe Curzon system fell. 

The Policy — The policy first adumbrated 
to meet these changed conditions was ontimed 
by Lord Chelmsford, tbe then Viceroy, In a 
speech which be addressed to tbe Indian 
Legislature He said it had been decided to 
retain commanding posts in Wazlristan j to 
open up tbe country by roads; to extend the 
mam Indian railway system from its then ter- 
minus, Jamrud, through tbe Kbyber to the 
frontier of Afghanistan. and to take over tbe 
duties of the Militia by regular troops That 
immediate policy wa» soon modified so for 
a« the policing of these frontier lines by 
regular troops was concerned. Such duties are 
immensely unpopular in 'he regulararmy, which 
Is not organised and equipped for work of tins 
character. Irregulars have always existed on 
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the frontier, and as they had disappeared with 
the Militia, it was necessary to reoreate them. 
The new form of Irregular was what havebeen 
called Ehassadars and Scouts The Kbas- 
sadar Is an extremely irregular He has 
no British officers and no uniform, except a dis- 
tinguishing kind otpagn. In contradistinction 
to the old Militia, he finds his own rifle As 
one informed observer remarked, the beauty of 
the system Is that so long as the Ehassadars, 
under their own headmen, secure the immunity 
of the caravans and perform their other police 
duties, they draw their pay and no questions 


are asked. If they desert in the day of trouble, 
they lo«e their pay but the Government loses 
no nfles, nor does It risk mutiny or the loss of 
British and Indian officers But the application 
of this policy produced an acute controversy. 
It was one thing to say that commanding posts'' 
m Waziristan should be retained. It was 
another to deoide what these posts should be 
We must therefore consider the special problem 
of- Waziristan. The Scouts are a mobile, 
mounted, Irregular force not territorially 
recruited, officered by British officers. 


V.— WAZIRISTAN. 


We can now approach the real frontier ques- 
tion of the day, the future of Waziristan, What 
follows is drawn from an admirable article 
contributed some years ago to “ The 
Journal of the United Service Institution of 
India,” written by Lt -Col G M South, D 8 0. 

Geographically Waziristan is a rough paral- 
lelogram averaging 60 miles from Bast to West 
and 160 from North to Booth The western 
half consists of the Suleiman Range gradually 
rising up to the ridge from five to ten thousand 
feet high, which forms the watershed between 
the Indus and the Helmund Elvers and corres- 
ponds with the Durand Line separating India 
from Afghanistan This is the western boundary. 
On the east Is the Indus North is the water- 
shed of the Kurram Elver running East and 
West about SO miles north of Bannu separating 
Waziristan from the Eohat District South is 
a zigzag political boundary from the Durand 
Line running between Wana and Fort Sande- 
man In Baluchistan with a turn southwards 
to the Indus 

'The western half Is a rugged and inhospitable 
medley ofndgesand ravines straggled and con- 
fused In hopeless dlsarrav The more Inhabited 
portions lie well up the slope at heights of four 
to six thousand feet Here are our outposts of 
Wana and Ladha some 15 and 20 miles respect* 
ively from the Durand Line, In the centre of the 
grazing district, the latter within five miles of 
Important' villages of Kamguram and Malrin 

The submontane tracts from the hUls to the 
Indus vary from the highly cultivated and 
Irrigated land round Bannu to the sand desert 
in the Marwat above Fezu. 

Where irrigation or river water Is obtainable 
cultivation Is attempted under conditions which 
can hardly be encouraging Other tracts like 
that between Fezu and Tank, usually pastoral, 
can only hope for an occasional orop after a 
luckt rainfall 


Inhabitants — The inhabitants, unable to 
support existence on their meagre soil, 
make up the margin by armed robbery of 
their richer and more peaceful neighbours. 
The name originates according to tradition 
from one Wazir, two of whose grandsons were 
the actual founders of the race Of the four 
main tribes Darweshkhel, Mahsnds, Dawars 
and Batannl, only the first two are true Wazte 
Their villages are separate though dotted about 
more or less Indiscriminately, ana inter-marriage 
1 b the exception— In fact au traditionally are In 
open strife, a circumstance which,' until some 
bright political comet like the Afghan War of 
1919 Joined them together, as materially aided 
onr dealings with them. 


Unlike other parts of India, however, these 
wild people acknowledge little allegiance to 
maliks or headmen No one except perhaps 
the Mulla Fowindah till hlB death In 1913 could 
speak of any portion of them as bis following. 

Policy — The policy of the British was at first 
one of non-interference with the tribes Even 
now only part /of the country 1 b administered 
Gradually it was found that more and more 
supervision became necessary to control raiding 
and this was attempted by expeditions to 
portions of the country with Regulars, followed' 
by building posts and bnck towers to be held 
by Militia These posts were at first placed 
at the points where raiders usually debouched 
The Folltical Officers, at first supported by 
Regulars, built up from 1904 onwards a force 
of some 8,000 Militia with British Officers at 
their disposal, who were backed up by the 
garrisons at Bannu and Dera Ismail Khan. 
In addition certain allowances were made to 
the tribes for good behaviour, prevention of' 
raids and surrender of offenders when required , 
also for tribal escorts as necessary. Gradually, 
as occasion required, posts were ocouplea 
Wana was occupied in 1895 at the request of 
the Wana Wants Similarly the Tochl In 
1806. In the comprehensive expedition of 
1895-90 when this policy was put into effect, 
the British arms were shown in every remote 
valley m the vain hope of taming the .Mahsuds 
It was hoped the various posts would prove 
a pacifying Influence and a rallying gronnd for 1 
Government supporters From 1004 to 1919 
they were held by Militia Roads and communi- 
cations were improved and tribal allowances 
augmented by sales of produce to the troops 
on a liberal scale 

A Programme — Lt -Col Routh then out- 
lined a possible policy for Waziristan We 
give lt textually, because we believe that when it 
was written it reflected bow military opinion in 
India was developing* — 

" To the unprejudiced mind it appears more 
practical to grasp the nettle firmly and dominate 
the inhabited tracts. Why should not the road 
now being made to Ladha be, contanucd<80 miles 
north to the Tochl road at Datta Khel ana 
29 miles south to Wana i hy should we nos 
occupy the healthier portions of Waziristan 
rather than ’the foothills or Cls* Indus zones 7 
The B szmak district round Ala km 6,000 feet up 
is both healthy and fertile The same applies 
to the Shawal vallev laying behind Pir Gul, the 
national peak near Ladha rising to a height -01 
11,556 feet above the sea The Wana .plain, 
5,000 feet up, 30 miles by 15, could with railways 
support an army corps; there is no doubt tnav

a forward railway policy will help to solve 
the problem. A line has been surveyed from 
Tank to Draband and thence np the valley to 
Fort Sandeman, so connecting with tbe Zhob 
and perhaps later to Wana. The Gomal Tangi 
-from Afurtaza to Kha]un Each is the apparently 
obvious route, -but would 'be prohibitively 
expensive in construction and require much 
tunnelling. Beyond Khajun Each tna Tanai 
and Bogha Kot to "Wana, some 23 miles, offers 
no difficulty. The old policy of the raiders 
working westwards and our retributive expedi- 
tions stretching their very temporary tentacles 
eastwards seems to suggest better lateral com- 
munications. The broad gauge at Kobat 
might without undue cost be extended to Thai 
and thence to Idak cut Spinwam. From here 
till further extension proved desirable, a motor 
road through Ttazmak, Makin and Dwatoi to 
link up with that now surveyed to Ladha sounds 
possible to the looker on Eventually such 
communications, road, rail, or both, could 
continue to Wana, Fort Sandeman and Quetta 
yta Hindu Bagh, a strategic line offering great 
defensive possibilities substituting Bazmak, 
which resembles Ootacamund, and healthy 
uplands for the deadly fever spots now occupied 
The very fact of employing the tribesmen on 
these works with good pay and good engineers 
tends to pacify the country as well bb providing 
healthy accessible hill stations In place of the 
proverbially comfortless cantonments which now 
exist in this part of the Frontier. " 

A Compromise — A foil statement of the 
policy finally adopted by Government in view 
of the situation left upon their hands after the 
Mahsnd rebellion was made by the Foreign 
Secretary, Sir (then Sir.) Denys Bray, in the 
course of a Budget discussion In the Legislative 
Assembly on 6th March 1S28 He outlined 
neither a Forward policy nor a dose Border 
polioy Both these terms had, in fact, ceased to 
be appropriate. Circumstances had so changed 
that neither the one plan nor the other remained 
within the hounds ox reasonable argument 

The Foreign Secretary explained that the 
ingredients of the Frontier problem at the 
present day are essentially three, namely, the 
Frontier districts, the neighbouring friendly 
State of Afghanistan, and the so-called Inde- 
pendent Territory, tme last being the belt of 
unsettled mountain country which lies between 
the borders of British India and India He 
proceeded specially to show that this belt is, 
In fact, within India *• .... It is boundary pillars 
Ehnf. mark off Waziristan from Afghanistan, 
it 1 b boundary pillars that Indudo wazlnstan 
in India We are apt to call Waziristan in- 
dependent tomtory ; and it is only from the 
point of view of our British districts that these 
trihP-» are trans-frontier tribes From the 
point of view of India, from the international 
point of view that is, they are ds-frontler 
tribesmen of India. If Waziristan and her 
tribes arc India’s scourge, they are also India’s 
responsibility— and India’s alone. 3nat is 
an International fact that we must never forget " 
Sir Denys next referred to the triumph of 
the Sandeman policy In Baluchistan, He 
pointed out that somo people long ago believed 
that the samo policy would prove effective In 
Waziristan “But what was a practical 
proposition 20 or 30 scars ago is not neccssariir 


so now. The task is Infinitely more difficult 
to-day, chiefly because the tribesmen are 
Infinitely better armed, their arms having 
increased at least tenfold during the last 20 
years.” Dealing with the Close Border pres- 
cription he showed that if one erected a Chinese 
wall of barbed-wire fenco along the plain some 
distance below the hills, “ all the tune the 
problem m front of us would be going from bad 
to worse, with the inevitable increase of arms 
in the mas-border and with that Inevitable 
increase In the economlo stringency In this 
mountainous tract, which would make the tribes- 
men more and more desperate, more and more 
thrown back on barbarism.. ..A rigid Close 
Border policy is really a policy of negation, 
and nothing more . .. We might gam 
for our districts a momentary respite from raids 
but we would be leaving behind a legacy of 
infinitely worse trouble for their descendants ” 

The settled policy of Government in Waziris- 
tan, Sir Denys showed, was the control of 
that country through a road system, of which 
about 140 miles would Be In Wazlnstan Itself 
and one hundred mileB along the border of 
Derajat, and the maintenance of some 4,000 
Ehasssdars and of some 6,000 Irregulars, while 
at Bazmak, 7,000 feet high and overlooking 
northern Waziristan, there would be an advanced 
base occnpled by a strong garrison of regular 
troops Bazmak he showed to bo further 
from the Durand Line than the old-established 
posts In the Tochi Xn the geographical sense, 
therefore, the policy was, in one signal respect, 
a backward policy Bono the less, it was a 
forward policy In a very real sense, for it was 
a polioy of constructive progress and was a 
big step forward on the long and laborious 
road towards the pacification, throngb civili- 
zation, of the most backward and Inaccessible, 
and therefore the most truculent and aggressive 
tribes on the border “Come what may 
civilization mn6t be made to penetrate these 
inaccessible mountains or we must admit 
that there 1 b no solution to the Waziristan 
problem, and we must fold our hands while 
It grows inevitably worso." 

The policy thus initiated has proceeded 
with results according with the highest reason- 
able expectations and exceeding tho most 
sanguine hopes of most people concerned In Its 
formulation 

The roads are policed by the Ehassadars, who 
have, in the main, proved faithful to their trust 
The open hostility 0 f the Wazlri tribesmen to 
the presence of troops and other agents of 
Government in their midst, which at the out- 
set they showed by shooting up individuals 
and 6mall bodies of troops on ever) opportunity 
has faded away and tbe people have shown an 
understand Inc of the rale of law, and, under the 
control exercised, a readiness to conform to It, 
In various small but significant wavs, method? 
of civilization have caught the imagination of 
the people and won their approval Tku«, 
the safety of tbe roads has encouraged, and I* 
buttressed by a considerable development 
of motor-bus traffic Tbe roods, as tj e King’s 
Highway, are official!) held to be sacros'nct 
that Is no shooting np or other jar*U: of 
personal or trloal feuds Is permitted upon then 
This permits villagers to proceed to and fora 
tbe plains towns in safety Under tbe in- 
fluence of tbeir women, tie tribesmen appVd 
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greatly excited and sent down bands to Bit 
near the border and watch for an oppcrtnnltv 
to Join In. The Upper Toohi’s Warns simuf- 
taneously took to arms and shortly afterwards 
the Mahsud Wazlrs, about Ladha, did the same 
At this stage, the development of the Air arm 
in India proved of incalculable value Aero* 
planes patrolled the whole country and were 
frequently employed by the political authorities 
to take preventive and punitive action by 
bomb tag. The rood system, meanwhile, en- 
abled troops to be moved at will to positions of 
advantage for dealing with whatever serious 
tribal aggression appeared likely. 

In the result, the Mohmands, after being 
bombed, several times, found discretion^ the 
better part of valour and made no descent in 
force. Ihe Afrldis twice endeavoured to raid 
Peshawar in force but by combined air and 
land action were both times driven back to 
their hills with no achievement to report. The 
Orakzais of southern Tir&h threatened to 
descend by the Ublan Pass upon Eohat and 
their western elans attacked a post in the Upper 
Knrram and endeavoured to attack Parachmar. 
Helped by the machinations of Congress 
agents, they succeeded in drawing two or three 
clans of Afghan tribesmen across the bonier 
Into the fray. Combined air and ground 
action crushed these efforts The Tochl 
Wazlrs heavily attaoked Datta Kbel, but were 
speedily brought to order by force The Maksuds 
were similarly repulsed ana punished when they 
assaulted Scrarogha, in the valley of the Tak-f- 
2am 

All outbreaks of revolt were suppressed In 
the same manner and the establishment of new 
fortified posts on the Peshawar plain, imme- 
diately opposite the main valleys leading out 
of Tlrab,and the construction of roads for their 
service, now Indicate the application of the 
new frontier poliay in th&trogiun The Afrldis 
long refused to assent to these, bat being there- 
by deprived of access to their normal winter 
grazing grounds on the Kfa&Jur! and Aka Khul 
plain, and prevented from visiting Peshawar, 
their marketing centre, they came in an accept- 
ed peace under the new conditions before the 
opening of the winter of 10J1-S2 The Afrldis 
have later asked for roads into Tuah and are 
getting them 

It will be seen that the events of the summer 
of 1030 put the policy to a severe test, and 
that Its successful operation In the emergency 
was specially assisted by the Royal Air Xorce. 
Tho resultant position appears, then, to be 
that the control of the tribes, where the policy 
has already been expressed in rood building 
and in the establishment of suitable garrisons, 
is effective, that the political and military 
ground organization with which the policy 
Is supported brings about the introductlou 
of tho ameliorativo influence of civilization, 
and that tho rapidity and success with which 
the Royal Air Force can operate over the hills, 
tends to diminish the amount of ground force 
necessary On tho other band, tho two des- 
cents of the Afndis upon the plain and their 
return to their homes without great loss, 
despite all that tho Royal Air Force and large 
bodies of troops could do, Indicate tiic capacity 
for mischief which lies In the hands of tho Tinb 
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tribes, and must remain there so long as the 
policy Is not extended over their highlands. 

Mohmand Outbreak m t95T — 
Disturbances m the Mohmand country dumr, 
the summer of 1033 both illustrated the opera- 
tion of the modern Frontier pohoy and the need to 
koep it a live policy if it is to be of any use at 
oil The Mohmands may for the purposes of 
present description be divided Into tw 0 categories 
namely, the upper Mohmands, who live in tho 
highlands of the Mohmand country, and tho 
Lower Mohmands, whose country stretches from 
the low or altitudes of tho same hills down to 
tho Peshawar Plain. Through the country of 
the Upper Mohmands passes the Durand lmo 
bnt the Afghan Government have never agreed 
to its delimitation In port of tlus region and 
consequently its place has long been taken over 
a considerable portion of the, length of the 
Frontier by what is described as the Presumptive 
Frontier The exact position of this latter has 
never been settled between the two governments 
and it Is consequently sometimes difficult to 
say whether people from particular villages 
belong to one side or to tho other of it. 

In 1032, during tho revolutionary Bed Shirt 
oampaign, in connection with the lndianHational 
Congress, in the Peshawar Plain, the Upper 
Mohmands decided to Join m the disturbances 
and raids in tho administered territory 
immediately northward of Peshawar. The 
Lower Mohmands are described as tho Assured 
Tnbcs Tho meaning of the description 1 b that 
the British Indian authorities assure them 
protection against tho attacks of tho Upper 
Mohmands and they', on tho other hand, are 
bound by promises of good behaviour. The 
Assured Tribes in 1932 interfered with the 
programme of tbo Upper Mohmands for raiding 
the plain and the upper Mohmands In 1933, 
when spring and early ^summer onco more 
facilitated their methods of campaigning, 
commenced rctribntory raids upon tbo Hallmzal 
and other Assured cudb The attacked clans 
appealed to tho political authorities for help 
and that help they were obliged to give 

About the same time ns this trouble was 
germinating, there appeared in Bajaur.a country

war, he had adhered to the winning side; bis 
authority in the kingdom and In Central Asia 
was at its zenith. 


Agreement settled the border on the British 
side, except for a small, section to the west oi 
the Khyber, which remained a fruitful source 
of trouble between Afghanistan and ourselves i 
until 1919, when the Afghan claims and action 
upon the undemarcated section led to war. 
That section was finally surveyed and the 
frontier determined, shortly after the con- 
clusion of peace with Afghanistan Finally 
the McMahon award closed the old feud with 
Persia over the distribution of the waters 
of the Hehnand in Seistan It was 
estimated by competent authorities that 
about the tune of Abdurrahaman's death, 
Afghanistan was in a position to place In the 
field. In the event of war, one hundred thousand 
(ell-armed regular and irregular troops, to- 
r 'per with two hundred thousand tnbal levies, 
end to leave fifty thousand regulars and Ine- 
. jlars and a hundred thousand levies to 
mrutaln order in Kabul and the provinces. 
But if Afghanistan were made strong, it was 
net made friendly. Abdurrahamnn Khan 
dis r rusted British policy up to the day of his 
dentil. All that con be said is that he dU- 
mwted it less than he distrusted Russia, and

o cnoice, he would have opposed a Russian 
advance with all the force at his disposal 
H* closed his country absolutely against ail 
foreigners, except those who were necessary tor 
the supervision of his arsenals and factories 
m» refused to accept a British Resident, on the 
ground that be could not protect him, and 
British affairs were entrusted to an Indian 
ocmt who was In a most equivocal position. 
At the same time he repeatedly pressed for the 
rlrht to pass by the Government of India and 
to establish his own representative at the Court 
of S< James. 

Afghanistan and the War— These re- 
lations were markedly Improved daring the 
reen of His Majesty the Amir Habibullab 
Shan It nsed to be one of the tnte sayings of

Murder of the Amir.— It is believed that 
if he bad lived Habibuiiah Khan would have 
used this authority for a progressive policy 
in Afghanistan, by opening up communications 
and extending his engagements with India 
Ho was courted by the representatives of Persia 
and the Central Asian States as tbe possible 
rallying centre of a Central Asian Islamic 
confederation At this moment he was assassin- 
ated on the 2ntb February 1919. The circum- 
stances surrounding bis murder have never been 
fully explained, but there Is strong gronndfor 
the belief that It was promoted by the 
‘reactionaries who bad harassed him all his 
reign These realised that with bis vindication 
by the war their time of reckoning bad come; 
they anticipated It by suborning one of his 
aides to mnrder him In bis sleep His brother, 
Hasrullab Khan, tbe nominee of the fanatical 
element, was proclaimed Amir at Jelalabad In 
his stead, but public opinion m Afghanistan 
revolted at the idea of the brother seizing power 
over the corpse of the murdered man His 
sous, Hayat and Amannllah, were not disposed 
to waive their heritage Amannllah was at 
Kabul, controlling the treasury and tbe arsenal 
and supported by the Army Kasrullah found It 
impossible to make head against him and with- 
drew. Tbe new Amir, Amannllah, at once 
communicated bis accession to the Government 
of India and proclaimed his desire to adhere to 
the traditional policy of friend*nlp. But ills 
difficulties at once commenced ; he had to deal 
with the war party In Afghanistan ; lie was 
confronted with the dissatisfaction arising from 
the manner in which the murderers of Habib- 
ullab bad been dealt with ; the fanatical element 
was exasperated by the 1 mprisonment ol Ka«rnl- 
lab ; and the Army was so Incensed that it had 
to be removed from Kabul and given occupa- 
tion to divert Its thoughts. A further element ol 
complexity was Introduced by tbe political 
situation In India. Tbe agitation against tbe

the whole business gave a serious set-back to 
the reforms initiated by His Majesty ; he had 
to withdraw almost the whole of his adminis- 
trative code and to revert to the Miahomedan 
Law which was previously in force. 

Bolshevik Penetration — Taking a long 
view, a much more serious development of the 
policies of Afghanistan, at tho period to which 
the foregoing notes apply was tho ponetratlon of 
the Bolsheviks. These astute propagandists 
have converted the former Trans-Gasplits 
States of Tsarist Bussrn into Soviet Republics, 
where the rule of the Bolsheviks Is much more 
drastlo and disruptive than was that of whnt 
waa called the despotism of (he Romanoffs 
The object of this policy is gradually to sweep 
into tho Soviet system the outlying provinces 
of Persia, of China and of Afghanistan In 
PeiBla this polity was foiled by tho vigour 
of the Sipar Salan, Reza Khan, since declared 
Shah. In Chinese TurkeBtnn it is purauod with 
qualified success. In Afghanistan It also made 
certain progress. The first step of the 
Bolsheviks was to extend the Soviet Republics 
of Tajikistan, Uzbekm and Turkmanlst&n so as 
to absorb all Northern Afghanistan. This was 
later, apparently, abandoned for tho moment for 
a mom gentle penetration Large subsidies, 
mostly delivered in kind, were given to 
Afghanistan. Telegraph lines were erected 
all over the country, roads were constructed, 
large quantities of arms and ammunition were 
supplied, whilst an air force with Russian pilots 
and mechanics was created and was largely 
developed In return the Bolsheviks received 
Important trading facilities The whole purposo 
of this policy was ultimately to miko It po"slble 
tonttack Great Britain In India through an 
absorbed Afghanistan. 

It Is very doubtful If th6 Amir and bis advisers 
were deceived by theso practices, and whether 
they did not pursno tho simple plan of taking 
all they could get without the slightest Inten- 
tion of handing themselves over to.thoBoIshevlks, 
But It Is easier to let tho Bolshevik in than to 
cot him out , friends of tho Afghan" were asking 
themselves whether the Amir was not nourish- 
ing vipers in his bosom.

Murder of Nadir Shah —This ordered march 
of progress was tragically interrupted bj the 
murder of His Majesty Nadir Shah on the after- 
noon of 8 November 1933 His Majesty was 
attending a football tournament prize giving, 
when a young man among the gathering stepped 
lorn ard and fired se v erol rev olv er shots into him 
at close range, killing him instantly. It later 
appeared that the assassin committed the crime 
in revenge for the execution of a prominent 
Afghan who had been caught deeply involved 
m treasonable activities after he bad been 
mercifully treated for earher behaviour of the 
same kind The assassin's father was stated to 
have been this man’s servant The murder 
was not followed by general or widespread 
disorder The members of Nadir Shah’s family 
and his prominent officers of State stood loyally 
by his heir, his son, Hnliammed Znhir The 
latter was duly placed on his father’s throne and 
Ills accession was in due course acknowledged 
and confirmed throughout the kingdom In tlie 
traditional manner. The new kmg started ins 
reign with a high reputation for courage and 
steadiness He early issued assurances to bis 
people thnt he would continue the policy of his 
father In affnirs of State. No untoward events 
have occurred in the months that have since 
pvst.

Russian Intervention. 

This .was the position when in 1899 Lord 
Curzon, Viceroy pi India, endeavoured to get 
into direct touch with the Tibetan authorities 
'Three letters which he addressed to the Dalai 
Laina were returned unopened, at a time 
when the Dalai Lama was in direct intercourse 
with tke-Tsar of Russia. His emissary was a 
Siberian Dorjieff, who had established a re- 
markable ascendancy in the counsels of the 
Dalai Lama. After a few years’ residence at 
Lhasa Dorjieff went to Russia on a confidential 
mission in 1899 At the end of 1900 he re- 
turned to Russia at the head of a Tibetan mis- 
sion of which the head was officially described 
m Russia as "the senior Tsamte Khoinba 
attached to the Dalai Lama of Tibet'* This 
miBBion arrived at Odessa in October 1900, 
and was received in audience by the Tsar at 
Uvadla. Dorjieff returned to Lhasa to report 
progress, and in 1901 was at St Petersburg 
with a Tibetan mission, where as bearers of an 
autograph letter from the Dalai Lama they 
were received by the Tsar at Peterhoff. They 
were escorted home through Central Asia by 
a Russian force to which several Intelligence 
Officers were attached. At the time it was 
rumoured that Dorjieff had, on behalf of the 
Dalai Lama, concluded a treaty with Russia, 
which virtually placed Tibet under the pro- 
tectorate of Russia ThiB rumour was after- 
wards nfflnmlly contradicted by the Russian 
Government. 

The Expedition of 1904. 

In view of these conditions the Government 
of India, treating the idea of Chinese suze 
t.. 1 ti fry over Tibet as a constitutional fiction, 
proposed in 1908, to despatch a mission, with 
on armed escort, to Lhasa to discuss the out- 
standing questions with the Tibetan autho- 
rities on tne spot To this the Home Govern- 
ment could not assent, but agreed, in conjunc- 
tion with the Chmese Government, to a joint 
meeting at Rbamba Jong, on the Tibetan side 
of the frontier. Sir Francis Yonncnnsband 
was the British representative, but after months 
of delay it was ascertained that the Tibetans 
had no intention of committing themselves 
It was therefore n r-eed that the mission, with 
a strong escort, should move to Gyantsc On 
the way the Tibetans developed marked hosti- 
lity, and there was fighting at Tuna, and several 
sharp encounters in and around Gjantse It 
was therefore decided that the miralon should 
advance to Lliasa f and on August 3rd, 1904, 
Lhasa was reached There Sir Francis Young- 
husband negotiated a convention by widen 
the Tibetans agreed to respect the Chinese 
Convention of 1890, to open 
at Gyantse, Gartok and Yatung: to pav an 
indemnity of £500,000 (seventy-fire lakhs of 
rupees) j the British to remain In occupation 
ofthe Chumbl Valley until this indemnity 
was paid off at the rate of a lakh of rupees a 
year. In a separate instrument the Tibetans 
agreed that the British Trade Ag<mt at Gvantse 
should have the ngbt to proceed to Lhasa to 
discuss commercial questions, If necessary. 

Home Government interrencs 

For reasons whlcb trerc not apparent at the 
time, but which have sines been made clearer, 


the Home Government were unable to accept 
the full terms of this agreement The indem- 
nity was reduced from seventy-fire lakhs of 
rupees to twenty-five lakhs, to be paid off in 
three years, and the occupation of the Chumbl 
Valley was reduced to that period. The right 
to despatch the British Trade Agent to Llia=v 
was withdrawn. Two yeara later (June 1906) 
a Convention was concluded between Great 
Britain and China regulating the position in 
Tibet. Under this Convention Great Britain 
agreed neither to annex Tibetan territory, nor 
to Interfere m the internal administration of 
Tibet. China undertook not to permit any 
other foreign State to interfere with the terri- 
tory or internal administration of Tibet Great 
Britain was empowered to lay down telegraph 
lines to connect tne trade stations with India, 
and it was provided that the provisions of the 
Convention of 1890, and the Trade Regulations 
of 1893. remained In force. The Chinese Gov- 
ernment paid the indemnity in three years 
and the Chumbl Valley was evacuated The 
only direct result of the Huston was the open- 
ing of the three trade marts and the establish- 
ment of a British Trade Agent at Gyantse 

Chinese Action. 

The seqnel to the AngIo-Rus”ian Agreement 
wna dramatic, although it ought not to have 
been unexpected. On the approach ol the 
Vounghusband Mission the Dalai Lama fled 
to Urea, the sacred city of the Buddhists In 
Mongolia. He left the internal government of 
Tibet In confusion, and one of Sir Francis 
Vounghusband's great difficulties was to find 
Tibetan officials who would undertake the 
responsibility of signing the Treaty. Now the 
suzerainty of China over Tibet had been ex- 
plicitly reaffirmed. It was asserted that she 
would be held responsible for the foreign rela- 
tions of Tibet. In the past this suzerainty 
having been a " constitutional action," it wob 
inevitable that China should take steps to see 
that she bad the power to make her well rcs- 

£ ected at Lhasa. To this end she proceeded 
> convert Tibet from a vassal state Into a 
province of China In 1908 Cbao Brh-fcnp, 
Acting Viceroy In the neighbouring province of 
ISzecbuen, was appointed Resident in Tibet 
He proceeded gradually to establish his autlio- 
I nty, marching through eastern Tibet and 
'treating the people with great seventy. Mean- 
| time the Dalai Lama, finding his presence at 
I tJiga, the scat of another Buddhist Pontiff, 
'Irksome, had taken refuge In Si-ntng. Thence 
‘.he proceeded to Peking where he armed In 
1 1908, was received by tne Court, and despatched 
jto resume his dutfes at Lhasa Moving by 
I leisured stages, he armed there at Christinas,

China : and Mr Long Chen Shatra, Prime 
Munster to the Dalai Lama, threshed out these 
Issues Whilst no official pronouncement has 
been made on the ‘Ubjcct,it is understood that 
a Convention was initialled In Jnne which re- 
cognised the complete autonomy of Tibet 
proper, with the rlebt of Cnlna to maintain a 
Resident at Lhasa with a suitable guard. A 
seml-autonomous zone was to be constituted In 
Eastern Tibet, in which the Chinese position 
was to be relatively much stronger. But this 
Convention, It is understood, has not been 
ratified by the Chinese Government, owing to 
the difficulty of defining Outor and Inner 
Tibet, and In 1018 Tibet took the offensive 
and threw off the last vestiges of Chinese 
suzera'ntv When the Chinese province of 
Szechuan went over to the South, the Central 
Government at Pekin was unable to finance 
the frontier forces or to withstand the Tibetan 
advance, which was directed from Lhasa and 
appeared to be ably managed After the 
Tibetan armv had occupied some towns on the 
confines of the Szechuan marshes, hostilities 
were suspended and an armistice was concluded. 

Trum what has goi e before, it will be seen that 
the importance wmch former!} attached to the 
political condition of Tibet was much less a 
local than on external question, und was in- 
fluenced b} our relations with Bussla and 
China rather than with our relations with Tibet. 
Russia hav ing relapsed into a state of consider- 
able confusion, and China having relapsed luto 
a state of absolute contusion, these external 
forces temporarily nt any rate disappear, d, and 
libe* no longer loomed on the Indian political 
horizon The veil was drawn afresh over Lhasa, 
and affairsfn that country pursued an Isolated 
coutS' , with tbi" considerable difference.

iines of Khatmondu- one of the ao«t ramar* - 
able military achievements u> the blstorv of 
Asia. Under the firm rule of the present Prime 
Minister Nepal has been largely free from 
internal disturbance, and bas been raised to a 
strong bulwark of India. Nepal Is the recruit- 
ing ground for the Gnrkha Infantry, who 
form such a splendid part of the fighting 
aim of the Indian Empire Beyond Nepal 
are the smaller States of Bhutan and 
Siklum, whose rulers are Mongolian by ex- 
traction and Buddhists by religion. In view of 
Chinese aggressions in Tibet, the Government 
of India in 1910 strengthened their relations 
with Bhutan by Increasing their subsidy from 
fifty thousand to a lakh of rupees a year, and 
taking a guarantee that Bhutan would be 
guided by them In Its foreign relations. After- 
wards China was officially notified that Great 
Britain would protect the rights and Interests 
of these States At the request of the Nepalese 
Government a British railway expert was 
deputed to visit the country and advise on the 
bc-t means of improving communications with 
India As the result of his report the Nepalese 
Government have decided to construct a light 
railway from Bbichhakhorl to Raxaul. Great 
success has attended the orders passed by tho 
Nepalese Government abolishing slat cry. 

Assam and Burma 

We then come to the Assam border tribes— 
the Dallas the Mlrls, the Abors and the Mlsbmls 
Excepting the Abors none of these tribes has 
recently given trouble The minder of Mr 
Williamson and Dr. Gregorson by the Mlnvonp 
Abors in 1911 mado necessary an expedition 
to tbe Dihang valley of the Abor country on the 
N B. frontier A force of 2 500 and abont 400 
military police was employed from October 


1911 to April 1912 In subdning tbe tribe. After 
two or three small actions tbe murderer* were 
delivered np. Tbe cost of the expedition was 
Bs 21,60,000. At the same time friendly 
missions were sent to tbe Mlshmi and MIrJ 
countries. Close contact with these forest-clad 
and leech-infested hills has not encouraged any 
desire to establish more intimate relations with 
them The area occupied by the Nngnsarcs 
runs northwards from Manipur The Nngasares, 
a Tibeto-Burman people, devoted to the prac- 
tice of head hunting, which is still vigorous- 
ly prosecuted by the Independent tribes The 
Chin Bills Is a tract ot mountainous country 
to the sonth of Manipnr The corner of India 
from the Assam boundary to the northern 
boundary of the Shan States Is for the most 
part Included In the Myitkyina and Bhamo 
districts of Bnrm'a. Over the greater part of 
this area, a labyrinth of hills In the north, no 
direct administrative control 1 b at present 
exercised. It is peopled by the Shans and the 
Kachlns Civilisation Is said to be progress- 
ing and steps have been taken to prevent 
onerna«hments from the Chinese side 
Negotiations between Britain and China on 
this subject aio proceeding Th«>io Is a 
considerable trade with China through Bhamo. 
On tbe Eastern frontier of Burma are 
the 8h.in State*, with an area of fifty thousand 
square miles and a population of 1,300,000. 
These States ere still administered by the 
Powbwas or hereditary chiefs, subject to tbo 
guidance of Supenntenoents and Assistant 
Superintendents The Northern Shan Rail- 
way to Lashlo, opened In 1003, was meant to 
be a stage In the construction of a direct railway 
link with China, but thlR idea bas been put 
aside, for It Ib seen that there can never be a 
trade which would Justify tbe hen expen- 
diture Tbe Southern Shan States are being 
developed by railway connection The five 
Karennl States lie on tbe frontier south of the 
Shan States. Sonth of Karennl the frontier 
runs between Slam and tho Tenasserim Division 
of Burma. The relations between the Indian 
Government and the progressive kingdom of 
Slam are excellent A notable humanitarian 
development of recent years Is the sucre** 
of the measures to abolish das cry in the 
Hokawng Valley In this remote place In the 
north-east of Burma a mild Bvstcm of slavcrr 
existed, but in response to tbe Initiative and 
pressure of British officers they wem all freed 
by April 1920. 
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The prospect of Unking Europe and Asia by 
a railway running eastwards through Asia 
Minor has fascinated men’s mindB for genera- 
tions. The plans snggested have, owing to 
thB British connection with India, always 
lain in the direction of lines approaching India 
More than 60 years ago a Select Committee 
of the House of Commons sat for two years to 
consider the question of a Euphrates Valley 
railway. The Shah of Persia applied to the 
British Foreign Office for the investment of 
British capital In Persian railway construction 
many vears before the end of the nineteenth 
century. A proposal was put forward in 1806 
fora line of 1,000 miles from Cairo and Port 
Slid to Eoweit, at the head of the Persian Gnlf 
While these projects were In the 'air, German 
enterprise stepped m and made a small begin- 
ning by constructing the Anatolian railway 
system Its llneB start from Scutari on the 
southern shore of the Bosphorus, opposite Con- 
stantinople, and serve the extreme western 
cad of Asia Minor. And upon this (bunds tion 
was based the Turkish concession to Germans 
to build the Baghdad Railway. 

Meanwhile, Russia was pushing her railways 
from various directions Into the Central Asian 
territory running alone the northern frontiers 
of Persia and Afghanistan to the borders of 
Chinese Turkestan The constriction of a 
Trans- Persian railway, connecting India, acro*s 
Persia with the Russian lines between the 
Black Sea and the Caspian 8ca came to the 
forefront after the conclusion of the historic 
Anglo-Rnsslnn agreement regarding Persia 

The Germans pushed forward their Baghdad 
railway project with a calculating shrcwdne«« 
arising bom their estimate of the same It 
would possess In tlieir grand aim to over 
throw the British Ftnplrs The outbreak of 
the great war and the snccess of the Germans 
in inveigling Turkey Into It saw the Anal stages 
of the construction of the railway pressed 
forward with passionate energy Thus, before 
the overthrow of the Turks and Germans in 
Asia Minor and of the Carmans In France the 
railway was completed and in use from Scntarl 
across Anatolia, over the Tnnms Mountain* 
to Aleppo and thence eastward across the 
Ennnrotes to a point between Mslbln and 
Mosul The Germans had also by that time 
constructed a line to Baghdad at the eastern 
end of the route, northwards from Baghdad to 
a point a considerable distance bevond Samara 

The war compelled the British to undertake 
considerable railway development northward 
from Basra, the port at the month of the 
Shatrd-Arab the broad stream In which the 
Tigris and Euphrates after their Junction, flow 
Into the head of the Persian Gulf The system 
consists of a metre-gauge line from Basra r u 
Kasaneh, on the Tuphratcs, thence north 
wards to Baghdad the line passing a consi- 
derable distance westward to Kut-l-Amara, 
of historic fame From Baghdad the line 
Tons c»«*wanl «rnror mutely to th root of the 
T,v>* through which tile Persian *oad cros« ■* i 
the fron'lrr of that country.

The Trans-Persian line to Join the Russian 
Caucasian system and the Indian railways 
first assumed proportions of practical import- 
ance in the muter of 1911 Both the Russian 
and the Indian railway systems were by then 
well developed up to the point llkelv to be I he 
termini of a Trans-Persian line. The Russian 
system reached Julfa, on the Rn«so-Persian 
frontier In the Caucasus Dnring the war 
this line was carried thence southward 
Into the region east and south-east of Lake 
Drumla The Indian railway system, on the 
borderland of India and Persia, was similarly 
much extended .rod Improved during the war. 
A new agreement which was negotiated between 
England and Persia specially provided for 
British assistance In the development of Persian 
natural resources and particularly for the 
extension and Improvement of Persian roads 
suitable for motor baffle, but the agreement 
came to naught 

There remains the possibility of Unking the 
Ritssmn and Indian railway system bv wav 
ol Afghanistan The suggestion has often 
toen made in recent years that the Russian 
line from Merv to Herat, on the northern fron’lc 
Of Afghanistan, should be linked to the Indi in 
•Ine which nrorccds irom Quetta to the Afghan 
border on His man The distance between the 
rallwaj heads is about 250 miles But there 
have always for strategic reasons been strong 
military objections to the railway across Afghan- 
istan and after the death of the late 
Amir Habltmllab the Afghan Government 
flatly oppoW any snggestion for ram inc the 
iadian or Russian railway system within tlieir 
borders. What th* present Afghan Government 
think about the matter was not shown 
up to the time this artiele wa= written, bnt the 
-Grange situation In Central A«I a and beyond the 
Indian North West Frontier does not suggest 
the early removal of the strategic difficulties The 
completion of a broid-gmre line evtcndmg the 
Indian railway «js*era »hrou,h the Mirber Pa**

The Army. 


The great sepoy army o' India originated in 
the small establishments of gauds, known as 
peons, enrolled for the protection of the facto- 
ries of the East India Company, but sepoys 
were first enlisted and disciplined by the French, 
who appeared in India in 1665. Before this 
detachments of soldiers were sent from England 
to Bombay, and as early as 1665 the first for- 
tified position was occupied by the East India 
Company at Armagon, near Masnlipatara. 
Madras was acquired in 1640, but in 1654 the 
garrison of Fort St George consisted of only 
ten men. In 1661 Bombay was occupied by 
400 soldiers, and in 166S the number was only 
285 of wbom 03 were English and the rest 
French, Portuguese and Indians. 

After the declaration of war with France 
In 1744 the forces were considerably Increased, 
bat this did not prevent the French capturing 
Madras in 1746 Following the French example, 
the English raised considerable sepoy forces 
and largely increased the military establish* 
ments In 1748 Major Stringer Lawrence 
Umded at Fort St David to command the forces 
of the Company. The English foothold in 
India was them precanons and the French under 
Duplelx were contemplating fresh attacks. 
It became necessary for the English Company 
to form a larger military establishment The 
new commandant at once set about the organi- 
sation and discipline of bis small force, and the 
garrison was given a company formation. This 
was the beginning of the regular Indian Army 
of which Lawrence subsequently became Com- 
mander-In-Chief. In Madras the European 
companies were developed Into the Madras 
Fusiliers: Bimllar companies in Bengal and 
Bombay became the 1st Bengal and 1st Bom- 
bav Fusiliers The native infantry were simi- 
larly organised by Lawrence and Clive By 
degrees Royal Regiments were 6ent to India, 
the first being the 30th Foot, which arrived in 
1754 

Straggle with the French.— From tills 
tim e for a century or more the army In India 
was engaged In constant war. After a prolonged 
war with the French, whom Daniels, bad by 
1750 raised to the position of the leading power 
In India, the efforts of Stringer Lawrence, CUve, 
and Eyre Coo to completed the downfall of 
their rivals, and the power of England was 
es tablish ed bv the battle of Plosscy In Bengal, 
and at Wandewasli in Southern India, where 
the French were flnallv defeated In 1761. 
A number of independent States, owning 
nominal aUegtanco to the Emperor at Delhi, 
bad risen on the decline of the Mughal Empire, 
some ruled bv Mahntta Princes and others by 
M nsalm an adventurers such as Hydcr All of 
Mysore A prolonged struggle ensued with 
the latter and his son and successor Tipu Sul- 
tan, which ended only with the defeat and 
death of Tipu and the capture ot Senngapatam 
In 1799. 

Reorganisation of 1790— In 1790 the 
Indian armies, which had been organised 
on tho Presidency extern, were reorganised. 
The European troops were 13,003 strong and 


the Indians numbered some 67,000, the infantry 
being generally formed into 75 regiments of two 
battalions each. In Bengal, regiments were 
formed by Unking existing battaUons of ten 
'companies each with large establishments of 
English officers The Madras and Bombay 
armies were at the same time reorganised on 
Bimllar lines, and cavalry and artillery com- 
panies were raised. 

In 1798, the Marquis Wellesley arrived as 
Governor-General, firmly imbued with the neces- 
sity of destroy ing the last vestiges of French 
influence In pursuance of this policy he 
reduced Mysore, where Tipu was Intriguing 
with the French, and then turned his attention 
to the Mabratta States, in which Stndhia had 
established power over the Muglial Emperor 
at Delhi by means of a large regular army offi- 
cered by Europeans under tho French adventu- 
rer Perron In campaigns against SIndhia m 
Hindustan by a British Army nnder General 
Lake, and In the Deccan against that pnace 
and the Raja of Berar by an army nnder General 
"Wellesley, afterwords Duke of Wellington, 
the power of these. Chiefs was broken in the 
battles of Laswari and Assaye. French Influence 
was finally destroyed, and the Mughal Em- 
peror was released from the domination of the 
uahratt&s Subsequently Holkar also was 
reduced, and British power established on a 
firm footing. 

Kfatfny at Vellore— The Indian Army 
had been from time to time subject to incidents 
of mntby which were the precursors of the great 
cataclysm of 1857. The most serious of these 
outbreaks occurred atthefortof Vdloreln 1800 
when the native troops suddenly broke out and 
Silled the majority of the European officers 
and soldiers quartered In the fort, while the 
striped flag of the Snltan of Mysore, whose 
sons wero confined there, was raised upon the 
ramparts The mnfiny was suppressed by 
Oolonel Gillespie, wbo galloped over from Arcct 
at the head of the 19th Light Dragoons, blew 
in tho gate of the fort, and destroyed the muti 
neers This retribution put a stop to any 
farther outbreaks In the army. 

Overseas Expeditions — Several Import • 
ant overseas expeditions were undertaken 
in the early part ot the nineteenth centnry. 
Bourbon was taken from the French - Ceylon 
and the Splcc Islands were wrested from tl>e 
Dutch, and Java was conquered In 1811 bv a 
force largely composed of Bengal troops which 
had volunteered for this service 

In 1814, the Sepal War took place In which 
the brave Gillespie, wbo had distincnish'd 
himself (n Java, was killed when leading the 
< assault on the fort of Katanga The Gur’Jias 
were overcome in tills war after offeires a 
stout resistance 

In 1817,bostiUties again broke out wPh the 
1 MaUrattas, who rose against the BntUli during 
the progress ot operations a geest the Ftnlsn* 
Fractlcallv the wboh* army too) th« field and 
all India was turned Into a vast camp. The 
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Mahmtta Cblefa of Poona Nagpur, and Indore 
rose m succession, and were beaten, respectively, 
at Kirkee, Sltabaldi, and tlclndpur. Ibis was 
the last war In 8nuthprn India The tide ol 
war rolled to the north never to return -In 
the Punjab, to which our frontier now extended, 
our armv came Into tonch with the great mili- 
tary community of the Sikhs. 

In 1824, the armies were reorganised, the 
double-battalion regiments being separated, 
and the battalions numbered according to the 
dates they were raised The Bengal Army was 
organised m three brigades of horse artillery, 
five battalions of foot artillery , two regiments of 
Enropean and 08 of Indian Infantry, 5 regiments 
of regular and 8 of irregular caialrv Ihc 
Madras and Bombav armies acre constituted 
on similar lines, though of lesser strength 

First Afghan War and Sikh Wars — 
In 1830, a British Army advanced into Afgha- 
nistan and occupied Cabul There followed 
the murder of the British Envoys and the dis- 
astrous retreat in which the army perished, 
This disaster was in some measure retrieved 
by subsequent operations, but it had far- 
reaching effects on Bntish prestige The people 
of the Punjab bad witnessed these unfortunate 
operations, they had seen the lost lesions which 
never returned, and although they saw also 
the avenging armies they no longer regarded 
them with their former awe Sikh aggression 
led to hostilities in 1845-4G, when a large por- 
tion of the Bengal Army took the field under 
Sir Hugh Oough The Sikhs were defeated 
after stubborn fights at Mudki and Ferozeshahr, 
the opening battles, but did not surrender 
until they had been overthrown at the battles 
of Allwal and Sobraon Two years later an 
outbreak at Multan caused the Second Sikh War 
when, after an Indecisive action at Chihanwala, 
our brave enemies were finally overcome at 
Gujerat, and the Punjab was annexed. Other 
campaigns of this period were the conquest 
of Sind hv Sir Charles Kapler, and the Second 
Burmese War, the first having taken place m 
1824. 

The conquest of the Punjab extended over 
the frontier to the country inhabited by those 
turbnient tribes which have given so much 
trouble daring the past sixty yearn while they 
have fnrnisbcd many soldiers to our army 
To keep order on this border the Punjab Fron- 
tier Foroe was established, and was constantly 
engaged in small expeditions which, while they 
involved little bloodshed, kept the force em- 
pioved and involved much arduous work. 

The Indian Klntiny — On the eve of the 
mntmv m 1857 there were in the Bengal 
Army 21,000 British and 13"\000 Indian troops, 
in the Madras Army 8,000 British and 49,000 
Indian troops and in Bombav 9,000 British 
and 45,000 Indian troops The proportion 
of Indian to British was therefore too large for 
safety The causes of the mutiny were manv 
and various Among these were the annexa- 
tion policy of Lord Dalhousie, especially that 
of Oudh from whirl the greater part of the 
-Bengal Army was drawn, interference with the 
privileges of the sepoy with respect to certain 
allowances, and lack of power on the part of 
eommandinv officers either to punish or reward 
The final spark which fired the revolt was the 
Introduction of 8 new cartridge The muskets 
of those days were supplied with a cartridge 


■n which the powder was enclosed in a paper 
cover, which nail to he bitten off to expose the 
ponder to Ignlthm, In 1857 a new cartndto 
wns Introduced with paper ol a glazed texture 
which it was currently reported was greased 
with the fnt of swine and oxen, and therefore 
unclean alike for Muhammadans and Hindus 
This nas Interpreted as an attempt to destroy 
the caste and the religion of the sepoys. Skil- 
ful agitators exploited this grievance, which 
was not without foundation, and added reports- 
that Hour nas mixed with bone-dust and sugar 
refined with the blood of oxen. 

Disaffection culminated in mutiny at Bor- 
hamp u r and In an outbreak at Barrackpore 
whore sepoy M&ngai Fande attacked a European 
officer The next most serious manifestation 
nas the refusal of men of the 3rd Bengal Cavalry 
at Meerut to take the obnoxious cartridge. 
These men acre tried and sentenced to long 
terms of Imprisonment, their fetters being revet- 
ted on parade on the 9th May. Next diy the- 
troops In Meerut rose, and, aided by the mob, 
burned the houses of tho Europeans and 
murdered many The troops then nent off. 
to Dell I Unfortunately there was in Meerut 
no senior officer capable of dealing with the 
situation. The European troops In the place 
remained Inactive, and tho mutineers were 
allowed to depart unmolested to spread the 
fi&mes of rebellion 

Delhi is the histone capital of India On Its 
time worn walls brood the prestige of a thou- 
sand years of Empire It contained n great 
magazine of ammunition Yet Delhi was 
held only by a fen Indian battalions, who join- 
ed the mutineers The Europeans who did 
not succeed In escaping were massacred and 
the Delhi Emperor was proclaimed supreme 
In India. The capital constituted a nucleus 
to which the troops who mutinied m many 
places Docked to tho standard of the Mughal 
An army was assembled for tbe recovery of 
Delhi bat the city was not captured until the 
middle of September In the meantime mutiny 
had spread Tbe massacres of Cawnpore 
and Jhansi took place, and Lucknow was be- 
sieged until Its relief on the 27th September. 
Tbe rebellion spread throughout Central India 
and the territory that now forms the Central 
Provinces, which were not recovered until Sir 
Hncb Bose’s operations in 1858 ended in the 
defeat of the Banl of Jhansl 

Minor Campaigns — During the period 
until 1879, when tbe Second Afghan War began, 
there were manv minor campahros including 
the China War of 1860 the Ambeyla Campaign, 
and the Abyssinian War. Then followed the 
\fehan War In which tbe leading figure was 
Lord Roberts There were expeditions 'to 
Egvpt and China, and Frontier Campaigns of 
which the most Important was tbe Tirah Cam- 
paign of 1897. There were also-the prolongs! 
operations which led up to or ensued ,npon the 
annexation of Burma, Several campaigns to 
Africa, and tbe expeditions to Lhasa Lot 
until 1914, since the Afghan War, the army of 
India, except that portion of tbe British gar- 
rison which was sent to South Africa in 1 899, had 
little severe fighting, although engaged in many 
arHnons priWnrlsw.

The British cavalry and British Infantry unite 
of the army in India are units of the British 
service. Ho individual British service unit Is 
located permanently in India Units of the 
British Army are detailed for a tour of foreign 
service, of which the major part is as a rule 
spent in India In the cose of British Infantry 
battalions the system Is that one battalion of a 
regiment is normally on homo service vi bile the 
other Is overseas In the case of British 
cavalry the same arrangement cannot be applied, 
as one unit only comprises the regiment. 

In Great Britain, in peace-time, units 
are maintained at an establishment smaller 
than that required for war. In India, the peace 
establishments exceed the war establishments in 
view of the fact that reserves of British personnel 
do not exist, and reinforcements must be obtained * 
from Great Britain. 

British Cavalry —There are 5 British 
cavalry regiments In India, The establishment 
of a British cavalry regiment is 27 officers and 
567 other ranks.

The Royal Air Force Medical 
Services — In India, as in the United 
Kingdom, theAir Force has a medical service of its 
own Flying is earned out under conditions which 
differ widely from those on the ground. ’With 
the growth ol aeronautics therefore, it was 
found necessary to create a separate depart- 
ment of medical science whose functions, 
broadly stated are to study the effect of 
living upon the human constitution both 
mental and physical, to study also the effects 
of different forms ol illness and physical disabi- 


lity upon flying efficiency and to apply in prac- 
tical form the results ascertained The essen- 
tial object in view is to save life by ensuring, so 
far as possible that those who fly are physically 
and psychologically fit to do so. The present 
establishment of the Royal Air Force Medical 
Service in India consists of 11 officers and 27 
airmen The Medical Administration is con- 
trolled by the Principal Medical Officer of the 
rank of Group Captain, on the Btaff of the Air 
Officer Commanding the R. A F 'in India. - 

Indian Air Force —This force came into 
existence on 8th Ootober 1032, the date on 
which the first batch of six Indian cadets, after 
receiving training at Cranwell, obtained 'com- 
mission as Pilot Officers These officers will 
form the first unit of the Indian Air Fbrce 
The training of cadets for the Indian Air Force 
cannot at present be undertaken in India, and 
arrangements nave been made to continue 
their training at Cranwell.

Of these categories, the officers and men of 
the Boyal Army Medical Corps and the Amy 
Denial Corps, the assistant surgeons of the 
Indian Medical Department and the 
Queen Alexandra's Imperial Military Nursing 
Service and the Qneen Alexandra's 
Military Nursing Service for India are 
primarily concerned with the medical care 
of Bntiih troops, while the officers of the 
Indian Medical Service, the sub-assistant sur- 
geons of the Indian Medical Department and the 
Indian Military Nursing Service are concerned, 
primarily, with the medical care of Indian 
troops The Indian Hospital Corps serves both 
organisations 

Civilians of miscellaneous classes employed by 
the Amy in "Wazirlstan are given medical 
treatment in military hospitals, and arrange- 
ments have been made with the Headquarters 
of the Indian Bed Cross Society for the medical 
treatment and care of cases amongst Indian 
eoldieis and followers of the Indian Amy for 
chronic diseases, such as tuberculosis, leprosy 
and diabetes 

Indian Army Service Corps — The In- 
dian Amy Service Corps is the counterpart of 
the Boyal Army Service Corps of the British 
Amy. It has developed from the Commis- 
sariat Department of an earlier period, and its

The mechanical transport was taken over 
by tbe Indian Army Service Corps In 1927. At 
present tbe officers of the service are mainly 
drawn from tbe Boyal Army Service Corps 
since at present there are no facilities In Indlaf&f 
training officers In every branch of mechanical 
transport duties The establishment of officers 
includes, however, a certain number of Bings 
commissioned officers belonging to the Indian 
Army.

The Auxiliary Force.

In India, as elsewhere in tho Empire, tho adop- 
i tlon of compulsory military service would be 
undesirable. It was recognised, however, that 
India needed somo adequate auxiliary force, 
if only on a voluntary oasis, that conld be 
trained to a fairly definite standard of effi- 
icency , and In the result, an Act to constitute 
an Auxiliary Force for service fn India was 
passed in 1920. Under this Act membership 
is limited to European British subject, and 
the liability of members for training and service 
Is clearlvdoflncd. Military training Is gradual c 1 
according to age, the more extended training 
being carried out by the vonnger memutrs, 
the older members being obliged to fire a mt,*- 
ketrv course onlj.

The former fa the principal 
channel ol recruitment , the latter being only 
resorted to when, owing to abnormal wastage 
or for some other special reason, requirements 
cannot be completed by means of ca lets from 
Sandhurst A third source is from among Uni- 
versity candidates When a cadet has qualified at 
Sandhurst and has recalled his commission, he 
becomes. In the first instance, an officer of the 
Unattached List, and is posted for a period of 
one year to a British battalion or regiment in 
India, where he receives a prelimlnanr training 
u> his military duties At the end of tho year, 
he Is posted as a squadron or company officer 
to a regiment or battalion of the Indian Army. 

Administrative services and departments of the 
army draw their officers from combatant units, 
as it has hitherto been regarded as essential that 
everv officer should,in the drat instance, recciv e 
a thorough grounding in combatant duties, and 
acquire at first hand an intimate knowledge 
of the requirements of the combatant arms 

The promotion in rank of King's commission- 
ed officers of the Indian Army is regulated by a

THE EAST INDIES SQUADRON. 


Since 1903 a squadron of tbe Royal Navy, 
known as the Bast Indies Squadron, has been 
maintained in Indian waters. It has natu- 
rally varied In strength from time to time 
In 1908 the squadron consisted of one second 
class and three smaller ernieers and four sloops 
or gunboats In 1906, it consisted of two se- 
cond class and two third class cruisers, and re- 
mained at this strenath until 1910 wnen one 
second cIobs cruiser was withdrawn and two 
smaller vessels substituted, and three crui«ers 
were lent from the Mediterranean to bbsIbi 
in the suppression of the arms traffic in the 
Gulf. By 1018 the position of the East Indies 


squadron had considerably improved The 
battleship Swiftsuro had taken the place of the 
second class cruiser which had been Oagrhip, 
and another, second class cruiser replaced thr 
Pencus , 

The present composition of tho Bast 
Indies Squadron (Fourth Cruiser Squadron)

Dunne the War 1914-1918 Boyal Indian 
Marine Officers were employed on many and 
various duties Boyal Indian Marine 8h!ps 
" Dtjpfepjs,” "Habotnoe,” "Eoejhbbook," 
“ Lawbekcb," "Daihousie ” and "MJKIO” 
had their guns mounted and served as Auxi- 
liary Cruisers. Officers also served in the Boyal 
Navy in the Grand Fleet, Mediterranean North 
Sea, North Bed Sea and Caspian Sea Fleets. 

In addition to transport duties In Indian 
Ports, Officers were sent to Marseilles, East 
Africa and Egypt for such duties, and on the 
entry of Turkey Into the War were employed 
on duties towing and manning Biver Craft and 
Barges to and in Mesopotamia, and it was 
necessary to enlist a number of Temporary 
Officers, Warrant Officers and men to the num- 
bers of approximately 240, 60 and 2,000 re- 
spectively for these and other duties. 

When the War Office assumed full control 
of Operations in Mesopotamia a large number 
of Begular and Temporary Officers and men 
were seconded to the Boyal Engineers ana 
General Service respectively for duties in the 
Inland Water Transport which controlled all 
Biver Transport work in that country, and 
these officers held many important execntlve 
appointments in that unit. 

The movements of all sea transports between 
India and the various theatres of War were 
controlled by Marine Officers. 

Trawlers were built in the Bombay and Cal- 
cutta Dockyards and mine sweeping operations 
were carried out with these and launches off 
Bombay and elsewhere, the trawlers were Biso 
u«ed for towing duties.

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Shortly afterwards the Esher Committee 
arrived in India to report on the Indian Army 
and although the HI Id was not included m 
their terms of reference, they strongly recom- 
mended that the B. I M should be reorganised 
as a combatant service The Government of 
India in 1920 obtained from the Admiralty the 
services of Bear-Admiral Mawby as Director, 
B I M , to draw np a scheme of reorganisation 
within limited lines. His scheme, however, 
was not adopted, and Admiral Mawby resigned 
his appointment. 

The B I M then fell upon hard times, money 
was scarce, the report of the Inch cape Com- 
mittee necessitated drastic retrenchments, and 
the working of the Montagu-Chelmsford reforms 
resulted in the Local Governments having to 
defray the cost of the work of B I M amps 
on their various stations, on lighthouse duties, 
transport work, carrying of officials, eto The 
Local Governments were naturally inclined to 
think that if they had to pay they would like 
to have t a say in the management, and that 
if the work could be done cheaper locally, they 
should arrange to carry out the duties them- 
selves Further, the Inchcape Committee 
recommended that the three large troopships 
should be scrapped and all trooping earned out 
under contract, which would have left the 
Marine with only the Survey Department and 
the Bombay Dockyard. 

A Combatant Service —Happily for the 
Service, however, the Government of India in 
1925 appointed a Departmental Committee 
under the Chairmanship of General Lord Baw- 
linson, in his capacity of Minister of Defence 
and Member of Council m charge of the Marine 
Portfolio, to submit a scheme for the reorganisa- 
tion of the Service as a combatant force This 
Committee recommended that the Service 
Bhonld be reorganised as a purely combatant 
Naval Service with tbe title of Boyal Indian

Agriculture. 


As crops depend on the existence of plant, 
food tiiiu moisture in the soil, so the character 
of the agriculture ot a country depends largely 
on its soil and climate. It is true tbat geogra- 
phical situation, the character of the people and 
other considerations have their influence which 
Is not inconsiderable, but tbe limitations im- 

S osed by tbe nature of tbe soil and above ail 
y the climate tend to the establishing of a cer- 
tain cl *is3 of sericulture under a certain given 
set of conditions 

The climate of India, while varying to some 
extent in degree, in most respects is remark- 
ably- similar m character throughout the coun- 
try. The main factors in common are tbe 
monsoon, the drv winter and early summer 
months, and the intense beat from March till 
June These have tbe effect ot dividing rhe 
year into two agricultural seasons, the Khanf i r 
Mor«non and the Rabi or Whiter Season, each 
hearing its own distinctive crops Between carl) 
June and October abundant rains fall over the 
greater part of tbe continent while the winter 
months are generally dry, although North- West- 
ern India benefit* from showers m December 
and January Tbe south of tbe Peninsula, and 
especially the Madras Presidency, however, is 
more truly tropical especially In the Boutb, and 
depends mainly on tbe N -E. monsoon ; hero the 
two crop seasons can hardly be said to exist 
The distribution of tbe rainfall throughout 
tbe year, which is of considerable importance 
to agriculture, is none too favourable, but 
Is not quite so bad as is often represent- 
ed The rainfall is greatest at 'what would 
otherwise be the hottest tame of tbe year, viz , 
mid-summer, and when it is most needed It 
should be remembered tbat in a bot country 
InWmittent showers are practically valueless 
as evaporation is very rapid Heavy rainfall 
concentrated In a limited period, though It 
has its drawbacks and demands a special sys- 
tem of agriculture, has many advantages in hot 
countries. 

Soils — Four mam soil types can be recog-

Manure is generally applied to more valuable 
crops like sugarcane, cotton, tobacco, etc Soedin g 
1 b either done broadcast or by drilling behind a 
wooden plough or drill Thinning and spacing 
are not nearly so well done as they might be, and 
iateroultivation is generally too superficial 
Harvesting is done by sickle whore tlio crops 
are cut whole, and there is little Waste Involvod. 
At their best tho yyot’s methods aro not 
Ineffective but being uneconomical of both 
cattle and man-power^ they are seldom carried 
out fuUy Tbe use of simple Improved 
implements and of madilnesvwlilcli lessen tlio 
strain on the buUocks, which v£ho agricultural 
department is steodHy fostering, Is an 
important factor in raising tho gehoral standard 
of agriculture, ' 

Irrigation — The concentration of the prin- 
cipal rainfall m lessj than a third of tho yoar, 
which is not the sow pig period of tho rati crops, 
places a very definite limit on tho yield which 
can be obtained from the principal cereal crops 
Some other crops, k g , Sugarcane, eon hardly 
be grown Indeed without supplementary water- 
ing. With adequate irrigation the yield from 
the principal grain (crops In Wortham India Is 
doubled even in areas where tbe monsoon is 
generouB, whilst in the great canal colonies 
and In Sind barrch desert lias become fertile 
land. The Indian canal system is by far the

The Madras nnd Bombay presidencies po*«c«s 
some of the most *.pr eiariilir irrigation schemes 
in the world Hie Cam cry — Mctttir Irrigation 
ay Mem Inaugurated In lost la considered to 
i be tho hlcgest in the Drill'll Tmpire nnd tlio 
largest single block masonry reservoir in tho 
world, with a storage capacity of 03,500 million 
cubic feet This project, together with the 
Knnnlntnhuli projict In Mysore, Is said to 
bring into productive use about SO per rent 
of tho flow of the Cnua cry river besides serving 
.is n great moderator of floods The Wilson Dam 
at Bhnndnrdnra, impounding 272 feet of water, 
Is far and away the highest dam in India, whilst 
tho Sukkur Barrage in Rind across the Indus 
irrigates a desert whoso area far evcccds that of 
any other scheme conceived by engineers 
Irrigation from Wells — About one 

quarter of the total irrigation of the count nf 
is got from lifting water from wells ranging in 
doptli from a few feet to over fifty feet. Their 
numben have greatly increased In recent years 
largoly through Government advances for 
their construction The recurring cost of tins 
torn of irrigation 1ms, howevor, greatly Increased 
owing to tho high price of draught cattle and 
the Increasing cost of their maintenance. 

All agricultural departments nro now giving 
increased attention to tho better utilisation oi 
underground water supplies, existing wells being 
Improved by boring nnd tubo wells of large j 
cnpi city Installed nnd equipped with pumprag 
machinery. Efficient types of water lifts aro i 
lapdily replacing the old-faBhIoncd mmtea t 

Tank Irrigation Is common In Central and \ 
Southern India Large quantities of ram i 
water >are stored in lakes (or tanks) and distn^ j 
bated 'during tho drier seasons of the yean i 
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Often the Indirect effect of the tank In main- 
taining the anh-Boil water level is as Important 
as the direct Irrigation. 

Manures — Although the number of cattle 
maintained In India la very high and indeed 
excessive, there is everywhere a shortage of farm- 
yard manure This Is partly due to the small 
,use of bedding, for which straw can ill be spared, 
and to the keeping of cattle m the open, but 
mainly to the use of dung as the principal source 
of village fuel. Hence the supply of organic 
matter to Indian soils is deficient Unfortu- 
nately the Indian cultivator does nos possess 
the skill of the Chinama n in the making of 
composts and much valuable manunal material 
Is wasted m every Indian -milage and to the 
detriment of sanitation. Green-manure crops 
are spreading slowly and the use of oil-cakes, 
especially castor-cake, for the more valuable 
crops like sugarcane and tobacco is Increasing 

The general trend of the results of expe- 
riments carried on by the various agricul- 
tural departments is to show that a better 
supply- of organic manures is everywhere im- 
portant, nitrogen Is the most common limiting 
factor for India as a wbole, phosphatic manures 
are definitely advantageous in certain more 
limited tracts. Manuring for higher production 
Is gradually spreading as the result of village 
demonstrations: at present prices of certain 
artificial fertilisers, notably ammonium sul- 
phate and the newer types of soluble phosphatio 
manure are definitely profitable not only tor 
tobacco, sugarcane ana market garden crops 
butfor some staple crops, but generally speaking 
the tall In the prices o f agricultural produce has 
arrested progress In the use of purchased ferti- 
lisers 

Rice. — A reference to the crop statistics 
shows that rice ib the most extensively grown 
crop in India, although it preponderates In the 
wetter parts of the country, wz , in Bengal, 
Bihar and Ortasa, Burma and Madias The crop 
requires for its proper maturing a moist climate 
with well assured rainfall. The cultivated 
varieties are numerous differing greatly in qua- 
lity and in suitability for vanouB conditions of 
Boil and climate, and the people possess an 
intimate acquaintance with those crown in 
their own localities The better qualities are 
sown in seed beds and transplanted in the 
monsoon. Broadcasted nee is grown gcncrallj 
in lowlymg areas and is sown before the mon- 
soon sb It must make a good start before 
tbo floods amve Deep water rices grow quickly 
and to a great height and arc generally able 
to keep pace witb tbe nso in -water level 

For transplanted rice the soil Is generally 
prepared after the arrival of the monsoon and 
is worked in a puddle before the seedlings arc 
transplanted. The land is laid ont into small 
areas with raised partition* to regulate the 
distnbution of the water «upply. The seed. 
hngs arc planted cither singly or in small 
bundles containing from 4 to 0 plants each 
and are simply pushed into the mud at distances 
of 0 to 12 Inches apart Hither by bunding 
to retain rainfall or by artificial irrigation, 
the details aarjing with locality, the rice fields 
are kept more or Ie*s under water until tbe 
crop shows signs of ripening. The "tea under 
improved varieties of rice distributed by the 


agricultural departments is now well our 2 
million acres A scheme for the intern Incahon 
of research on rice m all the principal nce-growi-:; 
provinces of India has been launched c .. <>f 
funds provided by the Imperial Counci’ 
Agricultural Research and the Empire Marketing 
Board 

Wheat.— Wheat is grown widely throughout 
Northern India as a winter crop, tbe United 
Provinces and the Punjab supplying about 
two-thirds of the total area, and probably 
three-quarters of the total outturn In India. 
The majority of the varieties grown belong to 
tbe species Tntunum vulgare. Indian wheals 
are generally white, red and amber coloured 
and are mostly classed as soft from a com 
merclal point of view. As Been m local markets 
Indian wheats frequently contain appreciable 
quantities of other grams and even of ertraneous 
matter due to the method of threshing em- 
ployed Wheat for export 1 b well-cleaned and 
there has been great improvement in this res- 
pect of recent years Most of tbo Indian 
wheats are soft weak wheats bnt there are some 
well known Maccaronl wheats amongst them 
The largest wheat acreage of recent sears was 
that of 1934-35, namely, 30.0C million acres, 
bnt the yield did not come up to the record 
harvest of 1930 which exceeded 10} million 
tons Recent crops have averaged 9} million 
tons per annum which Is only slightly, if any- 
thing, alio\ e internal requirements Exports of 
wheat amounted to 197,000 tons in 1030-31 
bnt have Bince been nominal, Indian wheat 
haung been quoted well above world parity. 
With the development of Irrigation from the 
Lloyd Barrage Canal in Sind and in the newer 
Punjab Canal Colonies a further Increase In wheat 
production fs practically certain and although 
the internal consumption of wheat will increase 
with tho growth of population, there is likely 
to be an exportable surplus in the not distant 
future The crop is generally grown after a 
summer fallow and, except in irrigated tract*, 
depends largely on the conservation of the coil 
moisture from the previous monsoon Rams 
in January and February are generally bcncilcr'l 
but an excess of rainfall in these months usually 
produces rust with a diminution of the yield 
On irrigated land 2 to 4 waterings are generally 
given The crop is generally harvested to March 
and April and the threshing and winnowing go 
on up till tbe end of May-. The total area under 
improved varieties of wheat Is now 5 3 million 
acres. 

The Millets.— 1 These constitute one of the 
most important groups of crops in tbe com. try 
supplying food for tbe poorer classes and fodder 
tor tbe cattle Tbe varieties vary greatly In 
qualltv, height and suitability to various 
climatic and soil condition*. Perhaps the 
tiro best known varietie* ere Jowar (Scrg* i n 
eulparr) the great millet, and Eajra the 
Bulrush millet (PernL"* iw tvr’oiieun). Gen- 
erally speakirg tho Jowsrs require betVr 
land than tbe bajra* and the d.-tributh-n 
of the two enps follows tie quality o f tie 
soil. Neither for Jow-ir nor bajra is is-m.”- 
usual! v nppl'ct though Jowar responds Laxd* 
samel v to Ligh manuring and cultivate is, n't 
so thorough a« for wl rot Tb** crop is geni- 
ally sown in tie ta ginning of iL- nev": 
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Oilseeds — The cropB classified under the’ 
heading are chiefly groundnut s, linseed, «esamtim 
and the cruciferous oilseeds (rape, mustard, etc ) 
Although oilseeds are subject to great fluctua- 
tion m price and the crops themselves arc 
more or less precarious by nature, they co\er 
an immense area 

Groundnut , though of modern introduction, 
is already an important crop particularly in 
Madras, Bombay, Burma ana Hyderabad 
The area in 1933-34 was 8 23 million acres 
and, although in the current year it has dropped 
considerably it is still far above the pre-war 
acreage The yield m 1033-34 was 3 33 million 
ton, of which 647,000 tons were exported as 
compared with a prewar average export of 
212 000 tons 

Linseed requires a deep and moist soil and 
is grown chiefly in the Central Provinces, Bihar 
ana Orissa and the United Provinces The 
crops is grown for seed and not for fibre and the 
common vnntles are of a much shorter habit 
of growth than those of Europe The yield 
vanes greatly from practically nothing up to 
500 to 000 lbs. of seed per ncie It is grown 
largely for export At the beginning of the 
century India supplied practically the whole of 
the world’s demand for linseed, the area having 
gone ns high ns 5 million acres with a yield of 

030.000 tons In recent years foreign com- 
petition, mainly from the Argentine, has con- 
tracted the market far Indian linseed and with it 
the area under the crop Exports dwindled 
to 72,000 ions in 1932-33 os compared with 
the prewar average of 379,000 tons - The 
preference granted to Indian linseed in the 
United Kingdom under the Ottawa Agreement 
combined with two successive short lianests 
in the Argentine, have helped India to regain 
her pre-war position. In 1933-34 exports again 
reached 379,000 tons ot which tho United 
Kingdom took more than half 

Sesamum (Qingellj) is grown mostly in 
peninsular India aa an autumn or winter 
crop About 10 per cent of the production Is 
exported and tho rest consumed locally. 

The Cruciferous Oilseeds lorm an 
important group of crops in Northern India 
whore they grow freely and attain a fair state 
of development Tho area under rape and 
mustard, Including an estimated figure for tho 
area grown mixed with other crop Is abont 
to 7 million acres annually Production m 
l <>33-34 wasestimated at 9->2,000 Ions, of which 

73.000 tons were exported as compared vitli 

133.000 tons in 1932*33 Several species are 
grown and there are numerous local varieties A 
large portion of the crop Is crushed locally 
for domestic consumption 


Jute —two varieties of the plant are culti- 
vated as a crop, Capsularis and Olitonus 
Jute crowing Is confined almost entirely to 
Bengal, Assam, Bttiar and Orissa. The 
crop requires a rich moist soli Owing to 
river inundation this part of India receives 
a considerable nllnvial deposit every year 
and the land is thus able to sustain this 
exhausting crop without manure The crop 
Is rather delicate when joung, but once rstab 
lishcd requires no attention, and grows to a 
great height (10 to 11 feet) Before ripening 
tho crop Is cut and retted In water After Ure

about three weeks submersion the fibre is 
removed by washing and heating The areas

Tobacco Is grown hero and there all over 
tho country cluetly, however, w Bengal, Bihar, 
Bptnhay.

Of two varic- 
tli s cultivated Ntcolxana Tcbacum is by far tlie 
most common Maximum crops are obtained on 
Jeep and moist alluvium soils and a high stan« 
darn of cultivation Including liberal manuring 
i« necessary The crop 1 b only suited to small 
holdings where labour Is plontiiul is the at ten 
tiro nocessary for Its proper cultivation is very 
groat Tho seed is germinated in seed beds 
and the young plants aro transplanted when 
a fen Inches high, great care being taken to 
shield them from the sun. Tho crop is verv 
carefully weeded and hoed It Is topped after 
retaining a height of, say, 2 ft , and all Buekcn 
are removed. The crop ripens from February 
onwards and Is cut juBt before the leaves 
become brittle. The greater part of the tobacco 
grown m India Is intended torttoolah smoldnc 
and Is combo and heavy In flavour Lighter 
kinds aro also produced for cigar and cigarctto 
manufacture. Of recent years there lias been 
important development In the production, In 
commercial quantities, of better quality 
cigarette tobacco both in Madras and in 
Bihar. India exports abont 29 million lbs of 
unmanufactured tobacco annually' of which 
about 35 per cent gocBto the United Kingdom. 
This trade though a small proportion of Indian 
production (which is estimated at 000,000 tons 
per annum from an area of 1 3 million acres) 
is worth a crorcof Jtupces annually even at 
present prices. 

Livestock —The livestock population of 
British India consists roamlv ot about 121 
million cattle, 31 million buffaloes, 25 million 
sheep, 35 million goats and 3 million hoTses, 
mules and donkeys, and in the 51 Indian states 
for which figures are available, there arc 113 
million cattle and buffaloes, 28 million sheep 
and goats, 1 million horses, mules and donkeys 
and half a million camels For draught pur- 
poses cattle aro mainly used everywhere though 
male buffalo ore luiportantasdnughtanlraals in 
the rice tracts and damper parte of the eouutr; 
Horses and mules are practically neveru e cd for 
agricultural purposes. For dairy purpo*c’ f tlif 
buffalo Is important, the milk yield being hl'.li 
and the percentage of butter fat conride'ahl) 
above tint in cow’s milk.

farms pedigree herds aro being bnllt up and 
from these selected bulls ore issued, preference 
being given to special

bulls and where serious efforts to maintain a good 
strain of cow are made. Once established such 
breeding areas rapidly produce a supply of 
superior bulls for general distribution and in 
this way the valuable bulls from Government 
herds are used to advantage. The premium 
bull system is also working well in some tracts 
Cattle improvement is a slow process at the best 
and though a start on sound lines has been made 
in all provinces, continued effort and persistent 
endeavour are essential There Is no branch 
of agricultural Improvement where the land- 
owners of India could render greater service. 

Dairying.— Though little notloed hitherto 
dairying forms a very important Indigenous 
industry throughout India. The annual cash 
value of dairy products lias been esti- 
mated at over 800 crores of rupees and the 
Importance of milk and dairy products to the 
health and development of the people cannot 
he over-estimated Apart from liquid milk 
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Agricultural Progress.' — The historical aspect 
of agricultural development In India has 
been fully dealt with in the report of the 
Linlithgow Commission. The Famine Com- 
mission as long ago as I860 made the first proposal 
for a separate Department of Agriculture but 
little resulted except the collection of agricul- 
tural statistics and other data with the object 
of throwing light on famine problems The 
Famine Commission of 1880 by their masterly 
review of the possibilities of agricultural develop- 
ment revived interest in the matter and their 
proposal for a new Department for Agriculture 

ana allied subjects in the Government of India 
and for provincial departments of agriculture 
bore fruit eventually. Dr J. A. Voelker, 
Consulting Chemist to the Royal Agricultural 
Society, was invited to visit India and his 
book "Improvement of Indian Agriculture’' Is 
still a valuable reference book. In 1892 an 
agricultural chemist to the Government of India 
was appointed. Provincial Departments mainly 
concerned themselves at first with agricultural 
statistics hut experimental farms were opened 
at Saidapet in 1871, Poona in 1880, Cawnpore 

in 1881 and Nagpur In 1888 ; there were various 

sporadic attempts at agricultural Improvement 
but no real beginning was made until technical 
agricultural officers were appointed. Of these 
the earliest were Mouison in Bombay 
(subsequently Inspector General of Agriculture), 
Barber and Benson In Madras, Hayman in the 
United Provinces and Milligan in the Punjab 
In 1901, the first Inspector General of Agricul- 
ture was appointed and In the same year an 
imperial Mycologist was added followed by an 
Imperial Entomologist in 190S. The present 
departments of agriculture, however, owe their 
existence to the foresight and energy of Lord

AGRICULTURAL PROGRESS. \ / 

Canon whoBO famous despatch of^OOjB marhefst 
the commencement of the reorganisation whla; 
took place In 1006 That scheme provided for 
a central research Institute at Pusa, completely 
staffed provincial departments of agritf'rttn'rt 
with agricultural colleges and provincial restte^ff 
Institutes and an experimental hum in earNi 
Important agricultural tract To the estabhjsn- 
raent of the Imperial Agricultural BeseatiP 
Institute at Pusa. Lord Curzon devoted thlL 
greater part of a generous donation of £30,000 \ 
given by Mr. Henry Phipps of Chicago to be 
applied to some object of public utility , 
preferably connected with scientific research ~ 
The Indian Agricultural Service was constituted 
in 1900 Since thatdate progress has been steady 
and continuous. With the advent of the reforms 
of 1919, agriculture became a provincial transfer- 
red subject but the Government of India retained 
responsibility for central research Institutions 
ana for certain matters connected with toe 
diseases and pests of plants and animals .The 
addition of toe Imperial Institute of Animal 
Husbandry and Dairying (with a branch farm 
at Wellington), the Imperial Gattiebreedmg 
Farm at Karoo] and the Anand Creamery enabled 
livestock work to be carried ont on a scale not 
possible at Pusa. The Imperial Sugarcane- 
breeding station at Coimbatore Is yet another 
branch of toe Imperial Agricultural Research 
Institute. Provincial Governments have 
steadily developed and strengthened their 
agricultural departments. The total nett ex- 
penditure of provincial agricultural depart- 
ments now exceeds 106, lakhs rupees annually, 
toe nett annual expenditure on toe Imperial 
Department of Agriculture Is in toe neighbour- ' 
hood of 11 lakhs 1 
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Parallel developments took place in the 
provision made for matters connected with 
animal health The now world-famous Imperial 
Institute of Veterinary Research at Muktesar 
started in 1893 bb a modest hill laboratory for 
research on rinderpest It is sow a fatly equipped 
research institute which also manufactures 
protective sera and vaccines of which some 6 
million doses are issued annually The CiMl 
Veterinary Department was formed In 1891 and 
until 1912 was under tire control of the Inspector 
General The departments were completely 
provincialised in 1919, the Government of India 
continuing to finance and control the Sluktesar 
Research Institute and its branch station at; 
Intnagar(Bareilly) i 

Recent Progress —As now constituted, the I 
.agricultural departments include a complete 
organisation for bringing the results of the ap- 1 
plication of science to agriculture into the village, j 
At one end of the Beale are the agricultural • 
colleges and research Institutes — at the other 
thousands of village demonstration plots where 
the effect of Improved seed, methods, implements 
and manures Is shown under the cultivators' 
own conditions. Intermediate links In the 
chain are the experimental farms, where scientific 
research is translated Into field practice, demons- 
tration and seed farms and seed stores The 
ascertained results of the work of the agricul- 
tural department are striking enough More 
than 15 million acres are known to be under im- 
proved crops — the further area due to natural, 
spread is indeterminable Improved methods of 


cultivation and manunngarc steadily spreading, 
work is m progress on most of the major crops 
and each year brings new triumphs The 
present position has been authoritative reviewed 
by the Royal Commission on Agriculture 
which reported in 1928 Recognising liow 
much has already been done in the 20 years since 
the agricultural departments were created, the 
Commission also emphasised the enormous 
field for future work to which all witnesses 
had drawn their attention The agricultural de- 
partments having shown that the application of 
science to Indian agriculture Is a practical 
proposition and further that the individual 
cultivator can bo reached and his methods 
Improved, the problem Is now to develop and 
intensify such work so that a general advance 
in agricultural practice will result At no time 
has there been a greater need for co-ordinated 
effort directed towards the solution of agri-

RESOLUTION 


The roports ol the Rojal Commission on 
Agriculture m India and the Central Ranking 
Enquiry Committco drew attention to the loss 
winch occurs through tlio ineffective marketing 
of agricultural produce and put forward recom- 
mendations for improvement The marketing 
of agricultural produce being mainly a matter 
of provincial concern, it is for Provincial Gov ern- 
ments to consider what action, if any, they 
should take on the majority of the recommen- 
dations referred to but somo are of all-India 
importance and application Tho Central 
Banking Enquiry Committee pointed out the 
need for some central agency to advise and 
assist in co-ordinating provincial activities 
particularly in the case of agricultural produce 
intended for export and to give assistance to 
Provincial organisations by way of advice and 
research It further recommended that this 
task should be undertaken by the Imperial 
Council of Agricultural Research 

2 Although they had accoptcd in general 
the recommendations of the Royal Commission 
on Agriculture regarding market surveys and 
the appointment of expert marketing officers 
in the Provincial Agricultural Departments and 
had in several instances taken suoh action in 
that direction as their finances permitted, 
Local Governments were m general deterred 
by financial stringency from making substantial 
progress The Government of India, m view 
of the importance of improved agricultural 
'marketing as an aid to the general economic 
recovery of the country, came to the conclusion 
that a stage had been reached where action 
might usefully be taken to study in detail the 
all-India aspects of the problem and that sub- 
stantial expenditure would be justifiable even 
at a time of financial stringency — if the position 


of Indian ngriLiiItiir.il produce in world markets 
could bo strengthened, and greater advantage 
taken of the huge internal market for sue ii 
produce 

3 According^, Piovinclnl Governments, 
wore consulted in Julj 1033, and, on receipt 
of their replies, the Government of India placed 
the matter before the Advisory Board of the 
Imjjeriol Connell of Agricultural Research for 
an expression of opinion In the light of the 
replies received fiom Local Governments tlie 
Bonrd unanimous!} recommended action on the 
following lines — 

(a) Tho first step should he the appoint- 
ment for a limited pcuod of n highly qualified 
and experienced Mirkcting Expert with practi- 
cal knowledge of the organisation of agricultural 
marketing In other countries of the Empire 
This Officer and the neccssnrj assistants should 
bo on the staff of the Imperial Council of Agricul- 
tural Roscarch and should undertake the investi- 
gation of marketing problems and formulate 
schemes foi the Improvement thereof, make 
recommendation as regards standard grades 
for the various commodities and advise local 
Governments and Provincial Departments of 
Agriculture generally m -regard to agricultural 
marketing 

(b) Attention should be concentrated in 
the first instance on the principal commodities 
and 

(c) Local Governments should be invited 
to collaborate with tho Marketing Export, 
Is appointed, by appointing provlnclaimarkcting 
officers 
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4 The Government of India accepted the 
Mew of the Ad\ isory Board and decided that a 
Marketing Expert should he appointed on the 
staff of the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Research for a period of three years With 
the sanction of the Governing Bod} of the 
Imperial Council of Agricultural Research 
Mr A M Livingstone, a senior official of the 
Marketing Branch of the English Mimstrv ot 
Agriculture, was accordmglv appointed as 
Marketing Expert on the staff of the Council 
and took up his duties on the 28th April 1634 

5 The question of agricultural marketing 
was also discussed at the Provincial Economic 
Conference held m April 1934 and there was 
general agreement at tho Conference that, of 
all practicable measures for improving economic 
conditions, an intensive programme to develop 
marketing facilities for agricultural products 
(both Crops and Livestock products) offers 
the best immediate prospects of substantial 
results The Conference was 1 of the opinion 
that action to be taken to deal with the mam 
marketing problems should include propaganda 
and the supply of information in external 
markets regarding Indian products , the grading, 
sorting and bulking of the main staple products , 
special market organisation for perishable 
commodities, information to India’s producers 
of consumers’ requirements both m Indin and 
abroad ; the planning of pioduction on the basic 
of quality and demand , the establishment and 
development of regulated markets , the under- 
taking of market sifrvevs for the purpose of 
dev eloping a common plan throughout India 
and the establishment of properh organised 
‘futures’ markets, commodity exchanges and 
warehouses 

0 As stated in paragraph 9 of their Resolu- 
tion No F -16 (D-F/34, dated the 6th May 
1034, the Government of India decided to 
proceed on the lines recommended at the Con- 
ference which included the following initial 
steps — 

(1) The appointment of a Central Marketing 

Officer and staff b} the Goa eminent of 

India 

(2) The appointment of Prov luci il Marketing 

Officers 

(3) The inauguration of Marketing -urv evs 

(4) The appointment of special committee* 

for staple crops 

(3) Work on grade standards 

These recommendations broadl} follow the 
recommendations of the Royal Commission on 
Vgnculture which were endorsed in general 
bvthc Central Banking Enquire Committee 
and steps will now be taken to give effect to 
them 

" 7. The Question of establishing additional 
crop comma Ut *'»' still under the consideration 
of Government In the meantime it has been 
decided however, that the otlnr recommend i- 
tions should be given effect to immediately 


in accordance with a scheme of work prepared 
bv the Marketing Expert Adviser on the staff 
of the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research 
This work, which will be undertaken bv a 
Central Staff in conjunction with Provincial 
Marketing Staffs, falls into three mam diusions, 
iir — 

( I ) Investigation work , 

( II ) Bet elopment work , -and 

(m) Work on grade standards 

The work to bo done under tlic*-c various

Now Works.— The major works of excep- 
tional importance are the Sukbnr Barrage and 
Canals In Sind, the Cauvery (Jlettar) project In 
Madias, and the Sntlej Valiev Canals in the Pun- 
jab. The Snkknr Barrage, which was opened by 
His Excellency the Vtcoioy early to 1932, is the 
createst work of Its kind In the world, measuring 
4.725 feet between the faces of the regulators on 
either side The year 1932-33 was demoted 
to (ho design and construction of the remaining 
minor channels, induding watcrranrses, together 
with the necessary regulators, falls, bridges and 
modules The remodelling of the existing 
channels was also taken op and scvenl of these 
projects w ere under consideration. The Barrage 
canals, which were opened early in the jear, 
were tested to their foil supply levels, and the 
result generally was satisfactory, though some 
of tho banks showed considerable settlement 
and these were strengthened as required The 
general working of the canals during tins first 
wear of tlielr operation was verv satisfactory, 
the total area irrigated bemc 25,00,00 , acres 
of which 13 45,000 acres were tajaortf 
11 , 53,067 acres in rah ; the area of wheat 
amounting to 7,00,230 acres 03 compared

Thus we have the southern Trade* circulation 
extending northward and the local land nnd 
sea circulation extending Southward until 
about the beginning of June the light unsteady 
Interfering circulation oier the Arabian Sea 
Anally breaks up, tho Immense circulation 
of the south-east Trades, with its cool, moisture 
laden winds rushes forward, becomes linked 
onto the local circulation proceeding between 
the Indian land area and the adjacont bcoi 
and India is invaded by oceanic conditions— 
the south-west monsoon proper. This is the 
most Important season of the year as upon 
it depends the prosperity of at least th e-slxths 
of the people of India.' 


When this current is fully established a con- 
tinuous air movement extends over the Indian 
Ocean, the Indlnn seas and tha Indian land 
area from Lat. 30° S. to Lat 30° N. the southern 


The mon*oon current over the southern 
half of the Baj of Bengal blows from smith- 
wert and I* thus directed towards tne 
Tina*«erim liffl* and up the valley of the 
Irrawndy to which tt gives very heavy rain 
That portion of this current which 
suUlcIcntiy fnr northward to blow over Bengal 
and Assam gives icrv heavy rain to the _ low- 
king districts of Eart Bengal nnd Immediately 
thereafter coming under the inflnence of tne 
Assam Hills Is forced upwards and gives «- 
ccsslvc ram (perhaps the heaviest in the worioj 
to the southern face of these bills The re 
□mining portion of tho Bay current advances 

I \ 
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from the southward over Bengal, is then 
directed westward by the barrier ol the 
Himalayas and gives general rain over tbe 
Gacgetlo plain and fairly frequent rain over tbe 
lower ranges of the Himalayas from Slfchim to 
Kashmir. 

To tbe sontb of this easterly wind of the 
Bay current and to tbe north of tbe westerly 
wind of tbe Arabian Sea entreat there exists 
a debatable area running roughly from His Ear 
in the Punjab throagh Agra, Allahabad and 
part of Chain Nagpur to Orissa, where neither 
current of tbe monsoon prevails In this area 
tbe rainfall fa uncertain and would probably 
be light, but that tbe stormB from the Bay of 
Bengal exhibit a marked tendency to advance 
along this track and to give it heavy falls of 
occasional rain 

The Total rainfall of the monsoon period 
(Jane to September) is 100 inches over part 
of the west coast, the amount diminishes east- 
ward, is below SO inches over a large part of 
tbe centre and east of the Peninsula and is 
only 5 inches in Sontb Madras , It is 01 er 100 
inches on the Tenassenm and South Burma 
coast and decreases to 20 inches in Upper 
Burma; it is orer 100 In the north Assam 
Valley and diminishes steadily westward and 
is only 6 Inches in the Indus Valley.

Cyclonic storms and cyclones are an almost 
invariable feature of tbe monsoon period In 
the Arabian Sea they ordinarily form at the 
commencement and end of the season, nr, 
Jlav and November, but In the Bav they form 
a constantly recurring feature of tbe monsoon 
season. The following gives the total number 


of storms recorded during tbe period 1877 fo 
1901 and shows tbe monthly distribution — ■

The preceding paragraphs give an account 
of tbe normal procession of tbe seasons through- 
out India during tbe year, but It must be re- 
membered, that every year produces varia- 
tion* from the normal and that in some 
years these variations are very large lhis la 
more particularly tbe case with the discontinuous 
element rainfall Tbe most Important va- 
riations in this element which may occur are — 

(1) Delay in the commencement of tbe rains 
over a large part of the country, this 
being most frequent in North Bombay 
and North-west India 

(S) A prolonged break in July or August or 
both 

(3) Early termination of the rams which 
may occur in any part ot tbe country. 

{#) Xbe determination throughout tbe mon- 
soon period of more rain than usual 
to one part and less than unni to an- 
other part of tbe country. Examples 
of this occar every year. 

About tbe middle ot September fin' and 
fresh weather begins to appear in the extreme 
north-west of India This area ot fine weather 
and dry winds extends ea«twird and «outbwird, 
the area ni rainy weather at tbe same time cor- 
tractmg till by tbe end of October the mini 
area bis retreated to Madras and the sontb 
of tbe Peninsula and by the erd of December 
has disappeared from tbe Indian region, flue 
clear weather prevailing throughout. ThM 
procession with the numerous variations and 
modifications which are in*cpirable from 
meteorological condition* repeats itself year 
after year 


(For monsoon o/lOSi, f' piy 307) 
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Functions of the Department — TliC India 
Meteorological Department was instituted in 
1876 to combine and extend the work of various 
provincial meteorological sen Ices which lmd 
sprung up before that date The v arlous duties 
which were imposed on the Department at the 
time of its formation wore from time to time 
supplemented by new duties The main exist- 
ing functions, more or less in the historical 
order in which they were assumed, may be 
briefly summarised as follow 6 — 

(a) The issue of warnings to ports and coastal 
districts of the approach of cyclonic storms 

(ft) The issue of storm warnings by wireless 
to 6hipB In the Indian seas, and the making of 
arrangements for the collection of meteorological 
data from ships. 

(c) The maintenance of systematic records 
of meteorological data and the publication of 
climatological statistics These were originally 
undertaken in order to furnish data for the 
investigation of the relation between weather 
and disease 

(<Z) The Issue to the public of up-to-date 
weather reports and ef rainfall forecasts. These 
duties were originally recommended by a Com- 
mittee of Enquiry Into the causes of famine 
in India 

(«) Meteorological researches of a general 
character, but particularly regarding tropical 
storms and the forecasting of monsoon and 
winter rainfall 

(/) The issue of seasonal rainfall forecasts 

(g) The issue of telegraphic warnings of 
heavy rainfall by special telegrams to district 
officers on departmental warning lists (eg., 
canal and railway engineers), and by means of 
the ordinary daily weather telegram to the 
public in general 

(ft) Supply of meteorological, astronomical 
and geophysical information in response to 
.enquiries from officials, commercial Arms or 
private individuals 

(t) Technical supervision of rainfall registra- 
tion oarried out under the control of provincial 
Government authorities. 

(j) The study of temperature and moisture 
conditions in the upper air by means of instru- 
ment-carrying balloons and of upper winds 
by pilot balloons 

(ft) The issue of weather reports and warnings 
to aircraft, civil and military, the latter being 
in collaboration with the Boyal Air Force 

(l) The training and examination in meteo- 
rology of candidates for air pilots’ licenses 

(m) Study of meteorology in relation to 
agriculture, a subject on whiob the Boyal 
Commission on Agriculture in India made 
recommendations 


In addition to there meteorological duties 
the India Meteorological Department was from 
time to time made responsible for or undertook 
various other important duties, michns — 

(n) Determination of time in India and the 
issue of time-signals, ni<>o the determination of 
errors of chronometers for the Boyal Indian 
Eavy. 

(o) Observations and researches on terres- 
trial mngnetism at Bombay and atmospheric 
electricity at Bombay and I'oona 

(p) Regular study (mainly by spectroscopic 
examination) of tiie sun at the Solar Physics 
Obsorv atory at Kodnlknnal 

(?) Maintenance of Fcismoioglcal instruments 
at various centres 

Definitions of different types and classes of 
Observatories — Before proceeding to indicate 
the organisation of the Meteorological Depart- 
ment, it max be helpful to introduce here the 
following definitions — 

Forecast Centre at which weather obser- 
vations nrc collected by' telegrams from a number 
of stations in order to form the basis of weather 
reports and forecasts issued therefrom. These 
may be (a) Main Centres, serving a large area ' 
for general purposes, or (ft) Regional Centres ( 
serving more limited areas for special purposes 

Upper Air Observatory undertaking 
observations of upper winds, and of upper air 
temperatures, humidities and pressures up to 
heights of about 16-20 miles by means of sounding 
balloons (t e , balloons witb self-recording Instru- 
ments attached) 

Air Observatory to which Boyal Air 
Force supply aeroplane data of temperatures and 
humidities up to heights of S or 3 mOes 

Pilot Balloon Observatory at which 
pilot balloons (t e , balloons without attached 
instruments) arc released and observed through 
special theodolites for the determination of wind 
directions and velocities at various heights m 
the free atmosphere. The minimum staff IS 
two full-time observers for one balloon flight 
per day and 3 full-time observers and a balloon 
maker for two balloon flights per day 

A meteorological or weather observatory 
for the observations of such elements as can be 
recorded by an observer with the help of instru- 
ments on the ground (as distinct from upper air 
observations obtained by means of balio<ms, 
etc ). Observatories where the staff is provided 
and paid for by other agencies, e g„ Indian ( j 
States, are called non-departmental although 
instruments are supplied by the Meteorological . 
Department These.surface observatories ore 
classified according to the number of observa- 
tions per day and tbe number and land oi j 
instruments to bo read Thus •* 
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first class weather observatory (W 1 ) which 
Is furnished With autographic instruments for 
contmuonsly _ recording pressure, temperature, 
humidity, wind direction and velocity, and 
rainfall, is addition to instruments read by 
eye It may also undertake special observ ations 1 
{eg , on atmospheric electricity). The staff 
required vanes from two part-time observers 
to about four full-time observers according 
to the amount of special work and of computation 
and tabulation of data 

Second class weather observatory (W 2 ) at 
which observations are taken twice daily and 
usually telegraphed to one or more forecast 
centres' The easting standard times of obser- 
vation in India are 8 hours (Local Time) and, 
17 hours (Indian Standard Tune)*, the obser- 
vations being made by a part-time observer 
on Bs. S3 per mensem 

Third class weather observ a tory (W 3 ) where, 
readings are taken daily at 8 hours and sent; 
by telegram daily or by post at the end of each 
month to one or more forecast centres At 
each observatory of this type there is one part - 1 
time observer on Its 15 a month , 

-fourth class weather observatory (W*) at 
which observations (a) of temperature, wind and 
rainfall only or (6) of temperature and rainfall 
Only are recorded. The staff of a 4th class 
observatory is one part-time observer on pay 
not exceeding Its 12 a month 

Fifth class weather observatory (f ! ) at 
which a part-time observer on Its 5pm records 
and telegraphs rainfall At some of these 
observatories certain non-instrumental obser- 
vations are also taken and telegraphed in the 
" Bnef Weather Code " 

Kon-instrumental (W®) observatory at which 
visual observations of weather phenomena are 
recorded This class Includes the type of obser- 
vatory called the current tc rattier station which is 
established on or near an air route for recording 
local current weather for airmen At such a 
station observations of past and present weather, 
visibility, cloud, wind direction and force are 
recorded at certain fixed times daily and at 
other hours on request, the usual 6taff at a 
entreat weather station is one wholetime 
observer 

Magnetic Observatory (M) equipped with 
Instruments for continuously recording the 
principal magnetic elements 

Seismological station (S) equipped with one 
or more continuously recording seismographs. 

Time Observatory (T) equipped with in- 
struments for the determination of time from 
observations of sun and stars and from European 
wireless time signals 

Solar Physic* Observatory (So) equipped 
with photobcUogmph spectro-hellograpai, etc 

Auxiliary centre (C) where a Professional 
or Meteorological Assistant receives copies of 
weather reports from the forecasting centres for 
transmission and elucidation to pilots, adding 
ills own remarks or conclusions about the local 
weather situation if and when necessary 


ORGANISATION. 

It is necessary to note that practical meteo- 
rology implies a meteorological organisation, 
note merely individual meteorologists relying 
upon their own personal and purely local obser- 
vations The making of a single forecast In 
any of the larger meteorological offices of the 
world requires the co-operation oi some hundreds 
of persons In India some 4DD observers 
co-operate daily to take simultaneous observa- 
tions at about 300 separate places and hand in 
'their reports to telegraphists, who transmit 
them to forecast centres, where, for rapid 
assimilation, clerks decodo them and chart 
them on maps, meteorological experts then 
t draw therefrom the conclusions on which their 
forecasts are based There are other observa- 
! tones, which take observations for climatological 
purposes but do not telegraph them 
j 

An efficient system of telegraphic communica- 
tion of weather reports is an essential feature 
in all meteorological organisations This Is 
I recognised in the International Tele-communica- 
tion Com ention 

While the above is true, in general of all 
applications of practical meteorology, its ap- 
plication to aviation Involves the existence of a 
specialised and particularly designed organisation 
Aviators requite detailed information about tin- 
weather; they wish to know winds at different 
levels, have information about visibility, fogs, 
dnst-stonm, thunderstorms height oi low cloud 5 , 
etc , along w>th forecasts of chances in the 5 ' 
elements Many of these are local, short-lived 
and rapidly changing phenomena 
1 

I Definite recommendations recording the 
j nature of information to be supplied to rlrcrait, 
the exhibition oi current weather information 
at aerodromes and the meteorological orga- 
nisation of international airways have been 
embodied in Annexe G of the International 
Convention of Air Navigation In accordance 
with these recommendations, expert meteorolo- 
gists should be stationed at aerodromes at 
reasonable intervals along the airway to supply 
to the aviation personnel current information, 
and forecasts of weather conditions along the 
routes up to the next aerodrome of th* same 
class Forecast centres should be establkhM 
at least at each main aerodrome along semi 
routes and forecasts prepared at such centres 
should be transmitted to the other aerodtot-w s 
for the information of pilot* Other recom- 
mendations refer to hour* and kind of ol '’na- 
tions and manner of codifying th«m

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MONSOON OF 1934. 


The S W 'Monsoon of the year was markedly 
normalin its incidence and save woll-dls tribute! 
rams all over the country throughout the 
season without any abnormally prolonged break 
Of the fifteen Divisions of the country, all wero 
well served except Mysore which returned a 
deficiency of 43 per cent in its rainfall 

Jane. — Indications of the approach of the 
monsoon current over the South Arabian Sea 
wero evident early in the month Its regular 
incidence however on the Malabar Coast, occurred 
on the 8th June — later than the usual date— after 
which the current steadily advanced northwards 
along the West Coast A shallow depression 
formed on the 10th June off the Earwar-IConkm 
coast which moling northwards in front of the 
advancing monsoon, helped to carry vast v oulmes 
of moist mr inland well into tbe Deccan, Ccntnl 
India, and parts of Northwest India, and pros oke 
in these regions widespread local thunder show era 
Though regular monsoon conditions were not 
fully established there before the 3rd week of the 
month, this branch of the current gave good 
rains over its field of action — noimnl in the 
Peninsula and in excess of the normal in North- 
west India and Central India 

The Bay monsoon current advanced over the 
south of the Bay of Bengal about the last week 
of May and caused widespread rains in Lower 
Burma Though by the end of the second week 
in June the current extended into Assam and 
Bengal, it remained feeble on the whole over its 
Add of action right upto the end of the third 
week Two depressions winch formed at the

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Famine. 


To the student of Indian administration 
nothing is more remarkable tban the manner 
In which great problems arise, produce a corres- 
ponding outburst of official activity to meet 
them and then fall into the background. This 
general truth is illustrated by a study of the 
history of famine in India, For nearly forty 
years it was the bogey of the Indian administra- 
tor. The forecasts of the rains were studied 
with acute anxiety. The actual progress of 
the rains was followed with no less anxiety, 
and at the first signs of a bad or poor season 
the famine relief machinery wrts furnished up and 
prepared for any emergency. The reason for 
this Is clear if we examine for a brief space the 
• economic condition of the Indian peasantry 
Nearly three-quarters of the people are directly 
dependent on agriculture for their daily bread. 
Very much of this agriculture is dependent on 
the seasonal nuns for its existence .Immense 
areas in the Bombay Presidency, Madras, the 
United Provinces and Central India are in a 
region of erratic and uncertain rainfall. The 
tsiay season is short and if for any natural rea- 
son there 'is a weakness, or absence, of the 
ram-beanng currents, then there is either a poor 
harvest or no harvest at all In ‘Western lands 
everyone is acquainted with the difference 
between a goad and a poor season, hut western 
, countries offer no parallel to India, where m 
an exceptionally bad year wide tracts of thioklv 
populated land may not produce even a blade 
of grass In the old days there were no rall- 

S to distribute the surplus of one part of 
to the districts where the crop had failed 
There were often no roads The irrigation 
works were few and were themselves generally 
dependent on the rainfall for their reserves The 
people lived from hand to mouth and had no 
store of food to fall back upon Nor bad they 
any credit In the old days then they died. 
Commencing with the Orissa famine In 1805-67 
the Government of India assumed responsibi- 
lity for the saving of human life in such crises. 
After the famine of 1809-1900 this responsibi- 
lity was also shouldered by the Indian States 
Stage by stage this responsibility was expressed 
in the evolution of a remarkable system of fa- 
mine relief covering the whole field Bat now 
that machinery has reached a remarkable 
degree of perfection, it la rusting in the official 
armouries, because the conditions have changed 
The whole of India is covered with a network of 
railways, which distributes the produce of the 
soil to the centres where food is required The 
extension of irrigation has enormously increased 
the product of the soil and rendered large areas 
much less dependent on the monsoon rainfall. 
At the same time the scientific study of the prob- 
lems of Indian agriculture has raised tbe capacitv 
of even the “dry" rones. The peasantry has 
accumulated a certain reserve against the rain- 
less days from the prosperity which accom- 
panied the period of high prices. The rapid 
spread of the co-operative credit movement 
has mobilised and strengthened rural credit 
The spread of manufacturing enterprise has 


1 lightened the pressure on the soli. The relation 
of famine to the question of Indian administra- 
tion has therefore changed. In an exceptionally 
™ J ear it may create administrative diffi- 
culties ; It has ceased to be an administrative 
and social problem 

Famine under Native Bale. 

Famines were frequent nndcr Native rule, 
and frightful when they came. “In 1030,” 
Bays Sir William Hunter, In the History 
of British India, *' a calamity fell upon 
Gujarat which enables ns to realise the 
terrible meaning of tbe word famine in India 
under Native rule. Whole cities and districts 
were left bare of Inhabitants." In 1031 a Butch 
merchant reported thut only eleven of the 200 
families at 8 wall} survived. Ho found the road 
tbence to Surat covered with bodies decaying 
on the highway where they died, there being 
none to bury thorn. In Surat, that great and 
crowded citv, he could hardly see any living 
persons , but "the corpses at the comer of the 
streets lie twenty together, nobody burying 
them Thirty thousand had pensbed in the 
town alone. Pestilence followea famine ■’ Fur- 
ther historical evidence was adduced by Sir 
Theodore Morrison in his volume on the Econo- 
mic Transition of India It has come to be seen 
that whilst railways have cheeked the old- 
fashioned practice of storing grain In the v II- 
lages they have made the reserves, where 
they exist, available for tbe vboieof India In 
India there Ib now no such thing as a food 
famine; the country always produces enough 
food for the whole of the population ; famine 
when It comes Is a money famine and the task 
of the State Is confined to providing the means 
for those affected by drought to cam enough 
to buy food. The machinery whereby' this is 
done will be examined after wc have seen the 
experiences through which It was evolved 

History of Beccnt Famines. 

The Orissa famine of 1605-07 may be tal en 
as the starting point because that induced to 
first great and organised effort to combat dis- 
tress through State agency. It affected 160,000 
square miles and 47,500,000 people. The Bengal 
Government was a Iltth* slow In appreciating tbe 
need for action, but late food was poured Into 
the district In prodigious quantities Thirty- 
five million units were relieved (a unit Is one 
person supported for one dayjat a cost ST» lakhs 
The mortality was very heavy, and it Is estimat'd 
that a million people or one-fblnl of tbe popu- 
lation, died in Orissa alone. This wa« follow* J 
by tbe Madras famine of 1SC6, and tbe fanin*- 
in Western India of ISCS-70. The latter famine 
introduced India to rhe great migration fren 
Marrrar which was such a distinguishing feature 
of tbe famine of 1S99-1P30 ; It Isestim. trd that 
out of a total population of a million and a half 
in Marwar, one mluion emigrat'd Tt'-re was 
famine In B'ba”ln lS73-74,tb*r cam*tb' pr’it

Famine Trust, 
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Hydro-Electric Development. 


India promises to be one of the leading conn* 
tries of the world in regard to the development 
of hvdro-electrie power and great strides in this 
direction have already been made. India not 
only specially lends It=elf to projects of the 
Sind, bnt peremptorily demands them. Cheap 
motive power is one of the secrets of successful 
Industrial development and the favourable 
initial conditions caused by the war, the 
enthusiasm for industrial development which has 
seized nearly all classes of educated Indians, 
and the special attention which the clrcnm* 
stances of the war have compelled Government 
to direct towards the scientific utilisation 
of Indian natural resources all point to a rapid 
growth of industrial enterprise In all parts of 
India within the next few years Indeed, the 
process, for which sound foundations had been 
laid before the war. is now rapidly under way 
India is severely handicapped compared with 
other lands as regard* the generation of power 
by the consumption of fnel, coal or oil. Ihe'c 
commodities are all difficult to obtain, and 
costly in India except in a few favoured areas 
Goal supplies, for example, are chiefly centred 
In Bengal and Chota Eagpur and the cost uf 
transport is heavy. Water power and its 
transmission by electricity offer, on the other 
hand, immense possibilities, both as regards 
the quantity available and the cheapness at 
which the power can he rendered, in all parts 
of India. 

Water power schemes, pure and simple, arc 
generally difficult in India, because the power 
needs to be continuous, white the rainfall is only 
during a small portion of the year. Perennial 
rivers with sufficient water throughout the year 
arc practically non-existent in India. Water, 
therefore, must be stored for rue during the dry 
season, Favourable sltea for this exist In many 
parts In the mountainous and hlllv regions 
where the heaviest rainfalls occur 'and the 
progress already made In utilising such op- 
portunities by the electrical transmission of 
power affords high encouragement for the 
future, further, b Iro-eJectnc schemes can 
frequently be associated with important irriga- 
tion projects, tiie water being first used to 
drive the turbine* at the generating stations, 
and then distributed over the fields. 

The Industrial Commission emphasized the 
necessity for a Hydrographic Survey of India 
On this recommendation the Government 
of India in 1918 appointed the late Hr. G T 
Barlow, C J E , then Chief Engineer, Irrigation 
Branch, United Provinces, to undertake the 
work, asroclating with him Mr. J W. Msares, 
MJTC.E., Electrical Adviser to the Government 
of India. 3Ir. Barlow died, bnt Mr. Means 
issued a preliminary report in September, 1019, 
summarising the state of knowledge of the 
problem in India and outlining a programme 
of investigation to be undertaken in she course 
of the inquiry. Mr. Means showed that industries 
In India absorbed over a million horse 


power, of which only some 285,000 h p. is sup- 
1 plied by electricity from steam, oil or water 
the water power so far actually fn sight amounts 
to 1| million horse-power, but tills excluder 
practically all the great rivers, which are at pre- 
sent uninvestigated. Thus the minimum flow of 
the seven great rivers eastward from the Indus 
Is stated to be capable of giving not less than 
three million horse-power for every thousand 
feet of fall from the Himalayas, while 
similar considerations apply to nveis in other 
parts. Some doubt is expressed as to the 
estimate of seven million noise-power in the 
Irrawaddy and Chindwin nveis, given in the 
report of the London Conjoint Board of Scien- 
tific Studies.

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Local Self-Government 


A field of the administration of India 
profoundly affcotcd by the Ueforms of 1010 IS 
iliat of local government Thin Is one of the 
subjects transferred to Indian ministers, and 
under tlieir leadership < onsidcrnblo developments 
have been essayed On the whole, the progress 
of local government In Tndiafor the past guartar 
of a century has been disappointing The greatest 
successes have been won In tho Presidency towns, 
and particularly by tho Municipality of Bombay 
The difficulties In tho way of progress wore 
manifest. Local government had to be a creation 
—the devolution of authority from the Govern- 
ment to tho local body, and that to a people who 
for centuries hod been acoustomed to autocratic 
administration Again, the powers entrusted to 
local bodies wore Insignificant and the flnanolal 
support was small There are however many 
Indications that tho dry bones of the mofussll 
arc stirring. 

Throughout tho greater part of India, tho 
village constitutes the primary territorial unit 
of Government organisation, and from tho 
villages are built up the larger administrative 
titles— tahsllB, sub divisions, and districts. 

"The typical Indian village has Its central 
residential site, with an open space for a pond 
and a cattle stand Stretching around this 
nucleus lie tho village lands, consisting of a 
cultivated area and (very often) grounds for 
grazing and wood-cutting .The inhabitants of 
such n village pass their life In the midst of these 
simple surroundings, welded together in a little 
community with its own organisation and govern- 
ment, which differ in character in the various 
types of villages. Its body of detailed customary 
rules and Its little staff of functionaries, artisans 
and traders. It should bo noted, however, that 
In certain portions of India, e.g, In the greater 
part of Assam, In Eastern Bengal, and on tho 
west coast of tho Madras Presidency, tho village 
as hero described docs not exist, tho people living 
In Binail collections of houses or in separata 
homesteads .*' — ( Gazetteer of India.) 

Tho villages above described fall under two 
main classes, viz . — 

Types of Villages — “ (1) Tho 'severalty ’ or 
ratyatwarl vtllago which is tho prevalent form 
outside Northern India Here the revenue Is 
assessed on individual cultivators There Is 
no Joint responsibility among the villagers, 
though some of the non-cultlvntod lands may 
be set apart for a common purpose, i?uch as grav- 
ing, and waste land may be brought under tho 
plough only with the permission of tho Bevenne 
authorities, and on payment of assessment The 
village government vests in a hereditary head- 
man, known by an old vernacular name, such 
as palel or reddx, who Is responsible for law and 
order, and for tno collection of the Government 
revenue He represents the primitive headship 
of the tribe or clan by which the village was 
originally settled " 

" (2) The joint or landlord village, the typo 
prevalent In tho United Provinces, the Punjab 
and tho Frontier Province Here the revenue 
was formcrlyasscsscd on the village as a whole. 


its Incidence being distributed by tho body of 
suporior proprietors, and a certain amount of 
collective responsibility still, as a rule, remains. 
The village site Is owned by tho proprietary body, 
who allow residences to the tenantry, artisans, 
traders and others. Tho waste land Is allotted 
to tho village, and. If wanted for cultivation, Is 
partitioned among the shareholders. The village 
government was originally by tho punchayelot 
group of heads of suporior families La later 
times one or more headmen have been added to 
the organisation to represent the village in Its 
dealings with the local authorities : but the arti- 
ficial character of this appointment, os compared 
with that which obtains In a ralyatwarl village 
Is ovldonccd by the title of Its holdor, which Is 
generally lambardar, a vernacular derivative 
from tho English word 'number.* Jtls this type 
of vlllago to which tho well-known description 
in Sir H. Maine’s Village Communities Is alone 
applicable, and here the co-proprlotors are In 
general a local oligarchy with tho bulk of the 
vlllago population as tenants of labourers under 
them." 

Village Autonomy.— The Indian villages 
formerly possessed a largo degree of local an- 
| tonomy, since the native dynasties and their 
local representatives did not, as a rale, concern 
themselves with the Individual cultivators, but 
regarded tho village as a whole, or some large 
landholder ns responsible for the payment of 
tlic Government revenues, and tho maintenance 
of local order This autonomy has now di»- 
appeared owing to tho establishment of local, 
civil and criminal courts, the present to venue 
and police organisation, the Increase of com- 
munications, tho growth of Individualism, and 
(ho oporatlon of thcindivldiial raiyatwan system, 
which is extending even In tho north of India. 
Nevertheless, tho village remains tho first unit 
of administration; the principal village func- 
tionaries — the headman, the accountant, and 
■tho village yratchman— are largely utilised and 
paid by Government, and there is BtiU a certain 
amount of eoihmon vlllago fooling and Interests. 

Punchnyets. — For somo years there was 
an active propaganda in favour of reviving the 
Vlllago council-tribunal, or Punchayel and the 
Decentralisation Commission of 1008 made the 
following special recommendations:— 

** While, therefore, wo dcsiro the development 
of a punchqyel system, and consider that the 
objections urged thereto are far from Insur- 
mountable wo recognise that such a system 
can only bo gradually and tentatively appllod, 
and that it Is Impossible to suggest anyunlform 
and definite method of procedure we think 
that a commencement should be made by giving 
certain limited powers to Punchayets in those 
villages lnwblch circumstances are most favour- 
able by reason of homogeneity, natural Intelli- 
gence, and freodom from Internal feuds. These 
powers might be Increased gradually as iesnlts 
i warrant, and with success hore. It will become 
I easier to apply tho system In other villages 
Such a policy, which must bo the work of many 
years, will require great care and discretion, 
much patience, and jadlolons • discrimination 
between the circumstances of different villages:

The Calcutta Improvement TruBt was Insti- 
tuted -by Government in January, 1912, with a 
view to making provision for the Improvement 
and expansion of Calcutta by opening np con- 
gested areas, laying out or altering streets, 
providing open spaces for purposes of venti- 
lation or recreation, demolishing or construct- 
ing buildings and re-houslng the poorer and 
working classes displaced by the execution of 
Improvement schemes. 

The origin of the Calcutta Improvement 
Trust must, as In the case of the corresponding 
Bombay body, upon which the Calcutta Trust 
wa« to a large extent modelled, be looked for 
In a medical enquiry which was Instituted 
Into the sanitary condition of the town in 
1890, owing to the outbreak of plague. It was 
estimated that the Trust might In the ensuing SO 
years have to provide for the housing of 226,000 
persons The population of Calcutta proper, 
which includes all the most crowded areas, was 
649,995 In 1891/ and Increased to 801,251, or 
bv 25 per cent , by 1901. The corresponding 
figure according to the 1921 Census was 993,508 
and this bad Increased by 1931 to 1,190,734. 

The problem of expansion was difficult, 
because of the peculiar situation of Calcutta, 
which Is shut In on one side by the Hcoghly 
and on the other by the Salt Lakes. 

Preliminary Investigations continued for 
several years, so that It was only In 1910 
that legislation was eventually Introduced In 
the provincial legislature and the Trust Instituted 
by It The Bill provided for a large expendi- 
ture on Improvement schemes and tfao provision 
of open spaces and for special local taxation 
to this end It also provided for the appoint- 
ment of a wholetime chairman of the Board 
of Trustees and the membership of the Trust 
was fixed at eleven.

Arrangements have been made 
for lighting the roads with electricity. The 
development of Calcutta cast of Lower Circular 
Koid, between Park Circus and Middle Rood, 
Cntally, is a pressing need, but the work can only 
proceed slowly in email sections The Trust 
In the execution of this scheme cannot ignore 
the budlcc dwellers, who are pushed further east, 
as the development from bus lee conditions to 
blocks of n>A<-oniy buildings proceeds.

As the pcheme involved the 
demolition of a largo number of bustccs, in- 
vrstlgatlons were made to ascertain the 
best means of reducing tho displaced busteo 
population ns a result of which a Rehousing 
bchemc at Christopher Road which will cost the 
Trust Rs. 2,70,000 for land acquisition and 
Rs. 1; 07, 000 for engineering works has been 
framed and has received the sanction or 
Go /eminent. A< quHtfon of land was completed 
and the raiding of land Is In hand. 

Tlio public squares vested in the Calcutta 
Corporation in 1911 had a total area of about 
98 acres. In 1912, Mr. Bompan, the 
Chairman of the Trust, pointed out that In Hi® 
ratio, viz,, about 9 per cent, of its public open 
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spaces which measured about 1,250 acres /In- 
cluding the Mhldan, the Horticultural and the 
Zoological Gardens) to its total acreage, Calcutta 
was almost on a par at that time with London 
possessing 6,675 acres of public pnrks or gardens 
while its percentage exceeded that of Hew York, 
Berlin and Birmingham. But about 1,000 
acres of Calcutta's 1,250 was accounted for in 
the Hnldan and new open spaces in other parts 
of Calcutta were an urgent need. Bp to date 
the Trust had added (including the new lake 
at Dhnkurln) — another 250 acres 

Lastly for the housing of tho displaced 
population the Trust has undertaken on a large 
scale tho following schemes — 

In tho early stages threo blocks of three 
storied tenement buildings containing 252 
lettable rooms were built in Wards Institution 
Street for persons of the poorer dosses It was 
found, however, that tho persons displaced 
preferred to take their compensation and migrate 
to some place whom they could erect baths of 
their own, the class of structures they were 
accustomed to live in. These chawls were 
then filled with persons of limited means, 
c a , school masters, poor students, clerks and 
persons of tho artisan class. As many as 1,200 
people are housed in these chawls, these build- 
ings, including land, cost Bs 2,44,808 and are 
lot at Aery low rents— ground floor rooms 
at Its 5 per mensem and top floor rooms on 
Bb 6 per mensem, each room measuring 12' x 12' 
with a 4 ft. vorandah in front opening on to a 
central passngo 7 ft. wide. The total collection 
ot rent during the year 1983-34 Including 
previous year anear was Bs. 14,243.

Bridges — Somo progress hav been made In 
replacing tho old bridges of Calcutta, which 
is hemmed in by canals and railway lines 
Inadequately bridged, by modorn and up-to-date 
bridges to suit the growing traffic requirements 
The opportunity is being taken of widening tho 
Maniktala, Karikehlanga and Bcilaghata Bridge 
approaches on both sides— on the west (In the case 
of Mnniktala and Karkcldanga Bridges) right 
up to Circular Bond. The now bridges of tho 
city will in their traffic capacity compare 
favourably with those of London. The new 
Bridgas at Manlktala, Bcllagliata and at 
Shambazar have roadways of 37 feet, with two 
footpaths each 10 feet in width The Cbitpore 
Bridge reconstruction of which has been com- 
pleted has been redesigned as a reinforced 
concrete bridgo capablo of accommodating fonr

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VIZAGAPATAM HARBOUR PROJECT. 


The question of creating a harbour at Vizaga- 
patam to supply an outlet for a large area of 
fertile country adjacent to the east coast of 
India, hitherto undeveloped, with considerable 
mineral resources and vrfthout suitable access 
to the outside world, was first formulated by the 
Benenl-ftappur Railway Company That the 
creation of such a port would have beneficial 
influence on this area was unquestioned, for it is 
l -orated out that Vizagapatam, l}ing as it docs 
\ front of the only practicable gap in the barrier 
C l the Eastern Ghats, is formed by nature to 
)<c the outlet of the Central Provinces, from 
which a considerable amount of trade has taken 
tms route in the past, even with the imperfect 
communications, hitherto available A necessary 
complement of the scheme was the construction 
n[ the proposed railway from Parvatipurnm to 
Raipur now completed which, with the existing 
coastline of the Bengal-Nagpnr Railway would 
mako a large and rich area tributary to the pro- 
posed port, and obviate the long and expensive 
circuit by Calcutta A link has also been supplied 
in the most direct route to Rangoon from Europe 
bv way of Bombay, while, from an Imperial 
point of view, the provision of a fortified 
port on the long and almost unprotected stretch 
ot coast between Colombo and Calcutta is held 
to be a consideration of great importance The 
lofty projecting headland of the Dolphin's Hose 
would oiler facilities for this purpose 


The Government of India with the approval 
of the Secretary of State and the Legislative 
Assembly, sanctioned the construction of 
the new railway line from Raipur to Pan at I- 
puram The work is completed and the line 
opened to traffic They also decided to 
develop the port of Vizagapatam under their 
direct control and the port has accordingly 
been declared to be a major Port. 

The work Is being earned out by a stall of 
Engineers under direct charge of an Engineer- 
m-Chief who comes under tho administrate e 
charge of an Administrative Officer for the 
development scheme, a post which is held 
ex-officio by the Agent of the B S' Rallwa". 
\n Advisory Committee consisting of the 
above mentioned officers and representatives 
of the local Goa eminent, the Vizagapatam Port 
Adminis tration and tho commercial interests 
concerned, has also been con«titutcd to advise 
in the development of the Harbour. 

Tho scheme for the construction and devclop- 


nel dredged out to afTord a passage 300 ft wide 
at tho bottom Vessels of 26 ft draft and 
530 ft length arc admitted at present and deep- 
ening Is in progress to allow vessels of 2S'-G* 
maximum draft to enter in the near future 

A quay wall comprising three 500 ft Berths 
has been completed and equipped with 3-ton 
electric cranes Storage accommodation segre- 
gating 140,000 sq ft of covered area, in three 
single storied sheds has been provided in tho 
aicinity of the quay, equipped with full rallwav 
and road facilities. Two additional Sheds with 
lighter SortliB are in course of construction 
for export cargo Special facilities have been 
provided for the storage and shipment of man- 
ganese ore In addition to the quajs, four 
Mooring Berths have been Installed, around 
the Basin and additional facilities provided for 
dealing with lightered cargo 

A large area of land has been reclaimed In 
the course of the dredging operations and It 
has been laid out fn blocks served b> broad 
roadwajs. Plots are available for office sites 
and for Industrial concerns "Water supplv 
and electric lighting havo been arranged for. 

The floating equipment of the Barbour com- 
prises three tugs of 1,500, COO and 460 H P. 
respectively. 

A graving dock with an entrance 60 ft, C In 
broad has been provided ; but though adapted 
for future extension and for use bj vc»cls 
larger than the dredging craft which now u*o It, 
length of ships Is at present restricted to 300 feet 

The port is at present capable of dealing with 
lifts of 15 tons. 

Tho sea entrance channel Is protected on the 
South side by the provision of a sand trap and 
protecting Breakwater 

At present ships enter and leave the Barbour 
during da} time only and pilotage Is compul-ory. 

The future administration of the Port Is still 
under consideration bj the Government of IndU.

The Introduction of Western Learning * 

—In tho early day a of Its dominion In Indln, 
the £a3t India Company had little Inclination 
for the doubtful experiment of lutroJucIn" 
western learning Into India Warren Hasting*, 
the dominating figure of the time vns a nr nulnc 
admirer of tho larva and literature of tho Hast, 

His policy was to enable tho ancient Icamlns to 
revive and flourish under the protection of n sta- 
ble government, and to Interfere a n little as per- 
idblo with the habits and customs of the people 
Even the Aci ol 1813 which set apart a lakh 
of rupees for the introduction and promotion of 
a Knowledge of the GClonees was Interpreted as 
a fachcmo for the oncouragemcnt of Sanskrit and 
Arabic. In the following year the Court of Direc- 
tors Instructed tho Governor-General to leave 
the Hindus "to the practice of usage, long estab- 
lished among them, of giving Instruction In their 
own homes, and to encourage them in the exer- 
cise and cultivation of their talents by the sti- 
mulus of honorary maria of distinction and in 
some cases by grants of pecuniary assistance " 

It was from eonrccs other than Government 
that the desire for western knowledge 
arose in India. In 1810, David Hare, an Eng- 
lish watchmaker in Calcutta, Joined hands with 
the enlightened Brahmin, Mohan Boy, to insti- 
tute the Hindu Cotlcgo for the promotion of 
western secular learning. The now institution

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GROWTH AND ORGANISATION OF ENGLISH EDUCATION. 


An epoch fn Indian educational history is 
marked by Sir Charles Wood's despatch In 
1S34 Perhaps Its most notable feature was 
the emphasis which it laid on the importance 
of primary education. The old idea that the 
‘.duration imparted to the higher classes ot 
society would inter down to the lower classes 
•"is dKarried. The new policy was boldly 
"to combat the ignorance of the people which 
"ay be considered the greatest curse of the 
..entry " For this purpose Departments

n * broke a way from the practice followed 
e »'te 18*15 whereby most of the available pub* 
*ic mnds had been exuended upon a few Govern* 
r imt school® and colleges , and instituted a 
P'ufcv of grants-ln*afd to piivntc institutions. 

' 8 ich a system as this, placed in all its degrees 
under efficient inspection, beginning from the 
humblest elementary institution and ending 
with the university test of a liberal education 
would impart life and energy to education In 
India, and lead to a gradual but Bteady ex- 
tension of Its benefits to all classes of people " 
Another feature of the despatch was an outline 
of n university system which resulted In the 
forndatlon of the Universities of Calcutta, 
>1 idras and Bombay three years later. The 
affiliating tjpe of unlvcrsltv then became the 
pivot of the Indian education system It has 
t n iouhtedly been of value In several wavs 
It enabled Government to select recruits for Its 
service on an Impartial ba«is * It did much, 
through the ngency of Its Colleges to 
develop backward places; It accelerated the 
convecdon of Indians to a zeal for western 
education , and It cost little nt a time when 
mono} was scarce. On the other hand, the 
new universities were not corporations of schol- 
ars, but corporations of administrators they 
did not deal directly with the training of men, 
but with the examination of candidate®, they 
were not concerned with learning, except In 
so tar as learning can be tested by examination 
The colleges were lettered by examination re- 
quirements and bv uniform courses, their 
teachers were denied that freedom which 
teachers should enjov and their students were 
encouraged not to Talue training for its own 
rake but as a means for obtaining marketable 1 
qualifications In certain Important respects [ 
the recommendations in the despatch were not ! 
followed The Directors did not Intend that 1 
university tests, as such, should become the ' 
solo tests ouoltfving lor public posts, they also 1 
recommended the Institution of civil service 
examinations Tkcr did not desire the uni- 1 
verities to bo deprived ol ail teaching tone- ! 
turns, thev recommended the c'tabl!«hment of 1

advocated to an oven greater extent by the 
Education Commission of 1882, which fay on red 
the policy of withdrawing higher education from 
the control of Government within certain limits 
and of stimulating private effort In theorj 
the decision was correct, but In practice it was 
Irretrievably wrong In its fatal dc*Ire to save 
money, Government deliberately accepted the 
mistaken belief that schools and colleges could 
bo maintained on the low fees which the Indian 

S arent could be expected to pay. And, in 
fie course of time, an unworkable system of 
dual control grew up, whereby the Universities 
with no funds at their disposal were entrusted 
with the duty of granting recognition to schools 
and the Departments of Public Instruction 
were encouraged to cast a blind eye on the pri- 
vate Institutions and to be content with the 
development of a few favoured Government 
Institutions. There can bo little wonder that, 
undor such a system of neglect and short-sight- 
edness, evils crept In which are now being re- 
moved gradually by the establishment of inde- 
pendent Boards of Intermediate and bccondnn 
Education charged with the administration of 
tho high school and Intermediate stake* of 
education. 

The Reforms of 1802-4 
In 1002. the Universities Commission was 
appointed by Lord Curzon's Government, and 
Its Investigation was followed by the Uni- 
versities Act of 1001 The main object of the 
Act was to tighten up control, on the part of 
Government over the universities, nnd on the 
part ol the universities over the school, and 
colleges The Chancellors of the Unlvcrttfrs 
were empowered to nominate 80 per cent, ot 
tho ordinary members ol tlie Senates and to 
approve the election of the remainder* the Go- 
vernment retained the power of cancelling any 
appointment, and all university resolution* 
and proposals tor the affiliation or dbafiillation 
of colleges were to be snbject to Government 
sanction The universities were given the 
responsibility of granting recognition to schools 
and oi Inspecting all schools and collie*, tli* 
inspection of seboois being ordinarily conducted 
by the officers of the Department o! Public 
Instruction. Permission was al-o given to the 
universities to undertake direct teaching func- 
tions and to make appointment*, subject to 
Government sanction, for tt.e«e objects tut 
their scope was in practice limited to po~t- 
graduate work and research The terriurial

In Bengal the first outcome of the Commis- 
sion's ltcport v,n? the passing of the Dacca 
University 1 ct In the Imperial Legislative 
Council m March 1020. It is remarkable that 
the Unlvcn-lty which appears to liave been least 
affected by the recommendations of the Calcutta 
University CommPrion has been the Calcutta 
University ih*"1f. Jn spite of many discussions 
and draft proposals by both the university and 
the Government the organisation of the 
Calcutta University has remained unaffected. 

The Deforms Act.— The Deforms Act of 
191!) has altered the conditions of educational 
administration In India Education Is now a 
‘transferred * subject tn the Governors* provinces 
and Is, in each such Province, under the 
charge of a Minister. There arc, however, 
some exceptions to this sow order of things.

The education ol Europeans is a ‘Provincial 
reserved' subject, t e„ It is not within the choree 
of the Minister of Education ; and to the Govern* 
ment of India an still reserved matters relating 
to Universities like Aligarh, Eenarcs ana 
Delhi and all such new universities as tnav bo 
declared by the Governor-General In Council to 
be central subjects The Government of India 
are also in charge of tho Chiefs' Colleges and of 
all institutions maintained bvthe Governor- 
General In Council for the benefit of membors of 
His Majesty’s Forces or of other public servants 
or of tho children of such members or servants. 

Hartog Committee on Education —The moBt 
notable event in recent years has been tho 
appointment of the Auxiliary Committee of the 
Indian Statutory Commission, under tho 
Chairmanship of Sir Philip Hartog, to report on 
the growth of education In India. The report of 
the Committee, which was published in 1020. 
constitutes a valuable document on the present 
state of education In India. 

Lindsay Commission —Another Commission, 
which deserves mention, was appointed In 1029 
by the International Missionary Council 
to investigate tbe various problems connected 
with tho higher education provided by the 
various Missionary bodies working In India It 
was presided over by Dr A D. Lindsay, Master 
of Baillol College, Oxford. The Commission 
visited India in 1030 31 and its report wn« 
published m 1031. 

The Punjab University Enquiry Committee 
was appointed in 1032 and submitted its report In 
the following year The committee reported that 
" tho University Is overburdened bj the immense 
area of its jurisdiction and by the ever-increasing 
number of its students many of whom aro lll-fitt ctl 
for such education " The main recommenda- 
tion was that the school system should bo read- 
justed so that many pupils would bo diverted at 
an earlier age to vocational and other forms of 
education. 

Administration^— The transfer of Indian 
education to the chargo of a Minister responsible 
to tho Provincial Legislative Council, of which 
he himself Is an clocted member, has brought 
tho subject directly under popular control in 
the ten major provinces Gcnerallv speaking, 
education, excluding European education, .is 
not, however, under the charge of a 
single Minister in nil the provinces of India 
Certain forms of education have been 
transferred to tho technical departments con- 
cerned and como within the purview of the 
Mmistcr in charge of those departments. In 
each province, the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion is the administrative head ol the Depart- 


provwccs of their responsibilities in conn cMin 
with intermediate education and with < rtraaeo 
to a University course of studies Institutions 
under private management arc controlled by 
Government and by local bodies by “rccnpif. 
tlon" and by the payment of grant«-in-afd, with 
the assistance of the Inspecting staff* crnploj rd 
by Government and la rarer cases by local 
bodies. 

Educational Services. — Until recently, tlic 
educational organisation In India consMrd 
mnlnlv of three service'! — (f) tho Indhu Educa- 
tional Service, (is) the Provincial Educational 
Service, and (ml tho Subordinate Educational 
Service. The Indian Educational Service 
came Into existence as n result of the recommen- 
dations mado by tho Public Services Commission 
of 1880, and in 1800 the Superior Educational 
Service in India was constituted with two 
divisions— tho Indian Educational Service 
staffed by persons roenuted in England and 
the Provincial Educational Service staffed bv 
persons rccraited in India Thcso two divMon« 
were originally considered to be collateral and 
equal in statu", though tho pay of the European 
recruit was higher by approvlmateh 50 per cent, 
than the pay of the Indian recruit. GroduaII}, 
however, statu" came to be considered identical 
with pay and the Provincial Educational Service 
came to bo regarded of inferior status to the 
Indian Educational Service. Later as a result 
of the recommendations of tho I"Ungton Com- 
mission of 1012-10, the Indian Educational 
Service was formed into a superior educational 
sendee and all posts were thrown open to Indian 
recruitment The Provincial Educational Ser- 
vice was simultaneously rcorgnni cd and a 
number or po«t«, gtnorollj with their Indian 
incumbents, were transferred to the rup nor 
sorvdeo Tills reorganisation resulted in a 
considerable Indianisatlon of the 'ujx rlor 
educational sendees in India It wa« then laid 
down that tho proportion of Indians In tlds«enict 
should on nn average be 60 per cent of the 
total strength, excluding the posts in Burma

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members, the history of the service whioh has 
had a brief but fine record will be brought to an 
end. The present organisation of education 
In the provinces Is largely the work of members 
of this service; while In the sphere of higher 
education, it haB trained many men of more 
than ordinary attainments 
The new Provincial Educational Services, 
which function under provincial control as the 
superior educational services, have been consti- 
tuted m most provinces. These schemes vary 
from province to province, but It may be gene- 
rally remarked that, while tne rates of pay are not 
uniform, they consist of two main classes— class 
I Into which the existing Indian Educational 
Services have been merged for the time being, 


and doss n which may be Bald to represent the 
old Provincial Educational Serviee. 

The existing Provincial and Subordinate 
Educational Services in the provinces have 
been affected, more In 'some provinces that 
others, by the changes whleh have taken place 
since 1019. Communal interests have influenced 
recruitment, and in some places they have 
Influenced promotions also, In a direction which 
has not always tended towards service content- 
ment. Bat these results are the natural conse- 
quences of the devolution of control of education 
and power of recruitment to provincial and 
local authorities and will for Borne time continue 
to affect the effldeney of the Education Depart- 
ments in the provinces. .

Primary Education.— The primary schools 
ate mainly under the direction of the local 
boards and municipalities In recent years, 
eight provincial legislatures have passed 
Primary Education Acts authorising the 
introduction of compulsory education bv 
local option. All the Acts are drafted 
on verv similar lines. If a local bodv at 
n special meeting convened for the purpose 
decides by a two-thirds majority in favour of 
tne introduction of compulsion in any pvrt 
of the area under its control, it mav then sub- 
mit to Government, for approval, a scheme to 
give effect to its decision. The scheme mu't 
be within the means of the local body to carry 
out with reasonable financial assistance from 
Government Ordinnnlv tho age limits of com- 
pulsion are from siv to ten years though provi- 
aion Is made for prolonging the period Pro- 
vision is also made in all the Acts for the exemp- 
tion of particular classes and communities ana 
for special exemption from attendance in cases 


'of bodily infirmity. Walking distance to a 
school is generally defined as one mile from the 
'child’s home 7 he employment of children, 
who should be at school. Is strictly forbidden 
'and a small fine is impo*ed for non-compliance 
with an attendance order The Acts purenllv 
'provide that, subject to the sanction of the local 
bovernment, education where compulsory shall 
be free The Madras E'envnta-j Education 
1 Act of 1920 contained such provl*lcn.

The poverty of local bodies is usually the cause 
assigned to their diffidence to introduce compul* 
sory education to any appreciable extent. 

Secondary and High School Education.— 
Some attempts have been made to give a 
greater bias towards a more practical form 
of Instruction in these schools The Com- 
mission of 1882 suggested that there should 
be two side3 in secondary school?, " one 
leading to the entrance examination of tho 
universities, the other of a more practical 
character, intended to fltyouthB for commercial 
and other non-llterary pursuits ” 8omc 
yean later, what were called B and C 
classes were started in some schools in Bengal 
but, as they did not lead to a university course, 
they have not been successful. In more recent 
yearn the Government of India have advocated 
the institution of a school final examination 
in which the more practical subjects may lie 
included. Efforts have also been made to 
Improve the conduct of the matriculation and 
to emphasise the importance of oral tests and 
of school records. In Madras, this examination, 
which was placed under the direction of a Board 
representative of the University and of 
Government, proved somewhat cumbrous 
and certain modifications wen made In tho 
United Provinces and the Central Provinces 
the control of secondary education has been 
made over to special Boards created for this pur- 
pose Similarly, the Administration of Delhi has 
established a Board of Secondary Education for 
that province and the Government of India have 
established a Board of Intermediate and High 
School Education, with headquarters at Ajmer, 
for Bajputana, Central India and Gwalior. In 


the Puniali the* school leaving examination b 
conducted In a Board But the main difficulty 
lias not jet been touched. Tho University 
which recognises the sehoolshus no money where- 
with to improve them and the Department ol 
Public Instruction, which allots tho Government 
grants, has no responsibility for the recogni- 
tion of schools and no connexion whatever 
with the private unaided schools Tills dual 
authoritv and this division of responsibility 
have had unhappy effects. The standard of 
the schools nl»o U ven low so that the matij- 
culatcs me often unable to benefit bv the col- 
lege courses. In some provinces an endeavour 
has been made to raise tho standard of the 
schools bj withdrawing from the University 
the Intermediate classes and by placing them 
In a number of the better schools in the State. 

As has already been stated, there b now a 
widespread desire to euro these evils by » 
radical reconstruction of the school system of 
education. Tho main defect of tbo present 
system Is that all pupils, even those In the 
Irann stages, are educated on the assumption 
at they will ultimately' proceed to a university. 
In consequence, very many pupils drift onto a 
university and prolong unduly their purelv 
literary studies In order to counteract the 
tendency, the school systom should bo divided 
into separate stages, cadi with a dearly defined 
objective released from tlio trammels of a 
university On the successful completion of 
each stage, pupils should be encouraged cither 
to Join the humbler occupation of life orto i 
proceed to separate vocational institutions, t 
which should bo provided In more nmpis 
measure than at present, < 
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Reconstruction along these general lines was 
Prjt pioposeQ by the Punjab University 
[Committee, and was subsequently endorsed bj 
pj Universities Conference w Inch met in Delhi 
(ia 1034 Its details have been worked out in 
t c iter detail in an important Resolution of 
th n Government of the United Provmccs later 
in the same year 

/ There arc schools for Europeans and Anglo- 
( Indians which an placed under the control of 
l weem] Inspectors for European Schools The 
1 education of the domiciled community has prov- 
en to bo a perplexing problem, and in 1012 a 
conference was summoned at Simla to consider 
the matter. The difficulty is that European 
Schools are veiy remote from the general sys- 
tem of education in India But efforts are 
being made to bring these schools more into 
line with the ordinary schools, and Indian 
Universities generally are affording special 
facibtics for Anglo-Indian boyB who may proceed 
for higher education in Indian colleges. 

Recently, as a result of the recommendations 
made by the Ii win Sub-Committee of the Tlurd 
Indian Round Table Conference, Provincial 
Boards foi Anglo-Indian and European Edu- 
cation have been constituted in almost nil 
Provinces, and an Inter-Provincial Board lias 
rl 0 been constituted, the first meeting of which 
v is held in January I93G under tho auspices 
• f the Gov eminent of India 1 

Medium of instruction In public schools 
— The position of English as a foreign language 
and as a medium of instruction In public 
schools was discussed by a representative con- 
frrencc which met at Simla In 1917 under the 
Chairmanship of Sir Sankaran Hair, the then 
Education Member. Although It nan generally 
conceded that the teaching of school subjects 
through a medium which was imperfectly under- 
stood led to cramming and memorising of 
text-bookB, tho use of English medium was 
defended bysomeon tho ground that It improved 
tho knowledge of English. The result of the 
conference was therefore inconclusive Some 
local authorities have since then approved 
of schemes providing for the recognition of 
local vernaculars as media of instruction and 
examination in certain subjects There seems 
to bo no doubt that the use of the v ernacular as 
the medium of instruction and examination is 
gradually increasing all over India 
The nuun difficulty, however, is that school 
chsscs have often to he split up at considerable 


Girl Guide Movement — Tlus movement is 
making steady progress There is, how ever, a 
lack of those competent and willing to n'o 
instruction. 

Medical Inspection — Arrangements have 
been made for medical inspection of scholars 
but progress has been hampered by the shortage 
of funds and tho continued indifference of 
parents In the United Provmccs, eel tool a arc 
now inspected by officers of the Public Health 
Department In Madras, tho scheme of medical 
inspection of schools lias been made compulsory 
in nil Government institutions, and it has been 
made a condition of recognition that nil secondary 
schools Bhouid introduce the scheme. As n 
measure of cconomv, however, tho payment 
of grants for medical Inspection has been sus- 
pended, but tho question of reorganising the 
system on an improved basis is under considera- 
tion Owing to lack of funds, It has not been 
rossible for tho Bombay Government to set 
up an agency to direct and organise medical 
inspection work in schools r on a satisfactory 
basis. In Burma, tho grants-In-aid for medical 
inspection have been temporarily suspended on 
account of retrenchment, but most medical 
officers have continued the Inspection of pnpils 
without remuneration Tn Bilinr A Orissa, certain 
posts of school medical officers were abolished 
in 1932, for tho Bame reason, but it Iiub slnco 
been found posslblo to revive them. There is, 
however, still need for adequato facilities for 
the treatment of cliDdren suffering from diseases 
In a few towns in the Punjab, 'atlsfnetory 
arrangement -exist not only for medical inspci - 
tion unt also for effective treatment, and 111 
extension of this useful scheme 1*. under 
contemplation 

Tho activities of Junior Red Cross and 
St John Amhulanco Societies have been particu- 
larly beneficial in improving the health of 
sebool children and in interesting them In 
the health of others. 

Intermediate Colleges. — One important 
part of the Calcutta University Commi»ion’s 
recommendations has been accepted bv the 
Government of the United Provinces and the 
Government of India and Incornoratcd In the 
Acts establishing the Lucknow and Darca and 
reconstituting that of Allahabad, namclv, the 
separation of tho intermediate clashes from the 
spncrc of uuivcrsitv work and of the two top 
classes of night schools from the rest of the 
school classes The separated cla«cs have been

cl iffy in the direction of evolving a common 
script for at least a single province, if not for 
the whole of India In this concession, Mr A

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Inter-University Board— Hie ides pat for 
ward by tbo Indian Universities Conference in 
May 1924 for the constitution of a central agency 
in India took practical shape and an Inter-Uni. 
rersfty Board cane into being during 10Z5 
Twelve out of fifteen universities Joined the 
Board Its i unctions are •-*- 

(а) to act as an inter-university organisation 
and a bureau of information , 

(б) to facilitate the exchange of professors , 

(c) to serve as an authorised channel of com- 
munication and facilitate the co-ordination of 
aniveralty work, 

(d) to assist Indian universities in obtaining 
recognition for their degrees, diplomas and 
examinations in other countries ; 

(e) to appoint or recommend, where neces- 
sary, a common representative or representa- 
tives of India at Imperial or International con- 
ferences on nigher education; 

(f) to act as an appointments bureau for 
Indian universities ; 

(g) to fulfil such other duties as may be 
assigned to it bom time to time by the Indian 
Universities. 

Bach member University has to make a fixed 
annual contribution towards the expenses of 
tbe Board 

The meetings of the Board are held yearlv. 
The Board consists of one representative of 
each of the member Universities and one 
representatlvo of the Government of India. 

Tho Board has not yet had much influence 
on University policy m India hut it has dono 
a con-idcrablc amount of useful work in collect- 
ing information and in stimulating thought 
regi rdlng current University problems. 


The Third Quinquennial Conference of Indian 
Universities was held in 1034 under the anspi r- 
of the Board It was opened by H P the 
Viceroy and passed several important resolution*. 

Education of Indian Women and Girls — 
There is still a leeway to be made good. Al' 
the Influences which operate against the sprout 
of education amongst the boys are reinforced 
la the case of women by tho purdah system and 
tbe custom of early marriage. 

Arts colleges, medical colleges, and the Ifie 
admit students of both sexes, and a few plri- 
attend them. The Lady Hardmgc Medical 
College for Women at Delhi gives a full medical 
course for medical students. Tho Shreematl 
KathibaiDamodherThackerscy Indian Women's 
University was started some ten years atro 
oy Protestor Karve It is a private institntlon 
and is doing good pioneer work. 

The All-India Women's Conference on Educa- 
tional Reform, which holds Its meetings annually 
and has constituent conferences established 
all over tho country, is also doing much useful 
work An All-India Women's Education 
Fund Association has also been established 
in connection with this Conference This 
association appointed In 1930 a special oomraitUc 
to enquire into the feasibility of establishing 
a central Teachers* Training College of a ep*elal- 
iscd Home Science diameter. Tbi* committee 
reported at the end of the year recommending 
the establishment of snch a college “on 
ab'Olutclv new lines which would synthesise 
the work of existing provincial colleges l*y 
psychological research" and the Governing 
Body of tho Association supported the proposal 
at the A nnnal General Meeting of the Association 
which has adopted it A college, called th«* 
Ladv Irwin College, has *mce bien C3tabli*licd

Its recently published history by Sir 
Henry Trueman Wood, late Secretary of the 
Society, gives the following account of 
the Indian Section In 1857 a proposition 
was mode by Mr Hyde Olarke, who 
wrote to tbe Council suggesting that "a 
special section he formed for India, another 
for Australia, one for English America and 
so on ** It was suggested that the Indian 
8ectlon should meet once a fortnight for 
the reading of papers Nothing came of tbe 
suggestion until ten years later when Mr 
Hyde Clarke returned to England, and in 
1868 he renewed hie proposal, bnt only 
proposing tbe formation of a Committee 
which should organise conferences on Indian 
snbjeots This time the suggestion was 
taken np more warmly Mr Hyde Clarke 
himself was placed on the Conned, and the 
Indian Conferences, which soon developed 
into the Indian Section, were started “ The 
Indian Section thus established became a 
most important department of the Society 
It has had great results In India by spread- 
ing Information as to the directions which 
the development of Indian manufactures 
and Indian products could most usefully 
take, and In England by giving similar in- 
formation ns to the industrial resources and 
progress ot India itself The Section has 
received great help from the Indian press and 
it has in return been of service to the Indian 
press In supplying useful information to it.

women everywhere welcome the opportunities 
given for their self-development and self- 
oxpression The Association is affiliated to 
all the important progressive women associa- 
tions m India and throughout tho world It 
was tlio initiator of the -All-India Women’s 
Conference and the First All-Asian Women’s 
Conference at Lahore The Madras Seva Sadan 
and the Madras Children’s Aid Society, the 
Montossori School owo thoir origin to tho 
efiorts of this Association Tho Association 
liaye now opened a Rescue Home to facihtate 
the v’orkmg of the Rescue Section of the 
Immoral Traffic Act, which have beon en- 
forced by Government The Home was 
opened on 2lst March 1934 by Lady Beatnc 
Stanley 

IToijno Men’s Christian Association.-^ 
This Association, which was founded by the 
late Sir George Williams m 1844, is now a 
world- wide movement, well established in 
almost CAery country in both the hemispheres 
The aim of the Association Is, through its 
religious, social, educational, and physical 
work to answer the fourfold— spiritual, 
social, mental and physical — needs of young 
men and bojs 

The Young Men’s Christian Association, 
though relatively new to India; Is spreading 
rapidly The * local ’ Associations are auto- 
nomous and governed by local Boards of 
Dircctois These Associations m Convention 
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elect a National Council which Is responsible 
for the supers ision and expansion of all forms 
of the Association work in India, Burma and 
Ceylon. 

There are now over 60 Associations affiliated 
to the National Council and m iny otner village 
Associations vv ith many thousands of members 
of all races and creeds The following Associa- 
tions own one or more buddings which sene as 
the local headquarters — Allahabad ; Alleppey, 
Pangalore, Bombay, Calcutta, Calicut, 
Coimbatore : Colombo , Delhi, Gallo , Hydera- 
bad , .Tubbulporo; Handy , Karachi , Kunnam- 
kulam , Kotiavnm Lahore . Madras , Madura , 
Nagpur, Naim Tal, Ootacamund , Poona, 
Bnngoon ; Btsalpar , Secunderabad , Simla , 
Trivandrum, Wellington The others use 
rented or rent-free buildings 

The work of the National Council and of the 
local Association is earned on by numerous 
voluntary workers and Committees, assisted 
by 85 specially trained full-time 8ecrctanes 
A feature of the Y M C A in India is the 
international character of its Secretariat 
Jt is made up of 7 Americans, 2 Canadians, G 
Englishmen, 3 Scotchmen, 1 8wi*s, 1 Swedish, 
4 Anglo-Indians, 1 Dane, 2 Australians, 1 
Burmnn and 68 Indians and Ceylonese

The aim of the Assiciation is to unite women 
and girls of India, Burma and Ceylon in fellow- 
ship and mutual service for their spiritual, 
intellectual, social and physical development 
The Association exists for Indian, Anglo-fndian 
and European girls and womon There aro 
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The Bombay Branch has done good work In 
connection with the formation of the Social 
Purity Committee and has, through a special 
sab-committee, organized public meetings for 
women on subjects affecting their interests about 
which legislation was being or had been receutlj 
enacted 

A valuable part of the * work of the 
Association was the establisnment of Women’s 
Employment Bureau in Calcutta and 
Bombay. They were remarkably successful 
The Bombay Bureau was eventually merged 
into the employment Bureau established by 
tee Women's Council . the Calcutta Bureau has 
Ceased to oust 

As a means of promoting friendships between 
women from various parts of the United King- 
dom, with widely differing tastes and interests 
and spheres of life in India, and as an Instrument 
for affording opportunities for usefulness to 
educated women, the Association of University 
Women has a useful function to perform.

These Units are now a foliated to the F U

embraces 31 countries of the world and has its 
brad quarters at Crosby Hall, Cheyne Walk, 
London. 

This International Federation is then a kind of 
League of Nations In which the University is the 
Unit and the opportunities It affords for better 
unders tan di ng for world-friendship, and world 
service, will easily Be imagined. 

As forming one Family, its members help the 
common cause of women : they help one another 
by Inspiration and Interchange of service they 
help the country for which as individual Units 
they stand, inasmuch as that country is swept 
forthwith by reason of its place within the Inter- 
national Federation alone, into world statistics 
and the dignity of recognition by the League 
of Nations at Geneva

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The Church. 


The Church of England in India became on 
March 1, 1030, a eelf-govemmg branch of the 
Anglican Communion Until that date it had 
been an integral part of the Church of England 
aim its bishops were considered to be suffragans 
of the Archdioceso of Canterbury This legal 
bond was severed by the passing of the Indian 
Church Act and Measure in 1927, and from the 
date of scterance appointed under the Act, 
the Church of India, Burma and Cej Ion has 
been free to manage its own affairs, although, 
ns it states m the Preamble to'its Constitution, 
it has no intention or desire “to renounce its 
obligations to the rest of the Holy Catholio 
Church and its fundamental principles, but on 
the contrary acknowledges that if it should 
abandon those fundamental principles it would 
break spiritual continuity with its past and 
destroy its spiritual identity" 

Like all the other branches of the Anglican 
communion the Church of India, Burma and 
ten ion is Episcopal It is composed of fourteen 
tecs, Calcutta, Madras, Bombay, Colombo, 
Lahore, Rangoon, Tra van core and Cochin, 
Cliota Nagpur, Lucknow, Tmnevelly and 
Madura, Nagpur, Domakol, Assam and Nasik 
Of these the first to be erected was Calcutta in 
18U and the last was Nasik in 1930 Vacancies 
on the Episcopal Bench are filled by election, 
eich diocese electing its own bishop The 
Bishops rule the Church and to them is reserved 
the final word in all matters of faith and order, 
but they rule in conjunction with a sjstem 
of Councils which has been framed so as to 
give the greatest possible amount of represen- 
tation to the whole body of the faithful The 
foundation of the system is the Parochnil 
Council of which the Parish Priest is the 
convenor and chairman Ever; baptised, 
and confirmed member of the Church residing 
in the parochial area who contributes, in some 
recognised way, to the financial support of 
the Church, is a member of the Parochial Council 
of the ecclesiastical area m which he resides 
and is called a Qualified Elector 

Above the Parochial Councils come the 
Diocesan Councils All Priests holding tho 
Bishop’s license are members of the Diocesan 
Council and to it are sent Lay Representatives 
elected by the Qualified Electors of every 
Parochial Council The Diocesan Councils 
manage all purely domestic matters and have 
the right of petitioning the General Council 
about any subject of wider importance which 
may interest them. They elect -a given number 
of priests and laymen to be their representatives 
on the General Council General Councils are 
held not less than every three years and usually 
at Calcutta They consist of three “Houses," 
Bishops, Priests and Laymen Every Diocesan 
Bishop has a place in the House of Bishops 
The outer two Houses are formed by the elected 
representatives of the Diocesan Councils The 
three Houses usually sit and vote together. 


but any House has the right to meet alone 
if it desires to do so in order to formulate its 
polioy or classify its opinions A “Canon” 
of the Church is a Resolution paBsed with 
additional precautions ensuring due considera- 
tion by all three Houses In all questions 
touching faith or Order the position at the 
episcopate as the divinely authorised teacher 
of the Church is most carefully safeguarded 
and the Bishops alone, without the concurrence 
of the other Houses, can issue Determinations 
about both subjects But no Determination 
of the Bishops can be the subject of disciplinary 
action until it has become a Canon. 

Every priest before being licensed to work 
in the Church of India, Burma and Ceylon 
takes an oath of obedience to the Canons 

The Ecclesiastical Establishment — At 

the time of the passing of the Indian Church 
Act and Measure the Government of India 
acknowledged that it was responsible for pro- 
viding for the spiritual needs of the Soldiers and 
Civilians whom it brought out to India These 
responsibilities it discharges by maintaining an 
establishment of chaplains and churches for 
the four principal denominations of Christians — 
Anglican, Presbyterian, Roman Catholic 
and the Free Churches The Chaplains of the 
two first named groups are appointed by the 
Secretary of State for India, the Anglicans on 
the recommendation of a Selection Committee 
of which the Archbishop of Canterbury is the 
Chairman They are paid by Government 
and pensioned after a covenanted period of 
service Although they form a definite Depart- 
ment of Government they are not subject to the 
orders of anyone save their own ecclesiastical 
superiors The Presbyterian ChaplamB are 
sometimes appointed to stations and sometimes 
to regiments The Anglican chaplains are 
alwayB chaplains of stations and have the 
pastoral care of all the inhabitants of the station 
who do not deliberately withdraw themselves 
from their ministrations, but when troops are 
included in the number of their parishioners 
Government orders that they shall have the 
first claim on their services The ch&plainB 
and their congregations are members of the 
Chur oh of India, Burma and Ceylon during their 
residence In India and have fun rights of repre- 
sentation in the Councils of the Church Their 
right to the use in worship of the Prayer 
Book of the Church of England is not only 
acknowledged In the Constitution of the Church 
but is also safeguarded by clauses m the Indian 
Church Act 

Government gives to the Metropolitan an 
annual block grant which is divided between 
the seven bishops whom Government recog' 
mses as having jurisdiction over the Establish- 
ment Chaplains and their congregations ,Thess 
are the Bishops of Calcutta, Madras, Bombay 
Lahore, Lucknow, Rangoon and Nagpur 
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statesman and the publicist are chiefly inter- 
ested in the excellent moral effect produced 
by these institutions amongst the educated 
classes, and the higher educational ideals 
maintained by their staffs. The principal 
University colleges under Protestant auspices 
are tbe Madras Christian College, the Duff 
College, Calcutta , the Wilson College, Bombay , 
the Forman Colloge, Lahore, and three women's 
colleges — the Women's Christian College at 
Madras, the Isabella Thoburn Collego at Luok- 
non , and tbe Women's Christian Medical College 1 
at Ludhiana The Itomnn Catholics liat e a" largi 
number of educational institutions, ranging 
from small Milage sehools to great colleges 
preparing students for University degrees 
But the proportion of Christian Btudcnts 11 . 
their institutions is very much larger than 
in those of tlia Protestant bodies The pro 
portion of literates amongst native Homan 
Catholics is probably lower than amongst thi 
Protestant converts, hut compared with 
Hindus and Mabamcdans it is conspicuoush 
higher The Homan Catholics ha\c sonic 
3,UU0 elementary schools in which 98,000 
boys and 41,000 girls >are receiving instruction 
In middle and high sohools they have 
143,000 boys and 73,000 girls and m Uni- 
versity colleges about 0,000 students of boti 
sexes These figures, however, include a laigi 
proportion of Europeans and Eurasians, who 
are an almost negligible quantity m Protestant 
mission schools and colleges. 

More recent, but producing even more wider 
spread results, is the philanthropic work of 
Christian missions .Before the groat famine 
of 1878, missionaries confined themselves 
almost exclusively to evangelistic and edn 
catlonal activity The famine threw crowds 
of destitute people and orphan ehildrcn upon 
their hands Orphanages and industrial 
schools became an urgent necessity But 
she philanthropic spirit is never satisfied with 
one bind of organisation or method. A great 
stlmiuus was also given to medical missions. 
Hospitals and dispensaries have sprung up in 
all parts of the mission field , and leper asylumB 
are almost a monopoly of Christian missionary 
effort In 1911 the total number of medical 
missionaries working under Protestant socie- 
ties in India was 118 men and 217 women, tbe 
majority of the former being also ordained 
ministers of religion. There are 184 industrial 
Institutions in which 59 different arts and 
crafts are taught, ranging from agriculture to 
type-writing In this department the Salva- 
tion Army hold a prominent place , and tbe 
confidence of Government in their methods 
has been shown by their being officially 
entrusted with the difficult work of winning 
over certain criminal tribes to a life of industry 
The indirect effeot of ail this philanthropic 
activity under missionary auspices has been 
most marked. It has awakened the social 
conscience of the non-Chnstian public, and 
such movements as “ The Servants of India " 
and the mission to the Depressed Classes 
are merely the outward and visible sign of 
a grea^ stirring of the philanthropic spirit far 
beyond the sphere of Christian missionary 
operations - 

Reunion —For very many years Indian 
Clmstians have shown that they foit> much 


more acutely than Europeans the scandal 
and disadvantage of the divisions of Christen- 
dom. These divisions are due to a very much 
greater extent than is always recognized to 
political causes, and in the political conflicts 
of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries, 
when they became crystallised, India had no 
part Even those differences amongst Chris- 
tians which have a purely religious origin and 
foundation seem to be of very little account 
to Indian converts. For them the great divid- 
ing hue ib thkt between Christ and Mahommed 
or Shiva and Vishnu. Standing before a back- 
ground of paganism they are conscious of a real 
fundamental unity in Christ Compared with the 
greatness of the gulf which separates Christian 
trom non- Christian, the differences of <a con- 
fession" and "older" which separate Chris- 
tian from Christian seem to be wholly arti- 
ficial and negligible In consequence the 
reunion movement, which is noticeable all 
over the world, is nowheie so strong as in India. 
In South India it has already resulted in ihe 
formation of the South India United Church, 
which is a group nnion of five of the principal 
Protestant communions, and as these bodies 
are m communion individually with all, or 
alxnOBt all, the other Protestant bodies at work 
in India tlio Umon may be regarded as a Pan- 
Protestant Umon The S l.U O is at present 
negotiating with the Anglican Church If 
as seems probable the negotiations are suc- 
cessful the result will amount to a umon of 
all the Christian bodies in South India, except 
the Homan Catholics, on the basis of the last , 
Lambeth encyclical This will mean that a 
real Rational, Indian Church will come into 
being. Although it will bo tolerant of almost 
every expression of Evangelical opinion and 
will retain the freedom of development charac- 
teristic of Protestantism, by its acceptance 
of the Catboho creeds and the JtUstorio 
Episcopate, it will be linked up with the Catholic 
tradition of the Anglican Ghnrch. 

Anglican Missionary Societies. 

The i/tmrcn Missionary Society carries on work 
m India in seven duterent missions — the United 
Provinces, South India, Travancore and Cochin, 
Bengal, Western India, Punjab and Sind and 
the Central Provinces and Hajputana. The 
uames are in order of senionty. Work was 
begun m what are now called the United Pro- 
vinces in 1813, m Bombay in 1820, in tbe Punjab 
In 1851, and in the Central Provinces in 1854 
Tbe Society has always kept Evangelistic work 
well to the fore, but it also has important 
medical missions, especially on tbe 8 -W. Fron- 
tier, and many schools of tbe Primary, Middle 
and High standards The Church of England 
Zenana Missionary Society is an offshoot of the 
0. M S controlling the work of 102 missionary 
ladies The number of ordained European 
missionaries of the C M S<m India and Ceylon 
is 160, European laymen 30 and European lay- 
women 258 Tbe Society claims a Christian 
community of 2,21,359 of whom 63,055 are 
adult communicants.

The Portaguese mission enterprise, starting after 
1500, continued for about 200 years, after 
which it began to decline To meet this 
decline fresh missionaries were sent ont by 
the Congregation de propaganda fide, till by 
the middle of the 10th century the whole 
country was divided ont among them except 
such portions as were occupied by the Goa 
clergy. Hence arose a conflict of jurisdiction 
In many parts between the Portuguese clergy 
ol the *•' Padroado " or roval patronage, and 
the propaganda clergy. This conflict was set 
at rest by the Concordat of 1886 (amended 
by the Agreement of 1928, abolishing " double 
jurisdiction 1 *). 'At the sanm tame the whole 
country was placed under a regular hierarchy, 
which after subsequent adjustments now 
stands as follows —

The European clergy engaged in India almost 
all belong to religious orders, congregation 
or mission seminaries, and In the great majo- 
rity are either French, Belgian, Dutch, 
Swiss, Spanish or Itabanbv nationality. They 
number abont 1,300 besides wtneb there is a 
body of secular clergy mostly Indian, eto , 
numbering abont 2,200, and prob- 
ably abont 2,000 nuns The first work of 
the clergy is parochial ministration to existing 
Christians, including railway people and 
British troops. Second comes education, which 
Is not confined to their own people, their 
schools being frequented by large numbers 
of Hindus, Mahomedans, Parsis, etc. Among 
the most important institutions axe St Xavier’s 
College. Calcutta, St Peter’s College, Agra, St. 
Xaviers College, Bombay, St Joseph’s College, 
Prichlnopoly, St Aloysios College, Mangalore, 
Loyola College, Madras, teaching university 
courses, besides a large number of high 
schools and elementary sohcols The educa- 
tion of girls is supplied for by nnmerons 
convent sohools worked by religions congre- 
gations of nuns to say nothing of orpha- 
nages and other charitable institutions 
The total number under education amounted 
in 1904 to 143,051 boys and 73 164 girls, 
later flgnres being unavailable As to 
missionary work proper, the conntry is 
covered with nnmerons modern mission 
centres, among which those In the Punjab, 
Gbota-Nagpur, Krlshnagar, Gnjerat, the Ah- 
med aagar district and the Telngn coasts may 
be mentioned. (Full particulars on all pomtE 
will be found in the Catholic Directory already 
quoted ) The mission work is limited solely 
by shortage of men and money, which u 
forthcoming would give the means to an 
Indefinite extension The resources of the 
clergy after the ordinary church collections and 
pay of a few military and railway chaplaincies 
areraenved mainly from Europe, that is, 
from the coll stions of ffte Society for the Pro • 
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pagation ojthe Vaiih and at the Holy Childhood, 
helped out by private or other donations 
secured trom home by the different local mis- 
sionaries In mission work the fathers count 
as enrolled only those who are baptised and 
persevering as Christians, and no baptism 
except for infante or at point of death, is 
administered except after careful Instruction 


-and probation. This, while keeping <£own the 
' record, has the advantage of guaranteeing 
solid results.

THE CHURCH OF SCOTLAND. 


The (hurcli of Scotland and the United 
Free Church haie become one The Union, 
effected in Octobor 1920, lias already exerted 
a profound influence upon the life of the 
Church of Scotland in India, The Chaplaincy 
work of the Church of Scotland dates from 
1814., when the Rev Dr. Bryce landed 
in Calcutta, and organised a congregation 
of hi« Scottish fellow countrymen. The 
centenary of the churches in the three 
Presidency towns was celebrated : Calcutta, 
1914 Bombay, 1919, Madras, 1921. Since 
1903 there have been eighteen chaplains on the 
staff, of whom nine belong to the Bengal 
Presidency, five to Bombay, and four to Madras 
These minister both to the Scottish troops 
•nd to the civil population of the towns where 
hey are stationed, but when there is a Scot- 
tish regiment the chaplain is attached to the 
regiment, instead of being posted to the station 
where the regiment happens to be placed 
and aB a rule moves with the regiment There 
are three Presidency senior Chaplains m charge 
of Bengal, Bombay, and Madras respectively 
There are churches in the chief towns of the 
Presidencies, and churchds have also been 
luilt, in all considerable military stations, 
eg, Ohakrata, Lucknow, Peshawar, Ranikhat, 
Rawalpindi, Hialkot, Umballa and Jub- 
bulpore. In addition to tho regular establish 
ment tlioro are a number of acting Chaplains 
sent out by the Colonial Committee of the 
Church of Scotland, and these are serving in such 
stations as Rawalpindi, Lahore, Cawnporo, 
Meerut, Mhow and Quetta The Additional 
Clergy Societies in India contribute towards the 
cost of this additional establishment In other 
places such as Sialkot, Murree, Dalhousie 
and Darjeeling, regular services are provided 
b\ Scottish Missionaries Simla haB a minister 
of its own sent out from Scotland 


Tho Mission work of the Oburch of Scotland 
dates from 1829, when Alexander Duff, one 
of tho greatest of modern missionaries, was 
sont to Calcutta He was the first to open 
schools where English was made the medium 
for instruction, and whore religious tcaclung 
was giicn daily Similar educational missions 
were soon afterwards stdrted in Bombay and 
Madras. Educational work is still an import- 
ant branch of the mission work of the Church, 
but the Bombay College was closed in 1819 
and in 1907 the College In Calcutta was united 
with tho College of the United Free Church 
of Scotland, to form the Scottish Churches 
College In the Punjab Evangelistic work 
is being carried on from eight centres under 
sev teen mlssionnne<t Tho baptised Chris- 


tian community now numbers over 14,000 
Work commenced in Darjeeling in 1870 is' 
now earned on throughout the whole 
Eastern Himalayan distnct, and there is 
a Christian community there of over 
8,000 In the five mission districts of 
Caloutta, the Eastern Himalayas, Madras, 
Poona, and the Punjab there were at- tho end 
of 1919 over 24,787 baptmed Indian Chris- 
tians In connection with these missions 
the Women's "Association of Foreign Missions 
does invaluable service in school, medical 
and zenana work, having in India 41 European 
missionaries, 103 touchers, over 60 schools, 
three hospitals and six dispensaries. 

The Church of Scotland has also 1 done 
much to provide education for European 
children in India. Its two Churche m 
Bomba v have six representatives on tho. 
governing body of the Anglo-Bcottuh Edu- 
cation Society, and the two churches exercise 
pastorarsupervisioh over the Bombay Scottish 
Orphanage In Bangalore there is the St. 
Andrew’s High School, and both in Bangalore 
and in Madras the local congregation supports 
the scbnol for poor children. The Ayrdieff 
Girls’ Boarding and High School 1 b under 
the care of the Kirk-Session of St Andrew’s 
Church. Simla The uow well-known St. 
Andrew’s Colonial Homes at Kalimpong, 
Bengal, though not directly part of the 
work of the Church of Scotland, were initiated 
by and are being locally managed by mission- 
aries of that Church The homes exist for, 
the benefit of the domiciled European Com- 
munity, and are doing magnificent work 
There arc now twenty cottages, and about 600 
children m residence 1 Further Information 
mnv be found in “ Report® of the Schemes of the 
Church of Scotland,” Blackwood & Sons : " The 
Church of Scotland Tear Book” and "The 
Handbook of the Churoh of Scotland in India 
and Ceylon ” 

Though tiie former Churches of tho United 
Free Church now belong to the Church of 
Scotland they remain independent of the esta- 
blishment recognised by Government They 
have only three purely European congregations 
in India, two m Calcutta, and one in Bombay 


The Church carries on Mission work in seven 
different areas They are Bengal (Calcutta, 
Kalna and Ohinsura); the Santal Pargonas, 
with five stations , Western India (Bombay, 
Poona and All bag), Hyderabad SiAto (Jnlna, 
Bethel and Parblianl) , Madras (Madras 
Citv, Olungleput, Sriperumbudur and Con- 
jeeveram) ; tho Central Provinces (Nagpur, 


Missions , 


Bhandam, Wardha, and Amraoti); Eaj- 
pntann, where the extensive ' work in 
Btitutcd by tiic United Presbyterian Ohuroh 
in 1800 is now carried on from eleven 
centres 

The work falls into three main divisions, 
evangelistic, medical, and educational. The 
Christian community lias been organised in 
nil the chief centres into congregations which 
form part of the Indian Presbyterian Ohuroh, 
and this Church is seeking tb take an increasing 
share in the work of evangelism Shore are 
nineteen Mission Hospitals, among which are 
four excellently equipped and stalled Women’s 
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Hospitals, in Madras, Nagpur, Ajmer, and 
Jaipur From the days of Dull in Calcutta 
ana Wilson in Bombay the Mission has given 
a prominent place to education. It has many 
schools in all parts of its field and It has also 
made n largo contribution to the work of higher 
education through four Christina Colleges 
I ho Scottish Churches College, Calcutta, is 
noli known The Madras ChrlBtian College, 
which owes so much to the work of Dr. William 
Miller, is now under the direction of a Board 
representing several Missionary Societies. Other 
Colleges are Wilson College, Bombay, and 
Hislop College, Nagpur

Tas Baptist Missionary Society op geeat 
Britain.— Formed in 1*92, largely through the 
ertorts of Dr. Wm Carey, operates mainly In 
Bengal, Bibar and'Orissa, tbo United Provinces, 
tlio Punjab and Ceylon The Baptist Zenana 
Mission and the Bible Translation Society have 
been united with this Society. Tho staff of 
the united Mission in India and Ceylon numbers 
200 missionaries and about 978 Indian and 
Singhalese « orkers Connected « ith the 8otioto 
are 370 Indian and Singhalese Churches, 299 
Primary Day Schools, 20 Middle and High 
Schools, and 1 Theological Training College 
The Church membership at tlio close of 1983 
stood at 23,246 and the Christian oommumtj 
at 69,812 The membership during tbo past ton 
years has increased by about 63 per cent, 
and the community by 60 per cent in the 
same period. Amongst the non-caste people great 
progress has been made in recent years, and 
many of tho Churches formed from amongst 
these peoples are soU-supporting 

Special work amongst students is carried on 
in Calcutta, Dacca, Cuttack, Patna and Dolhl 
whore hostels have been erected for the 
prosecution of this farm of work. 

EDUCATION ah Wore — Banges from Primary 
School to Colleges Sorampore College ~ with 
its Royal Charter granted by His Danish 
Majesty in 1827. confirmed by the British 
Government in the Treaty of Purchase of the 
Settlement of Serampore in 1845, and placed 
in 1856 by the College Council at tho 
disposal of the Baptist Missionary Society 
to become a part of its Missionary Edu- 
cational operations, in Arts and Theology 
It was affiliated m 1857 to the aewly- 
formed Calcutta University, reorganised 
In 1910 on the lines of its original fonnda- 
» bon with the appointment of a qualified Theo- 
logical Staff on an Inter-denominational basis 
tor the granting of Theological Degrees to 
qualified students of all Churches 

In Arts and Soience tbo College prepares 
for the Calcutta Examinations Principal 
Bev. G. H C. Angus, M A., B D, 

There is a vernacular institute also at 
Cuttack for tho training of Indian preachers 
and Bible schools In several centres.

Enemy Property tilth a view to their transfer 
to boards of trustees composed partly of non- 
official members nominated by the National 
Missionary Conncil of India tilth the approval 
of the Government of India and partly of 
Government officials, and those Boards of Trust- 
tees will in dne comae transfer tbe undertakings 
and properties to a missionary society to he

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’flic 'Methodist Episcopal Chnroh Is the orgam- 
ration in the United States o I America which 
grew oat of tho Wesleyan revival in England 
end her American colonies during the latter 
part of the eighteenth century This Church 
began Its work in India in 1S56, at first confining 
Its activities to what Is now the United Provin- 
ces. Prom that centre It spreads until the 
outposts of its work were found in Baluchistan, 
Burma, Malaysia, Netherlands, Indies and the 
Pbihppjno Islands. In 1020 a rearrangement 
of the mission field of the Church separated 
India, Burma and Baluchistan into " what Is 
now known as the Southern Asia division 
Within this present field the Church now has a 
total baptized Christian community of 525,668 

The at owed task of tho Chnrch has been 
tho uplift of the depressed classes, and its work 
luis betn largely among that class As a matter 
of fact, however.

The Indigenous law ot India is personal and 
di visible with reference to the two great classes 
of the population, Hindu and Mahomedan 
Both systems claim divine origin and are In 
evtrlcably interwoven with religion, and each 
exists m combination with a law based on 
custom At first the tendency of the English 
was to make their law public and territorial, 
and on the establishment of the Supreme Conrt 
at Calcutta in 1773 and the advent of English 
hwjors as judges, they proceeded to apply it 
to Europeans and Indians alike. This error 
«ns rectified by the Declaratory Act ot 1780,: 
by which Parliament declared that as against 
a Hindu the Hindu law and usage, and a« { 
against a Mahomedan the laws and customs of] 
Tdam should be applied The rules of the 
'lhastras and the Koran have been In some 
eves altered and relaxed. Instances con be 
found In the Bengal Sail Regulation Act of 
1829 , the Indian Slavery Act, 1843 , tbe 
Caste Disabilities Removal Act of 18S0 , the 
Hindu Widows’ Remarriage Act, 1856 , and 
other Acts and Codes To quote the Imperial 
Gazetteer, “A certain number of the older 
English statutes and tbe English common law 
ire to a limited extent still m force in the Pre- 
sidency Towns as applicable to Europeans 
while much of the old Hindu and Mahomedan 
taw Is everywhere personal to their native 
fellow subjects , but apart from these, and from 
Urn cu itomnry law, which is os far as possible 
recognised by the Courts, the law of British 
India Is the creation of statutory enactments 
undo for it either at Westminster or by the 
antlmnties in India to whom the necessary law- j 
enmg functions have from time to time been, 
detonated ** 


Codification. 


Before the transfer of India to tbe Crown 
the Uw was in a state of great confusion. Sir 
acurj Cunningham described it as “ hope- 
lessly unwieldy, entangled and confusing ” 
The flrat steps toward f eneral codification were 
taken in 1833, when a Commission was appoint- 
ed, of which Lord Macaulay was the moving 
spirit, to prepare a penal code Twenty-two 
years (lapsed before it became law, daring 
which period it underwent revision from his] 
successors in the Law Membership, and espe- 
cially by Sir Barnes Peacock, tbe last Chief 
Justice of tbe Supreme Court of Calcutta 
The Penal Code, which became law in 1860 
was followed In 1861 by a Code of Criminal 
Procedure Substantially the whole criminal 
law ot British India is contained in these two 
Codes One of the most eminent lawyers who 
ever came to India, Sir James Stephen, said 
*'Xbe Indian penal code may be described as 
the criminal law ot England freed from all 
teflP pw-aHMeB and superfluities, systematically 
arranged and modified in some few particulars 
(they are surprisingly few) to suit the circum- 
stances! of British India It is practically im- 
no s sible to misunderstand the code * The 
rules of Civil Procedure have been embodied 
In the Code of Civil Procedure. The* Indian 
Penal Code has from time to time been amended 
The Code of Civil Procedure, was remodelled 


in 1008 and the Code ot Criminal Procedure 
m 1898 These Codes as amended from time to 
time are now in force 

Statute Law Bevision. 

In October, 1921, a committee was appointed 
under the presidency uf the Hon Mr A, P. 
Muddiman, ICS , to deal with the question of 
statute lair revision. The functions of the 
Committee are to prepare for the consideration 
of Government such measures of consolida- 
tion and clarification, as may be necessary to 
secure the highest attainable standard of 
formal perfection- in the statute law of India. 
Tn several branches of the law consolidation 
has long been overdue, and it is suggested that 
the preparation of a Bill consolidating tbe exist- 
ing law, relating to merchant shipping, with 
snch amendments therein os are necessitated or 
rendered desirable by toe enactment of the 
English statutes since 1894 on the same subject 
should form the first duty undertaken by the 
Committee Under the conditions resulting 
from the establishment of the reformed Constitu- 
tion, increasing importance will attach here- 
after to the periodica! examination and revision 
of tbe Statute Book and the Government of 
India hope that tbe Committee will take its 
place as a permanent feature of the .legislative 
machinery of the country 

European British Subjects 

Whilst the snbBtantive criminal law is the 
same for all classes, certain distinctions of pro- 
cedure have always been maintained in regard 
to criminal charges against European Bntisn 
subjects Until 1872 European British sub- 
jects could only, be tried or punished by one ol 
the High Courts, It was then enacted that 
European British subjects Bhould be liable to 
be tried tor any offences by magistrates ot tbe 
highest class, who were also justices of the 
peace, and by judges of the Sessions Courts; 
but it was necessary in both cases that the 
magistrate or judge should himself be a Euro- 
pean British subject In 1883 the Government 
of India announced that they had decided “ to 
settle the question oljunsdiction over European 
subjects in suoh a way us to remove from the 
code at once and completely every judicial 
disqualification which is based merely on race 
distinctions," This decision, embodied in the 
Hbert Bill, aroused a storm of indignation 
which is still remembered Tbe controversy 
ended in a compromise which 1 b thns snmma- 
nsed by 8ir John 8tra3hey ("India”) "The 
controversy ended with the virtual, though 
not avowed, abandonment of the measure 
proposed by tbe Government Act HI of 1884, 
by which the law previously in force was amend- 
ed, cannot be said to nave diminished tbe 
privileges of European British subjects charged 
with offences, and it left their position as ex- 
ceptional as before The general disqualifica- 
tion of native judges and magistrates remains, 
but if a native of India be appointed to tbe post 
ot district magistrate or sessions judge, his 
powers in regard to jurisdiction over Enropear 
British subjects are the same as those of an

Legal Practitioners. 

Legal practitioners In India are divided into 
Barrlsters-at-Law, Advocates of the High Court, 
Vakils and Attorneys (Solicitors) of High Courts, 
and Pleaders, Mukhtigrs and revenao agents 
Barristers and Advocate? ate admitted by each 
High Court to practise In it and its subordinate 
courts; and they alone are admitted to prac- 
tise on the onginai side of some of the chartered 
High Courts. Vakils are persons duly qualified 
who are admitted to practise on the appellate 
side of the chartered High Courts and in the 
Courts subordinate to the High Courts At- 
torneys are required to qualify before admission 
to practise in much the same way as in England. 
The rale that a solicitor must instruct counsel 
prevails only on the original side of the Bombay 
and Calcutta High Courts Pleaders practise 
in the subordinate courts in accordance with 
rules framed by the High Courts. 

Organisation of the Bar. 

At Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay there is a 
Bar Committee presided over, ex-oflicio, by th% 
Advocate-General This body is elected bj 
the barristers practising in each High Court, 
and Its functions are to watch the Interests 
of the Bar and to regulate its etiquette. At 
Allahabad, Lahore, Hagpore, and Rangoon a 
similar Bar Committee exists, hut the electorate 
is oxtended to include the vakils or native 
pleaders, and the president Is either the senior 
practising member of the Bar or the Government 
Advocate In the larger Districts and Ses- 
sions Courts, an organisation representing 
the Boris usually to be found, and In the sub 
ordinate Courts, including the Revenue Courts 
similar machinery Is generally in use. Pending 
an opportunity of detailed inquiries in India, 
these general descriptions must suffice. The 
recommendations ot the Indian Bar Committee 
of 1028 relating to the- constitution of Bar 
Councils for the several High Courts in India 
have been recently adopted by the Indian Bar 
Councils Act, XXXVILZ of 1026, The aim 
and purpose of this Act is to abolish, as far as 
practicable the distractions between the various 
Masses of legal practitioners and promote the 
creation of a uniform Bar 

Composition of the Bar. 

A considerable change is occurring In the 
composition of the Indian Bar. The following 
extract from an informing article in the Timet 

a 25, 1914) indicates the character and 
race of tins development. “During the 
tost forty years, a striking change has taken 
place in the professional class The bulk of 
practice has largely passed from British to 
Indian hands, while, at the same time, the 
profession has grown to an enormous extent 
One typical illustration may be quoted. Attach- 


ed to the Bombay High Court in 1871 there 
svero 88 solicitors, of yrhom 10 were Indian 
and 28 English, and 24 advocates, of whom 
7 were Indian and 17 English. In 1011, attach- 
ed to the same High Court, there were 160 soli- 
citors, of whom more than ISO were Indian 
3nd the remainder English, and 250 advo- 
cates, of whom 16 only were English and the 
remainder Indian " Heedless to saj that this 
position has been still further accentuated during 
the 20 years that have elapsed since 1014, both

TIIE INDIAN POLICE. 


Origins. — Cornwallis wab lire iirst Indian 
administrator to talcn the burden of policing the 
country off the zemindars uml to plate it on 
Government Ho ordored the District Judges 
of Bengal in 1703 to open a Thnmi (l’ollw 
Station) for every 400 square milts of tliclr 
Jurisdiction, and to appoint stipendiary Tluina< 
dare (Police Station Officers) and bubonllnntei 

In Madras 111 1810, Sir Tlionus Muriro tooK 
supenntcndence of polko out of the liands of the 
sedontarv judges and placed it in tivc liauds of the 
peripatetic Collector, who lind the indigenous 
village police syblem already under Ids control, 
in tlus way the llcvcmie Department controlled 
the police of the districts and still to 
some extent docB so, especially in Bombas 
Presidency. 

In Khandcsli from 182G-30 Oulrnm of 
Mutiny fame showed how a whole tune militate 
commandant could turn incorrigible marau- 
ders into excellent police, and Sir George 
Clerk, Governor of Bombay in 1848, applied the 
lesson by appointing full-time European Superin 
tondents of Police in many Districts. 

Madras had a torture scandal in 1853 which 
Showed that 3 Collectors had no time lor real 
police superintendence , in 1850 ttao principle of 
full-tune European superintendence was Intro- 
duced in a Madras Act of that year and the controi 
of the Collector was removed 

The Mutiny led to general polica ovcrlinul 
and retrenchment and tlia Madras Act was 
mainly followed in India Act V of 1801, ** An 
Act for the Regulation of Police", which still 
governs police working everywhere in India 
except Madras and Bombay, which has its own 
Police Act (IV of 1890) 

Working. — -strictly speaking there is no 
Indian Police With tlio doubtful exception!) 
of the Delhi Imperial Area Polica, and the 
advisory staff of the Intelligence Bureau attached 
to the Home Department, the Government of 
India has not a single police officer directly under 
its control The police provided for by the 1801 
Act is a provincialised police, administered by 
the Local Government concerned, subject only 
"to the general control’* of tho Governor- 
General 

Within the Local Government area the 
police are enrolled and organised In District 
forces, at the head of each of which ib a District 
Superintendent of Police with powors of enlist- 
ment and dismissal of constabulary , and Police 
Station Officers may also be dismissed by the 
DSP 

The D S P is Bubject to dual control 
The force he commands 1 b placed at the disposal 
of the District Magistrate for the enforcement 
of law&nd the maintenance of ordenn the District 
But the departmental working and cfficlenes 
of the force is governed by a departmental 
hierarchy of Deputy Inspector-General of Police, 
Inspector-General of Police, and Home Depart- 
ment Generally speaking, the D S JP. has to 
correspond with his District Magistrate on 
indicia! and magisterial topics, and with hlB 
departmental chiefs on internal working of his 
force

Presidency Police — In the Presidency

u hat rough and ready, not only from this cause, 
but also because Presidency Magistrates can 
give upto sis months or Es 200 fine summarily, 
ie, without formal record of proceedings , 
ana if only whipping or fine up to Rs 200 is 
inflicted there need be mot even any statement 
of reasons for the conviction. 

Bound Figures — The process of reorgani- 
sation and retrenchment goes on ceaselessly, 
annual administration reports for the ten major 
provinces and four minor administrations ap- 
peared tardily, and there are no unified statistics 
for the police of India and Burma The following 
figures are therefore merely to be regarded as 
approximations, giving a general idea of the 
numbers of police and the volume of work pat 
through yearly — There are about 25,000 Military- 
Police, chiefly in Burma, Assam, and Bengal, 
and these cost about one crore The mainten- 
ance of them is a departure from the principles 
laid down by the 1860 Commission and tiie 
1861 Act 

Provincial Pobce including Burma total 
about 200,000 and cost eleven and a half mores 
or an average of over one crore per major 
Province 

Thera ore about 10,000 Thanas or Pobce 
Stations which annually investigate from five 
to tax thousand murders, four thousand 
dacoities, twenty-five thousand cattle thefts, one 
hundred and seventy thousand ordinary thefts 
and as many burglaries They place on trial every 
j ear about three-quarters of a million persons, of 
whom about half a million or more are convicted 
The jail population of India, which is over a 
hundred thousand, consists of many habituals 
who on release proceed to prey on the public 
until such time as the police again secure their 
conviction and incarceration.

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STATISTICS OF POLICE WORK. 


The unde=irabihty of attaching undue im- 
portance to statistical results as a test of the 
merits of police work was a point upon 
wlucli considerable stress was laid by the. 
Indian Police Commission, who referred to the 
evils likch to result from the prevalence 
among subordinate officers of an impression 
that the advancement of an officer would 
depend upon his being able to show a high 
ratio of convictions, both to cases and by 
persons arrested, and a low ratio of enme 
Ihc objection applies more particularly to the 
use of statistics for small areas ; but they 
cannot properlv be used as a basis of com- 
parison even for larger areas without taking 


into account the differences in the condition 
under which the police work ; and, it may be 
added, they can at the best Indicate only verj 
rn perfectly v the degree of success witn which 
the police carry out that important branchof 
their duties, which consists in the prevention 
of crime These considerations have been 
emphdsired In recent orders of the Govern- 
ment of India Subject to these observations, 
tne figures below may be given as some 
indication of the volume of work falling upon 
the police, and of the wide differences between 
the conditions and the statistical results in 
different provinces. They are statistics of cog- 
nizable crime —

Tail administration in India Is regulated < 
generally bj the Prisons Act of 1864, and by 
rules issued under it by the 6 o\ eminent of 
India and the locnl governments The punish* 
ment« authorised by tbe Indian Penul Code for 
ion vie ted offenders include transportation, 
penai servitude, ngorous imprisonment (which 
may include short penods of solitary confine* 
meat), and simple imprisonment Accom- 
modation has also to be provided in tbe jails 
for civil and under-trial prisoners. 


The origin of all jail improvements m India 
in rccint 3 ears was tbe Jail Commission 01 
lbsD The report of tbe Commission, which 
con Mated of only two members, both officials 
strung under the Government of India Is! 
Lvtnmeh long, and reviews tbe whole question 
of jail organization and administration in the 
unnuUst detail In most matters tbe Com- 
mi-Mon’s recommendations have been accept- 
ed nud adopted by .Local Governments, but 
in various matters, mainly of a minor charac- 
ter, their proposals have either been rejected 
at, in Mo as unsuitcd to local conditions, aban- 
doned as unworkable after careful experiment 
or accepted in principle but postponed for the 
present as impossible 


to all India legislation. The obvious advi_a 
bility of proceeding along certain general lines 
of uniform application led lately to the appoint- 
ment of a Jails’ Committee, which conducted 
the first comprehensive survey of Indian prison 
administration which had been made for thirty 
years. Stress was laid by the Committee 
upon tbe necessity of improving and increasing 
existing jail accommodation , of recruiting a 
better class of warders; of providing educa- 
tion for prisoners, and of developing pmon 
industries so as to meet the needs of the con- 
suming Departments of Government. Other 
Important recommendations included the sepa- 
ration of civil from criminal offenders; the 
adoption of tbe English system of release on 
license in tbe case .of adolescents , and tbe 
creation of children’s courts The Committee 
found that the reformative side of the Indian 
system needed particular attention They 
recommended the segregation of habituals 
from ordinary prisoners , the provision of sepa- 
rate accommodation for prisoners under trial, 
the Institution of tbe star-class system, and 
the abolition of certain practices which are 
liable to harden or degrade the prison popula- 
tion 


The most important of all the recommenda- 
tions of the Commission, the one that might in j 
(ait be described as the corner stone Of their 
nport, is that there should be in each Presi-j 
diucy three classes of jails, in the first { 
p'acc, large central jails tor convicts sentenced 
to more than one veer’s Imprisonment , se- 
condlv, district jails at the headquarters of 
districts, and, thirdly, subsidiary jails and 
■ lock-ups” for under-trial prisoners and 
convicts sentenced to short terms of imprison- 
ment Tbe jail department in each province 
Is under the control ol an Inspector-General , 
he is generally on officer of tbe Indian Sledical 
her vice with jail experience, and tbe Superin- 


tendents of certain jails are usually recruited 
from the same service The district jail is under 
tbe chrrge of the civil surgeon, and is frequently 
inspected by the district magistrate. The staff 
under tbe Superintendent includes, In large 
central jails, a Deputy Superintendent to supei 
vise the jail manufactures, and in all central 
and district jails one or more subordinate 
medical officers The executive staff consists 
ot jailors and warders, and convict petty officers 
are employed in all central and district jails, 
tbe prospect of promotion to one of these posts 
being a strong Inducement to good behaviour 
A Dress Xotc issued by the Bombay Govern- 
ment in October, 1616, says. — "The cadre and 
emoluments of all ranks from Warder to Super- 
intendent have been repeatedly revised and 
altered in recent years Bnt the Department 
is not at all attractive In Its lower grades The 
two weak spots in the jail administration at 
tbe moment are the Insufficiency of Central 
Prisons and the difficulty of obtaining good and 
sufficient warders ” 

The Jails Committee — Since the Intro- 
duction of the reformed constitution the mainte- 
nance of ,the In&% Prisons falls within tbe 
sphere of provincial Governments and is subject 


Employment of Prisoners. — The work 
on which convicts are employed 1 b mostly 
carried on within the jail walls, bnt extra- 
mural employment on a large scale Is some- 
times allowed, as, for example, when a large 
number of convicts were employed In excavating 
the Jbelnm Canal in tbe Punjab Within tbe 
walls pruoners are employed on jail service and 
repairs, and in workshops. The mam principle 
laid down with regard to jail manufactures is 
that the work must be penal and industrial. 
Tbs Industries are on a large scale, multifarious 
employment being condemned, while care 
is taken that the jail shall not compete witb 
local traders. As far as possible industries are 
adapted to tbe requirements of tbe consuming 


public departments, and printing, tent-making, 
and tbe manufacture of clothing are among the 
commonest employments. Schooling is con- 
fined to juveu'les; tbe experiment of teaching 
adults has been tried, but literary instruction 
is unsuitable for the class of persons who fill 
an Indian Jail, 


Tbe conduct of convicts In jail is generally 
good, and the number of desperate characters 
among them is small Failure to perform the 
allotted task is by far the most common offence. 
In a large majority of cases tbe punishment 
Inflicted is one of those classed as “minor" 
Among the " major" punishments fetters take 
the fiist place Corporal punishment Is inflict* 
ed in relatively few cases, and the number is 
steadily falling. Punishments were revised as 
the result of tbe Commission of 1889 Two 
notable punishments then abolished were shav- 
ing the heads of female prisoners and the stocks 
The latter, which was apparently much prac- 
tised in Bombay, was described by the Commis- 
sion as inflicting exquisite torture Punish- 
ments arc now scheduled and graded into major 
and miner. The most difficult of all jail pro. 
blems is the Internal maintenance of order 
, among the prisoners, for which purpose paid 
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Transportation and the Andamans.

Transportation andtheAndamanS'— Tim 
future of the penal settlement of Port Blair 
was continually under the consideration of the 
Government of India' from the time of the 
publication of the Jails Commission report, 
but it was not till 1920 that a definite decision 
was reached It was then deoidcd that hence- 
forth only those convicts should normally be 
sent to the Andamans wdio volunteered to come, 
that the old restrictions on life m the settlement 
should be sensibly relaxed, that convicts should 
be encouraged to settle on the land, that in 
ccitam conditions they Bhonld be entitled to 
release to obtain occupancy rights over tlio 
land which they bad cultivated, and that tho 
importation of wiveB and families should be 
encouraged The object of these changes was 
to promote the development of a free colony of 
persons, who would, after the terms of their 
sentences had expired, make the Andamans 
their permanent home The effect up to date 
has been to introduce a completely new outlook 
on lire into the settlement, hut It Is still too 
soon to appreciate Its potentialities.

States signatory to the Convention, but as there 
is no law on the subject in India, beyond the 
general law of contract and ( the law relating to 
earners on land, the Act empowers the Governor 
General m Council to make rales extending the 
provisions of the Convention also to internal 
carnage by air (s 4) The rules contained in tlie 
First Schedule to the Act are the provisions of 
the Convention relating to the rights and 
liabilities of earners, passengers, consignors; 
consignees and other persons Under nue 17 
the carrier is liable for damage sustained m 
the event of the death or wounding of a passenger 
or any other bodily mjary suffered by a passen-

India and the League of Nations, 


India is a Founder-Member of tho League of 
Nations and enjoys in it equal rights with other 
Member-States, a position which she mainly 
ones to the goodwill shown towards her 
ads ancement and aspirations by Great Bntain 
and tho Self-Governing Dominions of the 
British Empire The League of Nations was 
established under tlio terms of the Peace Treaty 
which was signed in Pans m 1910 after the 
conclusion of the Great Avar Great Britain and 
the Self-Go\ernmg Dominions in 1917 passed a 
resolution which set India upon the road that 
led to the high international platform on which 
she stepped 

India was represented at the Imperial War 
Conference of 1918, at the Impenal Conferences 
held m London in 1021, 1023, and 1926, and 
.it the Imperial Economlo Conference held 
in London in 1030 Hie report of the Inter- 
lmpernl Delations Committee of the Impenal 
Conference, which was adopted by the Conference 
of 1926, stated the position of Great Britain 
nnd the Dominions to be “ autonomous com- 
munities, equal in status, in no way subordinate 
to one mother in nny respect of their domestic 
or external affairs, though united by a common 
allegianre to the Crown, and freely associated 
as members of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations India is not yet a Self-Governing 
Dominion to the extent indicated in this formula 
The first stage m the direction of establishing 
Responsible Government In India was prescribed 
lij the Government of India Act, 1019, but 
tho Governor-General of India does not yet 
(to quote again from the Inter-Impenal 
Delations Committee) hold "in all essential 
respects the same position m relation to the 
administration of public affairs" in India 
as is held by His Majesty the King Emperor 
in Great Britain And there are certain other 
respects in which India’s Constitutional position 
m the Empire is not the same as that 
of tho Self-Governing Dominions India, for 
example, is not entitled to accredit a Minister 
plenipotentiary to the Heads of Foreign States 

The position enjoyed by' India in the Empire 
governed the position winch she entered when, 
as one of the States of tho Empire, she joined 
in the Pans Peace Negotiations in 1918-19 
India’s membership of the League of Nations 
places her in a unique position among all non- 
self-governing States, Dominions, or Colonies 
throughout the world She is an original 
member of the League bv virtue of para 1 
of article I of the Covenant by which the League 
was established and which suites that any fully 
self-governing State, Dominion or Colony not 
named in the Annexe may become a member of 
the League She is the only original member 
which is not self-governing, and in virtue of the 
restriction under para 11 of article I, on the 
admission of members other than original 
members she will, so long as the present 
constitution of the League endures, remain the 
onlv member which Is not self-governing As a 
member of the League, India was for the first 
time brought into direct and formal contact 
with the ogtoide world as a separate entity 


She was treated as if she had attained to the 
same kind .of separate nationhood as that 
enjoj ed by the Dominions 

India’s Attitude, 

On questions coming before the League, 
India has exactly the same rights as any other 
Member-State The Secretary of State for 
India m His Majesty’s Government is ultimately 
responsible for the appointment of Indian 
delegates and for their instruction, but in 
practice, he and the Government of India act 
jointly in consultation and agreement with 
one another Partly as a result of her member- 
ship of the League and partly owmg to resolu- 
tion No IN adopted by the Impenal War 
Conference m 1917, recommending tnter aha 
recognition of the right of the Dominions and 
of India to an adequate voice m British foreign 
policy and foreign relations, India has been 
given the same representation as the Dominions 
at all international conferences at which the 
British Empire is represented by a combined 
Empire Delegation On many occasions in fact 
she has taken the lead in forming world opinion 
towardB the achievement of the League’s aims 
In particular m the international Labour organi- 
sation she has been successful m bringing 
Empire policy into line with her own on more 
than one occasion. In many of those confer- 
ences, particularly those of the League, Indian 
delegations have taken an independent line of 
action, sometimes directly opposed to the 
attitude of other parts of the British Common- 
wealth One interesting case occurred in 1920 
at the Genoa Maritime Conference when Indian 
delegates m the face of opposition from the 
Empire managed to secure a mandate for special 
treatment far Indian sailors in British shipping 
although there was a concerted move from the 
Empire delegation to get Indian lascars driven 
off British snips 

India’s New Status 

It will be observed that the situation created 
by India’s stepping from the Imperial Conference 
into the Fans Peace Conference and League 
of Nations m the manner m whioh she did 
was m certain respects highly anomalous and 
one impossible to harmonize with her constitu- 
tional position as defined in the Government 
of India Act. Nevertheless, as the Secretary 
of State, in a Memorandum presented to the 
Indian Statutory Commission by the India 
Office in 1929, showed, " It Jins been the 
deliberate object of the Secretary of State to 
make India’s new status a reality for practical 
purposes within widest possible limits ’’ It 
was not legally possible for the Secretarv of 
State to relinquish his constitutional power of 
control, nor, consistently with responsibihtv 
to Parliament, could he delegate it "But 
it has been his constant endeavour to rcstriot 
its exercise to a minimum, to keep even its 
existence as far as possiblo in the background, 
and to allow to the Indian Government the 
greatest possible freedom of action under the 
influence of their Legislature and of public 
opinion ’’ 
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Labour in India. 


Growth of the Labour Problem. —India 
Is *i'M lias always been a prc-emiuentlj 
uid predominantly agricultural country and 
over 70 per cent of licr people are dependent on 
(he soil for their livelihood Except in a com- 
» natively few cases there is no sctLled and 
fiermanent labour force in most industrial 
icntrcs in India The vast majority of indus- 
tries draw the labour they require from tho 
village — labour which seldom breaks its contact 
w ith village life and periodically returns to renew 
its associations with it This fact cannot be 
too strongly emphasised If It is lost sight of 
It would be most difficult to understand how 
Iirgc bodies of comparatively low paid men 
ind women can afford to participate in Btnkes 
involving complete stoppage of work and loss 
in wanes for periods of half a year Such strikes 
w mid lie impossible if Indian industrial labour 
did not have agriculture to fall back upon as a 
-ubsidinrj occupation during periods of pro- 
longed industrial disputes The figures for the 
1* Jl Census show that the number of persons 
gainfully occupied m the whole of India 
amounts to 164 millions or 43 8 percent of the 
total population Of this number 68 per cent 
are men and 32 per cent women The propor- 
tion of the working population, i e , earners and 
working dependants, engaged in agriculture is 
over 102 millions or GC 4 per cent 

The emergence of Indian industrial labour 
as such may be considered to be associated 
with the year 1880 Its growth and develop- 
ment since that date may he divided, for pur- 
poses of broad generalisation, into four periods, 
(1) from 1880 to 1916 , (2) from 1916 to 1921, 
(3) from 1922 to 1927 , and (4) from 1928 to 
the present day The first period marks the 
growth of factory development with a slow hut 
steady decline in cottage industnes The total 
number of cotton millB m India rose from 58 
to 275 and the number of persons .employed from 
40,000 to 260,000 The total nnmber of jute 
mills rose from 22 to 65 and the nnmber of persons 
employed from 27,000 to 216,000 There was 
a vast expansion in railways and many new 
industnes were established Labour was immo- 
bile, earnings in agncnltural pursuits were 
extremely low, commodities were compara- 
tively choap, and industrialists were able to get 
all the labour they wanted by tapping the 
adjacent villages at any rates of wages they 
liked to offer so long as they were higher than 
those which could be earned by work in the 
fields Both the men and the women employed 
were considered to be a part of the plant of the 
factory, child labour web exploited, and little 
thought was given to the human element behind 
the machine Hours of work were excessive HO 
amenities were provided because the only thing 
that the worker was expected to do w as to work, 
eat and, sleep The provision of housing was 
a necessary evil which had to be provided where 
factories were situated away from towns The 
Factories Act was modelled more on the lines 
of providing against loss of life due to accident 
rather than from the grinding work which a 


factory worker 'was expected to do The 
humanitarian employer was considered to be a 
pest who would nun industry and oU that indus 
tnalists thought of was the greatest 'return 
which could be obtained from the capital invested 

The second penod emerged soon after the out 
break of the great war Large contingents of 
Indian troops were sent overseas, and had to be 
supplied with adequate clothing and the muni- 
tions of war Imports of manufactured articles 
Into India were restricted owing to the bulk of the 
available British tonnage in ships having been 
commandeered for transport of men and materials 
to the various seats of war Heavy demands 
were made by the belligerent countries for raw 
products India secured the opportunity for 
which she had been looking for generations Her 
credit expanded, her industries thrived and 
the returns on capital invested m every branch 
of trade and industry became phenomenal 
Prices soared Owing to toe influx of large 
bodies of persons into too towns, housing 
became hopelessly inadequate and rents rose to 
such an extent as to call for legislative restric- 
tions But nobody thought of those who were 
mainly responsible for toe creation of toe added 
wealth of India Labour was still considered 
to be that Inarticulate part of toe plant of the 
factory which it had always been The end of 
the War brought visions of an Utopia Big 
commercial and industrial enterprises 'were 
floated Agriculturists were securing high 
pnees for their produce Labour was m great 
demand not onlv in agriculture bnt also in 
commerce and industry The successes which 
labour met with during toe war m demands for 
moreases m rates of wages impelled them to 
demand further increases with each increase 
in toe cost of living Where demands were not 
granted strikes were threatened The influenza 
jspldemio of 1918 which swept away large masses 
of toe population of toe oountry created a big 
gap in toe available supply of labour, and almost 
all the strikes of toe penod for increases in wages 
were successful owing partly to toe necessity 
for speeding up production and partly to toe 
shortage in toe available snpply of labour 

. The gradual demobilisation of toe Armies 
of the War and toe closing np of the various 
munitions Works disbonded tens of thousands of 
men and women who rapidly spent the savings 
secured dunng toe War The pre-war indus- 
tries in toe belligerent countries could not be 
reorganised at once. The spectre of unemploy- 
ment loomed large Credit fell With toe 
fall in credit toe demand for manufactured 
articles declined and prices began to show a 
marked downward tendencj The jear 1922 
may be considered as the beginning of tins 
penod of reaction and depression and toe 
beginning of toe third penod in the history 
of, Indian industrial labour Xabour all over 
toe world demanded an improvement m the 
conditions of life and work The creation of 
an International Organisation to deal with ah 
questions connected with labour from an 
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International point of view and the commitment 
of India, as one of the signatories to the Treat) 
of Versailles, to the ratification and acceptance, 
as far as possible, of the Conventions and 
Recommendations adopted by the International 
Labour Conference have made it obligatory for 
her to fall into line with the other indnstiial 
countries of the world in ameliorating 
labour conditions The beginning of tins 
period, therefore, saw a radical revision of the 
existing Factory Law by an Amending Act 
passed early in 1922 The existing Indian 
Mines Act was replaced by another Act of 1023 
during which year a Workmen’s Compensation 
Act was also passed for the first time A Trade 
Union Act was passed in 1026 

The depression in trade and industry which 
c et in in 1922 continued, interspersed with a 
few short spells of transitory revivals, almost 
ngl.t down to the middle of the year 1034 
since when there are apparent the beginnings 
of a difimte return to prosperity Various 
attempts were made by all classes of 
industrialists to reduce tl«o wages of labour 
m order to reduce costs of production Con- 
certed action taken by the Ahmedabad Mill- 
owners’ Association to reduce the wages of 
operatives in the Ahmedabad cotton mills by 
20 per rent with effect from the 1st April 1023 
was successful to the extent of an eventual 
cut of 15 023 per cent being agreed to after a 
general strike lasting more than two months 
A similar attempt made by the Bombay Mill- 
owners’ Association in 1925 to reduce wages 
by llj per cent was, however, frustrated by 
a strike lasting for nearly three months which 
was eventually settled in fas our of the wotketb 
b> a maintenance of the existing rates on the 
removal of the Excise Duty of 8i per cent on 
cotton manufactures m India by a Special 
Ordinance issued by the Governor-General in 
Council. Similar attempts made in individual 
concerns m the Districts succeeded mainly for 
want of effective combination among tbe 
workers No other organised attempts were 
made to effect reductions in wages There were 
reckons for this The most important 
of these was that after the period of the decline 
in prices had set in after 1920, real wages, in 
eompaii'-on w ith the standard of life of the y ear 
191*, began to improve and labour was deter- 
mined not to let go the advantage gained in tbe 
struggle* immediately following the end of the 
VVar This period was one in which a consi- 
derable number of Acts m connection with 
Uuionr were placed on tbe Statute Book In 
addition to these, the Government of India 
had asked Provincial Governments to consider 
proposals for legislating w ith regard to prompter 
of " a " f ' s The enquiries held in 
1*126-2/ into th/ question of D/ductions from 
» ages or Payments m respect of fines indicated 
Ir ei-laf 1011 on the hues of the Truck Acts It was 
Ik>< onimg obvious to the Indu»tiial Lmplovnr 
tjiat Gavcrnnv nt were most anxious to do all 
i 1 to improve Iaboui conditions in 

India I hr emplojeis, ns a whole, therefore, 
did not de-ire to precipitate matters by insisting 
on reduction in wages It was imperative 
however, that something should lie done, and 
done quiz hi y to reduce co-,ts of production 
jhe only wav to do this without reducing wages 
was, in the view of the employers, to ask the 


worker to do more work during the existing 
hours of employ incnt so as to enable the employ er 
to dispense with a number of workers and thus 
to reduce his Wages Bill. 

The fourth period beginning with the year 
1928, therefore, saw the advent of Rationalisa- 
tion or more efficient methods bf working. Em- 
ployers, particu’arly those in Cotton Mills In 
Bombay city, proposed to ask workers to mind 
more machines m return for a compensatory 
increase In wages. Some advanced firms con 
trolbng cotton mill agencies actually Introduced 
various efficiency measures m their mills The 
introduction of these measures necessitated 
reductions in the numbers employed. The begin- 
ning of this period coincided with tho entry of 
the Communists into the Trade Union move- 
ment m India 

When the so-called Labour Group of the 
Indian National Congress failed to obtain accept- 
ance of their ideas by the Congress, they 
formed m January 1927 a Workers and Peasants 
Party, one of wnuse objects was "to promote 
the organisation of trade unions and to wrest 
them from their alien control ” Communist 
emissaries were sent out to India by the Thud 
International to further war against Imperialism, 
to sc/ ure destruction of capital and to sow the 
c eed of revolution The Workers and Peasants 
Party started a paper called the "Kranti'V 
(Revolution) in May 1027 which, however, had 
to cease publication at tbe end of the year owing 
to financial difficulties The members of the 
Party took an active part In the strike of die 
operatives m the cotton nulls in the Sassoon 
group early in 1928, but their attempts to bring 
about a general strike m the cotton mills 111 
Bombay failed owing to the opposition of tbe 
Bombay Textile Labour Union which bad 
been formed by Mr JT M Joshi m Janaary, 
1920 When another great group of nulls in 
Bombay under the agency of Messrs. Currun- 
bhoy Ebrahim and Sons sought to introduce 
efficient methods of work, the Communists saw 
their opportunity. All the operatives of the 
Currimbhoy group were brought out on the 
10th April 1928 , and the Co mmunis ts, with 
the help of the turbulent elements In the indus- 
try brought about a complete stoppage of work 
by picketing, intimidation and stone throwing 
in all other mills m Bombay (except two mills 
at Colaba) by the 28th April Owing to internal 
dissensions in another Union of cotton mill 
workers called the Gum Kamgar Mahamandal, 
they secured the support of Mr A. A Alwe, ife 
President, and formed a new Union called the 
Bombay Girm Kamgar Union on the executive 
of which several prominent Communists were 
appointed. The Communists revived Hie publi- 
cation of their paper tho "Kranti” and they 
were successful, by holding almost daily meet- 
ings at which revolutionary speeches were 
delivered and by the publication of hand-bills. 
In capturing tho imagination of tho workers 
and keeping the strike going for a period of 
nearly six months They also took an active 
part m the prolonged strikes of the same year 
m the Tata Iron and Steel Works at Jamshed- 
pur and in the workshops of the Bengal-Kagpnr 
Railway at Kharagpur They actively asso- 
ciated themselves with the strike on the South 
pidian Railway and they secured an entry 
Into several Unions connected with Munlcipa 
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Mies, Port Trusts and other Public Utility 
Rci ices, After the calling off of the General 
Strike In tho Bombay Mills on the 6th October, 
102S, they endeavoured to paralyse the cotton 
mill industry in Bombay by calling set era! 
lightning strikes in Individual mills on the 
flimsiest of pretexts, even though the terms of 
tho settlement of that strike required that all 
disputes between the employers and employed 
on the interpretation of tne terms of agreement 
should be referred to the Bombay Strike Enquiry 
Committee which had been appointed by the 
Government of Bombay to express opinions 
on the matters in contention 
* 

Bombay has seen few riots and disturbances 
of tho type which broke out in the City on the 
3rd February' 1S29 and which resulted in the 
death of 149 persons and the destruction of 
property The Riots Enquiry Committee ap- 
po'utux by tho Government of Bombay fonnd 
thit the origin of the riots was the series of 
inflammatory speeches delivered by certain 
leaders of tho Girm Kamgar Union during the 
General Mill Strike of 1928 and again during the 
Ilombav Oil Strike which lasted from the 
7tli December 1928 till after the date of 
tlic riots 

In 1929 the Gimi Kamgar Union 
succeeded In calling another General Strike 
in tho Bombay Mills on questions connected 
with dism issals which they interpreted as 
a direct attack by the Mlllowneis to under- 
mine the Union The strike, although not so 
complete In character as the strike of 1028, 
nevertheless lasted from 26th April to 18th 
September, 1929, and was called off only when 
tho Court of Enquiry appointed by the Govern- 
ment of Bombay under the Trade Disputes 
Act had reported m unequivocal tefms that the 
whole blame for this strike lay with the Bombay 
Girm Kamgar Union. But the Communist 
group was able to capture the Indian Trade 
Union Congress at the 11th Session held in 

S nr and to force the moderate elements, 
ting of Messrs Diwan Chaman Lall, N. 
M Joshi, B. Shiva Bao, V V Gin, R E. 
Bakhale, etc , to secede from the Congress on 
that body passing resolutions boycotting the 
Royal Commission on Labour in India and the 
International Labour Conference, by appointing 
the Workmen's Welfare League, a Communist 
organisation in England, as their Agents for 
Great Britain, for the declaration of Indepen- 
dence and the- establishment of a< Socialist 
Republican Government of the Working Classes 
in India. 

It Is of importance to lay stress on the pro- 
blems connected with the Communist menace in 
i.j„ The object of the Communists is not 
so much the welfare of labour as the spread of 
revolution Their ultimate aim is the destruc- 
tion of capital and the replacement of the 
established Government by a dictatorship of 
the proletariat The manner in which they 
can achieve this is by penetrating trade unions, 
bv callin g strikes In industries, by unduly 
prolonging them, by putting up strings of pre- 
posterons and absurd domands, by refusing 
OTnnUwtion or arbitration, and by sending 
OTigggfta of workers seething with discontent 
into the districts to preach their gospels of class

hatred and class war to the ignorant masses m 
the villages of India Fortunately for Industry 
thirty of the more prominent and avowed 
Cummunists all over India were arrested in 
Maroh 1929 under Section 121-A of the 
Indian Penal Code for- organised conspiracy, 
under the direction of the Communist Inter- 
national and other Associated bodies, to deprive 
the Ring of the Sovereignty of British India 
The trial of these 30 persons m what is now ' 
historically known as the famous Meerut Cons- 
piracy case lasted from 1929 to 1932 when some 
of the prisoners were released on bad pending 
Anal judgment Judgment m the case was 
delivered at Meerut by Mr Yorke, the Sessions 
Judge, on the 16th January 1933 One *of 
the thirty accused died m prison, three were 
acquitted and the remaining 26 were sentenced 
to terms of Imprisonment varying from transpor- 
tation for life to three years All the convicted 
persons appealed and substantial reductions 
were made by the Allahabad High Court in the 
sentences passed by the Sessions Judge of Meerut 
reduced to three j ears* imprisonment The con- 
victions of three persons w ere maintained to the 
extent that their sentences were reduced to the 
terms of imprisonment already undergone by 
them and they were ordered to be released from 
jail. The convictions of nine persons were set 
aside and they were ordered to be released 
forthwith Some of the prisoners who 
were released have made frantic efforts to 
regam their hold on Labour Unions The good 
sense of the- workers has prevailed m most cases, 
but the Communists have again succeeded in 
getting into some of the more important 
Unions — notably the Railway Unions, and they 
ore again endeavouring to capture the workers 
in tho Textile Industry in Bombay In the 
absence of strong leadership there are, however, 
several factions in their camps and different 
groups arc working in the same industry. 


The depression in trade which set in 
about ten 1 years ago reached its zenith during 
the year 1938 The industry most affected 
was the Textile Several cotton mills m 
Bombay were closed down — some of them 
permanently and their machinery was 
scrapped. The failure of Messrs Currimbhoy 
Ebranim & Sons who controlled ten Mills, aggra- 
vated the position and tens of thousands 
of woikers were thro wm out of employment 
as a consequence of the closure of the Mills under 
this agenoy In many other cases, the alter- 
native to closure was reduction in the wages in 
the operatives and over fifty cotton nulls of 
Bombay City reduced their dear food allowances 
of 80 per cent for male piece workers and 70 

6 er cent for men time workers and all women 
y an at erage of about 26 per cent One or tw o 
mills attempted working more machines to 
an individual with shorter hours of work , and, 
where workers refused, gave them the alternatn e 
of pre-war rates of wages for pre-war standards 
of work or more machines with higher pay 
Strikes of comparatively short duration occurred 
in a few individual mills as a protest against 
these cuts in wages, but the absence of trade 
union organisation in the industry coupled 
with a fear of unemployment sent the workers 
back to work within a few days of their going 
out on strike.

The British Government, m ronsultataon mth 
Hid Government of India, appointed on 21th 
May, ]020, a Itoyal Commission “to enquire 
into and re port on existing conditions of labour 
in industrial undertakings and plantations in 
British India, on health, efficiency and standard 
or hung of workers and on relations between 
employers and employed , anel to make recom- 
mendations ” The lloyal Commission consisted 
of the late Jlight Honourable Mr J JI Whitley 
os Chairman with the Jit Hon Mr Srinivasa 
.Sastn, po, bir Alexander Murray, Kl , oil I., 
Sir Ibrahim Bahimtoolah, Kt , XOBI, Sir., 
bir Victor Sassoon, Bart , Dcwan Cliaman Lai, 
»f h A , Miss Beryl M Lc Power Power, Deputy 
Chief Inspector, Trade Boards, England, ana 
Messrs N M Joslil, M 1, A , A G Clow, Oil,, 

1 0 s , G D Illrla, 11 T..A , Kabcer-ud-dln Ahmed, 
M 1 , a , and John Cliff, Assistant General bccrc- 
tarj, Tiansport and Hallway Workers Union, 
Lngland, as members, and with Messrs S Loll, 
ICS, and A Dlbdin from the India Office, 
I ondon, as Joint Secretaries Mr J H Green, 
Mil , was Assistant Secretary.

The Commission arrived in India 
on the Utti October 1020 and after visiting 
several places in India and examining several 
representatives of the Central and Provincial 
Governments, the Hallways and Associations 
of Employers and Employed left for England 
on the 22nd March 1030. The Commission 
returned on the 11th October 1030 and after 
touring Ccvlon anel Burma went to Delhi in 
November 

The Jlcport of the Commission was published 
in June 1001 and is a document of first rate im- 
portance which will be the text-book of social 
legislation and labour welfare in India for man} 
years to come Moreover, tlio valuo of its ro 
commendations Is enhanced by tho fact tliut 
they arc practically unanimous and represent 
the considered opinion of emplovcrs, workers

A summary containing the principal recom-

proposal alms at presenting two practices 
associated with the recoaery of debts from 
Industrial workers One of these is the system 
whereby money-lenders are permitted by some 
employers to enter the factory and to collect 
their dues before the workman receives his par 
The other practice is for the money-lender to 
wait outside the factory gate ana to secure 
payment before the workman can part with 
any portion of his wages The objection to 
both these practioes is that they tend to make 
tho payment of interest and the repayment of 
debts the first charge on wages When the 
dues are collected within the factory the work-

The Prohibition of the Pledging of the 
Labour of Children —The Royal Commission 
found evidence in such widely separated areas 
as Amritsar, Ahmedabad and Madras of tbe 
practice of pledging child labour, that is, the 
taking of advances by parents or guardians on 
agreements, written or oral, pledging the 
labour of their children In some cases the 
children so pledged were subjected to particu 
larly unsatisfactory working conditions The 
Commission considered that tbe State would he 
justified in adopting strong measures to eradicate 
the evil The Government of India accepted 
this recommendation and introduced a Bill m the 


rlanscs designed to abrogate these defences 
m certain cases , but the Joint Select Committee 
of the Legislature deleted the clauses in ques- 
tion apparently because they were not satisfied 
that tbe doctrines, which were derived from 
the British Common Law, would be accepted 
by Indian courts Thej oliservcd at the same 
time that if the doctrines in question were so 
accepted and were regarded as inequitable, thev

The circular letter of the Government of

Exemption of Salaries and Wages from 
Attachment — The Boyal Commission have 
made several recommendations in connexion 
with the Indebtedness of industrial workers 
and have suggested various methods not only 
for reducing such indebtedness but also to 
protect the workers from unnecessary harass- 
ment m the matter of the repayment of their 
debts Their first recommendation in this 
connexion refers- to the recovery of debts 
through employers The Commission state 
that under the Civil Procedure Code it is 
possible for a money -lender to secure the attach- 
ment of the wages of any one who is not a 
labourer or a domestic servant and they under- 
stand that the majority of workers m industry 
would not' be regarded as labourers within the 
meaning of the Act But in respect of certain 
classes of employers, particularly railway 
servants and the servants of local authorities, 
the law allows the money-lender to use the 
employer ns his debt collector to a* much larger 
extent In such cases it is possible to attach 
half of the employee's salary- or the amount by 
which that salaxy exceeds twenty rupees a 
month w hichev er is less In some cases pm ate 
employers are required to make similar recoveries 
although the legality of this is doubtful Thus 
m the case of an employee in Teceipt of a regular 
salary, the money-lender can secure an order 
directing the railway administration to hand 
over, 'month by- month, a large part of the 
employee's salary until the whole decree has 
been covered — a period which extends m some 
cases to years rather than months The com- 
parative security of railway service further 
Increases the attraction of the railway servant 
for the money-lender, and all the evidence 
received by the Commission goes to show that 
the level of indebtedness in terms of wdges is 
higher among railway servants than nmong 
industrial employees as a whole The Com-

Omission to provide for these matter: raises 
a moot point ns to whether the Common Law of 
Master, and Servant with regard to contracts 
of emplov ment- is to stand or whether the new 
Bill is intended to set such law aside 

(3) The deductions wluchan emplov er can make 
from the wages due to lus workmen are defined 
111 bcction 6 of the Bill which states that nofc-

The julncipnl occupation of India being 
agriculture there arc naturally no largo move- 
ments of population from one pnrb to another 
Where tlie migration figures are high It is 
pcncinlly m tlio small units Thus Delhi lias 
41 percent, of immigrants nnd Ajmero-Mcrwnra 
10, while m Ajmoro City itself there < are ns 
many immigrants ns there are nntives 

Immigration influences the population of 
Inili i ns a whole very little Tlio 1*131 consus 
shows only 730,502 pornons as bom outside the 
country as against 003,520 In 1021 As against 
this must be sot off on account of emigration 
about one million persons who are estimated 
to have migrated duiing the decade 1921-1031 

As botween the different provinces of Indin, 
however migration is of more importance, vary- 
ing in British India from 1 ,244,240 (net) immi- 
grants into Assam to 1 5,53(1 (net) immigrants 
grants into the Noith West , Frontiir 
Prov ince In Assam immigration is tlio higliost 
among nil the piovmccs hi India On the other 
hand nnmigrition fiom tliliar and Onssn is tlie 
greatest In tho past the tendency was for 
migration to take place fiom tho Native Stales 
to lintish India but during the decade 3921-1031 
this position lias been revised nnd the trend of 
migration has been on tho vvliolo from British 
India to tho States, where tlio density ib generally 
lower Among tho Stntcs, Bikaner provides n 
most kti iking example of immigration from 
British India In 1931, tlie number of immi- 
grnnls m Bikaner was 101,303 or 58 per cent, 
of its nu rease in population Of tbo immigrants 
about 34 per cent were from British India 

Internal migration is of several Kinds , (1) 
casual migration, involving minor movements 
between neighbouring villages , (2) Temporal y 
migration which is mninlv due to demnnd for 
lalxmr on canals and pnbhc buildings and to 


pilgrimages and fairs , (3) Periodic migration 
which is caused hv recurring seasonal demands

nt tlieir nativo places during tho period of 
migration where they themselves ultimately 
return from tlio place of migintion , and (a) 
Permanent migrifion is tlint m which the

nnd also at tho changes of senson when traders, 
herdsmen, gnrners nnd labourers from Kabul, 
Baluchistan, Kashmir and tho hills move down 
to the plains for the winter months Tempor.ua

1 with the labourers recruited by a contractor 
' The latter is paid a lump-sum from which he 
i p»js lus men and retains a portion for himself 
> in the Central Provinces, however, it is reported 
'that labour is actually purchased from pm ate 
'contractors at so much per head. The system 
(of recruitment by contractors is most in use in 
‘Burma owing to the scarcity of labour in that 
prm race and the necessity of recruitment from 
distant places. 

The mothod of recruitment through Sardars 
is also dependent on the payment of advances 
winch are however made at the cost of the 
employer. The Sardar is an operative already 
at work in the mill or plantation and is sent out 
to remnt labour from among his relations, 
acquaintances or neighbours So is drawn 
tlimfore from the same class as the recruits 
themselves and can therefore be relied on to 
deal more fairly with them Another adv antage 
of this system of recruitment is that the men 
recruited are insured against unemployment 
and find work waiting for them at their destina- 
tion On the other hand. It does not Infrequently 
happen, especially In the Tea Gardens in Assam, 
that the Sardar remits persons who are lured away 
from their homes by prospects of a bright future 
and who, on arrival , find that conditions of work 
and wages are not so bright as they imagined 
It is, however, only in plantations that 
this form of recruitment has been used to any 
appreciable extent. 

The recruitment of labour at the mill-gate 
or at the pithead in the case of mines Is 
the form of recruitment which is grad- 
ually gaining In importance over the 
other two methods The news of the very 
much higher rates of wages paid in towns (which 
to the villager rounds fabulous as he hasno idea 
of the higher cost of living) spreads through- 
out the countryside and draws large crowds 
of would-be workers They are to be found 
at convenient gathering places on the thorough- 
fares waiting to be picked up for employment 
The older hands also return from their village 
with groups of friends, relations and neighbours 
who come la the hope of finding employment 
in the mills But the Ignorance, simplicity and 
poverty of the Indian peasant render his exploi- 
tation an easy matter The employer does not 
recruit himself the men required for his establish- 
ment but holds the overseer, jobber or mnkadom 
responsible for tbe adequate supply of labour u 
the department The latter take* the place of 
the contractor and exacts bribes from tbe new 
recruits He also acts as a money-lender ana 
thereby reaps a double harvest from tlie needy 
labourer. It would appear therefore that educa- 
tion and organisation are the only means by 
which In dian workers can escape from tbe 
dutches of intermediaries who like harpies are 
ever ready to prey on them 

In the coalfields in Bihar and Onssa unskilled 
labour is recruited by means of Sardars The 
Sardar visits villages and brings the labour with 
him, and the labour brought by him forms his 
gang He has to pay the labour buckaheeth, 
IhoraU and travelling expends, and for tins 
purpose he frequently receive? advances either 


from the contractor or from the Company 
concerned At the Bhowra Colliery advances 
vary mg from Bs 3 to Bs 10 are paid to tho 
recruits In addition to tbeir travelling allowances 
and food Such advances are seldom recovered 
and never if the gang maintains good attendance 
at work The Sardar obtains remuneration 
for his services in various ways Sometimes 
he is paid a commission and a salary, hut gene- 
rally be is paid a certain amount on each ton . 
of coal raised by miners working m hlB gang 
i Independent recruiters are paid at 9 pfe3 per tiro 
raised In the Central Provinces the recruiters 
or mukadams as they are called receive 8 pies 
per head per week from the individual labourers 
I whom they recruit and wages from the employers 

j The Tata Iron and Steel Company at Jamshed- 
1 pur maintain an Employment Bureau where 
'skilled and unskilled workers are registered 
j and employed Applicants for work assemble 
in a yard and dally requirements are selected 
by the officer in charge. Ho outside recruit- 
ment is done in the literal sense of the word, 
but m the event of special qualifications being 
required and no applicants being available, the 
post is advertised m a few leading newspapers 

The methodB adopted by different Indian 
railways for the recruitment of unskilled labour 
are generally the some as those which obtain 
in other industries In the case of workBhop- 
men, a trade test is generally given and in every 
case a medical examination has to be gone 
through Special apprentices for the higher 
grades are engaged by all Hallways Tbe terms 
and conditions attached to apprenticeship In 
most cases are similar. 

The Boyal Commission on Indian Labour has 
made several recommendations with regard to 
the employment of the factory worker far the 
guidance of employers in general We reproduce 
below Borne of the more important of these 
recommendations — 

(а) Jobbers should be excluded from the 
engagement and dismissal of labour. 

(б) Whenever the scale of the factory 

S ennits it, a Labour Officer should be appointed 
irectly under the General Manager His 
mam functions should be in regard to engage- 
ments, dismissals and discharge 

(e) Where it is not possible to appoint a 
whole time Labour Officer, the Manager or 
some responsible officer should retain complete 
control of engagements and dismissals 

(d) Employers' Associations m co-operation 
with trade unions should adopt a common 
policy to stamp out bribery' 

(e) Where women are engaged m substantial 
numbers, at least one educated woman should 
be appointed m charge of their welfare and 
supervision throughout the factory 

(/) Workers should be encouraged to apply 
i for definite periods of leave and should go 
with a promise that on their return at the 
proper time they will be able to resume their 
old work Whenever possible an allowance 
should be given to the worker who goes on leave 
after approved service.

Following the appointment, by the Govern- 
ment of Bombay, of a spetial Labour Olhcer 
(Mr Vf B Gilhgnn J c & ) under the JJomb.iy 
Trades Disputes Conciliation Act, 3034, to 
V'atch the iiiLrestb ot workiu* n emplovcd in

Recruitment for Assam 3 he Assam 
Labour and Immigration Act, 1001, was designed 
mainly to regulate the recruitment and 
engagement ot indentured labour It hnd 
not bc.en po<“-ible for «omo jeers for any 
worker in A«am to be subjected to n penal 
contra* t and, in consequent of this and otlici 
clunp s thr law berumo entirely unsutted to 
pies“nt conditions Attempts were made by 
amending Acts in 1008, 3016 nnd 1027 to adapt 
the Art to meet altering conditions Sub- 
stantial parts of the original Act were repealed 
and large numbers of mlcs framed In an cn 
dcavour to use the Act to rcgulnte the recruit- 
ment oi cmigiants who arc subject to no inden- 
ture- These changes proved inadequate anil 
they made the law extremely confused Large 
paits of the surviving provisions of the Ait 
became complctelj ineffective and those 
provisions which were operative were open to 
weighty criticisms 

During the jeers 1026-1028 the Government 
of India earned on consultations with the Local 
Governments in regard to amending the law 
governing lcciuitmcnt of labour for tho Assam 
tea gardens In the meanwhile, the Itoyal 
Commission on Labour had been appointed anil 
they collected a large amount of evidence on 
the subji et The Commission rccommondcd the 
replacement of the existing legislation by a 
new inaetminl and suggested that tho povvir 
confined bv section 3 of the Assam Labour 
anil Lmigratlon Act of 3001 to prohibit n ermt- 
inent for A«sam in particular lot ablics bhould be 
withdrawn immediately They recommended 
that the ww Act should provide (a) thnt no 
nssi c tcd emigrants from controlled areas should 
be forwarded to the Assam tea gardens except 
through a dipot maintained liflicr by the 
'J’< a TiiiliPt/v or bv suitable groups of cmplojcrs 
and approved b> the Local Government or by 
such nut Lor it v ns it mnv appoint, (i») that tlic 
Government of India should have power to 
frame rules regarding transit arrangements, 
m particular lor the lajmg down of certain 
prescribed routes to Assam and for the main- 
tenance of depots at neccssar j intervals , and (c) 


that in tho event of the recrudescence, of abuse*’, 
Government should have power to reintroduce 
in any* area the piohibltlon of rcciuitment 
othrTW i«c than by means of licensed garden- 
hinlats and lucnscd recruiters. Another 
lccominendntion of the Commission was that 
(he Assam Lnbour Donril should lie abolished 
and m its place the Government of India should 
appoint n Protcctoi of Jinmtgrants in Assam 
to look after the Interests of emigrants from 
oilier Provlntcs With regard to the question 
of j pntriation, the Commission recommi nded 
that cv cry future assisted emigrant to an Assam 
tea gaidi n should have the right after thp first 
three veins to be repatriated ntliis emplojcr's 
expense and lli.it the J’rotei tor should lie 
cmpowi led to repatriate a gnrih n woiki r at tho 
expense of the nnplovcr within one vear of his 
nruv.il If it is found necessary on the ground 
of health, unsiillnbilitj of the work to his 
jiersonnl capacity or for other sufficient reason. 

The Government of India framed a Dill called 
the Tea Districts Lmgirant Labour Bill, based 
inninlv on tile recommendations of the Com- 
mission blit with variations m respect of minor 
details The Bill was introduced in tlio Legisla- 
tive Assembly on the 31tli March 3032 and was 
circulated to all Local Governments for opinion 
It was thr n n ferrctl to a Select Committee who 
presented tlieh Report to the Assemblj on tho 
6th September 3032 The Bill as amended by 
(lie Select Committee wns passed by the Indian 
Legislature m September 3032 nnd received the 
assent of the Governor-General on tho 8th 
October 3032 The new Act came into operation 
from the 3st April 3 033. 

The Tea Districts Emigrant Labour Act, 
1932, extends to the whole of British India 
Including the Southal Paiganas anil repeals 
the Assam Labour and Emigration Act, 1001, 
and tho subsequent amending Acts The 
Ilrst object of the Act is to make it possible, 
on the one hand, to exercise nil the control over 
the recruitment and forwarding of assisted 
emigrants to the Assam Tea Gardens as maj ho 
justified and required bv tlio interests of emi- 
grants and potential emigrants; and, on the 
other hand, to ensure that no restrictions ore 
imposed which are not justified Local Govern- 
ments are empowered, subject to the control 
of the Government of India, to impose control 
ovir the forwarding of nssisted emigrants 
(Chapter III) or over both tlicir lccruitmont nnd 
their forwarding ns occasion may dictate 
(Chapters III and IV) Jsmplojers will he 
prevented from recruiting othijwiso than by 
means of certificated garden tirdan or lucnscd 
rci ruiters It is made unlawful to assist persons 
limit r 3 0 to emigrate unless t hoj are at eoinpamcd 
l>y their parents or guardians With regard to 
the question of lcpatrmtion (Chapter II), cverv 
emigrant labourer, on the expiry of a period of 
three j'cais from the dale 'of his entry into 
Assam, will have the right of repatriation as 
against the emplovcr employing him at such ex- 
piry (Section 7) nnd any emigrant labourer who 
before the exjarj of tlirrc years from his entry 
into Assam is dismissed bv his i inplover other- 
wise than for wilful and serious misconduct 
will also have the right of repatriation (Section 
8 (1) ) It will also bo possible to chum repatria- 
tion within three years m the eyent of tho 
emigrant failing In health, not being piovidod 
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with «aitahlc work or having his wages unjustly 
withheld 01 for am other sufhcient cnu«o 
(Ssetlon 10 (l)) Further, lepatnation ran lie 
nrilen d it am time bv a cnminil coutt in the 
i a-e oi a 1 iliouror who has been nssaultcd by 
the emplojer or l»r hn agent (Section ii)

Reforms in the Bombay Cotton Mill 
Industry — In a circular letter dated the 8th 
January 1930 the Bombay Mdlowners’ Associa- 
tion instructed all mills affiliated to the 
Association to introduce, wherever possible, s 
policy of direct recruitment of labour instead 
of the existing practice of recruitment through 
jobbers The introduction of a system for 
providing Discharge Certificates to operatives 
leaving service was also recommended 
The certificates are to contain a record of the 
service of thp operative concerned and in all 
cases of recruitment, the men presenting them- 
selves for employment will be asked to produce 
their Discharge Certificates Kotlccs are to he 
oosted at all mills stating (a) that all persons 
will he engaged by the Manager or bj the head 
of the department concerned, and (6) that any 
heads of departments, assistants or 'obbers 


accepting bribes from the workpeople will be 
instantly dismissed 

Several groups of mills are considering the 
possibility of employing labour officers who will 
be responsible for the direct recruitment of 
labour and for welfare work general!} The 
action taken by Messrs U D Sns«oon A Co 
in this connexion lias already been referred to 
above 

As far as emplovment of substitute labour is 
concerned most concerns outside cotton textile 
nulls keep a five to ten per cent force of spare 
hnnds in addition to the regular numbers re- 
quired on the musters In textile mills, subs- 
titute labour is engaged even morning at 
the gates It is interesting to observe that 
Messrs E D Sassoon A. Co , for their ten mills 
in Bombay, nnd a few other rmplojcrs m India

Absenteeism and Labour Turnover

In the Electrical and Mechanical Departments 
of Bailwajs, absenteeism generally amounts 
to 10 to 11 per cent. As In cotton mills, 
absenteeism is greater immediately after pay 
day. In Kalin ays in Burma, absenteeism is 
lower and roughly amounts tc 2 50 per cent 


Nearly 21 per cent, of the operatives began 
work m the mills before Hie 15th year, 88 per 
cent between the 15tb and the 20th year, 82 
per cent between the 20th and the 80th year and 
! the remaining 9 per cent Joined the amt mill 
after they had attained the age of 80. 


Labonr Turnover— A charge is aery often 
Icielled against the Indian worker that owing 
to his migratory diameter, he changes his place 
of employment very frequently and that this 
results in a high rate of labour turnover There 
Is however, very little Information available 
regarding the aa erase period of service or the 
rates of turnover at important Industrial centres 
m India In the case of the Empress Mills 
at Kagpur, it has been estimated that since 
I90S, the average period of continuous service 
or tho employees amounted to 7 89 years In 
another cotton mill in the Central Provinces 
the aicrage duration of employment worked out 
at about 40 months while in the case of other 
factonesit roughly amounted to about 30 months 
Out of a total number of 3,700 workers engaged 
in the Pench Valley Coal Mines it was found 
tlmt 1,550 workers were in employment for less 
than a year, 650 from 1 to 2 years, 700 from 2 
to 3 years and 800 workers had more than 3 
years’ continuous service to their credit In 
the manganese mines in the Central Provinces 
the average duration of employment comes to 
about 9 to 10 months for the whole of the labour 
force In any one year. One to two years Is on 
an at erage the period of employment of workers 
in the Tata Iron and Steel Works The total 
labour turnover during normal working for 
three vears In the some Works amounted to 
36 6 per cent , 31*3 per cent and 24*1 per 
cent respectively. In the Indian Cable and 
Construction Company in Bihar and Orissa, 
howei er, skilled labonr has remained practically 
unchanged during the last five years hut the 
unskilled workers recruited from the aboriginal 
class had changed to the extent of about 30 
per cent annually. In one of the mills at 
Cawnpore the aicrage period of continuous 
service amouted to 8*87 years 


The Labour Office, of the Government of 
Bombay* recently conducted a special enquiry 
into the length of service of cotton mill 
workers In Bombay City A sample of 1 
in 10 tenements was decided upon and the 
Information was collected in suitable schedules 
by the Lady Investigators of that Office 
from the inmates of such tenements who were 
reported to be cotton mill workers Only the 



was 1,348. 


Of the 1,348 workers, 988 or 73 29 per cent 
were men and 860 or 26 71 per cent were women 


Sixty-three per cent of the workers were 
bomm the Zbnknn and 27 per cent in the Deccan 
while the rest came from different ports of tbe 
countrv It Is very significant that not a 
tingle worker gave his place of origin as Bombay 
City. 

About 48 per cent of the workers covered by 
the sample continued in the employment of tbe 
same mill without change, 34 per cent served 
in two or three mills and 18 per cent had served 
in 4 or more mills The highest number of 
mills served by an individual was 15 The 
cause of leaving the 'mills was "forgoing to 
native place" in 26 per cent cases, "low wages 
and for bettering prospects" in 21 per cent cases, 
"absence due to illness” In 14 percent cases 
and "retrenchment" In 10 per cent cases. 
Other causes for leaving mills were unsuitable 
conditions of work, dismissal, strike, resignation,' 
etc 

The approximate period of total service (includ- 
ing the period of non-attendance) was reported 
to De less than 5 years In 37*64 per oSht cases, 
5 to 10 years in 23 37 per cent, cases, 10 to 15 
years In 15*88 per cent cases, 15 to 20 years in. 
9 IS per emit cases and more than 20 years in 
14 08 per cent cases The percentages of 
workers who had not changed mills was 67 in the 
case of operatives with less than 5 years’ service 
and 42 for workers with 5 to 10 years’ service 
In the other service groups, the percentage of 
operatives working in the same mill varied 
between 25 and 45 


The actual active service was reported to 
he less than 5 years m 46 51 per cent cases, 

5 to 10 years in 24*26 per cent cases, 10 to 15 
years m 13*95 per cent cases and 15 to 20 years > 
in 7 20 per cent cases la the remaining 8 08 
per cent cases the actual service was more than 
20 years 

A large number of workers In the age groups 
15-20 and 20-25 had served for a penod of less 
than 5 years while tbe most common penod of 
service in the age group 25-30 was between 5 and 
10 years In the age group 30-35 about 30 per 
cent of the workers had served for less than 5 
years and 19 per cent for a penod of 5 to 10 
years Among workers of 35 to 40 y ears of age, 
the number of tbose falling in each of the first 
five sen ice groups was between 16 and 20 per 
cent.

LABOUR IN FACTORIES. 


The conditions of factory labour until 1913 
were regulated by the Indian Factories Act of 
1881, as amended in 1891 Under the chief 
provisions of the amended Act Local Govern- 
ments wore empowered to appoint Inspectors 
of Factories and Certifying Surgeons to testify 
as to the age of children A mid-day stoppage 
of work was prescribed m all factories, except 
those worked on an approved system of shifts, 
and Snndaj labour was prohibited subject to 
certain exceptions The hours of employ- 
ment for women were limited to 11, with inter- 
vals of rest amounting to at least an hour and 
a half , their employment between 8pm and 
Sam was prohibited, as a general rule, except 
l n lactones worked by sluf ts The hours of work 
for children (defined as persons below the age of 
14 ) were limited to 7 and their employment at 
night-time was forbidden children below the 
age of 9 were not to be employed Provision 
was made for fencing of machinery and for the 
promulgation of rules as to water supply, venti- 
lation, the prevention of overcrowding, etc 

The next Factory Act to be passed into law 
was Act STT of 1911 This Act extended the 
definition of “factory” so as to include seasonal 
factories working for less than 4 months m.the 
year, shortened the hours within which children, 
and, as a general rule, women might be employed 
and further restricted the employment of women 
by night b\ allowing it only in the case of cotton 
ginning and pr ssing fa clones It also contained 
a number of new provisions for securing the 
health and saiety of the operatives, making 
inspection more effective and securing generally 
the. better administration of the Act The most 
Important feature of the Act, however, was the 
introduction of a number of special provisions 
applicable only to textile lactones The report 
oi the Factory Commission showed that excessive 
horns were not worked except in textile factories 
The Act, for the first time, applied a statutory 
restitution to the hours of employment of adult 
males by laving down that, subject to certain 
exceptions, “no person shall be employed m 
an> textile factory for more than 12 hours m any 
one day” It also provided in the case of 
textile factories that no child may be employed 
for more than six hours in any one day and that 
(subject to certain exceptions, which were fac- 
tories worked m accordance with an approved 
s\ stem of shifts) no women may be employed 
before 5-30 a m or after 7 pm (the new 
limit's laid down generally for the cmploj ment 
of women and children) 

The ratification by India of the Conventions 
adopted by the International Labour Con- 
fcrcnce held in 'Washington in 1919 necessitated 
radical revision of the Indian Factories Act of 
1911 This was undertaken during 1921 and 
the Indian Factories Amendment Act, 1922, 
Introduced a senes of important reforms includ- 
ing the adoption of a CO-hours’ week, the 
raising of the minimum age of children from 
9 to 12, the prohibition of night work for 
women, the extension of the Act to a large 
number of small factories, drastic restriction of 
the exempting provisions, etc The principal 
object of the amending Act of 1923 was the 
removal of a diffcultv which bad arisen in con- 


Inection withHha law relating to the weekly 
I holiday The Factories Amendment Act of 1920 
was passed in order *{]) to vvidifn the definition 
of “factories” so as to bnng within the control 
of the Act such establishments as Electrical 
Generating Stations, water works, etc , (2) 
to prevent tho issue of age certificates by 
Certifying Surgeons to children who are not fit ■/ 
for employment, (3) to make piovisior for the * 
prevention of cleaning machinery In motion, even { 
by men, in cases where Local Governments were 
of opinion that the work Is attended by danger 
to the operatives, (4) to provide a clearer de- 
finition of the penods prescribed for intervals 
of rest, and, (5) while still preventing the 
employment of children m two factories on the 
same day, the permitting of women to work in 
two factories on the same day provided that the 
limits for hours of work were not exceeded. 

The Indian Factories Act, 1911, as amended 
by the Acts of 1022, 1923 mid 1925, pres- 
cribed a daily ns well as a weekly limit to the 
hours of work m factories and provided for rest 
intervals and for a weekly holiday Section 28 
of the Act provided that no person should be 
employed m any factory for more than 11 
hours m any one day , and Section 27 that no 
person should be employed in a factory for more 
than 60 hours in any one week Section 21 
of the Act made it obligatory for the occupier 
of a factory to provide for each person employed 
a rest period of at least one hour at inten als not 
exceeding 6 hours, or at the request of the 
employees concerned two rest periods of half 
an hour each, at intervals not exceeding 5 hours, 
the total duration of the penods of rest on that 
day not being less than one honr for each period 
of 6 hours worked generally With the previ- 
ous sanction of the Local Government and at 
the request of the employees concerned the rest 
interval could be reduced to half an honr for 
each male person provided that he was not em- 
ployed for more than 8} hours on each working 
clay and was not required to work for niore than 
five hours continuously For children, Section 23 
(e) provided that no child should be employed 
in a factory for more than C hours in any one dny 
Section 21 (6) provided that lor each child wort 
ing more than 5£ hours in any one day a period 
of rest of not less than half an hour shold be given 
and the period of rest was to be so fixed that no 
child should be required to work continuously 
for more than 4 hours Sections 23 (6) and 24 (®) 
further provided that no child or woman majr be 
employed m any factory before half past five 
o'clock m the morning or after 7 o’clock In the 
evening Under Section 25 a child could notbc 
employed In two factories on the same day but 
adults could bo so cmploj edm such circumstan- 
ces as might be prescribed "Under the provisions 
of Section 20 every Manager of a factory had to 
fix specified hours for the employment of cadi

inent of Indi i made a tour of the more important 
industrial centres In India to discu's various 
questions arising out of the draft Bill with the 
representatives of Local Governments and 
associations of employers and workmen On 
the conclusion of this tour, the Gov ernment of 
India convened a conference of Provincial Chief 
Inspectors of Factories and a final Bill was then 
drawn up which was introduced in the Legisla- 
tive Assembly on the 8th Septombei 1033 
It was unwed into law at the Summer Session 
oi tlie Legist it i\c Assembly nt Simla m 1031 
mil received tlie asw.nt of the Governor- General 
on the 20th August of that year Tlie new Act 
wa» brought into c-ffuct noiu 1st January 1033 

The Royal Commission also made several 
suggestions with legaid to the control oi facto- 
ries not using rower nearly all of which are at 
present unregulated Tlie Government of India 
propose a new and separate Act m respect of 
such factories and they are at present engaged 
in drafting a Bill covering the Commissioners’ 
recommendations m the matter 

The following are the more important 
additional matters covered by the Consolidat- 
ing Act — 

(«) A distinction is diavvn between 
seasonal and perennial lactones A lactory 
which is exclusively engaged in i cotton smnms. 
cotton or yuto pressing, the decortication oi

(e) The existing maximum limits of eleven 
hours per day and sixty hours per week 
continue to be permitted in the -case of 
seasonal factories but the maximum hours 
of work permitted in tbo case of worker 
m perennial factories has been reduced 
to ten hours per day- and 54 hours per week 
subject to the proviso that persons employed 
on work necessitating continuous production 
for technical reasons and persons whose work 
is required for the manufacture or supply' of 
articles of prime necessity which must be made 
or supplied every day may be employed for not

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Employment of Children — Bj the Amend- 
ing Act 01 1922 the maximum age of children was 
raised from 14 to IS jeers and the minimum 
ago from 9 to 12 The A<St provides that no 
child ditfll be employed in anv factor; unless 
I 10 is in possession of a certificate granted 
bj a Certifying Snrgeon showing that he is not 
less than 12 years of age and is fit for emploj - 
ment In a factorv and while at work carries 
cither the certificate itself or a token giung 
reference to such-certificate Further, no child 
is allowed to be emploj ed in any factory before 
civ o'clock in the morning or after seien 
o’clock in the evening and no child is to 
be emploj ed for more than five hours in any one 
day.

An examination of the figures in the above 
table will show that the number of children 
employed rose from 67,658 to 74,620 in 1923 
This was due to the fact that the tea factories 
in Assam which emploj ed about 11,000 children 
n ere brought within the scope of the Act for the 
first time in that year Further, the amendment 
of the Act m 1922 did not applv to children 
who were lawfully emploj ed in a factory on or 
before the 1st July 1921 and it was not until 
1924 that full effect was given to the new age 
restrictions for children. 

There has been a steady decline m the num- 
ber of children employed lii the textile mills 
in Bombay City there are none 


Employment of Women — The number of 
women employed m factories during the years 
1921 to 1929 increased steadily from 206,887 
emploved m 1922 to 257,161 emploj ed in 1929. 
But the number of women emploved since 
1029 has fallen percepbblv, the figures for 
1930, 1031 and 1933 being 254,005, 231,183 and 
21 6,837 respecti; ely The increase m the em- - 
ploj ment of women was due partly to the restric- 
tions imposed on the emploj-ment of children 
and partlj to the inclusion within the scope of 
the Act of all quasi-agncultuial factories, for 
example, in the tea gardens which are dependent 
on female labour to a larger extent than other 
factories An important change which the 
revision of 1022 made in connection with the 
employment of women was the repeal of Section 
27 of the Act of 1911 which permitted the 
employment of women at night m ginning 
factories In view of this amendment the 
Go; emment of India considered that the; were 
m a position to ratify the Convention concerning 
the employment of women during the night 
adopted by the First International Labour 
Conference held at 'Washington in 1919 without 
undertaking any farther legislation 


LABOUR IN MINES. 


The conditions of emploj ment of labour in 
mines are governed by the provisions of the 
Indian Hines Act, 1923, which came into force 
with effect from the 1st July 1924 replacing the 
former enactment of 1901 The Act of 1B01 
contained provisions designed to secure safety 
in mines and It prouded for the maintenance of 
an inspecting staff, bat it contained no provisions 
regulating the emploj ment of labour 

Section 23 of the Indian limes Act of 1923 
limited weekly hours of miners to 54 under- 
ground and to 60 abo;eground but no limits were 
prescribed for daily hours In a Bill further 
to amend the Act for certain purposes introduced 
by the Government of India in the Legislative 
Assembly in March 1027 it was proposed to 
1 fix the maximum limit for daily hours at twelve 
There was a considerable bodv of opinion in 
favour of enforcing an eight-hour dav and this 
was also the opinion of a minority of the Select 
Committee appointed bv the Assembly to 
consider the Bill The majority of the Com- 
mittee however adhered to the pnnciple of a 
twelve-hour shift as proposed in the Bill but 
agreed that an eight-hour shift should be 


gradually worked upto. They recommended to 
Government that after the new provisions 
d been in operation for three years, the position 
should be again reviewed as to whether an eight- 
hour shift could be introduced A dailv limit 
of 12 hours was thus imposed by the Amending 
Act of 1028 and this was to be brought into 
effect from April 1030. 

Recommendations of die Royal Commission 
The Royal Commission on Labour which 
reviewed the whole position came to conclusions 
similar to those reached by the Select Committee 
A minority of the Commission advocated the 
reduction of the dail; limit to eight hours while 
the majority supported the recommendation 
of the majority of the Select Committee, and m 
addition suggested that weekly boms abo;e 
ground should be limited to 54 In the mean- 
while the fifteenth session of the International 
Labour Conference adopted a Draft Contention 
concerning hours of work in coal mines, framed 
solelv with reference to conditions Jn European 
countries This Convention prescribes that the 
hours of work should be limited to 72 per day in

All railway workshops coruo under the ad- 
ministration of the Factories Act The Indian 
railways employ nearly a quarter of* a milhon 
w orhers in other occupations for whom pro- 
Mnfon for the coiitrolof their working hours has 
hern made under the Hours of Employment 
Rules, 1930, framed under the Indian Railways 
Amendment Act, 1929. 

The Conventions adopted by the Inter- 
national Labour Conference In 1919 and 1921 
prescribed a GO-liour week and a weekly rest of 
not less than 24 consecutive hours for all workers 
in British India employed In factories, in mines 
and in such branches of railwnj work as may be 
specified for this purpose by the competent 
authority The Indian Factories Act which was 
amended in 1922 to give effect to the Comen- 
tions limited the hours of work in factories to 
11 in any one day and to GO in any one week 
ProMslons were also made for intervals of rest 
and a weekly holiday Similar limitations were 
imposed under the Indian Mines Act of 1923 
in respect of colliery staff Under tlic amending 
consolidated Factory Act of 1984 weekly hours 
in perennial factories have been reduced to '34 
mu as will hate been seen in tbc last chapter 
Similar reductions are proposed in the case of 
hours in Mines Both these restrictions 
apply to lactones and mines controlled by 
railway administrations The application of 
the Conventions to other departments of railway 
administrations was fonnd to he a problem 
beset with many difficulties and lias been a sub- 
ject of prolonged investigations Orders were 
Issued by the Railway Board in 1921 that the 
GO-liour week should he adopted for station 
staff not employed in connection with the work- 
ing of trains The Indian Railway Conference 
Association drew up a set of rules in 1927 and 
these received the general approval not only 
of the Railway Board but also of the Boards of 
Directors of the lines managed by companies 
Subsequently, however, It was found that these 
rules while they aimed at applying the spirit of the 
Conventions did not adequately iulfll the statu* 
tory obligations imposed upon Government by 
the ratification of the Conventions The whole 
question was therefore again exhaustively 
reviewed and a Bill amending the Indian Ball- 
ways Act with the object of empowering the 
Governor-General in Council to make rules on

International Labour Conference The con- 
sideration of industrial unemployment was . 
thrust upon the Government of India by tho j 
Washington Convention, which was adopted j 
by the Pint International Labour Conference I 
held in Washington in 1010. Each Member , 
ratifying this Convention was required— 

ft) ‘ to communicate to the International 
Labour Office all information, statistical or 
otherwise, concerning unemployment, including 
reports on measures taken or contemplated to 
combat unemployment , 

(tt) to establish a Bystem of free public 
employment agencies under the control of the 
central authority, and to appoint Committees, 
Including representatives of employers and 
workers, to advise on matters concerning the 
operation of these agencies , 

(m) where systems of Insurance against 
unemployment have been established, to make 
arrangements, upon terns to be agreed upon' 
between the members concerned, whereby work- 
ers belonging to one Member and working in the 
territory of another sball be admitted to the 
same rates of benefit of such Insurance as those 
of the latter 

In addition to this Convention, the First 
International Labour Conference also adopted 
a Be commendation which advocated — 

(a) the abolition of employment agencies, 
which charge fees or Which carry on their business 
for profit , 

(b) the establishment of an effective system 
of unemployment insurance , and 


(c) the execution of public works as for as 
practicable during periods of unemployment and 
In districts most affected by it. 

The draft Convention was ratified by India 
but, in communicating this ratification to the 
International Labour Organisation at Geneva, 
the Secretary of State for India found it neces- 
sary " in order to avoid subsequent misunder- 
standing " to explain at some length the peculiar 
position of India in this matter and to emphasise 
the difficulties connected with a complete rati- 
fication by India owing to the predominantly 
agricultural character of the country The 
Government of India, in addressing the local 
Governments on questions arising- out of the 
draft Convention and Be commendation adopted 
by the International Labour Conference, 
invited views on the following points — 

(t) Advisability of creating Public Employ- 
ment Agencies in congested areas to facilitate 
the migration of surplus labour to industrial 
areas where there is a shortage of labour 

(tt) Advisability of utilising Public Employ- 
ment Agencies in connexion with recruitment 
I far Assam 

(ttt) Advisability of establishing Public 
Employment Agencies for the dissemination 
of information regarding employment during 
times of famine and scarcity to those in search 
of employment. 

(to) Advisability of appointing Committees 
representing employers and workers to advise 
on mattere concerning the operation of Pnbllc 
Employment Agencies 

(v) Advisability of abolishing or controlling 
Employment Agencies which charge fees or 
which carry on their business for profit 

Tho replies of the local Governments indicated 
that in most provinces the demand for labour 
exceeded the supply, that, even in provinces 
from which there was a largo migration of labour, 
no difflcnlty bad been experienced in obtaining' 
information with regard to the areas where 
labour was in demand, that the establishment 
of publio employment agencies would serve no 
useful purpose, and that such agencies might 
excite suspicion and be liable to be misunder- 
stood by the people With regard to re- 
cruitment of labour for Assam, the local gov- 
ernments concerned were agreed that any 
! experiment on the lines suggested would be 
risky On the question of the abolition of 
control of employment agencies which charge 
fees or which carry on their business for profit, 
the replies of the local Governments indicated 
I that employment agencies of this character were 
1 practically unknown in India In the circum- 
stances, the Government of India decided to 
take no further action on the draft Convention 
or Be commendation concerning unemployment.

of tlio problem of middle-class unemployment 
in India As a lcsult of tho Resolutions passed 
by the local Councils, Committees wero appoint- 
ed by some of tlio local , Governments The 
reports of most of these Committees refer almost 
exclusively to middle-claBs unemployment, 
but the Punjab and tho Bengal Committees 
also dealt with general unemployment The 
Punjab Committee came to the conclusion that 
** there was no unemployment worthy of mention 
among the uneducated classes ” , whilst the 
Bengal Committee observed as follows — 

" The labourer, if we may use the term, haB not 
jet been divorced completely from tho land, 
and ho frequently possesses or has an interest 
in a small plot of land in Ins native place on 
the cultivation of which ho can fall bad* in 
times of depression. Added to tills is tho fact 
that industrial labour is still comparatively 
scarce in Bengal and in fact had to be imported 


fiom oilier provinces The effect therefore of 
tiade depressions on the Industrial labourer in 
Bengal i& so far very small.’* 

The Assam Legislative Council passed a 
resolution on the 13th September 1033 recom- 
mending to the 06v eminent, of Assam tho

The explanation generally offered for the 
increase is chat the Workmen’s Compensation Act 
is operating as an inducement both for work* 
people and employers to report accidents more 
frequently than in the past But the increase m 
the number of serious accidents suggests that the 
problem is a serious one and that an organised 
''safetj first” campaign is very desirable in 
India Some progress along these lines has been 
made in Bombay in the mills and on the railways 

Factory Inspection —The administration of 
the Indian Factories Act is entrusted to Fac- 
tory Inspectors in each province Where 
breaches of the Act are discovered the managers 
of factories are prosecuted and m most esses 
sneb prosecutions result in convictions All 
provinces except Assam have Factories De- 
partments In the Bombay Presidency the 
fall time factory staff consists of the Chief 
Inspector of Factories, three Inspectors, three 
Assistant Inspectors and one Woman Inspector 
The Chief Inspector, tno Inspectors and two 
Assistants have their headquarters in Bombay 
City An Inspector and an Assistant are 
stationed m Ahmedabad • The Woman In 
specter has her headquarters in Bombay but has 
jurisdiction over the whole Presidency She 
^ piiig with problems mainly affecting women 
The Bombay Presidency is the only province 
in India which has a Lady Inspector of Fac- 
tories A part time Certifying Surgeon is sta- 
tioned in Bombay and a full time one m Ahme- 
dabad. They have been appointed as Divisional 
Inspectors with powers nnder the Health and 
Sanlt&Ty sections of the Factories Act They 
haw also been granted powers nnder the provi- 
sions of the Bombay Maternity Benefit Act 


The Director and Assistant Directors of Public 
Health have also been appointed as Divisional 
Inspectors under the Health and Sanitary 
sections of the Act Their reports are sent to 
the Chief Inspector who passes orders on the 
same local Magistrates in the districts have 
ex-officio powers under the Employment 
sections of the Act. 


Reporting of Accidents — The Indian Fac- 
tories Act requires the manager to report 
all accidents which cause death or bodily 
injury whereby the person Injured Is prevented 
from returning to bis work In the factory 
daring the 48 hours next after the occurrence 
of the accident All classes of accidents namel>, 
fatal, serious t e , accidents which prevent a 
person returning to work for 21 da j s or more, 
and mmor are to be reported to tbe Inspector 
of Factories and to the District Magistrate and 
m cases of any accident resulting In death to 
the officer in charge of the Police Station It 
is the duty of the Inspector of Factories to 
make an investigation as soon as possible into 
the causes of and the reponsibibty for a fatal 
or serious accident, and to take steps lor the 
prosecution of the person concerned if it Is 
found that the death or serions Injury resulted 
from any infringement of the provisions of the 
Act or of tbe rales framed under tbe Act 
Tbe Act also requires notice to be given of an 
accident which is due to any cause that has 
been notified in this behalf by a Local Govern- 
ment, ev en though no injury may have resulted 
therefrom to any person So far notfications 
have been issued nnder this section only In Bom- 
1 bay, Bengal and Burma, 
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Accident Prevention — Tho chief Influences 
in the prevention of accidents are (a) the 
powers of Inspectors under the Factories Act 
to compel managers to erect adequate fencing 
and to take precautions against accidents, 
(b) the voluntary interest of managers In safety 
measures and safety precautions, and (c) 
the interest of insurance companies as a result 
of the operation of the Woikmen’s Compen- 
sation Act. In many provinces the existing 
rules made under the Factories Act cover 
*' Safety-First ” measures Such as compelling 
certain classes of workers to wear tightly fit- 
ting clothes, to prohibit children from entering 
into certain parts of factoilcs, etc Steady 
progress has been made in the different provinces 
in respect of ‘safety first* piopagnndn, but 
with wide differences in caste and religion and 
with the low standard of efficiency the problem 
of organisation of safety services in mdustual 
undertakings is a matter of some difficulty in 
India Particular attention was devoted in 
Bengal to the safeguarding of crowded machi- 
nery m the smaller factories and orders 
were issued during the sear 1032 m that 
province to 52 factories to alter, repair or 
reconstruct their buildings Sponnl attention 
was also direct od during tlic year 1033 to the 
dangers connected with livdro extractors used 
in laundries and hosiery factories and to the 
structural soundness of factory buildings 
Safety pamphlets wuo compiled and issued by 
the Factuiy Beputment in Bengal and Madras 
Continued progress in the fencing of machinery 
.and in the use of safety posters is reported 
to have been maintained m all provinces and 
nrreasmg attention is being paid by employers 
wiroughout India to safety measures ana to the 
inculcation m the factory employee of “ Safety 
first" ideas In Bombay a certain amount of 

f round had already been broken and the Factory 
iepartment m co-operation with organisations 
of industrial employers produced a set of four 
’ safety posters’ some years ago and these has e 
been very largely exhibited In tho engineering 
workshops m the Presidency Posters were 
also produced for the carding and spinning 
departments of cotton mills Tho Bed Cross 
•Society was assisted m producing an All-India 
poster dealing with a universal risk conneoted 
with the wearing of loose-clothing which is 
ordinarily w’om by the average Indian worker 
Encouraged by the results of the posters in- 
troduced in Carding and Spinning sheds the 
Millowneis’ Mutual Insurance Association, Bom- 
bay, produced a set of posters for the weaving 
department early in 1031 and these are now in 
fairlj general use Little has, however, been 
done in the factories of the Bombay Presidency 
in tho way of specific organisations to further 
the cause of safety Factories, too, are not 
sufficiently large to warrant tho employment 
of a safety engineer and reliance has almost 
totally been placed on tho activities of the 
inspectorate in this particular direction Safety 
Committees havo, however, been established 
In two cotton mills representative of the two 
i largest groups in Bombay, as an experimental 
measure and in the E J M Dockyard, the 
G I P Bnilwny Workshops and in tho Bombay 
Electric Supply and Tramways repair shops in 
Bombay Safety Committees have been brought 
into existence m more than 20 mills in 
Ahmcdabad and the Factory Department has 


secured promises from other factories to estab- 
lish Bimflni committees. 

Mr A Trolllp, Deputy General Manager of 
tliu Bombay Electric .Supply and Trnmwavs 
Co , Ltd , stnrted a Safety First Association in 
JBombny in 103.3 and lie is President of this 
Association .The Association holds frequent 
Meetings, at which subjects relating to safety 
first are discussed and it also publishes a safety 
first Magazine periodically Tho office of the 
Association is at Esplanade Bond, Bombay 

The railways are of course pioneers in the 
introduction and tho continuanoe of active 
propaganda in " Safely-First “ work in all 
departments. These activities cover railway 
workshops (which oomo under the Indian 
Factories Act) ns well There hns been marked 
improvement ns regardb minimising aeridents 
in railway workshop ns n result of the activities 
of safety committees which hav o been established 
in some of thorn The success of safety com- 
mittees w’hieli has been established at the S I. 
Bnilwny workshops at Pcrambur and Golden 
Bock has been demonstrated bj tho fact that at 
tho latter works ncoidents dec rensed by 53 per 
cent In 1332 ns compared with 1931 A very 
comprehensive Snfcty First Organisation was 
established m tho Pare], Matunga and Mnnmad 
Workshops of tho G I P Eailnay in 1929 
The Enihinv administration also distributes 
to tho employees an illustrated pamphlet on 
* Safety First* in which a chapter on workshop 
safety is included The G 1 P organisation 
is stated to be the best of its kind Safety 
Committees havo also been formed in the B 
I M Dockyard and the Bombay Electric Supply 
and Tramways Company- In the United 
Provinces no industrial undertaking has yet 
Introduced a safety- service organisation Tho 
Welfaro'Committers of the E I Ballway Loco- 
motive and Carnage Workshops, Lucknow, do 
at ' tunes discuss at their monthly meetings 

g uestions of safety- brought forward by members 
nfety posters, published by ihe Bailway Ad- 
ministration, are displayed in all their work- 
shops and tho Indian Bed Cross Society posters 
in all factories in the province In furtherance 
of tho * safety first” movement in Bengal warning 
hooters or sirens have been installed m the 
textile factories so ns to warn employees before 
tho power plant and machinery is set in motion 
An instructive handbook entitled "Snfcty m 
Factories" dealing with general matters con- 
cerning tho safety of factory operatives lias 
been compiled and published An agreement 
m regard to standard guards and safety devices 
for jute machinery has been signed by the 
Indian lute Mills Association In regard to 
new machinery to be installed after July 1932 
Posters supplied by the Indian Bed Cross 
Society illustrating the suitable type of dress 
tb be worn by operatives while working on 
transmission machinery were distributed to 
factories m the different provinces, and Bofety 
propaganda of various kinds is receiving In- 
creasing attention from the large factory owners 
and the inspecting staff Perhaps the best 
known instance where first class " safety first 
work is being carried on in India is that done oy 
theTata Iron and Steel Company at Jamshedpur 
The Company has since 1920 subscribed to 
the British Industrial Safety Firfet Association 
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and has installed notice boards ail over the 
plant exhibiting the posters supplied by that 
Association. The literature received fiom the 
Association is periodically broadcast through 
out tlio world. 


The Railway Department conducts an 
Intensive " Safety-First " propaganda every 
year which embraces the following among 
other activities . — 


(1) Safety posters and safeguards are put 

up on prominent points both in Rug- 
lish and In the vernacular 8ome of 
these, eg, on the Bombay, Boroda 
and Central India Railway, arc pre- 
pared from actual photographs of safe 
and unsafe methods of working 
In selected branches of manufacture 
and maintenance work In the railway 
workshops. 

(2) An illustrated booklet was compiled 

by the Great Indian Peninsula Railway 
during the year 1026-27 which has 
been translated into a number of ver- 
nacular languages and distributed 
throughout the Une on certain 
railways. 

(3) Photographs and special articles are 

published In the Railway magazines 
for the Instruction of the staff. 


are easily available in cases of accidents The 
Millowners’ Association, Bombay, started classes 
for First Aid training m conjunction with the 
St John Ambulance Association in 1931 
These glasses have been successful and facilities 
have since been provided for the training of men 
deputed by the Engineering Safety Committee 
also In the Tata Iron and Steel Works at 
Jamshedpur boxes with flrst-old supplies are 
maintained in each department and two flrst-aid 
hospitals In different parts of the plant are 
staffed with doctors and compounders In readi- 
ness to render flrst-aid to Injured persons 
During 1984 the Assistant Commissioners of 
Labour of the Government of Bombay who 
v isitcd about 750 perennial factories In all parts 
of the Bombay Presidency Proper requested 
all managements to instal first aid boxes in all

A *' Safety-First” film was prepared 
by the Central Publicity Bureau during 
the year 1927-2B and copies distri- 
buted to railways The film Is dis- 
played weekly by the travelling 
cinemas of the railways. 


A "Safety-First” pamphlet has been 
prepared by the Central Publicity 
Bureau ana is being Issued to all 
railway administrations. 


First-Aid and Medical Relief— Some of 
the Local Governments have framed rules 
requiring the provision, under the charge of 
responsible persons and in readily accessible 
positions, of flrst-aid appliances containing 
an adequate number of sterilised dressings and 
some sterilised cotton in all fact^es employing 
500 and more operatives. Most of the fac- 
tories are situated within easy reach of Govern- 
ment hospitals or hospitals maintained by 
Local Authorities but many of the larger and 
enlightened employers are already raaiJitalnlng 
own medical staff and equipment which 


Mines — The Indian Mines Act of 1923 
empowers the Governor-General In' Council to 
frame regulations for the safety of persons 
employed in mines (Section 29, clauses (k) to 
(p>) Local Governments are. also empowered 
to frame rales under the Act to ensure the 
proper fencing of a mine for the protection of' 
the public In addition, the Chief Inspector 
of Mines may oall upon the owner, agent or 
manager of a mine to frame bye-lawB which 
an not Inconsistent with the provisions of the 
Act, regulations or rules to prevent accidents 
and to provide for the safety, convenience and 
discipline of the persons employed In the mine 
(Section 32). The bye-la wb, when approved 
by the Local Government, have effect as enacted 
under the Act Further, Section 19 of the 
Act gives speolal powera to the Inspector Qf 
Mines to take action when any danger is appre- 
hended which is not expressly provided for by 
the Act, regulations, rales and the bye-laws 
The Governor-General in Conned has framed 
two sets of regulations, namely, the Indian 
Coal Mines Regulations, 1926, which apply 
only to ooal mines and the Indian Metallifer- 
ous Mines Regulations, 1926, which apply to 
all other mines These regulations provide 
for the proper maintenance of shafts and out- 
lets, roads and working places, haulage arrange- 
ments, fencing and gates, far the restrictions 
which have to be observed in raising or lowering 
persons or materials , lor the precautions.to be 
taken in the use of explosives , and for adequate 
ventilation and lighting. 


During the year 1933 at Mines regulated by the 
Indian Mines Act, 1 928, there were 142 fatal acci- 
dents, which is 21 less than m 1982, and 68 less 
than the average number in the preceding five 
years In addition to the fatal accidents there 
were 055 serious accidents involving injuries to 
670 persons, as compared with 600 serious acci- 
dents involving injuries to 618 persons m the 
previous ) ear No record is maintained of minor 
accidents 153 persons were killed and 702 per- 
sons were seriously injured The latter figure 
includes 32 persons injured in fatal accidents

The Amending Act of 1933 — The Rojal 
Commission on Indian Labour made a number

Effect on Industry — A compulsory system 
of 11 orkmen’s compensation enhances the 
cost of production out not to any appre- 
cable e-stent In the case of coal mines, the 
Increase m cost has been estimated to be not 
more than annas four per ton of coal ( vide para 
.! 1 of the Beport of the Indian Coal Committee, 
1025) However, the owners of many of the 
■smaller coal mines w ere compelled to closedown 
their mines but this was duo mainly to the 
severe depression with which the industry was 
faced In the Punjab the proprietors of the 
coal mines in the Jbelnm Distnot w ere reported 
to be not satisfied with the privileges enjoyed 
bj the miners under the Act as some of 
them had to pay as compensation on a single 
accident more than they could earn daring a 
month An unexpected increase in the number 
of serious and fatal accidents may undoubtedly 
make a big hole in the profits of a concern but 
the remedy for this lies in accident insurance 
Facilities for accident insurance are now being 
provided by a number of leading insurance 
companies in this country and the most import- 
ant of these are the Chums Burea'ux m Calcutta 


and Madras The Calcutta Claims Bureau which 
represents many of the leading insurance 
companies operating m India dedls with a large 
number of chums and offers valuable co-operation 
to the authorities m settlmg compensation 
claims In Bombay, insurance companies 
were concerned with half the number of cases 
that came up before the Commissioner Insur- 
ance Companies as a rule contest only cases 
involving questions of law or principle and are 
of benefit to all concerned In these pro- 
vinces insurance is widely resorted to by the 
emplovers especially m the Textile Industry. 
The Millowners’ Mutual Insurance Association, 
Ltd , Bombay, is an organisation of employers 
one of whose objects is the Mutual insurance of 
members against liabilitj to paj compensation 
or damages to workmen emploved by them or - 
their dependants for injuries or accidents, fatal 
or otherniso, arising out of or in the course 
or employmont The Association has about 00 
members and n, controlled bj a Board of Direc- 
tors In other Provinces accident insurance 
does not appear to have made much progress. 


INDUSTRIAL HOUSING. 


One of the most vital problems facing Indus- 
trial employers m India to-day is that connected 
with the housing of the labour which they 
employ The importance and the urgency of 
providing decent housing cannot be sufficiently 
emphasized 

The conditions of Industrial housing m India 
arc, in many cases, appalling and the majority 
of buildings, tenements or huts in which indus- 
trial labourers are housed are insanitary and 
more or less uninhabitable from "Western points 
of view Provincial Gov ernments, Municipalities, 
' improvement Trusts and the larger employers 
have done a great deal to mitigate the evils 
resulting from an insufficiency of decent sanitary 
housing for labour, but a considerable amount 
■till remains to he done before this question 
ctn be considered to have been satisfactorily 

solved. 


Several commissions and committees of 
Inquiry appointed by the Government of India 
and the Provincial Governments m connection 
with various subjects have dealt with the 
question of industrial housing The Industrial 
Commission in 1918 urged that, in addition to 
the scheme followed by the Improvement 
Trust in Bombay, other measures Should be 
adopted such as the refusal of permission with 
a few exceptions, to fresh industrial concerns to 
be established, the setting up m cities of special 
areas, for industrial development, the removal 
of the existing milwaj workshops from cities, 
supply of housing accommodation to emplo- 
yees by railways, Government departments 
and public bodies, improved communications 
with a view to creating industrial suburbs, and 
a definite programme of construction to be 
taken up by local authorities The findings of 
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other commissions nnd committees with ugnri! 
to this question follow similar Hues.

Punjab — Housing conditions of industrial 
v ork< r*> in this Pro vinca is reported as continuing 
to show steady progress Most of the newly 
constructed factories have provided quarters 
for their permanent staff Although at present 
less than 30 per cent of tho total permanent 
labour strength of tho factories are nonsed in 
factory quarters there has 'been a distinct 
atlv into in this respect in 1033, and mall cases 
whore housing was provided tho accommodation 
was 1 ir superior to that which the workers could 
oidmarily obtain outside the factory premises

Assam — Free quarters are provided for all 
residential employees on tea estates Such 
non-resident labour as is employed is casual 
labour which comes from the adjoining villages 
and In esm its own houses In the mines and 
oil fields free quarters are provided for the 
1 labour faroe employed A Committee of 
Inquiry appointed in 1921-22 recommended 
, that endeavours should be made to house 
immigrants from different provinces together 
in hamlets instead of putting workers from all 
provinces indiscriminately into barracks or 
lines The main objection to this reoommen- 
j, dation is the want of land ^s all available land 
is under tea The housing conditions in the 
C coal and oil fields are reported as being quite 
satisfactory^ In Assam the tea estates are 

1 
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regularly inspected by District and Sub-Dm- 
sional officers Although the legal powers of 
interference liave been curtailed by the aboli- 
tion of indentured labour and the repeal of so 
much of Aot VI of 1901 as lelatea to such 
labour, still m practice the inspecting offioers 
do invariably report on the oondition of the 
lines. They call attention to the need of 
improvement and the management is generally 
ready to effect such improvements as are 
considered necessary. 

Other Provinces —No special remarks are 
necessary In connection with the question of 
industrial housing In other provmoes Gene- 
rally speaking no industrial slums as such or any 
big urban inflammation due, to the presence of 
agglomerations of factory or other workers is 
particularly noticeable and the housing of 
labour is not to be differentiated from the 
ordinary poor citizen. 

Except m those - oases where Government 
notion has been definitely indicated, the govern- 
ments of the vanous other provmoes m Indus 
have done nothing for the improvement of 
industrial housing 

Railways — The general policy on railways 
la to provide residential quarters where it is 
necessary for special reasons to provide accom- 
modation for certain classes dose to their work 
and' where conditions are such -that private 
enterprise does not adequately meet the demand 
for housing the staff The total expenditure 
incurred on bousing provided by the principal 
railways since the commencement of operations 
amounts to nearly twenty-six crores, while the 
expenditure mourred during the last five years 
amounts to over 'seven crores Notwithstand- 
ing this expenditure there is, at present, a consi- 
derable dearth of quarters on most railways 
Endeavours are, however, continuously made 
to oonstraet new houses in accordance with an 
annually pre-arranged programme as funds 
permit.

No satisfactory statistics are available regard- 
ing health conditions of industrial workers, e g , 
morbidity rates among the workers, their 
average weight, height, etc , and In the absence 
if any sound statistical data it is not possible 
,0 generalise about these matters The pro- 
ilems associated with health are always diffl-, 
ult , they are much more So in a country where 
ioth climate and the poverty and ignorance of 
he people contnbuto to recurring outbreaks of 
.ropical and other epidemic diseases The 
nam cause of ill-health particularly 
imong the workers in Bombay and Bengal, 

1 r pears to be the prevalence of malaria In the 
ocalities in which they live Major Co veil, the 
Special Officer appointed by the Government of 
Bombay to enquire into Malarial conditions 
a Bombay City who submitted his report in 
L9S8, says “It (Malaria) is still present in 
Urtain quarters of the southern portion of the 
City to a serious extent, but the most intense 
malaria at the present time exists m the vicinity 
' of the nulls , more especially in Warh and Parel 
In the northernmost portion of

"Worli section, malaria Is also slight, bat as 
soon as the edge of the mill area is reached the 
incidence of the disease rises abruptly and 
extends over the greater part of Worli ana Parel. ' 
The correlation between the intensity of Malaria 
and the .proximity of mills was most striking, 
especially in certain cases where a single isolated 
mul happened to be present, eg, the Victoria 
Mill in Cbowpaty and the Colaba land Mill 
in Colaba The vast majority of the mills m 
Bombay are situated in the highly malarious 
area " The anti-malanal measures taken by 
the City Municipality have however resulted 
in a gradual reduction of the number of deaths 
from malarial attacks 

In the mines in the Madras Presidency, 
Malaria prevails in the Cuddapab district and 
at every change of season there is a prevalence 
of widespread fever Malaria also prevails 
in the Thammaragudi mines throughout the 
year and the cold winds during the rainy season 
from Sandur Hills affect the health of the labou- 
rers in the mines of Tonasigeri Tuberculosis 
prevails among industrial workers In tho United 
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Provinces and Bihar and Oussa, and J!dta Azar 
is common among workers m certain tiaols like 
Bihar and Onsin 

The following table gi\cs the birth and death 
rates and the rate of infant mortality per thou- 
sand of the population for some of the important 
industrial centres. Tho figures, lioweicr, relate 


to the wholo population in most oases and as 
such are not likely to give an adequate idea 
regarding mortality, etc , among industrial 
workers Besides, m certain cities like Bombay, 
it is oustomaiy for married working class women 
to loave tho oity for their confinement and 
register births m the mofussil.

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Working conditions — The factory depart- 
ment In Bombay has done much nark m invest- 
igating the cfhcicncy of different humidifying 
und ventilating plants in the weaving and 
■spinning departments of Mills in Ahmedabad 
As a result, nil the non textile mills which have 
been constructed m Ahmedabad during the 
list few jcirs are equipped with efficient ven- 
tilating and cooling systems and the benefits 
botlitotbo workers nnd the processes involved 
are well recognised at that centre There has 
been an cxtensiv e * uplift ” in the older mills and 
there is hardly a mill that lias not made efforts 
in the direction indicated There has latterly 
been a marked tendency to Increase the pace of 
improvements In the spinning departments and 
one group of mills has installed 12 expensive 
plants that effectively cool and humidify the 
atmospheres of the spinning as well as of the 
w ruing departments ” A few mills in Bombay 
Utj have also installed new cooling ana 
huinidiivmg svstems A few other mills pro- 
vide vacuum stripping apparatus m the carding 
departments A plenum system of blowing 
external air near the workers in the boiling 
department of a soap factory produced results 
gratifung both to the worker and the manage- 
ment and it is hopod to extend the method to a 
few industries where the removal of surplus 
hent is a difficult matter An enquiry made 
into the effect of employment on the health of 
the dhobi blcacheis in Ahmedabad revealed 
tliat although there was little history of rheu- 
matism, some are adversely effected by working 
with bleaching solutions Several workers wore 
found to be suffering fnm hyperaomia of the 
legs, but it was obvious later on that more care 
was being exercised bv the contractors Most 
of the dhobi work is done in uncovered tanks 
In the compounds and no shelters arc 
provided It is caid that the men are used to 
w orklng .n t he hot Ahmedabad sun, but ev cn the 
donkevs used so frcclj for load carrying tako 
advantage of the shade when they are permitted 
to do so ' 1 lie Bengal Reports refer to the 
question of dust removal m Jute Mills and 
Uca factories and to the investigations made 
to determine at what stage dust or fluff impreg- 
nation m iy be regarded as definitely injurious 
It is considered that where exhaust trunk 
extricling systems are deemed to be essential 
in all factories in an industry the necessity to 
mstal such equipment should be promulgated 
by rule The continued trade depression, 
however, precluded the issue of a general order 
bv Government The majority of firms find 
the mitinl cost of snch installations prohibitive 
bnt a few concerns have provided mechanical 
ventilation in their lactones Although some 
improvement in vcntilntion has been 
effected during the years 1922 and 1933, the bad 
design and unsuitability of the majority of 
the buildings occupied by the smaller lactones 
is stated to be still the chief obstacle to all 
round progress In regard to Cotton ginning 
factories the Punjab Reports state that "ven- 
tilation i° far from satisfactory but apart 
from a drastic alteration in the method 
nf mining little can be done to ’improve ventila- 
tion sufficiently to dispose of llio dust in gnmiug 
rooms , the cost of such alteration is at present 
prohibitive ” The Central Provinces’ Reports 
mention that ventilation

on the whole, shown satisfactory improvement 
In most perennial factories In the present 
conditions, owners of ginning factories are 
unable to adopt the expensive system of ducts 
nnd exhaust fane to oveicome the dust nuisance 
The provision of ridge ventilation in cotton 
ginning factories has been a standard 
practice in the Umted Provinces in respect of 
new factories and is reported to have proved 
satisfactory when combined with a reasonable 
height of roof Ventilation m other factories 
is steadily improving thongh the progress is 
not quite rapid due to depressed trade 
conditions The extended use of' electricity 
is steadily improving the general standard of 
lighting and Is commended -on with approval 
in the Provincial factory reports for the year 
1933 The factory department in the province 
of Biliarand Orissa has compiled a little guide 
book to “ Safety, Lighting and Ventilation in 
small factories,” based on photometric observa- 
tions, in order to help interested perrons and 
builders of factories to so adjust the window 
area as to secure sufficient amount of natural 
lighting 


Extent of Medical Facilities provided — 
The results of a recent enquiry into Welfare 
work conducted by tbe Labour Office shows 
that the provision of facilities for medical 
attendance and the supply of medicines is fairly 
general In all the larger labour-employing 
organisations m the Bombay Presidency. 
The Textile Labour Union in Ahmedabad 
Is the only association of employees which 
provides medical facilities for its members 
There are also Government, Municipal or chari- 
table hospitals and dispensaries which are open 
to the public and which are used by the labour- 
ing classes In the United Provinces, many of 
the larger employers maintain dispensaries 
but no hospitals The Dufferm Fund, a private 
organisation aided by grants from Government 
andlocalbodies.mafntainsfemalehospitalsat the 
more important towns The Lady Chelmsford 
Maternity and Child Welfare League maintains 
a number of centres for child welfare and tbe 
treatment of maternity cases Many of the 
emploj cram the Central Provinces and Bcrnr 
have provided well-equipped dispensaries, and 
medical facilities are within easy reach of the 
workers in almost all the factories and every 
important mining area in tbe Province Some 
of the larger concerns in Bihar and Orissa and in 
the Punjab also provide medical facilities for 
their employees In Madras only a few largo 
factories provide dispensaries Medical fauhties 
in the plantations are, how ev er, fairly good All 
the jute miffs in the neighbourhood of Calcutta 
provide dispensaries but most of the doctors in 
charge are not registered medical graduates 
Owing to financial stringency tbe Indian Jute 
Mills Association were unable to take an; action 
on the welfare son ej conducted bj a lady doctor 
in the mill area ana leprosy sun ey earned out 
by the school of tropical medicine In spite 
of the general depression, tbe Julti Iron Works 
built a hospital with up-to-date equipment. In 
all the tea gardens in Assam and m Bengal 
medical attendance and medicine are provided 
for all classes of ’ ■ ees The medical arrange- 
ments in a i * ' "ire super- <.

Amendment of the Bombay Maternity 
Benefit Act— It was represented to Govern- 
ment that the Act requires amendment m 
cert un respects and the Royal Commission 
on Labour have also dealt with the question 
of mat emit! benefit Accordingly the Govern- 
ment ot Bombay introduced in the local 
Legislatin' Council on the 11th August 1033 


a Bill to amend the Act. The Bill was referred 
to a select committee on the same day and was 
passed in 1934 The following changes have 
been made In the Act — 

(a) The maximum period for which a woman 
shall bo ontitled to benefit is raised from 
seven to eight weeks 

(b) The 'qualifying period of service Is raised

(d) Thefce was no tune-limit within whioh 
the benefit may be olaimed The Amending 
Act prescribes a limit of six months after 
child-birth 

The Select Committee, did not agree to the 
proposed changes m the rate of benefit and 
deleted tho clanses in the Bill relating to this 
question 

Under their rule-making powers under the 
Act, tho Local Government made a new role 
in December 1033 which makes an employer 
liable for paying maternity benefit m the event 
of /his closing hiB factory A woman entitled 
to maternity benefit is not to be deemed dis- 
missed within the provisions of Section 8, if 
she is discharged on account of the closing of the 
factory in w hich she is employed. 


In 1920, the Government of India requested 
all Provincial Governments to collect full and 
comprehcnsi! e information with regard to the

Tlie Boval Commission on Tndian labour have 
recommended that there should bo a more 
general extension on the part of the cmplojror of 
welfare work m its broader sense , and tlintm 
the larger jnte and cotton industrial areas, 
mills and factories should organise In croups, 
each establishment lm mg its own w olfnre centre 
and health visitor under tlie superMSiou of a 
woman doctor cmploj cd by the group 

The All-India Industrial Welfare Confer- 
ence of 1922 passed a resolution that social 
sen ho organisations should be asked to 
take up the work of training welfare workers 
Tlie establishments of workers* committees m all 
industrial establishments was also urged but 
icn little progress appears to have been made 
so far in this direction 

In the Bombav Presidency except In the case 
of the Sholapur Spinning and Weaving Mills in 
Sholapur and the Currimblioy Ebrnhim Work- 
men’s Institute at Bombay, no other emploj ers 
have cmploj ed nnj r special welfare officers or 
workers to conduct tlicir welfare activities 
lhit Mc®®rs E D Sassoon & Co, Ltd , have 
appointed n Labour Officer for all their plcv cn 
Tc\t,le Mills in Bombay* City , 

In Bihar and Orissa, the Tata Iron and Steel 
Company lias appointed a welfare officer 
with an office and staff to co-ordinate the various 
wclnrc activities that have been earned on bj 
the Steel Companj. 

In the Central Provinces and Berar, except at 
the Lmprcss 31ills.no regular staff of welfare 
othccr and workers appears to have been 
i prorated. 

In the United Provinces, the British India 
Corporation employ a full-time welfare superin- 
tendent and a trained stall consisting of 4 
doctor®, 5 nurses, 8 matrons, 8 compounder®, 
about a dozen nudwivcs, 19 teachers and 2 
sergeant patrols

Budge Budge continued to do excellent work 
An instance of tlio progress made is stated 
to bo the success of the night school conducted 
bv the department A number of workmen 
who attend tho> school were, until recently, 
nbsolntclv illiterate but now many of them* 
are able to fill np money order forms, write out

Tins companv lias also employed a full time

In Bombay, tlio Bombay Municipality lias 
introduced compnlsory education in F and G 
Wards wlucli are chiefly peopled by millhands 
In the Government factories at Kirkce, the 
Kirkec Education Sociotv wlucli is wcllsupported 
In the factory authorities conducts six night 
schools Tlio Gokak Falls Mills Company 
maintains one night Bchool for adult workers 
In Alunedabnd one null runs a school for half- 
timers and eight nulls maintain schools for 
workers’ children Three mills in the Sholapur 
district and the Government workshop at Dapuri 
provide for the primary education of half- 
timers.

In the United Provinces a scheme for a census 
of Industrial Wages to be taken along with the 
regular census was considered bat was not 
carried through A periodical survey of wages 
lias been carried out every five years since 1012 
in the Punjab These surveys deal with the 
wages of certain classes of workers in three 
principal towns, m selected villages unaffected 
bj urban conditions, and at certain Bailway 
stations to secure a means of comparison with 
rural wages m the same neighbourhood Beyond 
the figures of average monthly wages of certain 
classes of labour submitted by factories In all 
Provinces everv year for inclusion In the annual 
Reports on the Administration of the Indian 
Factories Act, no regular and detailed statistics 
of indusbia! wages are available In Madras 
quinquennial wages censuses have been con- 
ducted since 1908 showing the average wages of 
certain artisans (as well as farm servants em- 
ployed as agricultural labour) In reapfict of 
homogeneous tracts and districts These cen- 
suses, however, only relate to rural and urban 
th h™ and not to industrial wages A thorough 
Investigation of the conditions of labour, and 
nartlcularlj the rates of wages on tea estates In 
Assam, was made in 1921-22 by a Committee

will be covered for one month of Intensive 
working during the winter of 1933-36 and all 
non-factory industries and organisations will be 
covered between March and December during 
the next or the follow mg year To the best of 
the knowledge of the Labour Office no other 
country m the world has attempted an enquiry 
into wages on such a gigantic scale and the 
results of the Census will he of a far reaching 
character The Labour office hopes to publish 
all the reports covering perennial factories by 
the cud of March 1930

In the Ahmedabad mills there is a complete 
lack of uniformity in tbe methods adopted for 
calculating the dlfferentadditions and deductions 
before arriving .it tlio final earnings In Ahroe- 
thihnd, tlie mdlowners and tho local Labours 
Union weic engaged for over a vear u examining 
a propo«nl By the owners to reduce w ages bj 
25 per cent After protracted discussions the 
question was referred to a Conciliation Board 
consisting of Mr Cliamanlal Parckli, President 
of the Ahmedabad Mdlowneis* Association and 
Mr bhankerlnl Banker In subsequent discus- 
sions, Mr Manu Subedar replaced Mr Banker 
as tho representative of Labour On the break- 
down of tlieso negotiations the whole question 
was referred to Air Patkar, late Judge of the 
Bombay High Court, ns an umpire , but in the 
meanwhile tho emplojcrs and the workers 
were able through the mediation of Mr M E- 
Gandlu at Delhi, to reach a satisfactory agree- 
ment acceptable to both parties and this agree 
ment known as tho Delhi Agreement was signed 
by both the parties in the presence of Mr Patknr 
In Bombay m January 1935 Inter alia, the agree- 
ment laid down a uniform cut of 81 pei cent 
in the wages of all workers ou both tune and 
piece rates of wages provided that the earnings 
of two loom weavers should not bo tedncod 
below Its 41-4-0 for 26 working days Stan- 
dardisation of piece rates is to be effected after

Cotton Mill Indubtiy wages arc calculated on a 
monthly bnslsln all the mills outside Alunedabad. 
In tlio case of the Alunedabad mills, wages of 
piocoBB operative!, are calculated on a fortnlglitlj 
basis and of workois in the maintenance depart- 
ment on a monthly basis. 

In mines, tea gerdens and rlco mills tho 
predominant pcilods of wago pajment arc a 
month and a wcok.

debt The amount of debt varied from a few 
rupees to many times the monthly income 
According to an enquiry made by the Labour 
Office in the \ car 1025 into the family budgets 
of cotton mill workers m Sholapur Citv, 03 
percent of the cotton mill workers’ families in 
Siiol inur were in debt, the extent of which 
x aried from less than a month’s income to many 
times tlie monthly income In 40 per cent of 
cases, how ex er, a family’s debt was equal to 
between one and four months’ of its income 
Bonus and Profit Sharing Schemes — 
"The successful working of a profit sharing 
scheme pre supposes the realisation by the 
worker of an identity between the various 
interests engaged m the concern and a conscien- 
tious effort on their part to do their best for its 
maximum success The employers of labour do 
not feel that labour conditions in India are such 
as to justify the hope that this high ideal of co- 
operation will be realised in a substantial 
measure in practice ” The only solitary 
concerns in which profit sharing schemes have 
been tried are the Tata Iron and Steel Company, 
and in the Buckingham and the Carnatic Mills 
In 1928 the Tata Iron and Steel Company 
introduced a scheme under which a monthly 
bonus based on production is paid to all men 
drawing less than Be. 300 per mensem or Us 10 
per day, whose work contributes to the produc- 
tion obtained and who have been m the Com- 
pany’s service for at, least six months In the 

Buckingham and the Carnatic Mills a bonus is 
paid to the workmen on a basis relative to the 
dividend declared 

_ Bonuses are paid for a variety of reasons 
Some concerns grant bonus for lcgular atten- 
dances and for economical utilization of material 
In some collieries in Bihar and Orissa a worker 
Is paid a sort of bonus for working six days a 
w eek A bonus Is also being granted for raising 
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and loading extra tubs. The Tata Iron and 
Steel Company grant bonuses , (1) for general 
production, (2) for departmental output, and 
(3) regular attendance This is paid to all 
employees drawing less than as 8 per day The 
Company has also introduced a ’Jack pot 
scheme’ The idea df this scheme is that if 
50 men are required to perform certain duties 
connected with the operation of any unit and the 
full force is not present, the wages which would 
haxe been payable to the absentees are dis- 
tributed amongst those present 
The system of paying bonus m addition to a 
cash wage either for better work or for better 
attendance used to obtain m several industrial 
concerns m the Bombay Presidency especially 
in cotton textile mills but, except in Ahmedabad 
where bonuses are paid for better attendance 
and for better efficiency, the majority of the 
mills w hich used to pay suoh bonuses have either 
consolidated these bonuses with pay or hate 
abolished them altogether In countries which 
have no legislation for the control of deductions 
which may he made from wages on account of 
fines, the bonus might be regarded as a voluntary 
gift paid by the employer to the worker who 
attends regularly without absence or produces 
work better than specified standards but in 
countries where * truck" legislation exists, 
the bonus easily degenerates into a device 
Whereby an employer tries to get round the Act 
which lays down percentages of- wages beyond 
which deductions on account of fines shall not be 
made by dividing the wages into part wages and 
part bonus In the Ahmedabad textile mills 
all weavers who produce 80 to 85 per cent, 
efficiency on quantity production are paid a 
bonus of eight annas per loom per fortnight 
In this centre all 'damaged cloth is banded over 
to the weavers and its cost at wholesale price 
is deducted from their wages In the enso of 
minor defects the weavers are fined As the 
total estimated bonns of the deductions made 
from the Ahmedabad weaxers’ wages both on 
account of fines and damaged material handed 
over amounts to more than Bs 15 lakhs annually, 
the efficiency bonus is not so profitable to the 
worker as it would appear to he The good 
attendance bonns also operates very harshly 
in certain cases In one mill in Western India, 
workers earning Bs 80 or under a month are 
paid a bonus of 4 annas a week for a comploto 
week’s work and a further bonus of eight annas 
a month fdr a complete month’s work If a 
worker loses a day ho loses twelve annas and if 
the day lost be a Saturday preceding a closed day 
he loses tw o thirtj ones of his monthly wages 
s Good attendance and efficiency bonuses are

The views of the local governments were also 
invited on the desirability of taking any action, 
legislate o or otherwise to counter any abuses 
which might bo found to pm ail Ihc labour 
Olhoo of the Government of Bombay conducted 
a very comprehensive enquiry into the subjoi t 
coloring all factories, railways, municipalities 
transport sen ices, commercial houses shop!,, 
hotels, etc, and tho results aero published in 
the form of a special report As n result ot its 
investigations that Go\ eminent came to the 
conclusion tint fining was an abuse gr.ue 
enough to require legislation tor its control 
and recommended according!} The subject 
was again examined m 1028-20 In the Bombas 
Strike Enquiry Committee (Tho Fawcett 
Committee) in ronncxion with tho stand, 
ardised rules put up bv the employ ers 
and tho demands irnt up by tho workers during 
the prolonged general strike in tho cotton mills 
In Bombay Clt\ m 1028 The Committee 
recommended t tiler aha, that deductions from 
wages on account of fines should not exceed 
two per cent of an operatne’s earnings dunng 
a particular pay period The Millow-ncis’ Asso- 
ciation, Bombay , accepted this recommendation 
and it is xerx noteworthy that almost all textile 
nulls in Bomba c which are affiliated to the 
Association 1m c limited then monetary punish- 
ments within this limit Tliore is, however, 
no control on fining in textile mills m Alimeda- 
bnd In tint centre the work of ‘cutlooking’ 
or scrutliu-ing manufactured cloth Is often 
entrusted to contr.icton> who often pax a lump 
sum o\crj year to tho mills for tins pnulegc 
Commissions v ary mg from six .lnnns fo twelve 
annas in the rupee on all fines inflicted is paid 
by the mill to tho contractor The system 
is also clobclv linked up with that of handing 
oxer damaged cloth to tho woikci concerned 
and deducting its xaluo at cost or wholesale 
prno lrom the worker’s wage*. The cutlookci 
also rcceixc commissions on the value of the 
cloth handed over It is estimated that these 
di duct ions in the Ahmedabad cotton mills 
i mount to nearly if not more than flitcon lakhs 
of rupees ox cry year The nutter is a giaxo 
abuse and a scand.il wlm h calls for immediate 
legislative action The action already' taken 
by the Gov eminent of India in implementing the 


recommendations of the Royal Commission on 
Indian labour on the subject have already 
been dealt with elsewhere m this section 

The Boyal Commission on Indian Labour have 
made sexeral important recommendations in 
connexion with the income of industrial 
workers and the question of their indebtedness 
In discussing the possible application to India 
of the minimum wage Convention adopted 
at the 1928 session of the International Labour 
Conference, Hie Commission are of opinion 
that the convention, “m referring to trades in 
which wages are exceptionally low, must be 
regarded as having m view trades m which wages 
are low, not by comparison - with western or 
other foreign standards but by comparison 
with the general trend of wages and wage levels in 
kindred occupations m the country concerned ” 
If the principle of the minimum wage is to be 
apphea to India, they consider that it would first 
be necessary to create machinery for fixing 
minimum rates of w ages m those trades m which 
wages are lowest and where there is no question 
of collective bargaining The industries 
indicated for a. careful study of conditions are 
mica, wool cleaning, shellac, bidi (the m- 
[d’genous cigarette) manufacturing, caipet 
w caving and tanneries and tho°e in which 
there is a strong presumption that the conditions 
warrant detailed investigation Ball informa- 
tion re wages and conditions shonld be collected 
j and if the surveys indicate 1 Sweating ’ the 
trades shonld be demarcated and the number 
and tho composition of wage Boards should be 
decided In the setting up of wage boards im- 
portant ci itena for consideration should be the 
cost of enforcement , and a policy of gradualness 
should not he lost sight of If the mxestigations 
appear to w arrant minimum wage fixing 
machinery, the necessary legislation for setting 
tin such m.ichmoiy should bo undertaken. 
These recommendations nic under tho considera- 
tion of tlio xarious Proxmoial Box eminent? 
and the Government of Bombay liaxc already 
initiated a general wage census to he completed 
in about three y ears m order to collect all possible 
information on tho subject of wnges in all 
types of industrial concerns m the Bombay 
Presidency.

Standard of Life —Very little information is 
av affable regarding f lie slandaid of living of the 
m 01 king ilnws m India Tliemostsatisfactoiy 
method of obtaining tins infonnation is by 
in cans of a family budget cnquny m which 
information is collected regarding the composi- 
tion, income and i \penditure of the family 
To enable gencrid court usions to be drawn from 
tm estimations of tins Ivpe it is always necessary 
to conduct the enquiries by wliat is known as 
the e\tcn<nc method, an attempt being made 
to secure the information from a large nufriber 
of families so as to minimise the effect of the 
peculiarities, of exceptional cases The sampling 
method is otten resorted to in conducting 
extensile family budget enquiries because of 
the impracticability ot collecting data by the 
census method It is essential that the sample 
rhnuld be representative in order to yield 
reli ible results 

At the Third International Labour Conference 
of Labour Statisticians held nt Geneva m October 
1020, the Committee on family budgets passed 
a resolution that m order to provide adequate 
information with regard to actual standards of 
lixmg, enquiries should be conducted generally 
nt inters als of not more tlinn ten years into the 
income, expcnditme and conditions of living of 
families representative of large homogeneous 
sections of the population It was also decided 
that for ,i complete enquiry Information should 
be rolled ed as to the district in which the family 
resides the composition of the household, the 
inuunnrs ,md onupations of members of the 
f miih tin n iturc of the housing accommodation 
•’u'l tin amount of each important item of 
i.inilj linunic and expenditure together with 
tpi unities, of purchases, where practicable It 
a as ,acrr < <1, liowcv or, that a less detailed invcstl- 
"Uwn omitting the particulars of the family 
income would bo sufficient where the sole objeot 
ni the enquiry is to provide weights for the 
c tlcularlon of cost of living Index numbers 

Tandy budgets were collected by the Labour 
Oil.ee lor .1,076 working class families m Bombay 
(nj in 1021-22 and the report based on the 
r ilts thereof was published in 1923 A now 
f.iiUj budget enquirj in Bomba) City was 


undertaken by the Bombay Labour office in 
1032-33 Tlio Bcport of this enquiry lias been 
submitted to Government and' will Bhortly be 
published Weights based on the results of this 
enquiry aie to be used in compiling n fresh 
cost of living index number for Bombay on a 
new base period 'The Labour Office collected 
085 budgets of working class families in Abme- 
dabad m 1920 and 1,133 budgets of cotton mill 
w orkers m Shol&pur m 1925 The roports based 
on the results of these "enquiries were published 
in 1928 A second family Budget enquiry for 
Ahmedabad was conducted in 1934 when over 
n thousand budgets were collected, the flgnreB 
are m process of tabulation and the report of 
this enquuy will be published early in 
1936 A small family Budget investigation 
for cotton mill workers m Bombay City was also 
condnoted by the Labour Office m 1930 but 
the losults of this investigation have not boon 
published so far 

In the United Provinces a number of budgets 
were collected at Oawnpore with the object of 
compiling a cost of living index number But 
the results of the enquiry were not found to be 
satisfactory and the province has not been 
compiling any coBt of living index numbor. 

The Labour Statistics Bureau, Bangoon, 
which was established by the Government of 
Burma m 1929, has made an extensive enquiry 
into the Standard and cost of living of the 
working classes m Bangoon and the report 
based on 4,309 budgets was published in 1028 
The results of this enquiry have been separately 
analysed for Burmese, Telugn, Tamil, Unya, 
Hindustani, and Chittagonian workers Sepa- 
rate index numbers for each of the different 
classes of workers havo also been published at 
the end of the report 1,092 budgets for tbo 
working class families in Nagpur and 507 budgets 
for working doss families at Jubbulpore were 
collected between September 1926 and January 
1927 for compiling cost of living index numbers 
for these two centres The v figures for the 
Nagpur, Jubbulpore and Bangoon Indexes 
for tho year 1933 have been given in tho 
above table.

certain Lcnevolont social Institutions such as the 
Kaing.tr Hitwardhak Snbba and tho Social 
here ice League, who«c activities were directed 
towards the betterment of the condition of the 
working classes But theso Societies were not 
composed of workers themselves. 
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Union, (3) The Corporation Scavengers' Union, 
(-1) Tlio S I Railway Employees' Union and 
r>) The Coimbatore Labour Union The Madras 
Harbour Port Trust Workmen's Union was 
reined in 1023-26 A section of the workmen 
of the Buckingham and Carnatio mills organised a 
separate Union in 1023-26 called the Buckingham 
and Carnatic Mills Employees' Union, as a 
rnal to the Madras Labour Union which is an 
old organisation in the same industry The 
Cordite lactory Labour Union, Aruvankadus, 
came into prominence during 1926-27 Unions 
were ucwlv formed for the employees of the 
Public Works Department workshops and the 
Government Central Press, Madras, while 
the D'ocesan Press Employees’ Union which 
liad remained dormant was revived The 
labourers working in the cotton ginning and 
pressing factories m Tiruppur, Coimbatore 
District, started a Union for thoir benefit 
Most of the Unions included in their programme 
a demand for separate representation for Labour 
m the Legislative Council The Oil Wolkers' 
Union and certain other Unions came into 
prominence only when thero was an impending 
labour dispute There were twenty-nine 
registered Trado Unions in the Madras Presi- 
dency nt the end of March 1034 
Railways — Labour Unions are, or have been, 
operation on ten of the Class I railways, on] 
some of which as many as three or more operate 
at the same time Most of them are registered 
trade unions apd the majority have secured 
some measure ot recognition irom the respective 
railway administrations Many railway trade 
unions came into existence during the penod 
1018-1321 but several of them were short-lived 
Those anions which have managed to survive 
are actively looking after the interests 
of their members and show signs of unproved 
organisation and usefulness especially m those 
where union committees are not dominated by 

5 arsons with a communistio bent of mind. 

, noteworthy feature' is that there it, 
an increasing tendency in many railway 
w ni»iia to look for oflicc-hearers and leaders 
from amongst membcis who are actually en- 
gaged in railwuy work There can bo no doubt 
t-i .-.*, within the Inst few years, the nppomtmont 
of establishment and employment oificors and 
special attention to welfare of - railway 
labour have been due largely to trade union 
propaganda. 

The following is a bat of surh All-India Fede- 
rations of Trade Unions or All-India associations 
of workers for which some information is 
available 

ILe All-India Railwaymen’s Federation — 
Though not a registered body under the 
Indian Trade Unions Act, this Federa- 
tion lias been taking an active part in collects e 
barga ining with railway authorities Having 
a ffilia ted to it about twelve unions of men 
working on all but two of Class I railway s 
and with a membership of nearly 1,00,000, 
it has been able to exercise considerable influence 
with the Railway Bbard and arrangements 
have been mado *for half-yearli conferences 
with the Board for the discussion of matters 
iffectmg wages and conditions of service of 
railway employees as a whole The federation 
is taking continuous interest m bringing railway 
employees closer together and securing greater 


unity in the trade union movement m the 
country At the last annual convention the 
Federation devoted special attention to tho 
question of reinstatement of retrenched staff, 
wage-cute, the proposed statutory Railway 
Board, eto

The National Union of Railwayman of India, 
Burma and Bombay — Tins Union was started 
by the Amalgamated Society of Railway Ser- 
vants of India arid Burma which came into 
existence as a sequel to the Great Indian Pen- 
insula Railway Guards’ strike m 1897 It was at 
first registered under the Indian Companies 
Act, but after the Indian Trade Unions Act 
oame into being, it altered its name, redrafted 
its constitution and registered as a Trade Union 
It has a membership of about 4,576 It provides 
foi its members various voluntary and other 
benefits such as death sickness, unemployment 
and life insurance benefits It is one of the few 
unions in India whioh maintains a political 
fund 

The All-India and Bunnah Covenanted 
Non- Gazetted Railway Services Association — 
Thu Association, whose membership is 
limited to covenanted Europeans emploved 
as foremen in railway workshops In India, was 
started in October 1926 with the object of secur- 
ing for its members the, benefits of the' Lee 
Commission's recommendations It submitted 
a memorial to the Viceroy on this question in 
November 1926 It has a membership of about 
800 employees scattered all over India and 
it originally had its Head Office in Bombay 
The Association registered with the Registrar 
of Trade Unions, Bombay Presidency, in March 
1928, but transferred its Head Office to Punjab 
in 1929 and again to Madras during the yeai 
1032-33 

The All-India Trade Union Congress — 
This organisation was inaugurated m 1920 
for two mam pui pose's- (1) to coordinate the 
activities of the individual Labour Unions in 
India which till then remained inedhate and 
were unable to take concerted action and 
(2) to recommend woikere’ delegates to the 
International Labour Conferences When the 
Government of India had to select a Labour 
lepresentatue to attend tho Washington Con- 
ference in 1919, there was no representative 
body of labour in India to be consulted and 
they therefore appointed Mr N M Joshi as 
the Workers' Delegate In order, therefore, 
that responsible Labour opinion in India might 
have a voice m the selection of the delegates 
to the International Labour Conferences, the 
All-India Trade Union Congress was organised 
and the first session of the Congress was held in 
Bombay on the 31st October 1920 Eight 
hundred delegates from different parts of India 
were present and sixty Unions were affiliated 
and 42 others expressed their sympathy with 
the Congress It became a central organisation 
of the trade union movement in India but from 
the beginning it bad a strong political colour 
Its presidents and secretaries have all been 
politicians first and labour leaders next, 
with tho exception of a few persons like 
Mr N M Joshi The Congress appointed 
itself a permanent body to meet onee a year 
It had a definite constitution, an elected 
Executive to carry on Its work, and Provincial

Madias on Tulj 16 and 17, 10S2, with 3fr V V E 
ttiri as President The Federation claimed the 
ailed nice of 40 unions in various parts of the 
countn including Native States and a total 
membership of 78,000 The Conference adopted 
tho provisional constitution of the Federation 
framed In the Committee of management and 
al«o considered the question of trade union 
unit} 

Almost from the time of the unfortunate 
split which occurred at Nagpur m 1929, the 
necessity of bringing about tiade nmon unity 
has been felt in almost every quarter Efforts 
lutvo been made 6inco 1980 to bring the different 
groups together informally and to try to And 
a re isonnble basis of agreement Some Bombay 
unions formed a 'platform of unit}’ the mam 
planks of which were (1) that the Trade Union 
is an organ of class straggle involving purely 
direct action , (2) that tho Trade Union Congress 
should not bo affiliated to the International 
Federation of Trade Unions, Amsterdam, and 
(3) that delegates should not be sent to the 
International Labour Conferences In these 
efforts tho railway unions which had remained 
aloof from the two rival national organisations 
tool: verv great interest and the AU-Tndin 
Railway men's Federation convened in Bombay 
a representative conference in May 1981, when a 
committee was appointed for the purpose of 
considering and reporting upon the best methods 
of bringing about unity in the ranks of Indian 
labour The platform of unity referred to was 
particularly examined by this committee whose 
suggestions for amendments w ere not approved 
by the extremist labour leaders belonging to 
the All-India. Trade Union Congress The 
All-India Trade Union Federation at its first 
session held m Madras however welcomed the 
efforts made by the Trade Union Unity Con- 
ference held under the auspices of tho All-India 
RaUwaymen’s Federation and authorised its 
working committee to co-operate with other 
unions m facilitating the reconciliation of 
differing points of view A special session of the 
AU-India Trades Union Federation was held 
at Calcutta m April 1933 for the purpose of 
considering the question of Trade Union unity 
amongst other subjects, and a resolution was 
passed authorising the General. Council to 
negotiate with the [Pro visional Committee of the 
National Federation of Labour (a new national 
trade union organisation formed by certain 
leaders of labour) on the question of trade 
union unity with a view to bring about amalga- 
mation between the two organisations on a fair 
and equitable bams As a result of these 
negotiations, the National Trades Union Federa- 
tion came into existence on and from 10th May 
1933 m place of the All-Indln Trades Umon 
Federation and the National Federation of 
Labour. 

The mam objects of this Federation are (a) 
to establish a socialist State in India, (b) to 
socialise and nationalise the .means of pro- 
duction, distribution and exclinngo as far as 
possible, (c) to ameliorate the economic and social 
conditions oi the working classes, and (d) to 
1 support and actively' participate In the struggle 
tor India’s political freedom from the point of 
view of the working classes by all legitimate, 
peaceful and democratic methods such as legis-

fation, negotiation, propaganda, etc , and, in 
the last resort, bv strikes and similar other 
methods Each affiliated union lias to pay 
to the Federation an annual fee of Bs 20 for 
2,000 members and below, Bs 10 for every 
additional 1,000 members or less npto 20,000 
and Bs 5 for every additional 1,000 mtmhors 
or less above 10,000 

The first session of the National Trades Union 
Federation was held in Bombay on the 24th to 
2GtliDec 1933 with Mr Mnnal Kanti Bose, the 
President of the Federation, m the chair The 
number of unions affiliated to the .Federation 
was reported at 50 and the total membership 
of individual members at 1,87,000 It was 
resolved to organise an All-India Textile Labour 
Federation to resist the employers’ attacks 
on the workers in the textile industry, and to 
provisionally affiliate the Nationnl Trades Umon 
Federation with the International Federation 
of Trade Unions for a period of two years m the 
first instance 

There was a split in the Federation at its 
first session held m Bombav The representa- 
tatives of Beveral Bengal Unions walked out of 
the conference on the 26th December 1933 in 
consequence of differences of opinion between 
them and Mr N M Joshi and held a meeting 
on the same day under the presidency of 
Mr Abdul Gham and resolved to form an All- 
India Federation of labour with the name and 
style of the All-India Trader Umon Federation 
with headquarters at Calcutta Mr M Daud, 
3 t A , Bar-at-Law, was elected President 
It was proposed to draft a constitution and 
place it for adoption beiore the next session 
to he convened at an early' date Six unions, 
all situated m Bengal, with a total membership 
of 15,099 promised affiliation to the new body

Trade Union Legislation 

In 1929 a Company owning a mill whose 
workers were on strike brought a suit against 
the leader of the local labour union which was 
conducting the strike and. others, seeking to 
restrain them from Inducing the plaintiffs 
workmen to break their contracts, and suing for 
damages for their actions in this respect The 
Madras High Court to whom the suit was referred 
gave their decision granting an interim injunction 
restraining the defendants from inciting the 
plaintiffs’ employees to continue the strike 
The case was eventually withdrawn but the 
proceedings suggested that, in the absence of 
legislation, even legitimate trade union activity 
was attended by considerable peril A« a result 
of a resolution moved br Mr N M Joshi and 
accepted by the Legislative Assembly in March 
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oi reai-tcrcd Tiule Unions in successii e jears 
nero ii>> follows —

the Union is concerned The Goi eminent of 
India m their third Report on the action taken 
on the Commission's recommendations state 
that these recommendations have been “ noted 
for consideration in due course “ 
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The weapon of the “ strike ” m industry first 
came into prominence in India during the period 
immediatm following the close of the War when 
the majority of the strikes as shown m the 
introductory Section were designed to secure 
increase* in wages commensurate with the rise in 
the cost oi living The epidemio of industrial 
strikes which characterised the period 1919-20 
reached a climax in the winter ot 1921 During 
this period strikes took place purely from 
economic causes and most of them ended success- 
fully from tho view-pomt of the workers, after 
a short struggle After this period, however, 


they tended to be more prolonged and less 
successful and, partlv owing to political causes, 
there were a number of fairly serious disputes in 
pnbbc utility sen ices In more recent y ears the 
machinations of the Communists have been 
Increasingly responsible for the calling of general 
strikes and their undue prolongation

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Bonus Dispute Enquiry Committee — The 
next Committee to he appointed bjr the Govern- 
ment of Bombay was the Committee of Enquiry 
with Sir Norman Madeod, as Chairman to 
enquire into the general strike of the Bombay 
cotton mill workers of the year 1024 in connexion 

1th the non-payment of an annual bonus for 
the year 1023 by the Bombay mills 

The findings of the Committee were — 

(1) That the mill workers had not estabhshed 
any enforceable claim, customary, legal 
or equitable, to the annual payment of a 
bonus, and 

(2) that the results of the working of the mill 
industry as a whole for the year 1023 were 
such as to justify the contention of the 
millowners that the profits did not admit 
of the payment of a bonus 

Bombay Strike Enquiry Committee —The 
third ad hoc Committee to be appointed m the 
Bombay Presidency was the Bombay Strike 
Enquiry Committee under the Chairmanship or 
Sir Charles Fawcett, Judge of the Bombay High 
Court, in connection with the general strike of 
the cotton mill workers in Bombay city of the 
vear 1023 m pursuance of the agreement arrived 
at between the Bombay Millowners’ Association 
and the Toint Strike Committee at a conference 
held under the Chairmanship of the Hon Sir 
Ghulam Hussain Hldayatullan, General Member 
of the Government of Bombay, on the 4th 
October 1028 

This Committee sat for a continuous period 
Of file and a half months and Its Beport was 
published on the 26th March 1920 

Some of the conclusions and recommendations 
of the Bombay Strike Enquiry Committee were 
as follows — 

(1) The proposals of the Millowners’ Associa- 
tion (a) for standardization of wages 
duties and numbers of operatives m a mill 
and ( 6 1 for Standing Orders for the opera- 
tives about the conditions of their employ- 
ment were In the mam fair and reasonable 

(2) While there was justification for the Asso- 

ciation's proposal to make a cut of 7$ per j 
^ent in weavers’ wages, there were reason- 
able objections to be urged against its 
adoption m the present circumstances 
and it was recommended that it should be 
dropped by the Association provided tbe 
Labour leaders undertook to co-operate 
in working the soheme for the standardiza- 
tion of wages , 

(3) That part of tbe standardization scheme 
which is called the "Bational" or 
" Efficiency ” system and which aims at 
reducing the number of operatives employ- 
ed in mills while raising their wages and 
providing conditions favourable for the 
extra efficiencj expected from the 
operatives was fair and reasonable 

(4) With regard to tbe Seventeen Demands 
submitted by the Jomt Strike Committee 
some of the demands which were con- 
sidered to be fair and reasonable were — 


(a) That the Millowners shall not vary 
any of the present conditions to the 
disadvantage of the workers before 
secunng the approval of the workers 
through their organisations 

(b) That the Millowners' Association 
shall not permit its Individual mem- 
bers to vary the conditions of service 
to the disadvantage of the workers 
without the sanction of the Associa- 
tion. 

(e) The rates of new varieties sball be 
fixed by the Millowners’ Association 
in consultation with the representa- 
tives of the Workers’ organisations 

(d) Eotices in vernacular showing the 
rates of piece work m detail should 
be posted in the Departments for the 
information of the workers

(e) That there should be no victimi- 
sation of men who had taken part 
in the strike or any Union activities 

Most of the above were eventually 
conceded by the Millowners’ Asso- 
ciation 

(fi) The following demands were held to be 
unfair and unreasonable — 

(a) The wages of those workers whose 
average monthly wage is less than 
Bs 30 Bhould be raised substantially 

(b) Tbe newly Introduced system of 
compelling the workmen (1) to take 
out and present tickets of attend- 
ance and (2) to clean machinery 
daily should be discontinued 

(0) The recommendations of the Committee 
for alleviating unemployment conse- 
quent on the introduction of efficiency 
methods of work were as follows — 

(a) The millowners should set up some 
machinery for taking note of all cases 
where workers are discharged on 
account of reduction of staff, and 
help them as far as possible to get 
suitable employment either in some 
other mill or in some other industry 

(b) The MiHowners’ Association should 
consider the advisability of a scheme 
for tbe payment of a gratuity to a 
worker, which may amount to say, 
four weeks or six weeks’ wages 
according to his length of service 
payable in suitable cases to dis- 
charged employees who may need 
help during the waiting period 
while they are seeking employment 
Tbe formation of an Out-of-Work 
Donation Fund on a voluntary 
basis to be created by a system 
of setting aside a contribution 
by tbe Millowners of one anna 
per operative per month to which 
fund the operatives through their 
representatives should be invited 
to contribute one anna or at least 
half an anna per head per month 
was suggested 
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(7) The Trade Unions should combine to 
arrange for the a«sl«tnnce of nn expert 
technical advisor in dealing with disputes 
arising under the Standardisation Scheme 

(8) In view of the fact Hint act era! matters 
required adjustment in connexion tilth 
the scheme for st age standardisation after 
it had been brought into operation and 
with a view to molding strikes and 
lockouts, machinery tins provided by 
“Mediation Hides’* agreed to bv both 
sides for setting up joint Committees to 
enquire into disputes arising under the 
scheme and to endeavour to arrange 
for their settlement. 

On Ing to the undue prolongation of the general 
strike in the Bombay Cotton Mills of the jear 
1929 and the consequent disruption of labour, 
it sms not possible for the Bomlnv^ Mill- 
owners’ Association to bring Into operation the 
Mediation Buies recommended by tlio Bombay 
Strike Enquiry Committee for the simple reason 
that there arc no recognised Unions represen- 
tatives of Bombay Cotton Mill workers in the 
City. The Bombay Textllo Labour Union, 
ofwhichMr N.M Josln.MLA , Is the President 
had barely 400 members. The recognition 
accorded by the Bombay Mlllowncrs' Association 
to the Bombay 61ml Kamgir Union which 
claimed a membership of over fifty thousand 
after Its registration in May 1928 was withdrawn 
by the Association on the publication of the 
reports of the Court of Enquiry appointed 
under the Trade Disputes Act to Inquire into 
questions connected with the general strike of 
the year 1929 and the lliots Inquiry* Committee 
The Association has been giving anxious con- 
sideration to the practical steps which might 
be taken by mills to bring about better relations 
between employers and their workmen and for 
the prevention of accumulation of grievances 
In a circular letter dated the 8th January 1930 
addressed by the Association to all the mills 
affiliated to it, they issued instructions 
that all millB should take immediate steps where- 
by complaints and grievances of the workers 
may be attended to by the management con- 
cerned at once. For this purpose complaint 
boxes were to be placed in the compounds of all 
mills in which workers arc invited to put in 
petitions regarding thur grievances or sugges- 
tions for improvement of conditions of work 
The mills have been requested to give sympathe- 
tic consideration to any complaints or suggestions 
made and to redress or give effect to them 
wherever possible.

TRADE DISPUTES LEGISLATION. 

Nothing further was heard about this Bill 
until tlio end of 1925 when His Excellency 
the Viceroy in a speech at the Annual 
Meeting of the Associated Chambers of Commerce 
of India anil Ceylon, at Calcutta, said "Tlio 
question of providing means of conciliation of 
trade disputes lias bcon tliorouglily explored but

question until the Trade Union Bill lias become 
law," The Trndo Unions Act was passed in the 
Legislative Assembly in March 1920 and was 
brought into operation with effect from tlio 1st 
Juno 1927 

In August 1028 tho Government of India 
published their second Bill making provision for 
the investigation and settlement of trade 
disputes and for certain other purposes This 
Bill was introduced m tho Lcgislativ e Assembly 
With a motion for circulation on the 21st 
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September 1028 Hie Bill differed m several 
important respects in comparison with the 
Government of India’s original Bill of 1924 
The mam part of the Bill falls into three parts 
Clauses 3 to 14 of the 1028 Bill related to the 
establishment of tribunals for the investigation 
and settlement of trade disputes This part of 
the Bill was based generallv on the British 
Indnstrial Courts Act of 1010 and its detailed 
provisions a ere adopted for the most part from 
clauses in that Act The mnin difference was 
tha t, \i hems the British Act sets up a Standing 
Industrial Court, the Conciliation Boards which 
the Bill proposed to establish were intended to be 
appointed ad hoc like the Courts of Inquiry, m 
order to deal a 1th particular disputes The 
object ox Courts of Inquiry which would ordi- 
narily be composed of persons having no direct 
interest in the disputes would be to investigate 
and report on such questions connected with the 
dispute as might be referred to them The 
objects of Boards of Conciliation which would 
ordinanlv include representatives of the parties 
to a dispute would be to secure a settlement of 
the dispute Provisions were made so as to 
enablo both Courts of Inquiry and Boards of 
< J o n ciliation to enforce the attendance of 
witnesses and the production of documents 
Neither party would be under any obligation to 
accept the finding of the Court or the advice of 
the Board , and m cases where the dispute is not 
brought to an end during the deliberations of the 
tribunal that had been appointed, reliance was 
to be placed on the force of pubhc opinion which 
would be enabled by the publication of the 
report of the tribunal to ran e at just conclusions 
on the merits of the dispute 


The second part of the Bill consisted of clause 
13 which related to public utility services In 
accordance with the definition i of ” Public 
Utility Services" in clause 2 of the Bill, Clause 
15 would be applicable to such railway services 
as would be notified by the Governor-General 
in Council The clause made it a penal offence 
for workers employed on monthly wages in 
public utdity services to strike without pre- 
vious notice and also provided heavy penal- 
ties for persons abetting such an offence 
The clause was based on the principle that 
persons whose work was vital to the welfare of 
the community generally should not be entitled 
to enter into a strike before sufficient time had 
been given to examine the merits of their 
grievances and to explore the possibilities of 
arriving at a possible settlement PtovusionB of 
a somewhat similar type already exut In the 
Toulon post Offices Act, m a number of Alunna- 
oal Acts in India, and the principle is one which 
is widely accepted in other countries. 

Clauses 16 to 20 of the Bill contained certaif 
special provisions relating to illegal strikes and 
lockouts These clauses followed closely the 
provisions of sections L_2 and 7 of the British 
^Prade Disputes and Trade Unions Act 19-# 
TTmv were to be applicable only la the case of 
the strikes and lockouts which satisfied both of 
two conditions m the first place, the strike or 
lockout must have other objects than the mure 
furtherance of a trade dispute within the 
industry 1 to which the strikers or employers 
Seed, and, in the second place, thestnke 
^ lockout must he designed to coerce Govern- 


ment either directly or bv inflicting hardship on 
tide community If these conditions were 
satisfied, the strike or lockout would become 
illegal Persons furthering the strike or lock- 
out were liable to punishment and would be 
deprived of theprotection granted to them by the 
Indian Trade unions Act, while persons refusing 
to take part m it would be protected from Trade 
Union disabilities to which they might otherwise 
be subjected 

The motion for circulation was adopted in the 
Legislative Assembly and the Bill was circulated 
to all Local Governments for opinion Some 
Provincial Governments recommended that 
questions connected with picketing and intimida- 
tion of the type which were entirely 'responsible 
for the undue prolongation of the general strikes 
In the cotton mills of Bombay City of the years 
1028 and 1929 and the rioting In Bombay In the 
year 1029, should also be covered The Bill 
was referred to a Select Committee of the Legis- 
late e Assembly in February 1920. 

The Select Committee decided to limit the 
duration of the Act to five j ears In connection 
with the definition of the term " Public Utility 
Serv ices” they were of the opinion that the wide 
power enabling the Government to declare any 
industry, business or undertaking to he a public 
utility service was undesirable as well as un- 
necessary and the provision made for this in the 
draft Bill was omitted Various proposals 
designed to lay upon the Government a definite 
obligation to convene a Court of Inquiry or a 
Board of Conciliation in cases where one of the 
parties so required were considered But the 
Committee thought that unless both parties 
were agreed in desiring a reference it would be 
useless to fetter the discretion of the Govern- 
ment as to the tune at which the matter was 
reported for action under clause 3 AttheBame 
tune they held that no option should be left to 
the Government to refuse to appoint a Court or 
Board where the Government was assured that 
both parties were agreed as to the necessity as 
well as to the form which it should take They 
therefore considered it necessary to provide that 
in every case a Court of Inquiry, where it 
consisted of one or more persons, shonld not 
include persons having an interest in the dispute 
or in any industry affected by it, and in thiB 
connection the Committee proposed a further 
definition of the term “ An independent person " 
The clause relating to the publication of the 
findings Of Courts and Boards was maintained 
on the lines of the English Act so as to make it 
quite clear that every report of a Court or Board, 
whether final or xntmm, must be published, and 
that only the publication of such information or 
evidence as the appointing authority thought fit 
should belefttoits discretion It was considered 
inadvisable to forbid the representation of parties 
before Courts and Boards by legal practitioners 
subject only to exceptions and they redrafted 
the clause m such a manner as to permit that 
such representation would ordinarily be permis- 
sible subject, however, to such conditions and 
restrictions as might be provided by the rules 

The Sdect Committee accepted the principle

were also specifically invited on the following 
five questions (1) whether any statutory 
provision should bo made in. the Act for the 
appointment of Conciliation Officers , (2) whether 
a permanent Industrial Court on the lines of 
the British Industrial Court Should be framed 
in each Province, (S) whether strikes or 
lockouts should be prohibited during the pen* 
dency of a Court of Enquiry or a Board of 
Conciliation , (4) whether awards of Boards of 
Conciliations should be made binding on both 
employers and the employed , and (5) whether 
picketing either by itself or when it is resorted 
to while a strike has been referred to a Court 
or Board should be made illegal The Govern- 
ment of India were also disposed to accept the 
recommendation made by the Commission to 
omit the words “ between an employer and any 
of lus workmen ” in Section 3 of the Act because 
as this Section stands at present it requires 
notices of the appointment or a tribunal appoint- 
ed under the Act to be sent to every individual 
employer affected by a dispute The Govern- 
ment of India requested all local governments 
to send them their replies by 1st November 
1038 At the moment of going to press the 
Legislative Assembly passed a bill introduced 
by the Government of India to oanve-tthe Trade 
Di spute Act into a permanent measure As 
regards the various amendments in the provi- 
sions of the Act it is understood that the Govern-

labour leaders like Mr If M, Joshi, ML A, 
have, during the last two or three years, been 
engaged In fighting the cause of labour either 
before the Bound Table Conferences in con- 
nexion with India’s political future or m the 
L egislat ive Assembly m connexion with Bills 
andproposals for new labour legislation 

With regard to the action which should^be 
taken by Provincial Governments the Commis- 
sion recommended that every Provincial Govern- 
ment should have an officer or officers whose 
duty It would be to undertake the work of 
conciliation and to bang the parties pnvately . 
to agreement The Commissioner of Labour in 
Madias, the Director of Industries in toe Punjab, 
the Director of Statistics and Labour Com- 
missioner m Burma and Deputy Co mmi ssioners 
and toe Director of Industries m the Central 
Provinces have already been entrusted with 
powers as Conciliation Officers 

The most notable achievement m the field of 
industrial conciliation m India was the passing 
of the Bombay Trade Disputes Conciliation Art, 
1934 This Act is, in the first instance, to apply 
to the textile industry It provides lor the ag 
nointment of the Commissioner of Labour as 
ee-officto Chief Conciliator and also for the 
appointment of a Xaboui Officer, special Con 


oihators and Assistant Conciliators If the 
Chief Conciliator or any Conciliator appointed 
under the Act (a) in any area forwhichalabom 
Officer is appointed, on receipt of an application 
or report from such Labour Officer, or ( b ) else- 
where. on receipt of an application from either 
or both parties to a dispute or upon hiB own 
knowledge or information is satisfied that a 
trade dispute easts or is apprehended, he 
may cause notice to be given to the parties to 
the dispute to appear before him and ne is em- 
powered to proceed to bring the two parties 
together with a view to conciliation The 
Labour Officer duties are " to watch the interests 
of w orkmen with a view to promote harmonious 
relations between employer and workmen and 
to take step to represents the gnevancles of 
workmen to employers for the purpose of ob- 
taining their redress Both the Labour Officer 
and the Conciliator have been given powers of 
entering premises and calling for documents 
relevant to the subject-matter of the enquiry ' 
The Act came into immediate effect and Mr 
W B Lilligon, ios, was appointed labour' 
Officer with effect from the 1st September 1984. 
In accordance with an undertaking given to 
Government by the Mrilwoners* Association, 
Bombay, for the appointment of the Association’s 
Labour Officer, the Association appointed Mr 
0 A Dalai bsc (London), as their labour 
Offlcerto maintain a uniform policy for discussion 
and to represent Mill Managements in proceed- 
ings with toe Government Labour Officer and the 
Chief Conciliator During the Bhort period for 
which the Act has been in force remarkable 
resnltB have been achieved and there is today an 
almost complete absence ot industrial strife Jn 
the cotton mill industry in Bombay City This 
will he evidenceed by the figures in the follow- 
ing table which show the number of disputes, 
number of workers Involved in these disputes 
and the number of working days lost m textile 
Mills In Bombay Cityfor each half year from the 
beginning of 1980 to the end of 1934

The Bombay Labour Office 

The real pioneer work in the field of labour 
Information and statistics in India during the 
last fourteen years has been done by the Labour 
Office of the Government of Bombay which was 
established in April 1921 In the Government 
resolution announcing the establishment of this 
office the following were declared to he Its func- 
tions — 

"(1) Labour Statistics and Intelligence — 
These relate to the conditions under which labour 
works and Include information relating to the 
cost df living, wages, hours of labour, family 
budgets, strikes and lockouts, and similar 
matters , 

•* (2) Industrial Disputes —As experience and 
knowledge are gamed and the activities of the 
Labour Office develop It will promote the settle- 
ment of Industrial disputes when these arise , and 


“(3) Legislation and other matters relating to 
labour — The Labour Office will advise Govern- 
ment from time to time as regards necessarv 
new legislation or the amendment of existing 
laws " 

When the Labour Office was first started it 
was placed m charge of Director of Labour, 
The post of the Director of Labour was, how ever 
abolished m 1926 and the Inboar office was 
placed under the charge of the Director of 
Information whose designation was changed 
to Director of Information and Labour Intel- 
ligence With a view to iimplementma the 
recommendation of the Roval Commission 
on Indian Labour m the matter, the Government 
of Bombay in Mav 1933 again changed the 
designation of the Director of Information and 
Labour Intelligence to ‘ Commissioner of 
Labour and Director of Information" With 
this change m designation the administrative 
control of the Factory and Boiler Departments 
was transferred from the Collector of Bombav 
to the Commissioner of Labour and the Commis- 
sioner of Labour was also appointed ev-officio 
Commissioner for Workmen’s Compensation 
and Registrar of Trade Unions Under the 
Bomba* Trade Disputes Act, 1934, the Com- 
missioner of Labour has also been appointed 
evofficio Chief Conciliator In addition to 
the Commissioner there are four granted 
officers attached to the Labour Office Three of 
these nro Assistant Commissioners of Labour 
at headquarters in Bombay and the fourth 
wlio is called the Labour Oflicer at Abmedvbad 
is stationed at that centre There are also three 
toll time Ladv Investigators but these are not 
gazetted appointments The Assistant Commis- 
sioners, the labour Officer and all the Investi- 
gators receive conveyance allowances The 
office staff contains two Statistical Assistants,

Society, has been continuously nominated as 
labour member in the Legislative Assembly 
In the Bombay Presidency the Local Govern- 
ment had provided one seat tor labour, and Mr 
S K Bote nos nominated as the labour member 
in the first tiro Councils after the reforms In 
1927 the I oatl Government increased the number 
of seats for labour to three but the pmriplo of 
nomination was maintained The three nersons 
representing labour interests in the Bombay 
legislative Council at present are Messrs S K 
Bole, Sjed Munawar and R, B. Bakhale In the 
Central Provinces, Mr B W Pulay, a Nagpur 
pleader, has been nominated as a representative 
of urban factory labour In Bengal there have 
been two nominated members to represent labour 
inf ercsts since the introduction ol thh reforms 
The Assam Government reserves one seat for the 
nomination of a member to represent labour but 
it has been found Impracticable to find any 
one who could adequately represent this consti- 
tuency and therefore the seat is vacant ‘In the 
present Assam Legislative Council 
Relation between Central and Local 
Governments — It has already been stated 
above that under the Devolution Rates, factories, 
settlement of labour disputes and welfare of 
labour are reserved subjects These subjects 
arc, however, subject to central legislation 
The provincial legislatures are not debarred from 
initiating legislation on these matters bnt they 
can only do so with the piovious sanction of the 
Governor-General in Council The actual 
administration of the Acts passed ny the central 
legislature under the above heads falls on the 
local Governments who have to bear the entire 
coat of administration, as it is not permissible 
under the constitution to incur any. expenditure 
from central revenues on the administration ol 
provincial subjects This constitutional position 
is perhaps, to some extent, responsible for the 
opposition shown by some of the I oca) Govern- 
ments to labour measures on which their opinions 
have been invited by the Government of India 
during recent years The Governor-General in 
Council exercises control .over the administration 
of the Acts passed by the legislature in two ways 
m the first place he is vested by Statute with the 
general power of superintendence, direction and 
control , and, secondly, these Acts in most cases 
either reserve certain powers to him to make the 
powers conferred on Local Governments subject 
to his control The general principle observed 
by the Government of India has been to grant to 
the provinces as free a hand as possible m the 
administration of the various Au-Indla Acts 

Effect of differences in Law in Indian, 
States end British India — Few Indian States 
have any labour legislation bnt most of them are 
of little industrial importance „ The only States 
which have more than 8,000 persons employed 
fa factories and mines are Hyderabad, Mysore, 
Indore, Baroda, Jammu and Kashmir, Gwalior 
and Travancore Most of these States have a 
Factories Act which, however, ib much below the 
stand ard of the corresponding Act in British 
India In recent years there has been a 
tendency on the part of certain capitalists to 
endeavour to evade the uroyisions of the 
Factory Law In British India bv establishing 
mills or factories In the territories of Indian 
States 


Recommendations of the Royal Commit 
sion — The most important recommendation 
made by the Royal Commission on Indian Laboui 
in connexion with Government administration of 
matters connected with labour is for the setting 
np of an Industrial Council which would enable 
representatives of employees of labour and of 
Governments to meet regultnly in conference 
to discuss labour measures and labour policy 
It is suggested that the Council should meet 
annually and its President should be elected at 
each annual session The Secretary" of the 
Council should be a permanent official responsible 
to it for current business The functions of tho 
Council would bs (1) the examination of proposals 
for labour legislation inferred to it and also to 
Initiate such •Proposals , (2) to promote a spirit 
of co-operation and understanding among 
those concerned with labour policy, and to 
provide an opportunity for an interchange of 
information regarding experiments in labour 
matters , (3) to advise the Central and Provincial 
Governments on the framing of rules and 
regulations , and (4) to advise regarding the 
collection of labour statistics ana the co-ordina- 
tion and development of economic research 
If Labour Legislation is made a Central subject 
m the new constitution of India, the Royal 
Commission recommend that tho authority 
finally responsible for such legislation must 
bo the Central Legislature If Labour legisla- 
tion Is to be decentralised, some co-ordinating 
body will be necessary The decisions of the 
Council could not be given mandatory powor, 
but m certain circumstances it might bo made 
obligatory for Provincial Governments within a 
specified time to submit proposals for Initiation 
to their respective legislatures for a decision 
as to their adoption or rejection 

Tho Commission recommended that Labour 
Commissioners should be appointed both for 
the Central and fn all the Local Governments 
except Assam Labour Commissioner should be 
selected officers who should hold the appointment 
for a comparatively long period They should 
be responsible for the publication of labour 
statistics, should have the right to enter ail 
industrial establishments and should be generally' 
accessible both to employers end labour and 
should act as conciliation officers "Where thorn 
is danger of establishments being transferred f o 
Indian States in order to escape regulation, on . 
effort should be made to obtain the co operation 
of the adjoining states The Commission also 
recommended that the possibility of making 
labour legislation both a federal and a provincial 
subject should receive adequate consideration , 
ana that if federal legislation is not practicable, 
efforts should be directed to securing tbat, as 
early as possible, tho whole of India participates 
in making progress in labour matters For 
States in which there Is appreciable industrial 
development, the Industrial Council Should 
oiler a suitable channel for co-operation. On 
the 7th March 1935 Mr P X hapro moved a 
resolution in the Council of State uiguig the 
establishment of the Industrial Council on the 
hues svguested hi the TThitly Commission 
Mr D B Mitchell speaking on behilf or

No person can 
engage a servant who fails to produce his pocket 
register or whoso pocket register does not record 
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tho termination of his last previous service, h 
any On engaging a servant the master has to 
enter forthwith in the pocket register the date 
and capacity In which such servant is engaged 
and cause the servant to attend personally al 
the registrar’s office to have such entry Inserted 
in the general registry Similarly, m case the 
master discharges a servant he must insert in 
the pocket register the date and cause of his 
discharge and the character of tho servant 
Provided that if for any reason he be unwilling 
to give the servant a chaiacter or to state the 
cause of his discharge he may decline to do 
so But m such a cose he must furnish to the 
registrar in writing his reasons for so refusing 
If the Ber v ant on dismissal foils to produce his 
pocket register the master must notify that 
fact to the registrar Whenever any fresh 
entry is made in the pocket register tile servant 
is bound to attend the registrar’s office to have 
such an entry recorded In the general registry 
Every servant whose name is registered shall, 
if he subsequently enters service in any place 
not under the operation of the Ordinance, at- 
tend personally at the nearest police station on 
his entering or leaving such service and produce 
his pocket register to the principal officer of 
police at such station in order to enable the 
police officer to record tho commencement or 
termination of the service . The police officer 
has then to communicate it to the registrar of 
the town or district In which such servant was 
originally registered 


Various penalties of fine as well as ot 
lmpisonment are imposed for violation of anv 
of the acts required to bedone or duties imposed 
by tho Act on the various persons mentioned 
below As respects masters u they fail to fulfil 
any of the duties Imposed on them by the Act 
they expose themselves to a liability of their 
being fined to the extent of Us 20. Similarly 
a servant, who fails to fulfil any of the duties 
imposed on him by the Act is liable to pay a fine 
not exceeding Bs 20 But in case he gives any 
false information to the registrar or to any 
other person on matters in which he Is required 
by thfs Ordinance to give information, he Is 
liable to a fine not exceeding Bs 50 or to im- 
prisonment. With or withont hard labour, not 
exceeding 3 months A fee of 25 centB is 
charged to the master on engagmga new servant, 
a like fee of 25 cents is charged to the servant 
on his provisional registration, or on registration 
being confirmed, or for registration of previous 
service or antecedents. But in case of loss or 
destruction of the pocket register the servant 
haB to pay one rupee for the iBsue of a duplicate 
pooket register, 

A similar Ordinance (No. 17 of 1914) has been 
Introduced m the Straits Settlements, where 
Its operation has been limited to such local areas 
as may be declared by the Governor m Council, 
and its application witbm such areas has been 
restricted to the class of householders who are 
I expected to desire the benefit of the provisions 
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The Indian port for the direct Journey to and 
from Europe Is Bombay.

West, by steamers sailing ronnd Ceylon, and 
several lines connect Colombo with Europe 
Of the latter the Orient the Messageries Marl- 
times, the Bibby Lines.N.Y K, Australian Com- 
monwealth, and Boyal Dutch Lines are the Chief 
besides the P. & 0 The Bibby and Henderson 
services extend to Bangoon The new railway 
between Indio and Ceylon greatly Increases 
the importance of tbeColombo route for Southern 
India The shortest time between London and 
Bombay is 13 days tna Genoa or Venice The

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Tho problem of internal au services was 
freshly taken up by the Government of India in 
tho Department of Industries and Labour when 
blr Bhupendranath Jlitra was member of 
Government for that portfolio Farce of 
circumstances had already necessitated the 
appointment of a Director of Civil Aviation and 
the first holder of the post was Lt -Col F C 
Shelmcrdine, oil 

Kon-official members of the Assembly , under 
tho leadership of Dr Moonjc, then an elected 
\ member, for some time strongly pressed Govern- 
.ment to institute a practical system for the 
training of young Indians in Civil Aviation 
They foresaw that the development of civil 
aviation in India was only a matter of time and 
their great desire was to prevent it following in 
the wake of the mercantile marine and the 
commissioned ranks of the army, in which 
Indians came to the fore under modern condi- 
tions only in time to be faced with competition 
by Britishers who were first in the field The 
upshot of this agitation was an arrangement 
by which young Indians might be sent to 
England for training with a view to their future 
employment in the Civil Aviation Department 
as aerodrome officers, inspectors of aircraft and 
engines, etc Light lads were dispatched for 
the opening of this system Others followed and 
results have been successful These men are 
not trained primarily as commercial pilots, but 
a development of their training, if they show 
special aptitude and desire to adopt a pilot's 
career, is always m view This is a wise pre- 
caution and Borne of them take pilot’s certi- 
ficates AU of them receive a certain amount of 
training as pilots and they also go through a 
post-graduate course at the Imperial College of 
Science and Technology and a period of attach- 
ment to selected aircraft works and to the 
London Terminal Aerodrome at Croydon The 
course lasts for two years and three months, 
during which time the'men receive scholarships 
amounting to £240 per annum A condition of 
eligibility for these scholarships is that appli- 
cants must possess a B So degree m engineering 
or physics 

In all, 8 Indians were trained as Government 
Scholars and arc at present employed in the 
Civil Aviation Directorate Of these, 0 are 
employed as Aerodrome Officers at Karachi, 
Allahabad, New Delhi, Calcutta, Akyab ana 
Bangoon , the remaining two as Assistant 
Aircraft Inspectors at Karachi and Calcutta 
In 1938, a further batch of 5 ground Engineers 
was sent to England for training m advance 
aeronautical engineering One was to undergo 
a course in o\y-acety!ene welding and of the 
remainder two were to b° trained in aircraft 
and two in engine manufacture The course is 
for a penod of 2} years 

Internal Air' Services — Sir Bhupendra- 
nath Ultra was in due course obliged 
to reconsider the question of assisted internal 
aerial services in India An arrangement was 
made by which the Imperial Airways’ Service 
between Croydon and Karachi was, on 30th 
December 1929, extended to New Delhi, moils 
from and for Europe being earned to and far 
each week This conveyance of mails between 
New Delhi and Karachi was performed -under a 


special arrangement, the chief point of which 
was that the service was conducted by the 
Postal Department of the Government of India 
and that Impenal Airways chartered to them 
machines for the purpose This meant, in effect, 
that the ‘Western service of the Airways Company 
continued to Delhi, but that technically the 
servioe from Karachi eastwards, belonged not 
to them but to the Government of India. 
Passengers as well as mails were carried On the 
expiration of the penod for which the contract 
on these hnes.was arranged, the Government of 
India decided not to renew then: charter with 
Impenal Airways and adopted the alternative 
course of contracting with the Delhi Flying 
Club to carry the weekly Karachi-Delbi air malls 
to and fro Passengers were also earned by 
this service This, like the earher special 
arrangement with Imperial Airways, was 
obviously a transitional plan It came into 
operation early m 1932 It filled the need of 
the moment, pending the development of a 
permanent scheme 

Before Sir Bhupendranath Ultra could cnti- 
cally develop the matter, he was succeeded m 
charge of the Departmental portfolio by Sir 
Joseph Bhore and the latter entered with 
enthusiasm into the problem Its solntion was 
largely assisted by a great deal of spade-work 
earned out by Col Shehnerdine before ho 
resigned his appointment as D C A In order to 
take up the corresponding one m England A 
scheme was worked oat under the direction of 
Sir Joseph Bhore far the institution of a weekly 
air-service between Karachi and Calcutta In 
connection with the weekly amvals and depar- 
tures of air malls oonveyed by Impenal Airways, 
Ltd , from and to England If the Government 
of India had at this tune taken no steps towards 
the organisation of a servioe of the kind, they 
would have been unable to prevent Imperial 
Airways or some other non-Indian concern from 
establishing one and the authonties In India 
were determined that bivil aviation within 
India should be Indian in character, either 
through the development of private enterprise 
or through the institution of Government- 
owned services

The arrival of aente financial stringency 
following on the world depression, necessitated 
the abandonment of the Government Karachi- 
Oaloutta service m 1931 Four Avxo-10 aero- 
planes had already been purchased for the 
service and they were sold, one of them 
being retained for the use of Their 
Excellencies the Earl and Countess of 
Wllhngdon, who had newly arrived in India 
on the appointment of the Earl to be Viceroy* 

Efforts to attain the desired result were 
revived successfully in 1938. Arrangements

THE SUEZ CANAL 


Transits through the Suez Canal during the, 
year 1034 amounted to 5,003, and receipts 
amounted to 850,410,000 francs, compared with 
5,423 transits and 852,280,000 francs in 1933 
Thus, in spite of the 41 per cent reduction in 
dues which came into force on 4pnl 1 last, 
rceipts were oier 4,000,000 francs higher 
But tor n sharp fail m the last two months of the 
j ear, the receipts for 1934 would haie been aery 
much better, for at the end of October the gain 
over tlio corresponding period of the preaious 
year was nearly 10,000,000 francs Thesubsc- 
quent setback was largely the result of a sea ere 
contraction in demand in Lastem freight markets 
during the last quarter of the jear Bcceutlv 
there has been a slight recoaery m tlio East, 
which, if continued, wall faaourably affect the 
canal traffic The December ligures, which are 
announced with the results for the year, avere 
406 transits and 70,560,000 francs receipts, 
compared avith 488 transits and 77,040,000 
francs in December, 1933 

Improvement Schemes. — It was announced 
in 1914 that from and after January 1st, 
1915, the maximum draught of water 
allowed to ships going through the Snez Canal 
would he increased by 1 ft , making it 30 ft 
English 

The TP”rtmnTn permissible draught of Bhlps 
using the Canal was 24 4 feet in 1870 , in 1890 
ships drawing 25-4 leet could make the passage , 
and during the following z4 years she increase 
has been at the average rate of about 1 foot 
every six years, thus bringing the maximum 
draught authorized to 29 feet 

The scheme of improvement adopted by the 
Company on the recommendation of the inter- 
national Consultative Committee of Works, 
the British representatives on which are Sir 
William Matthews and Mr Anthony Bister, Is 
a comprehensive one, and the details suggest 
tha t it will meet the needs of the big ship 

A 40 Feet Channel — The declared policy oi 
the Canal Company in regard to the deepening 
of the Canal Is to offer a slightly greater depth 
of water than that aa affable in ports east oi 
Suez It is claimed that, with the exception 


of Sydnev, there is no eastern port which at 
low tide has a greater depth of water than that 
now provided in the Canal throughout the fnll 
length of nearly 105 miles In any case the 
work m hand should meet the needB of any 
ibhip likely to be built for the eastern trade 
during the next few years. 

When the Canal was opened in 1869, the width 
was 72 feet and the depth about 26 feet 2 inches, 
in June, 1913, the width at a depth of 32 feet 
8 inches had been increased to a minimum of 
147 feet 6 inches over a length of about 85 miles, 
and to a width ot 328 feet over a distance of 
about 20 miles The latest scheme makes 
provision for a depth of 40 feet throughout 
and for a widening up to 196 feet 8 indies in 
the south section, and the cutting of an appro* 
pnate number of sidings m the north and central 
sections, where a minimum width of 147 feet 
6 inches is believed to be sufficient for the 
requirements of the immediate future 

The work 6t enlarging the capacity of the 
Canal presents no special difficulty on the engi- 
neering side A good deal of sand is occasionally 
driven Into the channel at Fort Said during 
storms, but a remedy for this will he fonnd in 
extension of the west breakwrater by about 
2,700 yards at a cost of over £6,000,000 The 
construction of this extension, which has been 
In hand for the past taro years, is making satis- 
factory progress The Suez Hoads are being 
adequately dredged In accordance with an 
agreement between the Egyptian Goa eminent 
and the Company. 

Almost up to the end of 1915 the works for 
i extending the Jett/ to the west of Port 8aid, 
works of capital importance for the protection 
, of the entry to the Canal were pushed on 
unin terruptedly In Xovember, however, for 
want of hydraulic lime, the manufacture of 
; artificial rocks for this jetty was interrupted 
ibe submarine foundations in stone and rubble 
of thenew jettyorere, as a matter of tact, com- 
pleted to a length of 2,500 metres ; the protective 
blocks were laid for 1,040 metres, and cemented 
for over 800 metres Ihe protection of the 
Channel is thus secured, and there is no need 
of any apprehension as to its futnre 
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dn plight if vou must By moonlight its seduction 
is irresistible Sit on the steps by the 
entrance gate and watch the moon drift above 
the trees and the nng of silver light stealing 
round the base of the dome and creeping gently 
upwards to the pinnacle See it also in the 
fading evening light when amber and rose 
and gold, the sun sinks m the west behind 
the crenelated ramparts of Agra Fort If 
you must visit it in the broad light of noondav 
then forget the first view from the gateway 
and wander awhile about the gardens where 
you will find exquisite glimpses of snowy 
structures so light and graceful that they seem 
to test on air , of buoyant cupola and climbing 
campanile Here is grandeur as well as beaut v , 

The Taj Mahal, however, is only one of the 
many interesting sights of Agra, and its Fort, 
Itmad-ud-Daulah's Tomb, Akbar’s Tomb, 
5 miles from Agra, and Fatehpur Sikri, the 
deserted city of Akbar about 23 miles distant 
are all well worth a visit No other fortress 
in the world presents so great an appearance 
of knightly splendour, of proud and noble 
dignity or, with a more sovereign grace, crowns 
its red bastions with so wonderons a collection 
of palaces, mosques, halls of state, baths, 
klosques, balconies and terraces as Agra Fort, 
a mile and a half m circumference with walls 
70 feet high faced with red sandstone The 
vigorous style of decorative architecture that 
Akbar introduced into his red sandstone palaces 
was embellished by his grandson Shah Jahan 
who was largely responsible for the delicate 
Inlay work and the low reliefs m white marble 
There are no buildings to equal these except 
those found In the Palace in Delhi Fort which 
Shah Jahan built when he transfeirred his 
headquarters to Delhi Akbar’s vigorous 
hut supremely attractive style appears at its 
\ best in Fatehpur Sikri which he built in his 
joy at the realisation of his fondest hopes when 
his son Jahangir was born 

There m the year 1589 AD on a lonely 
eminence, Akbar founded his city and there 
began to rise as if by magic those great battle- 
mented walls, the magnificent palaces and 
courtyards, the great mosque and the other 
superb specimens of the skill of the Moghul 
stone-masons which stand to this day a source 
of endless wonder and admiration to visitors 

The traveller moves northward past Muttra 
and Brmdaban, famous places of Hindu pil- 
grimage due to their association with the both 
and early life of Lord Krishna, until Delhi is 
reached Delhi, the capital of India, in days 
gone hy and now the imperial Capital of India, 
has no rival in greatness, as all men know that 
be who holds Delhi holds India Here the 
visitor will find much that will interest and 
enthrall him Here he can trace the growth 
and fall of dynastv after dynasty, hero he will 
find some of the best examples of the work 
of the Moghal Period at itB zenith as he wanders 
with muffled feet m the great courtyard of the 
largest mosque m India, the Juma Masjid, or 
in Shahjabanabad, the Fort and Palace of 
Shahjahan whose halls rival those of the palace 
In Apt* S’ 01 * with their delicate inlay work In 
marble and their gardens Here are crumbling 
memorials of the Mutiny, Hindu* Rao’s house, 
(Kashmir Gate beneath which some still 


salute dead Home and Salkhed as they pass, 
the tree encumbered sites of redoubt and 
battery, Nicholson’s grave, Asoka’s pillar, the 
site of the great Durbar 

Kutab, the first of the so-called Beven cities 
of Delhi with its Kutab Minar, 238 feet u height 
erected u the 12th century AD of red and 
cream sandstone overlooks the plain where 
many of the pages of history were written 
The Kntah Minor, tapering from the base to 
the summit, is divided by five oorbelled balconies 
while on the fluting is carved an intricate design 
in which are introduced verses from the Koran 
In the mam courtyard stands the famous 
pillar of solid wrought iron devoid of rust 
and dating back to about 400 AD Visitors 
to Delhi should not miss seemg the Kutab for 
it is unique in India 

New Delhi, the eighth city of Delhi, is worthy 
to rank with its seven predecessors, Kutab, 
Sm, Tnghlakabad, Jahanabad, Firozabad, 
Puarana Qila and Shahjabanabad, the present 
day Delhi Here yon find an example of town 
planning earned out by some of the leading 
architects and engineers in the' world on a site 
where they conld start with a free hand 

If you decide to take the route northwards 
from Bombay via Bajputana, then yon will 
see another but equally interesting side of 
India Bajputdna, the land of chivalry, 
attracts the visitor as few places do Alone 
at Udaipnr IS there, m its perfection, the fairy 
palace of one’s childhood, just such a long 
cataract of marble terraces and halls falling 
Into the waters of a mountain encircled lake, 
as the illustrator of an Andrew Lang fairy book 
delights to draw. 

Mount Abu, the Rajput Olympus, combines 
the delights of a hill station with one of the 
histone homes of the gods The Ddwara 
Temples, the masterpiece of Jam architecture, 
contain some of the finest carvings m India 
Forests of marble columns, carved and polished 
till they resemble Chinese ivories, are linked 
hy flying arches that twist and twine from 
pillar to pillar like exquisite creepers, softening 
outlines and producing the effect of a symphony 
of graceful movement 

Northwards from Delhi is the Punjab and the 
North-WestFrontier Province whence most of the 
recruits for the Indian Army come Here you 
will find Amntsar, the home of the Sikhs, Lahore, 
one of the most ancient and famous cities of 
India, the Khyber Pass, the historic gatewav 
into India from the North, the flourishing cities 
of the Canal Colonies which have risen up since 
British Engineers have harnessed the waters 
of the Punjab " the Land of the Five Rivers " 
which formerly ran to waste and many another 
city Through the Pun jabalso yon will travel to 
reach Kashmir, famous since the days of the 
Moghal Emperors 

The glory of Amritsar is the Darbar Sabib 
(the Golden Temple) The pavements of 
the sacred tank are all of marble from Jaipur 
and the tank itself 'contains a sheet of water 
510 feet square In the midst approached 
by a marble causeway, rises the Golden Temple, 
nearly cubical In form and decorated with 
wonderful richness

Northern and Central India is, however, 
not the ouh interesting part of India and the 
South can show >011 sights unlike tboso in any 
other part of the World South India is a land 
of temples, full of the most wonderful carung 
while Mysore, one of the most progressive Indian 
States, can show vou line buildings, falls higher 
than Niagara and wonderful scener> 

Madras is the capital of the Madras Presidency 
and the third largest town in India, and the 
Presidency Includes tnat part of India which 
was one of the first in which English and other 
foreign nations settled The visitor will still 
find m the large honses bclongmg to the merchant 
Prineea with their far spreading compounds, 
In tlic conveyances still used bv the local 
inhabitants and In tbe scenery, which is the 
India of tho old picture books, traces of what 
India used to be when first tho English settled 
there 

Mysore commemorates m its name the des- 
truction of Mahnshasuia, a mmotnur or buffalo 
headed monster by Chamundi, the form under 
which the consort of Siva is worshipped as the 
tutelary goddess of tho ruling family Mysore 
State as a picturesque land of mountain and 
forest presenting the most diversified and 
beautiful so^nery The Capital which bears 
tho same name as the state is a city with many 
fine buildings and a visitor to India who wishes 
to see thfe working of an up-to-date Indian 
States situated among wonderful scenery cannot 
do better than visit Mysore Elephants range 
throughout tho sonthem forests and from 
time to time keddah operations aro undertaken 
when wild elephants are captured in stockades 
Tigers, leopards and bears are numerous and 
bison are found m certain forests Tbe famous 
Gersoppa Palls present one of the most beautiful 
sights of wild untarnished nature to be found 
m India Many of the temples contain examples 
of the finest carving, and Senngapatam famous 
as the capital of Tippu Saltan and about nine 
miles from Mysore is well worth a visit For 
those who are travelling from Bombay to 
Colombo an interesting trip can be arranged 
via Mysore _ J 

At Madnra and Triohinopoly will be found 
examples of somo of the best and most interest- 
ing work m South India 

Madura has been aptly described bv European 
scholars as the “ AthenB of South India " 
and from time immemorial has been tbe abode 
of South Indian culture in all its aspects. 

It contains one of the finest and largest temples 
in South India and unlike many other temples 
tho tourist is allowed to wander without restric- 
tions over most of it Near Shiv a’s shrine and In 


tho hall of Manfiipam of a Thousand Pillars 
can be seen some of the finest carving m stone 
m all the world The workmanship is so fine, 
tho ohiselhng so delicate that one is lost m 
silent admiration as one looks at the representa- 
tions of the Hindu Paritheon and at the graceful 
figures of men, women and animals 

Tnclnnopoly is noted for its rock temple and 
about three miles away is Snrangam with its 
famous temple which ib claimed as the earthly 
abodo of Vishnu the Lord of Creation 

No one visiting India should miss the opportu- 
nity of seeing Burma for it is a country of 
extraordinary charm, a country of contrasts 
Whatever be your hobby, whatever be your 
interest, bo it sport, history, ethnology or botany, 
or should you bo merely fond of beautiful 
scenerv you will find a greater variety in Burma 
than m probably any other country Vou 
can see huge snowy ranges and alps Bpangled 
with rhododendrons and flowers unknown to 
science You can find magnificent jungles 
almost impenetrable to man, bordering rushing 
torrents,' or yet agdinst you can sco emerald 
green paddy fields and great winding rivers in 
the plains Should you be adventurous and 
seek the wilder regions, 3011 will find great 
gaps m the frontier onvisited by civilised men 
and peopled bv head hunters, China, Nagas 
and tno fierce Black Lisu Yet you will also 
find omhsation in the big cities like Rangoon 
and 3 £aymyo Rangoon, the capital, is of 
special interest m that it possesses the famous 
Shwe Dagon Pagoda, the Sacred Golden Pagoda 
visited by-more pilgrims than any other Buddhist 
Temple in Indo-Chma 

This short account of India is not intended to 
be coihprehensive and does not even mention 
many of the interesting places to be visited, 
but it ib hoped that it will give some indication 
of the wonderful pageantry, tho magnificent 
buildings of an older age, the sport, and the 
many things of interest which India and India 
alone can offer 

December, January and February aro the 
most pleasant months for a visit to Lidia The 
days me pleasantly cool and except on tho 
seaboard the nights are cold India speaking 
broadly has no winter except m the far north 
It is a land of sunshine and colour But the 
traveller arriving before November or staying 
m the country beyond the month of March 
must expect to find the tropical snn asserting 
its sway unless he wends his way to fair RaBhmir 
or to one of the hill stations of India , Simla, 
the summer capital of India, Darjeeling the 
delightful or one of the many others situated 
among the hills of India

Honorary 
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Hill Stations. 


In India especially during the months of April 
and May, and at Christmas time, everybody 
tries as much as possible to take a holiday in the 
hills Being anything from 2,000 to 8,000 feet 
above the level of the sea and difficult of access 
for motor traffic, the hill stations are delight- 
fully cool and peaceful. Here one can usually 
nde, walk, play tennis and golf, or simply laze m 
beautiful surroundings and forget all about the 
trials of work and prickly heat These are the 
principal hill stations in alphabetical order — 

Darjeeling (8,000 ft) — From Darjeeling 
the highest mountain peaks In the world can 
be seen The temperature averages 2 s above 
that of London all the year round , that is, it 
neither exceeds 80° in summer nor falls below 
30 s In winter Darjeeling 1 b the summer seat 
of the Government of Bengal To reach it, 
the traveller must start from Calcutta by taking 
train to Slllgun, a journey of 10 hours From 
Sfligun the journey is completed either by motor 
or hill railway In about 6 hours The principal 
hotels in Darjeeling are the Mount Everest, the 
Grand (Bockville), and the Park. 

Kangra Valley — The Kangra Valley is 
situated about 100 miles east-north-east' of 
Lahore at the foot of the Dhaula Dhar Bange 
of the Himalayas There are magnificent 
landscapes and many histone temples and 
buildings The visitor must take tram from 
T.nTmrn to Pathankot where he changes over 
the newly-opened narrow-gauge railway running 
between Pathankot and Joglndarnagar in Mandi 
State Places to stay at are Dalhousie, 
Dharmsala and Kangra The best hotels at 
TiaiTiniisin are Stiffle's Grand View and the 
Arraumoor, and at Dharmsala the Switzes’s. 

Kashmir —Perhaps the most famous beauty 
spot in the world can be reaohed by taking 
train (either GIPorBB&CI) from 
Bombay to Bawalpmdl (about 48 hours) whence 
the remainder "of the journey is accomplished by 
motor. The average height of the valley is 
about 6,000 feet, and It Is entirely surrounded 
by the lofty, snowy outer ranges of the 
jfnTftVnram and Himalaya Visitors usually 
stay either at Srinagar or Gulmarg At Srinagar 
one can live at Kedau’B Hotel or in boarding 
houses, or one can hire a houseboat and live on 
the B.iver Jhelum At Gulmarg Kedou's is the 
only hotel. As at Srinagar visitors usually take 
up their quarters in wooden huts rented through 
the Srinagar agencies or in tents. 


Matheran (2,500 ft) — The nearest hill 
station to Bombay, ideal for walkers and any 
body wanting rest and quiet Beached by 
taking tram from Victoria Terminus, Bombay, 
to Feral (about li hours) whence Matheran may 
be reaohed by hill railway (2 hours) or by pony, 
rickshaw, or on foot by a good walker. Stay at 
the Bugby Hotel. 

Mahableshwar. (4,500 ft) — Until recently, 
when expenditure had to be cut down, the 
summer seat of the Government of Bombay. 
Those who do not motor the whole way from 
Bombay, a distance of about 180 miles, usually 
take tram to Poona and then hire a car from 
Poona to Mahableshwar Mahableshwar is 
noted for its delightful vegetation : orchids and 
lilies bloom m April and May. Hotels — 
Bace View and Frederick 

Mount Abu (4,500 ft) — An ideal place for 
combining the pleasures of a mountaineering 
holiday with the interests of an arobsological 
excursion Beached by B B & O. I. trams to 
Ahmedabad, thence by metre-gauge to Abu 
Boad, whence the journey Ib completed by car. 
The Bajputana Hotel is recommended There 
Is also a Dak Bungalow containing four furnished 
rooms, permission to use which must be obtained 
from the Assistant Engineer, PWD, Mount 
Abu " 

Murreo (7,000 ft) — The summer head-

views and walks Visitors take train to 
Bawalpindi whence they complete' the remaining 
37 miles by car. The principal hotels are the 
Cecil and the Viewforth 
Mussoorie (7,500 ft) — -Much frequented on 
account of Its exceptionally fine climate 
Beached from Bombay by G I P or B B A C. 

I trains tor Debra Dun, a journey of 35 hours, 
where it is necessary to change over to motor 
which reaches Mussoorie about two hours later. 
The leading hotels are the Cecil, Charleville, 
Hackman's Grand, and the Savoy. 

Nairn Tal (6,600 ft ) — Is the summer 
residence of the Governor of the United 
Provinces From Bombay there are two wajs 
of getting there The first is to take either 
G IP. or B B A C I train to Muttra, thenco 
by metre-gauge to Kathgodam, and thence by 
motor (2 hours) The second route which takes 
about 5 hours longer is to take G I P train to 
Lucknow and then change over to the metre- 
gauge railway The Grand, Metropote and 
Bojal are the best hotels. 


(7,000 ft)— Beearded by many

Pioneer Climber*. — Mountaineering In the 
Himalayas "began some eighty years ago when 
purveyors crossed high passes and scaled peaks 
in tho course of their work Among these 
pioneers muBt he mentioned the Schlaglntwcit 
brothers, who in 1855 reached a height of 
22,320 it, on tho Eastern Ibl Gamin, one ol 
the subsidiary peaks of Kamet, whilst I. S 
Pocook of tho Buraoy of India set up a 
plane tablo at 22,040 ft in tlio same dlstrlut 
Another notablo early explorer was the famous 
botanist Sir Joseph Hooker who, in 1840, explo- 
red tho Sikkim \alloyB of Knnehenjunna and 
mode attempts to climb Kangchcnjnu, 22,700 ft 
and Pauhnnrl, 23,180 ft. Some remarkable 
explorations were also carried out by tlio Pandits 
of tho Survay of India. Among tlicso mon was 
Hahn Sarat Ohandra Has wlio traversed the 
Jonsong La, 20,200 ft. 

Later In the nineteenth century camo Sir 
Martin (now Lord) Conway who, in 1802, mndo 
explorations In tho Karakoram Himalayas, 
particularly in tho region of the Baltoro Glaolor, 
the greatest of Himalayan glaciers, and climbed 
a peak of 28,000 ft.

Aerial Expedition — An interesting aside to the 
exploration of Everest was an aerial expedition 
undertaken In 1938 for the purposo of photogra- 
phing the mountain from the air This venture 
was financed by Lady Houston Major L V 8 
Blacker, formerly of the Guides, was its leader 
and in charge of Its survey w one, Lord Clydesdale 
chief pilot, Fit Lt A McIntyre second pilot and 
Major P T. Etherton, its London mnnngcr 
Two specially equipped aeroplanes, adaptations 
of the well-known Wapiti, wero proxldcd 
A special point in their equipment was the 
provision of compressed oxygon for supply 
through gas masks to the aviators at high 
altitudes. The expedition was not permitted 
(o fly across the Tibetan frontier, so as to 
circle Mt Everest, but both machines successful!) 
flew over the peak and several good photographs 
were taken or it By permission of the Nepal 
Government a line of flight from Pnrnea, the 
base of the expedition, across Nepal terrltor) 
to Mt Everest, was taken and along this 
good survey photographs as the somewhat 
poor visibility at the time of the flight, in April, 
permitted. 

An interesting mountain flight of which 
details were published In 1933 was one from 
Bisalpnr to Gilgit and back, undertaken by 
the B A F at Bisalpnr m the course of its 
routine duties in October, 1932 The expedition 
was commanded by F Lt Isaac and was made 
by five of the machines ordinarily in use by the 
Force The distance from Bisalpur by way of 
the Indus Valley and past Nanga Parbat to 
Gilgit is 28S miles It was Covered iu 2 lire 
20 mins on the outward flight and in 2 his 
5 hum on the return journey From Gilgit 
the machines further proceeded upon flights 
over the Hunza, Nagar and Bakiot areas 
Brilliant photographs of Nanga Parbat and 
Bakaposhi,as well as of other places of impor- 
tance or interest, were taken 

The year 1932 saw a well organised expedition 
to Mount Nanga Parbat It was conduc 
ted by Dr Merkl, of Munich, and included Lt 
B M Frier, of the Gilgit Scouts, who acted 1 
as transport officer, an American Mr Band I 
Herron and Miss E Knowlton, of Boston, USA, 
Several determined attempts to reach the 
summit of the mountain in August were brought 
to an end by the break-up of the weather 
before they attained success 

The Disaster of 1934.— In 1934 Herr Mcrki 
returned to the attack with an even stronger 
party, which included a number of well-known 
German and Austrian mountaineers and Captains 
Fner and Sangster of the Indian Army as trans- 


port officers Fatality early overtook the 
expedition, Herr Drexcl djing of pneumonia 
Owincr to various delays, Camp IV was not 
established until the end of jTune.

In 1934 Messrs E E Slupton and H \Y 
Tilmnn, by a magnificent piece of exploration 
and mountaineering, succeeded in penetrating 
the hitherto Impracticable Bl«hi Gauge to the 
glacier basin of Nanda Devi, thereby solving a 
problem that had exercised the minds of Himala- 
yan mountaineers for mnnv years and completing 
the work of pioneers such ns Dr. T G Longstaff 
and Mr Hugh Buttlcdgc Messrs Sldpton and 
Tilman also crossed from Badnnnth to Gangotn 
via the Satopanth Pass and explored tho head 
of the Gangotn glacier , 

Lt -Col G F Stochr, B E , and Lt D M 
Burn, B E , lost their lives on 12th August 
1932, while climbing on Panjtaxnl, near Pahlgam 
In Kashmir - 

Several expeditions have lately been made 
into the Himalayas by members of the 
Himalayan Club, especially expeditions Into 
Sikkim by members of Its Eastern Section. 

The Himalayan Club — Hfas founded on 17tb 
February 1928, at New Delhi with the object of 
encouraging and assisting Himalayan travel and 
exploration, and extending knowledge of the 
Himalayas through science, art, literature and 
sport The Initiation of this Club was due to 
the Hon’ble Sir Geoffrey Corbett, Secretary, 
Commerce Department of the Government of _

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Tho transfer of the capital of India from 
Calcutta to Delhi was announced at the Delhi 
Durbar on December 12, 1011. It had long 
been recognised as necessary, in the interests 
of the whole of India, to de-pro vincialise the 
Government of India, but this ideal was un- 
attainable as long os the Government of India 
were located In one Province, and in the capital 
of that Province— the seat of the Bengal Gov- 
ernment — for several months In every year 
It was also desirable to free the Bengal Govern- 
ment from tbe olose proximity of the Govern- 
ment of India which had been to the constant 
disadvantage of that Province To achieve 
these two objects the removal of the capital 
fiom Calcutta was essential its disadvan- 
tages had been recognised as long ago as 1868 
when Sir Henry Maine advocated the change 
Various places bad been discussed bb possible 
capitals, but Delhi was by common consent 
tbe best oi them all. Its central position and 
situation as a railway junction, added to its 
historical associations, told in its favour , 
and. as Lord Crowe sold in his despatch on tbe 
subject, “to the raceB of India, for whom 
tho legends and records of ibe past are charged 
with so intense a meaning, this resumption 
by the Paramount Power of the seat of vene- 
rable Empire should at once enforce the con^ 
tinutty and promise the permanency of Bri 
Hub sovereign rale over tbe length and breadth 
of tbe country.” 

The foundation stone of the new capital 
was laid by the King Emperor on December 
16, 1911, the Anally edeoted site being on the 
eastern elopes of the hills to the south of Delhi, 
on the fringe of the tract occupied by the Delhi 
of the past. The land chosen is free from 
liability to food, has a natural drainage, and 
Is not man worn It is not cumbered with 
monuments and tombs needing reverent treat- 
ment. and the site le near the present centre 
of the town of Delhi. A Committee consisting 
of Surnn.-General Sir a P. Lukis, Ur H. T.

The Headquarters Offlee is at Calcutta under 
the Assistant Survejor General, and there are 
four Directors, one for the Map Publication 
and other technical offices at Calcutta, and 
three for three of the five Survey of India 
Circles into which the country is divided , the 
other two Circle areas (covering Burma and 
South India) are administered personally by 
the Surveyor General 

Of the three Circle Directors, one also admini- 
sters the Geodetic Branch at Debra Dun in 
addition to his topographical survey Circle

Indian Science Congress — The Indian 
Science Congress was founded largely owing to 
the efforts of Prof. P. S. Macmahon and Dr J L. 
Simonson These two gentlemen worked Jointly 
as Honorary General Secretaries of the Congress. 
till 1921. The Asiatic Society of Bengal under- 
takes the management of the Congressfinancesand 
publishes annually the proceedings of the Con- 
gress The objects are (l) to encourage research 
and to make the results generally known among 
science workers In India, (2) to give opportunities 
for personal Intercourse and scientific compa- 
nionship and thus to overcome to some extent 
one of the chief drawbacks in the life of workers 
in science In India, (8) to promote public interest ' 
In science ; for this end the Congress Is held 
at different centres annually, and evening 
leotnres open to the public form an important 
part of the proceedings of each Congress 

The Congress, which Is progressive and vigor- 
ous, meets In January each year, the proceed- 
ings last for six days The Head of the Bocal 
Government is Patron of the Congress, the 
Congress session is opened by a Presidential 
Address delivered by the President for the 
year. The President Is chosen annually,, the 
different sections being represented In turn. 
The sections arc (1) Agriculture, (2) physics' 
and Mathematics, (3) Chemistry and Applied 
Botany, (4) Zoology and Ethnography, (5) 
Botany, (6) Geology, (7) Medical Research, 
when the sections meet separately each section 
is presided over by its own President also 
chosen annually. The mornings are devoted to 
the reading and discussion of the papers, 
the afternoons to social functions and visits 
to places of Interests, In the evenings public 
lectures are delivered. 

The Indian Research Food Association — 
This Associate!, which Is a much older body 
[ than the National Research Council in England, 

I was constituted In 1911 with a Bum of rupees 
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five lakhs (£83,000) set; aside as an endowment 
for the prosecution and assistance of research, 
the propagation of knowledge and experimental 
measures generally in connection with the 
causation, mode of spread and prevention of 
communicable diseases. It can claim to be 
amongst the pioneers in organised medical 
research on a large scale and has been referred 
to by other countries in very complimentary 
language. Still better, it has been copied by 
several other nations. 

During 1929 the constitution of the Governing 
Body was altered by the Government of India 
It was considered that, in view of the largely 
increased activities of this Association, the 
Governing Body, which had hitherto most 
expeditiously and economically conducted 
the business of the Association should be now 
made more representative in character. It was 
accordingly enlarged by including two non* 
official members from the Legislative Assembly, 
one from the Council of Slate, two from the 
Medical Faculties of the Universities and one 
non-medical scientist The creation of a Recruit- 
ment Board in India for selecting the personnel 
employed by the Association and of a Consulta- 
tive Recruitment Board in England also came 
under the consideration of Government It was 
further decided that the Governing Body of the 
Indian Research Fund Association should be the 
co-ordinating agency for the research activities 
of the All-India Institute of Fublio Health 
which is being built at Calcutta and of the 
proposed Central Medical Research Institute. 

The Conference of Medical Research 
Workers is drawn from all parts of India 
and consists of experts in their particular lines 
of research, discussed yearly the general policy 
of research work In India as well as the detailed 
schemes which are proposed to he undertaken 
by the Indian Research Fund Association in the 
following year. The results of these discussions 
are available to guide the members of the 
Scientific Advisory Board of the Indian Research 
Fund Association in making their recommenda- 
tions for the programme, of the following year 
The Advisory Board also met in December and 
examined all the proposals for research work 
and recommended a scheme of research for the 
guidance of the Governing Body of the Indian 
Research Fund Association. 

The official organ of the Association is the 
“Indian Journal of Medical Research,” which 
has a wide international circulation The 
Association also publishes “Indian Medical 
Research Memoirs, ' which are supplementary 
to the " Journal". 

Since its inception a great number of inquiries 
have been carried out under the auspices of the 
Association and great expansion of its activities 
has taken place from small beginnings. 

The principal inquiries are the Malaria 
Survey of India, which Isa Central organisation, 
located at Kasanll and Haxnal, plague research 
at the Haffidae Institute, Bombay, kala-azar 
by a commission in Assam, bacteriophage by 
Dr Asheshov at Patna, nutritional research by 
Colonel McCarrison at the Pasteur Institute, 
Coonoor, and indigenous drugs and drug addic- 
tion by Lt -Col. Chopra at Calcutta. 

The Malaria Survey of India, which now 
enjoys international recognition, Is constantly 
called upon to advise as to the best methods for 
malaria prevention in India. As put of the 


activities of this organisation and In commemo- 
ration of Sir Ronald Ross’ intimate association 
with India, an experimental malaria station 
was opened in Haraal In January 1927 and is 
known as The Ross Field Experimental Station 
for Malaria. Besides carrying ont experiments 
iu connection with the prevention of malaria, 
annual classes ore held at which candidates from 
all over India aro shown the latest methods 
for dealing with the malaria scourge and are 
Instructed now these methods should be applied. 

In connection with the Malaria Survey of India 
and in order to assemble all facts relating to 
malaria, a new publication has been started 
known as the " Records of the Malaria Survey 
of India,” of whloh up-to-date four number 
have been issued. 

The programme for each year involves an 
expenditure of Rs.10 lakhs or more and the 
Institution of 40 or BO investigations. 

Geological Survey — lire ultimdto aim of 
the Geological Survey of India Is the preparation 
of a geological map of India upon the accuracy 
of which the solution of most geological prob- 
lems ultimately depends Mans accompany 
the reports on the various areas in the publica- 
tions of the Department and a large amount of 
information Is made available to the public 
Such maps represent pioneer work which enables 
prospectors and mining engineers to cut short 
their preliminary investigations and to start 
where we Geological Survey has left off. Dur- 
ing tiie preparation of the geological map and 
the general Burvey of the country, mineral depo- 
sits of importance nre sometimes discovered. 
Such discoveries are published without delay 
and every endeavourls made to induce private 
firms to take up the exploitation of the mineral 
discovered. Collections of minerals, rocks and 
fossils are accumulated and exhibited la .the 
public galleries of thfe Indian Museum, situated 
In Calcutta. Some of the most interesting and 
scientifically valuable additions to tbo collections 
in recent years have been the remains of an- 
thropoid apes of great age discovered at 
different places in the Slwallk Hills, a range ' 
which for hundreds of miles runs parallel to 
the Himalayas, at a short distance below the 
foot bills of the latter, and Is largely composed 
of Himalayan detritus The Geological Survey 
helps in the spread of geological education In 
India by the presentation of mineral, rod: and 
fossil specimens to educational institutions 
The knowledge gained concerning the geological 
structure of India and the composition of the 
rocks that compose the strata enables the 
department to help In the solution of engineer- 
ing problems connected with the selection of 
sites for dams for reservoirs, the safety of hill 
slopes and the suitability of particular bnfldlng 
stones for particular purposes The Department 
18 also often able to advise on problems concern- 
ed with the snpply of water As a result of the 
knowledge gained concerning the structure and 
disposition of the mineral deposits of India, 
the Department is also Jn a position to give 
advice concerning the conservation of the 
mineral resources of the country. The Geological 
Survey also undertakes the examination and 
Identification, without fee, of any minerals, 
rocks and fossds sent in by private observers. 
The publications of the Survey include the 
Memoirs, Records' and Palaontologia Indlca. 
The Survey headquarters are m Calcutta. 
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Tlie control of the Posts and Telegraphs 
of India is vested in an officer designated 
Director-General of Posts and Telegraphs 
whose office is attached to the Department 
erf Industries and Labour of the Government of 
India For the efficient working of the Depart- 
ment a representative of the Finance Deptt — the 
Financial Adviser, Posts and Telegraphs— > 
has been attaohed to the office of the D. G P 
d. T The Financial Adviser not only controls 
the finances of the Dept but also assists the 
D G generally in examining matters containing 
financial Implications in which the former is 
assisted by the Deputy Director-General, 
Finance The superior staff of the Direction, 
in addition to the Director-General himself, 
consists on the postal side of one Senior Deputy 
Director-General, one Deputy Director-General 
(postal services), five (moulding one temporary) 
Assti D epnty Director-General and one Personal 
Assistant to the Director-General 


For postal purposes, the Indian Empire Is 
divided Into nine circles namely, Bengal 
and Assam, Bihar and Orissa, Bombay, 
Burma, Central, Madras, Punjab and Worth- 
West Frontier, united Provinces and Sind and 
Baluchistan Each of the first eight Is in 
charge of a Postmaster-General and the Sind 
and Baluchistan Circle is controlled by a 
Director, Posts & Telegraphs. The Central 
Circle comprises roughly the Central Provinces 
and the Central India and Bajputana 
Agencies. 

The Postmasters-General are responsible to the 
Director-General for the whole of the postal ar- 
rangements in their respective circles, including 
those connected with the conveyance of malls 
by railways and Inland steamers All the Post- 
masters-General ore provided with Deputy and 
Assistant Postmasters-General. The nine Postal 
Circles are divided into Divisions, each In oharge 
of a Superintendent of Post Offices or Railway 
Mall Service as the care may he and each 
Superintendent Is assisted by a certain 
number of officials styled Inspectors 

Generally there is a head post dfflee at the 
head -quarters of each revenue district and other 
post offices la the sime district are usually 
subordinate to .the head office for purposes 
of accounts. The Postmasters of the Calcutta, 


Bombay, and Madras General Post Offices 
and of the larger of the other head post offices 
are directly under the Postmasters-General 
The Presidency Postmasters have one or 
more Inspecting Postmasters subordinate to 
them When the duties of the Postmaster 
or a head office become so onerous that he la 
unable to perform' them fully himsef a Deputy 
Postmaster la appointed to relieve him of some 
of them, and if still further relief Is required, 
one or more Assistant Postmasters are employed. 
The ‘more Important of the offices subordinate 
to the head office are designated sub-offices and 
are usually established only in towns of some 
Importance Snb-officeB transact all classes of 
postal business with the public, submit accounts 
to the head offices to which they are subordinate 
incorporating therein the accounts of their 
| branch offices, and frequently have direct 
dealings with Government local sub-treasuries. 
The officer In charge of such an office works It 
either single-handed or with the assistance of 
one or more clerks according to the amount 
of business. 


' Branch offioes ara small offices with limited 
functions ordinarily Intended for villages, and 
are placed in charge either of departmental 
officers on small pay or of extraneous agents, 
such as school-masters. Shopkeepers, land- 
holders or cultivators who perform their postal 
duties In return for a small remuneration. 


The audit work of the Post Office Is entrust- 
ed to the Accountant-General, Posts and 
Telegraphs, who Is an officer of the Finance 
Dep.utffisnt of the Government of India and 
is not subordinate to the Direotor-GenernI 
The Accountant-General is assisted by Deputy 
Accountants-General, all of whom, with the 
necessary staff of clerks, perform at separate 
head-quarters the aotnal audit work of a certain 
number of postal circles. 

In accordance with an arrangement which 
has been In force since 1883, a large number of 
sub-post offices and a few head offices perform 
telegraph work Ip addition to their postal work 
and arc known by the name of combined offices. 
The policy Is to increase telegraph facilities 
everywhere and especially In towns by opening 
a number of cheap telegraph offices working 
under the control of the Post Office.

Great improvements have been effected m 
many places ; bnt tbe village house Is still often 
ill-ventilated and over-populated* the villas? 
site dirty, crowded with cattle, choked with rank 
vegetation, and poisoned by stagnant pools, 
ana the village tanks polluted, and used In- 
discriminately for bathing, cooking and drinking 
That tbe way to Improvement lies through the 
educ tion of the people has always been 
recognised " 

Of recent years the pace has been speeded 
np as education progressed, education develop- 
ed, and funds were available In a resolution 
Issued in Hay 23rd, 1014. the Government of 
India summarised the position at that time, and 
laid down tbe general lines of advance. This 
resolution (Gazelle oj India, May 26th, 1014) 
should be studied by all who wish to under- 
stand the attitude of the Government of India 
towards sanitation prior to the passing of 
tbe Reform Hot of 1010 It will be found 
summarised In tbe Indian Year Book of 1022 
(page 476 land earlier editions Oneofthe 

greatest changes effected by tbe Beform Act of 
1010 was the transfer of sanitation to the 
provinces making it a subjeofe directly responsi- 
ble to looal control through Ministers It Is yet 
too early to attempt to 'Indicate the effects 
of this change 

The public Health Commissioner with the 
Government of India in a general review of 
health organisation in British India which he 
laid m January, 1028, before the Interchange 
Study Tour organised for Medical Officers of 
Health from the Far Eastern Countries by the 
Health Organisation of the League of nations, 
concluded ' that the State effort in regard to 
Health Organisation In British India is one 
of no mean importance, that it has evolved 
over a couple of centimes during which many 
Tniwtnkff B in policy must be admitted, that it 
has provided the Officers and the stimulus neces- 
sary for laying the foundations of medical edu- 
cation, that It has tiled to uphold the ethical 
standards of western mfedicme and that in which- 
ever way it is regarded It is an effort of which no 
Government need be ashamed ’’ He quoted, tbe 
remark of tbe Government of India in their Beso- 
lution of 1014 that "in tbe land of the ox eart 
one must not expect tbe pace of the motorcar.** 


The Public Health Commissioner in his 
annual report for the year 1026 noted the 
introduction of the political element Into health 
matters as a result of the Reforms and said that 
the improvements being introduced before the 
Reforms were m some provinces now in a fairway 
to maturing but that in other provinces “with 
less appreciation of the actual needs so far 
from adding to the organisation as they have 
fonnd it have shown a desire to scrap even some 
of what they originally possessed” Bnt, ho 
says, “ though the picture is neither bright nor 
the future rosy. It is becoming increasingly 
evident that a considerable section of the Indian 
community is thinking ' seriously on these' 
public health problems amid much futile and 
destructive criticisms of State and municipal- 
efforts here and there valuable and suggestive 
criticism can be met with which goes to prove 
my contention '* 

India’s birth rate In 1925 was nearly twice 
that of England and Wales, her' death rate was 
twico that of England and Wales and nearly 
three times that of Hew Zealand and her infan- 
tile mortality rate was nearly 21 times that of 
England and Wales and nearly 44 times that of 
Hew Zealand. “The information furnished 
for the great group of infectious diseases of world 
import, te., plague; Cholera, small-pox, yellow 
fever, typhus, malarih, and dysentery shows 
(says the Public Health Report already cited) 
that if we except typhus and yellow fever, 
India is one of the world’s reservoirs of Infec- 
tion for the others' and the main reservoir of 
infection. for plague and Cholera*’ The signi- 
ficance of these facts must, adds the Commis- 
sioner, be obvious to all who think “Briefly 
their implication is that India’s house, from the 
public health point of view, is sadly out of order 
and that this disorder requires to be attend- 
ed to It Is not for India to say that so far as she 
is concerned prevention is impossible If we 
think of the effect of sunlight on tnberde rid- 
den Children , of tbe effect of feeding on nCkets, 
scurvy and ben-ben, of the way in which 
malaria, Chblera, yellow fever, dengue, ankylos- 
tomiasis and fllanaas can be and have been over- 
come we need have-no fear m regard to India 
provided the necessary measures are put into 
operation.” 

The Pubbc Health Commissioner In an address 
before the annual congress of the Far Eastern 
Association of Tropical Medicine, held In Cal- 
cutta in December, 1927, urged the import- 
ance oflnstitnting a Central Stints try of Health 
which should be Charged with the functions of 
co-ordinating the policies and activities 
of the departments concerned in the several 
provinces and with keepmg them abreast of 
scientific progress There is at present no 
public Health Act for the whole of India, nor 
under existing administrative arrangements Is 
oneimmssSiately possible, but the desirability of 
the Central Ministry of -Health and of sneb an Act 
Is likely to be urged in tbe course of the revision 
of the Consfatntional Reforms now m progress. 
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The Commissioner In hl< nnnunl report lo 
Government lor 1027 gave at •I* 1 ' outset 
the following lext lor thought •* Whether

Among women and children (British Other 
Banks) 1,202 women or 292 3 per thousand of

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LEPROSY IN INDIA. 


It Is exceedingly difficult to give anvtlung 
approaching an accurate estimate of the total 
number of lepers In the Indian Umpire to-day 
In 1921, when a Census was made, leprosy 
was regarded as an infirmity like blindness, 
Insanity and deaf -mutism and the supposed 
nnmber of lepers was tabulated along with 
these. The number counted was 102,513 os 
agafaut 109,004 m 1911. But It was reoognlsed 
doubtful if this figure represented anything 
more than the more advanced cases and that 
possibly a majority of this number Were the begg- 
ing and panper lepers who are seen all over the 
country. Dr. E. Muir, M D ,7 B O 8 , the Leprosv 
Research Worker at the Calcutta School of 
Tropical Medicine, said that " recent figures 
obtained from a carefully conducted but limited 
survey, tend to confirm the computation thai 
there are roughly from a half to one mininr 
People in India suffering from leprosy ” 

Early In the year 1924, the British Empin 
Leprosy Relief Association was constituted ir 
Engtand with JEL R H. The Pnnce of Walei 
aa Patron, the Viscount Chelmsford as Chain 
man of the General Committee and H. E, tin 
viceroy of India as one of tile Vice-Presidents 
Following its formation and in view of tin 
good results being obtained from the newesl 
treatment of leprosy, H. E the Viceroy fell 
that the time was auspicious for the Inauguratioi 
and carrying on of an earnest campaign witi 
the object of ultimately Btampmg out leprosj 
from India, 


His Excellency Invited certain gentlemen 
representing varions Interests to form an Indian 
Council of the Association, which he formally 
inaugurated at a public meeting In Delhi on 
tho 27th January 1925 

A general appeal for funds In aid of tho Asso- 
ciation was Issued by His Evcollency the Viceroy 
on the date of the inauguration of the Indian 
Conned which was closed after a year with 
realizations amounting to over Rs 20,00,000 
which was invested In the end of 1928 The 
investments amounted to Rs 20,63,085 yielding 
an annual revenue of over Rs 1,22,000. 

In the scheme of anti-leprosy campaign 
which the Association put Into operation, 
the respective parts to be played by tho Central 
and Provincial Committees In canylng forward 
the aims and objects of the Association are 
definitely apportioned The Central Com- 
mittee is vested with the task of promoting 
research, of preparing and publishing propa- 
ganda material, arranging for the training or 
doctors In tho diagnosis and treatment or 
leprosy according to the latest methods and of 
conducting an expert survey of selected areas 
for the ascertainment of the facts regarding the 
incidence and endemicity of leprosy. Measu- > 
res for the accommodation ana treatment o* , 
leprous patients and other schemes of -purely 
local interest are to be the concern of provin- 
cial committees as agents of the Indian Ooanen 
in the Provinces. 
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The policy and principles of the British 
Empire Leprosy Belief Association, Indian 
Connell, with regard to provincial committees 
are expressed in Its "Memorandum on the 
method of conducting the anti-leprosy campaign 
in India " which was published In 1626 This 
document sought to bring out the following 
main points which according to the latest 
scientific researches should be the basis upon 
which all efforts ultimately to eradicate leprosy 
must rest — 

(1) Pauper lepers form only a small fraction 
of the leper population, and the disease is 
common among all classes of the community 

(2) Segregation is not the most appropri- 
ate method of dealing with lepers, for 

(а) financially it would be impossible , , , 

(б) any attempt to impose forcible segrega- 

tion would drive patients, parti- 
cularly those who are suffering from 
the earlier stages of the diseasef to 
conceal their misfortune, tud, as has 
been the case where such means have 
been adopted, only the more advanced 
and obvious lepers would be segregated. 

(3) The majority of the advanced cases are 
not highly infectious and arc less amenable to 
treatment, while the early cases in which the 
disease has made but little outward manifes- 
tation, can be controlled by treatment 

(4) The strongest hope of stamping out the 
disease lies In providing facilities for the treat- 
ment of early roses. 

The Indian Council, therefore, while it did not 
desire to minimise the usefulness of homes and 
asylums for the care of lepers, strongly recom- 
mended that the efforts of the Provincial Com-

BLINDNESS 

, i 

All over the Past, and in fact in most tropical 
and sub-tropical countries, blindness is very 
prevalent, and only of recent years have people 
begun to realise that much of this blindness 
can be relieved, and still more of it, if not most 
of it, conld, with proper measures taken, be 
prevented In Egypt, Tenowned fbr its suffer- 
ings from blindness, it was a gift of some £43,000 
made by 8ir Emest Cassel at the beginning of 
this century that was the initiation of that 
fine ophthalmic service, whioh began undef the 
guidanoe of Mr MncCalien, has now spread all 
over the country and gives medical treatment 
to three or four hundred thousand patients 
a year northern Africa, Turkey, Persia, 
India and China are all countries where there is 
a very high incidence of blindness and suffering 
from eye disease, and where western medicine 
has not yet penetrated sufficiently deeply to 
make much impression on the mainly rural 
and illiterate populations There is a great 
"trachoma belt” extending from China into 
wnafnm Europe stopped onlv from spreading 
all over the West by the higher standard of 
living, sanitation and cleanliness which the 
European nations have attained 
India Is m this great Blindness Belt. Accord- 
ing to the last census returns there are 480,000 
totally blind persons in this population of more 


mitteea should, for the present at least, be 
concentrated upon the establishment of dis- 
pensaries to serve the following objects* — 

(a) to induce patients to come forward at an 

early stage -in the hope of recovery 
instead of hiding their malady till it 
becomes more advanced, more Infecti- 
ons and less remediable; and so 

(b) to shut off the sources of infection as the 

number of infectious cases will con- 
tinually tend to diminish and the oppor- 
tunities for infecting the next genera- 
tion will become fewer. 

The Governing Body of the Indian Council In 
their report for the year 1983, show that the 
Association's main work during the completed 
nino years of its life has been organisation and 
planning and the outlining of a programme of 
Work varied by the selection of the most fruitful 
soils for experimentation m methods of work 
One valuable product during theat period is 
the fact that “the leper is becoming less prone 
to hide his disease and there is an Increase of 
general interest in the subject " 

There are now seventeen provincial branches, 
including one in Mysore State and each 
of them has established treatment centres far 
leprous patients In Assam, for instance, the 
number of clinics rose from 81 in 1932 to 145 
at the end of 1933. Many dimes In different 
parts of India report absolute cures of tho 
disease

lation But the census figures are notoriously 
defective, and In several districts a special count 
has been made of the totally blind, and wherever 
thiB has been done, the census figures have 
been found to be much too low Thus In the 
Hasik district an incidence of at least 4 38 per 
thousand was found as against the census figure 
ofl 74 In Batnagiri an incidence of 1'5 
was found as against the census figure of 0 7, 
m Bljapnr 2 6 as against 0 7, In the United 
Provinces a Deputy Commissioner bad a count 
made and found no less than 9 per thousand 
In Palanpur 7 per thousand was found If, 
as is not unlikely, this sort of error of under- 
estimation in the census report is general, then 
it is not unreasonable to suppose that the real 
number of totally bhnd persons in India Is more 
like milli ons than the half million shown In 
the census returns 

These are the figures for total blindness and 
they by no means give the full picture, 
for they lnolnde only totally bhnd of both eyes 
and say nothing of the much greater number 
who, from neglected eyedis eases, are partially 
or even nearly blind, and whose happiness 
and efficiency are thus greatly impaired The 
term " blindness ” has a different Intcrprcta- 
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turn in every country In a report on the Pre- 
vention of Blindness, published by the League 
of Bed Cross Societies these different interpre- 
tations are shown In the United States blind- 
ness is defined as “inability to see well enough 
to read even with the aid of (passes , orf or illitera- 
tes, inability to distinguish forms 'and objects 
with sufficient distinctness”; and m Egypt a 
person is accounted blind who cannot see fingers 
at a distance of one metre If such persons 
were counted in our statistics of total blindness 
in India, there is little doubt that the figure 
would be very much larger than those indicated 
above JRecently the AlMndia Blind »«■!»>* 
Association has made an analysis of a very 
large number of patients attending its camps 
and dispensaries, and has found that among 
these patients for every totally blind person 
there are three with more or less damaged vision, 
the result of eye disease It appears not un- 
likely that the true ophthalmic condition of 
India would be represented by figures showing 
one and a half million totally blind persons, and 
in addition to these four and a half milhon with 
more or less impaired eyesight 

“IT 0 one" says Col It H Elliot, late of the 
Madras* Ophthalmio Hospital, writing in the 
British Journal of Ophthalmology of May 1910, 
who has not worked in India can form any 
conception of the enormous amount of preventa- 
ble and curable blindness which is laying its 
shadow over the health, happiness and useful-

of blindness, while the treatment of mild ocular 
affections by irritant drugs is probably one of 
the most evil factors that spread blindness 
broadcast throughout the land Large numbers 
. cod women suffering from glauooma, 
from cataract and from other curable diseases 
are allowed to hide In their villages like w£S 
animals, waiting only their release by death 
overdrawn picture It is a state- 
ment of cold, hard, cruel facts, well known to 
everyone who has practised or is practising 
medicine in the East ” B 

In an editorial on the Ophthalmic work m 
Egvpt and the possibilities of similar work in 
India, the Indian Medical Gazette (March 1928) 
remarks —-"It would seem worth while for 
the Government of India to examine the working 
of this splendid organisation, for, in spite of the 
fact that workers in India have always been in 
£“® m advances in ophthalmology, there 
has been little organised work in ophthalmic 
«ccptin Madras , even there the work 
lias been done by men who ha\e already a large 
amount of routine work to perform India 
aaa whole owes its position in the ophthalmic 
rffi-M.iffif 61 ?.- 10 the ^energies of individual 
enthusiasts, whose names are so well known , 
that it is not necessary to mention them. What 
has been possible In Egypt should also be possible J 


in India and it would appear that the first step 
should be the establishment of Schools of 
Ophthalmology, in places like Madras and 
Calcutta where ample facilities exist At 
these schools advanced teaching and research 
in ophthalmology would be earned out, and 
the next step would be to organise a system 
of ophthalmio relief at selected centres all over 
India ” (There are now schools of ophthalmo- 
logy at Madras, Bombay, Calcutta, and 
Lahore). 

A gam In an editorial from the same journal 
(Sept 1929) tho following statements ore made— 
‘what Is wanted is some large organisation 
oovenng the whole of this sub-continent and 
aiming chiefly at Prevention rather than 
treatment . In brief what the position 
now calls for is an all-India movement. 
Obviously the mam question is one of general 

S ubhc health Public health is a transferred 
epartment, but if the Health Department of 
the Government of India interests itself in the 
matter m co-operation with missionary and 
voluntary movements, we do not despair of 
seeing an all-India organisation created and 
built up ” 

Associations known as * Blind Relief 11 Associa- 
tions have been working for several years in 
Western India, in conjunction with Government' 
hospitals, to alleviate this affliction of blindness 
The number of eye doctors in Lidia is notori- 
ously small and those there are Btay mostly 
m the large towns The Associations work 
by means of travelling hospitals, which bring 
relief to the villages in the rural areas They 
also work by meanB of trained village workers, 
whose duty it Is to find out the " hidden blind” 
and get them to the medical centre for relief , 
to find out cases of small-pox (a constant source 
of blindness m children) , to inspect new bom 
children for the detection of ophthalmia neona- 
torum , to keep registers of all blind and partly 
band persons and persons suffering from eye 
'disease; and to treat in the villages simple 
cases of conjunctivitis or sore eyes Since 
their inception the Associations have been the 
means of restoring sight to thousands of blind 
people and of preventing blindness in many 
thousands ipore The work is capable of indefi- 
nite extension and the need for some such organi- 
sation has been shown In 1017 Colonel Elliot 
wrote as follows, "To me it seems that "the 
duty and privilege of undertaking this work 
he with the State, and that no sum spent on 
such a task could be too large Unfortunately 
tm? is not the view that has been taken by those 
in authority and consequently we see the speota- 
ele of 'private enterprise endeavouring to„ under 
t ake this colossal task " It is at Jeast . 

permissible to voice an admiration for the 
stand taken by Mr Henderson [Founder of 
the Blind Belief Association „ moVement, who 
began the work in 1913] The best that one 
can hope for his endeavour is that he will succeed 
In arousing the conscience of educated Indians 
to the needs of their less fortunate countrymen, 
and that this little cloud, no bigger than a man's 
hand, will end in a monsoon of active effort”. 
As the above was written in 1917, It is not alto- 
gether applicable to the criticism of Govern- 
ment of to-day, as it has already been shown 
that there are now several schools of ophthal

mology m Lidia, and the Government eye 
hospitals are doing tremendous work , bnt these 
hospitals are situated m the large towns and 
cannot possibly by anv stretch of imagination, 
give relief to the millions hi mg m the ratal 
areas 

The All-India Blind Relief Association. — 
(The Green Star Society) exists to co-ordinate 
and centralise the various Associations in the 
mofassil and to extend their work It is nnder 
the patronage of the Governor of Bombay, and 
has for its life President, Mr C G Henderson 
(late ICS) who founded and managed for 
many 3 ears all the branch Associations working 
in Western India It is affiliated to the Inter- 
national Association for the Prevention of 
Blindness, which has its headquarters in Pans 
and was formed on September 14th, 1029, 
under the auspices of the League of Bed Cross 
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Societies and the Amencan Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness The Organising 
Secretary is B Crawford Hutchinson, The 
Town Hall, Bombay 

A beginning has been made, but it is only a 
beginning, and it is but the fringe of this vast 
problem that has been touched The schools 
of ophthalmology m India are turning out 
ophthalmic surgeons who are crowding their 
profession in the cities and large towns A 
scheme for taking these men and placing them 
in selected centres has been worked out, all that 
is required is monetary help The cost is 
minimal and here is an opportunity for the 
generous and public spirited to emulate Sir 
Ernest Cassel, and give to India an eye service 
of which India and the whole world could be 
proud, and to the peoples of India that which 
to them is probably their most precious posses- 
sion— their sight 


THE MATERNITY AND CHILD WELFARE MOVEMENT. 


Amongst the most pressing problems of In- 
dia’s health is that presented by the appalling 
maternal and infant mortality. The figures for 
maternal mortality are not accurately known, 
but they are certainly not less than 10 per 
thousand live births, often more. It has been 
nnienlated that every year no fewer than 2 
milli on Indian babies die, while many others 
survive only to grow weak and feeble from 
unhygienic surroundings during infancy A 
noteworthy feature has been the further 
progress of the infant welfare movement, 
which owes much to the All-India Maternity and 
Child Welfare League initiated by lady Chelms- 
ford and also to the Indian Bed Cross Sooiety, 
which aims at graauauy establishing a net- 
work of child welfare centres in most of the 
larger towns in India The amalgamation of 
these two Bodies which has taken place, form- 
ing the Maternity and Child Welfare Bureau, 
will undoubtedly increase and develop the 
work In ail the great centres of population, 
word is now being done for the training of 
midwives, for the instruction of mothers and 
for the care of babies Training centres for 
Indian and Anglo-Indian women have been 
opened in order to spread the elements of 
infant hygiene to other parts of India Most 
hopeful sign of all, Indian ladies are beginning 
to Interest themselveB in this work in large 
numbers But such is the magnitude of the 
field, that a consistent widespread effort on 
a scale hitherto impossible must be under- 
taken, if any appreciable reduction Is to be 
made In the appalling mortality of young 
children 

‘Centres of Activity are organised on a 
provincial basis, though the various provinces 
differ considerably in the nature of the work 
undertaken and the amount of organisation 
displaced It is noteworthy that the work is 
most co-ordinated and most energetically earned 
on where there are persons appointed nnder 
the Directors of Public Health whose special 
duty it is to foster Child Welfare activities. 

The care needed by the wives and Children 
of sepoys in the Indian Ann) is being 
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increasingly realised, and nowhere more than 
in the units themselves The result has been, 
m the last few years, the opening of much 
work m this direction Much of it is purelv 
medical w ork, which, in the absenco of families 
hospitals for the Indian soldiers. Is a necessity 
But genuine child welfare activities are also 
present m some centres manv of them assisted 
by the. M & C W Bureau Indian Bed Cross 
Sooiety which has undertaken the organising 
work in place of tho Lady Budwood Army Child , 
Welfare Committee. A remarkable feature of 
this movement is the keenness of the men them- 
selves to aid it, realising as they do the benefit 
to their own women and children There are 
now very few cantonments where some work 
of this kind is not going on 

So far all the schemes have devoted their 
attention to educating women in the elements 
of mothercraft and attempting to preserve 
infant lives Bnd improve child health In a 
land of so many languages and superstitions 
progress will necessarily be slow and India has 
yet to decide whether she will work Intensively 
and toy to rear a few well developed children as 
far as adolescence or extensively attempt to 
bring a large number of infants through the 
first critical months, only to have them perish 
at a later stage from the many ills that childhood 
la heir to In a land of great poverty, under- 
nourishment, epidemics and famine. In Western 
lands the Child Welfare Movement has no more 
marked characteristic than its inability to stop 
expanding. Its ramifications know no bounds 
Its inevitable corollaries are endless, and like 
the banyan tree it will no doubt In India also 
develop innumerable fresh roots, medical super- 
vision, dental clinics, better housing, open air 
playgrounds, eto , etc. But these are not yet 
Its preliminary task is to educate the mothers 
of India to the enormity of allowing two million 
babies to perish every jear and to convince 
them of the equally lmportant,fact that a high 
death rate always spells also a high damage 
rate of sickly, under-developed. Incompetent

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St. JOHN AMBULANCE ASSOCIATION 
(Indian Council.) 


The St John Ambulance Association was 
founded in 1877, bv the Order of the "Hospital 
of St John of Jerusalem In England, ana has 
for its objects — 

(a) The instruction of persons in rendering 
First Aid In oases of accident or sudden illness 
and In the transport of the sick and injured , 

(b) The instruction of persons in the elemen- 
tary principles and practice of nursing, and also 
of lijgiene and sanitation, especially of a sick 
room, 

(c) The manufacture, and distribution by sale 
or presentation, of ambulance material, and the 
formation of ambulance depots in mines, fac- 
tories, aud other centres of industry and traffio, 

(cQ The Organisation of Ambulance Corps, 
Invalid Transport Corps, and nursing Corps , 

(e) And generally the promotion of instruc- 
tion and carrying out of works for the relief of 
suffering of the sick and injured in peace and 
war independently of. doss, nationality, or 
denomination ' 

An Indian Council of the Association was 
constituted on a regular basis in 1910 It has 
.mu* issued over 200,000 certificates of pro- 
flaenoy in First Aid, Home Nursing, Home 
Hygiene and Sanitation and over 10,000 tokens j 
such as Vouchers Medallions, labels and Pen- 
dants for special proficiency In those subjects j 
The object of the Association is not to rival, 
but to aid, the medical man, and the subject- 
matter of instruction given at the classes quali- 
fies the pupil to adopt such measures as may be 
advantageous pending the doctor's arrival, or 
during the intervals between his visits 

During the year 1933 22,853 persons attended 
1,583 courses of instruction in First Aid, Nursing 
Home, Home Hygiene and Sanitation and of 
13,957 qualified for the Association’s i 


certificates te, 12,869 m First Aid, 684 m 
Home Nursing, 451 in Hygiene and 53 in Sani- 
tation A new course. Domestic Hygiene and 
Mothercraft, introduced mi 1932 has not made 
much headway To popularise Home Nursing, 
and Domestic Hygiene and Motheroraffc courses 
among young gins and women special propa- 
ganda was stated Steps were taken during 
1 933 to arrange first aid courses for the personnel 
of flying clubs, but the response was poor 

The Association has five grades of members, 
namely, PatronB, Honorary Counrailors, Life 
Members Annnal Members and Annual Asso- 
ciates Their respective subscriptions arc 
Its 1,000, Be. 500, Bs 100, Its 5, and Bs 2 

The Income of the Indian Council at head- 
quarters consists unmanly of interest on securi- 
ties, a fixed annual grant from Government, fees 
for certificates and membership subscriptions. 
The total income for 1933 was Bs 17,897, a 
more or less normal figure Management 
expenses amounted to Bs 22.413 After adjust- 
ing assets and liabilities outstanding the revenue 
account for 1938 Bhowed a loss of Bs 6,305 
The Council was able to carry on by taking a 
loan of Bs 7,000 from the Indian Bed Ctobb 
S ociety and hy buying much less stores than it 
sold, the balance of stores stock thus being 
reduced by Bs 11,000 The Council realise 
that the financial position and its maintenance 
by temporary expedients is unsatisfactory 

Their Excellencies the Viceroy and the

INSANITY AND MENTAL HOSPITALS IN INDIA. - 


The accommodation for the treatment in 
British India of persons who suffer from mental 
is still verv inadequate In the 
Indian States, the condition of affairs is even 
noise, for, with the sole exception of Mysore 
State which has a small and highly arehaio 
<> m ental hospital” at Bangalore, there are no 
hospitals in existence so that persons 
from ail forms of mental disease arc 
confined in the Jails where, of course, no provi- 
sion exists for anv kind of treatment According 
to the last Census (1931) out of a total popula- 


tion of 352,837,778 (India and Burma) there are 
120,304 persons Insane, making a proportion of 
insane to sane of 3 per every 10,000 In 
the United Kingdom the proportion of insane 
to sane is roughly 40 per 10,000, while in New 
Zealand it is as much os 45 per 10,000. In 
reviewing these figures It must be Some m mind 
that thorn of the United Kingdom and New 
Zealand Include the *' feeble-minded ” an item 
that Is not included m the figures for British 
India;

cn average pay is not granted at one time (e)

average pay during study leave (d) Extra- 
ordinary leave at any tune at the discretion 
of the Executive Committee (e) Leave not 
due may be granted subject to the following

There Is also a Provident Fund, each 
member contributing monthly thereto ten per 
cent of her salary, the Association contnbnting 
an eqaal amount, and each subscriber's account 
being granted interest on the amount standing 
to credit atthe rate of 4 per cent per annum 
“ or at snch rate as the Connell can Invest 
without risk to the funds of the Association ” 

An officer loses the contributions made to her 
account by the Association with the interest 
thereon if she resigns (except on account of ill- 
health) before completing five years’ service 
or in the event of dismissal On retirement 
after approved service the sum which has accu- 
mulated to the credit of the subscriber is handed 
over to her 

Free Passages — Officers of the Women’s 
Medical Service are granted free return passages 
corresponding to those granted under the Lee 
Concessions to officers of all-India services The 
maximum number of return passages granted 
during an officer’s entire term of service must not 
exceed four, the first falling due after 4 years 
service. ' 

The Training Reserve of the Women’s 
Medical Service — This Service has a sanc- 
tioned cadre of eight, and is open to women 
graduates in mcdlcme of the Indian Universities 
Salaries range from Bs 200 to Bs 300 per 
month, with furnished quarters or the caul 
valent in money, to those employed in India

The Victoria Memorial Scholarships Pond was 
organised by Lady Curzon m 1803, m order to 
secure a certain amount of improvement In the 
nractismg dais of India A sum of about 0} lakhs 
was obtained by public subscription, and centres 
were organised in each Prov race to carrj out the 
objects of the Fund Over 2,000 midwives have 
jjeen trained in addition to large numbers who 


have been partially trained Of late jears the 
Fund has done much to pave the way for the 
registration and supervision of indigenous dais 
It has also done much propaganda work 
The fund is now administered bv the Matcrnitv 
and Child V clfarc Bureau of the Indian Bed 
Cross Societj 
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fully trained nurses, both to meet their own] 
demands and those of outside Institutions 
and private agencies In this way the supply 
of trained nurses, English, Anglo-Indian and 
Indian, is being steadily increased. In Bombay 
the organisation has gone a step farther, through 
the establishment of the Bombay Presidency 
Nursing Association, c/o St George’s Hospital, 
Bombay This is composed of representa- 
tives of the various Nursing Associations in 
charge of individual hospitals, and works under 
the Government The principle on which the 
relations of this Association with the Local 
Associations Is governed is that there shall be 
central examination and control combined with 
complete individual autonomy In adminis- 
tration 

State Registration of Nnrsesfor alllndiaiB 
much required A meeting was held m Bombay 
in 1923 when Nurses from the Presidency met 
to discuss the question It is desired that India 
should have its own State Register as in the 
United Kingdom, South Africa, New Zealand, 
A natmim, Canada and Burma, and that the 
curricula and examinations should be brought 
Into line with these countries Government has 
proposed to establish a Provincial Register 
preparatory to an AU-lndla Register.

Afterwords, as 
the work grew, it was decided by Government 
that each nursing association attached to a 
hospital should have a definite constitution 
ana consequently these bodies have all been 
registered as Associations unaer Act 21 of I860 
By degrees substantial endowments have been 
built up, although the Associations are still 
largely dependent upon annual subscriptions 
towards the maintenance of their works Th.s 
Association was incorporated under the Societies* 
Registration Act of 1860, in the year 1911, with 
the primary object of establishing a nursing 
service from which the Nursing staff at Govern- 
ment aided hospitals under management of 
Nursing Association might be recruited This 
function, however, was never carried out by the 
Bombay Presidency Nursing Association, and 
under the present mreumstanceB It appeared to 
the Committee improbable that It could be 
carried ont, but up to now the auxiliary function 
of the examining and granting certificates to 
nurses and midwives, and maintaining a register 
of qualified nurses and midwives and also main- 
taining a Provident Fond for the employees of 
the affiliated associations have been successfully 
earned ont from 1911 to 1983 Memorandum, 
Rules and Bv-Ibwb of the Association were 
however revised brought into line with the 
actual working of the Association Towards 
the end of 1927, the Committee decided that 
Borne steps must be taken to do so and accord- 
ingly appointed a sub-committee to consider the 
revision and amendment of the Memorandum, 
Rules and By-laws The Sub-Committee 
reported that It appeared to be impossible to 
amend and revise the present rules piecemeal 
and that the only way to put things In order 
would be to draft an entirely fresh constitution 
and rules 

After fully considering the Sub-Committee’s 
report the Committee agreed that the Associa- 
tion be incorporated by an Act on the line of the 
Registration Act in the United Kingdom Pend- 
ing the passing of the Act the new Memorandum 
of Association having received the approval of 
Government was brought into operation from 
1st April 1929

Lady Minto’s Indian Nursing Associa- 
tion — In 1900 this Association was inaugurated, 
replacing the Punjab and Up-country Nursing 
Association for Europeans m India, wbict 
society, established in 1892, had accomplished 
much useful work in tins country. Owing, 
however, to lack of funds it was found impossible 
to continue its administration and to carry onf 
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the expansion of the work so urgently called 
for. The name of the helpers identified with 
the premier Association to whom the public 
most ever he indebted are the Hon. Lady 
Lyttleton, Lady Helen Hunro Ferguson 
and Mtb Cottrell, while Mrs. 81 
by her indefatigable efforts, is truly 
to be regarded as the pioneer of a trained 
nursing system throughout the greater pari 
of India The late Lady Curzon worked eriSrgeti 
•ally to provide an enlarged Nursing organise 
tion, but mainly owing to financial reasons, 
she was unable before she left India to bring 
the scheme to fruition The Home Committee 
of the existing Association, recognising the 
need for expansion, consented to take over the 
present Association and approached Lady 
Minto before she left England in 1905 for co 
operation towards this project, and after much 
consideration "and discussion with the Govern- 
ment of India, Iaeut -Governors and Commis- 
sioners of Provinces, the present Association 
was established An appeal by Lady Minto 
addressed to the public both in England and 
.India, was responded to most generously, 
and sufficient funds were collected to form an 
endowment fund, which has m spite of fluctua- 
tions increased alittle with time The assistance 
of a Government grant is much valued, as it 
enables Homes for the Sisters to be kept up 
in six Provinces m India and in Burma At 
the request of the Home Committee the enlarged 
Association was renamed the “Lady Minto’s 
Indian Nursing Association *' 

The duties of the Home Committee are, as 
beiore, largely concerned in dispatching— as 
required — suitably teamed and carefully selected 
Nurses for service on the staff of the Association 
in India Thus, Europeans who are members 
of this Association are enabled to obtain skilled 
nursing at moderate charges on a sliding scale 
of fees determined by the income of each patient. 
The boon of obtaining good nursing at moderate 
terms is much appreciated, the rates of subscrip- 
tions being really an insurance against illness.

Nurses* Organizations — The Association 
of Nursing Superintendents of India is now 
amalgamated with the Trained Nurses’ 
Association of India, and has the one set of 
officers The Trained Nurses’ Association of 
India and the Association of Nursing Superin- 


tendents of India are not Associations to 
employ or to supply nurses, but are organi- 
zations with a membership wholly of nurses 
with the avowed * objects of improving and 
unifying nursing education, promoting esprit 
de corps among nurses, and upholding the 
dignity and honour of the nursing profession. 
The Associations have a membership of 472, 
including nurses trained in ten or more different 
countries, Europeans, Americans, New Zeal 
andersj Australians and Indians The Associ- 
ation of Superintendents was started m 1905 
as the Association of Nursing Superintendents 
of the United Provinces and the Punjab, but 
by the next year its membership bad spread 
over the country to snob an extent that the 
name was changed to include the whole of 
India. The Trained Nurses’ Association was 
started in 1908, and a monthly Journal of 
Nhrslng began to be published by the two 
Associations in February, 1910 The Associa- 
tions are affiliated with the International Council 
of Nurses 

The Trained Nurses' - Association of India — 
Was founded and incorporated with the Associa- 
tion of Nursing Superintendents in 1908. Its 
objects aie (a) to uphold in every way the 
dignity and honour of the Nursing profession , 
(b) to promote a sense of esprit de corps among 
all nurses , (c) to enable members to take counsel 
together on matters affecting their profession, 
(d) to elevate nursing education by obtaining 
a better class of candidates , (e) to raise 
the.standard of teaming, (f) to strive to bring 
about a more uniform system of education, 
examination and certification for teamed 
nurses, both Indian and European, and (a) to 
arrange reciprocity between different provinces. 
States and other countries Nurses eligible for 
membership are those holding a certificate of 
not less than three years’ general teaming in a 
recognised training school The Trained Nurses’ 
Association of India is affiliated with the Interna- 
tional Council of Nurses and its affiliated Associa- 
tions are the Health Visitors’ League and the 
Midwives’ Union The official organ of the 
Association is called " Tlio Nursing Journal of 
India" The Association has 800 mombors and 
304 student nurses

Within the abnormally short period ol 
eleven years the Woman Suffrage movement 
has risen in Indio, swept through the country 
sympathetically and achieved the political 
enfranchisement of nomen in all the nine 
British Provinces and in four Indian States. 

Three fundamental causes havo led to tills 
remarkable success, first, the deep veneration 
that is given by the Hindu and Muhammadan 
religions to the feminine aspect of life equally 
with the masennne as shown by the import- 
ance of goddesses, by the necessity for the 
presence of the wife at all ceremonies performed 
by a Brahman, by the idea of the sacred mystery 
of womanhood implied by the purdah, and by 
the general veneration of motherhood. Secondly, 
the time was psychological, for a new era was 
beginning for the Indian people by the intro- 
duction of a Scheme of Befonns in Indian 
government which was planned to give a basts 
of representative government on a much ex- 
tended scale The door was being opened to 
complete Self-government but only men were 
being invited to enter through it, although 
women compose half the people of the country 
and it had been by the Joint efforts of men 
and women that the agitation for reform in 
the government had been made The men and 
women of India were too awakened and too 
lust to allow this injustice to remain unredreas- 
Thudly, the long and strenuous agi- 
ion for the vote by women in Britain and 
netlca and their recent victories had brought 
ividly to the consciousness of all educated 
Indian men and women the whole question of 
the inclusion of women in public life, and it was 
also a national and international necessity that 
Indian women should "be given as high a status 
as women in other parts of the Empire. 

Though the Municipal franchise had 
neon granted to the women of the Bombay and 
Madras Presidencies over fifteen years ago it 
was so limited in numbers that it did not make 
a large Impact on women's consciousness and 
indeed no protest was made when it was sud- 
denly withdrawn from Madras women some 
years later. Over 1,700 women are qualified 
to vote for the Bombay Corporation and a fair 
percentage of these have polled at each elec- 
tion, and similarly in other Municipalities In 
that Presidency women have exercised their 
vote responsibly and intelligently. Since 1922 
over 100 women have become Municipal 
Councillors and members of Local Government 
Boards. Their appointment has chiefly been by 
nomination but there have been notable seats 
non by election m open contest with men, 
such as the election of all the four women who 
first entered the contest for seat m Bombay 
Corporation, also the instance in which the single 
woman contestant in the Municipal elections in 
Lucknow secured the largest poll of any of the 
candidates. Many important local reforms have 
been secured by this large band of women 
Councillors, and every year sees a greater 
number of women serving on these local Councils 
and Boards. 


RAGE MOVEMENT. 

It was owing to the rise of flic political agita- 
tion for Home Bute between 1014 and 1017 
that women began to wake up to tbclr 
position of exclusion by British law from any 
Bhnrc in repre»cntatlve government. The 
internment of one of their own sex. Hr- Besant, 
stimulated political activity and political self- 
consciousness amongst women to a very great 
extent The moment for the ripe public expres- 
sion of their feelings came when the Secretary 
of State for India came to India to Investigate 
and study Indian affairs at first hand In 1917. 

During the Hon £ S. Montagu’s visit only 
ono Women's Deputation waited on him but It 
was representative of womanhood in nil ports 
of India, and It brought to his notice the various 
reforms which uomcn,werc specially dc*>Irous of 
recommending the Government to carry out. 

The first claim for women suffrage for Indian 
women was made in the address presented to Mr. 
Montagu at this historic All-India Women’s* 
Deputation which waited upon him lu Madras 
on the 18th December 1917 The section refer- 
ring to enfranchisement merits full quotation* 

'■ Our interests, as one half of the people, are 
directly affected by the demand in the united 
(Hindn-Musllm Reform) scheme (1. 3) that-' the 
Members of the Council should beoleoted direct!) 
by the people on as broad a franchise as possi- 
ble,* - and in the Memorandum (3) that * tbe 
franchise should be broadened and extended 
direotiy to the people.* We pray tbat, when 
such a franchise is being drawn no, women may 
be recognized as * people,* and that It may be 
worded in such terms as will not disqualify our 
sex, but allow our women tbe Bame opportuni- 
ties of representation as our men. In agreeing 
with the demand of the nbovementloned Me- 
morandum that * a fall measure of Local Self- 
Government should be immediately granted, 
we request thatlt shallinclnde the representation 
of our women, a policy that has been admittedly 
auocesBfa! for the past twenty years in Local 
Self-Government elsewhere in the British Em- 
pire. The precedent for including women in 
modern Indian political life has been a marked 
feature of tbe Indian Rational Congress, in 
which since its inception women have voted 
and been delegates and speakers, and which 
this year finds its climax in the election ol a 
woman as Its President. Thus the voice of 
India approves oi its women bBing considered 
responsible and acknowledged citizens, and we 
urgently claim that, in the drawing up of all 
provisions regarding representation, our sex shall 
not be made a disqualification for the exercise 
of the franchise or for service in pnblic life.*’ 

The year 1918 was devoted to converting tbe 
Government forces to the Justice and expedi- 
ency of Indian Woman Suffrage, but this 
proved a more difficult matter. It was a dis- 
appointment flret tbat though the Secretary of 
State had given a sympathetic reply to the 
All-India Women's Deputation, yet when the 
Scheme of Reforms, drawn up by him and lord 
Chelmsford as the outcome of his visit to India 
, was published no mention of women was made 
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though the widening of the electorate was one 
of the reforms suggested When the South* 
borough Franchise Committee was formed to 
investigate the suggestions regarding the 
franchise in this Scheme, the women suffragists 
took every means to bring to the notice of the 
Committee ail the evidence which showed the 
need for, and the rotantxy’s support of the 
inclusion of women in the new franchise. 

After the introduction Of the Government 
of India Bill into Parliament in July 1019, 
a number of Indian deputations proceeded to 
London to give evidence before the Joint Seleot 
Committee of Members of both Houses of 
parliament which had been appointed to plade 
the Reforms on a workable basis lbs Annie 
Besant, Mrs Sarojmi Haldu and Mrs. and 
Miss Herahai Tata were the women who were 
heard by the Committee id support of the 
extension of the franchise to women in India 
The House of Commons decided that the ques- 
tion was one for Indians to answer for themselves 
and while retaining the sex disqualification in 
the Reform Bill they framed tbB Electoral Rules 
in such terms that if any Provincial Legislative 
Council should approve by n resolution in favour 

/ of women’s franchise, women should be put on 
the electoral register of that ‘Province This 
- was the only provision regarding franchise 
’ matters which might he changed before a 10 
years’ time limit Until after that period women 
were ineligible for election as Legislative 
Councillors. 

Trav ancor e. a very progressive Indian state, 
was the first to grant the Legislative vote to 
women at the close of 1920, and it was- promptly 
followed by the Indian State of Jhalawar. In 
the first session of the Legislative Councils in 
1921 it is gratifying to record that a motion was 
tabled by Dewan Bahadur Krlshnan Hair of 
Malabar that he would bring forward a Resolu- 
tion m the MadrasI*gWattve Council to remove 
the disqualification of sex existing in regard to 
the Legislative Council franchise During the 
month that must legally intervene between 
the tabling of a Woman Suffrage motion and its 
introduction for Debate the Madras women 
under the leadership of the Women’s Indian 
Association earned on all forms of public pro- 
paganda and canvassed the important members 
of the Council. The Debate took place on April 
1st and after a Short discussion, in which it was 
evident that opposition came only from the 
Muhammadan members, the debate Itself be- 
came only an accnmnlation of appreciation of 
womanhood and an expression or faith in Its 
futnie When the division was taken, it resulted 
ih the resolution being carried by a majority 
of 2d Madras has thus the honour of being the 
first Province in British India to enfranchise its 
women, and it has done this nngrndgingly and 
unhesitatingly in the broad spirit of the 
equality of the sexes, as it grants the vote to 
women on the Bame tains as it has been granted 
to men. Dr (Mrs ) Mnthulakshmi Reddi, the 
first woman member of the British Indian 
Legislature, has been able to introduce legisla- 
tion to do away with the Devadisi service in 
the Hindu temples and .the immoral traffic 
in women and children She has also devoted 
her attention to the development of the educa- 
tion of girls and to the promotion of the health 
of mothers and children. 


Mr Trivedl brought forward a Woman 
Suffrage Resolution in the Bombay Legislative 
Council during the same session, but some irre- 
gularity in its wording caused it to be pronounced 
out of order. In June that Bubiect was 
tabled again and Championed by Rao Salieb 
Haiils! Desaibhal Desai of Ahmedabad, Deputy 
President of thb Council As in Madras, the 
intervening month was filled with suffrage 
activity by tbe women of the Presidency and 
was remarkable for a large joint meeting of 
Bombay city women at which 19 Women’9 
Societies took part, and lor a suffrage meetmg 
of Marathi and Gujerati women in Poona 
when over 800 women showed the greatest enthu- 
siasm for the movement 

.The Bombay Council Debate on Woman 
Suffrage took three days and the subject was 
very folly discussed by over 40 members 
The result was satisfactory to the suffragists, 
the voting being 62 In favour, 25 against and 
12 neutral Thus Madias ana Bombay Presi- 
dencies gave the lead to tbe other Provinces, 
In September, 1922, Mr S M Bose, m the 
Bengal Council, moved a Woman Suffrage Re- 
solution, which was debated for three days bnt 
finally defeated bv 66 to 67 votes, a bloc of 40 
Muhammadan members voting solidlv against 
it In September 1923 the Bengal Council pass- 
ed the Suffrage Resolution by a vote of 54 to 38 

Mr DevakiPraBad Sinha’s similar Re<olution 
m the Behar and Orissa Legislative Council 
was defeated by only a 10 votes’ majority. 

These Debates proved so educational to their 
respective Provinces that the Bengal and 
Behar Provinces have since granted qualified 
women the Municipal Vote 

In Febrnarv, 1923, a world suffrage record 
was made by the unanimous vote of the United 
Provinces Legislative Council in favour of 
Woman Suffrage 

In 1926 the Punjab granted woman suffrage 
without a division, end in 1926 the Central 
Provinces 

The new Reform Bill for Burma has included 
the grant of woman suffrage to the qualified 
Burmese women, and further made provision 
for their election as Councillors if the Council 
passes a Resolution desiring their admission and 
if that Resolution is approved of by the 
Governor. * 

In April, 1922, the Mysore Legislative 
Council unanimously passed the Woman Suff- 
rage Resolution The vote for tbe Representa- 
tive Assembly of Mysore was granted to women 
in October, 1922 The vote for Mysore Legis- 
lative Franchise was granted to the Mysore 
women bjr H H The VMiaraja and His Privy 
Conncilln June 1923 In October, 1924, Assam 
Provincial Council granted Woman Suffrage for 
Its Province by 26 to 8 It also has been tbe first 
Province to pass a Resolution in favour of allow- 
ing women to enter tbe Connell as members 

In 1929 soon after the All-India Women'* 
Educational Reform uas held in Patna, the 
Legislative Conned of Behar and Onssn 
gave women the right of voting, election ana 
T'wp.initinn to the Council on the s*une term* 

! as men Thus the whole of British India has now 
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given to •women equal politics! rights with men. 
iho result has already demonstrated itself in 
the remarkable advancement of all fire Interests 
of women along the lines of education, health, 
housing, morality and social customs. 

The Indian Native States of Travnncore, Co* 
chin and Hajfcot are the only places in India 
where the sev disqualification has been com* 
plctely removed from the Btatute book. These 
have allowed women the right to stand for elee* 
tion for the Legislative Council as well aa the 
right to vote for it, and two women have been 
elected to the newly formed ScpreBCutattv e 
Connctl of Rajkot. The rear 1025 has been 
noteworthy tor the appointment ot the first 
woman Minister to Government. Mrs. Poonem 
Lukhosc became a member of the Travancore 
Legislative Council on taking the position 
ol State Darbar Physician She acted as Minister 
for Health to the State for three years ' 
Cochin State nominated Mrs. Madhovl ASnme 
as a member of its first Legislative Council 

In British India by tbe termBoftbe Reform' 
Bill tho Conncils had no power to alter the dis- 
qualification of *=cx which remains against the 
right to stand as candidates for election to the 
Councils This could only bo changed' by the 
vote of the British Parliament, and the gaining 
ot this right remained as a farther objectify ox 
•he women suffragists Many large, infinential 
meeting* were held claiming (he right of 
women to entrv of the Legislatures A depu- 
tation oi women about this subject waited on 
the Madras Governor and their claims were 
supported by him ana by bis Government 
The Imnerlai Legislative Assembly and the 
Council ol Btate had been accorded the power 
to grant women the franchise for their 
A.«*cmblics also by resolution, but only for 
those provinces which had steady granted 
w omen the LcgisJatn o franchise. The Leghla- 
llvo Assembly has passed by a large majority a 1 
Revolution granting the Assembly franchise 
to the women oi Boch Provinces Accordingly in 
November 1023, women in India voted for the 
lint time for the elections ol both Provincial 
Legislative Councillors and members of the 
Legislative Assembly. The number ol women 
who voted in the large cities was surprisingly 
large in Bombay and .Madras Presidencies and 
romprls'-d women ol all castes and com- 
munities. 

In April, 1026, as a result of a favourable 
recommendation o! the Muddiman Committee 
on rrinchne Reforms, the Rule was changed in 
the Reform Bill which disqualified women from 
entering the Legislatures Power was granted 
to the Councils and tbe Assembly to pass Re- 
solutions allowing qualified women to be elected 
or nominated es members of these bodies 
Amin Madras Connell, on the 17£h July, was the 
first to pv. a Resolution admitting women to 
its membership Bombay and the Punjab 
followed Its lead In August and October respec- 
tively. Tiffs enabled women to become 
members ol the Councils which have been 
functioning elncc then But the permission 


came too Into for women to stand far election .' 
w ith any great chance of success, so the Women's 
Indian Association asked that women he 
nominated by Government for the new Councils 
in those Provinces which had voted to admit 
them, and that women also be nominated to 
the Assembly and the Council of State. Thus 
the year 1926 marked another milestone v passed 
on the road to the complete political emanci- 
pation of Indian womanhood. , 

In 1026 the Central Provinces, the Punjab 
and Bengal, all granted the franchise to women. 

The year 1927 was notable for the nomination of 
the first woman member to a Legislative Council 
in British India, the recipient of the honour 
being Dn MtnrmJXAKSHin Ahitai, and she was 
further honoured by being elected unanimously . 
by her colleagues In the Madras Legislative 
Council, to the Office of Deputy Presides? dv 
thb Cotmon, Since then Mrs. Kale has been 
nominated to the Legislative Council of the 
Central Provinces, and Mrs Ahmed Shaw to 
that of the United Provinces A Deputation . 
from tbe All-Xndia Women's Conference is Delhi V 
in 1928 waited on the Viceroy requesting huntac'* 
nominate two women to the Legislatf ve Assembly. \ 
That has still remained ungranted. * 

The number of women enfranchised by the 
grant ol the vote throughout India will not 
be more than a million under the present quali- 
fications Property and not literacy is the basis 
of the franchise, though the grant of the vote 
to every graduate of seven yean' standing , 
ensures that tbe beat educated women of the 
country as well as those who have to 
shoulder the largest property responsibili- 
ties will be those who rightly .will be the 
legislating influence on behalf of womanhood. 

As regards the custom of purdah prevising in 
parte of India special provisions have been 
mode in Municipal voting for purdah recording 
stations for purdah women in which a woman 
is returning officer and this bos been found 
quite satisfactory and has been adopted also 
where desired in connection with Legislative 
Council elections ,

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This School was established by Boyal Charter ' 
In Jane 1916. The purposes of the School 
(as set out in the Charter) are to be a School 
of Oriental Studies in the university of London 
to give instruction in the Languages of Eastern 
and African peoples. Ancient and Modern, and 
in the Literature. History, Religion, Law, Cus- 
toms and Art of those peoples, especially with a 
view to the needs of persons about to proceed 
tp the East or to Africa for the pursuit of study 
and research, commerce or a profession, and 
to do all or any of such other things as the 
Governing Body of the School consider conducive 
or incidental thereto, having regard to the 
provision for those purposes which already 
evists elsewhere and in particular to the co- 
ordination of the work of the School with that of 
similar institntions both In Great Britain and 
in its Eastern and African Dominions and 
with the work of the University of London and 
its other Schools 

The School possesses noble and Interesting 
buddings. In Finsbury Circus, provided by the 
British Government under the London Institu- 
tion (Transfer) Act of 1912 The sum of £25,000 
required for the alteration and extension of the 
buildings of the London Institution for the 
purposes of the School was voted by Parlia- 
ment. The School buildings are quiet, although 
they ore in tbe heart of the City. The School 


provides teaching in more than seventy subjects 
In a considerable proportion of the Spoh.m 
languages instruction is given by teachers 
belonging to the countries where the language* 
are spoken, as it is the aim of the School to 
provide as far as possible both European and 
Oriental Lecturers in the principal languages 
included m the cnmcnlnm. 

Courses on the History, Beligions, and 
Co3toms of Oriental and African countries form 
a special featnre m the teaching of the School 
There is a whole time Professor in Phonetics, the 
classes for which are numerically larger than in 
anv other subject It is intended to record 
fnlly m phonetio symbols ad the languages taught 
at the School 

Owing to the generosity of the Rockefeller 
Foundation a new sub-department under Pro- 
fessor Lloyd James has been opened for the 
teaching of and research into African Linguistics 
Courses are also provided In Indian Law and 
the History of India, and arrangements are made 
from time to time for special courses of lectures 
to be given by distinguished orientalists not on 
the staff.

PROVING OF WILLS. 


In British India if a person has been ap- 
pbinted executor of the will of a deceased 
person, it is always advisable to prove the will 
as early as possible. If the will is in a verna- 
cular it has to be officially translated* into 
English. A petition is then prepared praying 
for the grant of probate of the will Ail the 
property left by the deceased has to be dis- 
closed in a schedule to be annexed to the peti- 
tion. The values of immovable properties are 
usually assessed at 16{ years purchase on 
the nett Municipal assessment, for estate 
under Its 1,000 no probate duty is payable ; 
up to Bs 9 000 in excess of first Ba. 1,000 the 
! ut y between Bs. 10,000 and 

Ra. 50,000 the duty payable Is at 8 % and 
between Bs. 50,000 and 1,00.000 the doty pay- 
able teat 4% and over Bs 1.00,000 the duty 
. payable Is @ 5%, In determining tbe amount of 
the value of the estate for tbe purposes of pro. 
bate duty the following items are allowed to be 
deducted. 

1. Debts left by tbe deceased including mort- 
gage encumbrances. 


2 The amount of fnneral expenses 

3 Property held by the deceased in trust and 
not beneficially or with general power to 
confer a beneficial interest. 

The particulars of ail these items have to be 
stated in a separate schedule. It is the prac- 
tice of the High Court to send a copy of these 
schedules to the Bevenue authorities and if 
the properties particularly Immovable pro- 
perties have not been properly valued, the 
Bevenue department require the petition to 
be amended accordingly. In certain cases 
the Court theu requires citations to be .pub- 
lished and Berved on such persons as the Court 
thinks are Interested in the question of the 
grant of probate. If no objection is lodged by 
any person so interested within 14 days after 
tbe publication or service of citation and if the 
will is shown to have been properly executed 
and the petitioner entitled to probate, probate 
is ordered to be granted. 
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The fisheries of India, potentially rich, as 
yet yield a mere fraction of what they could 
were they exploited in a fashion comparable 
nith those of Europe, North America or Japan 
The fishing industry, particularly the marine 
section, has certainly expanded considerably 
within the last 60 years concurrently with 
improvement in the methods of transport 
and Increase in demand for fish, cured as well 
as fresh, from the growing population of the 
great cities within reach of the seaboard The 
caste system,however, exerts a blighting influence j 
on progress Fishing and fish trade are universal* 
ly relegated to low caste men who alike from 
their want of education, the isolation caused 
by their work and caste and their extreme 
conservatism, are among the most ignorant, 
suspicions and prejudiced of the population,! 
extremely averse to amending the methods 1 
,of their forefathers and almost universally 
without the financial resources requisite to 
the adoption of new methods, even when con- 
vinced of their value Higher caste capitalists 
have hitherto fought shy of associating with 
the low caste fishermen, and except m large 
operations on new lines, these capitalists 
oannot be counted upon to assist m the develop- 
ment of Indian fisheries Ab in Japan, it 


appears that the general conditions of the 
industry are such that the initiative must 
necessarily be taken by Government in the 
uplift and education of the fishing community 
and m the introduction and testing of new and 
Improved apparatus and methods 

The first local Government to lead the way 
was that of Madras, which in 1905 initiated an 
investigation of the industry, both marine 
and fresh-water, appointing Sir F A Nicholson 
to supervise operations .Bengal followed suit 
in 1000, and from these beginnings have sprung 
the local Fisheries Departments of Madras, 
Bengal, and Bihar and Orissa Bombay, the 
re m ai n i n g seaboard province, has comparatively 
small fresh-water interests compared with 
Madras and Bengal and as it happens that 
her marine fisheries are favoured with good 
harbours and the most enterprising race of 
fishermen in India, -there was less urgent need 
for State help In the industry Fisheries 
there were a subject of Government solicitude 
for five years after the war but they finally 
ceased to receive any attention after the aboli- 
tion in 1924 of tbe short lived Department of 
Industries to which this subject was allotted. 


Madras. 


The Madras coast line of 1,760 miles Is 
margined by a shallow-water area within the 
100 fathom hne of 40,000 square miles 
outside of the mere fringe Inshore, this vast 
expanse of fishable water lies Idle and unproduc- 
tive The surf-swept East coast is singularly 
deficient in harbours whereon fishing fleets 

the unsuLkabie catamaran, oomposet^of logs 
tied side by side is the only possible easy-going 
fishing craft Its limitations circumscribe 
the fishing power of its owners and consequently 
these men are poor and the produce of their best 
efforts meagre compared with what it would be 
if better and larger boats were available and 

C ible. The 'West coast is more favoured 
a September till April weather conditions 
are good enough to permit even dugout canoes 
to fish daily No difficulty is found in beaching 
canoes and boats throughout this Beason 
The fishing population is a large one In the 
census taken by the Department of Fisheries 
in 1927-28, the fisher-population on the West 
ooast totalled 114,502 xhe esteemed table 
fish of the coast consist of the Seer ( Cybium or 
Scomberomorous), Fomfret (Jpoledtu and Siro- 
mateus) several large species of Horse Mackerel 
(Caranx) Jew fish (Sciaentdae), Whiting 
(Sxilago) Thread-fins ( Polynemut ), Sardines 
tCltipea) and Mackerel (Scomber) In economic 
importance, boweveT, shoaling fish and fish of 
inferior quality such as Sardine (CTupea) 
Mackerel (Scomber), Cat fi«h (Arms), Ribbon 


fish (Tnchvunu), Goggles ( Caranx crumen- 
opthalmus ) and Silver bellies ( Equula and Cazta) 
take precedence of the former Sardine and 
Mackerel over-shadow all others So greatlj 
in excess of rood requirements are the catches 
of sardines, that every year large quantities 
are turned into oil and manure Fishing ontnde 
the 5 fathom line is little in evidence save bv 
Bombay boats (Ratnagin) which are engaged 
m drift netting for bomto, seer and otber 
medium-sized fishes These strangers are 
enterprising fishers and bring large catches 
Into Malpe and Mangalore and other convenient

The Madras Department of Fisheries.— 
As Government attention has been given m 
Madras over a longer period to the improve- 
ment of fisheries, and a larger staff concentrated 
upon the problems involved than elsewhere 
this Presidency has now the proud position of 
knowing that her fisheries ana collateral indus- 
tries are better organised and more progressive 
than those in other provinces The credit for 
the wonderful success which lias been achieved 
and the still greater promise of the future, is 
due in large measure to the wise and cautions 
plans of Sir F. A Nicholson, who from 1905 to 
191S had the guidance of affairs entrusted to 
him In 1005 be was appointed on special duty 
to investigate existing conditions and future 
potentialities , In 1907, a permanent status 
was given bj the creation of a fisheries bureau 
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and this in turn has developed into a separate 
Department of Government which till August 
1023 was being administered by Ur James 
ilorncll, FLS, ns Director and, Is now con- 
trolled by his successor Dr B Sund&ra Raj, 
M.A., Pb.D The activities of the Depart- 
ment have greatl} expanded since its inception 
A Committee constituted by Government to 
enquire into the working of the Department 
and make recommendations for its future 
development have 311 st published their report 
in two volumes The Evidence collected by 
the Committee is an octav 0 v olume of 431 pages 
and the Deport of the Committee is another 
similar volume of 264 pages The Deport is a 
remarl able production which summarises the 
aims and achievements of the Department 
during the last quarter of a century and contains 
detailed proposals for the expansion of the 
Dc p-riment activities in different directions 
Tli” v-liolc work of the Department has reoeived 
a great impetus ns a result of the report of 
this Committee. The Committee have em- 
phasised the true purpose and aim of a technical 
Jit part ment of Fisheries to be essentially 
the material amelioration of the lot of 
the eca-going fishermen The activities of 
the pa«t 23 }eare were largely concerned with 
(arms and canning, manufacture of oil and 
piano and trie-guarding of Government revenue

It is now possible to Introduce the better* 
methods of cure and improved hygiene which 
the Department has been straining to popula- 
rise, m all the yards Due to the transfer of the 
yards, the Fisheries Department has a large 
ramified staff of yard officers (Salt Sub-lnspeatara, 
Petty Yard Officers and Peons) in almost 
every large fishing village on the coast Besides 
the direct work of issuing salt for ouring, the 
Department sets itself to train these officers 
into expert advisers In curing methods and 
marketing fish, social workers for the Inculca- 
tion of thrift, co-operative and progressive Ideas 
and new industries and lastly as framed observers 
for recording and reporting on venous biological 
questions conneotea with fish and fisheries and 
collecting BtatistlOB regarding the value and , 
quantity of sea fish caught and landed Statis- 
tics have been published since 1025-26 regularly 
every year in the bulletins.

The activities of the Department are so varied 
and far-reaching that it is 'difficult even to 
enumerate them m the space available, much 
less to give details So far its most notable 
indnstnal successes have been the reform of 
manufacturing processes in the flBh-oil trade, 
the creation of a flBh guano industry and the 
opening of an oyster farm oonduoted under 
hygienia conditions Twenty-four volumes have 
been issued to date and the twenty-fifth volume 
in Press All this work has been carried on 
under serious handicap for want of adequato 
staff and equipment 
« 

The educational work of the Department is 
becoming one of its most Important branchos 
whether it be specially training teachers for 
schools In fishing villages or training men in 
the technology of ouring, canning and oil 
manufacture. In co-operative propaganda and 
in the supply of zoological specimens for the 
use of college classes and museums Tho last 
named has filled a long-felt want and is contri- 
buting materially to the advancement of tlie 
study of Zoology throughout India There is 
now no need to obtain specimens from Europe 
as they can bo had from the Research Assistant, 
Fisheries Station, Ennnr, Madras, at moderato 
prices 

Fish Curing. — Fish ouring is practised 
extensively everywhere on the Madras coasts - 
Its present success is duo primarily to Dr 
rrancis Day who after an investigation during 
1860-71 of the fisheries of the whole of India, 
pressed for the grant to fishermen of duty-free 
salt for curing purposes within fenced enclosures. 
Be ad\ocatcd much else, but the time was not 
ripe and tho salt concession was tbe sole tangible 
result of hiB long and honourable efforts Xus 
salt suggestions were accepted by the Madras 
Go\ eminent, and from 1882 a gradually Increas- 
ing number of yards or bonded enclosures 
were opened at which salt is issued free of duty 
and often at rates below the local cost of the 
Fait to Government. At present about 115 01 
Fuch yards arc scattered along tbe coast and 
oxer 53,000 tons of wet fish arc annually cured 
therein. Tlie total receipts on the adminis- 
tration of these yards for the year 1010-31 
ua« Rfi 1,07.777-0-4 and expenditure 
Rs 2,85,013-12-4 
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Pearl and Chanfc Fisheries —In the 
absence of the pearl fishery daring the year, 
the ohank fisheries prospered An unprece- 
dented number of 407,028 cbanks were fished 
yielding a gross revenue of Bs.

The Inland Fisheries.— The Inland Fish- 
eries of Madras compare unfavourably with 
those of Bengal. Many of the rivers dry up 
in thehotseasonand few of the many thousands 
of Irrigation tanks throughout the province 
hold water for more than 0 to 0 months As 
a consequence, inland fisheries are badly 
organised and few men devote themselves to

The custom is to neglect or Ignore the 
value of these streams and tanks so long as 
they are full of water only when the streams 
Shrink to pools and the tanks to puddles do the 
owners or lessees of the fishing rights turn out 
to catch fish The result Is a dearth of fish 
throughout the greater part of the year, a glut 
for a few days, and often much waste in conse- 
quence The chief fresh water fishes of economic 
Importance are the Murrel, notable for Its 


virtue of lnlng for a considerable penod out of 
water, and various carps including Labeo, 
Catla and the well-known favourite of sports- 
man m India the “ Mahseer," Oat-fishes 
and Hilsa In the Nfigiris, the Kambow Trout 
has been acclimatised and thrives well The 
Government working m conjunction with the 
Nilgin Game Association maintain a hatchery 
at Avalanche, where quantities of fry are hatched 
and reared for the replenishment of the streams i 
of the plateau Fishing rights In the large 
Irrigation tanks were transferred from Govern- 
ment to local authorities many years ago, 
these tanks are now being reacquired by Govern- 
ment in order that they may be stocked periodi- 
cally by the Department, the results so far 
have shown a profit on the operations To 
breed the necessary fry, 7 fish farms an in 
operation In these the chief fish bred an 
the Gourami, obtained from Java, and Etropln

Deep Sea Flailing and fieseareh —The 
fisherman has a fairly exhaustive knowledge 
of the fisheries along the coast np to 7 fathoms 
If the catches of fish are to be improved it is 
necessary to ascertain— 

(1) what kinds and quantities of fish are 
available beyond 7 fathoms , and, 

(2) how to exploit these deep sea fisheries 
economically. 

The department's trawler "Lady Gosohen ” 
has been exploring the ofl shorn belt of the 
sea np to 109 fathoms from Point Calimere to 
Madras on the Bast Coast and Calicut to Pigeon 
Islands on the West Coast, with a view to 
ascertain the kinds and quantities of fish 
available there. The Assistant Biologist and 
staff worked on board the trawler One 
remarkable discovery made by this systematic 
survey is that fish of better quality and in larger 
quantity are available In deeper waters on the 
East coast from Point Calimere to Madras 
than on the West coast from Calicut to Pigeon 
Islands, during (he months of the survey. 
Whether It is the case throughout the year is 
yet to be ascertained However it has helped 
to revise the general belief that fish are much 
more abundant on the West coast than on tho 
East ooast, and opens np possibilities for largo 
fishery developments on the East Coast which 
will ultimately Increase the supply of fish food 
and fish manure 

Eural Pisciculture —As a result of the 
recommendation of the Boyal Commission 
on Agriculture that all practical measures should 
be adopted to add fish to the diet of the cultivator 
thereby improving his nutrition, a scheme of 
ratal propaganda was inaugurated m 1980 
An Assistant Director with necessary staff 
was appointed to advise ryots in the stocking 
of village ponds which number over 106,050 m 
the Presidency The work though began In 
July 1930, has already competed a survey 
of ponds m 08 villages, 2,172 wells and 264 
ponds m tbese villages were examined and out 
of this number 176 wells and 85 ponds were 
selected as suitable for plsoiculfcuraf operations 
and 45 wells and 1 pond were stocked 

Welfare Work— A remarkable feature in 
the work of the Madras Fisheries Department 
is the energy which it devotes to the improve- 
ment of the condition of the flsherfoik. On 
Sir Frederick Nicholson’s initiative, the Depart- 
ment has always recognised the duty of spreading 
among them education and tho habits of thrift, 
temperance and co-operation The work Ins 
been specially successful on the West Coast 
The number of fishermen’s co-operative societies 
in 1980-81 was 78. 

The need for special efforts to promote co-opera- 
tion among fisneifolkand to renew and stimu- 
late co-operative societies to more efficient work 
has been recognised by Government for some 
years The Committee on Fisheries recommend- 
ed that all co-operative work among fishermen 
both on the West and East Coasts in the Pres!- 
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dene} should he done by the Fisheries Depart- 
ment and that, on the analogy of the system 
in \02uc jn the Labour Department, the staff 
of Inspectors of Co*opcrativ c Societies should 
wort, under the Iishenes Department, the 
Co-ojvnitiae supplv mg trained Inspectors and 
ouditmc the bool : or the societies The 
Goa crnmMit partlalK accepted the recommenda- 
tions and sanctionca the deputation of 3 
Inspect*-? of Co-operative Societies for exclusive 
r orL among £sncrmcn under the department) 

T.ro inlirtrial socirties were started one 
at B’vnod and the other at Palapatty on the 
V c»t Coast ,n 1°27 with the object of wearing 
tli* fi'hcnnfn gradually from the influence ot 
mldJlruinn capitalists. The Government sanc- 
flot'fdaloanoiltr l,500each to the two societies 


for purchasing boat3, nets and other accessories 
for fishing purposes They are working since 
1927 with varying degrees of success. 

To promote the education of fishermen a 
training institution was opened in the middle 
of 1918 at Calicut to tram teachers to work m 
elementary schools for the flsherfolk The 
pupil teachers under training are familiarised 
with the work earned on m the fishery stations 
at Tanur and Chalijam They .are given 
practical instructions m fishing, a boat having 
been purchased for the purpose. La some 
places the villagers themselves started the 
schools and then handed over to the Depart- 
ments In other places schools were opened 
by the Department at the request of the 
fishermen Local men are appointed as honorary 
manager of schools

Crown being employed fot the purpose. The 
results showed that there are extensive area 
suitable for trawling and capable of yielding 
large quantities of high class fish. Much atten- 
tion was devoted during these trawl cruises to 
the acquisition of increased knowledge of the 
marine fauna, the results being published in 
the Records and Memoirs of the Indian Museum. 
For various reasons, the chief perhaps being 
the hostility of vested Interests, the lack of 
cold storage facilities and the loss of timeinvolv- 
cd by the trawler having to bring her catches 
to Calcutta instead of sending them by a swift 
tender, the experiment was financially a failure 
and was dropped. With ever-increasing de- 
mand tor fish in Calcutta and the concurrent 
rise in prices, the prospects of remunerative 
steam-trawling ate now much more, steam* 
trawling companies being floated In the imme- 
diate future. The trade is a difficult one to' 
organise and without a rare combination of 
technical fishery knowledge and far-sighted 
and comprehensive organization the danger 
ran by the investing public will be considerable 
Originally one Fisheries Department served the 
needs of the two provinces of Bengal and Bihar 
and Orissa. Separation was effected in after 
which fisheries in Bengal were administered 
by the Director of Agriculture. The Bengal 
rishery Department was abolished under 
retrenchment in 1923 There Is no immediate 
prospect of reconstitution of the Department. 
In Bihar and Orissa, Fisheries form a section 
of the Department of industries. 

Bengal Fisheries Department has of necessity 
a more limited scope for its activities than in 
the case of Madras Practically no coastal 
minor industries exist, neither do the natu- 
ral conditions lead ns to suppose that any 
can be created without extreme difficulty, and 
In the ab«ence of a great trawl fndustry wilier 
alone might be able to call into existence fac- 
tori'-* devoted to the uplift of the general 
1 tihzation of flsli byc-uroducta. Apart 
from this, much can be done by It* 
ofLem for the uplift of the general fishing 
pops! ition with a view to free them from the 
tyranny of the mahaians (fish contractors and 
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cn In the earliest days of tbe British occu- 1 

ulon the destruction of the forests in many 
arts of India indicated the necessity for a 
strong forest policy, bnt whether or not our 
earlier administrators realized the Importance 
of the forests to the physical and economic 
• welfare of the country, the fact remains that 
little or nothing was done. The yeaT 1855 
marked the commencement of a new era In 
the history of forestry in India, for It was 
then that Lord Dalhousie laid down a definite 
and far-sighted forest policy Further 
progress was delayodfor a time by the Mutiny, 
but from 1860 onwards forest organi- 

zation was rapidly extended to the other pro- 
vinces The earlier years of forest administra- 
tion were beset with difficulties, which is not 
surprising considering that the Department 
was charged with tbe unpopular duty of pro- 
* tecting the heritage of Nature from the rapacitv 
of mankind — a. duty which naturally roused 
the antagonism of the agricultural population 
of India Exploration, demarcation and settle- 
ment, followed by efforts to introduce pro- 
tection and some form of regular management, 
were the first duties of tbe Forest Department 
Work on these lines, whidh is not yet completed 
In the more backward parts of the country, 
has been pursued steadily from the commence- 
ment, and in consequence large tracts of forest 
have been saved from rain and are gradually 
being brought under efficient management 
Whatever may have been the opinions held 
In some quarters half a century ago as to the 
need for a policy such as that expressed in I .ord 
Dalbousie’s memorable enunciation of 1855, 
there Is no longer any doubt that results have 
amply justified the steps taken, and that In 
her forests India now possesses a property of 
constantly increasing value, the future im- 
portance of which it is hardly possible to over- 
estimate. 

Types of Forest — More than one-fifth 
of the total area of British India (including 
the Shan States) is under the control of the 
Forest Department These areas are classified 
as reserved, protected or nnolassed State forests 
In the reserved forests rights of user in favour 
of individuals and the public are carefully 
recorded and limited at settlement while the 
boundaries are defined and demarcated ; in the 
protected forest” the record of rights is not 
bo complete, the accrual of rights after settle- 
ment not being prohibited, and the boundaries 
are not always demarcated; while m the un- 
classed forests no systematic management is 
attempted, and as a rale the control amounts 
to notmngmore than the collection of revenue 
until the areaB are taken up for cultivation 
or are converted Into reserved or protected, 
forests- The total forest area of British India 
(indudiug the 8hon States) on 31st March 
1030 was 249,710 square miles or 22 6 of the 


total area This was classed as follows* Beser- 
ved 107,753 , Protected 6,263 , Unclassed State 
135,694. 

Throughout this vast forest area, scattered 
over the length and breadth of India from the 
Himalayan snows to Cape Comorin and from 
the arid jumper tracts of Baluchistan to the 
eastern limits of the Shan States, there is, as 
may be imagined, an infinite variety in the 
types of forest vegetation, depending on varia- 
tions of climate and soil and on other local 
factors Broadly speaking, the following mam 
types of forest may he distinguished: — 

(1) Arid-country forests, extending over 
Sind, a considerable portion of Bajputana, 
part of BalncblBtan and the sonth of the Punjab 
in dry tracts where the rainfall le less than 20 
Inches The number of species is few, the most 
important tree being the babul or 
(Acacia arabtea), which however in the driest re- 
gions exiBts only by the aid of nvar inundations, 

(2) Deciduous forests. In which most of the 
trees are leafless for a portion of the year. These 
forests, which extend over large areas in the 
snb-Himalayan tract, the Peninsula of India 
and Burma, are among the most Important, 
comprising as they do the greater part of the 
teak and sal forests * 

(3) Evergreen forests —These occur in re- 
gions of very heavy rainfall, such os the west 
coast of the Peninsula, the eastern sub-Hlmalay 
an tract, and the moisture parts of Burma and 
are characterized by the great variety and 
luxuriance of their vegetation 

(4) Hill forests — In these the vegetation 
varies considerably according to elevation and 
rainfall In the Eastern Himalaya, Assam 
and Burma, the hill forests are characterized 
by various oakx magnolias and laurels, while 
In Assam and Burma the Khosia pine (. Pinas 
khatva) grows gregariously at elevations of 
3,000 to 7,000 feet In the North-Western 
Himalaya the chief timber tree is the deodar 
( Cedrus deodara), which occurs most commonly 
at elevations of 6,000 to 8,000 feet, and in 
association with oaks or blue pine (Ptnut excelta), 
towards its upper limit tbe deodar merges into 
veiy large areas of spruce and silver fir, 
while below it are found extensive forests of 
the long-needled pine (Ptnut longtfolta) which 
Is tapped for resin. 

(5) littoral forests — These occur on the 
sea coast and along tidal creeks The most 
characteristic trees belong to tbe mangrove 
family (Shuaphoreae) Behind tbe mangrove 
belt is an important type of forest occasionally 
inundated by high tides, in which the most 
valuable species is the " sdndri " (Utnttcra

Administration —The forest butlncss of 
the Government of India is carried out in t lie 
Department of Education Health and Land*. 
The Inspector-General of Forest* is also President 
of the Forest Research Institute at Delim Dun 
and is the tecnnical adviser to the Government 
of India In forest matters Under the Consti- 
tution of 1919 Forests were made a transferred 
subject in Bombay and Burma, where thej lmd 
longbeen administered by the Provincial Gov cm- 
meats, and In 1924 the Reforms Inqulrv Com- 
mittee presided over by the late Sir Alexander 
Uiiniu, Home Member of the Government 
of India, recommended that they be trans 
ferred in other provinces now unless any local 
Government on examination of the positions 
can make out a convincing case against the 
transfer In its own province 

Territorial _ chargos. — The various provinces 
are divided Into one or more Forest Circles* 
each In charge of a Conservator of Forests’, 
provinces containing three or more circles also 
have a Chief Conservator who is the head of 
tiie Department for his province Circles are 
divided into a number of Forest Divisions 
In charge of members of the Imperial or Pro- 
vincial Forest Service, these Divisions in most 
cases correspond to civil districts Each Division 
contains a number of Ranges in charge of 
Junior members of the Provincial Service or 
of Forest Rangers or Deputy Rangers? heavy 
Divisions are also sometimes divided into 
Subdivisions. The Ranges are further Bub- 
divided into a number of beats or protective 
charges held by Forest Guards or in some cases 
by Foresters. 

Non-territorial changes -—Apart from territo- 
rial changes there are various important posts 
of a non-tern tonal nature connected with 
Forest Research and Education, the prepara- 
tion of Forest Working Plans, and otber special 
duties.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY AND TELEPHONY. 


Rcnm Stations — The year 1927 saw the 
co mm encement of Beam wireless services on 
the Marconi system between India and the 
United Kingdom Powerful transmitting and 
receiving stations erected at Poona and Dhond 
respectively by the Indian Badio Telegraph 
Company are connected by land lines with the 
Central Telegraph Office in Bombay, whilst 
stations at Skegness and Grimsby are similarly 
connected with the General Post Office in London, 
and the circuits are so arranged that messages 
are exchanged between Bombay and London 
without Intermediate handling at the Beam 
stations at either end The huge aerial systems 
at Poona and Dhond, each supported on five 
steel towers 287 feet in height, are landmarks 
over a distance of many miles The service 
was inaugurated by His Excellency the Viceroy 
on 28rd July 1927 at the Central Telegraph 
Office, Bombay, when His Excellency trans- 
mitted a message to the Bang and His Majesty’s 
reply was reoeived a few minutes later 

It is noteworthy that the opening of" the 
Beam wireless service coincided with a reduction 
in rates by the cable companies The Eastern 
Telegraph Co, which operates the cable from 
Europe to India, has become merged In the 
Hew Imperial and International Communications 
Ltd. 

Por reasons of economy, most of the inland 
wireless stations in India were practically 
dosed down and placed in charge of Care ana 
Maintenance ” parties which carry out tests 
twice a month, the exceptions being Peshawar 
Badio, which always maintained official com* 
mumcation with Kabul m Afghanistan and 
Kashgar in China, and Jotogh Badio, which 
receives British Official "Wireless sent out from 
Oxford and Bugby and passes the messages to 
Beuter’s Agenoy for distribution to subscribing 
newspapers The stations at Delhi and Allaha- 
bad have now been equipped with apparatus 
to enable them to function as aeronantioal 
wireless stations and they are used aB such 
New wireless stations for aeronautical purposes 
have been erected at Jodhpur in Bikaner, and 
Gas a. The wireless installations at Karaohi 
and Calcutta have been modified so as to meet 
nil the Wireless requirements of aircraft passing 
over India New stations equipped for aero- 
nautical communication purposes are under 
construction at Chittagong, Akyab, Sandoway 
and Bassera 

The coast stations, however, have been main 
tamed in a state of high efficiency and many 
improvements effected The application of 
the Baudot system to the high-speed continuous- 
wave wireless stations at Madras Port and 
Mingaladon (Rangoon) has proved extremely 
satisfactory, and a large portion of the traffic 
between Southern India and Burma Is regularly 
worked by this direct route instead of the cir- 
cuitous route cut Calcutta. The traffic is 
Interrupted occasionally by atmospheric inter- 
ference, particularly during the hot weather 
but the difficulties have been largely overcome 
by bandspeed working during the worst 
periods. 

Por many years the Bombay stations known 
as Bombay Badio was located on Butcher 
Island In the Harbour, but during 1927 a fine 


new station equipped with modern apparatus 
was erected and taken into service at Santa Crus, > 
Just outside the limits of Bombay Municipality 

Badio telegrams exchanged with ships at sea 
by coast stations m India and Burma continue 
to Increase m number, and now total about 
30,000 per annum Official telegrams am 
exchanged with the British Naval station at 
Matara (Ceylon) eta Bombay Badio Regular 
services are also maintained between Burma and 
the Malay Peninsula via Rangoon and Penang 
and between Burma and Sumatra, whilst radio 
traffio Is passed between Madras and Colombo 
when the normal route is interrupted. 

Wireless telephonic communication between 
pilot vessels, lighthouses and Bhore stations are 
maintained by the Port Trusts at Bombay 
and Bangoon. In March 1931, telephonic com- 
munication between 1 Bombay .and London 
was established for the first time The 
conversations werehntiated from the s s. Bclgen- 
land, a tourist Bhip lying in Bombay Harbour and 
were made possible through the courtesy of 
Standard Telephones and Cables limited in con- 
junction with the International Marine Badio, 
.Company 

Safety at Sea. — A noticeable feature oi 
wireless development during the past two yean 
has been the provision of afrection-flnding 
apparatus at Bombay and Karachi and fadh* 
'ties at other coast stations whereby ships at 
sea equipped with direction-finding apparatus 
can obtain bearings on coast stations and tins 
determine their position with a remarkable 
degree of accuracy The latest style of Marcony 
beacon was erected on Kennedy Island during 
1931 to guide shipping approaching Bombay 
harbour All Ships equipped'wlth wireless direc- 
tion Undent will now be able to obtain exact 
knowledge of their whereabouts at a distance of 
150 miles from the coast. The beacon is an 
experiment and is likely to he the first of many 
others along the coast of India Improved 
arrangements for broadcasting time a gnate. 
weather reports and navigational warnings from 
coast stations have also proved of value to sups ' 
at sea. 

. Broadcasting— For several years, limited 
broadcasting services were maintained _ by 
Badio Clubs m Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, 
Karachi and Bangoon, and although the trans- 
mitting 'sets employed by them were of very 
low power, the broadcasts were tuned-m over 
practically the whole of India The -dubs were 
assisted financially by a Government' contribu- 
tion based upon the revenue from license fees, 
but this did not nearly suffice to cover the cost 
of the transmissions, and the greatest credit is 
due to the members of those dubs for the sport- 
ing manner m which they provided additional 
funds and undertook the entire responsibility 
for the programmes Credit is also due to the 
Indian States and Eastern Agency for the loan 
of transmitting apparatus, without which the 
broadcasts would have been impossible. 

Alter negotiations extending over 1 several 
years, an Indian Broadcasting Company was 
granted a license to establish broadcasting 
services upon lines similar to those -of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, and transmitting 
stations were erected in Bombay and Calcutta, 
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the services at the former being inaugurated 
by His Excellency the Viceroy m July 1927 and 
the latter by the Governor of Bengal a month 
later These stations had each an aenal input 
of three kilowatts, the same as that of the 2LO 
stations lu London, of which they are practically 
duplicates The programmes were so arranged 
that both Indian and European music are broad- 
cast daily and the news bulletins and market 
and weather reports are read In two languages 

Bombay broadcasts normally on a wavelength 
of 3509 metres, and Calcutta on 370 4 and 49*10 
metres Beceptaon in either of these cities, and for 
a distance of twenty or thirty miles around, is 
possible on crystal sets, of which a very large 
number bav e been sold Valve sets are necessary 
for those living further afield, but although there 
has been a considerable demand for these, the 
sales have not reached expectation. One of 
the greatest difficulties in India Is the maintenance 
of batteries, which Is no inconsiderable item when 
sets containing five or six valves are employed 

The Indian Broadcasting Company was 
wound up in 1930 and Its operations have since 
been conducted by the Government of India, 
m the Industries and Labour Department 
Government for this purpose formed an Indian 
State Broadcasting Service and instituted a 
Central Broadcasting Advisory Committee, 
representative of the non-offlcial public in 
association with the Departmental oflteials, 
to keep them m touch with public opinion. 
The Committee has as its chairman the Member 
of the Viceroy's Executive Council in charge 
of the Subject (now the Hon Sir Joseph Bhore) 
and upon it sit at the present time Messrs 
J8 B Macbeth and H. M Duma sin, 
Bombay, H H Eeylands and K C CTeogy, 
ML A, Calcutta, M B Coburn, Financial 
Adviser to Government nr the Posts and Tele- 
graphs Department and B Hama Bao, Joint 
Secretary to Government in the Industries 
and Labour Dept It Is now proposed to 
establish a series of additional broadcasting 
stations m different parts of India so as to 
spread broadcasting receivable on low-powered 
sets throughout the land Important proposals 
with this purpose in view were discussed by the 
Advisory Committee in Calcutta in December, 
1930 An ev ent of considerable Importance was 
Bombay's broadcast to the world on December 
13, 1933 This broadcast, played from the 
Empire Station, gav e listeners in Europe their 
first opportunity of hearing a typical Indian 
programme 

Licenses — Broadcast receiving licenses are 
issued at Head Post Offices at a fee of ten rupees 
per year, and cover .the use of receiving sets 
throughout Bntish India except Baluchistan and 
the Xorth-West Frontier Province Licenses for 
fixed stations for transmitting and expen- 
mental purposes are much sought after, 
and despite a careful scrutiny of the 
applicants, more than 300 have been issued 
The number of traders in wireless apparatus 
who are required to take out special Import 
licenses hvs increased considerably during the 
past year This improvement must he ascribed 
primarily to the commencement of broadcasting. 

Prospects — The Government of India have 
always encouraged the development of wireless 
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in India by pnvate enterprise and to this 
source that India may look m the future for 
considerably increased internal radio com- 
munication There are two most promising 
lines of development, viz — 

(а) Erection of small sets either for speech 
or morse m districts where no land hues exist, 
and to link such districts with the existing 
landlines. In this connectionit may be remarked 
that modem small radio sets are capable of using 
either morse or speech at will and if used for 
speech can be operated by the ordinary desk tele- 
phone instrument In daily use all over India. 

(б) The use of radio as a substitute for land- 
line to form the trank telephone route between 
two cities which already have telephone 
faclhties. 

These would, It is thought, -open up a new 
industry which if properly forstered would very 
soon extend its sales outside the limits of India 
It is believed that the majority of parts 
for small radio sets could be more cheaply 
manufactured In this country than they can 
he imported and such an industry would find 
the right kind of skilled labour already in India 

Radio Telephone Service.— An event of 
considerable importance was the inauguration of 
the radio telephone service between India and 
England on May 1, 1933, when Hu Excellency 
Sir Frederick Sykes, Governor of Bombay, and 
Sir Samuel Hoare, Secretary of State for India, 
exchanged messages as a preliminary to the 
opening of the service to the public 

The service is based upon the beam wireless 
Bystem which has been operated successfully 
for the past six years by the Indian Badio and 
Cable Communications Company between India 
and the United Kingdom and, since the begin- 
ning of this year, between India and Japan 
Initially, the radio telephone service was limited 
to Bombay and Poona at the Indian end and 
to the United Kingdom at the other, bnt 
facilities for conversation with other places 
were speedily arranged, and within a month it 
was possible for people in Bombay to speak to 
the United States, Canada, Australia, South 
Africa and many other parts of the world 
Similarly, there is a gradual extension of the 
area covered m India, and when the Improve- 
ment of the landlines has been completed, 
nearly every important city will be m direct 
telephonic communication with England and 
the rest of the world. 

Many technical problems are involved in the 
perfection of the India-England wireless 
telephone, not the least of which is the ensur- 
ing of seorecy When the service was first 
opened, reports from ordinary broadcast listen- 
ers in all parts of the country and as far afield 
as Ceylon indicated that conversations could be 
“ tapped " with the greatest ease, hut later 
“ secrecy gear ” was installed 

Any private telephone owner will be able to 
use the service for an overseas call. Before 
doing so, how ever, he will have to place a 
deposit of Bs 100 w ltb the Divisonal Engineer, 
Telegraphs, Bombay. 

The charge for a 3 minutes’ conversation to 
(a) places in England, Scotland and Wales is 
Bs SO , (6) Northern Ireland (Dublin) and the 
| Isle of Man, Bs 84 Each additional minute's 
I conversation to places under (a) will cos 1 
Bs. 26-11 and to (b) Bs 28. 
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the Mutiny Its freedom bad to be temporarily 
controlled by the Gagging Act which Canning 
passed in June 1857 on account of the license 
of a very few papers, and owing still more to 
the fears of Its circulating intelligence which 
might be prejudicial to public interests. The 
Act was passed only for a year at the end of 
which the press was once more free 
On India passing to the Crown in 1858, an 
era of prosperity and progress opened for the 
whole country in which the press participated 
There were 19 Anglo-Indian papers at the 
beginning of this period m'1858 and 25 Native 
papers and the clrrulatlon of all was very small 
The number of the former did not show a great 
rise in the next generation, but the rise In 


Influence and also circulation was satisfactory 
Famous Journalists like Robert Knight, James 
Maclean and Hums Mbokerji flourished m 
this generation. The Civil and Military Gazette 
was originally published in Simla as a weeMj 
paper, the first issue being dated June 22na 
1872. Prior to and in the days of the Mutiny 
the most famous paper In Northern India 
waB tile MofUstMe, originally published at 
Meerut, but afterwords at Agra and then at 
Ambala After a lively existence for a few 
years in Simla the Ctvtl and Military Gazette 
acquired and incorporated the MofusBihle, 
and in 187G the office of the paper was transferred 
from Simla to Lahore, and the Gazette began 
to be published daily. 


INDIAN PRESS LAW. 


Before 1886 all printing of books and paper 
was subject to licence by the Governor- General 
In Council, and the licences were Issued or 
refused at the discretion of Government. Aot 
XI of 1885 repealed the old Regulations and 
merrily required registration of the printer and 
made a few minor requirements. That Act 
was replaced in 1867 by the present Press and 
Registration of Books Act, and, except for an 
Aot which was in force for one year during the 
Mutiny, there was no further legislation directly 
affecting the Press until 1878 when the Verna- 
cular Press Act was passed That Act was 
repealed during the Viceroyalty of Lord Ripon 
In 1882. Prom that date until 1907 Government 
no attempt to interfere directly with the 
liberty of the Press, the growth of sedition 
being dealt with In other ways by the passing 
in 1898 of section 124A of the Penal Code m Its 

« t form, which had been originally enacted 
D, and by the introduction into the Penal 
Code of section 158A and into the Criminal 
Procedure Code of section 108. There. were a 
certain number of prosecutions under those 
Bf mf.inTin up to 1907, but the dissemination of 
sedition through the Press continued In 1908 
the Newspaper (Incitement to Offences) Act 
was passed which dealt with papers inciting 
to murder or to acta of violence. This Aot 
failed to have the desired effect. 

The Indian Press Act, 1910, was a measure 
of wider scope, the main object of which was 
to ensure that the Indian press generally should 
be kept within the limits of legitimate discus- 
sion. 

The Act dealB, not only with incitements 
to murder and acts of violence, bnt also with 
other specified classes of published matter, 
including any words ot signs tending to seduce 
soldiers or sailors from tLelr allegiance or duty, 
to ytn g into hatred or contempt the British 
Government, any Native Pnnce, or any sec- 
tion of His Majesty’s subjects m India, or to 
intimidate pnbbc servants or private indivi- 
duals. 

The different sections oi the Act have in 
view (i) Control over presses and means of 
publication, (10 control over publishers of 
newspapers, (ill) control over the importa- 
tion into British India and the transmission 
bv tbe post of objectionable matter; (ir) the 
■oppression of seditious or objectionable 
newspapers, books, or otber documents 
wherever found. 


Hepeal of Press Legislation —By the 
autumn of 2917 the Government of India bad 
begun to consider the desirability of modifying 
at least one seotion of the Press Aot to whtah 
meat exception had been taken on account of 
the wide powers that it gave Finally, after 
more than once consulting Local Government, 
a Committee was appointed in February 1921 
after a debate in the Legislative Assembly, to 
examine the Press and Registration of Books 
Act, 1897, and the Indian Press Aot, 1910, and 
report what modifications were required in the 
existing law That Committee made an un- 
animous report In July 1921, recommending 

(1) The Press Act should be repealed 

(2) The Newspapers Incitements to Offences 
Aot should be repealed. 

(8) The Press and Registration of Books Act 
and the Post Office Act should be amended 
where necessary to meet tbe conclusion noted 
below : ( a ) The name of the editor should 
bo inscribed on every issue ot a newspaper and 
tbe editor shonld be subject to tire same 
liabilities ns tbe printer and publisher, as 
regards criminal and civil responsibilities* 
(W any person registering under tne Press and 
Registration of Books Act should be a major as 
defined by tbe Indian Majority Act , (e) local 
Governments should retain the power of con- 
fiscating openly seditions leaflets, subject to 
the owner ot the press or any other person 
aggrieved being able to protest before a court 
and challenge the seizure of such document, in 
which case the local Government ordering tbe 
confiscation sbonld be railed upon to prove the 
seditions character of the documents The 
powers conferred by Sections U to 15 of the 
Press Act should be retained Customs 
and Postal officers being empowered to seize 
seditious literature within the meaning ot 
Section 124A of the 7. P. C subject to review on 
tue part of tbe local Government and challenge 
by any 'persons Interested in the courts , (e) anv 
person challenging the orders of Government 
should do so in tbo local High Court . (f) the 
term of imprisonment prescribed In Sections 12, 
18, 14 and 15 of tbo Prcs3 and Registration of 
Books Act should be reduced to six months, {?), 
the provisions of Section 16 of the Pres3 Act 
should be reproduced in the Press and Registra- 
tion of Books Act 

Effect was gi%cn to these recommendations 
daring tbe year 1922 
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Press Association of India.— At the 
end of 1915 this Association was formed 
in Bombay According to the articles of 
constitDtion "Its objects shall be to protect 
the press of the country by all lawful means

THE EXCHANGE BANKS. 


Thq Banks carrying on Exchange business 
In India are merely branch agencies of Banks 
having their head offices in London, on the 
continent, or m the Far East and the United 
States Originally their business was confined 
almost exclusively to the financing of the ex- 
ternal trade of India; bnt in recent years 
most of them, while contmm&g to finance thin 
part of India’s trade, have also taken an active 
part in the financing ot the internal portion also 
at the places where their branches are situated. 

At one time the Banks earned on their opera- 
tions in India almost entirely with money 
borrowed elsewhere, principally in London— 
the home offices of the Banks attracting de- 
posits for use in India byoffenng rates of In- 
terest much higher than the English Banks 
were able to quote. Within recent yean how- 
ever it has been discovered that it is possible 
to attract deposits in India on quite as favour- 
able terms as can be done in London and a very 
large proportion of the financing done by the 
Exchange Banks is now earned through by 
means of money actually borrowed in India 
Ko Information is available as to how far each 
Bank has scoured deposits m India, but the 
following statement published by the Director 
Geneml of Statistics in India shows how rapidly 
such deposits have grown In tbe aggregate 
witlun recent years

Exchange Banks' Investments, 

Turning now to the question of the invest- 
ment of the Banks’ resources, so far as It con- 
cerns India, this to a meat extent consists of 
tbe purchase of bills drawn against imports 
and exports to and from India 

Ths financing of the import trade originated 
and Is earned through however for the most 
part by Branches outside India, the Indian 
Branches' share m the business consisting prin- 
cipally in collecting the amount of the bills 
at maturity and m furnishing their other branch- 
es with information as to the means and stand- 
ing ot the drawees of the bills, and it is a3 re- 
gards the export business that the Indian 
Branches are more immediately concerned 
The ExebangeBanks have practically a mono- 
poly of the export finance in India and in view 
ot the dimensions ot the trade which has to 
be dealt with tbe Banks would under ordinary 
circumstances require to utilise a very large 
proportion of their resources m carrying through 
the business They are able however by a 
system of rediscount in London to limit the 
employment of their own resources to a com- 
paratively Bmafl figure m relation to the busi- 
ness they actually put through. Xo definite 
Information can be secured as to the extent 
to which rediscounting In London is earned 
on bnt the following figures appearing in the 
balance sheets dated 81st December 1933 of the 
uudernoted Banks will give some idea of this

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JOINT STOCK BANKS. 


Previous to 1908 tbere were few Banks of 
tins description operating in India, and Bnota as 
were then in existence were of comparatively 
small importance and had their business con- 
fined to a very restricted area The rapid 
development of this class of Bank, whioh has 
been so marked a feature in Banking within 
recent yean, really bad its origin in Bombay 
and set in with the establishment of the Bank 
of India and the Indian Specie Bank in 1906 
After that time there was a perfect stream 
of new flotations, and although many ol the new 
Companies confined themselves to legitimate 
banking business, on the other hand a very large 
number engaged in other businesses in addition 
and can hardly be properly classed as Banks 
These Banks made very great strides during 
the first few years of their existence, but it 
was generally suspected in well Informed drcles 
that the business of many of the Banks was 
of a very speculative and unsafe character and 
,lt was a matter of no great surprise to many 
people when it became known that some of the 
Banks were in difficulties. 


The first Important failure to take place was 
that of the People's Bang of India and the loss 
of cbnfidence caused by the failure of that Bank 
resulted in a very large number of other failures 
the prindpal being that of the Indian Specie 
Bank 

Since those events of ten years ago 
confidence has been lamely restored But in 
April 1928 the Alliance Bank of Simla suspend- 
ed payment and is nowin voluntary liquidation 
The effeot of the failure of th» old established - 
Bank might have been disastrous but for the 
prompt aotlon of the Imperial Bank which 
dealt with the situation In 0I03P association 
with the Government of India The Imperial 
Bank undertook to pay the depositors of the 
Alliance Bank GO per cent of the amounts due 
to them A panic was averted and a critical 
period was passed through with little difficulty. 

During 1923 the Tata Industrial Bank, which 
was established m 1918, was merged in the 
Central Bank of Tndia.

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INDIAN PRIVATE BANKERS AITO SHROFFS. 


Indian private Bankers and Shroffs flourished 
in India long before Joint Stock Banka were 
ever thought of, and it seems likely that they 
trill continue to thrive for some very consider- 
able time to come The use of the word 
'Shroff” Is usually associated with a person 
who charges usurious rates of interest to im- 
pecunious people, but this is hardly fair to the 
people known as “ shroffs ” m banking circles, 
as there is no doubt that tbe latter are of very 
real serwce to tbe business community and of 
very great assistance to Banks in India Under 
present conditions the Banks in India can never 
nope to be able to get into sufficiently close 
touch with the affairs of tbe vast trading com- 
mumtj in India to enable them to grant accom- 
modation to more than a few of these traders 
direct and it is in bis capacity as middleman 
that the shroff pro\es of Buch great service 
In this capacity also he brings a very con 
sidenble volume of business within the scope 
of the Presidency Banks Act, and enables tnci 
Presidency Banks to .give accommodation I 
which, without bis assistance, the Banks w ould 
not be permitted to one The shroff's position I 
as an intermediary between the trading com- 
munity and tbe Banks usually arises hv some- 
thing after the follow ftig manner. A shop- 
keeper in the bazaar, with limited means of his 
own, finds that, after using all his own money, hei 
still requires say Bs 25,000 to stock his shopi 
eiUablj He thereupon approaches the shroff, 
and tbe latter after very careful Inquiries as to 
tbe shopkeeper’s position grants the accom- 
modation, if he is satisfied that the business is 
safe. The business, as a rule, is arranged through 
a hoondee broker, and in the case referred to 
the latter may probably approach about ten 
shroffs and secure accommodation from them 
to the extent of Bs 2,600 each A hoondee 
usually drawn at a currency of about 2 months 
is almost Invariably taken by the shroffs m 
respect of such advances. ' 

A stage is reached however when the demands 
on the shroffs are greater than they are able to 
meet ont of their own money, and it Is at this 


•point that the assistance of tbe Banks is called 
'Into requisition. The shroffs do this by taking 
a number of the bills they already hold to the 
Banks for discount under their endorsement, 
and the Banks accept such bills freely to an 
extent determined in each coBe by the standing 
of the shroff and the strength of the drawers. 
The extent to which any one shroff may grant 
accommodation in the bazaar ib therefore 
dependent on two factors, tie, (1) tbe limit 
which he himself may think it advisable to 
place on his transactions, and (2) tbe extent to 
which the Banks are prepared to discount bills 
bearing his endorsement The shroffs keep in 
very close touch with all the traders to wnom 
they grant accommodation, and past experience 
lias shewn that the doss of business above 
referred to is one of the safest the Banks can 
engage in. 

The rates charged by the shroffs are usual!} 
based on tbe rates at which thev in turn can 
discount the bills with the Banks and neces- 
sarily vary according to the standing of the bor- 
rower ana with tbe season of the year. Gene- 
rally speaking, however, a charge of two annas 
per cent per mensem above the Bank’s rate of 
discount, or liV B is a fair average rate charged 
id Bombay to a first class borrower. Bates 
in Calcutta and Madras are on a slightly higher 
scale due in & great measure to the fact that 
the competition among tbe shroffs for business 
is not so keen m these places as it is in Bomba} - 

Tbe shroffs who engage in tbe class of business 
above described are principally Marwanes and 
I HultaniB having their Head Offices for the most 
part in Bikaner and SbikarpUr, respectively, tho 
business elsewhere than at tbe Head Offices 
being earned on by “ Moomms ” who haTo 
very wide powers , 

It is not known to what extent native bankers 
and shroffs receive deposits and engage in ex- 
change business throughout Indio, but then- is 
no doubt tb.it this is done to a very cons.derablo 
extent

The Board was made subordinate to the 
Government of India m which it was represented 
by the Department of Commerce and In- 
dustry It prepared the railway programme of 
expenditure ana considered the greater questions 
of policy and economy affecting all the lines. 
Its administrative duties included the construc- 
tion of new lines by State agency, the carrj Ing 
out ot new works on open lines, the improve- 
ment of railway management with regard 
both to economy and public convenience, the 
arrangements for through traffic, the settlement 
of disputes between hnes. the control and 
promotion of the staff on Stats lines, and the 
general supervision over the working and expen- 
diture of the Company’s lines Certain minor 
changes have taken place from time to time since 
the constitution of the Badway Board In 1908, 
to meet the complaint that the Board was 
subjected to excessive control by the De 
partment of Commerce and Industry, the powers 
of the Chairman were increased and he was 
given the status of a Secretary to Government 
with the right of Independent access to the 
Viceroy , he nEually sat in the Imperial Legis- 
lative Council as the representative of the Bail- 
way interest In 1912 in consequence of com- 

g amts of the excessive interference of the 
oard with the Companies, an informal mission 
was undertaken by Lord Inohcape to reconcile 
differences. Various changes were Introduced 
during the yean 1912-1920 such as the modi- 
fication of the rule that the President and mem' 
hers of the Hallway Board should all be men of 
large experience m the working of railways due 
to the importance of financial and commercial 
considerations in connection with the control 
of Indian Bailway policy. This decision was, 
however, revised in 1020 and an additional 
appointment of Financial Adviser to the Ball way 
Board created Instead. The question of the 
most suitable organization was further fnlly 
examined by the Acworth Committee In 1921 
and a revised organization which Is described 
later was Introduced from 1st April 1924. 

Some of the difficulties- Involved in the 
constitution of a controlling authority for the 
railways of India may be realized from a study 
of the “Botes on the Delation of the Govern- 
ment to Bailwaj s m India” printed os an 
appendix to Volume I of the Annual Boport bj 
tne Bailway Board on Indian Bailwaj s These 
notes brag ontthe great diversity of conditions 
prevailing which involv e the Bail way Depart- 
ment in the exerciso of the functions of— 

(a) the directly controlling authority of the 
htate-worked systems aggregating 18,49 a miles

(b) the representative of the predominant 
owning partner in systems aggregating 24,451

(d) the statutory authority over all raflwaj?

ment, to investigate and survey new lines and 
to arrange for financing their construction 1 he 
evolution of a satisfactory authority for the 
administration of these varied fnnetions has 
proved extremely difficult and the question was 
one of those referred to the Bailway Committee 
(1920-21) presided over by 8ir William Acworth 
who recommended the early appointment of a 
Chief Commissioner of Hallways whoso first 
duty should be to prepare a definite scheme 
for the reorganization of the Bailway Depart- 
ment and Mr C D. 31. Hlndley, formerly Agent 
of the Bast Indian Bailway and Chairman 
of the Calcutta Port Trust, was appointed 
Chief Commissioner on November 1st, 1922 

Tbe principal constitutional change involved 
m (his appointment is that theChief Commisswn- 
erwho takes the place of the President of tlio 
Bailwav Board is solely responsible — under the 
Government of India — for arm mg at decisions 
on technical matters and for advising the Gov- 
ernment of India on matters of railway policv 
and is not, as was the President, subject to bo 
out-voted and over-ruled by his colleagues on 
the Board The detailed re-organization of tho 
Bailway Board In accordance with the Chief 
Commissioner’s proposals required careful con- 
sideration but one of the most Important of his 
recommendations namely the appointment of a 
Financial Commissioner was considered of parti- 
cular urgency and tho Secretary of State’s sanc- 
tum was therefore obtained to the appointment 
with effect from 1st Apnl 1023. while in the 
person of the Chief Engineer the Bailwav Beard 
has alwayB had available Ihetechmcal advice of 
a senior Civil Engineer in Mechanical Engineer- 
ing questions it has hod to depend on outside 
assistance The disadvantages of this arrange- 
ment have become Increasinglv evident and 
It was therefore decided with effect from 
November 1st, 102 2, to create the new appoint- 
ment of Chief Mechanical Engineer uitli the

The reorganization carried ont In 1424 had

MANGANESE ORE. 


Tins Industry was started some thirty 
years ago by quarrying the deposits o t the 
Vizagapatam district, and from an output Of 
674 tons In 1802, the production rose rapidly 
to 02,008 tons in 1000 when the richer deposits 
ra the Central Provinces were also attached, 
and are now yielding a larger quantity of ore 
than the Vizagapatam mines The most 
important deposits occur in the Central Pro- 
vinces, Madras, Central India, and Mysore— 
the largest supply coming from the Central 
Provinces. The uses to which the ore Is put 
are somewhat vailed The peroxide Is used 
' hy glass manufacturers to destroy the green 
colour in glass making, and It is also used in 
porcelain painting and glazing for the brown 
colour which it yields The ore Is now used 
In the manufacture of ferro-mangnnese for use 
in steel manufacture Since 1904, when the 
total output was 150,190 tons, the progress 
of the industry has been remarkable owing to 
the high prices prevailing

The greater part of the total output of gold 
m India Is derived from the Colar gold held 
in 31ysore* During the last decade the produc- 
lion of this mine reached its highest point in 

1905 vi hen 016,758 ounces were raised In 

1906 the quantity won was 565,208 ounces 
and this figure fell to 535,085 ounces In 1907 
The figures for the latter years rev eal a small 
improvement. The Nizam's mine at Hutti in 
Hyderabad comes next, but at a respectable

PETROLEUM. 


Petroleum is fonnd In India in two dlstlnofe 
areas— one on tbe east, wbleh includes Assam, 1 
Burma and tbe islands off tbe Arakan coast 
This belt extends to the productive oil fields of 
Sumatra, Java and Borneo Tbe other area 
is on the west, and includes the Punjab and 
Baluchistan, the same belt of oil-bearing rocks 
bring continued beyond tbe borders of British 
India to Persia Of these two the eastern 
area is by far the most important, and the most 
successful oil-fields are found in the Irrawaddy 
Talley Yenangyaung is the oldest and most 
de yaloped of these fields Native wells have 
been at work here for over 100 years, and to 
1886, prior to annexation of Tipper Burma, 
the output is estimated to have averaged over 
2 million gallons a year. Drilling was begun 
in 1887 The Yenangyat field yielded a very 
small supply of petroleum before 1801, in 
which year drilling was started by the Burma 
Oil Company. Singu now holds the second 
place among the oil-fields of India. Petroleum 
was struck at the end of 1901, and in 1903, 
5 million gallons were obtained. In 1907 ana 
1908 the production of this field was 48 million 
gallons, and after a fall to 31} mlHon gallons 
m 1910 it rose to 66} million gallons in 1912 
Several of the islands off the Arakan coasts are 
known to contain oil deposits hut their value 
Is uncertain. About 20,000 gallons were 
obtained from the eastern Baron eo Island 
near Akyab, and about 37,000 gallons from 
vnmri island in the Zyaukpyu district during 
1911. Oil was struck atMlnbu In 1910, tbe 
production for that year being 18,820 gallons 
which increased to nearly 4 million gallons in 
1912 The existence of oil m Assam has been 
known for many years and an oil spring was 
struck near Makum in 1867 Nothing more, 
however, was done until 1888, and from that 
year up till 1002 progress was slow. Since 
that year the annual production has been 
between 2} and 4 million gallons 

On the west, oil springs have been known 
for many years to exist m the Bawnlplndi and 
other districts In the Punjab. In Baluchistan 
geological conditions are adverse, and though

some small oil springs have been discovered, 
attempts to develop them have not hitherto 
been successful 

The world’s production of petroleum 
in 1 920 amounted to nearly 150 million long tons, 
of which India contributed 0 72 per cent 
In 1927, this figure jumped to some 172 million 
long tons, of which the Indian proportion, on a 
practically stationary production, fell to 0 64 
per cent In 1928 there wns another substantial 
rise in the world’s production, which readied the 
figure of 01 or 181 million tons In 1929, them 
was another jump to over 202 million tons, 
hot in 1930 the world’s production fell to about 
193} million tons, in 1931 to about 187 million 
tons, and in 1932 to about 179 million tons, 
whilst in 1933 the production rose again to about 
198 million tons Decreases were shown by 
Colombia, Trinidad, India, Germany, Egypt and 
Canada All other important producers showed 
nn increase in production, by far the largest 
amount being due to the United States The 
United States contributed 62 5 per cent of the 
world’s supply m 1933, Russia 10 6 per cent 
and Venezuela 8 3 per cent la 1928, India 
contributed 0 G4 per cent, which fell to 0 60 
per cent In 1929 and rose to 0 62 in 1930 0 6‘i 
per cent in 1931 and 0 04 per cent in 1932, and 
fell again to 0.62 per cent lnl933,herposltion on 
the list of petroleum producing countries fell 
from 11th m 1929 to 12th m 1930 to 1933, 
her plate being taken by Trinidad 

The production of petroleum in India (including 
Burma) fell slightly from 308,606,031 gallons 
in 1932 to 300,009,022 gallons in 1933 The 
decrease m 1932 represents a considerable 
decrease in the output of Assam and the Punjab, 
and of a small proportionate decrease In tlie 
production of Burma Thu decrease m output 
In 1933 was accompanied, however, by a lira 
Increase in value amounting to 11 s 1,18,24,818 
(£889,034) or 23 3 per cent , an Increase muili 
in excess of the decrease of 1932 brought about 
by the world depression , , ,

Gem Stones.-'-Tbe only precious and semi- 
precious stones at present mined in India are 
the diamond, ruby, sapphire, spinel, tourmaline 
garnet, rock-crystal, agate, cornelian, jadeite 
and amber The production of diamonds in 
Central India rose from 1,254 l carats valued 
at Bs 72,189 (£5,428) m 1932, to 2,342 carats 
valued at Bs 63 605 (£4,789) in 1933 Of 
this latter production 2,271 carats were prodneed 
in Panna State and the remainder m Charkharl, 
Ajaugarh, and BIjawar 

A severe decline In the output from the Mogok 
ruby mines of Upper Burma in 1924, followed 
In 1925 by a marked drop in value, bore witness 
to a serious decline in the industry The Burma 
Buby DOne®, Limited, ultimately decided to go 
Into liquidation, ana the mines were offered 
for sale m September, 1926 The skeleton 
organisation left in charge of the mines, however, 
made good use of its opportunities with the 
result that the value of the output in 1926 
exceeded that of the previous year by over a 
lakh of rupees. This encouraging remit was 
effected by a rigorous economy and an extension 
of a system of co-operation with local miners, 
and was assisted by some good finds of sapphires 
in the Kyaungdmn mine— the only one still 
worked by European methods 

During 1927, however, production fell in 
value by over If lakhs of rupees, dne mainly 
to a decrease In the value of the sapphires and 
spinels produced, there having been a slight 
Increase in the value of the rabies Doting 1928, 
there was another very large decline in value, 
amounting to over a lakh of rupees, due to a 
Eevere dropin the value of the sapphires produced 
as before There was a slight Increase in the value 
of the rabies. The value of the 1929 production 
waB slightly above that of 1928, dne to a consi- 
derable Increase In the value of the rabies found, 
largely balanced by another large fall in the 
value of sapphires produced.

this no statistics arc available, in addition a 
certain amount of work is being done under 
extraordinary licenses For 1932 no returns are 
available except that a fine rnby of 17 carats 
was found at Chaungsyi near Mogok, and a fine 
sappldrc of about 90 carats and a good star 
"apphire of 453 carats were, mined , at Bathe 
For 1933 the only return is of 1,103 carats of 
rabies from Bathe 

In addition tlie production was rr ported from 
Udbampnr, Kashmir State of 25,100 tolas 
(1 434 285 carats) of sapphire with corandnm 
valued at Bs 92,000 (£6,917) The sapphire

Chambers of Commerce. 


Modern commerce m India was built up by 
merchants from the west and was for a long 
time entirely in their hands Chambers of 
Commerce and numerous kindred Associa- 
tions were formed by them for Its protection 
and assistance Bat Indians have m recent 
years, taken a large and crowing part In this 
commercial life. The extent of their partici- 
pation varies greatly In different parts of India, 
according to the natural proclivities and genius 
of different races Bombay, for Instance, 
has led the way in the industrial and eo mmer- 
cial regeneration of the new India, while Bengal, 
very active in other fields of activity, lags 
behind in this one. Arising from these cir- 
cumstances we find Chambers of Commerce 
In Bombay, Karachi, Calcutta, Madras and 
other important centres, with a membership 
both European and Indian , butalongside these 
have sprung up in recent years certain Asso- 
ciations, such as the Bombay Indian Merchants' 
Chamber and Bureau, of which the membership 
is exclusively Indian These different classes 
of bodies are in no sense hostile to one another 
and constantly work in association 

The London Chamber of Commerce in 1021 
realizing the increasing attention demanded 
by tbe economic development of India, took 
steps to form an "East India Section " of 
their organization. The Indian Chambers 
work harmoniously with this body, but are 
in no sense affiliated to it, nor la there at-present 
any inclination or their part to enter into such 
close relationship, because it Is generally felt 
that the Indian Chambers can themselves 
achieve their objects better and more 
effectively than a London body could 
do for them, and on various occasions 
the London Chamber, or tbe East India 
Section of It have shown themselves out 
of touch with what seemed locally to be 
immediate requirements in particular matters 

A new movement was started in ISIS 
by the Hon Sir Fazulbhoy Curitmbhoy Ibis- 
•him, a leading millowner and public citizen 
of Bombay, which aims at effecting great 
Improvement m strengthening Indian com- 
mercial organization Sir I’aznlbhoy'a original 
plan was for the formation of an Indian Com- 
mercial Congress The proposal met w ith ap- 
proval m au parts of India The scheme was 
delayed by the outbreak of war but afterwards 
received an impetus from tbe same cause and 
the first Congress was held m the 1815 Christmas 
holiday season, in the Town Hall, Bombay 
The list of members of tbe Beceptlon Committee 
showed that all the important commercial 
associations of Bombay were prepared to co- 
operate actively. 


The Congress was attended by several hundred 
delegates from all parts of India Sir {now 
the Hon Sur) D E Wadis, President of the 
Bombay Indian Merchants’ Chamber, presl««d 
as Cha irman of the Beceptlon Committee, at 


die opening of the proceedings and the Ur t 
business was the election of Sir FazuWmv 
Cmrimbhoy as the first President. The Con- 
gress resolved upon tbe establishment oi »n 
Associated Indian Chamber of Commern lud 
elected a Provincial Committee empowered to 
take the necessary steps to get tbe As^oc.'iuufi 
registered and to enrol members aud carrj on 
work She Congress also approved of tbe diall 
constitution! 

The following are the principal paragraphs 
of a Memorandum of Association and btate- 
ment of Objects of tbe new Associated Chamber 
as approved by the Congress — ■

The Indian Chamber of Commerce was esta- 
blished to November 1025 to promote and pro- 
tect the trade, commerce and industries of 
India and in particular the trade, commerce

The object and duties of the Bombay 
Chamber, as set forth in their Memo- 
randum and Articles of Association, are to 
encourage a friendly feeling and unani- 
mity among commercial men on all subjects 
involving their common good; to promote 
and protest the general mercantile interests oi 
this Presidency , to collect and classify inform- 
ation on all mattera of general commercial 
Interest , to obtain the removal, as faT as such 
a Society can, of all acknowledged grievances 
affecting merchants as a body, or mercantile 
Interests in general, to receive and deoide 
references on matters of usage and custom in 
dispute, recording such decisions for future 
guidance, and by this and such other means, 
as the Committee for the tame being may think 
fit, assisting to form a code of practice for 
simplifying and facilitating business , to com- 
municate with the publid authorities, with 
similar Associations in other places and with 
Individuals, on all subjects of general mercantile 
interests, and to arbitrate between parties 
willing to refer to, and abide by, the jnagment 
oi the Chamber. 

The Bombay Chamber was established m 
183ft, under the auspices of Sir Robert Grant, 
who was then Governor of the Presidency, ana 
the programme described above was embodied 
in their first set of rales According to the latest 
returns, the number of Chamber members 
is 186. Of these numbera 20 represent banking 
institutions, 11 shipping agencies and com- 
panies, 3 Anns of solicitors, 3 railway companies, j 
12 insurance companies, 17 engineers and 
contra cto rs, 130 firms engaged in general

Special Work. 

One of the most Important functions per- 
formed by the Chamber is that of arbitration 
in commercial disputes. * Buies for this have 
been in existence for many years and have 
worked most satisfactorily. The decisions 
are in all cases given by competent arbitrators 
appointed by the General Committee ol the 
Chamber and the system avoids the great 
expense of resort to the Law Courts 


A special department of the Bombay Chamber 
Is Its Statistical Department, which prepares 
a large amount of statistical returns connected 
with the trade of the port and of great 
importance to the conduct of commerce. 
Fhe department canalsts of fourteen Indian 
olarks who, by the authority ot Government, 
work in tho Customs House and have every 
facility placed at their disposal by the 
Customs authorities They compile all the 
statistical Information In connection with the 
trade of the port, in both export and Import 
divisions, which it Is desirable to record. 
No other Chamber in India does similar work 
to the same extent. 

The Bombay Chamber publishes a Dally Arri- 
val Boturo which shows Jtiie receipts into 
Bombay of cotton, wheat and seeds, and a 
Doily Trade Betum, which deals with trade 
by sea and shows tn great dotail Imports of 
I various kinds of merchandise and of treasure, 
while the same return contains particulars ol 
the movements of merchant vessels. 

The Chamber publishes twice a week detailed ' 
reports known as Import and Bxport mani- 
tests, whieh give particulars of the cargo ear- 
ned by each steamer to and from Bombay. 

Four statements are Issued once 'a month. 
One shows the quantity ot exports of cotton 
seeds and wheat from the principal ports of the 
whole of India. The second gives In detail 
Imports from Europe, more particularly In 
regard to gray cloths, bleached cloths, Turkey 
ted and scarlet cloths, printed and dyed goods, 
tancy cloth of vanouB descriptions, woollens, , 
yams, metals, kerosene oil, coal, aniline dyes, 
Bugar, matches, wines and other sundry goods. 
The third shows, classified, the number of pack- 
ages of piece-goods and yarns Imported bv 
Individual merchants The fourth glveB number 
of bales of cotton exported by each firm to each 
country during the month with a running total 
of the number of bales exported during the year 

Another " Monthly Return ” Issued by the 
Chamber showB clearances of a large numeer 
ot Important designations of merchandise. 

A return of " Current Quotations " is Issued 
once a week, on the day of the departure of tfw 
English mall, and shows the rates of exchange 
for Bank and Mercantile Bills s on England and __ 
Baris, and a large quantity of general banking 
and trade Information. 

The annual reports of the Chamber an 
substantial tones In which the whole of the 
affairs of the Chamber and the trade ol the 
port during the past year are reviewed. 

The Chamber has also a Measurement Be* 
pertinent with a staff of 10, whose business » 
that of actual measurement ot 'exports m trie 
docks before loading insteamera. Certificates 
are issued by these officers with the authority 
of the Chamber to shippers and ship agents as 
to the measurement of cotton and other good*, 
in baleB or packages From the measurements 
given in this certificates the freight payable by tne 
Shippers of goofiB is calculated. The measurers 
are in attendance on the quays whenever then 
are goods to be measured and daring the busy

DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE AND STATISTICS. 


The Department of Statistics was reabsorbed 
Into the Department of Commercial Intelligence 
with effect from the 1st December 1922. The 
|omt department has its office at No 1, Coun- 
eil House Street, Calcutta It embraces two 
distinct classes of work t (a) the collection and 
dissemination of information connected with 
overseas trade which may be of ubo to Indian 
firms and (6) the compilation and publication 
of All-India statistics. 

For some tame past the Government of India 
have felt the necessity for the creation of a 
Central Statistical Besearob Bureau for the con- 
tinuous analysis and interpretation of economic 
and statistical facts and phenomena and they 
have recently established the nucleus of a Sta- 
tistical Besearch Bureau under the Directoi- 
Generalof Commercial Intelligence and Statistics 
at their headquarters The Director-General is 
now stationed at the headquarters of the Gov- 
ernment of India with a Deputy Director of 
Commercial Intelligence and a Deputy Director 
of Statistics at Calcutta and a new Deputy 
Director of Statistical Besearch at the head- 
quarters. 

Among the important publications for which 
the Director-General is responsible are the 
following annual volumes Bevlew of the Trade 
of India, Statement of the Foreign Sea-borne 
Trade and Navigation of British India, 
Statistical Abstract for British India, Agricul- 
tural Statistics, Estimates of Area and Yield 
of Principal Crops and Indian Customs Tariff 
The department also publishes a weekly 
journal — ‘ The Indian Trade Journal " — 
the principal features of which are (a) 
information as to tariff change in foreign 
countries which affect Indian interests (6) 
notices of tenders called for and contracts 
placed by Government departments and public 
bodies, (e) cron reports and forecasts, (d) 
Government orders, communiques and other 


notifications affecting trade, (e) analysis of In- 
dian trade statistics, (J) market reports, prices 
and trade movements of the staple exports and 
imports, (p) trade enqmnes for securing trade ( 
Introductions, (ft) summaries of the leadi n g 
features of consular and other trade reports, 
and (t) abstracts of the proceedings of the 
various Chambers of Commerce in India. 

The Department also administers the Coir* 
ithboul Library and Beading booh located 
at No 1, Council House Street, Calcutta This 
was at first a small departmental library nseo 
lor the purpose of answering enquiries, pne i“ 
1919 the Government of India agreed *0 tne 
formation of a combined technological norary 
of reference in Calcutta in place of the separate 
libraries attached to the Departments of Com- 
mercial Intelligence, Statistics, and stents and 
Designs, and the resultant Commercial Library 
and Beading Boom was placed under the admi 
nlstrative control of the Director-General {■“ 
has now been expanded 'into a fl ra t-ch ^ tWy 
nical library containing over 16,337 volumes 
on different subjeots of commercial, econo® 1 ® 
and industrial interest as well as I ndian ana 
foreign statistical publications, and over ' nog 
technical and commercial journals ana maraes 
reports. Ordinarily books are consulted m tne 
Library, but they are also available on 10 a 
upon deposit of value throughout India. 

The Department Works in dlose co^^ratlon 
with Directors of Industries and othw »ove 
ment Departments in India, with the In 
Trade Commissioners in London and nambo g 
with His Majesty's Trade Commissioncra m iij»» 
and the Dominions, and with ConsuIar Offlccre 
various parts of the world And the yeany 
increase in its correspondence shows that 1 
steadily being used taoro and more both by 
In India and by overseas firms interested 
Indian exports. 
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THE BRITISH TRADE COMMISSIONER SERVICE IN INDIA. 


The British Trade Commissioners in India are 
part of the world-wide Commercial Intelligence 
> Organisation of the Imperial Government The 
Department of Overseas Trade, London, which 
Is the headquarters of this organisation, is a 
joint department of the Board of Trade and the 
Foreign Office and was created in 1917 with the 
specific object of stimulating the overseas trade 
of the United Kingdom by securing commercial 
Information from all parts of the world , by dis- 
seminating it to British manufaotnrers and 
exporters, by' undertaking snob special- con- 
structive activities as may be found possible , 
and by assisting traders in the removal of their 
difficulties The Department has nothing to do 
with the regulation of trade It passes no mea- 
sures and makes no restrictive or regulative 
orders Briefly, the policy on which it is based 
ib the policy of assistance without interference 

The Department of Overseas Trade maintains 
a network of trained and experienced Commer- 
cial Intelligence Officers throughout the world , 
who forward' a constant supply of commercial 
information to London and provide local assist- 
ance in the promotion of British economic inter- 
ests Those overseas officers who ore stationed 
in the British Empire are members of the Trade 
Commissioner Service while Foreign countries 
are served by the Commercial Diplomatic 
Service forming part of the British Diplomatic 
Missions and by the Consular Service. 

Sir (then Mr ) Thomas M Ainscough, QBE, 
was appointed His Majesty’s Senior Trade Com- 
missioner in India In January 1918 and opened 
an office in Calcutta In March of that year For 
five years, owing to the pressing need for econo- 
my m the Public Service, he was singlehanded m 
.covering this vast territory. In TOT, however, 
H M ’a Government sanctioned the opening of an 
office m Bombay and the creation of an addition- 
al Trade Commissioner’s post in Calcutta Mr 
W.D M Clarke holds the appointment of HJff 's 
Trade Commissioner at Bombay and in 1985 
Mr A. Schofield was appointed as H M 's Trade 
Commissioner at Calcutta The territory is 
now divided between the Calcutta and Bombay 
posts and this development allows the Senior 
' Officer to travel almost continuously to any part 
of India which may call for his attention and to 
devote his time to some of the broader politico 
economic problems which are becoming so 
important In view of the changing political 
conditions in India 

Function of Commissioner.— The primary 
duty of the British Trade Commissioner com- 
prises the collection of information in regard to 
opportunities that may arise within his temtorj 
for securing and developing trade by British 
manufacturers and merchants, both in the 
United .Kingdom and other parts of the British 
Empire. He is, therefore, enjoined carefully to 
watch and report from time to tune to the Board 
of Trade mid the Governments of the Dominions 
concerned on all matters affecting the trade, 
industry and commerce of his area. His general 
functions are to maintain cordial relations with 
the governing authorities of his area , to enter 


into personal relations with the Chambers of 
Commerce, Trade Associations, and similar 
bodies, and with the principal representative 
importers and local manufacturers , to visit the 
principal commercial oentres , to report upon 
foreign competition, on financial and trade 
conditions, and new legislation affecting trade , 
to make an annual general report on the condi- 
tions And prospects of trade m his area , and to 
furnish special reports and monographs on 
particular questions which are likely to be of 
interest to British manufacturers and exporters 
He is also expected to supply a regular flow of 
commercial information of all kinds to his de- 
partment , to maintain an active correspondence 
with firms in the United Kingdom or the Domi- 
nions who wish to extend (heir trade with lus 
area and to give all possible assistance to the 
representatives of British firms who may visit 
his territory 

Every effort is made by His Majestj ’s Trade 
Commissioners to keep in touch with British 
representatives and agents m India The offices 
are equipped with a complete range of directo- 
ries and reference books of all kinds and informa- 
tion is available with regard to 6uch matters as 
tariff conditions, port dueB and charges through- 
out the world, etc A library consisting of over 
1,000 catalogues of the leading British manu- 
facturers is maintained in Calcutta and 
Bombay, and firms desiring Information with 
regard to specific manufacturers of particular 
machinery or processes are invited cither to 
call personally or to communicate their require- 
menfs in writing It is hoped that local im- 
porters and buyers will co-operato bv making 
a more extended use of the information 
available In the offices and by bringing to 
the attention of the British Trade Commissioners 
any oases where the interests of exporters from 
the United Kingdom or the Dominions may be 
adversely affected bv foreign competition or 
otharw ire 

For many years British traders have deplored 
the fact that there have not been available 
officials with commercial experience who could 
help them in voicing their difficulties and In 
meeting foreign competition. As a rule tbj?- e 
complaints eulogized the Consuls of other conn- 
tnesand invited the attention of Government 
to thjir many virtues In response to thlsngita-

The Indian Jntc Mills Association non 
ono ot the most Important, If not the most 
Important, of the bodleB affiliated to the Bengal 
Chamber of Commerce, was started voder the 
following circumstances — In 188G the exist* 
ing nulls, finding that, in spito of the constant 
opening up of now marks, working results 
were not favourable, came to an agreement, 
with the late S. E. I. Clarke, Soorolarj to the 
Chamber of Commerce, as trustee, to work 
bhort time. The only mills which stood out 
of this arrancemont were the Hooglily and 
I'crnjfiunge The first agraemont, for six 
months dating from 16th February 1886, was 
'-ubsequenth renewed at intervals without 
n break for five joars up to February in, 1801 
The state of the market at the time of the 
lencwate dictated the extent ot tlio short time, 
which varied throughout the five vears be- 
tween 4 days a week 0 days a fortnight and 
6 davs a week. Besides short time, 10 por 
cent, of the sacking looms were shut down for 
.i short period In 1800. An Important feature 
of this agreement was a mutual undertaking 
b> the parties uot to increase their spmninc 
power during the curroncy of the agreement! 
only a few exceptions being made in tho case 
of a few incomplete new mills.

Prior to the war, the United Kingdom s re- 
quirements of hemp were mainly supplied by 
the followingcountriesin order ol importance — 
the Philippine Islands, New Zealand, India, 
Buasla, Italy and Germany. The opmion ap 
pears to be held that the effect of the war will be 
to cause very considerable changes in the char- 
acter of the fibre market There will probably 
be labour difficulties. It is thought, in the prepa- 
ration of the hemp crops of ftussia and Hungary 
and it Is not unlikely that the world will look to 
countries such as India for the supply of fibres 
whicbmay be used as substitutes for the Euro- 
pean varieties of hemp. There can be no doubt 


that one of tho early effects of the war was 
to firm up hemp prices. As far ob Indian hemp 
is concerned, valueawereporsistentlydopreclated 
during the first sis months of 1914 owing to 
large stocks held ; but the closure of the Russian 
hemp market on the outbreak of war resulted 
In a marked Improvement in values, and there 
waB a keen demand and ta considerable rise In 
price.

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In tbe early days of the East India Company 
the Indian Silk trade prospered greatly, and 
vunouB sub-tropical races of the Silkworm 
were introduced. But the trade gradually 
declined for the following reasons* — 

In the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries 
India’s chief competitor in the silk trade waB 
the Levant Company. Successful efforts, how- 
ever, were made to acclimatise in Europe one 
or two races of a temperate worm, procured 
from China and Japan When sericulture 
• became part of the agriculture of France and 
Italy, a quality of silk waB produced entirely 
different from that of India and Turkey, ana 
its appearance created a new demand and 
organized new markets. 

All subsequent experience seems to have 
established the belief that the plains of India, 
or at all events of Bengal, are never likely to 
produce silk that could compete with this new 
industry. On the lower hills of Northern India, 
on the other hand, a fair amount of success has 
been attained with this (to India) new worm, 
os, for example, In Dehra Dun and Kashmir. 
In Manipur, it would appear probable that 
Bombyx mori, possibly obtained from China, 
has been reared for centuries The caprice of 
fashion has, from time to time, powerfully 
modified the Indian Bilk trade The special 
properties of the lorah silk were formerly much 
appreciated but the demand for them has now 
declined. This circumstance, together with 
defective systems of rearing and of bond- 
reeling and weaving, accounts largely for the 
present depression in the mulberry silk trade 
of India. 

Mulberry-feeding worms. — Sir George 

Watt states that in no other country does the 
necessity exist so pressingly as In India to treat 
tbe subject of Bilk and the silk industries under 
two sections, viz , Bombyoidae, the domesticated 
or mulberry-feeding silkworms , and Satumildae, 
the wild or non-mulberry-feeding worms In 
India the mulberry worm (Bombyx Sion) has 
been systematically reared for many centuries, 
there being six chief forms of it In the tem- 
perate tracts of India various forms of Moms 
_ alba, (the mulberry of the European silk-pro- 
ducing countries), are grown specially os food 
for the silkworm This is the cose in many 
parts of the plains of Northern India, Baluchis- 
tan, Afuhanistan, Kashmir, and along the 
Himalaya at altitudes up to 11,000 feet The 
other species even more largely grown for the 
Indian silkworm is M. Indira of whloh there 
are many distinctive varieties or races, This 
is the most common mulberry of Bengal and 
Assam as also of tbe Nilgiri hills 

India has three well-known purely indigenous 
silkworms , the tasar, the muga and the ert, 
The first is widely distributed on the lower hills, 
more especially these of the great central table- 
land, and feeds on several jungle trees The 
second is confined to Assam and Eastern Bengal, 
and feeds on a laurel. The third exists in a 
state of semi-domestication, being reared on 
’ the castor-oil plant From an art point of view 
the muga silk is the most interesting and attrac- 
tive, and the cocoon con be reeled readily. The 


eri Silk, on the other hand, is so extremely 
difficult to reel that It is nearly always carded 
and spun — an art which was practised in the 
KhaslHilis of Assam long before it was thought 
of In Europe. 

Experiments and results — Numerous ex- 
periments have been made with a view to 
improving sericulture m India French land 
other experts are agreed that one of the causes 
of the decline of the silk industry in India has 
been the prevalence of diseases and parasites 
among the worms, the most prevalent disease 
being pebrine M Latent, who has conducted 
experiments in cross breeding, believes that 
Improvement in the crops will be obtained ns 
soon as the fight against pebnne and other 
diseases of the worms is taken up vigorously 
by the producers of seed and the rearers of 
womu, while Improvement in the quality of 
the cocoons will be obtained by rearing various 
races, pure and cross breeds. 

In Kashmir and Mysore satisfactory results 
have been obtained. In the former State 
sericulture has been fostered on approved 
European principles with Italian reeling machi- 
nery, seed being Imported annually on a large 
Beale. In 18D7 m Mysore Mr. Tata, after 
selecting a plantation and Bite for rearing houses, 
sent to Japan for a Superintendent and framed 
operatives The Mysore authorities have mode 
a grant of Bs. 8,000 a year to the Tata form 
in return for instruction given to the people of 
Mysore in Japanese methods of growing the 
mulberry and rearing the insects The products 
of the Mysore State are exported to foreign 
countries from Madras The work of the 
Salvation Army is also noteworthy In various 
parts of India They have furnished experts, 
encouraged the planting of mulberry frees, 
and subsidised several silk schools The draft 
prospectus has been issued of a silk farm and 
institute to be started at Simla wider the 
auspices of tbe Salvation Army The Lieut - 
Governor of the Punjab has permitted the 
school to be oalled after his name, and the 
Punjab Government made a grant or 
Bs 2,000 towards the expenses Sir

Tho main reasons of tho slump In the tea 
Industry are over-production and intense com- 
petition, particularly from Java and Sumatra 
in order to counteract tho adverse influence o! 
the former, an agreement to restrict output, 
was reached early In 1030 by associations ol tri- 
growers For India and Ocylon tho degreo of 
restriction to he undertaken varied according 
to the quality of the tea produced, being greater 
for the lower qualities than for tho finer. 

According to the latest agreement between the 
Indian, Ceylon and Netherlands Inst Indies 
produces, for five years from 1033 onwards 
e sports arc to be restricted and extension of 
cultivation not to bo permitted beyond *■ per 
cent of the present planted area 

Paring tho year 1032-33 there was a consi- 
derable fall in tho wages of workers on ton 
plantations. The averngo wages of mon, 
women and children In tlio Assam Yallev wore 
3Rs 10-10 4, 7-14-6 and 6-11-0, rospoctholy, ns 
compared with Bs 12-8-5, 9-8-7 and 0-15-8, 
respectively , in 1031-32.

The following ore tho important recommen- 
dations mode by tho Royal Commission on

(0) Every future assisted emigrant to an 
Assam tea pardon should have right after the 
first three years to be repatriated at the 
employers* expense. 

(7) A wotl cr dismissed before the expiry of 
the time years should be entitled to repatria- 
tion at the expense of tho employer dismissing 
him, unless It Is established that the dismissal 
was due to wilful misconduct 

(8) The establishment of statutory wage- 
fixing machinery, ir practicable, Is desirable, and 
there are reasons for believing that, If proper 
methods are adopted, a practicable scheme can 
bcdovlscd 

(0) Before cgtslatlon is undertaken, ode 
cuqulrv should bo undertaken ns to the most 
suitable form of machinery, the actual rates

(11) The employment, either directly or with 
their parents, of children, before -the ago ®* *” 
years should bo prohibited by law.

France from 43,000 cwts to 54,000 outs while 
there was a slight increase of 900 cuts m the 
exports to Norway Oth»r European countries, 
namely, Germany and Italy reduced their de- 
mands from 16,000 and 6,000 cwts to 13,000 
and 5,000 cwts , respectively Shipments to 
Iraq and Australia (including New Zetland ), 
showed an increase, while there was a decrease 
in the shipments to Bahrein Islands. 

Not only does India export coffee m large 
quantities but it also imports it chiefly from 
java, Ceylon and the Straits Settlements which 
it re-exports to Mas oat Territory, Iraq and the 
Bahrein Islands.

The former is a native of South 
or Central America, and is the common tobacco 
of India About the year 1829 experiments 
were conducted by the East India Company 
towards improving the quality of leaf and per- 
fecting the native methods of curmg and manu- 
facturing tobacco. These were often repeated, 
and gradually the industry became identified 
with three great centres namely, (1) Eastern 
and Northern Bengal (more especially the 
District of Eangpnr) , (2) Madras, Tnchi- 
nopoly, Dindign], Cocon ada and Calient In 
Southern India, and (8) Rangoon and Moul- 
mern in Burma Bengal l* the chief tobacco 
growing Province, but little or no tobacco 
Is manufactured there. The chief factories 
are near Dmdlgul in the Madras Presidency, 
though, owing to the imposition of heavy 
import duties on the foreign leaf used as a 
cigar wrapper, some cigar factories have been 
moved to Die- French territory of Pondicherry 

The question of improving the quality of 
Indian tobaccos has received the attention 
of the Botanical section ot the Agricultural 
Research Institute, Pusa, and three Memoirs 
nave been published recording the results of 
investigations in that direction The imme- 
diate problem at Pusa is the production of a 
good cigarette tobacco. Many attempts have 
been made in the past to introduce into India 
the best varieties of cigarette tobacco from 
America, but the results have been disappoint- 
ing. It is now hoped to build up by hybridiza- 
tion new kinds of tobacco suited to Indian 
conditions of growth, which possess in addition 
the qualities necessary to obtain a better price 
' Area under Cultivation — The cultivation 
of tobacco is very widespread In Burma. The 
two mom varieties are called “Burmese to- 
bacco" and “Havana tobacco” Of the 
Burmese tobacco there are two main varieties 
" Seywet-gyi,'* the large-leaved variety and 
"Seywet-gyun," a smaller-leaved variety with 
pointed leaves.

Tbe China Trade —The classicise of Indian 
restriction of her export opium trade is provided 
by China 1 There is a long history of Indo- 
Chinese negotiations on the subject,' but it 1 b 
unnecessary to go further back into these than 
1811 On 8th May of that year, there was 
drawn up between India and China an agreement 
under which' the Government of India assented 
to (1) the payment of an Import duty three 
times the existing amount in return for the 
promised .abolition of provincial taxes, (2) the 
partial closure of China to Indian opium by 
provinces, including not only stoppage of transit 
passu, but also treaty port closure, Shanghai 
and Canton excepted , (8) the total extinction 
of trade before 1917 on proof of total cessation 
of opium production in China , and (4) revision 
of the agreement on due notice by either party 
This agreement, as its tends indicate, was on the 
side of China the outcome of a professed desire 
to stamp out the opium trade and opium 
consumption in her midst' And on her side 
China, in the agreement, undertook, imong 
other things, to reduce production in China 
pan&pateu with the reduction of exports from 

In addition to the limit to the China trade 
Imposed by the agreement, the Government 
of India undertook in order to lessen tbe danger 
of smuggling into China, and as an earnest of 
their desire to assist that country, strictly to 
confine the remainder of Indian opram export , 


to the legitimate demands of the non China 
markets A figure was elaborately calculated 
for these markets and India drasticallj cut her 
non-China oxports down to it in 1911 in

The financial sacrifice thereby undertaken by 
India In order to help the Chinese m their pro- 
fessed desire for reform amounted to many 
millions sterling a yeai.

merchants and largely increased imports of 
opium into China from Persia and Turkey 

Agreements observed by Indio— The 
Government of India have earned ont to the 
letter their side of the igil agreement Thej 
have gone further. Not only were exports to 
China stopped and exports to non-China coun- 
tries m the East limited m accordance with the 
agreement with China, but exports to nou- 
Chraa countries have, on tho voluntary initia- 
tive of India, been subjected to successive 
restraining agreements with the countries 
concerned The Government of India intro- 
duced, with effect from 1st January 1923,a certi- 
ficate system recommended by the League of 
Nations, whereby all exports of opium must 
be covered by certificates from the Government 
of the importing country that Its consignment 
is approved and is required for legitimate pur- 
poses. Tbe pressure exerted by the League of 
Nations m this regard was not pressure upon 
the Government of India but upon the Govern- 
ments of tbe importing countries and, so far 
as India was oonoemed, the new sjstem was 
welcomed because it removed from the shoulders 
of the Government of India all responsibility 
in regard to opium consumption m the im- 
porting countries and laid it upon their own 
respective Governments In 1920, m order to 
fulfil the spint of her international agreements, 
India decided, though she was In no way bound 
by their letter to do so, to reduce her exports 
to Far Eastern countries for other than medical 
and scientific purposes by 10 per cent vcarlv, 
so as to extinguish them altogether by Decem- 
ber 1985, and effect has been given to that 
polioy at considerable financial sacrifice India 
Is the only country that has made anv con- 
siderable sacrifices of the kind 

International Aspect of the Problem — 
It was only during the processes and negotia- 
tions by which the Indian opium export trade, 
to China was being suppressed that the Opium 
question began to assume a wider* international 
aspect This happened on the initiative of t is 
Do A, at whose instance an International 
Opium Commission met at Shanghai in 3909 
and formulated a senes of recommenaiUon 
tar the suppression of opium smoking and tno 
regulation of the use of opium anl morphia 
The Dnlted States thereafter adv anccd a further 

proposal for an Intcrnational Om.CTcnce at 

the Hague This met on 1st Dtcember lOlI, 
and finally drew up a convention on the 
the terms of this document presentea no new 
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Ideas to the Government of India. Their provi- 
sions India had long observed As regards 
morphia and cocaine, with which the Hague 
Conference concerned itself, the uses of tlicso 
drugs m India had long been subjeot to exceed 
mgly strict regulations. But these two drugs, 
the use of which for other than medical purposes 
lnvan&bly takes the form of dangerous vice, 
were becoming a menace to the world They 
were not included within the scope of the pro- 
posals submitted by the \J 8 A lor the con- 
sideration of the Conference It was mainly 
awing to pressure by the Government of India 
that they were included within the terms finally 
signed and the rigid and universal application 
of the articles of the Convention wliloh apply 
to them would rid the world of the drug evil 
As regards prepared opium, that is to say 
smoking opium, India does not and never has 
exported it and the sale of it in India is prohibit- 
ed Ho opium is exported from India to the 
United States of America Hone has been 
exported to Cheat Britain by private merchants 
since 1916 Exports to Great Britain are Btnctly 
limited to medicinal requirements and go offici- 
ally from the Government of India to the British 
Government Nor is Indian opium exported 
to any other country m Europe 
Indian Uses of Opium —There is a funda- 
mental difference between the problem in India 
and that in foreign countries, particularly in 
America and Europe America and Europe 
are principally concerned with thb problem 
of the viaioua consumption of eoeame and mor- 
phia and it is on the experience of the abuse 
of these drugs In those 'countries that much of 
the condemnation of Indian pohoy is based 
It is accepted that the consumption of opium 
m America and Europe is in effect hardly less 
disastrous than that oi morphia and cocaine j 
And the reason is that to Americans and Euro- 
peans opium is an unaccustomed drug The 
habit of its use being both new and strange to 
them, it is never used to moderation but always 
abuBed, and the results have no relation to the 
result of moderate opium eating in India The 
fact appears to be that peoples acquire a toler- 
ance to drugs to the use of which they are long 
habituated Opium has been used in India 


The Commission of 1803 —Despite all thl r , 
the principles of Indian internal opium policy 
essentially remain, subject to certain changes 
of scientific opinion iu regard to medicinal uses, 
those laid down by a Eoyal Commission wlitih 
was appointed by His Majesty's Government, 
mainly as a result of the activities of the Society 
for the Suppression of the Opium Trade, In 
1803, to inquire into all tho circumstances con- 
nected with the production and sale of Ind'an 
opium The Society which was largely instru- 
mental in bringing about the institution of the 
inquiry, recorded its opinion that tho appo nt- 
ment of the Commission constituted "the 
greatest and most solid forward step that the 
movement for tho suppression of thcoplnm 
trade has yet made" and considered that the 
Koyal Commission was “ns fair-minded and 
Impartial a tribunal as the Society could havo 
desired to hear Its rase " Tho results of the 
enquiry w cro published in 1805 in seven volumes 

The Eoyal Commissioners examined with the 
greatest care the problem of opium consump- 
tion in India and in bnef they found that it was 
not oniv subject to careful regulation but was 
governed b> longstanding nnd admirable disci- 
plinary habits among the peoplo Excessive 
use, they found, was exceptional, and condemned 
by public opinion As regards the legal restric- 
tion of itB use to medical needs, they advised 
that Government could do no moro than hunt 
the extent of cultivation and hold a monopoly 
of manufacture and wholesale supply and that to 
draw a line in popular opinion between medical 
uses and those not Btrlctly so describable would 
be impiacticftble They agreed that tho mass 
of Indian opinion was opposed to prohibition 
as an unnecessary restriction on individual 
liberty and interference with established customs 
and habits. Apart from the religious question 
they found Indians gcnerallj to consider tho use 
of alcohol todio more objectionable, more injuri- 
ous and more disgraceful.

Present Policy — The current attitude and 
policy of the Got eminent of India were lately 
explained in their belinlf to the League of 
Rations at Geneva.

HIDES, SKINS 

India's local manufactures of skins and leather 
have steadily increased in recent years Previous 
to the outbreak of war, the trade in raw hides 
in this country was good ; there was a large 
demand for hides, and prices ruled high 
On the declaration of war, the trade which 
had np till then been brisk was seriously dislo- 
cated. Exports to enemy countries , especially 
to the great emporium of Indian hides, Ham- 
burg, were stopped, and exporters had to find 
new markets for tbe raw material The raw 
bide business of India had np to that time 
been largely, if not quite entirely, in the 
hands of German firms or firms of. German 
origin and Germany had the largest share 
of India's raw hides. In the lour months 
before the outbreak of war she took 89 per 
cent, of the total exports In 1912-18 she 
took 82 per cent and in 1918-14, 35 per cent 
Germany still takes the major share of 
India's raw hides while America takes the bulk 
of goat Bkln exports. Shipments of tanned 
bides go mostly to Great Britain . 

The exports of hides and skins, tanned or 
dressed, amounted to 19,700 tonB valued at 
Bs 605 lakhs as compared with 14,500 tonB 
valued at Bs 460 lakhs in 1932-83 
, Conditions of the Trade —The trade in 
hides and skins and the craft In leather 
manufacture are in the bands 'either of 
Mahomedans or of low caste Hindus, and 
an on that account participated in by a com- 
paratively small community. The trafflo is 
subject to considerable fluctuations concomitant 
with the vicissitudes of the seasons In famine 
years for instance tiie exports of untanned 
hides rise to an abnormal figure The traffic 
Is also peculiarly affected by tbe difficulty of 
obtaining'capital and by the religious objection 
which assigns it to a position of degradation and 
neglect it has thus become a monopoly within a 
restricted community and Buffers from the loss 
of competition and popular interest and favonr. 

Uses of Indian Hides. — The fifteenth report 
of the Bnperlal Economic Committee states 
that Indian hides, both raw and partially tanned, 
are largely used for the upper leather of boots , 
partially tanned skins are used for fanoy leather 
articles, bookbinding and for covering the 
small toilers used in cotton mills for drawing 
the thread Raw aheepBklns are used for similar

articles and also for gloves. They are exported 
mostly to Germany, France and Italy Raw 
goatskins are uBed almost entirely m the manu- 
facture of glace kid, of which commodity the 
United States Is the chief producer 
The chief markets for Indian raw hides are in 
Central and Southern Europe, Hamburg being 
an Important distributing centre Direotly 
after the war an effort waB made to direct more 
of this trade to the United Kingdom, but it has 
drifted back to Germany The assortment and 
grading of raw hides exported from Calcutta 
before the war, largely the result of the work Of 
German firms established there, had readied a 
high standard After the war the trade became 
somewhat disorganised from a variety of causes, 
among which may be cited fiscal tinanges, tbe 
entry Into the bade of new and at first inex- 
perienced firms, the increased cost of arranging 
for supervision at up-country points It has, 
however, been recovering its reputation 
Protecting the Industry-— The report of 
the Industrial Commission pointed out that 
the principal difficulty at present in the hides 
and leather lndustxy was file lack of organisa- 
tion and expert sku). Government action to 
foster the industry was first taken in September 
1919, when a Bill was Introduced in the Imperial 
Legislative Council further to amend the Indian 
Tariff Act, 1894. The effect of this Bill was 
officially described as follows* " It is to Impose 
an export dnty of IB per cent, on hides and skins 
with a rebate of 10 per cent on hides and skins 
exported to other parts of the Empire, and 
there tumdi Its object is to ensure that our 
hides and «fan« shall he converted into fully 
tanned leather or articles of leather so far os 
possible In India and failing this in other parts 
of the Empire, instead of being exported In a 
raw state for manufacture In foreign countries ” 
Sir George Barnes who was In charge of the 
Bill and described the tanning Industry as one 
of the most promising Indian Industries ex- 

S lamed that ” the present position is that we 
ave In India at the present time some hundreds 
of tanneries for the tanning of hides, a large 
number of which have come into existence m 
order to satisfy military requirements dating 
the war. \7e have in fact the foundations of a 
flourishing tanning lndustxy, but there is reason 
to fear that it may tend to dwindle aqd disappear 
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gave farther protection both to the m\cntor i 
by prov idmg Hint bis application should bo kept 
secret until acceptance, and to the public, by 
increasing the facilities for opposition at an 
clfecth e period .

According to the report by Mr N Mukaiji 
Actuary to the Government of India, contained 
in the Indian Insurance Year Book, 1032, the 
number of companies subject to tho provisions 
of the Indian Life Assurance Companies Act of 
1012 and the Indian Insurance Companies Act 
of 1028 is 282 of which 130. companies nre 
constituted in India and 140 companies are 
constituted ontsidc India Of the 130 Indian 
companies, 00 are established in the Bombay 
Presidency, 25 jn Bengal, 21 in the Madras 
Presidency, 14 in the Punjab, 8 in Delhi, 2 each 
in the Central Provinces, Ajmer and Burma 
and 1 each in Burma and the. U P Of the 
140 non-Indian companies 71 are constituted 
In the United Kingdom, 31 in the British 
Dominions and Colonies, 18 m the Continent of 
Bin ope, 12 m the United States of America, 9 
. in Japan and 5 in Java 

Mast of the Indian companies carry on 
life assurance business onlv They are 103 
In number and of tho remaining 33 Indian 
companies, 20 carry on life business along with 
other insurance business and 13 carry on insu- 
rance business other than life 

Besides the Indian life offices, there arc some 
pension funds, mostly connected with Govern- 
ment offices, which are exempt from the opera- 
tion of tho Act and the Indian Post Office 
Ins ill once Pond is also exempt As regards 
non-Indian companies, most of them carry on 
insurance business other than life Out of the 
total number of 146 non-Indian companies, 
122 carry on insurance business other than 
life, 10 carry on life business only and 14 carry 
on life business along with other insurance 
business Of the latter 24 companies, 16 are 
constituted in the United Kingdom, 6 In the 
British Dominions and Colonies and 1 each in 
Germany and Switzerland 

The total new life assurance business 
effected in India daring 1931 amounted to 125,000 
policies assuring a sum of nearly 26} crores and 
yielding aprednum income of 1} crore, of which 
the new business done by Indian companies 
amounted to 97,000 policies assuring a sum of 
17 crores and having a premium income of 
( crore The share of the British companies in 
respect of new sums assured is 8} crores, of the 
Dominion and Colonial companies about 6 crores 
and of the single German company 4 crore 

The average sum assured under the new 
policies issued by Indian companies is Bs 1,764 
and under those issued by non-Indian companies 
Bs 3,400 

The total life assurance business effected in 
India and remaining in force at the end of 1931 
amounted to 714,000 policies assuring a total 
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sum of 108 crores including reversionary bonus 
additions and having a premium income of verv 
noarly 8} crores Of this the share of Indian 
compnmes is represented by 502,000 policies 
assuring a sum of 94 crores and having a pre- 
mium income of 44- crores 

Most of the Indian companies now transact 
life assurance business on the scientific principle 
but there are still some which carry on business 
on the dividing plan under which the sum 
assured is not fixed hut depends on the division 
of a portion of each year’s premium income 
amongst the claims arising m that year The 
Government of India Actuary says in his latest 
annual report that the mam defect of dividing 
insurance business is that pohcv-holders in 
each class are charged the same rate of premium 
of subscription irrespective of their nge on 
admission ranging even in some cases from 
18 to 60 years "Business of this nature is 
not only unsound but is apt to lend itself to tho 
practice of fraud on the part of policy-holders 
and agents and later on by the companv It 
has been declared to be the curse of insurance 
enterprise in India ” Before the Act of 1912 
was passed there were numerous companies 
which transacted life assurance business on the 
dividing plan and most of them came to grief 
Of such companies which were m existence at 
the time of the passing of the Act the majority 
have disappeared and some have stopped 
isBmng jxihcies on tho dividing plan A few new 
companies have taken up this dividing insurance 
business and it will not he long before they 
realise their mistake 

Some Indian life offices have extended their 
operations outside India, mostly m British Bast 
Africa and in the Bear Bast The total new 
sums assured by these offices outside India in 
1931 amounted to 66 lakhs yielding a premium 
Income of 4 lakhs and the total sum assured 
including reversionary bonus additions inforce 
at the end of 1931 amounted to 4 crores, 
having a premiums income of 21} lakhs 

The total new annuity business effected during 
1931 was for thfe amount of abont 4 lakh per 
annum, which was equally shared by Indian 
and non-Indian companies The total annuity, 
business remaining m force at the end of the year 
was for the amount of 3} lakhs per annum, of 
which the amount payable by Indian companies 
was a little over 1} lakhs per annum 

The bfe assurance ' business of Indian com- 
panies which steadily increased during 11. 
years up to 1929 received a setback in 1980 
owing to the general financial depression The 
following table shows the new business effec- 
ted since 1921 in each year and the total business 
remaining in force at the end of tbe year

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Customs Tariff. 


General Import duties are levied for fiscal 
purposes and not for the protection of Indian 
industries. Any duties imposed for protective 

S ses arc on tho recommendations of the 
Board, ns accented or amended by 
Go\ernment Under the terms of the Ottawa 
Agreement a large range of British and Colonial 
goods recehcd a preferential rate of duty from 
January 1, 1933 But the tariff has been modified 
with a a lew to admitting free or at favourable 
rates articles, tho cheap import of which was 
considered necessary in the interests of the 
country. Thus certain raw materials, manures, 
agricultural implements and dairy appliances 
are admitted free. Machinery , printing ma- 
terials, etc , are assessed at 10 per cent, and iron 
and steel railway material and ships at 165 
percent 

-Re-Imports — Articles of foreign produc- 
tion on which import duty has been once paid, 
if subsequently exported, are on re-import 
exempted from duty on the following condi- 
tions * — 

The Collector of Customs must be satisfied — 

(1) of the identity of the articles ; 

(2) that no drawback of duty was paid on 
their export ; 

(3) that the ownership has not ohanged 
between the time of re-export and subse- 
quent re-import; 

(4) that they are private personal property 
re-imported for personal use, not mer- 
chandise for sale ; 

(5) thdt not more than three years have 
passed since they were re-exported. 
Duty is, however, charged on the cost of 
alterations additions, renovations and repairs, 
involving the substitution of new parts, 
done to the articles while abroad, which 
should be declared by the person re-importmg 
the articles in a form which will be supplied to 
him at the time of re-importation 
To facilitate identification on re-importation 
'an export certificate giving the necessary par- 
ticulars should be obtained from the Customs 
Department at the time of shipment of the 
articles which should be tendered for examin- 
ation.- 

This concession of free entry on re-lmporta- 
tlon is not extended forthe benefit of Companies 
or Corporate Bodies. 

Drawbacks — When any goods, capable 
of hems easily identified which have been im- 
ported by sea into any Customs port from any 
foreign port, and upon which duties of Customs 
have been paid on importation, are re-exported 
by sea from such Customs port to any foreign 
port, or as provisions or stores for use on board 
a Bhip proceeding to a foreign port, seven- 
eighths of such duties shall, except as otherwise 
hereinafter provided, be repaid as drawback 
Provided that, in every such case, the goods 
be identified to the satisfaction of the Customs 
Collector at such Customs port and that the 
- re-export be made within two years from the 
date of importation, as shown by the records 
of Idle Custom House, or within sach extended 


term as the Chief Customs Authority, or Chief 
Customs Officer on sufficient cause being shown 
in any case determines, provided further that 
the Chief Customs Officer Bhall not extend the 
term to a period exceeding 3 years 

When any goods, having been charged with 
Import duty at one Customs port and thence 
exported to another, are re-exported by sea as 
aforesaid, drawback shall be allowed on such 
goods os if they had been so re-exported from the 
former port : 

Provided that, m every such case, the goods 
be identified to the satisfaction of the Officer- 
in-Ohnrge of the Custom House at the port of 
final exportation, and that such final exporta- 
tion be made within three years from the date 
on which they were first imported into British 
India 

Ho drawback shall be allowed unless the 
claim to receive such drawback be made and 
established at the time of re-export 

Ho such payment of drawback shall be made 
until the vessel carrying the goods has put out 
to sea, or unless payment be demanded within 
six months from the date of entry for ship- 
ment. 

Every person, or his duly authorised agent, 
claiming drawback on any goods duly export- 
ed, shall moke and subscribe a declaration that 
such goods have been actually exported, and 
have not been re-landed and are not intended 
to be re-landed at any Customs port , and that 
such person was at the time of entry outwards 
and shipment, and continues to be, entitled to 
drawback thereon. 

Merchandise Marks.— Importer® into India 
especially from countries other than the United 
Kingdom, would do well to make themselves 
acquainted with the law and regulations relat- 
ing to merchandise marks In Appendix H 
will be fonnd the principal provisions of the 
Indian Merchandise Mam Act, 1889, and con- 
nected Acts and the notifications issued there- 
under The following summary of the regula-

Tho gradual evolution of the present financial 
organisation of India 1 b in many respects a 
rolloctlon of her constitutional development 
Those who tako a liroad view of the history of 
Federal States — and by whatever name ft 
may be called India must in its political struc- 
ture be a Fed oral State — nothing is more 
Impressive than tho ebb and flow In wlrnt mnv 
bo called tho adjustment of Federal and State 
rights There Is a constant mutation In the 
powers of the ocntral government and tho 
fcdoral components, though In India no use 
tho torms “Government of India *' and " Pro- 
vincial Governments'* to describe them. In 
the earliest days of British rule, the Provinces, 
and especially the older Presidencies, acre for 
all practical purposes Independent of tho cen- 
tral government and responsible only to the 
authority sitting in London After the middle 
of the nineteenth century tho process was 
rovorsed, and the Government of India was all- 
poworful, controlling tho Provinces down to 
tlio smallest items of their expenditure. This 
centralisation reached its highest point during 
tho long Viceroynlty of Lord Our/on, who was 
so jealous of his supreme authority flint lie 
sought to deprive tho Presidency Governors 
of their right to correspond direct with tho 
Secretary of State for India. Tills system 
was found top-heavy In the days of Ills succes- 
sors, and a continuous process of devolution 
set in. In tlio mnttor of finance tho measures 
took tho form of long-term “coni mots’* with 
tho Provincial Governments, and later in the 
assignment of definite heads of revenue to the 
Provincial Governments, thus removing the 
dual authority and responsibility which bad 
clogged progress A much dearer cut nos 
made alien tlio great reform sdicmo embodied 
in tho Government of India Act of 1010 was 
passed Here, for all practical rensons, pro- 
vincial finance was entirely separated from tlic 
financos of tho Government of India, and tilth 
one reservation tho Local Governments woro 
made masters m their own flnandnl houses 
Tho reservation aroso from the circumBtanco 
that tlio funds of tho Government of India did 
not then permit them to do entirely without 
contributions from tho Provinces These con- 
tributions were fixed in tlio shape of definite 
sums, which tho Provincial Governments had 
to find from their own resources and pay to tlic 
Government of India In cash. They varied 
between Province and Province, on a scalo 
which at first sight scorned Inoqultablc, but 
which had a dofiiutc logical haslB The total 
of these contributions was a littlo less than ten 
crore8 of rupees This was admittedly a tem- 
porary expedient, to last only so long as was 
necessary for tho Government of India to reduce 
its post-war oxpondituro and develop its re- 
venues to the point when they would balance 
without drawing^from tho Provinces ^Thejr were 

an undue proportion of tho total contribution! 
and that it was starved m consequence Thore 
was no possibility of adjusting these differences, 
so tlic contributions were reduced as fast as 
the finances of the Government of India 
permitted. They finally disappeared fiom the 
Budget in 1928-S0, t 


But tills did not end tlio discussion- indeed 
)< was only tho first phase A largo tamo 
remains, nnd despite tho extinction of the 
Provincial contributions the finances of some 
of tho Provinces are in an unsatisfactory state. 
Broadly tho Issuo may bo put In this way. The 
Government of India has taken the growing heads 
of revenue those which Issue from taxes on in 
come and customs. The Provinces are left with 
resources w lilcli arc either almost static, like land 
rev enue, or which are actually declining, as with 
cxclso where steps are being token to reduce 
the consumption of alcoholic liquor in response 
to tlio strong Indian sentiment towards prohi- 
bition. At tlio snmo time the Provinces are con 
fronted with the great growing sources of expen- 
diture, like tlio'-e on education and sanitation 
which hulk largely In Provincial budgets The 
burden Is heaviest In tho industrial provinces, 
sncli ns Bombay and Bengal ' The standard 
of llv Ing Is high , wages nnd costs nre a good deal 
above those of the agricultural provinces This 
menns an expensive administration. On the 
other hnnd the Industrial progress which Induces 
this costlier administration pours all Its taxable 

S ' let into the coffcre of the Government of 
Buies made to give Bombay and Bengal 
some share In the Income Tax receipts have been 
lnopcrativo In practice Whilst therefore re- 
lief Is felt at the abolition of tlio Provincial 
Contributions under tho 1019 settlement. It Is 
felt that tills docs not go far enough, and there » 
still this pressure for some share in the revenues 
from the taxes on Incomo which, It Is believed, 
alone can put the industrial Provinces oo a 
satisfactory basis

Excite on Tobacco — The present) position 
In regird to this tnx appears to bo that n sub- 
«tnntnl revenue mnv be expected from a svstem 
of \cnd licences and fees, but that an excise 
duty impo«rd in the near fnturo could not 
be relied on to jicid a substantial revenue. 
3 here f« ueneni agreement that sncli a dutv 
conld not lx< imposed on the cultivator, and It 
ia doubtful whether a dutv on the manufactured 
product could lie successful while manufacture 
continues to lie so largely carried on in small 
establishments and even ns a domestic industry 
Vend licenses and fees can obvionslv be imposed 
onlv b\ the Governments of the Units, and tlicir 
Imposition by the rrov inclal Governments Is 
now liemg encouraged by tho Government 
of India The difficulties in tho wav of a 
federal excise mm be overcome in course of 
time, but it would be unsafe for us to rely on 
this in the near future. 

Excise an Matches — The imposition Of an 
excise dut\ on matches is already under active 
considcral ion, and w c fed justified in contcmplat 
mg the existence of such a dutj from the outset 
of federation Wo are nd\ Ised that the probable 
net jieid 01 the tax for alMndla at a reasonable 
rate, with duo allowance for reduced consump- 
tion, would be about S crores, of which at least 
2 SO crores would be raised in British India 

Other Excises — It fe possiblo that othor 
excise duties may occupy an important place 
in the fiscal Policy of India In tho future, but 
we do not feel warranted In rcljing upon the 
introduction of such measures in tho early 
years of federation. 

Monopolies — Wo have examined tho 

suggestion, made at the Round Tablo Conference, 
'that federal revenues should bo augmented 
by a few selected monopolies From the fiscal 
paint of view it is only In very special 
urcumstanccs that a monopoly, whether of 
production.manufacture or sale, is to bo preferred 
to an excise duty as a means of raising revonne 
Except in so far as the proposals already noticed 
in regard to tobaoco may bo regarded as a 
monopoly, we enn suggest no now commodity 
to which tho monopoly method could be applied 
with advantage .The manufacture of armB 
and explosives, which has been suggested as 
a possible monopoly, is already subject to 
license Public utility monopolies stand on 
rather a different footing , but tho only new 
federal monopoly of this hind that hns been 
suggested to us fe broadcasting, the revenue 
from winch must be ontirely problematical. 

Commercial Stamps ■ — In tho Peel Report it 
was observed that "There is muoh to be 
said for federalfemg Commercial Stamps on the 
lines of various proposals made in the past," 
but no definite recommendation was made 
Wo have examined this suggestion, bat on the 
whole wo cannot recommend it, at least as an 
Immediate measure 

The yield of certain stomp duties which 
might be placed in this category was, in 1930-31, 
slightly more than one orore. This was a 


sub-normal year, and the normal yield snould 
bo somewhat higher In 1930-31 abont 40 per 
cent of tho yield was received by Bombay 
(one-eighth of this being attributable to Sind), 
27 per cent bv Bengal and 12 per cent by 
Madras Tho loss of revenue resulting from 
the fodoralfeailon of these duties would therefore 
lie unevenly distributed, and their federalbation 
would not ease the problem of distributing 
income-tax. 

Farther, there are obvious difficulties In the 
way of separating stamp duties into two clnBses, 
commercial ana non-commercial. It could 
only be done by mcanB of a schedule, and a large 
element of purely arbitrary selection would 
bo lnv olved The simple constitutional solution 
wonld be to class all stamp dntieB as provincial 
sources of revenue. 

W e have given some attention to the question 
considered by the Federal Structure Committee 
whether tho Provincial Governments should 
bo given power also to fix the rates of duty on 
all stamps, or whether legislation on this subject 
should be reserved, wholly or partially, to the 
Federal Government. We suggest that the 
Federal Government should retain the power 
to legislate on behalf of the Provinces in regard 
to thoso stamp duties whloh are the subject of 
legislation by the Central Government at the 
date of federation Tho duties which are now'- 
the subject of central legislation are those on 
acknowledgments, bilfe of exchange, share 
certificates, cheques (not now dutiable), delivery 
orders in respect of goods, letters of allotment 
of shares, letters of credit, insurance policies, 
promissory notes, proxies, receipts and shipping 
orders We understand that proposals have 
been under consideration for adding other 
duties to this list, and wonld suggest that, if 
any Buch additions are contemplated, that 
should bo made before the establishment of 
the Federation 

We ought to add, in this connection, that 
difficulties already arise m estimating the share 
of each Province In the prooeeds from the sale 
of postage stamps for use on taxed documents, 
and these difficulties may be expected to lead 
to considerable faction with the Provincial 
Governments unless a more satisfactory system 
can bo devised. 

Finally, In proposing that the proceeds of 
commercial stamps should be assigned to the 
UnltSf we have to some extent been influenced 
by a doubt whether the problems arising from 
tho imposition of federal stamp duties In the 
States might not be disproportionate to the 
revenue involved We do not, however, wish 
to prejndge the possibility that, as part of the 

S moral federation settlement with the States, 
might be found desirable to inclnde these 
duties among the sources of federal revenue 
This consideration might well outweigh the 
reasons which have led ns to recommend that 
commercial stamps should not be made a 
source of federal revenne 

Corporation Tax —From the financial point 
of view, it seems clear that, if a corporation 
tax were Imposed on companies 'registered m 
she States on th e same basis as the present 
super-taxon companies in British India, the 
yield at present would be negligible , 
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Provincial 

Taxation of Tobacco —We have already 
dealt briefly with tills question and have 
suggested that tlic taxation of tobacco, otherwise 
than by excise on production or manufai turn, 
should rest with flic Units, but that the Federal 
Government should he given the right to Impose 
a general federal excise Tills distinction Is, 
we think, justified bv the fact that ex hvpottien 
the introduction of excise duties on manufacture 
will be difllcait, if not impossible, until manufac- 
ture becomes more highly Industrialised , and 
as that development tabes plaeo an excise 
levied at the factory by one Unit of the Federation 
would bo a tax on consumers in othrr Units 
It will be seen from our later proposals in 
regard to powers of taxation that the fedcralisn- 
tion of tobacco excise would not preclude the 
Federal Government from assigning tho proceeds 
to the Units, if it so desired 

There is, unfortunately, no material uhicli 
would enable ns to estimate the yield of any 
of these forms of taxation The provincial 
taxes will take somo time to mature, but 
eventually tliey may be expected to form at 
least a very useful additional source of pros lnclal 
revenue 

Succession Duties — Bombay is, we believe, 
the only Provincial Government width has 
attempted legislation for the imposition of 
succession duties, and the attempt was unsuc- 
cessful We understand thnt even tlmt 
Government would have preferred that legisla- 
tion should have been undertaken by the 
Government of India We propose elsewhere 
that succession duties should be classed among 
taxes leviable by the Federal Government for 
the benefit of the Units , but clearly the facts 
would not justify reliance on them as a sonree 
of revenue in the near future. 

Terminal Taxes — We have been ashed to 
weigh the issues which arise from the proposal 
to introduce terminal taxes generally ns an 
additional sonree of revenue for the Provinces 
As the arguments for and against this proposal 
have been so fully set forth in previous reports, 
it scarcely seems necessary to re-state thorn here 
The leature of such taxation w hich has Impressed 
us most serloudy is its operation as, in ciToct, 
a surcharge on railway freights Where munici- 
pal octrois are m force, them appears to bo a 
tendency to substitute for the general levy ol 
dues on all goods entering the municipal boun- 
daries the simpler alternative of a terminal 
tax collected at the raiinay station, and there 
is already a danger that this habit may result 
in diversion of tragic to the roads We therefore 
recommend that, if terminal taxes are to be 
regarded as a permanent part of tho financial 1 
structure, they should be imposed by the I 
Federal Legislature for the benefit of the Units 
Such terminal taxes as are already in existence 
(mainly as municipal taxes) will fall into much 
the same category as other taxes classed as 
federal which, at the time of federation, arc 
being levied by certain Units, but though 
it may be necessary for this reason to authorise 
the municipalities and Provinces concerned to 
continue to raise these taxes, they should be 
allowed to do so only within limits laid down 
b> the Federal legislature Assam and Bihar 


ni'l Orlssi are the two Provlncrs which, having 
few or no municipal taxes of (he kind at present, 
are most desirous of dr riving provincial revenue 
from 1 his source White w e do not rule out tho 
jtossibllifv of (rrmtnat taxes in these two Pro 
v Iiicch and 1 1 sew here or a temporary expedient, 
in view of the practice which ins grown up In 
various jiarfs of India, we are not prepared 
to regard terminal taxes as a normal source of 
revenue 


Taxation of Agricultural Incomes —We

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Railway rinancc — I’lio jcar 1021-20 was 
marked by n atop of great importnnco In 
the better organisation of Indlnn finance As 
Is explained In detail under the section Railways 
(g.v.) the Government of India is n great railway 
owner. It owns and operates itsolf a scry large 
proportion of the railway system through svimt 
are called State Railnajs, Itistho principal 
shareholder in other lines which are leased to 
Companies which operate them. Prior to the 
jear in question, the railway finances sscro 
incorporated in the general finances of the 
country The effects of this were unfortunate. 
As the finances of a State are not managed on 
commercial lines, the railw aj s w ere not conducted 
on commercial principles. Then tho minimi 
allotments to railwaj expenditure were not 
determined by the needs of the railways them- 
selves, but by tho amount at tho disposal of tho 
Got eminent of Indin The evil effects of this 
policy were forcibly exposed in tho report 
of a strong committee of investigation, usually 
called after tho nnmc of its chairman, tho Acw orth 
Committee, which recommended tho entire 
separation of the Railway Budget from tho 
general finances. Some delay Incurred in giving 
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oiloct to this roconimondutlon, but it wan can lad 
out In tho your 102 1-20. Tho hnsos of t tin nott-Jo- 
mont were complolo reparation of flnnnra; a 
doflnita annual contribution from tho railway 
ro venues to tho gonoral ro venues: and tho 
creation of a Standing Finance Oominlttoo of tlio 
Legislative Assombly to ravlow ontlmnton of 
railway oapondlturo before tlioy are placed before 
tho Assombly. Tho railway contribution wan 
settled on tho basis of ono por cent, on tho capltnl 
at charge, pliiB ono-flfth of tho surplus profits ; 
further, If after tho payment of tlm contributions 
ho fired tho amount avallablo for transfer to 
Hallway Reserves orccods tho sum of Rn. il 
crorcs, ono-thlrd of tho oxcpiw should bo paid lo 
tho Gonoral Revenues. Tho efforts of this change 
are expected to ylald to tho Gonoral Koveniion 
a fixed contribution from tlm railway property 
Instead of n varying figure destrurUvo of nreurato 
hudgotting, and toglvo to tlm rallwnys tho usu- 
fruct of their operation and soeiiro management 
and development on commercial principles.

I RECENT INDIAN FINANCE. 


The scar 192-1 marked a distinct and very 
important stage in the finances of India Those 
who have studied the histor*. of Indian finance 
•will remember the general trend of the country’s 
balance sheet. Uu to tbc outbreak cf the 
war it was a record of very careful finance, 
with a genera! snrplns of revenue over expen- 
diture. all such surpluses, save when they 
were in tbe nature of •• windfalls” going to 
the avoidance of debt Throughout tbc war 
tbe finances were carefully handled and with 
certain moderate increases in taxation tbe 
accounts were made to balance. Bat com- 
mencing in 1919 a lamentable change came 
over tbe situation. Tbe wanton Invasion of 
India by Afghanistan meant a war which cost 
the exchequer directi v some *4 crores of rupees 
yor was this all. Whilst tbe military resis- 
tance of Afghanistan to tbe Tndian forces was 
contemptible, and Kabul lay open to easy 
seizure if it bad been thought worth while to 
occunv it, the effect of tms attack was to set a 
large part of the >'orth-West Frontier ablaze 
and to thrust on tne Government of India a 
series of costly expeditions. When these were 
coronleted, there remained the necessity pf.,., ; ^. v . 
establishing a new Frontier system to take

11. THE PRESENT FINANCIAL POSITION. 


India, in common with other countries of Lite 
world, felt the full foreo of tho economic blizzard 
which bognn in 1030 and attained its maxi- 
mum tho following vcni. The net result from 
thd Government of India's point of view 
nas the introduction during 1031 of two 
Budgets, the ‘ordinary Budget in the spring 
of tho year and a supplementary Budget con- 


taining fresh taxation proposals In Scpl ember 
When Sir George Schuster faced tho XcgislatUo 
Assembly at tho end of February , ho liad n 
sorry tale to tell Trado depression, coupled with 
civil disobedience movement, liad completely 
vitiated tlioostiniatcs made for 1030-31 Tlicso 
estimates showed a surplus of Its 80 lakhs; the 
revised estimates worked iipto a deficit of 
Us 13.60 crores, which the Finance Member 
said would remain uncovered and would be added 
to the unproductive debt. Tho mnln items of 
deterioration ns compared with tho Budget

Turning to the estimates for 1031-32, tho 
Finance Member Bald they must face a fail in 
tax revenue, as compared with tho current 
Budget ostimatcB, of no less than Its 13 16 
crores, including a drop of Its 8 erorcB in Cus- 
toms and 4} crores in income tax, Tho total 
deterioration under Finance headings was 
Its 370 lakhs and on commercial departments 
Its 118 lakhs.

The 1933-34 Budget — In Introducing tho 
budget, the Finance Member summarised the 
results for the two previous years Tho results 
for 1031-32 had turned ont to be Bs. 2 crores 
better than anticipated In the budget speech 
and the account for the year showed a deficit | 
after providing nearly Bs. 7 crores for the 
reduction of debt of Bs Ilf crores For the 
year 1032-33 tho latest revised estimates indicat- 
ed that tho Borplua would be Bs. 217 lakhs or 
Bs 2 lakhs more than was estimated He 
continued to estimate revenue for 1033-34 — 
particularly customs revenue — Is, in view of the 
completely uncertain and abnormal conditions, 
a task of quite unprecedented difficulty. Indeed 
I may say that accurate estimation is Impossible 
In these circumstances and for the reasons 
which I have explained, we have thought that 
(he most reasonable course Is to assume that the 
general position next year will be the same as 
for the current year, neither better nor worse, 
and in particular that India will be able to 
maintain the same purchasing power for commo- 
dities Imported from abroad. 

— The assumption, however, that 
the value of imports will be maintained does 
not necessarily imply that the value of the 
import duties will also remain the same. 

I have already explained the special position 
aB regards sugar, showing how the present 
development of the Ihdian Industry 1 b affecting 

E 


our rovenuo. On these considerations we think 
it necessary to allow for a drop of one crore 
in receipts from the sugar Import duties which 
will not be offset by any Increase under other 
heads. 

In regard to cotton piece-goods also, for 
reasons which I have explained, we think it 
necessary to regard tho revenue from import 
duties — at least on Japanese goods — as to some 
extent abnormal and not likely to be repeated 
Hero therefore we have allowed for a drop of 
30 lakhs 

As against these reductions we have thought 
it safe to count on a small revenue (26 lakhs) 
from BUxer imports — because having closed 
tho gap in our land customs lme N on the Burmese 
frontier, through which a large trade in silver 
from China was suddenly developing In the 
course of tho last year, wo think it reasonable 
to expect a moderate resumption of dutiable 
imports 

Making allowance for these and other minor 
variations, our customs rexenue estimates for 
next year are put at 51,25 lakhs showing a 
reduction of 104 lakhs from the revised estimates 
of tho current year.

of Bs 400 lakhs recommended by the four civil 
sub- committees. Government had achieved 
economies of 433 lakhs, or nearly 87 per cent.

[committees did not take into account The 
results according to the revised estimate for the 
current year which I have just given show that 
the actual economies achieved in normal expendi- 
ture amount to 45 lakbs more than this, that is 
to say, to a total of 478 lakhs, or nearly 96 per 
cent of the amount recommended by the 
retrenchment committees. 

•• Turning to the estimates of expenditure 
under these civil heads for next year, I am glad 
to he able to report a still further improvement
